Jaj^    CooKe*4:  Great    Service  to   the  GonJern^ 

merit — A  Good  Storjr  of  Greelejr^^tOhy 

Mr.  CooKfiWa^  Called  Jajr. 


WashinKton.  Nov.  S.— What  a  thea- 
trical thiiiK  Is  private  life  in  tlie  public 
eye!  On  the  stage,  and  titling  the 
centre  of  it.  a  litizen  of  notable 
achievements  can  siareelv  stub  his  toe 
and  stumble  without  s<'ndir\g  a  thrill 
throuRh  the  l)osonia  of  a  whole  nation. 
Out  of  siKht,  other  actors  ciuickly  fill 
the  sp.ue  he  left  vacant,  and  can  face 
death  without  elictlntt  more  than  a 
pa.ssing  paragraph  of  news  or  com- 
ment—as Jay  t'ooke  did  a  few  days 
ago.  Salmon  I',  t'hase  is  a  Krcat  tlKuro 
in  history;  I'lysse.s  (.irant's  mausoleuni 
is  a  sliiine  for  royal  iiilKritnages;  yet 
this  almo.st  forgotteii  man  is  he  on 
■whom  Cha.«e  leaned  in  the  dr»ariesl 
days  of  the  r»'public's  half-i)aralvz"d 
credit,  and  he  to  whom  t'lianl  sent  th»^ 
message  at  Appomalox;  "Tell  iiini 
that  it  is  to  hi.s-  labors,  more  than  to 
those  of  any  other  man.  that  the  ji^'Opio 
of  this  country  owe  the  continued  life 
of  the  nation!'  Had  t'ouive  been  a 
statesman  or  a  soldier,  with  the  same 
qualities  whic-h  broupht  him  into 
rr<)minence  a  gcneiation  ago,  the  peo- 
ple would  have  fnlluwed  him  through 
the  ups  and  downs  of  his  physical  con- 
dition with  affectionate  or  respectful 
solicitude.  .  I^elng  a  simple  man  of 
business,  there  is  ludhing  to  distin 
guish  him  frmn  thousands  of  oilier 
persons  in  his  own  ilass.  except  that 
most  of  them,  if  still  actve.  are  richer 
than  he. 

Yet  it  was  as  a  man  of  business 
that  he  did  his  tirst  service  for  his 
country.  The  very  optimism  whicii 
wrecked  him  in  ISToi  had  a  dozen  years 
before  done  grand  work  for  himsclt 
and  the  nation.  It  was  largely  tlnough 
his  efforts  with  the  banking  frateinli.v 
that  the  Lincoln  ai'.minisiration  raised 
Its  first  loan  of  $:Vi.WM".0(M)  to  carry  <.n 
the  civil  war.  He  became  the  financial 
agent  of  the  government  in  placing  u.s 
bonds,  and  cherished  until  his  death  a 
letter  written  him  by  Secretary  ("base 
authorizing  him  "to  expend  one  hund- 
red dollars  for  advertising  In  connec- 
tion with  these  loans."  He  did  not 
ask  for  authority  to  run  his  hand  down 
into  his  own  pocket  and  spend  ten 
tliousand  dollars  in  a  single  day,  but 
tuok   his   chnnc  es. 

Chases  successor.  Secretary  Fessen- 
den,  had  other  plans  in  mind,  and  dis- 
pensed with  Mr.  t'ooke's  service  a.< 
agent,  preferring  to  deal  directly  with 
the  banks  of  the  country.  One  day. 
early  n  lS6o,  Mr.  <.'ooke  was  In  Wash- 
ington on  private  liusiness,  when  he 
received  a  ine.<'sage  from  Mr.  Fe.^snden 
asking  him  to  call  at  the  treasury. 
Behind  closed  doors  the  secretaiy 
poured  out  his  heart.  The  treasurj 
was  practically  empty,  the  army  of 
the  Potomac  was  clamoring  for  its  ar- 
rears of  i>ay.  and  the  capitalists  to 
whom  apjilicaton  had  been  made  for  a 
loan  of  $12,1)00.000  were  unwilling  to 
advance  any  more  money. 

"fan  you  help  me  dispose  of  these 
bonds?"  asked  the  secreiary  abruptly, 
at  the  close  of  tiie  recital. 

"I  will  take  them  my.self,"  answerecl 
Mr.  Cooke. 

He  was  as  good  as  his  word.    He  put 


a  draft  for  four  of  the  twelve  million 
dollars  into  the  secretary's  hands  at 
once,  and  then  took  the  train  for  New 
York,  where  he  summoned  a  group  ol 
the  leading  bankers. 

"Cientlemen.  "  .said  he.  "the  Oovern- 
ment  has  got  to  have  more  money,  or 
the  war  is  a  failure;  and  when  the 
union  has  gone  to  pieces,  where  shall 
you  and  I  ami  fUl  other  property  in- 
terests be?  It  is  a  crisis  where  the  In- 
stinct of  self-preservation  must  come 
t»>  the  fore.  I  have  assumed  the  risk 
of  twelve  millions  mvself.  which  I 
shall  ask  you  to  help  me  carry.  What 
you    won't    take.    I    will." 

His  spirit  was  infectious.  Hefore  the 
meeting  dosed  he  had  api>ortioned  fne 
IIJ.OOO.OOO  ain«>ng  the  party,  taking  his 
own  share,  which  was  a  large  one.  A 
few  days  later  he  placed  a  further  loan 
of  130.000.000.  giving  tiie  aaminlstration 
another  good-sized  fund  of  both  mone^ 
and  courage  to  draw  upon.  His  prolli, 
and  that  of  his  fellow  bankers,  was  de- 
rived from  the  accrued  interest,  which 
they  made  the  ultimate  purchasers 
pay. 

He  was  still  engaged  In  this  line  of 
work  when  the  a.ssassinatlon  of  r.e.-i- 
i'.e!U  Lincoln  occurred.  The  news  ot 
I'.ooth's  assault  had  gone  all  over  the 
country  during  the  night;  It  was  not 
until,  taking  a  very  early  car  for  ha 
ottice,  jositlve  Information  that  the 
president  was  dead  reached  him  in  a 
telegram  from  Washington.  A  grave 
look  came  over  his  face,  for  he  knew 
what  this  intelligence  must  mean  in 
the  money  market,  with  gold  still  at  a 
large  premium  and  government  bonds 
shaky,  but  he  did  not  llinch.  Stopi>ing 
at  a  railway  station,  which  was  the 
nearest  point  where  he  could  reach  the 
telegraph  wire,  he  sent  dispatches  to 
his  branch  olMces  in  London.  Hoston 
New  York,  I'iitsburg  and  elsewhere, 
instructing  thein  to  raise  the  price  of 
l>onds  over  their  counters  one-half  per 
cent  above  the  price  of  the  day  before. 
Then  he  telegraphed  the  secretary  of 
the  tre.isury  telling  what  he  had  done, 
and  begging  lh.it  the  depiitment  would 
back  him  up  in  this  aggressive  stroke^ 
to    maintain    the   public   credit. 

The  answer  caine  late,  and  would 
have  discouraged  a  le.ss  brave  man.  It 
announced  that  everything  was  In  ci^n- 
tusion  at  Washington,  and  the  cabinet 
could  not  be  gtit  together.  .Mr.  Cooke's 
counter- move  was  taken  at  onte.  He 
telegraphed  all  his  agcnt.s  a>;aln  to 
rai.se  the  price  of  bonds  one-<|uarter 
per  cent  higher.  Mean  while  there  was 
tremendous  agitation  on  'change  in  all 
rlties  where  his  llrm  had  connections, 
and  frightened  siierulators  l)fgan  to 
brins  In  bonds  for  sale.  Acting  on  his 
orders,  his  sul)ordinates  bought  ihein 
as  If  they  were  gold  and  preciou.i 
stones.  r.efore  the  first  day's  busi- 
ness ended,  the  Cooke  houses  had 
bought   nearly  $20,000,000. 

This  was  Saturday.  Sunday  gave  the 
excited  ones  a  chance  to  cool  off.  Mon- 
day was  ob.served  throughout  the 
country  as  a  day  of  mourning.  g^>ne^Hl 
liusiness  was  suspended,  and  the  ex- 
changes closed,  and  Cooke  sent  out 
orders  to  raise  the  i>ri(  e  another  half 
per  cent.  Before  Tuesday  dawned,  the 
new.s    that    the    great    financier,       Jay 


Cooke  was  buying  all  tht'  "United 
States  bonds  brought  to  him,  and  that 
their  price  was  going  steadily  up.  was 
known  thi-oughou^  the  world.  Confi- 
dence returned  to  the  timid  souls,  and 
the  tide  was  reversed,  on  Tuesday 
alone  Cooke  sold  back  nearly  J3, 000,000 
of  his  accumulation,  and  from  that 
hour  the  sales  went  steadily  on  at  the 
rising  figures.  A  friend,  aghast  at  the 
proportions  of  these  transactions, 
which  for  those  dais  were  vast,  ven- 
tured to  expostulate  with  Mr.  Cooke 
and  caution  him  against  .«m>  bold  an  at- 
titude at  a  .season  of  great  uncertainty. 
"My  dear  sir,"  was  the  banker's  cool 
resi.onse,  "this  Is  the  very  time  to  be 
bold.  It  is  merely  enlightened  self- 
interest.  If  we  show  the  white  fea- 
ther for  one  hour,  Europe  will  unload 
all  her  American  .securities  upon  us. 
an-     we   shall  be  crushed.  ' 

Of  cour.se  there  were  brighter  oidts 
to  Mr.  Cooke's  long  career  as  a  banker. 
One  story  which  he  used  to  love  to  re- 
late was  of  a  dinner  given  In  Sterling. 
N.  Y.,  by  Peter  Town.send,  to  himself, 
Secretary  Chase.  Horace  Greeley, 
Thomas  A.  Scott  and  a  few  other  men 
of  note  who  were  about  to  form  a  com- 
pany to  develop  some  local  iron  mines. 
The  feast  was  spread  at  a  country 
hotel,  and  Mr.  Oreeley  left  the  table  in 
the  midst  of  it  for  some  purpose.  His 
absence  was  attributed  to  his  well- 
known  ecentrldty,  aiid  no  one  thought 
anything  of  it  till  the  discovery  was 
acr  bUntally  made  that  in  (|Uitting  the 
building  the  editor  had  helpe<l  him.self 
to  a  white  overcoat  belonging  to  his 
host,  which  he  mistook,  in  his  absent- 
minded  way,  for  the  old  garment  that 
had  become  hl.storic  on  his  own  back. 
Now  .Mr.  Thompson  was  as  convivial 
in  his  :  bits  as  Mr.  Greeley  was  abste- 
mious, and  in  the  pocket  of  his  over- 
coat he  had  that  evening  hidden  a 
bottle  of  very  choice  whisky.  So  a 
messenger  was  sent  to  sct)ur  the  village 
for  Greeley,  and  i>re8ently  brought 
him  back,  overcoat,  bottle  and  all;'  in- 
deed, the  neck  of  the  Ijottle  was  sti(  k- 
Ing  out  of  a  side  oocket.  much  to  the 
good  man's  chagrin  when  his  attention 
was  called  to  it.  At  once  the  parf 
resolved  Itself  into  a  court  and  put 
Greeley  on  trial.  ChaR'  pre.elded  as 
Judge,  Tonwnsend  conducted  the  pro- 
secution, Scott,  Cooke  and  the  rest  of 
the  big  moneyed  men  present  serve! 
as  a  Jury,  and  Greeley  was  convicted 
of  three  offenses:  (1)  Grand  larceny 
in  the  theft  <if  an  overcoat;  (2)  main- 
taining an  unlicensed  bar  In  his  side 
jiocket,  and  (3)  hypocrisy,  in  pretend- 
ing to  be  a  total  abstainer,  but  cai ry- 
ing  off  si)irituous  liquors  to  be  <lrunk 
by  him  at  night  an<l  in  a  secret  place. 
His  sentence  was  to  set  up  a  cham- 
pagne dinner  for  the  same  party  at  the 
next  time  and  place  they  could  all  be 
brought   together. 

How  Mr.  Cooke  came  to  be  christened 
Jay  is  Itself  of  interest.  His  father, 
Kleuthero.«»  Cooke,  lost  an  election  be- 
cause enoiiph  voters  stumbleil  over  th."? 
spelling  of  this  ponderous  name  to  give 
the  h<iRti!e  Judges  at  the  polls  an  ex- 
cuse for  throwing  out  a  large  number 
of  ballots  fibviously  intended  for  him. 
The  old  man  therefore  took  a  mighty 
vow  that  he  wouM  rive  his  next  son 
.■X  name  that  would  spell   Itself. 


MARKS  ON    THE    FIMGE^ItS 

•  Curious  Means  ojf  Identification  TUsconJered 

Bj^   Science  and  Adopted    "Bjr   t^hose 

Who  Vursue  Criminals.

About  a  dozen  years  ago  consUlerablo 
Interest  was  shown  in  the  beautiful  and 
characteristic  marks  on  the  lingers  and 
ftet.  This  interest  ha.s  again  revlveil. 
"We  do  not  refer  to  the  i)ecuHar  palm  and 
wrist  lines  which  gives  some  evidence  of 
the  dlspotition  of  the  person;  though  that 
Is  a  capital  study.  Of  course.  Indicating 
the  prolmljle  future  of  a  man  l)y  the 
markintjs  on  his  hand  Is  fraught  with 
BUperslillon  and  cncnurafes  deception; 
yet  there  is  some  character  to  be  deter- 
mineil  l>y  the.se  palm  marks.  In  the  same 
way.  though  we  cannot  agree  with  the 
details  of  i.hrenology,  there  Is  character 
to  be  determined  by  the  markings  in  th-- 
countenance.  Two  or  three  scratches 
with  a  i)eiicll  one  way  or  another  on  an 
outline  face-drawing  will  indicate  dif- 
ferent temperaments.  A  glance  at  our 
<>rdlnar>-  c<imic  journals  will  at  once 
convince   our   rea<ler.^   of    this   principle. 

But  o.ir  object  in  dL-^cu-ssintf  the  mark- 
ings on  the  lingers  is  not  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  character  or  read- 
ing the  future;  It  i.s  to  show  the  individ- 
uality of  tlie  person  In  his  framework. 
Hy  these  he  can  be  identitleil;  for  no  twi> 
I'ersons  have  the  same  markings.  As 
difterent  «.»  our  countenances,  so  are  the 
finder  .  .^kings.  This  se.ms  lnire<llble, 
hut  it  is  true.  Close  observation  will  con- 
vince all  our  readers  of  its  truth.  Look 
at  vour  fing<'r-!>olnt.^.  If  you  have  a  small 
haiid  magnifying  gla.ss.  yoii  will  be  able 
to  examine  them  more  distinctly.  You 
will  on  these  (irst  points  lliul  lines  whlih 
take  their  origin  from  various  centtrs. 
They  proceed  from  various  centers  in 
spirals  and  wliorls.  and  distribute  them- 
»<  Ives  in  beautiful  di-signs  over  the  wholi' 
of  the  uniler  part  of  the  first  joints.  A 
corresponding  surface  Is  on  the  palms  of 
the  hands  and  the  foU's  of  the  feet. 

These  varied  designs  were  llrst  studied 
by  riviklnji'.  in  1VJ2;  and  th»ir  physlnl.iKl- 
••al  cbaraot'T  has  been  rarefully  elalior- 
ati  d  by  many  writers  since,  especially  l>y 
Kollman.  in  KB.  You  observe  that  in 
one  Indivldu.-il  the  markings  are  very 
fine.  In  another  the  furrows  are  deep 
and  broad.  On  the  flni;.rs  of  my  rifiht 
hand  th-^  markings  are  ex(  eptlonally  line; 
the  center  is  the  ct-nter  of  the  joint, 
and  clo.-»e  elllidlc  lln»'s  spread  eat  from 
this  to  the  edges.  There  mu.st  be  thirty 
t(>  forty  of  them.  On  the  left  hand,  on 
the  contrary,  there  Is  .scarcely  a  distinct 
elliptic  line  round  the  center,  but  all 
drag  away  In  n  slant  toward  the  littb- 
finger,  af'er  the  arch  Is  formed  round  the 

~  Iter.  One  fhln.i;  to  be  observed  is  that 
w  Fa  the  markings  are  not  of  the  who;l 
order  (as  in  mv  right  hand*,  the  broken 
elliptic  llne.>  take  a  v"'*'-<'"''t"  slant  In  the 
one  hand  and  a  slant  In  the  opposite  di- 
rection In  the  other  hand.  Yet  thronirh 
life  the.iie  lines  never  change  their  form. 
Hence    the    means   of    identlflcatl-in. 

In  the  eighteenth  century  IJewIck.  In 
viKnettes  In  the  "Tllstory  of  PIrds.''  gave 
ft  wood  ••uf  r.f  h|»  own  fhumz-mark.  One 
of  the  best  means  oi  teonrlng  It  Is  to  put 
the  thumb  upon  very  thin  printer's  in'.; 
and  prcsr  It  upon  clean  white  paper.  An- 
other wr'y  Is  to  touch  with  the  thumb  a 
surface  which  la  covered  wifh  vrry  thin 
white  paint,  and  pre?s  It  tipnn  the  bright 
i;;;rface  of  a  mirror.  This  will  give  ynu  a 
diagram  of  the  lines  of  the  formation.  To 
get  a  drawing  of  the   furrows,    smoke   a 


pltce  of  glass,  press  tlie  linger  on  It.  Jind 
tb(  n  remove  the  linger;  the  ne.;ative  w  .il 
be  at  once  shown.  A  number  of  peoi>le 
could  put  their  marks  together  In  this 
way  upon  a  gla.«.M  .«lide.  and  throw  the 
impressions  on  a  white  siretn  by  means 
of  u  m.isic  lantern.  The  effict  of  the 
difterent  markings  is  by  this  plan  brought 
most  prominently  out.  Hut  b-t  a  dozen 
pt  opie  put  down  tluir  thumb-marks  on  a 
sheet  of  paper  (with  thin  orlnter  s  ink) 
— sliie  by  elde— and  lle-y  will  at  once  see 
the  distinctive  cbaratteristics  of  each- 
no  two  are  the  same  In  all  Ut-taila.  Kai-h 
ptTson  has,  therefore,  his  own  finger- 
mark. 

Moreover,  this  finger-mark  remains  the 
same  for  life.  This  has  been  most  care- 
fully studied  by  Sir  William  Ilersehei,  an 
officer  In  the  Hengal  civil  .service.  In 
one  of  his  experiments,  shown  before  the 
members  of  the  I'hlli>sophlcal  Institution. 
Lonilon.  he  shoW(  d  the  markings  of  his 
forehng.r  after  an  Interval  of  twenty- 
el;;ht  years,  one  taken  In  W*)  and  the 
<ither  in  isss.  Though  a  long  time  inter- 
veiie<l  between  the  fixing  of  these  two 
imprints,  the  general  character  of  the 
markings    remained    the    s.ame. 

Some  years  ago  Dr.  H.  Faulds  observed 
in  Jajian  some  llnger-marks  on  spt-dmens 
of  priblstorlc  pottery.  These  marks  had 
been  made  on  the  vessels  while  tin;  day 
was  soft.  .\  c-areful  stuly  of  the  finger- 
marks of  monkeys  c«mvihced  him  of  the 
very  close  ani>lo(;y  to  those  of  the  human 
l>elngs.  Thoagli  the  marks  on  the  hands 
of  the  Japanese  differ  considerably  from 
those  of  Englishmen,  there  are  some  gen- 
eral similar  charaiNristb's.  Some  individ- 
uals—men and  women— show  iiUite  a  sym- 
metrical development  of  the  furrows, 
which  may  originate  in  two  principal 
ways;  the  new  furrows  may  arise  in  the 
mi«ldle  of  a  ridge,  and  a  .«lntrle  furrow 
mav  divl.le  and  form  a  letl.r  Y.  When 
loop«  occur,  the  innermost  lines  m.iy 
break  off  and  end  abruptly;  ihey  may 
end  in  self-returning  loops;  or,  agam, 
they  may  go  on  without  breaks  after 
turlilng    round    upon    themselves, 

.\n  officer  in  .\rizon.i  used  to  make  hi.^ 
orders  lor  payment  on  a  camp  settler,  and 
used  his  thumb-mark  to  »erve  the  same 
purpose  as  the  elaborate  markings  jn 
b.mk  (hecks.  The  thuml>  mark  has  bovn 
used  In  <'hlna  and  elsewhere  In  attesta- 
tion of  deeds.  Sir  William  Hersch.l  in- 
troduced finger-ni.irks  for  practical  pur- 
poses in  several  wavs  In  India.  He  liad 
heanl  that  Chinese'  criminals  In  early 
times  Were  made  to  give  tin  impressi-i".-t 
of  thdr  fingers,  just  as  the  «'rimina'< 
of  this  country  are  now  photogiapht'd. 
In  Rirypt  the  criminals  were  made  to  seal 
their  coiife.si'lons  with  their  thumbnails, 
ns  the  Country  servant  girls  used  to  seal 
their  letters.  .VccordinKly  Sir  William 
adopted  the  registration  of  finger-mark- 
ings for  pensioners.  He  su.spectod  that 
"tr.ei...  iVrsoiiattM  t^ese  Officials  after  the 
pensioners  were  dead:  he  therefore  em- 
ployed this  mians  of  Iilentlljcatlon.  This 
led  to  the  scientific  identification  of  crim- 
inals-each prisoner  signed  a  book  with 
his  finger.  Comparing  the  signatures  of 
person*:  made  after  an  interval  of  tw<nty 
year.';,  he  proved  that  time  makes  no  sucn 
material  difference  !ua  to  aflect  the  utility 
oi  the  plan.  There  Is  a  marked  difference 
between  the  marks  of  ma  lea  and  females.

Th-  Ciller  means  of  identification  h  »s 
the  n.-'sl*itance  of  the  telegraph,  and  Is 
very  u.-eful  when  criminals  bolt  in  a  ves- 
sel :or  a  foreign  <-ountry.

This  system  seems  likdy  to  be  of  some 
utility  In  mlltary  operations,  as  It  I.s 
ej^pedally  suitable  for  the  telegraphic 
transmisskui  of  small  mapa  or  plans  of  a 
locality.  The  operator  at  the  transmit- 
ting station  can  Indicate  bv  the  alph.i- 
betleal  message  where  the  receiver  Is  to 
put  down  his  pencil.  The  receiver  marks 
the  y.iuiire  as  indicated:  and  as  he  l,- 
directed  from  sipiare  to  s<iuare.  he  di.iw« 
Ijis  lines,  soon  forming  a  complete  outlin.; 
di  awing.  * 

Portraits  of  criminals  can  thus  be  very 
eisily    transniltt<<l    by    the   same   process. 

The  outline  of  a  burglar's  head  is 
drawn  for  signaling.  And  in  many  cases

D.  R.  Stelncr,  «  Dutch  physician,  re- 
cently made  a  curious  discovery  whil< 
traveling  in  Java.  He  chanced  to  stop 
one  day  at  Sourabaya.  where  the  Jav- 
anese maintain  a  large  hospital  for  pris- 
oners. His  notice  was  directed  to  the 
fact  that  in  the  treatment  of  such  cases 
as  necessitated  an  nnaesthitic  the  native 
physicians  did  not  report  to  a  drug,  but 
Ini=tead  they  were  jnanifestly  reducing 
their  patients  to  a  condition  of .  stupor 
by    compressing   the   carotid   artery    with 

their  fingers. 

The  Dutuch  physician  was  so  much  Im- 
prtssed  with  :!u-  pnnulive  meiiul  of 
rendering  the  yBil'»5:t  at  Ua<^i  i.,irita'!y 
lii.sensible  to  pain  that  he  made  a  care- 
ful study  of  It.  He  discovered  that  this 
method  of  anaesthesia,  although  unknown 
to  modern  surgery,  wa^i.  In  --al  p'.o'uabillty 
In    vogue   among    the    ancients. 

The  very  name  of  the  carotid  artery 
tends  to  conttrm  the  belief  of  Dr.  Steiner. 
for  It  Is  frequently  referred  to  as  the 
"arteria  roporllerj."  or  sle^rv-Kivlng  ar- 
tery. A  name  very  similar  to  this  Is  still 
applied  to  it  in  Russia.  Deecrlbing  the 
results    noted    in    tke    'reatmcnt    oi    the 


Javanese  prisoners,  a  writer  In  a  Paris 
medical    Journal    says: 

"Inder  the  Influence  of  this  treatment 
the  iiatlent  was  sten  to  grow  restles.s;  at 
the  same  time  his  respiration  became 
(lulcker  and  deeper;  then  the  head  fell 
backward.  The  compression  of  the  neck 
was  stopped,  and  the  patient,  after 
keeping  for  some  instants  the  same  Im- 
movable attitude  of  a  sleeping  m.an. 
opened  his  eyes  with  an  expression  of  as- 
tonishment, as  If  he  had  been  ruddy 
awakened. 

"These  facts  appearing  to  be  worth 
more  careful  study,  the  author  made  a 
series  of  experiments  on  thirty  Javanese, 
two  of  whom  were  women.  He  first  ap- 
jilied  the  process  as  It  had  been  taught 
him  by  the  surer  of  Souramaya.  hut  later 
he  was  led  to  modify  it  so  that  he  covrld 
bettor  observe  the  subject  under  experi- 
ment. 

••Of  the  thirty  subjects  so  treated,  only 
five  did  not  re.spond;  with  all  the  others 
there  suddenlv  came  on  a  complete  loss 
of  sensibility  and  thought,  so  that  In  one 
case  the  author  lanced  an  Inguinal  ab- 
scess without  the  knowledge  of  the  pa- 
tient. 

'•To  explain  these  phenomena,  we  evi- 
dently can  not  have  recourse  to  sugges- 
tion,   since  pressure   exerted  not  on   the 


carotid  but  In  the  neighborhood  of  this 
artery  remains  absolutely  without  effect. 
On  the  other  hand,  cerebal  anemia,  which 
the  author  was  at  first  inclined  to  regard 
as  the  cause  of  thes  manifestations,  can 
not  be  the  only  one.  It  is  impossible  that 
other  factors,  such  as  a  compression  of 
the  pneumogastric  nerve  and  the  gang- 
Ions  of  the  sympathetic  system,  add  their 
part  of  the  effect."

If  you  are  wise  you  will  make  It 
six  weeks  before  time;  wrap  it  care- 
fully in  a  cloth,  then  in  jiaper  and  keep 
It  In  a  big  stone  jar;  do  not  Ice  until 
needed. 

If  yi'U  will  allow  a  pound  of  every- 
thing to  a  dozen  egg,*,  .vou  will  find  the 
cake  big  enough.  Weigh  ral.sins  after 
they  are  washed  and  .stoned;  currants  af- 
ter washing  and  drying;  pecans  and  al- 
mond meats  (half  pound  of  each)  after 
shelling,  and  chopping  half  pound  each 
of  citron  and  candled  lemon  peel  after 
miming  very  finw.  Hrown  (he  flour;  use 
brown  sugar;  beat  volk.s,  sugar  and  but- 
ter together;  rolf  all  the  fruit  when  It  l.s 
<iuite  dry.  In  a  Mllle  extra  flour,  adil  a 
wine  gla.ss  of  shfrry.  three  teaspoonfuls 
of  baking  powdcT.  and.  the  last  thing,  a 
half  tumbler  of  good  brandy.  You  will 
thus  secure  a  deep  rolor  and  a  moist 
cake  that  will  k'-ep  Indefinnilely.  ne  sure 
the  butter  Is  pprfectiv  sweet,  and  only 
add  the  beaten  whltos  as  the  batter 
grows  thick  with  the  flour.  If  the  bat- 
ter seems  loo  tlt^k  thin  with  a  half  cup 
of  molasses,  bat  no  milk.  .Spices  to 
taste;  a  half  teaspoonful  of  allsp'cc. 
powdered  cloves,  cinnamon  ;iiid  a  pinch 
of    ginger    will    be    found    sufficient. 

Then,  after  your  cake  Is  well  mixed 
vi>u  must  use  your  hands,  have  your  oven 
hot  but  not  fierce;  grea.se  the  pan,  whicli 
sh<iuld  be  large  and  with  a  funnel  In  th>' 
middle,  with  lard  and  cover  the  bottom 
with  three  layers  of  brown  paper,  cut 
to  fit  and  also  grease<l.  Such  a  cake  will 
need  two  hours  and  a  half  or  three  l.-> 
bake  thoroughly.  A  thick  paper  may  be 
put  over  the  top  when  It  begins  to  brown. 
When  done,  which  will  be  when  a  brown 
straw  comes  out  drv.  turn  out  very  cuv- 
fully.  not  to  break  it.  on  a  sieve  and  let  , 
It  get  perfectly  cool  before  pulling  it 
away  as  directed.

Mrs.  Thomas 
continued  the  search  and  at  last  liaa 
located  her  mother  and  one  sister  a^ 
Brunswick.  Mo.,  and  a  brother  at  Sa- 
pulpa.  I.  T.  Mrs.  Thomas  Is  now  witn 
her  mother  and  sister  at  Brunswick, 
and  later  there  will  be  a  happy  reunion 
of  the  whole  family. 

"I  remember  distinctly  the  day  I  was 
taken  away."  said  Mrs.  Thymas.  "I 
was  playing  with  .some  other  children 
by  the  "ijig  road.'  as  we  called  it,  when 
some  movers  came  along  in  covered 
wagons. 

"We  were  not  afraid  of  them.  I  re- 
member that  we  used  to  see  the  wag- 
ons pass  ev*ry  day.  and  sometimes 
they  camped  there.  A  man  walking  be- 
side one  of  the  wagons  spoke  to  me. 
and  I  was  not  afraid.  He  picked  me  up 
in  his  arms. 

"There  was  a  woman  in  the  wagon 
and  she  spoke  to  me  kindly  and  asked 
the  man  to  put  me  in.  They  told  me 
they  would  give  me  some  candy,  or 
something,  and  I  .«7tayed  in  the  wagon 
when  it  moved  on  again.  The  woman 
held  me  in  her  arms  and  cuddled  me 
close  to  her.  As  the  wag<m  moved  on 
up    the    road    I    saw     a     man     coming 

and  said:  ,.,     ^ 

••  'Here  comes  my   I  ncle  George. 

"The  woman  went  into  the  back  part  of 
the  wagon  with  me,  out  of  sight  of  my 
unple.  When  night  came  1  cried  a  little, 
and  then  went  to  sleep.  When  I  awoke 
we  were  far  from  my  home,  and  although 
1  did  not  know  it  then,  1  was  not  to  see 
my  relativ<'s  again  for  more  than  30  years. 
1  'was  brought  to  St.  Joseph,  and  from 
here  we  went  to  Iowa. 

"1  never  knew  the  names  of  the  people 
by  whom  I  was  kidnaped.  The  woman 
died  in  a  short  time,  and  th'*  man  drifti-d 
awav  from  me.  I  was  given  to  btaiing 
the  name  of  Hall  and  my  hard  life  began. 
1  have  he.'iril  from  the  people  with  whom 
1  lived  that  the  woman  who  took  me 
away  from  her  home  had  lost  lier  own 
little  girl,  and  that  it  was  to  satisfy  the 
crn\ing  of  her  heiiTt  that  she  stole  me 
from  my  home. 

"Sh'-  did  not  know  how  much  sorrow  she 
was  'to  cause  me,  but  after  all  1  do  not 
blame  her  much.  I  know  what  it  Is  now 
to  lose  children.  She  could  not  forsee 
that  «he  was  soon  to  die  and  leave  me 
alone  in   the   world. 

"1  lived  in  Iowa  until  I  was  grown,  and 
later  went  to  Omaha,  where  I  was  mar- 
ried to  Jam-'s  Thomas.  We  moved  to 
Nebraska,  where  we  lived  on  a  farm. 
Our  two  children  were  horn  and  died 
there.    My   husband  was  good  to  me,  and 


had  he  lived  1  would  probably  have  re- 
mained on  the  farm  the  r.-niainder  of  my 
life,     lie    died    live    years    ago. 

"After  his  death  I  decided  to  make  an- 
other sear<h  for  my  peni.le.  I  had  writ- 
ten manv  letters  previous  to  that  lime, 
for  1  learned  that  1  had  been  kidnape... 
from  .Agene.v .  As  strange  as  it  may  seem, 
I  remembered  my  own  name  through  ail 
the  years,  and  as  young  as  I  was  when 
1    was    taken    away. 

"Through  all  my  life  T  have  hop*  d  to 
find  mv  people  before  1  di^  <1.  but  I  had 
little  hop<<  that  mv  mother  was  living.  I 
knew  I  had  brothers  and  sister.^:.  Inil  until 
now  it  has  been  imi)ossible  for  me  lo 
get  .any  trace  of  them." 

Old  settl'^rs  at  Aceiiev  remember  tho 
kidnaping  of  the  R.  rrybill  ehild.  although 
at  that  time  it  was  not  known  that  ^ 
the  little  girl  had  been  kidnaped.  It  was 
supposed  that  she  ha<l  be.  n  drowntd  in 
th;'  I'iatte  river,  or  carried  away  by  a 
).anther  or  some  other  wild  animal.  There 
was  some  belief  that  .«he  had  !>een  tak-'ii 
away  by  movers  in  a  covi-red  wagon, 
but  no  trace  of  the  child  could  ever  ba 
found. 

The  lirst  clew  to  Mrs.  Thomas'  rela- 
tive.-;  was  found  by  the  St.  Joseph  Ga- 
zette, wiiich  followed  a  clew  and  re- 
ceived   till'    following    letter:

St.  jo.-;eph.  Mo.:  Dear  Sir.s— I  am  just 
in  receiol  of  a  message  from  the  Gazett'i 
addressed  to  Stanford  V.  rryhill,  of 
Mounds,  I.  T.,  regarding  Airs.  Thomas, 
of  vour  city.  Now.  if  this  Mis.  Thomaa 
is  a  coasiTTof  Sianiord  Berryhill.  she  is 
my  si.vtt  r  whom  1  have  long  believed  to 
be  dead.  1  have  comm'jnicaled  with  her 
and  she  can  have  a  home  with  me.  and 
1  will  assist  her  to  transportation  if  she 
so  desires.  If  she  is  my  sister.  our 
mother  lives  in  Brunswick.  Mo.;  also  one 
.si.ster.  The  sister  is  well  .';upplied  with 
this  wirliis  good.  And  thanking  you 
for  the  interest  and  what  you  have  done 
in  this  matter  and  hoping  that  the  per- 
son referred  to  is  my  .--ister  1  am.  yours 
truly.

Tlie  letter  was  sent  to  her  home.  S29 
South  Kighth  str.  et  and  she  found  it 
there  when  she  return-d  from  a  day  s 
washing.     She    hurried   to   the    newspaper

hungry  as  I  am.  1  co'jldn't  eat."  said  Mrs. 
Thomas.  "I  am  too  hapi>y  to  speak— it  s 
from  mv  own  dear  brother.  '  and  tears 
coursed  down  the  hard  and  wrinkled 
cheeks  of  the  woman. 

"Mamma  is  alive,  too."  she  burst  forth 
almost    frantic    withh   joy.     Overwhelmed 
bv    the    unutterable    happiness    that    had 
c<'<me  to  her.  she  sat  down  for  some  tima 
silent,    her    frame   shaken    by    emotion.

For  hours  Mrs.  Thomas  sat  in  the  office 
of  the  Gazette  awaiting  th.>  meissago 
from  Brunswick,  .\nxiously  she  awaited 
the  call,  and  with  each  time  the  teleph<me 
rang  she  arose  impatiently  and  asked 
if   that   was   her  mother.

Nov.  .".—It  is  astonishing 
how  nuith  a  littl"  Mt  of  elab<  rail  a 
and  a  touch  of  fancy  trinuninK  will  ;io 
to  brlRhten  up  a  oodtume.  In  those  ilay.s 
of  htavy  ornumtntatk.n.  the  Idoi 
Bet'nj.*  fo  be  to  pro.luct'  a.s  many  novel, 
siiikinn  and  plitutosftiie  offerts  a.s 
Vossilble  and  often  timts  by  s-imply  a 
little  tomh  here  and  a  novel  idea  there. 
Ariistif  in  the  extreme  are  many  oT 
these,  rombininj;  simple  eU-Kimee  of 
construction  with  oinate  beauty  of  de- 
tail and  llnish.  This  idea  tinds  one  of 
its  hiyl'.est  eXi-mplirteaUDns  in  the 
tailoifd  and  walkiiiK  edstumos.  Many 
of  these  ai-e  pl;iin  \\\  eon.^^lruelion.  l)Ut 
have  this  plainnts.s  relieved  by  btau- 
tiful  and  lovely  touehes  in  the  way 
of  tiimminK- 

Th»  IV  are  a  variety  of  different  fornn 
of  tabs,  for  instance,  that  are  veiy 
beautiful  and  ornate  when  eatriei  out 
in  this  form.  The  self  lal>  is  one  of 
these.  This  idta  of  atloiiiint;  a  cos- 
tume with  tab.s  of  self  materiil  is  one 
of  the  niost  I'opular  tod.iy.  In  som- 
cases  these  are  stitched.  Arj.iin  th  y 
are  left  unadorned.  The  niu>t  dr«  ssy 
form  shows  thtui  effectively  b  >und 
with  narrow  silk  braiil  in  a  i-ei'tain 
peculiar  shaie  that  will  be  carried  out 
all  throu>;h  the  garment.  A  slrlkinjr 
point  effect  will  be  adopted,  and  not 
only  will  the  talis  themselves  cimfuri:: 
to  this,  but  there  will  be  superposed 
portions  of  self  material  terminating 
m  tabs  sometimes  over  the  Ijody  of  the 
die.-'S  oi   a^ain  over  Jinniher  material. 

One  costume  in  which  this  is  mo.st 
artistically  exempHfied  shows  a  'froc't 
and  fiills"  Jacket  caujjht  togethei  .r. 
front  by  these  tabs  in  froRllke  efttct. 
On  ea(  h  shoulder  is  a  Fuperiiosed 
epaulette  of  self  mateiiil  cut  away  in 
points  of  the  same  form.     The  newest 


sleeve  is  full  and 
lined  with  taffeta. 
IS  carried  out  in 
the    bottom    of    the 


and  most  artistic  touch,  however,  '.s 
shown  in  the  sleeves  whli-h  are  plain  to 
jitst 'over  tile  wrist,  where  they  are  v-ui 
in  tliefe  tab  effect  points  over  an  unth^r 
portion  of  plaid  silk.  The  end  of  tlio 
tab  IS  then  tacked  (lown  to  a  plain 
cuff  of  self  material.  The  cuff,  of 
course,  is  made  stilT,  being  lined  with 
featheistone.  The  upper  portion  of  I  Ue 
loose,  being  .«lmpiy 
This  same  tab  idea 
the  ornamentinK  of 
skirt.  In  fact,  th.^ 
self  tall  idea  is  more  in  evidence  here 
than  in  almost  any  other  portion  of  the 
costutne.  The  suit  Is  of  camel's  hai;-. 
It  would  also  show  up  well  in  rough 
mixturen  and  fancy  cheviots. 

Another  very  stylish,  fancy  effect  >.. 
tilniming  shows  the  waist  gathered  In 
f;.nty  plaits  .-ind  each  one  edged  or  ter- 
minated with  velvet.  On  such  a  cos- 
tum»'  a  little  cape  effect  over  eacii 
shoulder  would  look  very  well.  Thes>>, 
too.  aie  edged  with  \elvet.  It  is  not 
infreciuent  to  see  self  tabs  velvet  trim- 
meil. 

One  lovely  costume  on  this  order  Is 
made  in  a  light  mixture  of  cheviot;  ilie 
Jacket  is  <ut  tomewhat  on  the  fro(  ks 
and  frills  order  at  the  bottom  of  ♦-adi 
plait  velvet  edged.  This  jacket  diffe:.i 
from  the  frocks  and  frills,  however,  in 
that  It  extends  below  the  waist,  iiav- 
ing  a  lower  light  portion  belted  In. 
This  also  edged  with  velvet,  as  is  the 
cape  efl'ect  over  each  shoulder.  Th:? 
collar  and  cuffs  are  similaidy  tilmmed. 
widle  the  li<)ttom  of  the  skirt  Is  a<lorneri 
with  .<^elf  tabs,  edgeil  with  velvet,  and 
a  narrow  band  of  the  same  adorninfj 
the  hem.  Without  the  velvet  this  cos- 
tume would  be  the  \  ery  simplest  of 
walking  suits.  With  it  it  Is  at  ouco 
raised,  to  the  higher  plant!  of  dressy 
mo<le. 

If  there  la  any  class  of  fabrics  that 
absolutely   resents    the   introduction   of 


a  great  deal  of  trimming  of  illfferent 
material,  that  class  Is.  cords.  Cord 
effects  are  in  them.selve«  so  attractive 
and  ornate,  and,  withal,  so  fancy,  that 
ihey  <lo  not  recjulre  very  much  addi- 
tional trimming.  One  of  the  latest 
icieas  iiiiioduied  in  the  cords  consi.st.! 
of  fancy  shirring  on  the  skirt.  A  vei-y 
recent  model,  but  extremely  fashion- 
able, shows  a  double  panel  effett  down 
the  front,  on  each  side  of  which  Is  u 
f;:ni'il>  shirred  or  gathered  portion  ex- 
tending around  the  back,  where  tno 
gown  falls  in  easy  and  graceful  folds  to 
the  feet.  Su«  h  a  skirt  Is  almost  In- 
variably without  any  additional  trim- 
ming*. In  fact,  any  ornamentation 
that  is  re«|ulred  on  such  a  costume  wlil 
be  j-anfined   to   the   waist. 

One  offensive  model  of  this  sort 
sh.ttws  embioiderod  satin  revers.  edged 
with  black  and  white  .vilk  braid,  which 
si  heme  of  trimming  Is  cariled  out  on 
that  Is  used  to  adorn  the  costume,  but 
the  collar,  cuffs  and  licit.  This  is  all 
It  Is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
gorgeous  affairs  that  could  be  im- 
agined.

ties,  when  an  elaborate  piece  of  neck- 
wear Is  re<iulred.  There  are  some 
waist."  that  are  most  elaborate,  ye* 
they  reciuire  something  additional  to 
make  truly  dressy  affairs.  Nothing  in 
the  way  of  materials  could  be  Imagined 
more  ornate  than  a  Persian  pattern  In 
velvet,  ami  yet  a  waist  of  this  material 
unrelieved  will  seem  to  lack  some- 
thing. 

We  have  in  minil  a  lovely  creation  in 
Persian  panne,  with  the  raw  model 
full  sleeve  and  adorned  around  the 
waist  with  bands  of  lace.  Hand.some 
as  Is  this  material,  it  would  not  show 
up  in  Its  gri'atest  beauty  were  it  not  a 
fancy  collar  for  the  necki)lece.  Th"? 
(oilar  and  upjjer  yoke  portion  Is  of 
embroidered  silk  worked  up  In  a  fancy 
design,  over  a  y(jke  of  shirred  liberty 
Sui)eri)osed  on  top  of  all  Is  a  dfiuble 
tlchu  effect,  also  of  liberty,  each  p(»r- 
tlon  adorned  In  a  pentlant  to  match  the 
body  material  In  coloring. 

In  nowhere  so  much  as  In  the  dressy 
gowns  do  we  see  this  Idea  of  super- 
posed applications  adding  to  the  beautj 
of  the  g.irment.

foundation  of  light  <  olored  taffeta.  The 
skirt,  from  the  waist  to  the  knees,  is 
the  only  jilain  p<irti(m.  The  waist  \c 
magnificently  trimmed  with  gorgeous 
motifs  in  Moral  effei  ts.  The  yoke  and 
collar  are  of  a  somewhat  similar  design 
on  a  smaller  order,  and  elaborately 
stitched  with  little  metal  beads.  The 
skirt  is  similarly  adorned  with  the  ad- 
dition of  cross  bars  of  black  velvet, 
ujfon  which  are  superjiosed  lovely  llitle 
embroidered  flowers.  In  cut,  the  gown 
is  made  after  the  conventional  mode  oT 
sightly  blouses  waist  front  and  full 
bishop- like  sleeves  with  the  skirt  u 
deini-train. 

The  panel  effect  down  the  front  of  the 
gown  is  a  very  popular  mode.  The  suit 
of  white  broadcloth  Illustrated  shows 
up  the  mode  most  attractively.  Tlci 
panel  is  of  black  velvet  edged  with  Itc- 
naissance  lace,  and  this  same  idea  Is 
carried  out  at  the  bottom  of  the  skirt 
and  also  on  the  lower  sleeves.  The 
?klrt  is  cut  rather  full  in  the  back  and 
thc'ie  shows  an  ujiper  portion  that  ter- 
minates above  the  lines,  edged  with 
fancy  brai<l.  The  short  large  over- 
sleeve, button-trimmed.  Is  a  feature  of 
the  waist,  as  Is  the  panne  ribbon  trim- 
ming and  lapels  a<loined  with  button- 
caught  cord.  The  black  felt  hat  's 
trimmed  with  soft  ribbon  in  self-color. 

I>e8pite  the  ideas  of  great  elaboration 
so  prevalent  todav  in  the  world  of 
fashion,  we  frequently  see,  and  espe- 
cially in  walking  suits,  an  elaborate 
jacket,  with  the  skirt  made  very  plain 
and  adorned  only  with  little  fancy  tabs 
at  the  bottom.  This  suit  bears  out  tin* 
mode  In  every  particular.  The  jacket 
has  the  "frocks  and  frills"  suggestion 
about  It.  being  very  short  and  plaited. 
It  is  trimmed  with  ajiplied  tabs  of  self- 
material,  these  bound  with  silk  yen- 
dants.  A  novel  feature  Is  the  lower 
slet  4^  which  Is  partly  cut  away  to  dis- 
play an  under  portion  of  plaid  silk. 
This  .^ame  silk  Is  shown  In  the  fnjnt  of 
the  jacket.  In  fact.  It  is  al.so  on  the 
skirt.  This  Idea  of  little  pointed  effects 
in  self-material  l»rald  bound  is  carried 
out  all  through  the  costume. 

One  of  the  highest  points  of  style  to- 
day is  an  ornamented  chiffon  gown  and 
other  effects  on  this  order  with  lace 
and  like  elaborate  trimmings.  This 
gown  is  of  idain  chiffon  over  a  founda- 
tion of  taffeta.  It  is  beautifully  garni- 
tured  v.ith  Irish  crochet  medallions, 
with  embroidered  flowers  on  velvet,  and 
with  C'hantllly  separable  medallions. 
It  also  shows  a  metal  beaded  collar  and 
yoke  effect. 

Fancy  mixtures  are  always  very  pop- 
ular for  walking,  and  especially  In 
rough  goods.  This  costume  Is  a  beauti- 
ful example  of  this  mode,  and  Is  trim- 
med according  to  the  very  latest  Ideas. 
Note  tne  bands  of  velvet  that  adorn 
the  waist  an.l  skirt,  as  well  as  trim  the 
little  self  tabs  on  the  skirt:  note  the 
pleated  "frocks  and  frills"  effect  given 
the  front  of  the  jacket,  and  also  note 
oi>en  embroidered  front.  Over  the 
siioulders  Is  a  featherbone  stirfenrd 
caije  effect.  The  sleeves  aer  tucked  on 
the  upper  portion,  but  show  the  new 
full  effect  below  the  elbow,  with  the 
conventional  tight  cuff. 

There  Is  a  romance  about  the  hand- 
kerchief. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  Introduce 
the  black  handkerchiefs,  and  the  one 
made  of  blue  and  white  stripes,  and  the 
handkerchief  that  is  all  bright  red  or 
all  deep  green. 

Hut  these  have  failed,  and  the  del:- 
cafe  thing  of  white,  linen  In  the  middle 
and  lace  around  the  edge — Is  the  only 
one   permissible   for   nice   occasions. 

The  romance  of  the  handkerchief  em- 
braces the  etionette  of  it. 

A  girl  may  take  her  kerchief  off  her 
throat  and  wave  it  at  the  Incoming 
guest.  She  may  lightly  t<iss  a  signal 
with  It  at  dep:irtln,g  friends.  She  may. 
ir  on  the  water,  wig-wag  with  It,  an  1 
hhe  may  follow  the  fashion  of  the  coun- 
try In  the  manner  of  manipulating  It  In 
code  style. 

But,  when  she  comes  Indoors,  the  cll- 
ouette  of  the  handkerchief  changes. 
And  no  article,  not  even  the  fan.  Is  as 
rigidly  ruled  as  the  handkerchief. 

And  very  susceptible  to  treatment  Is 
the  little  lacey  square.  It  can  be  made 
to  denote  a  great  deal,  or  nothing  at 
all.  It  can  show  anger,  petulance,  an- 
noyance, ennui,  fatigue  and  "haste.  It 
cin  also  be  made  to  denote  coquetry, 
pride  and  even  delight.  By  her  way  of 
handling  It  Is  a  lAdy  known,  and  to  suc- 
cessfully control  her  hands  Is  a  m.at- 
ter  for  personal  study  and  much  prac- 
tice. 

It  was  at  one  time  thought  not  very 
good  form  to  show  the  handkerchief  at 
all.  for  It  was  regarded  as  an  article  of 
toilet,  not  of  display.  But  this  argu- 
ment proved  utterly  futile  in  the  face 
of  Jjie  exqullste  little  lace  creations 
that  were  offered,  and  woman,  in  her 
vanity  and  In  her  love  of  the  beautiful, 
decided  that  it  was  far  too  effective  a 
weapon  to  be  so  hidden. 

Moieover,  the  handkerchief  offered 
something  for  the  hands  to  do.  so  wo- 
man argued.  And  when  she  laid  it 
away  she  lost  one  of  her  most  attrac- 
tive little  features  of  her  dress  and  of 
frivolity. 

The  handkerchief,  the  fan  and  the 
little  wrist  bag  are  all  very  much  a 
part  of  the  society  woman.  To  handle 
them  well  Is  a  triumph  cf  culture  and 
breeding. 

Once  a  traveling  magician  brought  lo 
the    court    of   one    of    the    queens      of 


Europe  a  little  bottle  trimmed  with 
g(dd.  It  was  a  vial  as  long  as  the 
longest  finger  of  the  fair  young  quetii, 
and  in  it  lay  one  drop  of  scent. 

"Take  this,"  said  the  wandering  man 
of  magic-,  "and  when  you  desire  to  cap- 
tivate, pour  the  drop  of  perfume  upon 
your  lace  handkerchief.  It  is  a  potion 
of  love  and  will  enamour  all  who  smell 
it." 

The  drop  of  attar  of  roses,  for  such  It 
was,  was  poured  by  the  queen  upon  a 
tiny  lace  handkerchief,  and  the  result 
was  one  of  the  famous  amours  of 
history. 

To  carry  one  drop  of  scent  upon  the 
handkerchief  is  the  best  of  good  form. 
Dc  not  sop  the  handkerchief  so  that  it 
looks  like  a  moist  rag;  and  do  not 
laden  It  with  the  perfume.  But  let 
one  drop,  a  subtle  thing,  float  out  from 
tl»e  lace  and,  as  you  lift  it,  there  will 
be  a  delicate  aroma  which  exerts  ita 
fascinating  influence. 

How  to  fa.scinate  might  be  the  title 
of  an  Instructive  le.sson  to  women,  1  jr 
the  art  of  fascination  is  one  that  liaa 
been  studied  through  the  ages  and  ncn^ 
it  has  arrived  at  its  perfection.  Surely 
in  the  lesson  the  etiquette  of  the  hand- 
kerchief will  be  an  important  part. 

The  nandkerchief  may  be  carried  in 
the  hand  with  perfect  propriety.  It 
must  not  be  rolled  nor  must  it  Le 
twisted.  Nor  will  the  real  lady  argue 
with  it.  She  will  not  clutch  it  and 
struggle  with  it.  but  will  regard  ;t 
as  a  precious  ornament  to  herself,  and 
to  her  gowning,  and  will  treat  it  wita 
distinction. 

The  handkerchief  is  much  carried  t:, 
the  wrist,  for  here  it  makes  a  pretty 
frill  for  the  hand.  It  is  tucked  up  the 
sleeve  and  it.s  lacey  edge  lies  in  the 
palm  of  the  hand. 

While  liberty  is  given  in  the  dandling 
of  the  pocket  handkerchief,  one  must 
be  wary  of  Its  abu.se.  Never  on  any 
Ticcount  take  it  and  tuck  it  in  th^ 
front  of  the  gown.  You  must  not 
handle  any  other  article  in  this  way, 
then  whv  the  handkerchief?  In  a 
day's  search  you  would  never  see  a 
lady  unbotton  her  dress  and  thrust 
a  purse  in  her  bosom,  or  a  pair  of 
gloves.  Then  why  shc>uld  she  do  so 
with   the  unoffending  handkerchief? 

Never,  on  any  consideration  put  the 
handkerchief  in  the  mouth.  Chewing 
the  end  of  it  is  very  l)ad  form,  yet  you 
do  sometimes  see  ladies  do  it. 

Do  not  tear  at  the  handkerchief,  do 
not  mop  the  mouth  with  it.  Of  courre 
never  rub  the  forehead  and  head  wiili 
It.     And  do  not  wipe  the  hands  on  ic. 

You  can,  if  so  please  you,  delicately 
touch  the  lips  with  its  lacy  edge  and 
one  may  sniff  it.  ever  so  lightly,  to  get 
its  sweetness  but  It  must  not  be  put 
to  ultilitarian  u.ses.  for  the  parlor 
handkerchief  is  an  ornament  not  a 
thing  to  use.  To  blow  the  nose  with 
enthusiasm  is  exquisitely  bad  form. 

Do  not  flirt  with  the  handkerchief. 
This  Is  not  good.  It  must  not  be  tos.sea 
in  the  hand,  not  flourished  In  the  par- 
lor. 

The   handkerchief  can       match     tiie 
lacey  trimmings  of  the  gown  and  thm  . 
it  is  a  thing  to  be  tucked   in   the  belt, 
the  sleeve,   or  even   in  the  finger  ring, 
for  there  are  rings   built  for   this. 

If  necessary  to  shed  a  few  tears  the 
handkerchief  can  be  used  to  lightly 
dry  the  tear  drop.  It  is  bad  form  to 
weep  with  abandon  in  the  liandker- 
chief;  the  emotions  must  be  controlled 
into  plcturesciueness. 

Don't  play  hide  and  seek  with  It. 

Don't   let   It  drop  on   the  floor. 

Don't  lay  it  down  upon  the  table  or 
chair. 

Don't  stuff  it  into  your  collar. 

Don't  wind  It  between  your  fingers. 

And  don't,  of  course,  carry  a  hand- 
kerchief that  is  not  delicately  pristine 
in  Us  beauty. 

The  handkerchief  abused  is  a  thing 
of  hissing  and  by-word.  But  treated 
poeticallv  it  becomes  a  thing  of  ro- 
mance, as  suggestive  In  Its  attractivcs 
po.ssibilities  as  the  fan.  and  one  that 
offers  as  good  a  weapon  for  woman's 
art. 

Let  the  handkerchief  rest  in  the  lap. 
u.«?e  It  for  the  flngens.  lift  it  if  so  please 
you.  but  let  it  not  be  treated  outland- 
ish I  y. 

Few  women  understand  the  etiquette 
of  the  pocket  handkerchief.  But  all 
ladles  do.  Its  treatment  may  be  a 
matter  of  instinct,  but  more  often  it 
is  one  of  studiously  acquired  art. 

The  making  of  a  handkerchief,  its 
embroidering,  and  Its  hemstitching,  is 
a  thing  that  Is  dainty  in  the  exirein,.

News  Given  Out  By  Cop- 
per Authorities  Very 
Contradictory. 


Baltic  Mine  Continues  to 

Show   Increase  In 

Output. 


Houghton.  Nov.  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  election  being  over, 
patient  holders  of  copper  shares  are 
waiting  for  the  boom  in  prices  that  has 
been  promised  repeatedly,  and  will  bt 
much  disappointed  if  another  adjourn- 
ment is  In  order.  The  news  given 
out  by  the  various  authorities  on  tht 
copper  industry  continues  to  be  of 
the  most  contradictory  .sort.  It  is  as 
easy  to  the  searcher  after  the  truth  to 
get  any  variety  of  copper  facts  that 
he  desires  as  it  was  during  the  late 
campaign  for  the  voter  to  get  assur- 
ances pro  and  con  ut>on  all  sort.s  of 
political  que.stions.  While  the  inter- 
views and  statements  of  the  metal 
brokers  and  statisticians  do  not  jibe 
by  many  rows  of  apple  trees,  the 
trend  of  the  market  indicates  tliat 
there  is  a  steady  consumptive  demand 
which  is  taking  care  of  the  copper  as 
it  is  produced,  and  it  does  not  seem  at 
all  probable  that  accumulated  stocks 
are  again  increasing,  as  has  been  re- 
cently claimed  in  one  quarter. 

The  Baltic  mine  made  5330  tons  of 
mineral  last  month.  The  record  of  this 
mine  is  truly  remarkable  in  one  par- 
ticular— since  the  first  leased  stamp 
was  set  to  pounding  Baltic  rock,  more 
than  three  years  ago.  the  production 
of  each  month  has  been  larger  than 
that  of  the  month  previous.  The  pres- 
ent production  of  the  mine  is  nearly 
as  large  as  that  of  the  Osceola,  and 
the  Baltic  has  by  no  means  reached  ith 
full  productive  capacity  as  yet.  The 
Wolverine  also  exceeded  .500  tons  last 
month,  and  as  this  mine  makes  the 
highest-grade  mineral  of  the  district, 
its  production  of  refined  Conner  is  at 
the  rate  of  about  lO.ooo.OOO  pounds  per 
annum  just  now.  The  result  is  most 
gratifying,  especially  because  It  has 
been  asserted  by  the  croakers  that  the 
Wolverine  rock  would  fall  off  In  cop- 
per contents  when  the  amount  milled 
was  increased  to  nearly  1000  tons  daily. 
On  the  contrary,  the  percentage  of  in- 
got copper  .secured  in  SeiUember  was 
about  30  pounds  per  ton— the  best  rec- 
ord ever  made  by  the  mine.

new  Mohawk  mill  are  apparently  end- 
ed, and  prattic-ally  everything  is  on  the 
sround  and  the  installation  nearly  com- 
plete. The  fiist  stamp  should  start 
durfnK  December,  probably  not  till 
very  near  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the 
second  should  besin  work  a  few  wee"  s 
later.  It  i.s  hoped  to  have  the  third 
stamp  runninpr  by  the  middle  of  1903, 
and  the  fourth  and  last  stamp  will  be 
installed  six  months  to  a  year  later 
With  all  four  stamps  running,  it  will 
be  a  pretty  close  race  between  the 
Tamarac.  Quincy  and  Mohawk  for 
second  place  in  production  in  the  laKe 
district.  The  matter  of  levying  another 
assessment  on  Mohawk  has  not  been 
considered,  formally  or  otherwise,  by 
the  directors,  but  it  is  not  at  all  un- 
likely that  an  assessment  of  $1  and 
possibly  of  $2  per  share  will  be  levied 
within  the  next  few  weeks.  The  mill 
is  some  months  later  in  starting  than 
had  baen  anticipated,  and  there  is  a 
big  pay  roll  at  the  mine.  It  wjll  also 
require  .several  months  to  turn  the 
mineral  from  the  mine  into  cash,  and 
a  small  assessment  to  give  ample 
working  capital  seems  needed.  The 
earning  capacity  of  the  mine  will  be 
very  great,  and  it  is  reasona))ly  cer- 
tain that  the  Mohawk  will  make  copper 
for  8  cents  per  pound,  leaving  a  tine 
margin  of  profit. 

H.  A.  Allen,  of  Chicago,  a  graduate 
of  the  Annapolis  naval  academy,  but 
identified  with  the  mining  machinery 
trade  for  some  years  past,  will  succeed 
r.  R.  Robert  as  superintendent  of  the 
Adventure  mine,  at  the  beginning  of 
the    year. 

The  Trimountain  mill  is  now  running 
two  heads,  and  stamping  a  large  ton- 
nage of  rich  rock  daily.  Of  the  Mass 
mine's  production  of  about  180  tons  in 
October,  nearly  one-half  was  secured 
in  heavy  copi)er.  The  concentrating 
plant  at  the  Central  mine,  Keweena.v 
county,  will  have  a  daily  capacity  of 
125  tons  of  tailings,  and  as  the  old  tail- 
ings show  good  a.ssay  values,  the  ven- 
ture should  prove  i>rontal)le.  A  prom- 
ising cupriferous  amygilaloid  was  re- 
cently cut  by  diamond  drills  on  the 
Central  l.inds. 

Atlantic  has  shown  a  better  return  of 
mineral  during  the  pa.st  two  months 
than  for  a  long  time  previously.  This 
is  both  gratifying  and  timely,  as  the 
low  price  of  copper,  low  returns  in 
mineral  and  high  cost  of  labor  and  sup- 
plies have  combined  to  make  the  way 
of  the  Atlantic  anything  but  entirely 
pleasant   for   the   management. 

The  Winona  is  said  to  have  good 
ground  in  several  parts  of  the  mine, 
and  a  mill  test  of  its  rock  is  expected 
during  the  next  few  weeks.  The 
Wyandot  has  stopped  all  diamond 
drilling  and  is  sinking  a  shaft,  from 
which  cross-cuts  will  be  run  to  a  cop- 
per-bearing amygdaloid.  The  Old 
Colony  treasury  is  about  exhausted, 
and  another  levy  is  looked  for— prob- 
ably ."?!  per  share.  The  Mayflower  ha.s 
a  consideiable  surplus  remaining  in  its 
treasury  for  the  continuance  of  explor- 
atory work.  The  surface  force  at  the 
C^sceola  mine  has  been  put  on  part 
time.  This  is  the  only  mine  in  the  dis- 
trii  t  where  a  reducti'm  in  the  pay 
roll  is  .secured  in  this  manner,  the 
customarv  i)lan  being  to  let  out  a  few 
men  entirely,  and  give  employment  on 
full  time  to  those  remaining. 

The  l.sle  lioyale.  which  is  now  run- 
ning one  head  only,  is  .said  to  have 
secured  about  ICO  tons  of  mineral  last 
month.  The  percentage  of  ingot  cop- 
per per  ton  of  rock  stamped  is  mater- 
ially greater  than  when  all  three 
stamps  were  running,  ami  is  supposed 
to  have  approximated  20  pounds  of 
copper,  or  1  per  cent  ingot,  during 
October. 

The  Lake  Superior  &  Arizona  <  op- 
per  company,  one  of  the  latest  ventures 
of  Houghton  county  capital  in  the 
West  has  a  small  force  of  men  at 
work.'  and  intends  pushing  develop- 
ments actively  during  the  coming  win- 
ter. A  syndicate  of  capitalists  of  the 
Lake  Superior  copper  and  iron  dis- 
tricts has  secured  control  of  the  Mon- 
tezuma group  of  mines  and  mining 
clams  ia  the  Huachuca  mountains, 
about  twenty-five  miles  west  of  Bis- 
bee  Ariz.,  and  only  a  half  mile  north 
of  the  Mexican  border.  Active  devel- 
opment is  planned,  and  it  is  believed 
that  considerable  production  can  be 
.secured  within  a  few  months  from 
the  rich  surface  ores  of  the  claims. 

The  Calumet  &  Hecla  is  now  ob- 
taining an  average  of  a  trille  under  o 
per  cent  copj)er  from  the  rock  stamped. 
The  tendency  of  all  big  copper  mines 
to  return  lower  percentages  of  metal 
as  depth  is  gained  and  the  mimr> 
largely  developed  is  exemplified  in  the 
native  copper  mines  of  the  Lake  Su- 
perior district,  as  well  as  in  the  Pig 
sulphide  mines  of  the  other  principal 
copper  producing  fields  of  the  woi  Id. 
The  Anac.mda  is  now  smelting  an 
average  of  about  3  per  cent  ore.  while 
the  Rio  Tinto  is  treating  ore  averaging 
less  than  234  per  cent  metal.  At  the 
depth  of  lOOO  feet  the  Rio  Tinto's 
principal  ore  body  returns  only  about 
1V4  per  cent  copper,  a  proportion  so 
low  that  the  only  available  process  of 
extraction  is  by  leaching  and  cemen- 
tation. This  process  is  very  slow,  re- 
quiring years  to  complete,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  the  Rio  Tinto  has  &t., 
present  8.000.000  to  10.000.000  of  low- 
grade  ore,  undergoing  secondary  wea- 
thering and  leaching,  in  enormous 
piles  called  tereros. 

The  Quincy's  experiments  in  the  way 
of  electric  traction  and  electric  pump- 
ing have  proven  very  satisfactory.  If 
there  is  one  respect  in  which  the 
mines  of  the  lake  district  are  back- 
ward in  development,  that  certainly  is 
the  limited  application  of  electricity 
to  the  many  forms  of  work  for  whlcii 
mines  offer  a  peculiarly  attractive 
field. 

The  exploratory  shaft  of  the  Ahmeek 
is  being  sunk  in  a  district  where 
there  seems  much  more  than  a  fighting 
chance    of    finding    a    valuable    mine. 


With  fine  mines  opened  both  to  the 
north  and  south  of  this  tract  on  the 
Kearsarge  lode,  the  Ahmeek  will  be  in 
verw  hard  luck  indeed  if  it  cannot  lUt 
the  middle  of  that  highly  profitable 
cut)riferous  bed. 

Tlie  Quincy  stamp  mills  will  soon 
have  a  daily  capacity  of  3.'>00  tons  of 
rock,  and  the  present  average  amount 
stamped  is  slightly  in  excess  of  33uO 
tons   per  diem.

This  start  aids  the 
backs  yreiily  in  holding  themselves 
until  the  ball  is  snapped,  .so  that  they 
do  not  stall  before  the  center  puis  it 
in  pl.iy.  c(  siiiiR  the  team  a  penalty,  or 
inakinK  a  false  move  that  nives  away 
the  point  of  attack. 

Wi.s<onsin  is  the  only  university  of 
note  in  the  West  that  deviates  from 
this  rule.  King  has  taught  bis  V>acks 
to  start  in  ibelr  natural  position,  the 
hands  resting  lightly  on  the  sides  of 
the  knees,  the  weight  on  one  foot,  the 
boily  thrown  forward  and  the  other 
fool  restinj;  on  the  toe,  slightly  behind 
the  foot  bearing  the  weight  of  the 
body.  If  the  men  are  not  inclined  lo 
high  run  this  start  is  casiei  for  them, 
and  in  a  team  that  depends  on  lining 
up  with  great  lapldit.v  and  thereby 
getting  the  Jump  on  its  opponents,  it  is 
invaluable,  f(>r  it  does  nt)t  n^iuire  the 
time  to  get  the  formation  set  and  lo.idy 
to  go  that  th<'  sprinter's  start  needs.

WITH  THE  HUNTERS 

Sports  For  Fowlers  Now  In 
the  Woods  and  Fields. 

Wild  Geese  On  the  Way  South-Many 

of  Them  Being  Shot  In  the 

Cornfields  of  Arkansas. 


The  long  V-shaped  flies  of  the  wild 
geese,  solemnly  clangorous,  are  sweep- 
\i\y,  down  i>ver  the  Arkansas  lands,  fol- 
lowing the  lines  of  the  big  rivers 
mostly,  roosting  on  them  by  night, 
visiting  the  rich  fields  by  day,  says  the 
New  York  Sun. 

A  month  later  they  will  be  upon  the 

Texas  coast,  prepared  to  siH?nd  the  win- 
ter, and  some  of  them  will  find  their 
way  into  the  lagunas  and  morasses  of 
Central  Mexico,  where  no  trousered 
biped  will  disturb  them. 

The  legions  show  no  lessening.  De- 
spite the  work  of  shotgun  and  riile  they 
seem  as  numerous  as  ten  years  ago.  A 
little  bit  wilder  they  are.  harder  to  ap- 
proach and  harder  to  decoy,  but  this  i.> 
only  because  the  leading  ganders  with 
years  of  experience  behind  them  have 
grown  wiser. 

In  that  far  country  where  they 
breed  they  are  little  bothered  by  fo-;s 
of  any  sort.  Their  summer  home  la 
above  the  shotgun  line,  and  thoug'n 
much  has  been  said  about  the  destruc- 
tion wrought  by  Indian  egg  hunters, 
the  damage  is  more  imaginary  than 
real. 

I'ndor  gray  skies  they  have  come  out 
of  the  north  as  they  came  a  thousaiil 
year.<  ago,  working  their  way  leisurely, 
antl  in  the  chil  aut-amn  rains  of  Arkan- 
sas they  are  at  home.  Their  stay  in 
that  country  will  be  long  because  the 
cornfields  are  rich  and  the  grass  feed- 
inp  of  the  fish. 

(Jnce  they  have  passed  the  Ozarkb 
they  take  their  lime,  knowing  that  be- 
tween Missouri  and  Texas  the  <hange 
of  temperature  is  not  great  enough  to 
be  felt  by  a  wild  goose  and  that  ahead 
of  them  lies  a  territ(jry  upon  which 
they  may  grow  so  fat  that  Hying  be- 
comes a  labor. 

Day  by  day  Ihcy  flock  In.  until  by  th* 
middle  of  November  there  will  be  no 
stream  which  has  not  its  complement 
of  gray  visitors,  no  field  unknown  n 
them.  They  follow  the  rivers  hecau.se  a 
goose  wants  fresh  water  to  drink  at 
least  once  toward  the  mld<lle  of  the 
day,  ami  In  the  rivers  they  find  the 
water  freshest  and  coolest.  It  may  be, 
too.  that  they  use  the  Mississippi  as  a 
guide,  though  birds  which  never  visits 
it  find  their  way  South  as  surely.  beint{ 
.steeri-d  probably  by  mountain  range;:, 
lakes  and  such  thing's. 

■  Along  the  .Arkansas  river  many  geese 
are  shot  in  the  cornfields  by  men  who 
understand  the  art.  These  men  go  to 
tile  fields  before  daylight,  and.  select- 
ing a  st'Ot  between  two  furrows.  He 
down  fiat  on  their  backs  and  cover 
themselves  with  a  few  cornstalkj 
spread   from   bre.ist  to  toe. 

The  gun,  ready  cocked,  lies  by  thf 
light  side,  and  so  they  wait.  Their  ar- 
rangements are  completed  by  sunrii-e, 
aud  p  little  later  th<'V  hear  the  nues- 
tloning  honks  of  the  geese. 

A  vnan  in  this  position  has  a  canvas 
hat  pulled  fiver  his  eyes,  and  he  d<jes 
not  stir  until  by  looking  straight  up  ic^ 
can  see  the  (lock,  or  by  a  nicety  of  ea*- 
Judge  that  it  Is  within 'shooting  distani-e 
to  right  or  left.  Not  a  finger  of  him 
twitches  until  the  crulial  moment,  b  •- 
(■{'Use  he  knows  that  any  wild  fowl  \\\ 
motion  will  come  close  to  a  stl'.l  thing 
unnoticing,  whereas  it  will  see  the 
slightest  movement  a  mile  away. 

The  shf>oter  under  the  coinstalks, 
hearing  the  geese  coming  In,  may  give 
a  faint  call  occaslf»nally  If  he  knows 
how.  but  unless  he  does*  know  how  it 
will  pay  him  to  bo  voleeless,  for  the 
leading  giinder  will  detect  the  slightest 
inaccuracy  of  note:  he  will  not  only 
deleft  It,  but  will  warn  every  other 
flot  k  within  hearing  that  there  Is  dan- 
ger near. 

He  who  knows  how  to  wait  sees  t'a-> 
huge  tlyers  ftasslng  over  him  at  a 
height  of  thirty  yards,  rl.ses  to  a  sitting 
posture  with  a  jerk  and  the  next  in- 
stant puts  the  <-onttnls  of  bot'j  barr.-'ls 
wiieie  they  will  help  the  larder  with 
Fome  pounds  of  marvelously  good  meat. 
1;  often  hapiiens  that  the  two  barrels 
will  biing  down  four  geese:  It  Is  the 
object  of  most  gunmen  to  stop  thtv  old 
gander  If  possible  for  the  glory  of  it. 

Oeese  are  shot  going  into  and  com- 
ing out  of  the  t>astures  by  old  huntt.v. 
who  ask  no  better  blind  than  a  baibed- 
wire  fence.  Indeed,  when  Roo.=e  shoot- 
ing it  Is  a  mistake  to  have  too  muc'a 
blind. 

The  fToose  Is  wary  of  any  large  object 
It  cannot  see  through.  A  man  might 
place  properly  a  large  dry  goods  box. 
for  Instance,  crawl  into  it  and  stay 
there  all  winter  and  his  barrels  would 
be  .-lean  when  he  came  out. 

.\  blind  I-'  made  on  a  barbed  wire 
fence  by  hanging  a  tuft  of  grass  n  >t 
larger  than  a  hat  to  the  middle  strand 
and  clo.se  to  a  po.^t.  The  post  Is  no*, 
more  than  four  Inches  through,  but 
with  the  grass  It  I.s  enough  If  the  man 


There  never  was  goose  or  gander  of 
any  age  between  1  year  and  90  smart 
enough  to  detect  this  Imposture,  par- 
ticularly if  the  man  hhs  been  at  pains 
lo  hollow  out  the  earth  for  a  foot 
under  the  blanket  so  that  his  body  will 
be  fiu.sh   with  the  surface. 

The  commonest  places  of  vantage 
for  hunters  are  the  wooded  pointH 
which  jut  into  the  river.  These  ponts 
are  situated  In  the  bends,  and  there  ar<? 
many  of  them,  the  opposite  shore  being 
always  concave. 

The  geese  learned  long  ago  that 
these  are  points  of  danger,  but  the  de- 
sire to  hurry  to  or  from  the  roost  will 
often  tempt  them  to  take  a  nearly 
direct  route  Instead  of  swinging  fax 
out  Into  the  opposite  curve.  When  they 
cross  above  a  point  tlicy  rise  to  a 
height  that  thev  think  Is  out  of  gun- 
shot, but  the  goose  Is  no  more  an  In- 
fallible judge  of  distance  than  a  man, 
and  it  frequently  happens  that  thty 
cross  too  low. 

Again  the  height  at  which  they  cross 
the  point  Is  apt  to  depend  a  good  deal 
on  the  weather  as  well  as  on  the  light. 
No  wild  fowl  cares  to  climb  up  when  a 
strong  wind  Is  blowing  against  it.  Thi. 
force  of  the  air  current  obliges  it  to 
seek  lower  level,  or  else  to  work  much 
harder    to    maintain    speed. 

When  the  light  Is  dim  in  early 
morning  or  late  evening  the  fowls  fiy 
lower  because  they  want  to  see  the 
objects  beneath  them,  either  for  guid- 
ance or  because  they  distrust  the  dark 
up  above.  This  Is  singular,  too.  as  wild 
geese  often  fly  all  night.  They  travel 
generally,  however,  On  mo<mllt  nighl.4 
or  when  the  stars  are  bright  enough  lO 
enable  them  to  see  where  they  are. 

Much  has  been  written,  .•'aid  an<l 
sung  about  the  "unerring  instinct"  of 
wild  fowls,  especially  of  the  goose, 
which  explores  tlie  trackless  deep-s 
from  the  blue  cold  of  the  Arctic  regionj 
to  the  warm  skies  of  Mexico,  but  thcli' 
instinct  Is  not  unerring'.  In  a  heavy 
river  fog  a  Hock  of  geese  ^vlll  lose  Its 
bearings  and  fiy  ab^.ut  for  hours, 
going  a  mile  or  so  upstream,  coming 
bac  k  and  going  a  mile  or  so  down- 
stream. cro.ssing  the  s.ime  point,  or 
swinging  lnt<i  the  same  fiend  time  and 
again,  keeping  within  tv.enty  yarls  of 
the  water  and  ciuije  evidently  afraid 
to  leave  it  for  the ,  hidden  mysterious 
land. 

If  a  goose  becomes  separated  from 
the  fiock  it  will  call  anil  <all  In  most 
distressful  fashion  an<l  become  reck- 
less or  f>bllvlr(us  of  dang«  r.  Some  ff)g 
on  the  .\rkansas  Is  so  t'nick  that  a  man 
may  slap  it  about  In  chunks  with  a 
paddle,  and  gooie  or  gander  gets 
lost  just  as  any  animal  abroad  gets 
lost. 

If  a  hunter  l>e  on  a  point  at  such 
times  and  cares  only  for  the  amount 
of  killing  he  may  do.  he  will  have  rare 
shooting.  The  great  birds  break  out 
of  the  fog  twenty  yards  from  him, 
s«e  hiin  within  the  next  five  yards  and 
wheel  frantically  to  get  out  of  range. 
He  is  an  exceptionally  poor  or  nervous 
shot  who  Is  unuljle  to  bag  two  froui 
the  fiock. 

Sometimes  they  fly 
honking  loudly.  They 
than  fifty  feet  up.  their 
heavily,  their  necks  stretched  far  oui. 
and  the  man  below  may  take  his  time, 
dropping  only  such  birds  as  he  fancle.^, 
or  thf)se  that  from  their  position  will 
fall  upon  land:  once  upon  the  current 
thev  would  be  lost. 

The  salvation  of  the  geese  on  such  a 
morning  is  that  the  hunters  themsel/ea 
are  mostly  afraid  to  stir  from  the 
camp.

The  object  in  (hosing  ground  of 
this  kind  is  that  the  geese  will  be  ai.t  to 
'■ross  it  at  a  lower  altitude.  There  is 
ab.solulely  nothing  on  It  that  they  can 
.'^oe.  not  a  bu.«h  or  log.  a  sprig  or  gras.-: 
and  they  will  not  trouble  themselves  to 
rise  when  approaching  it. 

If  the  evening  flight  be  wanted,  th^ 
man  late  In  the  afternoon,  will  take  to 
his  spot  a  blanket  which  exactly 
matches  the  bare  earth,  either  brown 
or  dark  brown.

Wlifn  the  first  settlers  began  to  pen- 
etrate the  wilderness  of  New  York 
they  found  the  ruffed  grou.se  there  w  itw 
the  pinnated  grouse  and  the  sharp- 
tailed  grouse.  Contemporaneous  \\iin  it 
also  was  the  wild  turkey,  which  was 
then  abundant  in  New  York,  and  the 
elk  bore  his  great  antlers  aloft,  the 
beaver  built  his  dams  and  the  panthci- 
crouihed  for  prey  in  the  same  New 
York  wilderness  In  who.^e  depths  th.e 
proud  cock  ruffer  grouse  druinmerl  hij 
challenge  to  battle  and  his  call  to  love. 
Today  th.e  idnnatcd  grouse  is  no 
nearer  Its  former  haunts  in  this  state 
tl.an  the  farthest  pTairtes  of  Illinois. 
and  the  sharp-t?il  grouse  has  small 
range  east  of  the  Dikolas  and  none  at 
all  east  of  lov.a.  The  wild  turkey  year;i 
ago  oecame  extlndt  Ln,  the  New  York 
woods. 

No  one  now  remembers  when  the  elk 
roamed  their  fastnes.ses.  A  few  rotlln^, 
stumps  here  an<l  there  fn  the  Adiron- 
dack region  alone  remiij*!  one  tnat  th?

DUN'S  REVIEW 


Trade  and  Industry  Show 
Progress    Through- 
out Country. 

New  York,  Nov.  8.— R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.'s  Weekly  Itevlew  of  Trade  says: 

Trade  and  industry  are  maklnsr 
steady  progress,  reports  from  all  >e-- 
tlons  of  the  coutnry  containing  evi- 
dence of  wholesome  developments.  An 
unusually  laige  fall  distribution  oc- 
curred and  current  transactions  In 
heavier  goods  are  liberal,  considering 
the  mildness  of  the  season.  Compluint:^ 
of  slow  freight  movement  sue  still 
heard,  U-siifylng  to  the  enorm.)U.< 
volume  of  business  handled  by  the 
railways,  which  report  earnings  for 
0»-tober  4.S  per  cent  larger  than  last 
year  and  14.:;  i>er  cent  alxtvc  laoO.  It  is 
the  exception  when  inanufactuiing 
piant-s  ha\e  not  contracts  assuring  ac- 
tivity for  many  months  and  annual 
Inventories  will  be  taken  with  ditll- 
culty  owing  to  Important  tusloiners. 
I'rices  of  commodities  proportioned  to 
consumption,  as  shown  by  Dun's  In- 
dex number,  declined  about  l  v>er 
cent  during  October,  $t>l».579  comparing 
with  $li»(i,64S.  The  decrc  use  occurred 
In  meats  and  fuel,   mainly   the  latter. 

The  only  develoi>ment  of  note  in  the 
Iron  and  steel  maiket  ha.s  been  the  10 
per  cent  reduction  In  price  of  tinplates 
to  take  effect  Uei-.  1.  While  some 
change  was  anticipated,  trade  was  not 
ptej)ared  for  so  large  a  cut.  If  the  re- 
lent  lowering  of  prh-e  lists  In  certain 
.sectiims  of  the  market  shouM  stimu- 
late foreign  tra.le.  there  will  be  occa- 
sion for  graltiJUation.  a.s  sf)me  excep- 
tional export  ino\einont  is  needed  to 
off.sot  the  heavy  imports  of  pl-<  iron 
and  billets.  Many  furnaces  have  been 
c<imrjclled  to  b.'ink  because  of  jioor  re- 
ceipts of  coke  and  there  is  little  Im- 
provement In  the  railway  situation, 
motive  power  being  uttei  ly  Inadequate. 

Plates  are  sought  by  car  wiuks  an.l 
shipyards.  High  [iremiums  are  still  paid 
for  prompt  clelivery,  but  most  ship- 
ments are  on  old  contracts  placed  at 
regular  list  prices.  Recent  enlargemenc 
of  facilities  has  greatly  Increased  pro- 
duction In  many  lines,  which  explains 
the  slightly  easier  tone  of  the  market 
as  a  while,  but  these  is  no  evidence  of 
diminished  demand  nor  unsound  condi- 
tions. Taking  of  inventories  interrupi.s 
work  at  New  England  shoeshopa.  aiiJ 
will  probably  occupy  much  of  th;s 
month,  so  that  cutting  will  not  begin  on 
the  larger  contrails  already  placed  for 
delivery  during  the  first  quarter  of  next 
year.  Shipments  continue  heavy  from 
Boston,  each  week  of  late  recording  i 
•Tioderate  increase  over  the  correspond- 
Inj:  period  last  year.  The  tone  is  re- 
markably strong.  Jobbing  trade  is 
f omi.arailvely  quiet,  ex(-ept  In  Penn- 
sylvania, and  mild  weather  has  re 
strlcted  retail  sales.  Some  declines  In 
the  raw  material  did  not  produce  any 
lower  offering  prlce.s  for  cotton  goods, 
although  It  made  buyers  all  the  mor^ 
anxious  to  delay  placing  contrails. 

As  a  result  the  movement  Is  only  for 
immediate  requirements,  but  supplies 
of  .staple  cottons  are  not  burdensome, 
and  there  are  complaints  that  old  or- 
ders are  not  being  filled  accor.ling  to 
contrail.  Export  orders  arc  llmite.i. 
Hu.siness  In  woolens  Is  light,  and  Lie 
chief  inquiry  being  for  sample  pieces, 
which  are  not  delivered  as  rapidly  as 
dcs-lred.  Quotations  are  fully  main- 
tained for  woolens  and  worsteds,  as 
might  be  expected  In  view  of  the  con- 
tinued strength  of  wool.  Failures  art. 
not  noted.

mists.  AmonK  many  oth.r  thinj^s  it  was 
said:  "Nuiie  of  th.-  officers  of  the  expedi- 
tion had  any  knowledge  of  his  inten- 
tion.*!." 

Three  day.s  i)reviously  in  givlnpr  Mr. 
Peary  my  verbal  resignation,  and  upon 
orr«rinR  my  volmitary  Bfrvlce.'i,  I  toid 
him  that  If  my  presence  was  not  ncc-ept- 
able  iit  his  headquarters.  I  certainly 
shoulil  land  at  th»-  n»'arest  possible  point. 
I  said  I  WMs  aware  that  1  mlKht  be  de- 
featiPK  my  purposes  In  tiius  Kivin^  him 
information  which  he  mlKht  use  to  thwart 
my  i)lan.  but  that  I  wante.l  him  to  know 
my  strong  feelinK  in  the  matter,  and  alsa 
that  1  wanted  to  act  manlv  In  thus  giv- 
InK   him   notice  of  my   intention.s. 

Many  other  reports  sprang  up,  such  as: 
"A  large  i!epot  of  cxpeditlou  supplies  Is 
situated  at  Ktah."  There  was  not  an 
ounce  of  supidif  a  on  the  Greenland  shore, 
and    evcr.Notic   abo.ird    knew    It. 

Let  me  review:  On  Aug.  -'I.  at  tho  ren- 
dcivous  of  the  two  ships  at  Olrik's  Hav.  I 
gave  my  verbal  resignation  and  proffer  of 
voluntary  .services.  .Mr.  i'earv  accepted 
the  former,  but  wanted  to  deliberate  over 
the  matter.  As  In  l>f)th  instances  of  pre- 
vious engagements  (which  were  droi)ped 
at  his  rtquest)  he  had  accepted  my  vol- 
untary services.  I  supposed  he  would  now. 
The  ships  separated  to  meet  up  the  shore 
toward  Ktah  at  Norke.  f  was  directed 
to  continup  on  tlie  Windward  in  'harge 
of  the  Kskimo.s.  he  hdng  on  the  Krik. 
On  Aug.  2i  the  ships  met,     stores      were 


transferred  and.  the  Windward  remaining, 
all  of  us  proceeded  nn  the  Krlk  toward 
Cape  8abirie,  supposed  to  be  reachetl  by 
evening,  after  making  a  call  at  Ktah  be- 
fore crossing  tile  chaiuiel.  My  written 
resignation  now  given  Mr.  Peary  einbuUied 
the  following:  , 

•'You  win  never  by  any  voluntary  act  of 
mine,  be  ileprived  of  my  medical  services; 
iu)r  of  a  heliiiiig  hand  so  long  as  you  re- 
main in  the  Arctii-.  If  I  am  not  to  re- 
main at  your  lieadtiuarters,  yon  can  de- 
I>end  upon  my  being  at  the  "nearest  pos- 
sible point  that  1  can  effei-t  a  landing 
an<l  maintain  life.  My  salary,  of  cours'.-, 
ceases  from  date.  My  full  salary,  $l>0'» 
per  year  l)«  ing  due  me.  you  will  please  give 
me  an  ord«'r  on  the  I'eary  Arctic  dub.  I 
shall  refrain  from  making' any  pubiic  com- 
ment and  any  private  comment  on  ti;o 
chain  of  circumstances  leading  to  tlie 
rupture  in  our  ridations  until  we  return 
to  the  states,  when  I  shall  .iusttfy  !ny 
course,  for  the  sake  of  my  family  and  my 
honor,  if  1  deem  it  necessary. 

"T.   S.    DKDilICIC, 
"Assistant   and   Surgeon." 

■Within  a  few  hours  of  reaching  Ktah. 
T  rc(iuested  an  answer,  which  was  as  fol- 
lows: "Your  resignation  of  Aug.  21  Is 
at  hand,  and  Is  accepted,  to  take  effect 
on  .\<>ur  arrival  In  New  York,  whitiicr 
y<iu'will  proceed  on  the  returning  ICrik. 
On  the  receipt  of  your  dalrie.s  anci  game 
lists,  etc..  and  the  medical  stor»s  now  in 
your  possession,  I  will  authorize  the  cluii 
to  pav  you  the  bonus  of  $.10  per  month 
provided  in  our  contract  for  faithful  ser- 
^lccs." 
I  This  ended  the  incident.  I  asked  Mr. 
Peary  how  long  we  would  anchor  ;it  Ktah. 
He  replied  "in  ji  couple  of  hours.'"  I  asked 
how  long  It  would  take  to  cross  the  S.i- 
hine.  He  replied  "Four  hours  If  there  la 
no  ice."  (We  had  crossed  twice  during  the 
summer  free  from  the  ice.) 

U'e  Were  within  a  couple  of  hours  of 
Ktah.  This  was  the  only  opportunity  for 
the  landing.  Su[iper  was  eaten  and  1  had 
time  to  collect  my  diaries  and  game  lipls, 
write  an  order  to  Mr.  IJrldgman  to  p.iy  Hi-.- 
Jlsint.to  my  wife,  hastilj-  dose  my  mail  to 
the  states,  collect  my  wife's  letters  and 
I>hoto.i;raplis,  a  sealskin  coat  and  few 
things  Into  a  small  bag,  exchange  my 
<-oat  for  a  heavier  one.  ask  pevmlsst'in  of 
Mr.  Peary  to  go  ashore  for  hare  seen  on 
the  beach  and  get  In  the  boat  which  was 
landing  an  Kskomo  ami  his  effects. 

From  shore  I  changed  my  mind  and  al- 
lowed the  Ksklmii  lo  shoot  a.  htire  and  k<-pt 
him  waiting  but  a  minute,  to  senti  the  fol- 
lowing to  the  ship  along  with  the  hare  and 
the  siiotgun: 

"I  stated  in  my  resignation  that  T  would

Admiral  Taylor  In  His  Annual  Report   Dwells   on 

the  Scarcity  of   Naval   Officials— Several 

Hundred  at  Present  Time. 


New  York,  Nov.  10.— The  criminal 
bench  of  the  supreme  court  opened 
today  upon  the  closing  scenes  in  the 
second  trial  of  Holand  B.  Mollneux  for 
the  murder  of  Katherlne  J.  Adams  on 
Dec.     'ZH,     18?8. 

An  hour  before  the  ofTlcfat  time  of 
openinjf  the  court,  a  crowd  of  more 
than  1000  men  and  women  thronged 
the  corridors  of  the  crminal  building: 
and  clamored  for  adtnlssiun.  A  special 
8<iuad  of  i>olicemcn  was  on  duty  to  re- 
inforce the  couit  stjuad  and  visitors 
were  formed  into  lines  four  deep  and 
compelled  to  show  cards  «if  admission. 

At  least  To  per  cent  were  women  and 
most  of  them  had  card.s  from  the  jur- 
ors or  frtun  the  lawyers  in  the  case 
or  from  attaches  of  the  district  attor- 
ney's otlice.  As  a  consequence  before 
9:30  every  .seat  was  occupied,  the  re- 
porters' tables  were  overwhelmed, 
chairs  blocked  tho  aisles  and  in  the 
passageway  between  the  Justice's 
chamber  and  the  bench  were  about 
twenty   women. 

Contrary  to  general  expectation,  the 
proceedings  did  not  open  with  the  ap- 
peal of  ex-Governor  IJlack  for  a  dis- 
missal of  the  charges  against  the  ac- 
cused. That  was  the  scheduled  pro- 
Sram,  but  for  some  reason  or  other  a 
change  was  made  and  Assistant  Dis- 
trict Attorney  Osborne  called  out: 

"Is  Mr.  Kveal  here?"  A  voice  replied 
that  he  was  and  at  Mr.  Osborne's  in- 
vitation Mr.  Eveal  walked  to  the  wit- 
ness chair. 

Kx-Oovernor  ma<:k  protested  that 
the  ciise  was  closed,  as  far  as  taking 
of  testimony  was  concerned  and  the 
counsel  for  the  defense  and  prosecu- 
tion h.id  a  long  whispered  conference 
with  Justice  l.,amuert  as  to  the  ad- 
mis-sibility  of  the  testimony.  Eveal 
did  not  testify  and  the  summing  up  of 
counsel   wa.s  lugun. 

In  opening  his  aihlress  Former  Gover- 
nor Frank  S.  Black  said  tliat  Molineux 
was  a  director  of  the  Ivnlckerbockor 
Athletic  dub,  where  Cornish  was  em- 
ployed. M<i!incux  did  not  like  Hurp- 
ster.  lie  had  many  friends  in  the  club, 
and  perhiips  many  enemies.  Cornish 
wiote  what  Molineux  considered  an  irn- 
piopor  letter,  and  Molineux  complained 
of  it.  "Was  that  any  reason  for  Moii- 
neux's  sending  to  Cornish  a  <iuantiiy 
of  poison  .«tufr  to  kill  any  man  in  that 
club'/"  asked  Mr.  Hlack.  "Cornish  in- 
sulted Molineux  and  Moiineux  behaved 
llkfc  a  gentleman  re.ccardinff  the  differ- 
ence of  their  station,  and  passed  on.  is 
that  pn)of  of  munler?"  Nothing  else 
unuer  the  sk.v  has  l»een  produced  her-; 
to  Indicate  any  motive  Molineux  could 
ha\e  for  wanting  to  kill  Cornish. 

"Tho  trouble  between  Cornish  and 
Molineux  occurred  more  than  a  year 
Ix'fore  the  poison  package  appeared. 
No  evidence  has  been  presented  here 
to  show  that  in  all  that  time  Molineux 
said  one  unkind  word,  or  uttered  any 
uncharitable  thought  toward  Cornish. 
All  the  evidence  in  this  case  points 
av.ay  from  Molineux  and  to  another 
man.  I  shall  indicate  who  that  man  is 
l)efore  I  sit  down.  The  case  points  lu 
that  man  as  surely  as  the  needle  v>oints 
to  the  north  star." 

In  commenting  upon  th^  evidence. 
Mr.  Hlaik  bcRan  with  that  of  Mi.'.jj 
Kmma  Miller,  the  clerk  at  Hartde- 
gen's  stoie.  who  sold  the  silver  bottle-

holder.  He  .said  he  had  to  criticize  the 
attitude  of  the  district  attorney  toward 
that  witne.ss.  He  thought  it  was  unfair 
to  force  Mi.ss  Miller  to  admit  that  she 
had  been  paid  $150  for  her  testi- 
mony. 

"Do  you  know  why  Miss  Miller  was 
treated  as  she  was'.'"  he  asked.  "It 
was  l>ri.'ause  after  she  had  volunteered 
to  testify,  and  she  could  only  be 
brought  here  as  a  volunteer,  she  de 
clined  to  perjure  herself.  She  told  the 
truth.  Molineux  did  not  buy  the  bot- 
tleholder.  ' 

"The  detective  Fnricl  is  the  only  wit- 
ness who  has  brouglrt  Molineux  any- 
where near  that  bottleholder,  and  the 
rveaiest  he  brought  )iim  was  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile.  wVnd  that  is  the 
nearest  anyone  had  brought  him  to  the 
case." 

Ex-Governor  niack  ridiculed  the  tes- 
timony of  Joser>h  Koch,  the  Hroadway 
letter  box  man.  who  said  Molineux 
rented  a  Setter  box  from  him  and 
declared  it  to  bs  the  evidence  of  a  ma.i 
who  "peddled  his  story  and  his  eternal 
soul"  at  the  same  time. 

The  ex-governor  took  up  the  question 
Of  writing,  and  dc  lai^d  that  the  Wash- 
ington expert,  li4y,  was  a  "stupen- 
dous fraud."  when  he  tedtitied  that 
none  of  the  "request' "writing  made  b> 
Molineux  contained  a  characteristic  to 
be  found  In  his  other  writing  and  In 
the  dlsT>uted  writing.  Then  he  dwelt 
at  great  length  upon  the  alleged  sup- 
pression of  evidence  by  the  district 
attorney's  office,  and  argued  that  that 
evidence  might  point  to  someone  other 
than   Mollneux. 

"The  prosecution,"  he  said,  "has 
produced  here  the  poison  packtigo  wraj)- 
per.  the  envelope  to  the  Hums  letter 
we  concede  to  have  been  written  by 
Mollneux,  the  envelope  to  Harpster  and 


the  Barnet  letters,  but  where  are  the 
envelopes  to  the  Cornish  letters?  Not 
one  of  them  has  been  presented  in 
evidence.  Why  have  they  been  sup- 
pressed? Did  they  show  too  much? 
You  may  forget  to  date  your  letters, 
but  Uncle  Sam  never  forgets.  Did  the 
Cornish  envelopes  show  too  murtk?- 

"In  Mollneuxs  dek.  Newark,  was  a 
package  of  small  envelopes  used  for 
enclosing  cards.  The  detectives  of  the 
district  attorney's  office  found  them, 
but  they  did  not  match  the  envelopes 
that  accompanied  the  poison  package, 
and  so  they  were  suppressed.  Was 
that  to  shield  anybody? 

"It  was  a  crime  to  murder  Mrs. 
Adams,"  he  said,  "but  it  would  be  no 
less  a  crime  to  murder  this  man  upon 
the  evidence  in  this  case.  You  are 
asked  to  believe  that  no  man  can  get 
cyanide  of  mercury  unless  he  ap- 
proaches it  with  a  mask,  and  in  fact 
the  prosecution  asks  you  to  believe 
that  it  can  only  be  got  in  Newark.  If 
you  want  it  you  can  get  it.  If  any  of 
you  want  cyanide  of  mercury,  get  it 
when  you  go  to  lunch.  Or  if  you  have 
not  time,  I'll  get  you  enough  to  kill 
every  man  within  tlie  sound  of  my 
voice,  and  it  shall  not  cost  you  more 
than  35  cents." 

Referring  to  the  Barnet  letters,  Mr. 
Black  said:  "I  don't  know  and  I  don't 
care  when  or  where  they  were  mailed, 
and  Mollneux  does  not  know  and  does 
not  care." 

Counsel  analyzed  tho  testimony  of 
the  handwriting  men,  to  show  how 
they  differed,  and  how  all  had  admit- 
ted, under  cross-examination,  that 
there  were  hundreds  of  characters  in 
the  disputed  and  conceded  writings 
that  in  no  way  resemble  each  other. 
Mr.  Black  said  if  a  man  wanted  lO 
end  a  pacakage  to  himself  he  would 
not  neel  to  write  the  address  at  all. 

"My  office  is  full  of  envelopes  and 
wraiipers  addressed  to  me,"  said  ho. 
"Could  I  not  take  one  of  these.  If  I 
wanted  to  send  myself  a  package? 
Molineux  never  wrote  that  address.  I 
don't  know  who  did,  and  in  my 
opinion  the  man  who  wrote  it  did  not 
aiipear  in   this   case." 

Coming:  to  the  connection  of  ComLsh 
with  the  case,  Mr.  Black  declared  that 
he  was  not  arguing  for  the  punishment 
of  anyone,  but  that  he  felt  it  his  duty 
lo  show  the  whole  case  to  the  jury  as 
he,   himself,   saw  it. 

"There  was  a  crime  and  there  was 
a  motive,"  he  said,  "and  the  motive 
points   to   Harry   S.   Cornish." 

Mr.    Black   recited    from    the    records 
the     story    of    Cornish's    divorce,     his 
meetlns^  with  Mrs.  Rogers,  then  separ- 
ated   from    her   husband,    and   her   late 
divorce. 

"Mrs.  Adams,  Mrs.  Rogers'  mother, 
was  a  good  woman."  Mr.  Black  Said. 
"Do  you  think  she  looked  with  com- 
plaisance on  the  conditions  that  pre- 
vailed? 

"There  is  motive,  the  great  consum- 
ing motive  force  for  all  things.  The 
motive  Cornish  had  against  the  life  of 
Mr."..  Adams  compared  to  the  motive 
Molineux  had  against  the  life  of  Cor- 
nish v.as  as  the  volc.nno  of  Martinique 
to  the  lapping  waves  against  the  sta- 
When  the  court  announced  a  recess  in 
the  Molineux  trial,  ex-Governor  Black 
was  still  speaking.  It  was  understood 
that  he  would  take  another  hour  to 
complete  his  summing  up  of  the  case 
lor  the  defense.

Tenn.,  going 
by  way  of  Pittsburg.  Cincinnati  and 
Louisville  and  arriving  at  Memphis  on 
Thursday  morning. 


Prom  Memphis  the  president  will  go 
to  Mississippi  on  a  bear  hunt  as  the 
guest  of  President  Fish  of  the  IIlln<  is 
Central  railroad.  He  will  be  ab.ser.t 
on  the  hunt  five  days.  No  itinerary  of 
that  part  of  the  trip  is  made  public. 
Indeed,  It  would  be  impossible  at  thid 
time  to  indicate,  even  approximately, 
the  route  to  be  followed  by  the  presi- 
dent after  he  leaves  Memphis. 

The  president  will  return  to  Memphis 
on  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  the  IHth 
Inst.,  and  during  that  dav  and  evening 
will  participate  in  the  celebration  in 
honor  of  Gen.  Luke  Wright,  vice  gov- 
ernor of  the  Philippines.  He  will  de- 
liver a  speech  on  that  occasion.

Lord  Mayor  o:  London's  Procession  Traverses   the 

Heart  of  the  Ghetto  In  Recognition  of 

His  Jewish   Ancestry. 


London,  Nov.  10.— Today  for  the  first 
time  In  the  history  of  London  the  I.K)rd 
Mayor's  procession  traversed  the  unfash- 
ionable thoroughfare  of  Petticoat  Lane, 
in  the  heart  of  tlie  Ghetto  In  recognition 
of  the  J<  wish  ancestry  of  Sir  Marcus 
Samuel,  the  now  lord  mayor.

ISLE  OF  PINES  PEOPLE 

Call   Upon   the  President  to  Urge  Action   Whereby 
the  United  States  Would  Assume  Control 

of  the  Island. 


Washington,    Nov.    10. — The    question 

of  the  control  of  the  Isle  of  Pines  was 

brought  today  directly  to  the  attention 
of  President  Roo.sevelt.  A  delegation, 
consisting  of  S.  P.  Pearcy,  J.  H.  Ran- 
dall, T.  J.  Keena,  and  J.  H.  Hill,  all 
citizens  of  the  United  States  residing  in 
the  Isle  of  Pines,  was  introduced  to  tlie 
president  by  Senator  Cullom  of  Illinois, 
chairman  of  the  senate  committee  on 
foreign  territory.  It  was  shown  that 
the  party  represented  more  than  300 
citizens  of  the  United  States  who  have 
taken  residence  in  the  Isle  of  Pines. 
Many  have  made  large  investments  on 
the  island  in  land  and  improvements, 
under  the  belief  that  the  TTnlted  StatCij 
would  control  it.  The  president  was 
informed   that  more   than  half  of     the 


isle  is  owned  by  American  citizen?. 

As  the  result  of  the  turning  over  of 
the  Isle  of  Pines  to  the  republic  of  Cuba 
for  administrative  purposes,  things  are 
said  by  the  delegation  to  be  in  a  cha- 
otic state  on  the  island.  There  is  not 
a  notary  public  or  a  judicial  officer  on 
the  island.  The  delegation  was  in- 
formed that  the  republic  of  Cuba 
claims  the  island  of  Pines,  and  pro- 
posed to  establish  prisons,  penal  col- 
onies and  a  leper  hospital  there.  SucJi 
a  course,  if  pursued,  the  delegation  in- 
dicated to  the  president,  would  •wipe  out 
every  dollar  invested  in  the  island. 

President  Roosevelt  promised  to  con- 
sider the  subject,  but  indicated  no  llnj. 
of  procedure  he  was  likely  to  take. 
The  delegation  later  called  on  Secre- 
taries Hay  and  Root.

the  reports  fora  August,  but  in  a  le.sser 

degree,   and   it   was  not  so  pronounced 

beyond  these  two  months.  August  and 
September. 

This  modifies  the  significance  of  the 
condition  to  some  extent,  but  never- 
theless the  fact  remains  ^at  in  the 
past  few  months  operating  officials  of 
the  Northwestern  railroads  have 
found  that  net  earnings  have  decreased 
without  a  corresponding  decrease  in 
gross  earnings. 

it  would  be  naturally  supposed  that 
this  was  the  result  of  a  disproportioned 
increase  In  operating  expenses,  and 
this  is  true.  Railroad  men  deny,  how- 
ever, that  the  railroads  are  being  oper- 
ated extravagantly.  Thev  say  that  the 
increased  cost  of  operation  is  due  to 
the  higlier  prices  asked  for  labor  and 
materials,  particularly  steel,  iron,  lum- 
ber and  coal.

BATTLESHIPS. 


Huge  Engines  Used   On  the 
Western  Lines. 

The  Northern  Pacific  railway  now 
has  twenty-one  engines  of  the  varleiy 
known  as  "battleships,  in  service  on 
the  Idaho  and  coast  divisions.       These 

engines  are  among  the  largest  in  the 
West,  and  their  hauling  capacity  is 
limited  onlv  by  the  ability  of  the  train 
crews  to  handle  the  trains.  It  is  ntc- 
essary  to  climb  a  Might  ot  stairs  to  gel 
Into  the  engine  cab,  and  the  bollero 
are  so  large  that  they  hang  over  the 
drivers.  Three  men  standing  one  up- 
on the  other  would  be  no  higher  than 
one  of  these  giants  of  the  rail,  and 
they    are   sixty-nine   feet    long. 

The  double  cylinders  are  arranged 
tandem,  as  in  marine  engines,  giving 
the  class  name  to  the  locomotives.  The 
great  power  of  these  engines  was 
shown  by  a  head-end  collision  some 
time  ago.  One  of  the  big  engines  ran 
into  a  train  drawn  by  two  smaiU^r  lo- 
comotives. The  little  fellows  wete  re- 
duced to  .scrap  Iron,  while  the  battle- 
ship" had  only  a  smashed  pilot.  For  j 
the  convenience  of  the  train  crews  the 
load  to  be  hauled  by  the  big  engines 
has  been  fixed  at  a  maximum  of  SMW 
tons.

About  40.000,0.0 
feet  of  state  timber  will  be  offered  for 
sale  by  State  Auditor  Dunn  at  the 
capitol  \Vednesday  forenoon,  as  it  is 
expected  that  there  will  be  a  number 
of  bidders  there  fnun  Duluth.  Most  uf 
the  timber  la  in  St.  L.ouis  and  Itasci 
counties,  though  there  are  scatienns 
groups  in  a  number  of  the  nortliern 
counties  of   the  state. 

A  large  number  of  lumbermen  have 
had  rei)resentati\es  looking  up  the 
stumpage  offered  for  sale,  and  It  is 
expected  that  the  bidding  will  be 
brisk.  „ 

State  Audlfor  Dunn  expects  to  get 
an  a%erage  price  of  ib  per  1000  feel, 
though  much  of  the  timber  will  run 
considerably  highvr   than   this. 

While  the  state  holds  on  to  its  large 
bodies  of  timber,  there  are  annual  s  iles 
where  private  timber  around  the  state 
holdings  has  been  cut,  as  It  Incie-ses 
the  liability  of  forest  fires  to  have  a 
bunch  of  tUnbert  left  with  clearings 
all  about  it.  When  logging  railroads 
are  buUt  to  the  tiniber  or  near  It,  the 
timber  is  also  solfl,  liecause  it  Is  then 
W(»rth  more  and  commands  a  higher 
price. 

THE  Canal. 


Different  Phases  of  Isth- 
mian Question  Discussed 
By  £1  Mercurio. 

New  York,  Nov.  10.— KI  M«Tcur»^,  a 
newspaper  of  this  city,  lately  has  pub- 
lished a  series  if  interesting  articles 
regarding  the  different  phases  of  the 
canal  question,  cables  the  Panama, 
Colombia,  correspondent  of  the  Her- 
ald. In  a  recent  Issue,  referring  to  the 
Panama  Canal  company's  titles.  It 
says: 

"It  being  our  most  earnest  wish  th*^t 
the  new  Panama  Canal  comrauy 
should  be  able  to  present  Its  tltle.^ 
clear  and  transfer  to  the  United 
States  its  privileges,  rights  and  prop- 
erties on  the  isthmus  without  any  em- 
barrassing legal  impediments,  wa 
think  It  advisable  that  it  should  .settle 
and  cancel,  as  soon  as  possible,  all 
pending  suits  here,  especially  in  those 
cases  where  the  company  already  has 
been  condemned  In  several  instances 
by  the  local  courts  and  the  supreme 
tribunal  of  liogota  to  pay  amounts  due 
based  on  previous  judgments. 

"Attention  is  also  called  to  the  em- 
bargoed buildings  in  this  city,  the 
principal  of  which,  where  the  com- 
pany has  its  main  oflices.  has  been  in 
the  hands  of  a  receiver  for  several 
months  past.  All  embargoed  prop- 
erty here  could  be  released  on  pay- 
ment by  the  company  in  full  of  the 
amounts  due  to  local  creditors." 

Regarding  Isthmian  rights,  El  Mer- 
curio observes:  "In  view  of  the 
above  considerations  we  would  sei*f- 
ously  call  the  attention  of  our  govern- 
ment, that  in  the  event  of  the  present 
treaty  being  finally  signed  and  rali- 
fleld.  it  should  be  clearly  stated  therein 
that  at  least  10  per  cent  of  all  amounts 
that  will  be  advanced  on  account  of 
concessions  and  privileges  granted  by 
Colombia  should  be  handed  to  th? 
isthmian  local  government  for  the 
construction  and  maintrnance  if  i>ub- 
llc  works.  These  works  are  urgently 
needed:  Acqueducts,  hospitals.  la- 
zarettos, a  sanitarium  for  quarantine 
patients,    public   roads,   etc." 

The  ob.servatlon  of  El  Mercurio 
echoes  the  general  isthmian  s»^ntiments 
regarding  what  the  residents  consider 
to  be  Just  demands,  and  which  Minis- 
ter Conchas  predecessor.  Dr.  Marti- 
nez Silva.  strongly  advocated  and  sti- 
pulated   In    the    original    draft    of    the 

preliminary     negoiiati«ms     which    ap- 
pear, however,  to  have  been  eliminated 
In  the  subsequent  treaty  documents.

STIPULATION 


For    Taking    Testimony 

In  Chicago  Drainage 

Canal  Arranged. 

Wa.shington,  Nov.  10.— In  the  United 
States  supreme  court  today  a  stipula- 
tion for  the  taking  of  testimony  was 
presented  in  the  case  of  the  state  of 
Missouri  vs.  the  state  of  Illinois,  in- 
volving the  right  of  the  Chicago  drain- 
age canal  to  discharge  its  waters  In 
the  Mississippi  river.  The  stlpulallo'i 
was  signed  by  the  attorneys  represenl- 
inp  both  states,  and  it  provides  for  the 
.appointment  of  a  commissioner  to 
gather  the  evidence.  Frank  S.  Bright, 
of  the  Washington  bar,  son  of  former 
sergeant-at-arms  of  the  United  States 
senate,  was  appointed  by  the  stipuia- 
tlcm  as  commissioner,  and  it  is  agreed 
that  the  taking  of  testimony  should  b^- 
gin  on  Dec.  10  next.  The  plaintiff  is  la 
have  four  months  for  the  presentatirjn 
of  its  ca;"e,  and  the  defense  four  m<mtht- 
in  which  to  maka  reply.  After  this 
each  side  Is  to  be  given  fifteen  days  for 
rebuttal  and  sur-rebuttal. 

The  announcement  of  this  agreement 
was  made  by  James  Todd,  representing 
the  sanitary  di.sliict  of  Chicago.  and 
was  concurred  in  by  Attorney  General 
Hamlin,  of  Illinois,  and  C.  W.  Bales, 
representing  the  attorney  general  of 
Mi.ssouri.  Mr.  Todd  also  withdiew 
the  motion  for  the  dismissal  of  the 
case  for  lack  of  prosecution,  which  had 
been   previously    entered. 

The  sujireme  court  affirmed  the  de- 
cision of  the  supreme  court  of  the  st.ilo 
of  Illinois.  In  the  case  of  p:dward  S. 
Dreyer,  formerly  a  member  of  the 
West  Chicago  park  commission, 
charged  with  having  failed  to  turn 
over  to  his  successor  $:116,013  of  i>ublic 
funds.  He  was  found  grullty  under  this 
char.ge  and  sentenced  to  a  term  in 
st.'ite's  i)rison.  The  opinion  was  de- 
livered   bv   Justice   Harlan. 

Chief  Justice  Fuller,  in  the  United 
States  supreme  court  today,  announced 
that  the  two  cases  of  Charles  F.  Cham- 
pion, involving  the  right  to  transmit 
lottery  tickets  by  express,  would  be  re- 
stored to  the  docket  of  this  court  for 
argument  before  a  full  bench,  and  .'et 
the  hearing  for  Dec.  8.  The  cham- 
pi<m  ca.se  has  already  been  twice  heard, 
and  the  Francis  case  has  had  one  pre- 
sentation in  the  supreme  court.  The 
United  States  is  prosecuting  in  both 
cases.  The  fixing  of  Dec.  S  for  the 
argument  of  the  cases  before  a  full 
bench  Is  taken  as  Indicating  the  con- 
fidence of  the  court  that  Justice 
Holmes,  the  newly  appointed  member 
of  the  tribunal,  who  has  not  taken  his 
seat,  will  be  confirmed  by  the  senate 
during  the  first  week  of  the  coming 
session  of  congress.

Of  Manufacture  For  Nine 

Months  Show  an 

Increase. 

Washington.  Nov.  10.— The  exports  of 
manufactures  from  the  United  States 
in  the  nine  months  ending  with  Sep- 
tember. 1902.  are  larger  than  those  in 
the  corresponding  period  of  any  other 
>ear  in  the  history  of  the  country,  with 
the  single  exception  of  1900.    The  toial 


for  the  nine  months  is  $311,302,441. 
a.gainst  $2;'S.660,.'>51  in  the  corresponding:^ 
months  of  1900.  Comparing  1902  with 
1892  the  increase  is  nearly  200  per  cent, 
the  figures  of  1S92  being  $111,290,024, 
while  comparing  1902  with  1888  the 
growth  in  nine  months'  exportations  of 
manufactures  is  from  $99,840,074  to 
$311,302,441.

the  proposed  International  exposition  at 
Athens: 

The  International  exposition  of  indus- 
try, commerce,  art,  and  hygiene,  which 
was  to  have  been  opened  in  Athens 
Oct.  15,  has  been  postponed  until  April 
7,  1903,  as  recently  announced  through 
the  foreign  ministry.  This  postpone- 
ment has  been  found  necessary  in  order 
to  allow  the  Greek  government  more 
time  for  the  organization  of  the  move- 
ment. Incidentally  it  will  allow  more 
time  for  foreign  nations  to  participate 
Our  export  Interests  could  not  have 
made  a  creditable  showing  at  the  first- 
named  date.  Now  that  six  months'  ad- 
ditional time  is  to  be  given,  an  intelli- 
gent display  of  American  products  Is 
made  possible.  It  would  be  difficult  to 
say  along  what  lines'  .special  effort 
should  be  made,  since  the  Greek  mar- 
ket is  open  to  almost  everything  in  the 
way  of  manufactures.  Certainly,  farm- 
ing implements,  mechanical  insti  u- 
ments,  and  devices  of  overv  .sort,  in- 
cluding typewriters.  letter  and  printing 
presses  (particularly  hand  and  foot 
power  presses),  engines  of  ^rious 
types,  currant-cleaning  macniner:', 
lighting  ai>para-us,  lamps,  dynamos 
ana  electrical  appliances,  and  a  long 
list  of  similar  goods  will  find  favor 
with  the  Greek  people.  It  is  probable 
that  many  of  the  articles  displayed 
could  be  continued  on  exhibition  at  a 
nominal  price  by  what  is  to  be  known 
a.s  the  American  Importers'  association, 
which  will  undertake,  when  formed,  the 
display  and  .-^ale  of  American  goods  of 
all  kinds.  An  American  exhiibt  ma/ 
induce  a  like  favor  for  the  liouislana 
Purchase  exposition.  Direct  boats  are 
n')w  running  between  New  York  and 
Piraeus,  which  will  insure  good  trans- 
poitation  rates  and  quick  and  safe  ser- 
vice.

The  Krand  ppry  which  haj»  Just  bein 
discharned  devoted  considerable  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  clubs  conducted  for 
tin.  benefit  yf  the  colored  population  of 
the  city  were  selling  liiiuurs.  It  iias  also 
been  brought  out  ratber  conspicuously 
that  a  MHnil)ling  point  near  the  hleveusoii 
mine  on  the  ranKe  had  been  raided  and 
that  the  proprietor  paid  a  considerable 
."•■urn  into  the  county  ireiwury  as  a  line. 

Vet  gambling  is  goluK  on  in  Duluth. 
where  oiticers  are  mucli  more  numerous 
than  at  any  mining  town  on  the  ranges 
and  not  one  of  the  proprleturit  is  trou- 
bled. 

Recently  there  has  been  considerable 
coninient  over  the  fact  that  harvest  hands 
from  tile  West,  woml.snien  coming  in  irom 
the  woods,  antl  lalxjrers  geneiully  re- 
turning from  the  sections  in  which  ihty 
had  b«.'en  at  work  were  passing  the  head 
ot  the  luke.s  by  and  going  to  Minneapolis. 

Uiie  of  the  rea.sous  a.s.slgned  for  this 
by  the  men  has  been  that  at  the  head 
of  the  lakes  there  are  harpies  who  moke 
a  I  utjine.ss  of  preying  uimju  returidng  la- 
borers and  netting  their  money  out  of 
thi-in  one  way  or  another,  by  enticlnB 
them  into  sldn  games  and  all  sorts  of 
nie;  liods. 

Vhei-e  assertions  may  be  lauRhod  at  as 
prtjM'Sterous  and  yet  today  there  exists 
on  the  Bowery  in  the  city  one  of  th^- 
touKhest  joints  tliat  ever  ilisgraced  any 
city  and  the  purpose  of  its  being  is  to 
rob  the  laborer,  the  lumberjack,  and  the 
man  who  works  four  or  five  months  to 
accumulate  from  $50  to  $100. 

This  place  is  located  over  520  West  Su- 
perior street,  and  one  of  the  men  inter- 
ested in  it  I.S  .said  to  i)e  "Doc"  French, 
a  notorious  gambler  who  ha.s  for  years 
made  his  head<iuarler.s  at  the  head  ot 
the  lakes  and  hits  been  as.soelated  in  the 
conduct  of  some  of  the  worst  dives  that 
ever    di.sgraced    either    Duluth    or    Supe- 

"iTie  first  floor  of  the  bulMlng  is  occu- 
pieil  bv  a  .saloon  and  the  enlr.inoe  to  the 
ganiblfng  i)lace  is  obtained  through  this 
or  from  the  outside  by  going  uj)  l)etween 
two  buil.ling.s.  It  is  open  to  anyone  who 
may  cho<vse  to  enter  and  is  not  carried  on 
uucier   cover. 

The  interior  presents  a  revolting  ap- 
pearance. The  stench  is  terrific  and  the 
dirt  and  filth  something  awful.  There 
are  thrre  or  four  poker  tables  and  around 
these  are  always  to  be  found  a  honle  ot 
laborers  playing,  and,  of  course,  losnig. 
Seated  around  the-  room  or  standing  by 
the  tables  eagerly  watching  the  play  are 
always  a  large  number  of  men,  all  of  the 
poorer    class. 

Another  place  which  Is  a  resort  for  a 
great  number  of  the  "tin  horns"  is  in  the 
re.ir  of  the  bar  In  the  St.  James  hotel. 
This  Is  said  to  be  conducted  by  Charles 
Collier  and  a  fellow  called  "Polish 
Frank,"  who  ha.s  been  mon?  or  less  famu- 
iar  around  gambling  haunts  at  the  head 
of  the  lakes  for  .some  time.  This  place 
seenvs  to  be  a  sort  of  headquarters  for 
Kaini)lers  from  the  range  .ind  elsewhere, 
and  there  Is  always  a  bunch  of  them 
hanging  around.  Poker  Is  played  In  this 
joint,  in  fact  that  seems  to  l>e  about  the 
only  game  that  is  carried  on  In  any  of 
the  places  now.  Roulette  wheels  and 
other  devices  that  are  usually  found,  are 
ml.sslng. 

These  are  not  the  only  places  In  the 
city,  but  they  are  a  couple  of  the  most 
Klarlmfi  There  Is  scarcely  a  bU>ck  in  th.- 
business  section  of  Duluth  that  has  not 
at  least  one  of  these  places,  and  some 
of   them   have  a   half  doien. 

The  slot  machines  were  thrown  out  of 
the  salooim  a  short  time  ago,  and  the 
edict  also  went  forth  against  the  shak- 
ing of  dice  for  drinks.  There  is  hardly  a 
saloon  In  the  city,  however,  where  card 
plaving  for  the  drinks  Is  not  a  common 
practiee.  Just  where  the  line  thnt  makes 
plaving  cards  for  the  drinlut  all  right  and 
shaking  tllce  for  the  same  purpose  all 
wronc:  Is  something  th.it  Is  yet  to  l)e  sat- 
isfactorily  explained.

Mahon.y  suffered  m.iitally  on  .-ic- 
count  of  the  ml-^tiilii'.  but  ..f  recent 
months  he  had  said  nothing  of  that. 

Mr.  Mahonev  was  forty-two  vears  of 
age.  He  was  oorn  in  Hamilton, 'Ontario, 
wnere  he  became  .«  fine  oarsman.  Fifteen 
years  ago  h«  came  to  Duluth,  and  for 
sev.jral  years  was  in  charge  of  the  boats 
and  crews  of  the   Duluth   Boat  club.

Oklahoma 
and  New  Mexico,  with  the  rest  of  the 
West,  remained  loyal  to  the  Republican 
policies  in  tho  elections  on  Tue.><day,  and 
in  Arizona  the  Democratic  plurality  for 
delegate,  which  was  IJt.to  in  ll'in>,  was  cut 
down  to  a  scant  'MX  This,  the  friends  of 
the  bill  think,  will  be  sufficient  to  Insure 
its  passag«'  in  the  senate.  Senator 
Beveridge.  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
territories  announces  that  the  committee 
will  visit  the  fl.  Id  to  look  over  the  Situa- 
tion before  congress  convenes  and  this 
Is  also  looked  upon  as  a  favorable  omen 
by  those  who  are  working  for  their  ad- 
mittance. Delegates  have  been  going  to 
AVashington  for  yt  ars— for  half  a  century 
In  New  M«xlco's  case— urging  their 
claims.  Each  delegation  has  urged  that 
a  committee  visit  the  territories,  contend- 
ing that  no  unprejudiced  commltteee 
could  report  against  the  admission  as 
states  after  a  visit  and  Investigation  of 
facts  and  conditions.  There  Is  no  suffi- 
cient reason  why  these  territories  shoula 
not  be  admitted  as  states.  They  are  In 
every  way  qualified  and  politics  shoidd 
be  set  aside  in  the  consideration  of  their 
claims.

pleased over  the  refusal  of  Great  Britain 
to  meet  the  trade  preference  given  the 
mother  country,  and  m.iy  repeal  tlie  Rct. 
loliliclans  of  the  Dominion  claim  that 
Kngland  does  not  appreciate  the  prefer- 
ence shown  them,  and  they  are  justilied 
in  their  belief  by  the  comment  and  action 
on  the  othor  side  of  the  water.  Britalns 
c;aim  it  does  them  no  good  and  the  Lon- 
don Time.*  goes  out  of  its  way  to  show- 
how  very  little  good  the  preference  does 
llritaln.  Canadian  trade  returns  them- 
selves being  (|Uoted  In  evidence.  "Taken 
as  a  whole,"  says  the  Times,  "our  ex- 
jjorts  to  Canada  pay  IS  per  cent  ad  val- 
orem in  spite  of  the  preference,  while 
American  goods  i>ay  on  the  whole  only  12 
per  cent."  Thl.-<  Knglish  coldness  toward 
the  schi-me  is  having  its  effect  in  Canada. 
Hon.  T.  (.'base  Casgrin,  one  o(  the  Coa.>»or- 
vatlve  leaders  in  Quebec,  Is  out  with  an 
Interview  In  which  he  points  to  the  trifling 
advantage  this  arrangement  is  to  the 
.Urltish  manufacturer,  while  "it  Is  well 
known  that  it  has  injured  and  is  injuring 
every  day  several  of  our  im|)oriing  indus- 
tries, not  only  in  favor  of  the  English 
manufacturer,  but  of  the  Germans  inU 
others  who  send  their  goods  to  Kngland, 
have  a  small  value  aided  to  them  by  En- 
gli.xh  labor,  and  then  forward  them  to  our 
rr.arkets  to  comi)ete  with  our  manufactur- 
ers anil  our  artisans  who  pay  ta.\es  and 
help  build  up  this  country."  This  is  an 
outsiioken  utterance,  even  for  a  Conserva- 
tive kadcr,  against  the  preference. 
StrcUght  opposition  to  it  has  been  avoid- 
ed, though  the  Con.xerva  lives  have  all 
along  held  that  the  government  should 
have  demanded  a  preference  in  return  be- 
fore putting  It  on  the  st.atute  books.  But 
now  they  show  signs  of  asking  for  Its 
••epeal.  Tho  next  session  of  the  (^'anailiaii 
parliament  will  see  a  revisi.m  of  the  tariff 
iiiid  fiom  present  indications  the  UniteJ 
Stales  will  profit  thereby. 

INCORPORATING    UNIONS. 

One  of  the  principal  reasons  why 
President  Haer  and  other  coal  baron.^ 
at  first  declined  to  treat  with  the  Min- 
ers' union  in  the  settlement  of  the  coal 
strike  wa.s  tho  claim  that  trade  unions 
were  totally  irresponsible;  that  being 
unincorporated  they  incuri'ed  no  re- 
sponsibility and  any  agreement  en- 
tered into  with  them  could  not  be  en- 
forced. This,  to  a  certain  extent, 
would  seem  to  form  a  reasonable  ex- 
cuse for  the  operators,  who  claimed 
that  a  labor  organization  deslrinir  rec- 
ognition should  fii'at  accept  legal  re- 
sponsibility by  flr.-it  incorporating  it- 
self; but  there  is  also  another  side  to 
the  matter.  This  point  of  incorpor- 
ation was  clearly  put  by  George  Gun- 
ton  in  his  last  monthly  lecture  at  the 
New  York  Institute  of  Economic.^.  Dis- 
cu.-sing  'Tniile  Union  He.«!ponsibility," 
Mr.  Gunton  said: 

"It  is  a  part  of  tho  necessity  of  the 
union,  if  It  is  to  be  recognized,  that  it 
shall  have  not  merely  the  Intention, 
but  the  power  to  enforce  the  contracts 
it  makes.  In  order  to  do  this  it  must 
be  able  to  give  a  real  advantage  to  all 
who  belong  to  the  union.  T'ntll  the 
unions  can  reach  this  point,  they  can- 


not have  the  re«pi>nslblene.s8  th|t  Is 
really  necessary  to  their  full  recogni- 
tion as  contracting  parties.  In  order 
to  bring  thi.s  about,  one  important  ste-i 
I  is  that  unions  should  l)ecome  legalized 
I  institutions.  They  should  be  liuo.  p  r 
I  ated.  They  would  be  legally  respon- 
I  slble  Institutions.  In  that  respect  they 
would  stand  exactly  on  the  same  foot- 
ing as  the  corp(»ratiun8,  they  could  sue 
and  be  sued.  Of  course.  Incorporation 
would  be  of  no  advantage  if  the  meth- 
ods and  moral  standards  to  which  I 
have  referred  were  not  raised,  but  as 
corporate  concerns  with  full  respon- 
sibility for  making  contracts  for  their 
members,  en  masse,  the  first  real 
foundation  would  be  laid  for  recognl- 
tbm  by  the  corporations.  Onco  Incor- 
jioruted,  there  would  be  no  legitimate 
reason  for  a  coiporatlon  refusing  to 
recognize  the  unions.  There  would 
then  be  no  reason  for  calling  them 
"mob  nieetings"  or  anything  of  the  kind. 
They  would  be  regularly  constituted 
in.siitu lions  in  society,  with  all  the  le- 
gitimate legal  features  that  corpor- 
ations   possess." 

On  the  other  hand,  labor  leaders 
claim  that  incorj)oratlon  would  fatally 
cripule  the  unions  as  fighting  ma- 
chines. They  contend  that.  If  It  were 
possible  for  any  dissatistled  member  or 
aggricxed  employer  to  attach  the  union 
funds,  the  resources  could  not  be 
freely  employed  for  strike  purp  ses. 
incorporation  would,  they  hold,  place 
the  unions  virtually  at  the  meiry  of 
the  eniidoyer.  It  cannot  be  denied  that 
there  is  some  force  in  this  argument. 
P'ull  liability  to  sue  and  be  sued  would 
uiKiuestionably  weaken  the  power  of 
labor  organizations.  However,  a  form 
of  limited  liability  could  undoubtedly 
be  arranged  that  would  obviate  this 
objection.  Provision  could  be  made  for 
damages  for  breaches  of  contract  to  a 
ceituin  amount,  provided  that  employ- 
ers were  made  reciprocally  liable  lor 
default.  There  Is  no  doubt  but  what 
.some  legal  responsibility  on  the  Mart  of 
unions  would  give  them  a  better 
standing  and  have  a  good  effect  on 
their   management. 


S¥OCKS    AND  REALTY. 

Heavy  Ibiuidatlon  in  the  United 
States  Steel  stocks  caused  a  violent 
break  in  prices  In  the  security  market 
on  Saturday.  As  a  result  many  peo- 
ple throughout  the  country  who  have 
been  speculating  in  the  stock  market 
have  suffered  heavy  losses.  It  does 
not  appear  that  the  break  in  United 
States  Steel  was  due  to  «ny  develop- 
ment or  rumor  affecting  the  stability 
of  that  great  industrial  combination, 
or  touching  any  decline  in  its  busi- 
ness or  earnings,  but  it  was  apparently 
cau.sed  by  heavy  and  enforced  liquida- 
tion on  the  part  of  some  speculative 
operators.  The  Iron  and  steel  busi- 
ness presents  no  feature  of  an  un- 
favorable character  that  should  cause 
a  decline  In  the  value  of  the  securities 
of  the  United  States  Steel  corporation. 
Indeed,  extreme  prosperity  continues 
in  the  iron  and  steel  trade,  only 
shaded  bv  evidence  of  over-production 
in  certain  of  the  higher  grades  of  iron 
and  steel  manufacture,  and  of  in- 
creasing competition  in  these  lines. 
The  conservative  policy  which  has  in 
the  past  been  the  proud  mainstay  of 
the  United  States  Steel  corporation  will 
undoubtedly  continue  to  guide  Its  man- 
agement In  future;  and  talk  of  a  trade 
war  between  the  corDoratlon  and  the 
Independent  steel  producers— such,  for 
Instance,  as  that  which  Is  now  in  pro- 
gress between  the  American  Sugar  Re- 
fining company  and  its  competitors — is 
silly.  The  corporation  undoubtedly 
will  feel  bound,  however,  to  protect  its 
customers  against  any  price  slashing 
by  rival  concerns;  and  the  reductions 
In  prices  of  tin  plate  and  other  products 
of  the  corporation  that  have  recently 
occurred  are  manlfestl.v  for  this  pur- 
pose. Yet  there  is  nothing  In  thi^ 
Inildent  to  depress  the  market.  The 
story  of  necessitated  liquidation  mu.st 
therefore  be  regar<led  as  the  correct 
explanation  of  the  sham  break  In  steel 
stocks. 

The  market  generally  was  weak, 
however,  there  being  little  buying 
power  exhibited.  While  the  general 
list  was  affected  by  the  break  in 
United  States  Steel,  there  were  other 
causes,  such  as  the  announcement  of 
another  reduction  In  the  price  of  cer- 
tain grades  of  refined  sugar,  the  re- 
vival of  rumors  concerning  railroad 
troubles  on  the  railroad  systems  meet- 
ing in  Chicago,  the  recognition  by  the 
street  of  the  virtual  abandonment  by 
the  controlling  Interests  of  the  South- 
ern Pacific  company  of  the  plan  of 
paying  for  the  improvements  now  bcin^ 
made  upon  their  property  by  means  of 
a  bond  Issue  rather  than  by  means  of 
current  earnings,  and  tho  formal  revo- 
cation by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury 
of  the  perml.ssion  granted  a  few  weeks 
ago  to  national  banks  acting  as  de- 
po.sltories  of  public  money  to  sub.stl- 
tute  state  and  municipal  bonds  and 
other  securities  as  collateral  for  the 
deposit  of  additional  government 
money  with  them.  The  weekly  banK 
statement  was  also  regarded  as  un- 
favorable, but  on  the  other  hand  a 
gratifying  feature  was  a  decrease  in 
the  imports  at  New  York  last  week. 

Undoubtedly  one  of  the  main  causes 
of  the  uneasiness,  distrust  and  de- 
pression now  felt  in  financial  circles  at 
the  metropolis  Is  the  failure,  actual  or 
feared,  of  some  of  the  schemes  of 
syndicate  underwriting  that  have  re- 
cently been  proposed.  It  is  said  th.it 
the  securities  put  out  by  many  of  thes* 
syndicates  are  un.salable.  while  In  othe* 
cases  the  underwriting  "rights"  them- 
selves are  freely  offered  at  cost  price. 
No  reference  Is  had.  of  course,  to 
those  great  and  legttlmate  projects 
which  have  enlisted  the  support  of  the 
leaders  of  the  financial  world  and 
which  will  be  of  vast  benefit  to  oui 
country  when  completed.  Attentlim 
has  been  directed  rather  to  the  failure 
of  the  public  to  absorb  the  securiti<^a 
jf  what  may  be  called  the  minor  or 
less  substantial  class  of  large  corporate 
combinations,  many  of  which  have 
been  entered  Into  hastily,  and  have 
either  been   wholly  discountenanced  or 


directly  dlscouragcil  by  great  banking 
Interests.  Inasmuch  as  the  public  has 
refused  to  take  these  stocks,  the  only 
lo.tiers  will  be  the  too  sanguine  pro- 
moters. Thus  the  effect  will  not  be 
very  extended,  and  as  there  Is  no  dan- 
ger of  anything  like  financial  trouble. 
It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  the 
stuck  market  will  soon  resume  its  nor- 
mal condition  and  an  upward  move- 
ment begin,  values  being  lower  than 
the  prosperous  condition  of  business 
Justifies. 

The  frequent  violent  fiuctuatlons  of 
the  stock  market  and  the  slight  cau.ses 
which  serve  to  cause  sharp  breaks  in 
the  values  of  even  the  best  securities 
show  how  uncertain  is  sueculation  in 
that  line.  This  state  of  thing.^  must 
Inevitably  cause  the  shrewdest  Inve:.- 
tors  to  beware  of  the  pitfalls  of  Wall 
street  and  to  turn  their  attention  to 
the  many  opportunities  that  are  pre- 
sented for  highly  profitable  invest.ments 
in  real  estate  and  improvements 
thereon.  This  is  a  secure  and  solid  In- 
vestment that  remains  stable  and  un- 
shaken by  rumors  and  silly  yarns  that 
all  too  frequently  cause  sharp  declines 
and  heavy  losses  In  stocks.  The  near 
future  will  undoubtedly  see  a  growing 
tendency  to  investment  In  realty. 

It  may  surprise  i«ome  Americans  to 
learn  that  English  women  never  go  shop- 
ping. According  to  an  English  news, 
paper,  which  compares  the  shopping  hab- 
its of  I-^ngllsh  and  Americans,  it  appears 
that  when  the  former  goes  into  a  shop 
she  Is  expected  to  buy  something.  The 
Isle  walkers  keep  watch,  and  If  a  pur- 
chase Is  not  made  the  customer  Is  stop- 
peil  and  asked  why.  The  sabgirls  are 
blamed  In  most  cu.ses.  AJoreover.  when 
a  woman  enters  an  attendant  meets  her 
and  asks  her  what  she  is  looking  for 
Then  .she  Is  escorted  to  the  proiwr  coun- 
ter, and  when  she  buys  she  goes.  This 
I.S  not  shopping  according  to  American 
ideas.  To  shop  is  one  thing;  to  buy  Is  an- 
other. Shopping  never  implies  buying; 
buying  is  not  shopping.  Tile  F^igllsh  sys- 
tem would  ruin  any  department  atore  In 
the  United  States. 


The  careless  automobllists  are  coming 
to  grief.  Herbert  Marble,  wfiose  ma- 
chine killed  a  man  at  New  Haven.  Conn., 
haj<  been  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  tl  and 
to  .spend  twelve  months  In  jail.  W.  K.

Bishop  Potter's  Work  For 

the  Benefit  of  the 

Slums. 


His     Bride     Has    Given 
$500,000  to  the  Build- 
ing Fund. 


WIDOWS-  PENSIONS. 
Washington.  Nov.  10.— (Special  to  Th.j 
Herald.) — Widows'  pensions  of  $8  per 
month  have  been  granted  to  Minerva  J. 
Foster,  of  Koyalton.  and  Eunice  Shan- 
non, of  Clearwater.  Minn. 


New  York.  Nov.  10.— A  splendid  fin- 
ishing touch  to  the  romance  which  cul- 
minated in  the  marriage  of  Mrs.  Alfred 
Corning  Clark  to  Bishop  Potter  was  re- 
vealed in  connection  with  the  news 
that  the  bishop's  bride  is  about  to  add 
a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  in 
cash  to  her  gift  of  a  $200,000  site  for  the 
East'  Side  Community  House,  the  es- 
tablishment of  which  has  been  for  sev- 
eral years  one  of  Bishop  Potter's  most 
cherished  projects.  Mis.  Clark  had  long 
been  a  lit>eral  contributor  to  liishop 
Potter's  charitable  work,  and  was 
deeply  impressed  with  his  remarkable 
exhibition  of  devotion  for  the  impiov^ 
nient  of  New  York  slum  conditions 
Ihi-ee  years  ago,  when  he  spent  the 
greater  part  of  the  summer  in  persoi.ul 
investigations  ol"  this  most  densely  pop- 
ulated section  of  the  metropolis,  even 
eating  and  sleeping  day  after  day  anJ 
night  after  night  among  the  people  of 
the  slums. 

The  good  bishop  was  near  becoming 
a  martyr  to  his  cause.  This  work  was 
conducted  during  July  and  August  of 
the  hottest  and  most  depressing  sum- 
mer New  York  has  experienced  lor 
many  years.  How  hot  and  depressing 
the  midsummer  atmosphere  of  the  East 
Side  slums  is  can  only  be  realized  afcor 
an  experience  like  that  which  Bishjp 
Potter  voluntarily  sought. 

He  slept  many  nighls  in  a  small  room 
in  the  pio-calhedral  building  on  Stan- 
ton street,  in  the  heart  of  the  infamous 
"lied  Light"  district,  and  made  the 
personal  acquaintance  of  hundreds  of 
men.  women  and  children  in  that  neigh- 
borhood, who  were  striving  wlili  all 
their  power  against  almost  overwhelm- 
ing  obstacles  to  live  decent  lives.  The 
experience  left  him  temporarily  almost 
a  physical  wreck,  but  it  had  solved  In 
his  mind  the  question  ot  what  this 
neighborhood  most  needed  for  its  le- 
depmtion  and  future  protection. 

When  he  returned  to  his  home  and 
his  usual  duties  plans  for  a  great  East 
Side  establishment  on  the  lines  of  Hull 
House  and  similar  institutions  in  Eng- 
land, only  of  a  much  wider  scope,  were 
clear  In  his  mind. 

It  has  leaked  out  that  Mrs.  Clark 
kept  herself  secretly  informed  of  the 
bishop's  work  in  the  slums  during  thai 
hot  summer. 

In  the  light  of  what  happened  a  fe'.v 
weeks  later.  It  is  not  necessary  to  say 
what  impression  the  bishop's  self-sacrl- 
flte  created  In  her  mind.  She  donated 
the  site  which  he  needed  for  his  pro- 
jected buildings,  the  value  of  which  Is 
$:;00,000.  In  addition  to  that  handsome 
ofl'eiing.  she  was  the  prime  mover  in 
ihe  work  of  raising  a  building  fund, 
v>hich  was.  a  few  days  ago.  to  amount 
to  upwards  of  $100,000.  Now.  after  her 
marriage  to  the  bishop,  she  proves  her- 
self her  husband's  e<iual  in  devotion  to 
the  cause  of  the  self-respecting  element 
of  the  East  Side  slums  by  putting  the 
building  fund  within  easy  reach  of  a 
round  $500,000. 

Ai-chltects  are  now  at  work  on  plans 
for  the  Community  House  buildings, 
and  their  erection  will  begin  in  the  near 
future.  Probably  nowhere  else  In  the 
world  do  existing  conditions  demand 
so  much  of  such  an  establishment. 
There  will  be  departments  suited  to  the 
most  pre.ssing  moral  and  intellectual 
needs  of  all  classes  of  people  who  make 
up  this  teeming  population  In  the  pro- 
cathedral  neighborhood.  As  the  bish- 
op's investigations  were  eminently 
practical,  bo  will  be  the  Community 
house  In  all  its  aspects.  First  of  all 
there  will  be  a  kindergarten  and  other 
features  for  the  amusement  and  bene- 
fit of  hundreds  of  children.  There  will 
be  music  and  reading  rooms,  a  splendid 
library,  a  lecture  hall— In  fact,  nothing 
will  be  omitted  that  Is  calculated  to 
bring  within  the  Influence  of  Bishop 
Potter's  enterprlFe  practically  every- 
body In  the  slums. 


TROUBLES

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your  headquarters  so  as  to  be  within  your 
reach  in  case  my  medical  services  are 
needed.  I  would  willingly  stay  at  Sabine, 
but  if  I  were  not  allowed  to  do  so.  the 
ship  might  frustrate  my  plan  of  landing 
in  the  settlements.  This  place  Is  near 
Anoritok.  At  that  place  I  can  ctime  to 
Sabine  after  the  middle  of  November.  I 
certainly  shall  never  voluntarily  leave  the 
Arctic  until  this  expedition  ends.  I  don't 
feel  like  going  ashore  at  your  house  and 
defying  anyone  to  put  me  aboard.  1  would 
rather  be  within  easy  reach,  as  I  would 
be  at  Sabine.  The  standing  on  this  side 
is  tlie  next  best  thing  I  can  do.  1  assura 
you  of  my  honest  intention  to  do  my  duty 
In  this  matter,  and  that  Is  not  to  desert 
human  beings  who  came  North  expecting 
that  a  physician  would  be  with  thi-m.  If 
I  remain  at  Anoritok,  I  shall  call  at  Sabin  > 
as  soon  as  possible  and  renew  my  offer  of 
medical  services." 

The  matter  was  turned  over  by  Mr. 
Peary  to  Mr.  Brldgman,  commander  of 
the  relief  vessel,  who,  when  he  failed  to 
move  me  in  my  purpose,  said:  "You  un- 
derstand that  you  will  not  be  given  one 
ounce  of  food  from  this  ship."  Nor  was 
I.  1  was  also  told  that  the  $1.SU0  bonus 
which  had  been  acknowledged  due  me 
was   now  declared   forfeited. 

C.  F.  Wyckoff  one  of  th<'  summer  ex- 
cursionl.sl«  on  the  relief  ship,  furnished 
me  with  his  own  rifle  and  «ome  cartridgi-.s. 

I'pon  the  ship  sailing  1  left  Etah  in  two 
days  and  went  overland  twenty-five  miles 
to  Anoritok.  Jiin.  G  1  crossed  to  Sabine 
in  the  dark,  with  Eskimo  guides.  Thirty- 
two  per  cent  of  the  party  had  died  during 
the  fall — one  hdlt  of  the  Eskimo  men. 
Mr.  Peary  refused  mv  services  and  or- 
dered me  to  take  all  my  effects  from 
Sabine  and  not  to  come  back  again,  say- 
ing: "If  you  feel  it  your  duty  to  remain 
North  that  Is  an  affair  entirely  your 
own." 

Jan.  14th  I  wrote  to  Peary  from  Capo 
Sabine  asking  for  medicine  for  an  Es- 
kimo who  was  a  member  of  our  party 
the  first  year.  I  stated  that  an  epidemic 
of  scarlet  rash  had  attacked  the  settle- 
ments of  Kookan  and  Anoritok,  and 
said,  "You  have  only  to  let  me  know  in 
case  my  services  are  required  by  you. 
1  shan  remain  here  until  you  leave  Sabine, 
unless  driven  away  by  scarcity  of  natives 
or  food." 

'  received  the  following  reply,  "It  is  not 
n<  -essary  for  you  to  ask  for  medicine  in 
behalf  of  the  Eskimos.  Any  medicine 
that  I  can  spare  will  be  sent  just  as 
quickly  if  you  say  outright  that  you 
want  It  for  yourself.  I  will  relieve  your 
anxiety  about  Ahmadagibsu  by  saying 
that  1  am  not  likely  to  press  "him  ijjto 
service,  and  you.  therefore,  will  not  be 
under  the  necessity  of  seeking  a  new 
host.  I  am  not  interested  in  your  move- 
ments ;us  long  as  you  keep  completely 
away   from   me  and   m.v  stations." 

H.ither  than  accept  mv  medical  services 
for  his  Eskimos.  (although  within  a 
stone's  throw  of  his  door  were  the  grave.? 
of  seven  of  his  jiarty  who  had  died  within 
a  coujile  of  months  of  his  refusing  my 
medieal  services  at  Eiah,  Mr.  I'eary 
never  sent  any  notice  to  me  when  thi.s 
man  was  afterward  critically  ill  in  his 
service. 

Jan.  36  I  wrote:  "I  will  ask  you  to  sell 
me  7')  lbs.  biscuit.  12  cans  milk,  10  lbs. 
coffee,  5  lbs.  tea,  S  lbs.  bacon,  small 
bag  of  salt,  few  jars  of  beef  extract. 
Cut  list  or  omit.  If  coffee  can  be  spared 
and  not  sugar,  then  coffee  alone."  The 
reply  came:  "I  regret  that  I  have  no 
provisions  to  spare.  "  He  sent  me  some 
salt  and  four  2-ounce  jars  beef  extract. 
I  returned  this,  with  a  note:  "You  seem 
to  h^ve  to  figure  very  close  on  provisions. 
I   return   the   salt.     You    mav   need   it." 

March  7  I  went  to  Sabine  from  a  vLsit 
to  the  lower  settlements  to  ask  for  med- 
icine for  dying  Eskimos.  Mr.  Pearv  had 
gone  North  the  day  before.  The  steward 
refused  the  medicine  and  would  not  allow 
two  natives  ill  at  headquarters  to  be 
treated,  (one  of  whom  died  a  little  later) 
saying  he  was  under  orders.  I  sledged 
435  miles,  the  entire  trip,  and  returned 
to  find  one  native  dead  and  another  died 
next  day.  From  getting  .slightlv  wet  on 
journey  during  a  forced  march  in  a 
storm  T  went  to  bed  ill.  Diarrhoea  en- 
sued, lasting  three  month.s,  until  1  got  a 
change  of  food  from  the  whalers.  I  had 
same  trouble  two  months  in   the  fall. 

May  20  I  went  to  Sabine  t<^>  complete 
the  removal  of  my  effects.  Mr.  Peary 
hfld  returned.  1  was  offered  no  enter- 
tainment but  directed  to  leave  just  a.? 
soon  as  possible,  which  I  did  without 
sleeping. 

I  felt  that  mv  responsibility  to  stay  at 
Anoritok  had  endeil.  T  went  2.'iO  miles  to 
Cape  York,  hoping  to  get  mail  via  whal- 
ers. They  gave  mo  generous  supplies. 
I  was  brought  mail  by  the  Windward. 
Aug.  3.  I  was  given  no  supplies.  Her 
return  on  Aug.  2s  was  grateful,  as  twice 
previously  she  had  been  frozen  in  and 
detained  all  winter.  I  lived  the  year  In 
Eskimo  huts,  eating  their  coarse,  unclean- 
ly food,  but  returned  to  civilization  still 
enamored  with  the  Arctic  and  in  good 
health  and  fine  spirits.  During  the  year 
4..  deaths  thinned  the  tribe,  .so  that  only 
1S7  remained.  One  man  was  murdered 
being  suspected  of  witchcraft,  and  one 
boy  was  killed  by  a  man  suffering  from 
delirium  or  mania.  Another  l)ov  was  bad- 
ly stabbed  In  arm  and  side  from  same 
cau.se.  A  number  of  children  were  stran- 
gled upon  the  death  of  their  mother.  Tn 
a  case  of  twins,  both  met  the  same  fate 
because  of  superstitious   fears. 

My  motives  for  remaining  North  were 
as  pure  as  the  driven  snow,  as  plain  as 
A.  B.  C,  and  as  noble  as  God  ever  gave 
to  man.     They  were  simply  that  I  would

not   leave   men   In    the   Arctic    without  a 
chance   for  medical  aid. 

The  animosity  exhibited  in  the  endeavor 
to  brand  me  and  bring  me  into  disrepute, 
the  refusing  my  unpaid  salary  oh  such 
technical  grounds,  Mr.  Peary's  almost 
inhuman  treatment  of  me  without  prov- 
ocation during  the  last  year,  and  his 
threat  to  maroon  me  for  a  fifth  year 
on  the  side  of  tho  channel  uninhabited 
by  Eskimos  at  the  expedition  vessel  tak- 
ing final  leave  If  I  was  on  the  headquar- 
ters side  of  the  channel  when  ihe  ship 
arrived,  make  reasons  for  my  resignation 
unnecessary.  A  discriminating  public  can 
imagine  that  they  would  exist.  They 
would  entail  a  long  and  to  me  shameful 
story  and  1  slvill  never  undergo  the  mor- 
tificatten  of  repeating  them  if  I  can  avoid 
it.

"Political  corruption  could  not  last  an 
hour  if  the  so-called  respectable  classes 
did  not  tolerate  and  support  it.

Ger- 
man-American and  Zulu-American.  We 
are  all  Americans.  I  am  an  Amt^rlcan. 
In  my  religion  and  moral  teachings,  1  am 
a  Jew,  but  1  would  not  vote  lor  a  Jew  un- 
less he  were  three  times  as  good  as  his 
opitonent.  for  fear  that  he  might  discredit 
that  religion."

Moved   Back  to   Yorkton 

After  Struggle  With 

Police. 

Winnipeg.  Man..  Nov.  lO.—Another  chap- 
ter in  the  history  of  the  Doukhobors'  pii- 
gt image  to  convert  the  world  has  closed, 
but   with    the   ending   "to   be   continued.'' 

The  DouklioLors  were  taken  by  special 
train  from  .Minnedosji  to  Yorkton  Satur- 
day night  and  were  ye.sti-rday  kept  in 
the  cars,  closely  guarded  by  Northwest 
M.iunted  Police.  Although  victorious  at 
Minnedosa.  it  is  a  question  yet  to  be  de- 
cided If  the  Kovernment  will  not  be  de- 
feated in  their  effort  to  get  the  Douk- 
hobors back  to  their  villages.  If  the 
liKht  to  move  them  one  hundred  yards  is 
any  example  of  what  the  goveriunent 
has  to  contend  with,  it  will  take  a  much 
larger  force  to  move  the  Doukhobors 
the  one  huiKlred  miles  to  their  villages, 
wliich    arc    that    distance    from    Yorkton 

M.4nnedosa  dispatchi-s  n^nmrt  stormy 
scenes  during  the  entraining  of  the  pll- 
Kfims  thvTf.  After  rep.-ated  Interviews 
with  Seibroff.  the  leader  of  the  fanatics 
Agent  Spears  decided  to  use  force  and 
grabbing  the  leader  bv  the  shoulders 
pushed  him  out  of  the  (fuilding  In  which 
the  Doukhobors  li.id  si>ent  the  nisht  at 
the  same  time  calling  nj)on  the  policemen 
to  bring  the  rest.  As  they  came  out  the 
lanatics  locked  themselves  toj;ether,  each 
man  clinging  to  his  neighbor,  thus' mak- 
ing a  .solid  body.  Then  the  excitement 
commonc«d.  The  citizens  turned  out  to 
help  the  t>olice.  but  it  was  h.-vrd  work  to 
pry  the  fanatics  apart.  It  taking  four  or 
five  men  to  pull  one  Doukhobor  fojm  the 
lnterlock»'d    mass. 

Some  went  quickly   when   broken   away 
but    the    majority    fouRht    every    inch    of 
tlieir   ground.     Tlie    sctne    was    one   never 
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equalled  In  Canada.  A  sullen,  stubborn 
mob  of  people,  tighting  tiercely  with  po- 
lice and  cHizena,  not  In  the  usual  mood 
of  warfare,  hut  wanting?  only  to  be  left 
alone  .and  allowed  to  go  on  their  way. 
One  citizen  had  an  ear  nearly  bitten 
off,  a  Doukhobor  had  his  ankle  broken 
and  there  were  many  other  minor  mis- 
haps. A  few  went  to  the  coaches  alone, 
hut  the  majority  were  cerrled  bodily, 
drasfKed,  pushed  along  or  loaded  into  the 
wagons  of  farmers  who  had  gathered  to 
see   the   fight.

Collector  of  Internal  Reve- 
nue of  District  of 
Alabama. 

Washington,  Nov.  10.— Julian  Bing^- 
ham,  collector  of  Internal  revenue  for 
the  district  of  Alabama,  has  been  re- 
moved from  his  offlce,  and  Joseph  O. 
Thompson  appointed  to  succeed  him. 
The  change  was  made  as  a  result  of  a 
political  condition  which  recently 
arose  in  Alabama.  Colored  Republicans 
were  excluded  from  participation  in 
the  Itepubllcan  state  convention  and 
Collector  liingham  was  held  respon- 
sible, at  least  in  a  measure,  for  their 
exclusion. 

Postmaster  General  Payne  visited 
the  White  House  today  and  as  he  left 
the  executive  office  made  public  the 
following  statement  defining  the  rea- 
sons for  the  change: 

"The  change  in  the  office  of  col- 
lector of  Internal  revenue  for  the  dis- 
trict of  Alabama  in  nowise  reflects  up- 
on the  integrity  or  ability  of  Mr.  Bing- 
ham, the  incumbent  of  the  office.  It  is 
one  of  tho.se  things  which  CK-cuslonally 
happens  in  politics.  The  position 
taken  by  the  Republicans  of  Alabama 
at  their  recent  state  convention.  as 
understood  by  the  Republicans  of  the 
North,  is  lonke<l  upon  as  a  perversion 
of  the  fundamental  princijiles  of  the 
Republican  party,  and  Mr.  Bingham  is 
In  a  measure  held  responsible  for  that 
action.  Hence  the  chans:e. 

"Neither  the  administration  or  the 
Republican  party  of  th  eNorth  will 
stand  for  the  exclusion  of  any  section 
of  our  people  by  reason  of  their  raoe 
or  color,  when  In  other  respects  such 
persons  have  compiled  with  the  laws 
and  are  eligible  under  the  law  to  full 
and  free  participation  In  politics  and 
are  of  high  standard  personal  charat  - 
ter.  In  other  word?*  there  are  100  col- 
ored men  In  Alabai.  .1  who  come  up  to 
the  re(|ulrements  of  the  recently  adopt- 
ed state  convention  anil  are  eligible  for 
p.irtlcipation  in  political  affairs,  and 
the  action  of  the  state  convention  r.»- 
ferred  to  inarbitrarily  excluding  them 
is  not  approved;  no  more  than  such 
action  would  be  ajiproved  if  It  were 
taken  in  Ohio  or  Indiana." 

Mr.  Thompson,  the  appointee,  is  n 
•brother  of  Representative  Thomp.snn 
of  Alabama.  He  Is  a  Republican,  al- 
though his  brother  represents  a  Demo- 
cratic district.

SEASON 


Great  Number  of  Hunters 

Out     For     the 

Opening. 


One  Deer    Clubbed    and 

Another  Lassoed  So 

Far  Reported. 


Weather    Not  Favorable 

and   Old    Hunters 

Slay  Home. 


It  is  estimated  that  more  than  1200 
residents  of  St.  Louis  county  are  hunt- 
ing deer  today. 

The  season  opened  today,  and  so  far 
as  known  the  first  two  deer  were  killed 
in.side  the  city  limits — one  with  a  club 
anel  the  other  caught  with  a  rope. 

There  are  about  sixty-two  precincts 
up  in  the  county  te)  hear  from,  taut  it 
is  generally  supposed  that  the  firbt 
day's   killing  will   be  light. 

The  ground  is  too  dry  and  noisy  for 
.good  hunting.  Many  of  the  best  deer 
hunters  were  still  in  town  today,  saj- 
ing  they  preferred  waiting  for  Kno\%-, 
and  a!so  that  they  did  not  like  to  risk 
their  lives  with  so  many  green  handb 
shooting. 

Then,  too,  a  number  are  wailing  till 
next  .'Saturday,  when  the  moo.se  si-asoii 
opens,  and  the.v  can  hunt  deer  and 
moose  at  the  same  time.  The  deer 
season  closes  Nov.  30  and  the  moose 
season  Nov.  20. 

A  deer  swimming  the  St.  Louis  river 
from  the  Wisconsin  shore  had  a 
stienueius  time.  He  selected  the  shoin 
near  Smithville  as  the  best  landing 
place  and  swam  elose  to  one  of  the 
dredges  working  on  the  government 
contract. 

Judging  from  suta?eauent  events,  it 
is  doubtful  if  any  man  on  tl:at  par- 
ticular dredge  could  bit  the  earth  iC 
he  fell  out  of  a  balloon. 

After  letting  them  shoot  at  him  at 
close  range  for  ha'f  an  hour  or  more, 
the  deer  became  disgusted  and  started 
back  for  the  Wisconsin  shore. 

Then  the  dredge  men  got  a  small 
boat  and  went  after  him.  One  ma:i  is 
said  to  have  shot  at  the  deer  at  a  dis- 
tance of  two  feet  and  only  mi.ssed  him 
by  a  foot  and  eleven  inches. 

The  deer  was  finally  clubbed  to 
death,  and  as  far  as  known  it  was  the 
fir.st  victim  of  the  open  season. 

A  half  grown  buck  chased  by  a  dog 
t'ashed  down  through  the  residence  dis- 
trict of  Oneota  and  took  to  the  water, 
ph  nging  into  the  Jones  mill  boom. 

Several  men  working  on  the  lioom  got 
a  rope  around  its  neck,  and  when  lust 
heard  from  the  deer  was  restin;.?  easily 
in  a  nearby  barn,  but  there  are  slight 
chances  for  its  recovery. 

Many  Duluth  hunters  expect  to  make 
the  extreme  northern  part  of  St.  Loui^ 
county  this  year.  Mewse  and  caribou 
are  reported  very  iilenliful  along  the: 
shore  of  Rainy  lake. 

Superior  street  does  not  present  the 
same  appearance  teiday  that  it  did  for- 
merly al  the  opening  of  the  deer  teL'.- 
son.  In  the  old  days  each  butcher  shop 
would  have  from  two  to  six  deer  h:ing 
ing  out  in  freint,  but  under  the  ijreseut 
law  neither  deer,  moose  or  caribou  can 
be  offered  for  sale. 

No  one  person  is  allowed  to  kill  mora 
than  three  eleer,  one  moose  or  one  c.aii- 
bou.  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
ship  this  same  out  of  tho  st.ite.  or  to 
any  i)erson  but  himself,  and  he  must 
personally  sujierinlend  this  shipiiing. 

The  Wisconsin  deer  season  will  ba 
open  tomorrow.  except  in  Saii-.-k 
Adams.  Columbia.  Richland  and  f.iar- 
q-uette  counties,  in  which  it  is  lawful 
to  shoot  only  on  the  last  ten  days  oC 
November.  Only  two  deer  to  each  maju 
aic  allowed  the  Wisconsin  hunters. 

]']Ieven  hundred  hunting  licenses  have 
been  taken  out  in  Douglas  county  up 
to  today. 


IN  CARACAS. 


Caracas.  Vez..  Nov  10. — President 
Castro  made  a  triumphal  offici.il  entry 
Into  Caraca.s  yesterday  at  the  head  ct 
32C0  troops  amidst  the  ringing  of  bells 
and  a  display  of  lircv.orks. 

President  Castro  reached  Los  Tequi'S 
from  La  Victoria  Saturday  without 
having  encountered  any  rexolutioiiists, 
and  left  Los  Te^uues  Sunday  by  train 
over  the  German  railroad,  the  bridges 
along  the  line  which  had  been  de- 
stroyed by  the  revolutionists  having 
been  repaired. 

The  llight  of  the  armies  of  the  revolu- 
tion continues.  Not  even  the  Caracas 
revolutionary  committee  can  exp'.aiii 
the  cause  for  the  split  among  the  lea.\l- 
ers  of  the  movement  or  say  what  has 
become  of  the  soldiers  who  were  under 
arms  as  late  as  Nov.  2.  The  nrovcrn- 
ment  officials  believe  that  Gen.  Matos 
has  gone  in  the  direction  of  Tucacas  (a 
seaport  on  the  Caribbean  sea  twenty- 
five  miles  from  Puerto  i^abeKo). 

President  Castro  intends  to  reoccupy 
Curro.  Barcelona.  Cludad.  Bolivar  and 
Cumana  immediately.  On  Saturday  he 
sent  1500  men  under  Gen.  Leopoldo 
Baptista  to  attack  Cotro. 

Communication  between  Caracas, 
Valencia  and  Puerto  Cabello  is  r«»- 
established.

The  reading  of  the  foreign  deposi- 
tions was  lontlnued  In  dlstilct  court 
in  the  Mueller  case  this  morning.  The 
counsel  for  Katherlne  Mueller  and  for 
the  other  alleged  heirs  not  represented 
by  Mr.  Mitchell  and  Mr.  Conway 
again  made  an  unsuccessful  motion  to 
have  the  testimony  In  the  foreign  de- 
positions .stricken  out.  on  the  ground 
that  It  did  not  apply  to  the  case  of  the 
alleged  Milwaukee  heirs  represented 
by    Messrs.    Mitchell   and   Conway. 

The  court,  in  overruling  the  motion, 
slated  that  Its  action  would  not  snut 
out  a  motion  by  the  counsel  for  time 
and  opportunity  of  examining  the  wit- 
nesses across  the  sea.  whose  depositions 
w  ere  offered  in  e\  idence. 

At  the  ad.iournment  of  court  this 
noon  objections  were  ral.sed  by  Mr. 
liriggs  and  other  counsel  to  the  in- 
troduction of  the  Milwaukee  depi>si- 
tlons.  taken  In  October,  but  these  ob- 
jections were  also  overruled. 

C.  A.  Severance,  of  St.  Paul,  who  r?p- 
resents  the  plaintiffs  in  the  action,  wa.s 
itiebent  In  court  this  morning  for  llie 
first  time  since  the  summer  adjourn- 
ment of  the  case.  Mr.  Severance  spent 
Ills  vacation  abroad  and  was  present 
for  a  short  lime  at  the  taking  of  some 
of  the  foreign  depositions.

In  the  mill  at  Kocherov  and  saw  Jo- 
hann  MuelUr  there  In  the  years  IS.I, 
1N72  and  1S73.  Witness  .said  every- 
body called  Mueller  "Gei-man."  As  to 
Muellers  linguistic  characterlstit's, 
witlle^•s  said  he  spoke  Bohemian  an  I 
also  C.ermt-n.  According  to  the  dn»osl- 
tlon  of  Adamovsky.  the  Mueller  he 
knew  drank  a  little,  but  did  not  get 
iliunk.  In  des.iibing  Mueller,  witness 
said  he  had  black  hair,  ears  a  little 
projecting,  broad  cheek  bones  and  a 
round  face.  He  said  Mueller  remained 
about  Ko<hcrov  for  about  a  year  after 
he  S(dd  the  mill  and  was  seen  by  the 
witness  for  the  last  time  about  1S74  o" 
1!>7.''>. 

When  shown  the  photograph  of  the 
Duluth  Johann  Mueller  Adamav.sky 
declared  it  might  be  Johi^nn  Mueller, 
that  the  bodv  seemed  the  same,  but 
that   the   face  "eemed  older. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Hyslop,  the 
Roheiniin  witness  said  the  photo  was 
that  of  the  Mueller  he  knew,  that  the 
body  was  that  of  Mueller.  He  said  he 
fiist  saw  the  exhibit  in  Prague  and 
thiit   Johann   .Mueller  had    no  earnlng.s. 

The  last  deposition  re  '  was  that  '>f 
Marie  Voslcka,  who  livt  In  the  town 
of  the  old  mill,  and  who  is  70  years  of 
Hse.  She  testified  that  she  was  Johanii 
Mueller's  servant  at  the  mill  for  three 
yi-ars  and  that  besides  grinding  Hour, 
there  was  a  Fawmill  attached  to  tb  ■ 
plant.  The  Voslcka  woman  deposed 
that  both  she  and  Mueller  lived  at  the 
mill:  that  Mueller  did  some  sawinj.; 
and  worked  in  the  flour  mill;  that  he 
sometimes  went  to  Jesau  to  visit  hi.s 
parents.  Witness  said  that  Mueiler 
never  came  home  drunk,  and  that  he 
smoked  ."rtme.  She  further  said  that 
he  remained  about  the  place  after  tho 
Valettas  took  the  mill,  and  that  siie 
last  saw  him  In  1S74.  She  said  that 
Mueller  owed  her  ten  gulden  when  he 
went  away,  and  she  never  received  her 
pay.  When  shown  the  photograph  of 
the  Duluth  Mueller,  Marie  Voslcka  ex- 
claimed: 

"That  is  Mr.  Mueller — Johann  Mtveller 
—It   Is  he.   truly  It  Is  he." 

When  shown  "Kxhlblt  16."  another 
photograph  of  the  Duluth  Mueller,  the 
witness  expressed  her  belief  that  It  was 
Johann  Mueller,  but  that  at  the  time 
she  knew  him  he  did  not  have  a  beard. 

In  her  cross-examination  by  Mr. 
lllslop.  the  Voslcka  woman  strength- 
ened her  former  testlm<my  by  declaring 
lluit  no  one  told  her  who  the  photo- 
graph represented,  that  she  knew  it  at 
once  for  Johann  Mueller  when  It  wa.; 
shown  to  her.  She  said  Mueller  had  no 
earrings  and  that  he  had  no  mark  on 
his  forehead.

SUIT  TO  RESTRAIN. 

Merger    of    Insurance   Com- 
panies Heard  In  New  Jersey. 

New  York.  Nov.  10.— The  suit  brought 
by  William  Robotham  and  John  Illlng- 
worth,  of  Newark,  to  restrain  the  mer- 
ger of  the  Prudential  Life  Insurance 
company,  of  America,  and  the  Fidelity 
Trust  company,  came  up  before  Vice 
Chancellor  Stevenson,  in  Jersey  City 
today.  The  plaintilTs  claim  that  the 
Prudential  company  has  no  right  under 
its  charter  to  con.«olidate,  and  that  the 
Fidelity  Trust  has  no  legal  right  to  eii- 
ter  Into  the  scheme,  because,  as  alleged.

TO  AVOID   STRIKE. 

Chicago  Railroads  Make  An 
Agreement  With  Switchmen. 

Chicago,  Nov.  10.— In  order  to  save 
themselves  from  the  effect  of  a  pos- 
sible strike  by  members  of  the  Bro- 
therhood of  Railroad  Trainmen,  four 
of  the  eighteen  Chicago  railroads  to- 
day entered  into  agreements  with  the 
Switchmen's  Union  of  North  America, 
a  recently  organized  rival  of  the  bro- 
therhood. 

C.  L.  Edel.  an  official  of  the  switch- 
men's organization,  said  today  he  had 
secured  agreements  with  the  Chicago 
Great  Western,  the  Terminal  Transfer 
comiiany.  the  Illinois  Central  railroad 
and  the  Rock  Island  on  the  basis  of 
22'/4  cents  an  hour  for  switchmen  and 
23^  cents  fop  foremen.  These  in- 
creases were  Ineerted  in   the   proposi- 


tion originally  made  by  the  com- 
panies to  the  men  and  are  less  than 
the  sliaight  5-cent  raise  demanded  by 
the  brotherhood.  In  case  the  brother- 
hood men  go  out,  as  threatened,  the 
railways  expect  to  be  able  to  operate 
with  the  men  belonging  to  the  rival 
organization. 


FLOUR  MILL  BURNED. 


Mill  at  Manston,  Wis.,  Is  Com- 
pletely Destroyed. 

St.     Paul.     Nov.     10.— A    Mansion,     Wis.,

A    MINING   FRAUD. 


Promoter  Thomas  Stegner  Ar- 
rested at  Kansas  City. 

Kansas  City,  Nov.  10.— Theodore 
Stegnei",  of  this  city,  a  well-known 
promoter,  was  today  indicted  by  the 
grand  Jury  on  a  charge  of  promoting 
a  mining  fraud.  The  case  was  worked 
up  by  a  local  postoffice  inspector,  who 
presented  evidence  to  the  jury  tending 
to  show  that  Stegner,  who  had  adver- 
tised for  sale  shares  in  a  copper  min- 
ing company  in  Arizona,  represented 
that  the  company  owned  four  mines, 
where  It  is  alleged  It  controlled 
but  one.  Stegner  has  lived  In  Kansas 
City  for  the  past  twenty  years.  Steg- 
ner's  company  was  known  as  the  Pitts- 
burg Copper  Mining  and  Reducing 
company  and  waa  capitalized  at  $2,- 
500.000, 

TO  SETTLE  TROUBLE 

Between  Labor  Organizations 
at  New  Orleans  Meeting. 

Denver,  Nov.  10.— The  most  decisive 
move  yet  taken  to  end  the  war  between 
the  American  Labor  union  and  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor,  will  be  made 
this  week  in  the  national  convention  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  at  New 
Orleans. 

Four  delegates  from  local  labor  unions 
left  today  to  lay  the  cause  before  the 
convention. 

The  war' between  the  American  Feder- 
ation of  I^abor  and  the  American  Labor 
union,  then  the  Western  Labor  union, 
aro.se  a  year  ago  over  the  riuestion  of  affil- 
iation. The  Western  Fedration  of  Miners 
supports  the  labor  union  of  which  It  is  the 
parent  body. 

EXCELLENT  PROGRESS 

Is  Being  Made  With  Panama 
Canal  Treaty. 

Washington,  Nov.  10.— Secretary  Hay 
was  in  conference  today  with  Senator 
Cullom,  chairman  of  the  senate  commit- 
tee on  foreign  relations,  and  also  witji 
Senator  Morgan,  the  senior  member  of  the 
minority  of  the  same  committee.  Canal 
matters  were  under  discussion  and  the 
secretary  was  able  to  show  that  substan- 
tial progress  is  making  toward  the  com- 
pletion of  a  treaty  with  ihe  Colombian 
government  conveying  the  necessary 
rights  for  the  construction  of  a  canal 
across  the  i.sthmus  of  I'anama.  In  fact 
so  well  have  the  negotiations  progressed 
lately  between  Secretary  Hay  and  Senor 
Concha,  the  Colombian  minister,  that  it  Is 
now  expected  by  the  end  of  the  present 
week,  all  of  the  phases  of  the  proposition 
will  have  been  disclosed,  and  little  will  re- 
main to  l>e  done  to  conclude  the  conven- 
tion. It  can  be  stated  that  the  attitude 
of  the  Colombian  negotiations  presents 
no  nnsurmountable  obstacles,  and  that  a 
treaty  can  be  framed  acei-i>tabl<i  to  both 
sides,  yet  in  strict  conformity  with  the 
spirit  of  the  Spooner  act.

CONSULAR  REPORT. 


"In  the  preservation,  development 
and  economical  management  of  forests, 
the  Germans,  perhaps,  excel  any  other 
nation,"  John  E.  Kehl,  United  States 
consul  at  Stettin,  says  in  a  recent  com- 
munication to  the  slate  department. 
The  government,  as  well  as  the  people, 
recognize  that  forests  have  not  only  a 
commercial  worth,  but  a  national  econ- 
omic value  of  utmost  importance.  The 
German  forests,  as  a  rule,  are  free  frotu 
weeds,  undergrowth,  washouts  and 
dead  and  decayed  wood.  High  stumps 
are  a  rarity;  the  trees  are  sawed  about 
6  to  12  inches  from  the  ground.  tTiere- 
by  adding  to  every  log  (of  the  first  cut) 
1  to  2  feet  in  length,  compared  with 
what  the  same  tree  would  yield  if  cut 
on  the  American  style.  If  our  peopl* 
would  fell  limber  as  the  Germans  do^ 
as  close  as  possible  to  the  ground — it 
would  save  millions  of  feet  of  lumber 
per  year. 

In  most  cases  timber  In  Germany  Is 
cleared  in  large  patches  and  not,  as  is 
too  common  with  us,  a  tree  here  and 
the  next  one,  possibly,  100  yards  away, 
leaving  the  tops  to  rot.  Here  the  patch 
cut  is  cleared  for  plowing  and  cultivat- 
ing purposes.  Worn  ground  is  used  for 
seiting  out  saplings;  In  many  instances 
these  tracts  are  surrounded  by  a  single 
wire  fence,  and  at  several  places  are 
marked  with  signboards  bearing  sucn  • 
words  as  "Schonung,  1900,"  meaning 
"protected  (by  law),  1900,"  this  beinj; 
the  year  in  which  the  trees  were  plant- 
ed. Imperial  statistics  for  1900  show- 
that  Germany  had  34,569,926  acres  of 
wood;  in  1883,  there  were  34,353,744« 
acres,  and  in  1893  34,473,296  acres.  The 
figures  for  1900  thus  show  an  increase, 
as  compared  with  1883  of  216,178  acres. 
Large  forests  are  usually  under  the 
care  of  foresters — men  who  have  made 
the  matter  a  vocation.  Germany  has 
seven  academies  and  five  schools  fof 
the  study  of  forestry.  The  general 
duties  of  a  forester  are: 

1.  To  protect  the  forest  against  dam  i 
age  by  persons  in  the  way  of  stealing, 
cutting  or  unwarranted  trespassing. 

2.  To  protect  against  the  ravages  of 
hares,  deer,  rabbits,  insects,  or  other 
animals;  to  prevent  illegal  hunting — 
acting,  as  it  were,  in  the  capacity  ot 
game  wardens. 

3.  To  cause  the  destruction  of  weeds 
and  other  injurious  undergrowth. 

4.  To  devise  means  against  frost, 
fires,  washouts,  winds,  etc. 

5.  To  superintend  the  cutting  and  re- 
moving of  wood.

The  Boston  Club  Man  Charged  With 
Murder  Is  Released  By  the  Court. 


FIRST  AND  LATEST  NEW  YORK  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE 


Washington.  Nov.  11— The  reply  of 
PresultMU  George  F.  Haer  of  the  Phil- 
adeliihia  &  Heading  Coal  company  u 
the  lharges  of  I'resicJont  Mitchell  of  tht- 
Ignited  Mine  Workers,  which  has  boen 
presented  to  the  anthracite  coal  stnl;e 
commission,  was  today  given  to  tie 
public.  Mr.  Baer  makes  no  reference 
to  Mr.  Mitchell  as  the  president  of  the 
miners'  organization,  but  refers  to  him 
simply  as  an  individual.  Taking  up 
Ihe  speciHcatii.ns  in  Mr.  Mitchell's 
cuarges  seralim.  Mr.  Baer  first  admits 
that  his  company  owns  three  collieries. 
and  that  before  the  strike  it  employed 
26,S::'J  people.  Following  Is  a  brief  sum- 
mary of  the  response  to  Mr.  Mitchell's 
other    speciflcalions: 

Second— The  demand  for  20  per  coat 
Increase  in  wages  on  piecework  is  dv;- 
nounced  as  "arbitrary,  unreasonable 
ami  unjust."  The  company  contends 
that  after  making  all  nece.^sary  ai'luw- 
ance  f»>r  different  ct)ndit1(>ns  that  thi- 
rate  of  wages  paid  for  the  mining  of 
anthracite  coal  is  as  high  as  that  p.iid 
in  tiie  bituminous  coal  lields. 

Thiid— The  company  dcnie-?  that  ine 
present  scale  of  uagfs  is  lnwcr  than  l.s 
paid  in  other  occupations  in  the  s.Tnie 
locality  and  controlled  by  like  condi- 
tions. 

Fourth  and  Fifth— Mr.  IJaer  ilonles 
that  the  earnings  of  the  anthracite 
workers  are  less  thnn  average  earni.iK.^ 
for  other  occupations  requiring  sKiil 
uni.1  training,  and  also  the  chargf  that 
the  earnings  are  insutlicient  because  of 
th«»  dansertius  character  of  work  in  ilic 
anthiacit»  mines. 

Sixth— This  specification  made  by  Mr. 
Mitchell  is  referred  to  as  too  vague  ."^oj 
specific  answer,  but  In  a  general  way 
It  is  stated  that  the  anthracite  regions 


are  among  the  most  prosperous  In  the 
United   States. 

Seventh — The  company  pronounces 
as  unjust  the  demand  for  a  reduction 
of  20  uer  cent  in  hours  of  labor  with- 
out a  reduction  <if  earnings  for  time 
employed,  and  this  demand  is  juo- 
nounced  impracticable.  In  this  con- 
nection the  following  statement  i.s 
made : 

"iJecause  of  the  Injury  to  the  mines 
bv  the  strike  of  the  United  Mine 
Workers,  the  cost  of  producing  coal 
has  been  greatly  increased,  and  a 
temporary  adv.incc  in  price  was  made 
by  this  company,  but  It  will  be  Impr.xc- 
tlcabie  to  continue  such  increase  when 
o;ierations  become  normal." 

Klghth— Mr.  Haer  savs  that  his  com- 
pany has  no  disagreement  with  any  of 
its  employes  about  the  weighing  of 
coal,  bec^iuse  the  fiuantlty  Is  usually 
determined  by  measurement  and  not 
by  weight. 

Ninth— Rei)lying  to  the  fourth  de- 
mand made  by  Mr.  Mitchell.  Mr.  Haer 
savs  .«;ince  the  advent  of  the  United 
Mine  Workers'  organization  Into  the 
anthracite  fields  business  conditions 
there  have  been  intolerable;  that  the 
output  4)f  the  mines  has  decrea.sed; 
that  discipline  has  been  destroyei; 
that  strikes  have  been  of  almost  dally 
occurrence;  that  men  have  workoi 
when  and  as  they  pleased,  and  that 
the  cost  of  mining  has  been  greaiiy 
increased.  He  also  takes  the  position 
that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commi.<- 
sion  is  limited  to  the  conditions  named 
by  the  cr^al  company  presidents  which 
excludes  the  ITnlted  Mine  Workers 
from  any  recognition  In  the  proceed- 
ings. He  says,  however,  that  "when 
a  labor  organization  limited  to  an- 
thracite mine  workers  Is  created 
which  shall  obey  the  law,  respect  the 
right  of  every  man  to  work  and  him- 
estly  co-operate  with  employer,  trade 
agreements  may  become  practicable." 


SENSATIONAL  TRAGEDY 

London  Young  Woman  Summons  Her  Lover  to  Post- 

officsand  Stabs  Him  to  Death  In  View  o! 

Hundreds  of  People. 


New  York,  Nov.  11.— A  sensational 
love  tragedy  has  been  enacted  In  this 
city  in  full  view  of  hundreds  of  people, 
cables  the  London  correspondent  of 
the  Herald.  A  young  woman,  named 
Kitty  Byron,  stabbed  to  death  her 
lover,  Arthur  Ueginald  Baker,  a  well 
known  member  of  the  stock  oxchanB•:^. 
Before  the  woman  could  move  she  was 
seized  by  several  witnesses  of  the  deed 
and  given  into  custody. 

The  crime,  which  had  every  element 
of  sensationalism,  took  place  just  out- 
side the  I^oinbard  street  i)ostoince. 
Although  the  city  was  generally  mak- 
ing meiiy  over  the  Lord  Mayor's  pro- 
cession, there  was  the  usual  press  of 
business  at  this  ever  busy  ofiice. 

Scores  of  men  and  boys  were  passing 
the  spot  every  few  minutes.  Shortly 
after  2  o'clock  a  young  woman  of  at- 
tractive appearance,  with  slight  figure, 
dark  eyebrows,  blfltk  hair  and  hand- 
some features,  went  into  the  post- 
oirice  and  .sent  an  express  letter  to  the- 
litock  exchange. 

She  wailed  a   few   minutes,   when  she 


was  Joined  by  Mr.  Baker,  to  whom  the 
loiter  ha<l  been  addressed.  FiU'  several 
minutes  the  couple  engaged  in  conver- 
sation near  the  counter.  Then  their 
voi(  es<  rose,  and  the  clerks  noticed  Lftcy 
were  t|uarreling.  Finally  the  man 
turned  tow.-irds  the  street  with  a  ges- 
ture, intimating  that  he  wished  to  end 
(he  interview.  He  passed  through  tlie 
door.  The  woman  followed,  nervously 
handling  a  muff,  in  which  was  con- 
cealed a  dagger,  and  dealt  the  man  a 
terrible  blow  in  the  back. 

As  he  half  staggered  and  then  turned 
around  with  one  foot  on  the  lowei-  step, 
the  woman  withdrew  the  weapon  and 
struck  again,  this  time  plunging  It  Into 
his  left  breast.  The  man  gasped  anil 
fell  heavily  forward,  his  head  .striking 
the  stone  pavement.  Two  clerks  seized 
the  woman,  who  was  leaning  over  the 
prostrate  form  as  though  preparing  to 
:?trike  a   third   blow. 

Mr.  Baker  died  on  the  way  to  ihe 
hosidtal.  The  young  woman  was  taken 
to  the  police  court,  where  she  gave  'nti\' 
name  as  Kitty  Hyron.  aged  23.  but  re- 
fu.^ed  to  say  anything  further.  Baker's 
wife  lately  institued  divorce  proceed- 
ings. 


ATTACKED  BY  AM  ADM  AN 


New  York.  Nov.  11.— A  terrific  strug- 
gle. In  which  Dr.  Hyde,  of  Bellcvue 
hospital,  was  seriously  injured,  has  oc- 
curred In  an  ambulance  while  the 
vehicle  was  being  driven  rapidly 
through  the  streets  of  this  city. 

The  ambulance  had  picked  up  an  al- 
most unconscious  man  at  Union  market 
and  started  to  the  hospital.  Dr.  Hyde, 
the  ambulance  surgeon,  was  sitting 
alone  near   the  door   when   the  patient 


suddenly  leaped  to  his  feet  and  with 
a  scream  fell  upon  the  doctor.  The 
driver,  fearing  the  team  would  run 
away  If  he  came  to  the  rescue,  headed 
toward  a  police  station,  lashing  his 
team  into  a  wild  run.  Arriving  th^re. 
It  required  the  combined  efforts  of  foui- 
men  to  unloose  the  hold  of  the  mad- 
man upon  the  unfortunate  surgeon. 
The  la  Iter's  injuries  were  found  to  be 
severe,  but  not  fatal. 


GIRL  DIES  WHILE  DANCING 


New  York,  Nov.  11. — From  a  scene  of 
Joyous  gaiety  a  dancing  academy  in 
East  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  street 
ha.4«  been  suddenly  changed  to  one  of 
deepest  gloom.  While  dancing  with  he. 
partner,  and  apparently  in  the  best  of 
health  and  spirits.  Elizabeth  Syme.  ;; 
young  woman  of  Bayonne,  N.  J.,  sank 


suddenly  to  the  floor  and  died  before 
medical  aid  reached  her.  The  young 
man  with  whom  she  was  dancing  had 
no  intimation  of  her  Illness  until  in  the 
middle  of  the  room  she  turned  to  hir.i 
and  said  she  did  not  feel  well,  and  fell. 
A  physician  was  summoned,  but  he 
pronounced  the  young  girl  dead  from 
an   internal   hemorrhage. 


FORTY   PRISONERS  ESCAPED 


Tucson.  Ariz..  Nov.  11. — Forty  pris- 
oners confined  In  the  jail  at  Cananoa 
have  overpowered  the  jailers  and  es- 
caped In  broad  daylight.  The  men 
were  charged   with     diiTeient     uHenses 


ranging  from  petty  larceny  to  murder. 
This  is  the  second  jail  delivery  In  a 
month,  and  a  new  prison  Is  being  cut 
out  of  the  side  of  the  mountain,  whore 
escape  will   be   well  nigh  impossible. 


NEW  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  DEDICATED 

Impressive  Exercises  Held  In  New  Yorli  Wtiicli  Are  Attended  By  Pres- 
idents and  Many  Distinguislied  Foreigners. 


New  York.  Nov.  11.— "With  the  presi- 
dent and  a  former  president  of  th3 
United  States  as  Its  guests  of  honor, 
and  with  representatives  of  foreign 
governments  and  other  distinguished 
guests  in  atendance.  the  New  York 
chamber  of  commerce  formally  dedi- 
cated its  building  in  this  city  today. 
The  new  building,  a  handsome  struc- 
ture of  white  marble,  is  situated  in 
Liberty  street,  between  Nassau  and 
Broadway. 

The  proceedings  were  opened  with  a 
prayer  of  dedication  by  the  Rev.  Mor- 
gan Dix,  rector  of  Trinity  church.  An 
address  of  welcome  by  Morris  K.  Jcs- 
sup,  president  of  the  chamber,  followed 
and  then  the  oration  of  the  day  was 
delivered  by  former  President  (irover 
Cleveland.     Mr.    Cleveland   said: 

"It    need   not  surprise   us   if   the   popular 


estimate  of  this  business  organization 
should  fail  to  take  Into  account  all  that 
It  has  done  to  i)roin(ite  high  and  patriotic 
purposes  not  alway.s  related.  In  a  narrow 
sense,  to  commerc>-.  No  associated  body 
of  our  citizens  felt  more  deeply  and  ef- 
fectively the  throbbing  of  patriotism  and 
devotion  to  country  when  our  govern- 
ment was  threatened  by  armed  rebellion; 
its  i(rote.«'t  and  aii'  ivas  fmmcdiat«-lv  forth- 
coming, when  after  '.11  rd.s  an  Insidious  «t- 
tack  was  ma(!e  up«»n  financkil  Integrity 
through  an  attempted  debasement  ot  our 
currency;  from  no  ciuartor  has  a  more 
earnest  and  Insistent  dem;c.nd  been  he.-xrd 
for  the  adjustment  of  international  dLs- 
piites  by  .irbltrution;  its  espousal  of  the 
cause  of  business  education  among  our 
people  lias  been  hearty  and  practical; 
It  has  advocated  enlarged  reciprocity  of 
busiries."!  relations  between  nations  and 
the  n  moval  of  their  vexatious  hindrances, 
and  last,  but  by  no  means  least,  it  ha:* 
promptly  and  with  an  open  hand  relieved 
diritreasand  alleviated  disasters.  Such  In- 
cidents as  these  illustrate  the  organiza- 
tions beneficence  accomplishments  in  the 
advancement  of  civilization  and  in  fur- 
therance of  the  improvement  of  human- 
ity. 


"If  we  justly  appreciate  what  these 
things  mean,  we  shall  realize  that  com- 
merce has  done  an  immense  service  to 
humanity  by  enlarging  within  its  wide 
influence  the  acceptance  of  the  laws  of 
honest  dealing  among  civilized  communi- 
ties, and  by  curbing  man's  besetting  sins 

of  selfishness  and  greed. 

"We  shall  thereupon  be  led  to  appre- 
hend the  especial  benefit-  in  a  moral  sense 
that  have  accrued  to  our  own  country- 
men from  the  work  and  example  of  the 
chamber  of  commerce  of  the  state  ot 
New  York  and  of  kindred  insiltutions 
scattered  throughout  our  land.  Tliey 
have  brought  together  a  vast  number  of 
our  citizens  and  made  the  American  mer- 
chant, who,  too  great  to  be  mean,  has 
by  bold  enterprise  and  brave  venture 
challenged  the  admiration  of  the  world; 
eciudlly  as  important  as  thi.s  In  its  moral 
complexion  and  significance  they  have, 
by  the  adoption  and  enforcement  of  rules 
ffir  their  government,  illustrated  to  a  peo- 
ple apt  to  ehafe  under  enforced  restrairi^, 
now  usefully  they  themselves  may  volun- 
tarily restrain  and  regulate  their  con- 
duet":  and  beyond  all,  they  have  directly 
and  bv  example  leavened  the  mass  of  our 


citizpnshln  wfth  a  love  of  .scrupulous 
honor  and  largely  contributed  to  the  pres- 
ervation of  true  devotion  to  fair  play. 

"Whnt  T  have  said  must  not  be  under- 
stood as  in  the  least  intimating  that  com- 
merce should  be  an  altrusltic  or  benevo- 
lent affair,  managed  on  lines  of  amiability 
and  concession.  Such  a  conception  would 
be  absurdly  at  fault.  Commercv  is  born 
of  enterprise;  and  enterprise  is  in  this 
busy,  bustling  age,  born  of  struggle  and 
competition.  But  the  struggle  and  com- 
petition need  not  be  to  the  death.  Alert- 
ne.18  and  keenness  In  securing  buslnes-s 
opiiortunlties  not  by  any  means  impart 
unmindfulness  of  all  else  save  ruthful- 
ness  and  ravenous  snatching. 

"As  the  pioneer  of  colonization  and  ex- 
pansion sordidly  undertaken  in  its  inter- 
est, commerce  has  in  other  days  had  just- 
Iv  laid  at  its  door  cruel  aggression  ann 
ruthless  disregard  of  numan  rights  in 
religions  where,  to  use  the  language  of 
an  apologist,  'The  welfare  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  those  possessions  Is  subordinate 
to  the  slruggle  or  commercial  purpose 
for  which  they  are  held.'     If  any  measure

MOLINEUX   IS  NOT  GUILTY 

The  Jury  Returns  a  Verdict  In  This  Celebrated  Case 
After  Being  Out  Just  Twenty=Five  Minutes. 


New  York.  Nov.  11.— The  Molineux 
jury  was  brought  Into  court  tt  3:35 
and  rendered  a  verdict  of  not  guilty. 
The  Jui'y  remained  out  Just  twenty- 
five  minutes,  but  agreed  on  their  ver- 
dict within  ten  minutes  after  leaving 
the  court  room. 


New  York,  Nov.  11.— More  than  lOr.O 
men  and  women,  and  there  were  more 
women  than  men,  crowded  ihe  corri- 
dors of  the  criminal  court  buildin^^ 
before  9  o'clock  this  morning  and 
fought  for  udmls.^slon  to  the  room 
where  Justice  Lambert  Is  sitting  In  the 
Molineux    trial. 

After  the  usual  preliminaries  As- 
sistant District  Attorney  dsborne  re- 
turned   his    summing   up.    He    said    e.v- 


Governor  Black  had  made  a  misstate- 
ment when  he  declared  that  the  ex- 
perts had  testified  that  the  v.rlting  on 
the  pois<m  package  wrapper  was  not  in 
a  disguised  hand.  Mr.  Osborne  read 
extracts  from  the  testimony  to  show 
that  two  out  of  three  of  the  experts 
had   found    the  address   disguised. 

Mr.  Osborne  argued  that  the  Barnet 
letter."?,  the  earliest  in  the  case,  gave 
the  first  evidence  of  an  attempt  to  dis- 
guise find  that  the  disguise  iiTiproveJ 
with  every  letter  exhibit.  He  declared 
that  the  earlier  Harnet  letters  con- 
formed almost  exactly  to  the  hand- 
writing  of    Molineux. 

The  prosecution   took  up  the  matter 

of  the  letter  boxes  and  declared  the 
hiring  of  the  Koch  box  In  Cornish's 
name  was  an  act  of  hostility  to  Cor- 
nish.     Talking  of  Koch,  who  sold  to  a 


newspaper  an  identification  of  Moli- 
neux as  a  man  who  had  talked  to  him 
on  Dec.  17,  1S&8,  about  hiring  a  letter 
box,  Mr.  Osborne  said  he  would  not 
himself  insult  the  jury  by  asking  a 
conviction  upon  such  evidence. 

The  assistant  district  attorney  dwelt 
at  some  length  on  the  talk  Molineux 
had  with  Helios  before  Heiles  wrote 
to  Stearns  &  Co.  about  Harpster,  and 
demanded: 

Does  not  that  show  hostility  towards 
Harpster?  Molineux  had  nothing 
against  Harpster,  except  his  friendship 
of  Cornish  and  yet  he  tried  to  do  him 
the  greatest  harm  he  could — deprive 
him  of  his  job.  If  he  would  go  so  far 
against  Harpster,  what  would  he  not 
do  to  Cornlsii?" 

Mr.  Osborne  began  to  talk  about  the 
Barnet   letters. 

"The   man   who   wrote   those  Cornish 


letters  had  the  Barnet  case  in 
mind — "  he  said,  when  ex-Governor 
Black  interrupted  with  an  objection 
which  Justice   Lambert   sustained. 

Mr.  Osborne,  however,  declared  he 
was  well  within  the  evidence  and  the 
court    permitted    him    to   proceed. 

It  was  iiasi  noon  when  Mr.  Osborno 
was  through,  and  then  Justice  Lam- 
bert suspended  proceedings  until  1:15 
o'clock. 

"This  defendant  and  Barnet,"  Mr. 
Osborne  continued,  "were  friends  liv- 
ing near  each  other  on  the  same  floor 
of  the  Knickerbocker  club.  They  wtie 
paying  attention  to  the  same  lady.  She 
rejected  Molineux.  Barnet  died,  and 
eight  days  later  Molineux  bought  for 
the  woman  an  engagement  ring.  The 
wedding  was  very  sudden."

A  SIEGE  IS  PROCLAIMED 


New  York.  Nov.  11. — Citizens  of  this 
city  were  astonished  Saturday  evening, 
says  a  Herald  dispatch  from  I.A  Paz, 
Bolivia,  via  Tacna.  Chili,  when  govern- 
ment officials  posted  throughout  the 
town  placards  which  declared  the  whole 
republic  of  Bolivia  In  a  state  of  siege 
owing  to  the  country  being  threatened. 
The  decree  caused  Intense  excitement 
because  of  the  unexpectedness  of  the 
announcement  and  Ignorance  of 
the  reaso  for  the  government 
adopting  such  a  step  Two  ru- 
mors were  heard.  One  was 
that  the  Bolivians  had  been  com- 
pletely defeated  in  Acre.  The  other 
report  was  that  2000  Peruvians  were 
on  the  frontier,  near  the  Madre  de 
Dols  river. 


El  Commerclo.  In  commenting  on  the 
situation,  says:  "The  exact  serious- 
ness of  the  ntws  from  Acre  Is  not 
known,  but  the  government  must  be 
in  possession  c:f  grave  news  to  take 
such  measures  and  to  declare  a  state  of 
siege  which  appears  unnecessary,  as 
the  entire  country,  without  distinction 
of  party  or  class.  wBl  stand  by  the 
government.  . 

"Some  persons  attrlante  the  govern- 
ment's action  to  a  desire  to  obt.iin 
popularity  and  to  put  an  end  to  the 
senate's  opposition  to  ■  concluding  ar- 
rangements with  Chill. 

"These  charges  wo  regard  as  un- 
founded, and  v.e  recomr-iend  that  the 
government  make  nuMlc  all  news  from 
Acre  after  being  rOceived.  " 


SEVENTEEN  COWS  CREMATED 


St.  Paul,  Nov.  11.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Seventeen  cows  belonging  to 
Mariin  Ivenson.  a  dairyman,  were 
burned  In  foe  barn  at  Arcade  and  Ivy 
streets  at  midnight.  The  loss  is  In  tlie 
neighborhood  of  $3000.  The  Insurance 
amounts  to  $G75.  The  barn  was  a 
lUmsy  structure   and   the   loss  In   that 


quarter  was  not  great.  Iveson  suspects 
a  flrebup.  He  discovered  foe  blaze 
just  as  he  was  ready  to  retire.  The 
fire  department  respotided.  but  It  was 
a  long  run.  The  firemen  made  an  al- 
tmpt  to  pnll  the  cows  out  ot  the  barn, 
but  the  animals  were  '  crazed  with 
fright  and  would  not  be  moved.

Savannah,  Ga.,  Nov.  11.— Hypnotism  has 
been  applied  as  a  test  to  a  former  con- 
vict named  Miller,  a  negro,  who  confessed 
to  the  murder  of  Uugle  Bourcjuin  and  .--s 
colored  body  servant.  Miller  claimed  thsft 
he  was  hired  by  a  white  man  to  kill  Bour- 
qidn.  His  confession  has  been  generally 
regarded  as  a  pure  fabrication  and  he 
was  put  under  hypnotic  influence  In  order 
to  prove  or  disprove  his  strange  storv. 
Miller  in   his   trance   said   he   did   not   fire 


the  shots  that  killed  Bourquln,  but  that 
he  heard  them  and  knew  who  fired  them. 
He  was  put  into  a  buggy  with  two  offi- 
cers and  made  to  go  through  what  he  al- 
leges to  have  l»oen  his  connection  with 
the  tragedy.  Still  in  a  trance  he  c^rove 
into  the  country  and  pointed  out  the  exact 
locality  where  he  claims  tne  shooting  oc- 
curred. Miller  described  minutely  four 
men  who  according  to  his  story  murdered 
Bourcpiin. 

Miller  Is  illiterate,  being  able  neither 
to  read  or  write.  His  story  is  not  be- 
lieved to  be  true  in  spite  of  its  apparent 
hypnotic   confirmation. 


SUCCEEDS    IN  ENDING    LIFE 


Chicago.  Nov.  11. — Tearing  open  the 
wounds  which  he  had  inflicted  a  few 
hours  before  with  suicidal  Intent.  De- 
tective Edward  Nlland  o^  the  South 
Englewood  police  station  died  last 
night  at  the  Englewood  union  hos- 
pital. 

Nlland.  In  the  presence  of  his  sister, 
cut  his  throat,  and  when  taken  to  the 
hospital,  declared  he  would  not  leave 
that  institution  alive.     He  lought  with 


those  at  his  bfedside  for  nearly  an  hour, 
and  resisted  the  efforts  of  two  police- 
men and  two  physicians  to  keep  him 
quiet.  Finally  his  right  hand  was 
freed,  and  In  another  Instant  the  wound 
In  his  neck  was  opened.  Every  effoi  t 
was  made  to  save  his  life,  but  without 
success.  Nlland  had  been  despondent 
for  several  weeks,  provoked,  it  is  said.

He  was  a 
widower  and  33  years  old.  He  had  been 
on  the  police  force  ten  years.

Cambridge,  Mass.,  Nov.  11.— The  dis- 
charge of  Alan  G.  Mason,  the  Boston 
club  man,  accused  of  the  murder  of 
Clara  A.  Morton,  at  Waverly  a  weelc 
ago  last  Sunday  night,  was  ordered  by 
Judge  Charles  Almy  of  the  Third  dis- 
trict court  of  Eastern  Middlesex  today. 
The  government  lawyer  announced 
that  an  investigation  had  failed  to  di..— 
clo?e  evidence  sufficient  to  hold  the  ac- 
cuse.d  man  and  ordered  the  discharge 
of  Mason. 

Almost  immediately,  in  the  same 
court,  George  L.  O.  Perry,  a  young 
negro  who  yesterday  was  held  as  a 
witness  against  Mason,  was  charged 
with  the  murder  of  Miss  Morton.  He 
pleaded  not  guilty  and  was  remanded 
without  bail  for  a  hearing,  Nov.  18. 

After  his  release  Mason  held  an  in- 
formal reception,  and  after  a  short 
time  was  driven  to  his  home  in  Boston.

OPTIMISTIC. 


Archbishop  Ireland  Sees 

Great    Future   For 

United  States. 

New  York.  Nov.  11.— In  speaking  at  the 
banquet  of  the  Minnesota  society  In  this 
city,  Archbishop  Ireland  expressed  the 
belief  that  Canada  eventually  will  be 
under  the  domain  of  tlie  United  States. 
The  transition,  he  said,  would  coma 
without    conciuest,    without    war. 

After  telling  of  the  growth  of  America 
in  comparison  with  other  great  nations, 
the  archbishop  said:  "Within  a  few  years 
the  commerce  of  the  stales  on  the  PaclHo 
coast  will  equal  that  of  those  on  the  At- 
lantic. The  development  of  the  landis  to 
the  east,  the  west,  the  north  and  the 
south  is  going  on  more  rapidly  and  safe- 
ly than  ever  before,  and  we  are  reaping 
and  will  continue  to  reap  benefits.  From 
the  E^st  the  movement  will  be  Westward 
to  that  section,  and  froni  the  West.  Kast- 
ward    tcv  the    same   destination. 

"I  do  not  want  to  l>e  bellicose,  but  1  say 
this  for  myself:  "As  sure  as  fate,  al- 
though you  and  I  may  not  see  it,  the 
Starry  banner  will  wave  mistress  over 
all  the  territory  from  the  gulf  to  the 
bay.  There  will  be  no  conquest,  no  war. 
The  hearts  across  the  border  are  already 
be.nting  with  love  for  us,  and  sommerc<3 
and  agriculture  are  calling  for  espousals." 

Reason  for  the  Increase  of  tne  power 
of  the  United  States,  the,-  archbishop 
found  in  the  universal  liberty  enjoyed 
bv  the  citizens.  He  said  that  he  hnA 
the  greatest  confidence  in  the  perpetuity 
of  America  as  the  home  of  human  lll)er- 
ty  and  that  what  every  American  needs 
to  Insure  this  Is  consciousness  of  one's 
own  rights,  which  should  be  demanded 
and  sustained  and,  secotidly.  a  respect 
of  the  rights  of  others  and  an  inclination 
to  help  them  to  widen  every  opportunity.

of  re.stltution  of  compen.-^atlon  has  fallen 
tlue  from  commerce  to  humanity  on  this 
score,  we  knew  that  its  full  acfiuaintanee 
has  been  made  or  is  furthcoming;  and 
we  certainly  .should  have  no  cause  to 
fear  that  a  like  guilty  resoonsibility  will 
be  again   incurred. 

"These  exercises,  recalling  so  forcibly 
the  growth  of  American  commerce  In 
world-wide  Intluences  abroad  and  in  use- 
fulne.SH  and  beneficence  at  home,  cannot 
fail  to  be  of  interest  to  nil  our  country- 
men; but  the  citizens  of  the  greatest  of 
our  states  and  of  our  imperial  clt.v.  with 
all  they  have  to  make  them  proud  and 
happy,  must  especially  congratulate 
thi'msflves  >ipon  the  association  of  their 
state  and  city  with  the  fame  and  honor 
which  have  been  wrotight  out  by  the 
chamber  of  commerce  of  the  state  of 
New    York." 

When  Mr.  Cleveland  rose  to  speak 
he  was  greeted  with  loud  cheers  from 
the  assemf)lage.  and  several  times  in 
his  speech  he  was  Interrupted  by  ap- 
plause. At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Cle- 
veland's address,  Morris  K.  Jessup, 
president  of  the  chamber,  annoum'od 
that  President  Roosevelt,  although  n^- 
serving  his  a<ldress  for  the  bancjuet 
this  evening,  had  con.sented  to  say  a 
few  words.  As  Pre.si<lent  Roosevelt 
stepped  forward  to  address  the  cham- 
ber, the  whole  assemblage  rose  and 
cheered.     He  spoke  as  follows: 

"Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen — As  I 
am  to  speak  to  you  this  evening  I  shall 
now  simply  say  a  word  of  greeting  to 
you  and  to  your  guest.s.  I  have  been 
asked  here  as  the  chief  executive  of 
the  nation,  and  so  I  can  speak,  not 
merely  on  your  behalf,  but  on  behalf  of 
our  i)euple  as  a  whole  in  greeting,  and 


thank  you  for  your  presence  here,  thesi 
representatives  of  foreign  countries 
who  have  us  the  honor  and  |)leasure  of 
being  present   today.     (Applause). 

"I  greet  the  ambassador  (turning  to 
M.  Cambon)  whose  approaching  de- 
parture we  so  sincerely  regret,  the 
ambassador  to  whom,  on  his  advent, 
we  extended  such  hearty  greetings 
and  especially  representatives  of  thosj 
great  friendly  civilized  nati<ms  with 
whom  we  Intend  to  be  knit  even 
closer  by  ties  of  commercial  and  social 
good  will  In  the  future  (turning  to  the 
Russian  and  British  ambassadors  and 
Prince   Henry    Vim    Pies). 

"And  now,  gentlemen,  having  greeted 
your  guests  on  your  behalf,  I  gieot 
you  in  the  name  of  the  ])ejple  not 
merely  because  you  stand  for  commer- 
cial succe.ss.  but  because  this  body 
has  been  able  to  show  that  the  great - 
eat  commercial  success  can  square  with 
the  Immutable  and  eternal  laws  of  <le- 
cent  and  right  and  of  fair  dea-llng  be- 
tween man  and  man." 

The  demonstration  as  the  president 
concluded  ended   with   three  cheers. 

Mr.  Jessup  announced  that  (lovernor 
Odell,  who  was  on  the  program  for  .i 
speech,  was  not  able  to  be  present  and 
he  Introduced  Mayor  T.,ow,  who  made 
the  concluding  address.  The  cere- 
monies closed  with  a  benediction  by 
the  Rev.  Morgan  Dix.  A  luncheon  fol- 
lowed   the    form.il    exercises.

That  is  the  condition  in  the  railroad 
world  today.  The  railroads  are  face  to 
face  with  the  greatest  car  and  englnr? 
shortage  In  their  history.  The  country 
is  doing  a  tremendous  business,  and 
railroad  men  estimate  tlnat  the  demand 
for  cars  to  move  the  traffic  of  the 
country  is  fully  50.000  In  excess  of  the 
supply.  The  shortage  is  steadily  in- 
creasing, and  it  is  likely  to  reach  a 
stage  where  every  freight  yard  in  the 
country  Is  blocked  with  traffic  await- 
ing   tran.sportation. 

Nowhere  Is  this  more  felt  than  in 
Duluth,  for  Duluth  is  doing  Its  share 
of  the  business?.  L.ocal  freight  ageuti;' 
who  have  the  responsibility  for  makiiig 
500  cars  do  the  work  of  1000  are  being 
puzzled  to  the  verge  of  madne.ss.  Tin  y 
have  to  watch  every  movement,*  for 
shippers  are  Jealous,  and  If  one  gets 
moie  than  another  the  party  that  gels 
the  fewer  number  immediately  develop.? 
a  grievance,  and  the  shippers  are 
watching  the  situation  as  closely  as 
anybody. 

The  railroads  are  not  at  fault,  for  they 
si)tnt  over  $L'0i».OO0,0u0  for  diuipment  m 
l'.M)l,  more  this  year,  and  they  have 
keit  the  shops  and  factories  busy  up 
to  their  limit.  Last 
road  paid  a  bonus 
smaller  lallroad  in 
the  latter  turn  over 
rtfty  engines  which 
delivered. 

There  has  been  a  tremendous  in- 
crease In  the  e<iulpments  of  the  rail- 
roads in  the  past  ten  years.  In  IX!»4 
there  were  l,2-'8,78l  freight  cars  in  Ihe 
country,  and  in  1901  there  were  1,409,472, 
an  increase  of  nearly  200,000  cars.  Als.j, 
In  IS94  the  cars  averaged  a  capacity  of 
IrO.OOO  pounds,  and  the  maximum  was 
2^0,000  pounds.  Now  ca!s  with  a  ca- 
pa' ity  of  lO'i.OOO  pounds  arc  not  rare, 
and  cars  of  tiO,000  and  SO.Oin)  pounds  ca- 
pacity are  the  rule  and  not  the  excep- 
tion. 

Many  reasons  are  a.ssigned  for  the 
present  shortage  both  In  power  and 
cars,  but  the  main  reason  is  the  fatt 
that  the  tonnage  has  Increased  far  In 
excess  of  estimates  nuide  from  the 
business  of  the  previous  year.  It  Is 
not  necessary  to  look  far  for  other  r-^a- 
sons  and  contributin«  factors.  Tlie 
railroads  are  now  handling  the  grealcut 
merchandise  movement  In  their  hlstnrj, 
a  soft  coal  movement  larger  than  ever 
before  known,  and  a  cotton  crop  that 
Is  equal  to  any  in  former  years,  which 
has  commenced  ahead  of  time  to  move 
freel.v. 

The  crops  of  the  Middle  West,  North- 
west and  entire  country  at  large  are 
above  the  average,  and  the.se  conditioii.< 
alone  are  sufficient  to  produce  a  con- 
gestion for  months  to  come  hithei  lo 
unknown  In  magnitude. 

Combined  with  the.se  conditions  la 
the  fact  that  the  anthracite  coal,  which 
has  heretofore  been  mined  and  moved 
bv  the  water  routes  in  the  summer  and 
storetl  against  t)rospective  winter  con- 
sumption, has  not  been  mined  nor 
moved  on  account  of  a  strike  of  live 
months'  duration.  This  necessitates  tlie 
ImineiMate  operation  of  mines  to  llieir 
capacity  and  the  movement  of  coal, 
ail  rail  as  preference  freight  through- 
out New  Kngland  and  the  entire  NorttJ 
east  of  the  Rocky  mountaln-s.  It  is  not 
too  much  to  .say  that  in  the  face  o. 
certain  congesth.n  due  to  causes  exclu- 
sive of  the  anthracite  coal  traffic,  the 
congeste.l  condition  of  the  railroads 
will  be  greatly  .aggravated  by  the  ne- 
cessltlous  withdrawal  from  other  chan- 
nels of  traffic  of  nearlv  100,000  cars 
and  the  power  to  move  them. 

Beginning  Double  Track. 

The  Great  Northern  railroad  has 
begun  grading  work  on  its  new  double- 
tracking  operations  between  <M«»quet 
and  Stony  Rrook.  A  large  force  is  at 
work,  and  the  grading  is  completed  for 
a  distance  of  two  miles  out  of  clo- 
quet.

In  all 
my  offici.^1  intfircouise  with  all  state 
and  diplomatic  ufflcurs  I  have  met  with 
uniform  courtesy  ;ind  a  wlllingnei^S 
always  to  help  me  in  any  and  every 
way  possible,  and  through  this  I  have 
been  enabled  to  do  the  little  I  have 
done,  and  which  otherwise  I  could  not 
liave  accomplished.  I  cannot  express 
adequately  niy  feelings  of  appreciation 
uiul  giciiiude  to  I  hem,  and  especially 
to  the  late  Pre,tii!eni  McKinley  and  to 
President  itoosjevelt.  the  secietary  of 
state  and  the  assistant  secretary  ot 
state.  In  the  stale  department,  from 
the  highest  to  the  lowest,  1  have  at  all 
times  received  every  assistance  and 
consideration.  I  am  under  deep  obh- 
gations  to  all  of  theui. 

"In  regard  to  those  fil^nds  known 
and  met  in  a  social  way,  from  all  the 
Amcrii.'an  people,  wherever  1  ha\e 
gone,"  said  Wu  Ting  Fang.  "I  hive 
met  with  most  Kcnerous  and  kind 
treatment — more  than  I  deserve.

"It  has  been  my  earnest  desire  -  hil« 
here  to  draw  closer  and  to  cement  tho 
relations  between  China  and  this 
country,  and  I  have  striven  to  do  all 
th.it  1  could  to  that  end.  In  going  I 
wish  to  assure  your  people  that  I  shall 
continue  to  exercl.se  the.se  efforts  no 
le.«s  earnestly  after  my  return  to  my 
country  and  the  assumption  of  my  new 
duties."

There  are  hundreds  of  prospectors  and 
mining  men  going  through.  Many  of  tht  m 
are  looking  for  iron  and  copper,  and  oin- 
ers  are  looking  for  gold. 

"The    United    Slates    Steel    corporation 
must  have  fully  luO  men  in  the  woods   up 
in   that  great  mineral  district,   which  ex 
tends  for  a  length   of  300  miles.   They  aie 
looking  for  iron,  of  course,  and  thc'y  have 

fou.id  it  in  many  places.  It  is  reasonaole 
to  expect  that  large  deposits  ot  iton  wi.l 
be  lound  there,  as  the  indications  so  far 
are  as  favorable  there  as  they  ever  were 
in  the  early  ilays  of  iron  mining  in  this 
county.  Kimbirly  &  Juies  have  actuary 
proved  up  a  great  deposit  of  copper,  i'vH) 
feet  long,  as.saying  6  per  cent  copper  and 
jielding  »4  in  gold  and  $2  in  silver  per  ton. 

"'1  here  is  a  world  of  mineral  in  tiiat 
country,  from  one  end  to  the  other,  and 
the  trouble  with  previous  attempts  to  de- 
velop it  has  been  that  they  have  be-a 
Without  adequate  capital.  It  seems  that 
this  time  tliey  are  going  at  it  right.  Few 
of  the  developers  complain  of  a  scarcity 
of  money  for  development  purposes,  and 
capital  is  going  into  the  entire  Rainy  Lake 
section  in  large  amounts.  There  is  one 
corporation  with  a  capital  of  *;!.(»0O,U00  that 
has  recently  bought  up  live  dlflerent  prop- 
erties and  is  piLshinj;  development 
work  upon  them.  This  concern  has  one 
good  gold  mines  shown  up  and  has  pros- 
pects of  others. 

"There  have  been, some  big  strikes  In 
the  gold  country  lately.  A  few  days  ago 
the  machine  crews  working  on  the  Mi- 
kado mine  in  the  north  drift  of  the  fourth 
level  expo.sed  a  body  of  ore  so  rich  that 
it  i.^  said  lo  equal  the  rich  strike  of  some 
years  ag».  when  more  than  $.%i).00()  wa.s 
talun  out  in  a  f. w  hours.  A  man  who 
came  in  Irom  tlie  mine  described  Ih.i 
strike  as  .son  l!iing  phenoiai-ial.  He  said 
thit  the  machine  men  in  ihe  drift  were 
.standing  on  a  floor  of  gold,  and  the  breast 
of  the  lode  which  the  drills  were  piercing 
fairlv  glittered  under  the  light  of  the 
miners'  candles.  The  strike  has  caused 
great   excitement. 

"I  heard  lately  th.nt  the  Big  Master 
mill  is  turning  oiit  gold  bricks  at  the  lato 
of  ll.J.OOO  per  month.  Not  long  ago  the 
miners  working  in  the  second  level  ex- 
poseil  to  view  an  enormou.s  chunk  ct 
<iuartz  literallv  smeared  with  visible  gold. 

"North  of  us  Allan  Sullivan  is  working 
on  a  gcdd  property  for  an  Kngli.sh  com- 
pany that  has  put  up  $So.000  for  develop- 
ment  purposes. 

"The  Foley  mH»e  Is  now  owned  by  the 
Protogene  Gold  Mines  company,  and  ic  is 
In  sound  condition  financially.  Our  prop- 
erties are  all  paid  for.  twenty-eight  of 
them,  besides  the  Foley  mine.  The  plants 
are  all  paid  for.  and  we  are  going  ahead 
in  a  business-like  way.  making  every 
dollar  count.  We  are  mining  already, 
getting  up  a  st<»ckpile  to  be  ready  when 
tne  mill  starts,  which  will  bo  soon.  When 
It  starts  we  expect  to  produce  gold  stead- 
ily. 

"Matters  ^ip  there  have  been  rather 
quiet  for  some  time,  but  interest  has  been 
renewed,  and  1  look  to  see  the  country 
justify  itself  and  the  hopes  of  Its  earli' 
developers  now  that  money  is  coming  in 
In  large  enough  quantities  to  do  things 
In     the     prop«'r     manner."

MOLINEUX 


NOT  GUILTY 


(Continued  From  I'age  1.) 


Mr.  Osborne  took  up  the  Burns,  Cor- 
nish and  Barnet  letters,  the  fust  two 
asking  for  certain  remedies  and  the 
third  for  a  "marriage  guide,"  and  de- 
clared that  the  envelope  matched  the 
paper  of  the  Cornish  letter  and  that 
the  wording  of  the  conceded  Burns 
letter  was  identical  with  the  wording 
of  the  Cornish  letter.  "This  case," 
counsel  said  in  conclusion  on  the 
handwriting,  "does  not  depend  upon 
any  witnesses  who  may  lie.  but  on  the 
common  sense  and  intelligence  of  the 
jury.  Ex-Governor  Black  well  said 
in  defining  circumstantial  evidence, 
that  every  circumstance  luORt  point  to 
the  one  man  as  the  magnetic  needle 
points  to  the  pole.  Every  circumstance 
in  this  case  points  to  Mollneux." 

Mr.  Osborne  in  his  peroration  pointed 
out  again  the  circumstances  upon 
which  he  relied  for  a  conviction,  turn- 
ing at  each  mention  of  Molineux's  name 
to  point  his  finger  at  the  defendant. 

Mollneux  sat  unmoved  at  the  ar- 
raignment, but  attentive  to  every  word 
of  it.  Not  so  with  his  father.  The  old 
general  was  visibly  affected  by  the 
words  of  the  prosecuting  officer,  and 
Cecil  Mollneux.  the  prisoner's  brother, 
was  verv  nervous. 

In  his  con<iuding  words  Mr.  Osborne 
begged  the  jury  not  to  let  their  feel- 
ings run  away  with  their  judgment 
and  not  to  refuse  to  convict  through 
timidity. 

At  the  afternoon  session  Justice  Lam- 
bert delivered  his  charge. 

"Katherine  J.  Adams."  he  began, 
"died  on  Dec.  28.  1S9S.  and  the  defen- 
oanl  is  charged  with  the  responsibility 
for  her  death.  The  defendant  may  be 
convicted,  if  you  think  the  evidence 
adeiiualc,  of  murder  in  the  first  re- 
grec,  or  if  you  think  well  of  murder  m 
the  second  degree,  or  of  manslaughter 
in  the  first  degree,  or  of  manslaughter 
in  the  second  degree." 

Justice  Lambert  read  from  the  stat- 
utes the  definition  of  the  various  de- 
grees of  homicide,  laying  stress  upon 
the  necessity  of  deliberation  and  pre- 
meditation to  constitute  murder  in  the 
first  degree. 

"It  is  contended  here  by  the  people, 
he  went  on,  "that  if  this  defendant  Is 
found  guiltv,  he  will  be  guilty  of  mur- 
der In  the  first  degree.  The  defendant 
by  his  counsel  has  inade  no  argum-nt 
in  this  regard,  but  you  are  required  to 
consider  these  things  in  reaching  your 
decision. 

"The  defendant  is  presumed  to  be  In- 
nocent until  the  evidence  shows  his 
guilt  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt.  The 
burden  of  proof  never  shifts.  It  is 
always  with  the  state  to  prove  guilt 
and  not  for  the  defendant  to  prove  in- 
nocence. 

"It  is  not  easy  to  impart  to  a  jury 
the  legal  definition  of  a  reasonable 
doubt. '  If  his  guilt  has  not  been  shown 
to  you  beyond  a  rea.sonable  doubt  you 
must  acquit  him.  A  rea.sonable  doubt 
should  be  actual  and  substantial  aii'l 
not   founded   on   a   mere   possibility." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  judge's 
charge  the  jury  retired.  Mollneux  and 
his  counsel  are  confident  of  acquittal, 
while  the  prosecution  believes  it  has 
presented  a  case  sufficiently  strong  for 
conviction. 

The  jury  was  out  but  a  few  minutes 
and  returned  a  verdict  of  "not  guilty."

•The  importance  of  Duluth  as  a 
commeicial  trading  port  is  not  realized 
generally.  This  town  of  6U.00<).  grown 
to  that  .size  from  nothing  in  less  than 
Hfty  years,  has  the  grc.iiest  shipping 
tonnage  of  any  port  in  tne  world.  Guv- 
einment  hgiires  show  that  the  shii>- 
ping  entering  and  leaving  Duluth, 
whose  port  is  ojien  only  eight  monins 
in  the  year,  was  1S,587.(M)0  tons  in  li«)0 
LonCon  had  a  record  for  that  year  of 
Iti.OL'O.OOO    tons. 

•Few  cities  of  the  Ignited  States  are 
situated  as  pktui  t!S<|uely  as  Duluth. 
it  lies  along  the  shore  uf«  Lake  Su- 
perior for  several  miles,  and  stretches 
back  \xx>  a  inountaiii  slope  to  a  height 
of  SOO  feet.  The  hillsides  are  sprlnkied 
with  electric  lights  at  night,  giving 
the  place  a  fairy-like  appearance.  It 
has  beautiful  j)arks,  with  rushiiig 
waterfalls  in  them,  and  its  great  drive 
of  seven  miles,  known  as  the  Hoi;ers 
boulevard,  curving  about  the  hilltops 
and  overlooking  Lake  Superior,  pre- 
sents a  suiierb  view,  and  places  Du- 
luth on  a  plane  with  Quebec  and  San 
Francisco  as  possessing  suburban 
views   of   surpassing   lieauty. 

"The  two  most  Imposing  buildings  in 
the  city  are  a  monster  elevator  and 
the  great  high  school.  They  tell  the  re  il 
story  of  the  jdace's  prosperity.  The 
high  school  Is  Slid  to  be  the  finest 
high  school  building  in  the  I'nitel 
States.  A  stiip  known  as  Minnesota 
I'olnt  forms  the  harbor,  which  is  about 
one  mile  wide  and  eight  miles  long.

••The  Impression  that  Duluth  makes 
upon  the  visitor  Is  that  It  is  still  In  Its 
infancy.

DRUNK  SAVED  TWO  LIVES. 

"My  first  and  only  drunk,"'  said  an 
old  member  of  the  Brooklyn  volunteer 
fire  department,  who  is  now  the  head 
of  a  big  business,  "saved  my  life.  I  wa.; 
so  grateful  as  to  swear  off,  he  explained 
to  the  Krooklyn  Citizen.

Kate 
Claxton  was  playing  in  "The  Two  Or- 
phans" that  night,  and  it  was  set  down 
as  her  la.st  week  in  Brooklyn.  It  came 
near  to  being  her  last  night  on  earth. 
"At  any  rate  Pierson  and  I  entered  the 
lobby,  arm-in-arm,  and  purcha.sed  two 
front  seat  tickets.  We  pocketed  the 
tickets  and  went  out.  Bill  persisted  in 
keeping  to  the  'booze,'  so  I  stayed  with 
him  to  keep  him  straight.  The  result 
was  that  we  zig-zagged  home  about 
dinner  time  and  went  to  bed.  Before 
tumbling  in  we  agreed  that  the  one 
who  awoke  first  should  waken  the 
other,  and  after  a  brief  doze  we  should 
go  to  the  theater.

Investigation  by  the  police  depart- 
ment has  develoi>ed  that  Ellis  is  not 
a  new  offender,  but  that  on  Dec.  20, 
last  year,  was  released  from  the  iienl- 
lentiary  of  the  stale  of  Washington, 
at  Walla  Walla,  where  he  had  served 
two   years   for   grand   larceny. 

Ellis  is  the  man  who  is  claimed  to 
have  shot  Friv.nk  JUennan.  the  'long 
shoreman.  In  the  Marcotte  .saloon  at 
Twelfth  avenue  v,est,  on  the  evening 
of  Sei)t.  28.  Kin.s  and  Williams  are 
charged  with  robbi|ig  the  saloon  at  a 
late  hour  that  iiiKht,  Ellis  covering 
Breniian,  who  -was  in  the  saloon,  with 
a  revolver,  and  lirlng  at  him  when 
l^rennan's  hands  wf-re  held  jibove  his 
head.  The  bullet-  penetrated  Bren- 
inan's  skull  eand  for  some  time  he 
hovered  betwetjii  liCi;  and  death. 

A  few  days  ago  a  piece  of  bone  not 
removed  caused  aMothcr  operation, 
from  whicii  Bi^nnJn  has  not  yet  re- 
covered. ^         I 

P^dward  Williams,  who  is  an  alleged 
partner  in  the  crime  with  Ellis,  plead- 
ed not  guilty  when  the  indictment 
was  read.  WUHaiiis  has  hung  nut  for 
separate  counsfcl,  stating  that  he  had 
a  friend  on  the  outside  that  was  work- 
ing to  raise  tita  money  for  hink  Judge 
Potter,  In  view  of  the  contlicting  in- 
terests of  the  t\M)  men  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  defend,  withdrew  from  Wil- 
liams' defense,  and  unless  the  latter 
secures  the  money  to  hire  his  own  at- 
torney, the  court  will  appoint  another 
one  this  afternoon.  His  case  will  be 
called    for   trial    tomorrow   morning. 

Nellie  St.  Clair,  the  colored  dam- 
sel, who  WHS  Ind^icled  on  the  charge  of 
grand  larceny  in  the  first  degree,  and 
who  first  entered  a  plea  of  not  guilty, 
withdrew  her  former  idea,  before 
Judge  Dibcll,  this  morning,  and  plead- 
ed guilty  to  grand  larceny  In  the  sec- 
ond degree.  When  the  court  told  her 
that  her  sentence  could  be  made  five 
years  in  the  i>enitentiary,  the  St.  Clair 
woman  began  weeping.  Her  .sentence 
was   also  deferred.

Sketch  of  Indians  Replete 

With  Myths  of  the 

Tribe. 

Washington,  Nov.  11.— In  a  report  soon 
to  be  issued  from  the  bureau  of  Ameri- 
can Ethnology  James  Mooney  has  writ- 
ten a  historical  sketch  of  the  Cherokee 
Indians  of  North  Carolina  which  is  re- 
plete with  the  myths  of  the  tribe.  Most 
of  Mr.  Mooney's  material  has  been  ob- 
tained from  the  East  Cherokeos,  li.ving 
upon  the  yualla  reservation  in  Western 
North  Carolina  and  in  various  delachod 
aettlements  between  the  reservation  and 
the  Tennessee  line. 

In  the  si.A.'ludea  forests  of  Nanatalfrla 
and  Ocanaluflee,  far  from  tho  traveled 
1  L»ad  of  modern  progress,  the  Cherokee 
priest  still  treasures  the  legends  and  re- 
l>eat.s  the  my.stic  rituals  handed  down 
ironi   his  ancesior.s. 

This  history  begins  with  De  Soto's  ex- 
pedition up  the  Savannah  river  in  quest 
of  gold  In  154Q,  pas.ses  through  the  period 
of  several  treaties  made  in  good  faith 
by  the  Indlan.s,  but  broken  by  the  white.s, 
who  desired  the  valuable  reservatioius  of 
the  red  men.  In  IsiS  the  cupidity  of  the 
whites  for  the  gidd  bearing  lands  of  the 
Indians    westward.      The    author    says: 

"On  July  2»i,  1S27.  the  Cherokees  adopted 
a  constitution  as  a  distinct  and  sovereign 
nation.  Cpon  this  the  (Jeorgia  legislature 
passed  resolutions  ;ifflrming  that  the 
state  had  the  power  and  the  ri^ht  to  poss- 
ess herself,  by  any  means  she  might 
choose,  of  the  lands  in  di.spute  and  to  ex- 
lend  over  them  her  authority  and  laws, 
and  recommemling  that  this  be  done  by 
the  next  legi-slature  If  the  lands  were 
not  already  acquired  by  succes.sful  nego- 
tiations of  the  general  government  in  the 
meantime.  I't)  to  this  lime  the  pressure 
had  been  for  land  only,  but  now  a  stron- 
ger  motive   was   added. 

"About  1S15  a  Cherokee  boy  playing 
along  Chesiatee  river  had  brotight  his 
mother  a  shining  yellow  pebble  hardly 
larger  than  tjie  end  of  the  thumb.  On 
being  washed  it  proved  to  be  a  nugget  of 
gold  and  on  her  next  trip  to  the  settle- 
ment the  woman  carried  it  with  her  and 
sold  It  to  a  white  m»n.  The  news  spread, 
It  was  soon  known  that  the  golden  dream 
of  De  Soto  had  been  realized  in  the 
Cherokee  coiuitry.  Within  four  years 
the  whole  territory  east  of  the  Cherokee 
h.ad  passed  from  the  possession  of  the 
Cherokee.  They  still  held  the  western 
bank,  but  the  prospector  was  abroad  in 
the  mountains,  and  It  could  not  be  for 
long.  About  1S2S  gold  was  found  on 
Ward's  creek,  a  western  branch  of  the 
Chesiatee.  near  the  present  Dahlonega. 
and  the  iloom  of  the  nation  was  sealed." 

Aside  from  the  valuable  history  con- 
tained in  Mr.  Mooney's  work,  the  chap- 
ter on  the  plant  lore  of  the  tribe  Is  poetic 
and  beautiful.  Almost  every  plant  which 
grows  about  them  has  a  use.  the  origin 
of  which  Is  derived  from  its  peculiarity. 
For  instance,  the  catgut,  or  devil's  shoe- 
string, is  called  "distoiyl."  meaning  "they 
are  tough."  From  the  root  of  the  plant 
the  women  brew  a  decoction  of  the  small 
rush.  "Juncus  tenuis."  which,  they  as- 
sert, recovers  Its  erect  position  no  mat- 
ter how  often  it  Is  tramped  upon.  Just 
as  after  a  child  Is  born,  the  Cherokee 
puts  a  few  l)urs.  anything  from  a  Span- 
i^li  needle  to  the  common  cockle  bur. 
into  a  bowl  of  wjiter  taken  from  a  noisy 
cataract.  This  is  given  to  a  child  for 
four  successive  day.«  to  increase  Its  mem- 
ory make  facts  stick.  The  noise  of  the 
cataract  from  which  the  water  is  taken 
i.-*  believed  to  bo.  In  EoRlish.  the  "Ix)ng 
man,"  or  river  god,  teaching  lessons 
which  the  child  may  understand,  while 
the  stream  itself  Is  revered  for  holding 
anvthing  cast  upon  it. 

Thrimgh  the  Cherokee  myths  gathered 
from  the  southern  branch  of  the  Indians 
one  may  trace  nearly  all  of  the  I'ncle 
Rem.js  stories  of  Joel  Ch.Tndb^r  Harris, 
which  he  gathered  from  the  old  nerjroes, 
many  of  whom  Intermarried  withi  the 
Cherokee.  Like  all  the  reports  from  this 
bureau.  Mr.  Mooney's  book  will  be  treas- 
ured  by   folklore  stiidents.

The 
I)es  Moines  paper  goes  on  to  say  lii.ii 
the  new  owners  very  much  fear  that 
the  di.><covery  of  copper  will  nt)t  avail 
them  much,  that  some  weeks  ago  they 
re<eived  a  conditional  offer  for  their 
holdings,  and  gave  an  option  on  thJ 
property  that  would  give  them  a  profit 
of  about  1150  per  acre.  They  are  said 
to  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  par- 
ties holding  the  option  are  interested 
in  copper  mines,  and  have  been  given 
to  understand  that  the  options  will  be 
exercised  and  the  property  taken  over 
at  it^"•  expiration. 

So  fai  as  can  be  learned  by  inquiry 
in  this  city  nobody  is  aware  of  the  im- 
mense purchase  t)f  land  by  the  Lkj 
Momes  men.  or  that  the  property  Is 
under  ojifion  to  other  parties.  it  is 
thought  that  so  large  a  deal,  if  It  toot;

Duluth,  would  certainly  have  been 
heard  of  by  local  parlies  interested  In 
Minnesota  lands  in  this  vicinity. 
Neither  is  the  talk  of  rich  copper  de- 
posits discovered  on  the  land  Ki^<?n 
very  much  credence,  and  some  laiil 
dealers  say  that  the  story  appears  to 
be  a  cle\er  attempt  on  the  part  of 
somebody  to  unload  land  on  prospe"- 
tive  buyers  by  advertising  that  the 
property  is  supposed  to  have  rich  cop- 
per deposits.  The  story  has  all  the 
earmarks  of  a   fake.

properly  The  Davenports  had  in  their 
p«'»!j«ess|oii  a  large  number  of  pawn  tickets 
Indicating  that  they  must  nave  had  a 
great    deal   of   plunder. 

It  Is  understood  that  the  Douglas  county 
ftUtnorities  will  secure  additional  evidence 
from  the  range  towns,  where  Davenport 
and  Jordan  visited  for  several  days  direct- 
ly following  the  robbery  of  the  West 
BtipeHor  stores.

Within  a  com- 
paratively few  yi-ars  more  complete  and< 
systematic  examinations  of  the  eyes  of 
school-children  have  been  maile,  so  that 
toilay  wi'  have  as  a  basis  for  our  statistics 
the  examination  of  the  eyes  of  over  2tX),00'J 
pupils  of  all  grades.  An  analysis  of  these 
examinations  shows  that  in  the  primary 
si-hools  nearly  all  the  children  enter  with 
normal  eyes.  In  the  higher  grades  2.» 
pi'r  ci'tit  have  become  myopic,  while  in 
university  hfe  the  percentage  t>f  myopia 
has  increased  to  from  60  to  70  per  ceni, 
which  shows  that  the  number  of  near- 
sighted pupils  Increases  from  the  lowest 
to  the  highest  schiH>la.  .iiul  that  the  in- 
crease is  in  direct  proportion  to  the  length 
of  time  devoted  to  the  strain  of  school  life.

It  was  organized  In 
ntis,  when  the  population  of  New  York 
was  but  ::o,<X>i).  During  the  period  of  the 
revolution,  loyalistic  sympathy  prevailed 
among  the  majority  of  Us  members,  and 
a  large  majority  advised  against  war  or 
a  declaration  of  Independence.  This  Is 
accounte<l  for  by  the  fact  that  these  mer- 
chants hal  close  connections  on  the  other 
side  of  the  water  and  their  property  and 
business  Interests  were  threatened  with 
great  damage  or  ruin  by  the  Impending 
struggle.  During  the  war  period  the 
chamber  practically  suspended  as  an  ac- 
tive corporation.  It  was  re-organized  af- 
tf-r  the  war,  and  thereafter  l)ecame  in- 
terested In  many  matters  of  public  In- 
terest with  resultant  benefit  to  the  na- 
tion. Although  It  has  existed  for  up- 
wards of  134  years  the  New  York  cham- 
ber of  commerce  did  not  until  today  oc- 
cupy a  homo  of  Its  own.  The  elaborate 
dedication  ceremonies  which  took  place 
at  noon  today  mark  an  epoch  In  the 
career  of  the  Institution  whose  history  Is 
so  closely  Intertwined  with  the  history  of 
the  nation.  The  new  building  possesses 
grandeur  and  beauty  and  lasting  finali- 
ties which  make  It  of  the  kind  well  worth 
the  waiting.

The  number 
of  blind  persons  In  the  United  States  Is 
much  larger  than  generally  supposed.  The 
Tnlted  States  census  reports  for  isft)  shuw 
that  out  of  a  total  population  of  62.622,230. 
the  total  number  of  persons  returned  as 
blind  in  both  eyes  was  .'10.568.  or  SOS  to 
each  l.Oirt.OOO  of  population,  which  Is  In  the 
proportion  of  one  blind  to  every  1238  In- 
habitants. This  proportion,  while  Icps 
than  in  18S0.  when  there  were  one  blind  to 
every  1032  Inhabitants,  Is  still  enormous. 
The  proportion  of  blind  to  the  entire  pop- 
ulation varies  greatly  In  different  coun- 
tries, from  that  In  Holland  of  415  to  l.*»0(\tO) 
inhabitants,  to  that  in  Iceland. where  there 
are  3400  to  1,000,000  Inhabitants;  the  per- 
centage for  the  United  States  being  below 
the  average.  A  further  study  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  census  reports  for  1S90  ithows 
that  the  proportion  of  blind  rapidly  in- 
creases up  to  the  age  of  20.  remains  sta- 
•lary  from  20  to  3i),  increases  again  grad- 
•ntil  45  Is  reached,  and  then  In- 
-^Idly   to   the  age   of  75.     These

the  next  congress,  not  enough  to  affect 
in  any  wa.v  the  control  of  the  Repub- 
licans on  any  measure  that  may  ap- 
pear, un'  \ss  possibly  a  serious  split 
should  come  among  the  party  mem- 
bers, which  is  not  at  all  probable.  The 
pre.s«nt  congress  had  ss  members  and  2 
vacancies  from  Delaware.  There  were 
55  Uepubllcans.  30  Democrats  and  3 
others,  these  being  Harris  of  Kansas, 
Populist;  Teller  of  Coiora<io.  Silver 
Republican,  and  Turner  of  Washington, 
Fusionist.  All  three  later  ranged  them- 
selves with  the  Democrats,  making  the 
senate  .stand:  Republicans.  55;  Demo- 
crats. 33;  Delaware  having  no  senator. 
The  terms  of  the  three  senators  named 
expire  on  March  3  next,  they,  with 
HeitHeld  of  Idaho,  having  been  elected 
by  legislatures  chosen  in  1896.  Heitfleid 
was  chosen  as  a  Populist,  but  changed 
his  alliance  to  the  Democracy  at  an 
earlier  day  than  the  three  previously 
named. 

The  terms  of  30  senators  expire  on 
March  3.  us  follows:  Republicans — Al- 
ll.son  of  Iowa.  Deboe  of  Kentucky,  Dill- 
ingham of  Vermont.  Fairbanks  of  In- 
diana. Foraker  of  Ohio.  Gallinger  of 
New  Hampshire.  Hansbrough  of  North 
Dakota.  Jones  of  Nevada.  Kittredge  of 
South  Dakota.  Mason  of  Illinois,  Pen- 
rose of  Pennsylvania,  Perkins  of  Cali- 
fornia, Piatt  of  Connecticut,  Piatt  of 
New  York.  Pritchard  of  North  Caro- 
lina. Simon  of  Oregon,  Spooner  of  Wis- 
consin.   Wellington   of    Maryland— 18. 

Democrat.s — Clay  of  Georgia,  HarriJ 
of  Kansas.  Heitfleid  of  Idaho,  Jones  of 
Arkansas.  McEnery  of  Louisiana.  Mc- 
Laurin  of  South  Carolina.  Mallory  of 
Florida.  Pettus  of  Alabama,  Rawlins 
of  Utah.  Teller  of  C'olorado.  Turner  of 
Washington  and  Vest  of  Missouri— 12. 

Five  of  these  terms  have  been  al- 
ready filled— James  B.  McCreary  of 
Kentucky,  Democrat,  succeeding  De- 
boe. Republican;  Arthur  P.  Gorman  of 
Maryland.  Democrat,  succeeding  Well- 
ington. Republican;  Joseph  B.  Foraker 
of  Ohio.  Republican,  succeeding  him- 
self, and  Samuel  D.  McEnery  of  Louis- 
iana, Democrat,  succeeding  himself. 
The  legislatures  of  three  states,  Ore- 
gon. Arkan.":as  and  Georgia,  have  al- 
ready been  elected.  The  Oregon  legis- 
lature is  Republican,  the  legislatures  of 
Arkansas  and  Georgia  Democratic. 

The  remaining  27  legislatures  that 
will  elect  .senators  were  chosen  on 
Tuesday  in  the  following  states:  South 
Carolina,  Florida,  Alabama.  Indiana, 
Illinois,  Mls.souri.  North  Dakota,  South 
Dakota.  Wisconsin.  Kansas,  Idaho, 
Utah.  Colorado.  Nevada.  Washington 
and  California. 

The  Democrats  will  gain  a  senator 
in  North  Carolina  in  place  of  Pritchard. 
In  South  Caroina  they  will  get  a 
straight-out  Democrat  in  place  of  Mc- 
Laurln.  who  has  been  playing  an  in- 
dependent role  for  the  past  four  years. 
Pettus  in  Alabama  and  Clav  In  Geor- 
gia. Democr.its.  will  succeed  them- 
selves. In  Missouri  Vest  will  be  re- 
placed by  another  Democrat,  he  having 
declined  another  election  on  account  of 
his  ill  health. 

While  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Demo- 
crats will  make  slight  gains,  they  will 
not  be  sufficient  to  make  any  particular 
change  in  the  political  status  of  the 
upper   house.

IS  THE  WATER     POLLUTED? 

There  is  a  prospect  that  the  long 
drawn  out  controversy  between  the 
state  If  Mls.souri  and  the  state  of  Illi- 
nois over  the  alleged  pollution  of  the 
waters  of  the  Mississippi  by  reason  of 
the  Chicago  drainage  canal  may  yet  ba 
settled,  although  the"  end  Is  not  very 
near.  Yesterday  a  stipulation  between 
the  attorneys  in  the  case  was  presented 
to  the  United  States  supreme  court,  to 
which  the  matter  has  gone,  by  which  a 
cor.imlsslimer  will  gather  evidence  In 
the  case  and  report  to  the  court  in 
four  months  from  Dec.  10.  After  this 
the  defense  will  have  four  months  In 
which  to  make  reply,  and  then  a  little 
further  is  allowed  each  side  no  that  re- 
lief to  St.  Louis,  if  relief  is  to  be  ob- 
tain^, will  not  come  right  away. 

This  whole  dispute  centers  about  I' e 
old  question  as  to  how  long  a  distance 
it  is  necessary  for  a  river  to  How  in 
order  to  purify  Itself.  It  is  known  from 
chemical  analysis  and  physical  exami- 
nation that  a  varying  degree  of  purld- 
catlon  takes  place  In  a  river.  In  oariy 
days  this  was  thought  to  be  due  to 
aerbtion,  and  the  tumbling  of  water 
down  mountain  sides  became  the  basis 
for  poetic  typlflcatlon  of  purity.  Th« 
experiments  of  the  Mas.sachusetts 
board  of  health  have  shown  that  aera- 
tion has  little  or  no  effect  upon  the 
condition  of  organic  matter  In  water, 
that  Is.  the  organic  matter  Is  not  as- 
sisted in  Its  oxidation  by  agitation  in 
the  air.  It  was  also  found  that  the 
highest  degree  of  activity  In  oxidation 
processes  to  be  found  in  quiescent  or 
stagnant  watsrs.     It  then  became  clear 


that  self- purification  in  a  sluggish 
stream  Is  far  more  effective  than  in  a 
swift  current,  and  that  dams  and  other 
impediments  have  a  beneficial  effect 
upon  tht»  condition  of  water  In  rivei* 
channels. 

The  promulgation  of  these  facts  led 
to  an  entire  change  in  the  ideas  con- 
cerning the  distance  necessary  for 
slream  purification,  and  It  Is  now  un- 
derstood that  no  hard  and  fast  rulej 
can  be  set  for  guidance  in  determining 
the  purifying  power  of  any  water 
course.  A  royal  commls.sion.  ai>polnted 
to  inquire  Into  the  condition  of  Eng 
fland's  rivers,  reporting  to  the  Eng- 
lish parliament  in  the  early  '70s,  held 
that  no  stream  in  the  I'nlted  Kingdom 
was  sufficiently  long  to  effect  its  own 
puriticatlon.  The  familiar  and  ofl- 
quoted  principle  is  that  a  stream  puri- 
nes itself  In  twenty  miles,  but  how  this 
distance  was  ever  determlnetl,  or  who 
was  responsible  for  Its  general  accept- 
ance. lE  a  matter  of  doubt.  Certain  it 
is  that  the  statement  Is  entirely  wrong 
In  the  majority  of  eases.  Petterkofler, 
Hering,  Stearn  and  others  have  given 
formulas  that  are  undoubtedly  true  for 
the  rivers  upon  whhh  these  men 
worked,  but  which  can  in  no  wise  l>e 
accei)ted  for  rivers  In  general,  and  U 
remains  for  the  Investigator  to  delcr- 
nilr.e  by  actual  experiment  the  purify- 
ing power  of  each  stream  with  whl-^h 
he  has  to  deal. 

No  one  wants  the  waters  which  reach 
St.  Louis  to  be  polluted,  and  a  tho- 
rough investigation  is  welcomed.  Hov/- 
ever  the  experts  for  Illinois,  who  have 
mvestigated  the  matter,  are  so  confi- 
dent, that  it  Is  to  be  presumed  that  no 
harm  is  coming  to  Missouri  by  reason 
of  the  drainage  canal.

Minneapolis  Tribune:  Whether  John 
I..lnd  is  a  Democrat,  a  Republican,  a  Pop- 
ulist or  a  political  orphan,  one  thing  Ls 
certain;  he  will  be  the  representative 
of  the  ♦Mflh  Minnesota  district  in  the  na- 
tional congress  for  two  years  from  next 
March.  He  will  be  the  chief  public  ser- 
vant of  Minneapolis  in  relation  to  all  na- 
tional affairs.  There  Is  some  comfort 
in  the  fact  that  native  ability,  private 
character  and  training  in  public  life  make 
him  a  highly  competent  public  servant. 
No  other  dLstrict  in  the  state  would  have 
lost  so  little  In  this  respect  by  defeat  of 
the  Reputilican  candidate.  Few  new 
members  serving  with  a  helpless  minority 
would  have  so  much  power  to  be  useful 
to   their  constituents  as   Mr.   Lind. 

Politics  apart— and  we  are  not  bold 
enough  to  speculate  about  John  Llnd's 
I)olltics  two  years  ahead — there  are  few 
men  In  the  district  to  whom  Minneapolis 
could  turn  with  more  confidence  for  aid 
In  conserving  her  highest  business  and 
indu.'^trial  Interests  in  national  legisla- 
tion.

Southern  Italy. 

New  York,  Nov.  11.— Baron  Sonning, 
the  well-known  economist  and  leader 
of  the  constitutional  opposition  in  the 
Italian   parliament,    in    a    lecture       at 

Naples  on  the  miserable  condition  of 
Southern  Italy,  has  proposed  drastic 
and  radical  remedies,  says  a  Rome  dis- 
patch to  the  Times,  by  way  of  London. 
The  baron  described  the  reduction  of 
the  peasantry  by  emigration,  saying 
that  more  than  100,000  peasants  left 
Naples  this  year.  He  told  of  the  rav- 
ages caused  by  defore.stratlon  anl 
spoke  of  the  excessive  taxation  and 
the  usury  which  the  pea.sants  suffeied. 
He  proposed  a  reduction  of  the  land 
tax  and  of  the  Interest  on  southern 
land  mortgages,  the  relntroducti<m  of 
perpetual  leaseholds  of  small  holdings 
at  low  rent  in  order  to  break  up  the 
huge  uncultivated  estates  and  urged 
reform  of  agricultural  labor  contracts 
in  favor  of   the   peasants.

San  Francisco.  Nov  IX— The  Chron- 
l»le  this  morning  prints  a  remarkanlo 
story,  subiitantiatfd  by  documents  of  a 
bargain  entered  Into,  three  years  ago, 
by  Prim-e  Hugo  von  Hohenlohe  of  Ger- 
many, nephew  of  the  late  chancellor, 
with  an  agent  in  London,  by  which  he 
agreed  to  pay  £:2000  for  securing  con- 
sideration of  his  proposal  of  marrlasp 
to  Miss  May  (Joelet,  tne  New  Yi>rk 
heiress.  The  agent  waa  Capt.  Latiei»tas 
de  Porkony,  former  military  attache 
to  the  German  embassy  In  London. 
Porkony  employed  Lucius  Olirien,  a 
Lon^n  solicitor,  as  his  assistant,  and 
It  is  thought  O'Brien,  who  is  now  »n 
California  on  business,  caused  the  mat- 
ter to  come  to  light. 

Cai)t.  i'orkony  arranged  with  two 
leading  .society  ladies  of  Loniion  to  sci 
Huhenluhe's  proposal  to  Mi's.  (loelet, 
\kho  was  then  in  I>ondon.  One  of  these 
ladies  is  deseribed  as  greatly  inter- 
ested in  charitable  work,  an<l  having 
been  as  well  known  as  herself.  <lene.'- 
ous  gifts  to  her  favorite  charitit's  enlist- 
ed her  aid  and  she  sounded  Mrs.  Ooe- 
elt  in  .January.  1S9!>.  The  result  may  be 
seen  in  this  letter: 

"Belgrave  Square.  S.  W..  Jan.  13. 
1839.— Dear  Sir:  I  raw  Mrs.  iroelet  ye.«,- 
t»»rday  and  she  beggeil  me  to  say  how 
WatterL-d  she   felt   at    the   proiHjsal    with 
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regard  to  Prince  Hohenlohe,  but  that 
her  daughter  was  still  very  young,  and 
as  she  had  never  seen  him,  she  must 
ileiMine  the  proposal. 

"Should  they  me»t  hereafter  It  would 
be  a  ililjerent  matter,  but  without  any 
I'ei-sonai  knowledge  on  either  side,  the 
thing  would  be  impossible. 

"Miss  fJoelet  is  a  charming  girl  in 
every  way,  but  Is  very  English  In  her 
feelings  and  view;*,  and  dislikes  the 
'marriage  de  covenance'  system  .abroad 
extremely.  I  do  not  think  she  will  ever 
marr'-  unless  she  falls  in  love  with  a 
man.     Yours   very   faithfully." 

The  writer  of  this  letter  a  few  days 
later  learned  for  the  Hrst  time  that 
the  prince  was  50.  She  wrote  another 
letter,  .saying  she  feared  Miss  Goelet 
would  net  consider  his  proposal  at  all, 
because  he  waa  old  enough  to  be  her 
father.  The  prince  was  pertinacious 
and  tried  to  arrange  an  Interview  with 
the  heiress,  but  this  failed  when  Miss 
Ctoelet  learned  his  age. 

Hohenlohe  then  returned  to  Berlin 
and  forgot  to  pay  his  agent.  Suit  waa 
br*>ught  and  a  portion  of  the  amount 
was  paid,  but  It  was  not  until  proceed- 
ings were  threatened  in  Berlin  that 
Hohenlohe's  aunt  paid  several  hundred 
I'otinds  li>  settle  the  claim. 

This  story  has  spe^-ial  Interest  be- 
cause of  Prince  Hoh*'nlohe's  recent 
visit  to  Newport,  and  the  reports  of  Ih-- 
favor  he  found  In  the  eyes  of  Miss  Goc- 
!et.  and  the  fact  that  he  was  enter- 
tained by  the  V'nnderbllts. 

Three  other  tilled  clU-nts  of  Capl. 
Porkony,  who  wished  to  exchan::^ 
their  names  for  good  American  coin, 
were  Baron  Richard  von  Kappers,  wn  i 
wanted  to  get  a  California  heiress  with 
$:jO.(><m}  a  year;  Baron  Eberhard  vf>n 
Duncklemann,  who  demanded  a  girl 
with  £40.()tX).  and  Prince  Helnru  n 
Haron  of  Bohemia,  who  also  desired  to 
secure  Miss  (loelet  and  her  fortune, 
but  was  also  debarred,  like  Hohenloh<j, 
by  his  agent.

A  Wisconsin   Girl   is   Nixed 
Up  In  It. 

Milwaukee,  Nov.  11.— United  States 
Senator  John  C.  Spooner  has  gone  to 
Washington  to  Intercede  with  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  In  behalf  of  Hobart  S. 
Bird,  arrested  in  Porto  Rico  on  a 
charge  of  libeling  Judge  Ramos,  of  the 
San  Juan  district  court.  Hobart  S. 
Bird,  in  his  paper,  the  San  Juan  News, 
sought  to  corrct  abuses  alleged  to  exist 
In  the  Insular  government,  abuses 
which  extended  to  the  district  court 
The  court,  previous  to  the  proceedings, 
leading  up  to  the  conviction  and 
ImprI.<«onment  of  the  young  editor.  Is 
alleged  to  have  been  dominated  by 
Judge  Ramos,  whose  character  was 
attacked  In  the  News,  and  who  fin- 
ally rt-slgned  hLs  seat  on  the  bench. 
Largely  through  the  articles  published 
In  Mr.  Birds  paper,  intense  feeling 
against   the   Insular   government       had 

been  stirred  among  the  people  of 
Porto  Rico,  the  Federal  party  sup- 
porting Mr.  Bird,  and  Las  Turbas  vio- 
lently opposing  him  and  his  conten- 
tions. *         '  41 

Sensational  epl.sodes  occurred  dur- 
ing the  agitation.  At  one  meeting  of 
the  Federal  party  shqts  were  fired 
and  three  men  were  killed.  Shortly 
after  another  meeting  was  held,  which 
was  addressed  by  Mr.  Bird  amid  great 
disorder.  Mr.s.  Bird  attended  this  meet- 
ing in  company  with  a  party  of  twen- 
ty-one senorltas,  all  of  whom  deserted 
her  in  the  face  of  the  tumult  and  fletl 
from  the  place.  Mrs.  Bird  stood  her 
ground  bravely,  however,  and  heard 
her  husband  to  the  end.  A  description 
of  this  furnished  by  the  young  wo- 
man herself,  forms  an  In^restlng  por- 
tion of  Col.  Bird's  letter.  Mrs.  Ho- 
bart Bird,  like  her  husband.  Is  well 
known  In  Wisconsin.  She  was  formerly 
Miss  Ida  Brattel.  daughter  of  Mrs. 
Carrie  Brattel.  of  Madison,  and  was 
married  to  Mr.  Bird  In  Februarv,  1899. 

Throughout  the  difficulty  Editor  Bird 
and  his  supporters  have  maintair:?d 
their  loyalty  to  the  government  at 
Washington  and  commended  President 
Roosevelt  and  Senator  Spooner  for  the 
Interest  that  they  have  shown  In  the 
affairs   of    the    island.

MEETING 


Annual  Northern  Securi' 

ties  Meeting  Held  In 

New  Jersey. 


Stockholders       Satisfied 
With  Financial  Show- 
ing of  the  Year. 


Minutes  Were   Approved 

And  Five  Directors 
Were  Elected. 


Hoboken,  N.  J..  Nov,  11.— The  first 
annual  meeting  of  the  Northern  Securi- 
ties company  was  held  here  at  noon 
yesterday  in  the  company's  registered 
oflice,  whleh  is  In  the  offices  of  the 
Hudson  Trust  company. 

With  the  latter  company  the  United 
States  Steel  corporation  has  Its  regis- 
teied  office,  required  by  the  New  Jersey 
stale  laws,  under  which  both  the 
Northern  Securities  company  and  the 
Steel  corporation  are  incorporated. 

It  will  l>e  interesting  to  know,  by  the 
way,  that  the  Hudson  Trust  company 
was  organized  principally  to  act  as  the 
New  Jersey  agent  of  the  United  Stales 
Steel  corporation. 

The  trust  company  has  large  offices 
at  71  Broadway.  N.  Y.,  where  it  acts  a-s 
the  transfer  agent  of  the  United  Stales 
Steel   corporation. 

Many  of  the  subsidiary  companies  of 
the  Steel  corporation  now  have  their 
New  Jersey  offices  at  the  Hoboken  oirl- 
ces  of  the  Hudson  Trust  company. 

The  attendance  at  the  ann.ual  meet- 
ing of  the  Northern  Securities  company 
.Nas  small  in  the  extreme.  The  only 
persons  present  were  Col.  W.  P.  (Mough 
vice  president  and  general  counsel;  E. 
T.  Nichols,  secretary;  N.  Terhune.  a 
director,  and  assistant  secretary  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  company,  and 
a  clerk  from  the  New  York  office  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  company. 

In  view  of  the  litigation  that  has 
been  brought  against  the  company 
since  its  formation  was  announced,  it 
has  been  expected  that  there  would  be 
a  fairly  large  general  attendance  of 
the  stockholders,  who  would  coma 
through  curiosity  if  for  no  other  rea- 
son, but  not  a  single  person  other  thai" 
those  above  mentioned  was  present. 
The  ai)sence  of  Peter  Power  was  taH<n 
as  evidence  that  hostile  litigation 
against  the  company  is  a  thing  of  the 
past.

Mr.  Nichols  also  stated  that  as  the 
company  would  not  complete  its  first 
full  fiscal  year  until  Dec.  21  next,  no 
financial  statement  of  operations  wos 
presented.  He  also  said  that  over  M 
per  cent  of  the  outstanding  stock  of 
the  company  was  represented  either  in 
person  or  ijy  proxy  .at  the  meeting.  The 
directors  will  meet  In  New  York  in  ten 
or  twelve  days  to  elect  officers.  No 
change  Is  expected.

That  there  has  been  no  change  in  the 
attitude  of  the  administration  on  Cuban 
reciprocity  will  be  made  apparent,  but 
whether    th«    message    will    urge    legisla- 


tion or  will  promise  th«  transmission  of 
a  Cuban  reciprocity  treaty  to  the  senate 
probably  will  depend  upon  the  progress 
that  may  be  made  in  the  next  two  weeics 
toward  the  negotiation  of  a  reclprooi./ 
treaty.

Attorney    Comments   on 

Minnesota  and  Her 

Constitution. 

The  atate  of  Minnesota  is  In  a  nice  pre- 
dicament on  It.s  constlutlon,"  nald  an  at- 
torney yesterday  afternoon.  "It  Is  sad- 
dled with  a  constitution  that  Is  ancient 
and  out  of  date  In  many  things,  partlc- 
ulirly  in  its  restrictions  of  tax  laws,  and 
It    It)    impossible    to   change    it. 

This  Is  due  to  the  amendment  pa.'ised 
In  1S;»6  providing  that  thereafter  no  amend- 
ment rould  b»-  pa.>4St'd  unless  It  received 
thf-  sanction  of  a  majority  of  all  the  vot- 
ers voting  at  the  election.  Before  that 
any  old  amendment  could  get  through, 
and  now  no  sort  of  an  amendment  can 
be  nade,  because  it  In  Impo-ssibU-  to  gt-t 
enough  people  to  vote  on  the  ami-ndmcnts, 
either  one  way  or  another.  During  the 
latf  campaign  most  of  the  speakers  talked 
about  the  amendments,  said  they  wire 
good  things  and  ought  to  go  through 
Both  parties  favored  them,  and  advocated 
their  passage.  Yet,  not  more  th.in  half  of 
the  people  took  interest  enough  in  them 
to  vote  at  all. 

"The  cimstltutlon  was  cut  to  fit  an  In- 
fant state.  an<l  while  many  of  Its  pro- 
visions are  still  giKid,  the  state  h<a8  out- 
grown many  others.  The  need  of  more 
llbi-ral  tax  liiws  Is  imperative,  yet  it  is 
Impos.slbl«:  to  pa«s  t  lem  uiiiler  the  prcs- 
►•nt  coii.stltutlon  and  impossible  to  ctiunge 
the  constitution."

A  way  out  of  the  dimculty  which  the 
high  school  football  management  has 
been  having  in  filling  some  Important 
dates  of  the  latter  pan  of  the  season.

Duluth  needs  a  game  for  Saturday 
very  much.  The  men  are  also  very 
anxious  that  the  promise  of  a  trl:>  to 
the  .Minnesota-Wisconsin  gtinie  made 
liv  the  uianagenient  some  time  ago  be 
kept.  This  vili  do  both  as  no  other 
urr.'ingement    can. 

St.  Cloud  was  defeated  by  Duluth  In 
ll;e  first  game  of  the  season  by  a  score 
of  11  to  0.  Since  then  the  men  there 
h.ive  been  very  desirous  to  play  an- 
other game.  When  they  found  that  the 
Duluth  team  had  no  contest  schedul-'d 
for  the  coming  Saturday,  they  Imme- 
diately trieci  to  arrange  a  return  game 
for   that   date   themselves. 

Some  of  the  Duluth  men  have  ex- 
pre.«sed  themselves  as  not  being  in 
favor  of  playing  the  St.  Cloud  team 
again,  because  Duluth  has  defcatel 
them  once.  If  the  local  men  were  de- 
feated, they  would  pull  even  with  St. 
Cloud,  each  having  taken  one  game 
and  that  would  not  affect  Duluth's 
claim  for  the  champicmshlp  if  she  de- 
feated Minneapolis  Central,  as  they 
will  have  to  do  anyway,  if  they  are  to 
claim    the   blue   ribbon.

The  St.  Cloud  boys  have  always  had 
the  best  of  reputations  In  their  sports, 
and  because  they  want  another  try  at 
the  Duluth  team  the  high  school  men 
would  like  to  do  the  right  thing  by  giv- 
ing them  a  chance  to  win  a  game.

The  council  last  night: 
Received  aerial   bridge   report.

Aside  from  considering  three  important 
reports  from  city  officers  the  aldermen 
were   short   on    features. 

In  regard  to  the  aerial  ferry,  a  policy 
of  persiiitent  urging,   wa.s  adopted. 

Mayor  Hugo  submitted  a  report  from 
the  aerial  Lirldge  commission,  notifying 
the  council  that  up  to  dale  the  Dululii 
Canal  liriUge  company  had  not  violated 
any  part  of  its  contract,  in  regard  to  the 
building  of  the  unique  bridge  over  the 
stdp   canal. 

'Vh\s  rejiort  was  brought  about  by  a  pe- 
tition signed  .recently  by  many  trans- 
canal  citizens  and  others  saying  that  in- 
u.snuich  as  the  company  showed  little  in- 
Icntion  of  going  ahead  with  llie  work  tnis 
winter,  the  contract  should  be  revoked 
and  re-awarded  to  another  company, 
which  the  petitioners  claimeo,  was  ready 
and  willing  to  go  aheaii  with   the  pro.!eoi. 

President  A.  Y.  Hayne.  of  the  Duluth 
Canal  Bridge  company,  would  not  object, 
but  on  the  contrary  would  offer  every  ac- 
commodulion    pos.sible    to    its    successors. 

The  second  company  talked  of  In  the 
citizens'  petition  was  a  myth  so  far  as 
the  city  otticers  are  able  to  learn,  and 
the  commission  urges  that  the  council 
Insist  on  the  Duluth  Canal  Bridge  com- 
pany going  ahead  with  its  contract  or 
stand  lor  a  .suit  on  its  bond  at  the  expir- 
ation of  the  contract  time.  If  the  bridge 
Is    not   completed    by    next    May. 

The  aldermen  approve  of  this  c<#jrse 
and  here  the  bridge  project  will  rest  till 
spring   unless   the   company  seea  fit   to  go 

ahead  with  the  work.

The  commission  appointed  to  devise 
ways  and  means  for  extending  Uaiiroad 
street,  submitted  a  report  after  months 
of  perplexity. 

The  question  that  has  been  agitating 
this  commission  was  not  an  easy  one  to 
settle. 

Railroad  street  is  rapidly  becoming  Im- 
portant as  a  thoroughfare  of  industry, 
and  the  property-owners  demanded  an 
(jutlel   to   <;arrteld   avenue. 

Two  plans  iwe  considered  practical. 
The  lir.st  Is  the  building  of  a  Uaiiroad 
street  approach  to  the  Gartield  avenue 
viaduct,  with  an  elevated  grade  crossing 
over   the    Kastern    Minnesota    tracks. 

The  second  plan  was  for  an  ordinary 
extension  of  the  street  to  Garfield  avenue, 
but  this  means  a  number  of  very  danger- 
ous surface  crossings  within  a  short  dis- 
tance. 

The  commission  recommends  the  adop- 
tion of  the  first  plan,  with  Its  one  elevat- 
ed  grade  crossing.

Should  the  requisite  number  of  proper- 
tv  ownens  attach  their  sienatures  there 
will  be  no  .«peclflc  designation  of  the 
paving  material  to  be  use.  This  is  in 
line  with  the  spirit  of  unrestricted  com- 
petition for  which  the  council  recently 
declared  in  adopting  Alderman  Krimi- 
steg's  resolujion  reelecting  the  sfecond 
asphalt  petition. 

The  annual  resolution  fixing  the  sal- 
aries of  city  employes  as  required  by 
the  charter,  wa.s  adopted  last  evening. 
The  onlv  important  changes  in  pay  is  in 
the  police  department.  Patrolmen  get  a 
raise  of  $5  a  month   and  di-tectives  $10. 

First  year  patrolmen  get  $tiJ>  a  month; 
second  year  ^0.  and  third  year  $75.

T'nder  a  recent  ordinance  pas.sed  by  the 
council,  area  ways  for  buildings  In  the 
down-town  business  di.strlct  are  only  per- 
mitted when  special  permission  Is  ob- 
tained from   the  council. 

Along  this  line  City  Attorney  Mitchell 
has  given  an  opinion  that  the  city  would 
be  responsible  for  Injuries  sustained  by 
people  falling  down  area  ways,  and  It  Is 
not  likely  that  the  aldermen  will  grant 
any  such  permission  unless  the  owner  of 
the  btiilding  shall  he  willing  to  stli)ulate 
that  judgments  against  the  city  obtained 
from  area  way  accidents  shall  be  a  spe- 
cial leln  on  the  property  to  which  the 
area  way  privilege  Is  granted.

Washington,  Nov.  11.— (Special  to  T'te 
Herald.) — The  contractors  have  noti- 
fletl  the  navy  department  that  the  new 
submarine  boats  are  now  ready  for 
their  omdal  trials,  and  the  trials 
will  begin  as  soon  as  the  trial  board  is 
ready. 

Many  Improvements  have  been  made 
In  the  new  boats  over  the  Holland,  the 
oriKinal  American  submarine  boat,  and 
the  only  one  which  the  navy  now  pos- 
sesses, and  the  trials  are  calculat^ed  to 
demonstiate  the  superiority  of  the 
Adder  and  Mocaspin  beyond  question. 
The  new  vessels  are  63  feet  4  Inchea 
In  length.  conM)ared  to  53  feet  10  inches 
for  the  Holland.  In  diameter  they  aie 
11  feet  y  inches,  against  10  feet  U  inches, 
and  they  have  a  displacement  of  J-J 
tons  submerged,  against  74  ton.s  for  the 
Holland.  The  latter  vessel  makes  about 
<i  knots  on  the  surface  and  54  sub- 
merged, with  gas  engine  «»f  50-hurse 
power  for  surface  runnnning  anti  <t 
TiO-horse  power  electric  motor  for  pro- 
pulsion when  .submerged.  The  new 
vessels  will  have  a  gas  engine  of  160- 
horse  power  and  an  electric  motor  of 
To-horse  power,  while  Its  batteries  wdl 
ha\e  a  capacity  of  1»40  ampere  hours, 
more  than  double  the  900  ampere  hours 
of  the  Holland's  batteries.  Three 
Whitehead  torpedoes  are  carried  by 
the  Holland  and  five  by  the  Moccasin 
and  Adder. 

United  States  naval  experts  will 
watch  the  trials  with  great  interest,  as 
opinion  Is  divided  as  to  the  place  of 
the  submarine  in  the  naval  program  of 
this  country,  while  they  will  be  re- 
garded with  .tcurcely  ie.ss  Interest  by 
the  representatives  of  foreign  powers. 
England  has  adopted  the  American 
model  and  has  ordered  as  many  aJ 
the  United  States,  and  H.  O.  Arnold- 
Forster.  i>arliamentary  secretary  to  the 
IJritish  admiralty,  at  a  dinner  by  the 
Con.servative  club  of  Liverpool  recent- 
ly, at  which  he  was  the  guest  of  hont^r, 
in  outlining  the  naval  program  for 
(Jreat  llritain.  said  the  constructhm  of 
submarine  vessels  was  to  be  taken  up 
with  energy,  Inilicating  that  the  trials 
of  the  English  boats  had  been  entirely 
satisfactory. 

The  smaller  countries  of  the  world 
are  turning  to  submarine  boats  with 
the  hope  of  being  able  to  protect  their 
harbors  by  them,  the  enormous  cost  of 
first-class  battleships  and  cruisers  pro- 
hibiting their  having  a  navy  com- 
po.sed  of  tirst-class  vessels.  Norway 
has  ailopted  the  American  model  and 
Portugal  and  Holland  are  negotiating 
for  American-built  submarines.  Hrazil, 
Venezuela  and  other  smaller  countries 
are  awaiting  the  result  of  the  trials. 
Heretofore,  when  the  submarine  was 
regarded  In  somewhat  the  light  of  a 
toy.  the  navy  department  permitted 
Inspection  of  the  Holland,  but  a  change 
of  policy  has  been  inaugurated.  Portu- 
gal recently  re<iuested  permission  for 
an  otricer  of  the  Portuguese  army  and 
marine  to  witness  the  trial"  and  in- 
spect the  boats.  Secretary  Moody 
granted  permission  for  them  to  witness 
the  trials,  but  stipulated  they  should 
confine  their  inspection  to  the  "ex- 
terior" of  the  ves.sels. 

In  general  design  the  new  vessels 
follow  the  Holland,  but  the  experience 
gained  with  her  has  permitted  many 
improvements  to  be  lncorpt»rated  in 
the  new  boats.  Without  sacrificing 
handiness.  the  Increase  in  dimensions 
and  displacement  has  enabled  the  con- 
tractors to  provide  much  more  roomy 
and  habitable  vessels,  with  an  im- 
proved armament  and  a  very  consider- 
able lncrea.se  In  speed  and  radii  of 
acti<in.  The  extra  power  provided 
allows  the  batteries  or  air  flasks  to  be 
recharged  while  proceeding  at  a  speed 
of  about  six  knots  on  the  surface. 
When  the  Holland  was  given  an  oJflcial 
trial  before  being  purchased  by  the 
government  she  was  required  only  to 
demonstrate  her  "ability  to  run  awash 
at  good  speed:  ability  to  dive  and  rise 
readily  and  with  certainty;  ability  to 
run  under  water  at  depths  from  10  to 
Xi  feet  for  ten  minutes  at  a  speed  of 
about  six  knots  per  hour,  while  main- 
taining   a    reasonably    steady    course

planes:  ability  to  maneuver  with  quick- 
ness and  certainty;  and  the  possession 
of  efflcient  apparatus  for  raising,  low- 
ering and  trimming  the  vessel  and 
handling  and  firing  torpedoes.  " 

The  new  boats  will  be  required  to 
make  sixteen  runs  on  the  surface  un- 
der the  gas  engine  only,  over  a  one- 
mile  course,  half  the  runs  with  the 
tide  and  half  against.  The  average 
speed  of  eight  knots  an  hour  must  b-J 
attained  on  these  runs.  Awash,  the 
boats  will  make  six  runs  of  a  mile  with 
the  tide  and  an  equal  number  against 
It,  the  average  speed  to  equal  seven 
knots,  the  gas  engine  only  being  u.'ed. 

In  a  completely  submerged  condition 
the  boat  will  carry  the  crew  and  two 
observers  from  the  trial  boaixl  and  no 
portion  of  the  boat  is  to  be  expi  sed, 
but  a  light  mast  shall  be  carried  to 
show  above  the  surface  so  the  trial 
board  can  observe  the  times  of  pass- 
ing the  ranges.  On  these  trials  the 
boats  will  make  four  runs  for  each 
of  the  three  diffei-ent  speeds,  over  a 
course  of  one-half  nautical  mile  In 
length,  two  with  and  two  ngalnst  the 
tide,  the  average  speed  to  equal  seven 
knots. 

Over  a  course  of  ten  knots  the  ves- 
sels will  be  required  to  make  eight 
knots  an  hour  on  the  surface  and  seven 
knots  an  hour  awash. 

In  the  torpedo  trials  the  vessels  will 
be  required  to  run  two  miles  under 
water  and  at  the  finish  discharge  a 
torpedo  which  shall  strike  a  target  150 
feet  long  by  15  feet  deep,  placed  across 
the  cour.«e,  rcijreS'ntlng  the  vitals  of 
a  battleship.  During  this  run  the  vessel 
is  not  to  rise  for  ob.ser vat  ions  more 
than  three  times  from  the  time  of 
starting  until  the  discharge  of  the  tor- 
pedo, the  duration  of  tjach  period  of 
observation  not   to  exceed  one  minute. 

The  endurance  trials  will  con.^lst  of 
a  surface  run  of  twelve  hours'  dur- 
ation at  full  speed  of  eight  knots  un- 
der the  gasoline  engine  and  one  of 
three  hours,  hermetically  sealed,  un- 
der the  electric  motor,  at  seven  knots 
an  hour.  It  Is  understood  that  this 
trial  will  be  made  under  conditions  si- 
mulating as  closely  as  j)ossibIe  those 
ruling  in  actual  service  in  warfare. 

During  these  speed  and  endurance 
trials  the  vessels  must  demonstrate  all 
the  submarine  qualities  required  ot 
the  Holland.  Sustained  speed  trials  of 
ordinary  surface  torpedo  boats  and 
destroyers  are  one  hour'.a  duration  ami 
of  battleships  of  four  hours'  duration, 
so  that  It  will  be  seen  that  a  greater 
proportion  of  the  capabilities  of  these 
ve.«sels  will  be  demonstrated  by  actual 
trial  thin  Is  the  case  for  older  and 
well-known  type.

Nov.  11.— The  new  East  river 
bridge.  In  process  of  construction  between 
New  York  and  Brooklyn  was  damaged 
to  the  amount  of  at  least  a  half  million 
dollars  last  night  by  a  fire  that  raged 
for  four  hours.  355  feet  in  the  air,  on  the 
summit  of  the  great  steel  tower  on  the 
New  York  side.  Three  men  who  were 
at  work  on  the  top  of  the  tower  when  the 
lire  broke  out  are  reported  to  have  fallen 
into  the  river  and  perished. 

Owing  to  the  enormous  height  of  the 
tower  It  was  impossible  to  reach  the  tire 
with  any  apparltus  in  the  tire  depart- 
ment, and  the  tlaraes,  after  devouring 
all  the  woodwork  on  the  top  of  the  tower 
seized  on  the  timber  falsework  of  the  two 
foot  bridges  isu.spended  from  the  main 
cables,  burning  away  the  supporters  until 
nearly  a  million  feet  of  blazing  lumber 
fell  with  a  mighty  hiss  and  i<pia3h  Into 
the    stream. 

The  fall  of  the  foot  bridge  carried  away 
scori'S  of  the  lighter  ciibies  and  guys 
which  trailed  in  the  water,  rendering  it 
necessary  for  the  police  lo  stop  all  traf- 
tic  up  and  down  the  river.  The  Fall  river 
steamer  Puritan  and  .several  other  craft 
had  narrow  escapes  while  running  the 
gauntlet  of  fiery  brands  that  fell  in 
showers  from  the  burnin.»r  bridge. 

The  fire  was  the  most  spectacular  con- 
flagration that  has  ever  been  seen  in 
New   York. 

The  lire  started  in  a  tool  .shed  and  from 
this  spread  to  the  gr.  at  timber  frame- 
work. Within  five  minutes  after  the 
first  discovery  of  the  fire  the  whole  top 
of  the  tower  was  In  a  blaze.  Then  the 
foot  bridKo  fell,  carrying  with  them  many 
tons  of  bolts,  rivets,  nuts  and  tools. 
At  that  moment  the  Brooklyn  fire  boat 
was  just  below  the  bridge  and  a  heavy 
steel  beam  fell  on  her.  breaking  her 
rudder  and  sending  her  drifting  helpless 
down  the  stream.  Sound  steamers  and 
all  other  up-river  navigation  was  stopped. 

Daniel  Brophy  and  his  brother  Jorn. 
of  Montreal.  A.  P.  McBrldo  and  an  un- 
know  man  were  at  work  on  the  tower 
when  the  fire  started.  While  they  were 
helping  the  firemen  to  haul  up  the  hose 
the  framework  on  which  they  stood  col- 
lapsed and  the  two  Brophys  and  the  un- 
known man  were  hurled  into  the  river. 
McBride  saved  himself  by  catching  a 
piece  of  projecting  steel  work.  While 
the  fire  was  at  Its  height  a  party  of  fire- 
men were  cut  off  at  the  base  of  the  tower 
where  they  were  exposed  to  a  torrent  of 
brands  and  redhot  pieces  of  steel.  They 
were  rescued  after  several  had  been  se- 
verely  burned. 

Brands  of  the  fire  set  fire  to  the  big 
storehouse  of  the  Pennsylvania  Steel 
company  on  the  bridge,  the  contents  and 
twf)  hoisting  derricks  on  the  platform 
were    hurled    Into    the    river. 

It  was  11  o'clock  before  the  fiames  had 
devoured  everything  comDustibie.  leav- 
ing onlv  the  steel  tower  and  the  four 
great  is>4-lnch  steel  cables  stxetching 
across    the   river. 

These  preat  bands  may  have  been  in- 
jured bv  the  intense  heat,  in  which  case 
♦  he  labor  of  two  years  will  have  been 
for      aught. 

The  lo.«8  on  the  two  foot-bridges  is  es- 
timated at  $100,000. 


MINER  KILLED. 

John  Frazer  Buried  By  Cave« 
in  at  Kanawha. 

John  Frazer,  a  miner  at  the  Kana- 
wha mine  at  Biwabik,  was  killed  last 
Thusday  night  by  the  mine  caving  In. 
The  deceased  was  underground  seven 
hours  before  he  could  be  unburied,  and 
it  is  thought  that  he  must  have  been 
killed  instantly  by  the  falling  ground. 
He  was  about  40  years  of  age  and 
single.  He  had  worked  in  Biwabik  for 
about  two  years  and  a  half,  and  came 
to  America  from  Austria  alx>ut  elgiit- 
een  years  ago.  No  near  relatives  could 
be  located,  but  quite  a  number  of 
friends  from  the  surrounding  towns 
came  to  pay  their  respects.  Mr.  Frazer 
was  buried  at  the  Lakeside  cemetery 
Saturday  morning  from  the  Catholic 
church.  Rev.  Bilban,  of  Virginia,  held 
the  last  sad  rites  over  the  deceased. 
This  is  the  first  fatal  accident  fron: 
this  mine.

FINE  HUNTING  IN  ALASKA. 


"I  have  Just  returned  from  what  is,  1 
think,  the  finest  hr.nting  country  in 
the  world,"  said  Alfred  Brooks,  I'nited 
.States  geologist,  to  the  Brooklyn  Eagle 
correspondent.  "I  refer  to  the  central 
part  of  Alaska,  from  Cook's  Inlet  over 
to  the  Yukon.  A  government  party,  of 
which  I  was  one,  spent  the  past  sum- 
mer in  that  country.  Journeying  some 
800  miles  of  territory.  Apparently  no 
white  men  had  been  in  there  liefoie, 
and  Indians  are  seen  there  but  rarely. 
We  did  not  see  a  human  being  f;).- 
three  months,  outside  of  our  party,  not 
even  catching  a  glimprs.  of  an  Alaskan 
Indian.  The  latter  occasionally  enter 
that  country  in  the  winter,  when 
transportation  is  easy  by  means  of 
sleds  over  the  frozen  snow.  There  Is 
any  quantity  of  game  of  all  kinds  in 
the  woods,  however.  We  saw  a  great 
many  kodiac  grizzlies,  which  is  th9 
largest  of  the  bear  species.  Like  the 
other  animals  they  were  not  very  wild, 
and  like  the  rest  of  their  kind,  were  not 
vicious  unless  molested.  I  got  within 
100  feet  of  one  without  any  sign  of 
hostility  on  his  part.  I  saw  but  one 
black  bear,  but  in  some  parts  of  that 
country  they  arc  plentiful. 

'The  most  abundant  game  in  Central 
Alaska  is  the  cariboa,  of  which  we  saw- 
hundreds,  if  not  thousands.  They  are 
not  the  same  animal  as  the  Philippine 
cariboa.  The  Alaskan  cariboa  is  a  large 
deer,  which  fre<iuents  the  region  above 
timber,  living  off  moss  and  other  vege- 
tation. In  the  winter  they  move  m 
large  herds,  but  in  the  summer  they 
are  seen  in  small  groups.  They  arc  re- 
markably tame,  and  are  very  curious, 
some  of  them  coming  within  fifty  feet 
of  us  to  investigate  our  pack  wagons. 
We  shot  many  moose,  which  are  very 
tame  also.  Mountain  sheep  are  seen  m 
abundance,  differing  in  color  from  the 
sheep  of  the  Rockies  In  that  they  are 
snow  white."

Washington,  Nov.  11.— The  answer  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  railroad  company  to  the 
bill  of  complaint  of  the  state  of  Washing- 
ton in  the  case  of  that  state  against  the 
Northern  Securities  company  was  filed 
to<l.iy  In  the  I'nlted  States  supreme  court. 
The  brief  is  signed  by  General  I'ounsel 
Uunn  of  the  Northern  Pacific  company 
and  is  a  general  denial  of  "all  and  all 
m:inner  of  unlawful  combination  a?id  cun- 
federaey    wherewith    it    Is    charge*!." 

In  df>tall  the  rer)ly  deiiies  that  the  con- 
struction of  br.-mch  roads  will  be  lessened 
by  the  formation  of  the  Sureties  com- 
pany; denies  that  competition  will  1h»  dim- 
inished and  that  rates  will  be  advanced, 
claiming  that  on  the  contrary  rates  have 
been  redutied  since  the  merger  was  af- 
ficted;  says  It  has  no  information  as  to 
whether  J.  J.  Hill  controls  a  majority 
of  the  stock  of  the  Securities  compan.v. 
but  d«ni<-s  that  J.  P.  Morgan  hid  in  his 
posses.sion  eighty-five  per  cent  of  the 
company's  capital  stock;  detdes  that  the 
Great  Northern  and  Northern  Pacific  are 
parallel  or  <'ompetlng  lines  to  the  extent 
averred,  .and  says  whatever  rivalry  has 
been  maintained  in  the  pasT  will  be  con- 
tinued in  the  future.

Nov.  U.— The  American 
Bankers'  association  began  its  annual 
meeting  In  Tiilane  hall  here  this  morning 
at  10  o'clock.

half of  Governor  Heard,  and  Willliun 
N\  amsley,  of  tile  Clearing  House  asso- 
ciation, on  behalf  uf  the  local  bankers. 
i*reMdent  Herrick  replied  to  the  wel- 
come and  delivered  his  annual  addre.is. 
He  said  in  part:

of  a  miglity  nation,  emphaisized  in  its 
bankers.  Us  trade  conquests,  its  financial 
gams,  international  prestige  and  its  world 
sweeping  plans  are  personified,  for  the 
avi  rage  oiiserver,  here  and  aliroad,  ia 
the  masterful  gv  nth  man  who  presides 
in  his  unpretentious  banking  h(uise  at 
the  coruvr  of  VN'ali  street  and  Uroad.  The 
banker  son  of  a  banker,  is  a  prodigy  in 
the  eyes  (rf  tjcores  id'  millions  iii  the  civi- 
lized world.  He  stands  before  the  world 
as  the  embodiment  of  all  that  is  over- 
whelming, magical  and  epoch-making.  In 
recent  American  commercial  growth  and 
life.  He  is  looked  upon  as  the  Incarna- 
tion of  the  power  of  money,  the  climax 
of  militiuit  wealth  and  American  lust  of 
commercial  and  industrial  dominion.  Yet 
Mr.  Morgan  is  not  even  incor|Kirat»  d. 
Hanking,  in  this  most  potent  and  jturteu- 
tioua  form,  U  not  a  great  stock  company, 
still  le.sa  an>  thing  which  can  be  catbd 
a  trust.

tions of  those  who  liave  made  a  holtgoblin 
of  banks  and  bankers,  and  named  their 
mon.ster  the  "money  power."  Other  con- 
ditions e<|uall.v  impressive  and  conspic- 
iotis.  have  l>een  operating  forcibly  in  the 
same   direction. 

In  an  era  of  trusts  (using  the  word  In 
its  popular  sense),  and  great  combinations 
aiming  at  the  restriction  if  not  the  entire 
removal  of  competition,  a  movement 
reaching  far  and  wide  In  the  trade  and 
productive  industry,  the  banks  have  gone 
on  in  the  old  way,  ever.v  one  for  itself, 
weddtd  to  the  idea  of  individuality  and 
Independence  as  a  cherished  tradition. 
The  banks  of  the  I'nited  States  stand  l>e- 
fore  thi'ir  countrx'  and  the  world,  ex- 
amples of  solidity,  conservatism  .and 
.straightforwardness.  In  its  very  nature 
banking  is  the  opposite  of  the 
business  of  any  trust,  of  the  type  which 
constitutes  a  i>olitical  storm  center. 
There  can  be  no  monopolv  of  product  in 
banking,  nor  can  we  imagine  a  combina- 
tion anuuig  debtors  tliat  would  restrict 
commeree,  vi't  we  must  acknowledge  it 
to  be  the  chief  business  of  banks  to  be- 
come debtors.  Collfctlvely.  they  consti- 
tute the  circulating  system  of  the  vlt;il 
fluid  of  commerce,  and  while  acting  har- 
moniously are  productive  of  the  greatest 
good. 

'I'hrse  facts  are  too  big  and  plain  to  go 
unnoticed  by  the  average  American. 
There  Is  no. dodging  their  meaning.  They 
acc|uit  banks  and  bankers  of  the  charges 
whieh  at  various  times  and  in  certain 
places  have  been  made  to  prevent  put>lic 
setillmeiit  and  to  pr<'ju»lice  the  public 
against  .a  class  of  men  whose  notab.e  ser- 
vices are  too  often  discounted  by  Ignor- 
ance and  thoughtlessness.  The  more  the 
ti-ndency  toward  combination  and  the  re. 
straint  of  competition  affects  crjmmerce 
and  Industry,  the  more  the  banks  will 
Inevitably  gain  f.ivor  by  contrast.  The 
greater  the  force  of  the  trust  movement 
in  the  direction  of  over-capitaliz:ition.  the 
readier  the  cotintry  will  be  to  look  xipnn 
banks  unci  bankers  as  ch.amplons  of  inde- 
pendence In  business  and  as  safeguards 
of  conservatism. 

!>o  not  these  conditions  present  an  op. 
port  unity  to  the  banking  Interests  of  the 
I'nited  states  which  is  too  valuable  to  be 
lost?  Have  we  not  as  bankers,  been 
given  the  best  chance  ever  accorded  to  In- 
sure to  us  the  hearty  goo<l  will  and  entire 
confidence  of  the  Ami-ricnn  people.  whi(>h 
shall  mean  not  only  faith  In  the  soiven- 
cy  of  the  banks,  but  aNo  a  friendliness 
toward  th'.  m  and  a  willingness  now  and 
then  to  look,  through  bankers'  spectacles, 
at  legi.slntlve  and  other  questions?  Have 
we  n'>t  letirned  that  we  are  profitably  en. 
rich<>d  by  Ihe  increment  of  usurious  in- 
ti-rest  which  Is  reall>'  withholding  bless. 
lugs  from  the  needy?  Is  any  greater  gain 
to  be  hoped  for  from  the  concerttd  action 
and  the  utmost  Influence  of  banking  in- 
terests than  the  winning  of  »uch  complete 
public  trust  and  good  will  as  the  Ameri- 
can hanks  and  bankers  havi*  always  de- 
slT' d.    but    h.-ive   never   as    yet    obtained? 

It  Is  not  many  years  since  the  most  con- 
splclous  lRl»or  organization  of  that  day 
In  the  Pnlted  States,  barred  from  mem', 
bership  Just  three  classes.  Thev  were  the 
si'loon-keeper,  the  lawyer  and  the  ivinker. 
And  a  jialnfolly  liirK-e  numl>er  of  men. 
other  than  Knights  of  Labor,  thought  the 
irr'iuplng  wns  sen'-ible.  or  i>erhaps  rather 
hard  on  the  liquor  seller.  The  feeling 
which  found  expression  in  t*ils  curious 
bar  to  Am»'rican  Knighthood,  has  been 
greatly  weakened  by  the  logic  of  ev«>nts. 
even  where  It  was  formerly  most  com- 
mon. Too  many  of  those  who  fifteen  or 
twenty  vean«  ago  were  avowed  enemies  of 
the  tianks.  have  become  <leposltors  and 
stockholders  In  the  institutions  which 
they  denounce,  to  permit  of  the  contlnu- 
an<'P  of  such  sentiments. 

The  Impression  that  federal  leglHlators 
have,  that  much  of  this  p<-rjudlce  and 
suspicion  remains,  makes  bankers.  ,a«  .a 
body,  an  unpromising  source  of  proposed 
legislation  on  the  money  ipiestion.  As  In- 
dlviiluals,  working  fUrectly  with  senators 
and  representatives,  party  leaders  and 
political  organizations,  the  members  of 
our  assoeiation  can  exert  far-rea<-hing  in- 
fluence on  the  side  of  common  sense  and 
sound  policy.  Hut  as  an  as.sembluge  of 
bankets  could  this  convention  take  jxisl- 
tlve  action  In  favor  of  any  sharply  defined 
and  finished  scheme  of  financial  legisla- 
tion without  great  danger  of  hindering 
rather  than  h'-lplng  the  wide  and  perman- 
ent development  and  Improvement  of  the 
money  system  of  the  I'nited  States? 
Would  it  be  possible  to  trn  so  far  withoin. 
furnishing  texts  for  demagogues  and 
frightening  timid  law  makers  and  politi- 
cal leaders?  In  Ohio  we  have  learned,  by 
long  experience,  as  one  of  the  states  com- 
posing the  "buffer"  which  the  middle  west 
has  Interix'.-.  d  tn'tween  the  vagaries  of  the 
newer  states  beyond  the  Mississippi  and 
the  uncompnunising  and  sometimes  over- 
aggressive  orthodoxy  of  the  east,  that  the 
gains  which  are  of  vital  importance  are 
often  most  easily  won  by  discreet  pliabil. 
ity  regarding  non-essentials.  Prudence  in 
wavs  and  means  of  progress.  Is  not  un- 
faithfulness ta  a  cause  or  renunciation  of 
a  purpose. 

While  we  boast  of  an  Increase  of  14.000.. 
IHXt.OOO  In  bank  deposits  throughout  the 
country  In  the  four  years  last  past,  wo 
are  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  during 
that  period  the  banks  have  shown  no  in- 
crease In  the  amount  of  real  tangible 
good  money,  stich  *as  gold,  sllrer  and  legal 
tender.  The  loans  have  kept  pace  with 
this  abnormal  growth  In  deposits.  During 
this  period  also  we  have  become  Indebt. 


ed  In  the  way  of  VMi»p*rary  loana  abroad 

amounting  probably  to  J;;00,000,000.  Does 
this  not  show  ar^  undue  expansion  of 
bank  credits,  and  *►»  overloading  of  the 
money    market   wltW  debt? 

Shall  we  not,  theiif  beVtsely  content  to 
promote  proper  financial  legislation  sim- 
ply as  American  dti^sens,  not  atriviiiK  as 
an  association  to  furnish  ready-made  laws 
on  any  8ul>Ject?  It  would  be  a  sorry  day 
if  bankers  were  ever  to  forget  that  they 
have  peculiar  responsibilities  which  dwarf 
whatever  possible  obligation  rests  upon 
them  to  take  part,  as  a  class.  In  law- 
making. I  cannot  believe  that  the  coun- 
try la  ready  to  accept  a  bank-made 
scheme  of  leglslatb>n.  However,  it  is 
more    willing    now    than    ever    before,    to 

?ive  the  banks,  their  full  share  in  the 
avors  of  government,  in  tardy  recogni- 
tion of  the  fact  that  they  are  now  as 
they  were  in  Jackson's  day,  really  the 
simple  embodiment  of,  and  receptacles,  of 
lh«'  .active  industrial  i»ower  of  the  j>eople. 
and  as  such,  entitled  to  an  equitable  pur- 
ticlpatlon  In  all  the  abounding  glories 
of    this    great    republic. 

The  committee  on  uniform  laws,  through 
Its  chairman.  Frank  W.  Tracy,  of  Spring- 
field, III.,  rep<irted  much  progress  during 
the  year,  considering  the  opportunities. 
In  the  effort  to  have  the  negotiable  in- 
strument law,  enacted  by  the  different 
states  so  business  can  be  conducted 
on  uniform  conditions  .ill  over  the  Unit- 
ed States.  The  committee  appeared  be- 
fore six  legislatures,  and  were  success- 
ful In  three,  (Jhlo,  Iowa  and  New  Jersey. 
They  were  so  nearly  successful  in  Louis- 
iana that  they  were  encouraged  to  believe 
they  would  win  the  next  time.  The  ne- 
gotiable Instrument  law  had  been  much 
(Il.scus8ed  in  law  Journals  and  before  the 
national  and  state  bar  associations  and 
was  almost  universally  approved.  So  far, 
twenty  states  have  adopted  it.  and  the 
committee  believed  ground  was  gaining 
rapidl"  and  it  would  be  but  a  few  years 
be. ore  there  would  be  a  negotiable  in- 
strument that  could  circulate  from  the 
.fitlantlc  to  the  Pacific  and  from  the 
lakes    to    the   gulf. 

John  Lj.  Hamilton,  of  llllnola,  presented 
the  report  of  the  committee  on  fidelity 
insurance,  which  expressed  gratification 
at  the  demand  for  the  form  of  bond  pre- 

Eared  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  mem- 
ers  of  the  association.  Out  of  17.248  em- 
f^loyes  bonded,  44oo,  or  25  per  cent,  are 
bonded  under  this  form.  A  majority  of 
the  bankers,  and  the  banking  departments 
oi  the  different  state*,  as  well  as  many 
of  the  bank  examiners,  realize  the  ne. 
cessity,  an  favor  the  use  of  a  uniform 
bond.  So  far  there  has  not  been  a  fail, 
are  to  pay  one  of  them.  Many  cases  had 
been  reported  In  which  the  bonding  com- 
panies Were  refusing  payment  and  re- 
ports show  that  fully  47  per  cent  of  tho 
lo.sses  are  being  contestd.  The  bankers 
of  America,  ihi-  committee  said,  could 
bond  and  j>ension  their  employes  at  no 
greater  expense  than  Is  now  being  paid 
for  bonds,   many  of  which   are   worthU-ss 

The  annual  report  of  Secretary  J.  R. 
Branch   was  submitted. 

Chairman  F.  8.  Plgelow  presented  the 
report  of  the  executive  council.  The 
council  submitted  a  resolution  by  A.  J. 
Frame,  of  Milwaukee,  opposing  asset 
currency  and  French  banking,  considera- 
tion of  which  was  postywined  until  after 
the  discussion  of  that  subject  tomorrow. 

J.  J.  Johnston,  vice  president  of  the 
Marine  National  Bank  of  Milwaukee 
spoke  on  "The  Scottish  banking  system." 

Joseph  O.  Hrown.  presidi-nt  of  the  Citi- 
zens National  bank  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
spoke  on   "The  new  South."

Important   Conference  Is 

Held  By   Secretaries 

Hay  and  Root. 


Gen.    Bliss  Is   to   Go   to 
Havana    to    In- 
vestigate. 


Washington,  Nov.  12.— An  important 
eonferLnce  bearing  on  the  subject  of 
the  I'uban  reciprocity  treaty  was  held 
at  the  war  department  today,  the  par- 
tlciiiants  being  Sfcietary  Hay,  Secre- 
tary lioot  and  Gen.  Taslter  Blis.s.  The 
latter  was  calied  into  the  conference 
at  Secretary  Hay's  suggestion,  be- 
cause  ot    his   expert   knowleilK;e  of    the 

existing  t'uban  tariff,  before  the  con- 
ferencu  at  the  war  dopailmont,  Sccie- 
tary  Hay  had  talked  on  thi.s  subJL-Ct 
vith  Stiiator  Culloni,  chairman  of  the 
senate  committee  on  foi-eign  relations, 
and  also  with  Henor  QiiOr^ada,  the 
Cuban  minister  liere.  Senor  (Juesidi 
Was  not  able  to  submit  to  Secretary 
Hay  the  draft  of  the  recljjrocity  tieaiy 
Avlii(  li  has  l)een  under  consider. ition  so 
long  by  the  authorities  at  Havana,  as 
the  document  ha.«  not  left  that  place. 

So  (.itHcially  the  I'nited  States  govern- 
ment continues  in  ign<Jrance  of  the  ex- 
tent and  character  of  the  ihanges,  if 
any.  which  President  Palma  may  de- 
sire to  make  in  the  treaty. 

In  other  than  ollicial  sources  it  has 
developed  pretty  clearly  the  dis|iositiui. 
of  tlie  Cuban  president  in  this  matter. 

The  cardinal  objection  of  President 
Palma  to  the  treaty  as  it  stands  is  th^ 
insulHiient  rebate  of  I'O  per  cent  pro- 
posed to  be  allowed  on  t'uban  imports 
Into  the  I'nited  States,  and  Secretary 
Hay's  purpose  is  to  ascertain,  if  pos- 
sible, how  far  he  can  yield  in  that  mat- 
ter and  still  l)e  able  t(»  count  on  thL> 
support  of  congress  next  session  wht  n 
the  treaty  is  submitted.  So  far  his 
advices  do  not  favor  any  increase  of 
the  rebates,  and.  indeed,  he  has  been 
assured  by  some  persons  with  whor.i 
he  has  talked  that  under  no  conditions 
would  congress  consent  to  any  sub- 
stantial Increase  of  this  rebate. 

It  Is  understood  that  the  Cuban.", 
too.  are  entirely  unwilling  to  accept 
any  small  increase.  In  the  face  of  a 
great  .shortage  in  the  European  crop 
and  a  rai>ldly  rising  market,  they  have 
acdulred  confidence  in  their  ability  to 
get  along  for  an  indefinite  period  of 
time  without  reciprocity  with  the 
I'nited  States,  and  .so  It  is  understocl 
they  are  showing  an  indifference  in 
the  prosecution  of  the  treaty  negotia- 
tion.'; which  is  serving  in  turn  to  stim- 
ulate the  efforts  of  our  own  negotia- 
tors. President  Palma  makes  the  point 
that  conditions  have  changed  in  C'ul)a. 
so  that  whereas  the  20  i>er  cent  rebate 
might  have  .served  when  it  was  fir.?i 
proposed,  it  would  at  present  afford 
so  little  relief  as  not  to  warrant  the 
sacrifice  of  Cuban  revenues  that 
would  be  Involved  in  its  acceptance. 
Se<ret.'iry  Hay  has  determined  to  clear 
up  that  point,  and  to  that  end.  after 
talking  with  Secretary  Koot  today,  it 
was  decided  that  Gen.  liliss  should  be 
sent  at  once  to  Cuba  to  make  a  |>er- 
ponal  investigation  of  the  industrial  sit- 
uation and  the  fiscal  po.s.sibi!l:ies  of  tlie 
Island.  So  it  is  improbable  that,  pend- 
ing his  return  from  Cuba,  the  state 
department  can  advance  the  treaty 
negotiations  in  any  way. 


CRANE  MEN 


Strike  Against  What  They 
Say  Is  Wage  Re- 
duction. 

Pittsburg.    Nov.   12.— Fourteen     cran" 

men  in  the  Schoenenberger  plant  of 
the  American  Steel  and  Wire  com- 
pany, this  city,  went  on  a  strike  yes- 
terday afternoon,  and  as  a  result  250 
men  in  the  open  hearth  department 
•were  laid  off  today.  The  men  claim 
that  if  the  strike  continues  twenty- 
four  hours  the  plate  mill  will  have  to 
shut  down,  throwing  150  workers  out  in 
that  department. 

The  crane  men  have  been  receiving 
$2.40  a  day.  with  one-ouarter  day  ."3 
pay  for  an  extra  heat.  The  company 
•wants  them  to  work  on  the  tonnage 
plan,  which  the  men  claim  would  be  a 
reductl<m  instead  of  an  increase.  It  is 
thought  at  the  works  that  the  com- 
pany will  try  to  All  the  places  of  the 
strikers  at  once. 


REDUCED 


Assessments  Against  Rolling 
Stock  In  Illinois. 

Springfield,  111.,  Nov.  12.— ITpon  com- 
petent authority  it  Is  learned  that  the 
aggregate  assessment  by  the  railroad 
committee  of  the  state  board  of  equal- 
ization for  the  rolling  stock  of  the  state 
railroads  Is  approximately  $11,000,000, 
against  $15.000,ooo  last  year.  M'^T.^^ers 
Oi  the  committee  say  tb^^y  have  placed 
too  high  a  -ca'.aatlon  on  this  class  oi 
property  in  former  years.  They  also 
say  there  will  be  no  diminution  in  the 
total  of  railroad  taxes  for  the  state,  aa 
the  reduction  of  $4,000,000  will  be  offset 
by  a  higher  assessment  upon  the  mt^^i 
tracks  oT  the  roads. 


DOWN  IN  OLE  MISSISSIP' 

President  Roosevelt  Leaves  On  a  Special  Train  For 

the  South,  Where  He  Will  Hunt  Bears 

and  Incidentally  Panthers. 


Pittsburg,  Nov.  12.— President  Roose- 
velt passed  through  I'ittsburg  at  10:30 
this  morning  en  route  to  a  point  in 
Mississippi,  wbere  he  will  hunt  black 
bear,  as  the  guest  of  President  Fish  of 
the  Illinois  Central  railroad.  He  is 
traveling  on  a  special  train  of  throe 
tars,  and  is  accompanied  by  Secretaiy 
Cortelyou  and  his  physician,  Dr.  Lung. 
of  the  navy.  He  will  go  direct  to 
Memphis,  Tenn..  without  stops.  passii.;», 
through  Columbus  and  Cincinnati  over 
the  Pennsylvania  lines.  From  Cincin- 
nati to  Houisvllle  the  train  will  run 
over  the  I^)ulsville  &  Nashville,  and 
there  it  will  be  shifted  to  the  tracks  of 
the  Illinois  Central.  He  will  reach 
Memphis  tomorrow  morning,  where  he 
will  be  joined  by  President  Fish  and 
the  journey  to  MLssisslppl  will  be  made 
over  the  Yaz<Jo  &  Mississippi  rail- 
road. 

The  next  destination  of  the  president 
ha.s  been  kept  secret.  Hunting  with  a 
gallery  is  not  to  the  taste  of  a  sports- 
m.'itv  like  Piesident  Koosevelt,  and  it 
v.as  for  that  reasf)n  that  he  vetoi-d  the 
hunt  to  which  Governor  I»ngino  in- 
vited him.  A  camp  has  alrea<ly  been 
prepared  in  Northern  Mississippi,  a 
few  miles  from  the  line  of  the  railroad, 
and  It  is  understood  one  of  the  best 
packs  of  hounds  in  the  South  is  waiting 
to  be  slipped  on  the  trail  of  old  bruin 
upon  the  president's  arrival. 

Bears   are    reported    to    be    plentiful, 


and  there  are  also  said  to  be  some 
panthers  in  the  vicinity,  so  that  the 
president  is  looking  forward  to  the 
sport  with  muih  pleasure. 

The  train  will  be  side-tracked  at  the 
nearest  point  to  the  camp  and  remain 
there  until  the  president's  return  to 
Memphis  next  Wednesday.  The  presi- 
dent arose  early  this  morning  and  was 
engaged  on  his  correst>ondence  almost 
all  day.  During  the  short  slop  here  to 
change  engines  the  president  got  out  of 
his  car  and  paced  up  and  down  the 
platform.  A  large  crowd  had  gathered. 
After  greeting  them  with  a  pleasant 
"good  morning"  the  president  stepped 
off  the  platform  and  took  a  walk 
down  the  tracks,  stopping  occasionally 
to  speak  to  a  yard  switchman  or  an 
engineer  In  his  cab  on  a  siding.  The 
crowd  W.1S  amazed  at  this  display  of 
unconventlonallty.  The  secret  service 
men  with  the  train  started  to  follow 
the  president,  but  he  waved  them  back. 
The  police,  however,  took  care  to  keep 
the  crowd  back  of  the  end  of  the  train, 
and  the  pre^id<nt  had  a  clear  field  for 
his  constitutional. 

The  train  left  at  10:41  for  the  "West. 
and  as  it  pulled  out  the  crowd  cheered 
heartily.  The  president  came  out  on 
the  back  platform  and  waved  good- 
bye. 

C.  E.  Watts,  general  superintendent 
of  transportation  of  the  Pennsylvania 
lines,  and  William  Uradley.  superin- 
tendent of  rfiilroad  police,  accompanied 
the  president  to  Cincinnati. 


NEEDS   OF  PHILIPPINES 


Vice  Governor  Wright  Says  Relief  Is  Necessary  For 

the  Present  Financial   Conditions—Money 

Market  Is  Continually  Fluctuating. 


San  Francisco.  Nov.  12. — Vice  Gover- 
nor Luke  E.  Wright,  of  the  Philippines, 
speaking  of  financial  affairs  in  the 
islands,   said   in  an   Interview  that    the 

money  market  Is  continually   fiuctuat- 
ing. 

"A  bill  to  afford  the  necessary  relief 
was  presented  to  congress  but  not 
pa.ssed."  said  he.  "I  think  that  for 
the  benefit  of  commerce  the  matter 
should  again  be  taken  up  at  the  next 
session  of  congress.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested that  the  Filipino  dollar  of  silver 
should  be  intrfxluced  in  the  Islands. 
This  dollar  should  be  worth  actually 
50   cents   of   our  gold   money.     I    think 


such  a  coin  would  remedy  the  present 
financial  situation.  Such  a  monetary 
system  would  be  similar  to  the  one  now 
in   use   In  Japan." 

"It  has  been  suggested  that  a  limited 
number  of  Chinese— sav  100.000 — be  al- 
lowed to  land  In  the  Philippines.  Do 
you  thmk  their  presence'  would  relieve 
the^  present  labor  shortage?"  was 
asked. 

"I  would  not  like  to  see  the  doors 
thrown  open  to  the  Chlne.se."  he  re- 
plied. "Skilled  labor,  yes.  If  limited, 
would  certainly  prove  beneficial.  Soms 
of  the  Chinese  are  very  clever,  and 
they  would  be  able  to  teach  the  Fili- 
pinos many  of  the  Industries." 


FACTS  WILL  TELL  STORY 


Miners*   Officials   Say,  With     Reference    to    Mine 

Owners'  Statements,   That  the   Time  For 

Controversy  Has  Now   Passed. 


Wilkesbarre.  Pa..  Nov.  12.— President 
Mitchell  of  the  United  Mine  Workers 
and  several  members  of  the  executive 
board  of  the  Miners'  union  were  in  ses- 
sion at  miners'  headciuarters  today. 
Later  they  were  joined  by  half  a  dozcu 
attorneys  whom  Mr.  Mitchell  has  em- 
ployed to  look  after  the  legal  status 
of  the  miners'  case  before  the  arbi- 
tration commission.  There  was  a 
general  discussion  of  the  situation.  At 
noon  a  big  delegation  of  miners  from 
Shamokin  arrived  In  town.  After  din- 
ned they  repaired  to  the  oflflce  of  a 
local  attorney,  where  they  were  exam- 


ined as  to  their  knowledge  of  the 
conditions  f»f  mining  in  their  region,  the 
wages   paid   and    the   cost   of  living. 

Mayor  E.  E.  Schmltz.  of  Sau  Fran- 
cisco, and  W.  J.  Hughes,  congressman- 
elect  of  the  Sixth  New  Jersey  district, 
called  on  Mr.  Mitchell  today.  This 
visitors  said  they  tailed  to  pay  their 
resrects.  Mayor  Schmitz  inquired  as 
to  labor  conditions  in  general  in  the 
anthracite  region,  and  left  town  this 
afternoon  loaded  with  statistics  which 
President  Mitchell  gave  him. 

District  President  Duffy,  commenting 
on  I'resident  Haer's  statement  .in  reply 
to  the  one  filed  by  President  Mitchell 
with  the  commission,  said:  "The  time 
for  controversy  has  now  passed.  Facts 
will  tell  before  the  commission." 


PROMOTION  LIST  ALL  FIXED 


Washington.  Nov.  12.— The  slate  for 
the  promotion  to  major  generals  to  n;i 
vacancies  caused  by  retirements  which 
will  take  place  next  .vear  has  been  ar- 
ranged. There  will  be  three  vacancies. 
Gen.  Hughes  retiring  April  11.  Gen 
Davis  July  26  and  Gen.  Miles  Aug.  8. 
The  latter  is  lieutenant  general  and 
will  be  .succeeded  by  Maj.  Gen.  Young. 
The  brigadiers  to  be  promoted  to  oe 
major  gener.ils  are  James  F.  Wade. 
Samuel  S.  Sumner  and  Leonard  Wood. 


These  men  are  now  the  three  ranking 
brigadier  generals  in  the  order  named. 
Gen.  Wade  has  been  a  brigadier  general 
since  May.  189".  ami  has  seen  many 
men  advanced  to  the  higher  grade 
while  he  has  remained  stationary.  It 
Is  presumed  that  he  will  succeed  Gen. 
Davis  In  command  of  the  Philippine^, 
when  the  latter  retires  next  July.  It 
Is  expected  that  Col.  H.  C.  Has- 
brouck  of  the  artillery  will  be  made  a 
brigadier  general  and  retired,  and  that 
Col.  F.  Moore  of  the  cavalry  will  be 
selected  for  a  longer  service. 


HE  IS  TIRED  OF  GUATEMALA 


XVashington.  Nov.  12.— W.  Godfrey 
Hunter  has  tendered  his  resignation  as 
United  States  minister  to  Guatemala. 
The  president  has  accepted  the  resig- 
nation and  has  selected  Leslie  Combes, 
at  present  United  States  .pension 
agent  at  Louisville,  to  succeed  Dr. 
Hunter  as  minister  at  Guatemala  City. 


Dr.  Hunter  also  Is  minister  to  Hon- 
duras and  Mr.  Combes  will  likewie 
assume  that  post.  Dr.  Hunter  has  had 
a  stormy  career  in  Central  America 
ever  since  he  went  there  in  1897.  It  is 
assumed  that  he  has  at  last  becom'; 
tired  of  the  struggle,  for  It  hr.s  been 
known  that  for  some  time  that  he  con- 
templated resigning.  The  place  paya 
$10,000  a  year. 


HEARING 
RESUMED 


In     Suit     to    Test     the 

Alleged  Transfer  of 

Railroads. 


Case    of    United     States 
Against  Northern  Secur- 
ities Company. 


Complainant    Has    Com- 
pleted and   Defense 
Opens  Its  Side. 


Now  York,  Nov.  12.— The  hearing  in 
the  suit  of  the  United  States  to  test  the 
alleged  transfer  of  control  of  the  Great 
Northern  and  Northern  Pacific  roads  to 
the  Northern  Securities  company  wa.s 
continued  today  In  this  city.  The  suit 
was  begun  last  January  in  St.  Paul, 
and  F.  G.  Ingersoll  was  appointed  spe- 
cial examiner  to  take,  testimony.  The 
complainant,  which  contends  that  the 
anti- trust  laws  have  Ijeen  violated,  has 
completed  its  case  and  the  hearing  to- 
day is  for  the  defense's  side. 

Attorney  General  Griggs  presented  a 
statement  that  for  years  prior  to  4!>9U 
many  of  the  principal  railroads  of  tlie 
United  Stales  had  got  control  of  co.ii- 
ptting  lines  and  that  liiis  fact  was  re- 
ported to  the  govta-nment  and  known 
to  congress  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  the  Sherman  anti-trust  act. 

Solicitor  General  KKhards  objected 
to  the  acceptance  of  ofii<lal  reports  of 
railroads  offered  in  support  of  Mr. 
Griggs'  statement,  but  they  went  on 
record,  the  special  examiner  having  no 
power  to  rule.  Capt.  John  P.  Meany. 
editor  of  a  railroad  manual,  was  called 
ari<l  ^r.  Ilichards  objei  ted  to  his  testi- 
mony on  the  ground  that  what  was 
aimed  at  by  it  was  Irrelevant.  The  so- 
liittor  general  argued  that  what  was 
trust  law  undoubtedly  refers  to  railroad 
companies  that  had  entered  into  such 
comldnation  to  restrain  trade,  even  be- 
fore the  passage  ti  the  Sherman  act, 
it  was  no  defense  fov  (i:\y  present  viola- 
tion of  the  law. 

Capt.  Meany  testified  as  to  how  the 
railroad  manual  of  which  he  Is  editor 
Is  compiled,  and  Mr.  Griggs  put  in  evi- 
dence the  manua  for  the  years  from 
1871  to  luoi  inclusive,  and  the  statis- 
tics of  railroads  published  by  the  in- 
terstate commerce  commission.  Mr. 
Richards  renewed  his  objection  on  the 
groun<l  of  iLTclevancy. 

An  adiournment  was  taken  until  Fri- 
day. Nov.  21.  The  case  of  the  state  ot 
Minnesota  against  the  Northern  Se- 
curities company  will  be  dlscu!?sed  on 
the   same    day. 


PORTO  RICO. 


Elections  Went    Off   Re- 
markably Well,  Says 
Professor  Lindsay. 

Philadelphia.  Nov.  12.— Professor 
Samuel  M.  Lindsay,  commissioner  or 
education  In  Porto  Rico,  and  formerly 
of  the  university  of  Pennsylvania 
faculty,  reached  home  In  this  city  last 
night  from  Ponce.  He  comes  to  tl'.ls 
country  to  submit  his  report  to  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  and  to  take  his  family 
back  with  him  to  Porto  Rico.  He  spoke 
with  enthusiasm  of  the  educational 
prospects  of  the  Island,  and,  speaking 
of  the  recent  Insular  election,  said: 

"The  election  went  off  remarkably- 
well.  The  Insular  police  proved  able 
and  efiiclent,  and  the  fiulet  and  orderly 
manner  In  which  the  election  was  con- 
ducted In  every  district  In  the  island 
rellects  credit  upon  the  people  of  PorCo 
Rico.  This  was  the  first  real  contest, 
because  two  years  ago.  when  the  first 
election  for  a  delegate  to  Washington 
and  a  house  of  delegates  in  the  Insular 
legislature  was  h<ld.  only  one  party- 
went  to  the  polls.  This  time  both  Re- 
publicans and  Federals  voteil  in  nearly 
all  the  precincts,  and  the  Federal 
party  made  a  good  showing.  The  pres- 
ent Republican  delegate  to  Washing- 
ton. Frederlco  Degetftu.  was  re-elected 
by  a  large  majority. 

Professor  Lindsay  says  reports  of 
riot  and  bloodshed  in  Porto  Rlc;>  wero 
much  exaggerated.  "On  the  first  regis- 
tration day.  Oct.  14."  he  said,  "there 
was  much  ex<'ltement  and  some  dis- 
order in  places,  but  at  no  time  was 
there  any  danger  of  dlsturbanres  with 
which  the  civil  uovernment  and  the 
police  could  not  cope  .successfully.  Nor 
were  the  disturbances  any  more  serious 
than  those  that  oc<uf  at  election  tlmea 
In  some  part's  of  hearly  every  state  in 
the  Union."-.

Nov.  12.— The  Burn- 
side  shaft,  which  employs  TOO  .men  and 
boys,  was  discovered  <m  t\ie  today.

RECOGNITION  OF  UNIONS 
REFUSED  BY  MINE  OWNERS 


PRINCE  CUPID  ELECTED 


Native  Prince  of  Hawaii  Chosen  As  Republican 

Delegate    to    Congress,  Defeating    Robert 

Wilcox,  the  Present  Incumbent. 


San  Francisco.  Nov.  12. — The  steamer 
Alameda,  from  Honolulu,  brings  the 
news  that  the  recent  election  In  the 
territory  of  Hawaii  resulted  in  a 
sweeping  Republican  victory.  Prince 
Kalanlanaole.  popularly  known  as 
"Prince  Cupid,"  was  elected  delegate 
to  congress  over  Robert  W.  Wilcox, 
the  incumbent  and  Dmocratic  candi- 
date, by  a  majority  of  over  2000. 

When  the  Alameda  left  the  island 
port  the  full  election  returns  had  not 
been  received.  The  island  of  Maul  had 
not  been  heard  from  and  the  exact  re- 
sult of  the  election  of  candidates  for 
the  territorial  legislature  was  uncer- 
tain. The  legislature  will  be  almost 
entirely  Rpublican,  however,  as  fifteen 


Republican  representatives  and  five 
senators  are  known  to  have  been  elect- 
ed. When  the  Alameda  is  released 
from  quarantine  today  a  telegram 
from  Governor  Dole  to  President 
Roosevelt  announcing  the  result  of  the 
election  as  given  above  will  be  sent  to 
Washington  by  the  purser  of  the 
steamer. 

Prince  Kalanlanaole.  the  congression- 
al delegate-elect,  is  a  full-blood  Ha- 
waiian and  has  in  the  past  been  identi- 
fied with  the  home  rule  party.  When 
both  the  Republican  and  Democratic 
parties  offered  him  the  candidacy  of 
territorial  delegate,  he  accepted  the 
Republican  nomination.  Both  candi- 
dates Instituted  a  lively  campaign 
throughout  the  Islands.  Wilcox  was 
elected  to  congress  in  1900,  defeating 
Samuel  Parker. 


MORE  COMPLICATIONS 


Have  Arisen  Relative   to  the   Distribution   of   Rice 

Millions— Heirs  of  Mrs.  Rice  Ask  For 

Letters  of  Administration. 


Now  York,  Nov.  12.— Complications  have 
arisen,  says  the  Herald,  relative  to  the 
estate  of  Mrs.  Klizabeth  Baldwin  Rice, 
who  was  the  wife  of  William  Marsh  Rice. 
Albert  T.  Patrick  Is  now  under  sentence  of 
death  m  Sing  Sing,  having  been  tound 
guilty  of  causing  the  deith  ot  the  latter. 
Both  estates  are  likely  to  be  Involved  .'n 
further  litigation  in  the  surrogates  court 
of  this  county. 

Some  of  tho  legatees  under  her  will  claim 
they  have  not  yet  been  paid  and  want 
letters  of  administration  taken  out  In 
this  state,  where  such  steps  may  be  tak- 
en to  prosecute  a  claim  against  the  estate 
of  Mr.  Rice.  The  case  will  come  before 
Surrogate   Fitzgerald   next   month. 


Mrs.  Rice  died  on  Jan.  27,  1R9T,  at  Mous- 
ton,  Tex.  By  the  provisions  of  lii^r  will 
she  made  beiiaests  aggi-fgaiing  JToy.i^iH),  to 
various  friends  and  relatives.  Mr.  Rice 
conte;sted  the  probate  of  the  will  in  Hous- 
ton, claiming  that  his  wife  was  not  com- 
petent at  the  time  of  its  execution,  but  the 
paper,  nevertheless,  was  admitted  to  pro- 
bate. Adele  Baldwin  is  a  cousin  of  Mrs. 
Rice  and  i-ne  of  the  legatees.  If  the  ex- 
ecutor of  the  will  does  not  qualify  her  she 
will  make  a  motion  to  SurrogTite  Fitz- 
gerald that  she  be  appointed  administra- 
trix. Mrs  Rice's  estate  In  this  state  con- 
sists of  '  j»er.«<()nal  property — namelv,  a 
claim  of  Jl.OOO.tHK)  against  the  estate  of  he.- 
deceased   husband. 

Mr.  Rice  died  In  September.  1900.  and 
his  millions  are  still  the  subject  of  contro- 
versy. 


LAND  SECURED  BY  FRAUD 


Investigations  Show  That  Hundreds  of  Thousands 

of  Acres  of  California  Land  Have  Been 

Taken  Up  By  Few  Persons. 


San  Francisco.  Nov.  12.— State  Miner- 
alogist Aubrey  has  sent  to  the  secretary 
of  the  interior,  a  report  prepared  under 
his  direction  by  Horace  Stevens  which 
contains  many  detailed  statements  going 
to  sustain  the  charge  that  government 
lands  in  California  are  being  secured  by 
fraud.  The  state  mineralogist  and  the 
Sacramento  Development  association 
being  satisfied  that  mineral  lands  in  this 
st.-ite  were  being  secured  under  timber 
entries  and  that  timber  lands  were  being 


taken  under  placer  locations  memoralizod 
President  Roosevelt  to  withdraw  from  en- 
try part  of  the  public  domain  in  this 
state  pending  investigation.  The  response 
to  this  was  an  order  tt^mporarily  with- 
drawing from  entry  the  lands  in  "the  Su- 
sanville  district. 

The  first  official  result  of  the  Investi- 
gation i.s  the  report  of  Mr.  Stevens.  He 
gives  facts  including  names  and  figures 
to  show  that  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
acres  of  lands  have  recently  been  taken 
up  under  various  laws  by  a  very  small 
number   of   persons. 


INSANE  THROUGH  ROBBERY 


New  York,  Nov.  12.— Homeward  bound, 
wlm  a  bag  of  gold  nuggets  and  his  pock- 
ets full  of  cash,  I.VWO  in  all,  won  in  the 
mines  of  French  Guiana,  Jacques  I>a 
Travors.  a  native  of  France,  has  been 
robbed  in  this  city  and  Is  now  in  the  In- 
sane ward  at  Bellevue.  Travors  and  p.irt- 
nor  had  reached  thi.s  city  on  their  way 
back    to    France,    and,    aa    neither    under- 


stood li^ngllsh,  they  took  a  room  In  <a  lodg- 
ing house  near  the  docks.  Both  displayed 
their  treasures  carelessly,  and  when  Trev- 
ors went  out  .alone  to  purchase  a  watch, 
he  -  believed  to  have  been  induced  to 
drink  drugged  liquor.  He  returned  short- 
ly to  his  room,  his  gold  gone.  When  ho 
realized  his  loss,  he  became  violently 
Insane  and  was  taken  in  charge  by  the 
I>olicc. 


MOUNEUX  TRIALS  COSTLY 


New  York,  Nov.  12— Tt  hns  been  estim- 
ated that  the  trial  of  Roland  R.  Molineux 
has  cost  more  than  any  other  for  a  capital 
otiensc  In  any  other  country  where  the 
English  system  of  jurisprudence  is  in 
vogue,  ^he  cost  to  the  county  of  New 
Yollt  In  the  first  trial  amounted  to  $250.- 
000.     This  was  expended  in  various  direc- 


tions, largely  In  fees  for  hi  nil  writing 
experts  who  were  brought  from  distant 
states  and  for  detectives  who  endeavored 
to  trace  Molineux"s  movements  fi  ;in  his 
fi.ieenlh  birthday  to  the  time  of  his  ar- 
rest. 

The  defense  expended  about  $7.".<XKi  In 
the  fir.st  trial  and  it  Is  estimated  that  the 
tot.al  on  both  sides  for  the  two  hearings 
wia  foot  up  nearly  $500,000. 


NAILED  HEADS  TO  THE  GATES 


New  York.  Nov.  12.— Regarding  the 
recent  uprising  In  Morocco,  in  which 
a  soldier  who  claimed  to  be  an  elder 
brother  of  the  sultan  placed  himself  at 
the  head  of  a  following  and  claimed  the 


throne,  being  afterward  defeated,  the 
Times  correspondent  at  Fez.  cabling  by 
way  of  London,  says  the  heads  of 
twenty  of  the  pretender's  followers 
have  been  nailed  to  the  city  gates. 


HARD  OUTLOOK  FOR  BUTLER 


Columbia,  Mo.,  Nov.  12.— When  the 
trial  of  Col.  Ed.  Butler.  Indicted  on  a 
charge  of  attempted  bribing,  was  re- 
sumed today.  Dr.  Albert  Merrell.  a 
member  of  the  St.  Louis  board  of 
health,  testified  that  Butler  had  come 
to  his  house  in  September,  1901.  pre- 
vious to  the  approval  of  the  garbage 
act  by  the  board  of  health  and  offered 
him  12400  to  secure  its  passage.      Dr. 


Merrell  related  two  interviews  had 
with  liutler.  His  narrative  was  one 
of  attempted  bribery  paralleling  that 
told  by  I>r.  Chapman  yesterday.  A 
long  cross-examination  failed  to  alter 
a  detail. 

C^lerk  KaiiiniaJi,  of  the  board  of 
health,  the  nrst  witness  called  by  the 
defense,  testified  as  to  the  time  of  hold- 
ing meetings  in  September.  A  recess 
until  1:30  p.  m.  was  then  taken. 


Plain     Statements     Are 

Made  By  Railroad 

Presidents. 


That   They    Will    Work 

Together  Is  Very 

Evident. 


Replies  of  Operators  In- 
terested Have  Been 
Received. 


Washington.  Nov.  12.— That  the  an- 
thracite coal  mine  owners  will  resist  to 
the  utmost  every  effort  to  make  the 
recognition  of  the  United  Mine  Work- 
ers of  America  an  issue  in  the  arbi- 
tration which  is  now  in  progress  is 
made  evident  by  the  replies  to  the 
statement  of  President  John  Mitchell 
of  the  Miners'  union  which  have  been 
filed  with  the  strike  commission.  Ther« 
are  five  of  these  answers,  in  addition 
to  that  of  President  Baer.  which  was 
given  out  yesterday,  and  all  dwell  with 
especial  emphasis  and  marked  unani- 
mity on  this  point.  They  also  agree  in 
resisting  the  demands  of  the  miners 
for  an  increase  of  pay  for  piece  work,  a 
reduction  of  hours  for  time  work  and 
for  the  weighing  rather  than  the  mea- 
surement of  coal. 

Recorder  Wright  left  for  the  anthra- 
cite regions  today,  taking  these  replies 
with  him.  In  addition  to  the  statement 
made  for  the  Reading  company  by 
President  Baer.  the  list  comprises  the 
replies  of  the  Delaware  &  Hudson  com- 
pany, the  Delaware  &  Lackawanna, 
the  Lehigh  Valley,  the  Pennsylvania 
and  the  Scranton  Coal  company. 

The  reply  of  the  Delaware  &  Lack- 
awanna company  Is  signed  by 
W.  H.  Truesdale,  president  of  the  com- 
pany, who  says  that  the  company  owns 
twenty-five  anthracite  collieries,  anl 
employs  12.000  workmen  In  this  branch 
of  its  business.  Mr.  Truesdale.  like 
Mr.  Baer,  objects  to  making  the  recog- 
nition of  the  union  one  of  the  issues 
to  be  considered  by  the  commission., 
saying  that  in  the  proposition  made 
by  the  company  for  arbitration,  one  of 
tho  express  conditions  was  that  "the 
findings  of  the  commission  shoul  I 
govern  the  conditions  of  employment 
between  it  and  its  employes."  He 
adds: 

"This  company  unequivocably  asserts 
that  it  will,  under  no  condition,  recog- 
nize or  enter  into  any  agreement  with 
the  association  known  as  the  United 
Mine  W'orkers  of  America,  or  any 
branch  thereof.  Nor  will  it  permit  said 
association,  or  its  oflicers,  to  dictate 
the  terms  and  conditions  undev  which 
It  shall  conduct  its  business." 

Referring  to  the  recent  strike,  Mr. 
Truesdale  says  that  he  is  reliably  In- 
formed that  SO  per  cent  of  its  employes 
were  opposed  to  the  strike,  but  were 
forced  to  enter  upon  It  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  mine  workers  in  other 
fields.  Mr.  Truesdale  follows  closely 
the  lines  of  Mr.  Baers  argument  as  to 
the  nissimilarity  between  the  work 
in  the  anthracite  minea  and  that  in 
bituminous  mines.  He  declares  that  it 
Is  impossible  to  adopt  a  uniform  rata 
to  be  paid  to  the  miner,  for  a  unit  of 
coal  mined  at  all  mines.  The  declara- 
tion is  also  made  that  the  anthracite 
miners,  as  a  rule,  do  not  work  as  man/ 
hours  a  day  as  do  the  bituminous 
miners,  and  the  opinion  is  advancea 
that  if  the  wages  of  the  anthracite 
miners  had  been  le.<;s  than  that  of  other 
workingmen  they  would  have  found 
employment  elsewhere,  whii  h  they  did 
not  do  until  they  reached  the  point  oZ 
ftneral  prosperity.     He  says  that: 

"Prior  to  the  introduction  of  agitat- 
ors and  mischief  makers  the  anthracite 
workers  were  on  an  avei"age  as  pros- 
perous, comfortable  and  contented  as 
any  body  of  workers  in  similar  employ- 
ment In  this  country." 

The  waffes,  it  is  added,  are  such  that 
frugal  employes  have  saved  a  substan- 
tial amount  every  year.

EDUCATION 


Of     the     Indians    as    a 

Whole  Is  Proving 

Satisfactory. 

Wa.shington,  Nov.  12.— Superintendent 
Pears,  of  Haskell  Indian  Institute  In  Kan- 
sas, In  his  annual  report,  says  that  al- 
though at  times  the  reeults  of  the  work 
of  education  among  the  Indians  do  not 
satisfy  the  onlookers,  to  those  who  are 
In  the  work  and  therefore  have  oppor- 
tunities to  observe  the  gradual  develop- 
ment of  individuals,  there  Is  more  and 
more  of  encouragement  and  satisfaction. 
As  proof  of  the  permanent  good  results  of 
training  the  Indians,  the  report  says, 
of  nlnetv-flve  graduates  previous  to  the 
clas.ses  of  laOi,  at  lea.st  seventy-seven  are 
at  work  earning  their  own  living,  and  In 
manv  instances  aiding  needy  parents  or 
supporting  in  a  respectable  way  a  Httle 
family  of  their  own.  Of  tht!  forty-ono 
graduates  of  the  classes  of  lii02  It  U 
stated  that  there  Is  not  one  but  Is  quali- 
fied to  make  a  record  equal  to  the  earlier 
graduates.

condemn  the  low  rates  exisiiiig  at 
prcst-nt  as  a  sort  of  jirelude  to  the  ad- 
vance which  is  understood  to  be  in 
mind.

AFTER  CROOKED  BROKERS. 


Railroads  Will  Begin   a   War 
o!  Extermination. 

The  railroads  have  declared  a  war  of 
extermination  against  crooked  tiok--t 
brokers  and  ticket  manipulators,  and 
they  are  to  be  hunted  down  with  all 
the  machinery  of  the  law.  backed  by 
the   I'inkerton  detective  service. 

The  plan,  as  formed,  is  to  have 
agents  of  the  rallroails  In  every  city 
in  the  country,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  keej)  watch  for  ticket  forgeries  and 
manipulations,  and  to  run  to  earth  all 
who  are  engaged  in  defrauding  rail- 
roads  and   the    traveling  public. 

It  i.s  likely  that  the  Pinkerton  de- 
tective agency  will  have  charge  of  the 
matter,  and  will  be  given  full  swing 
in  the  employment  of  agents  and  tiie 
expenditure  of  money.  The  purp  se 
is  to  make  it  iinpo.s.sihle  for  anyone 
to  do  anything  Illegal  with  a  railroad 
ticket  without  detection  and  punl-h- 
ment.  Expense  will  not  be  sjjared 
and  well  known  ticket  manipulatois 
will  be  hounded  until  they  are  crowded 
out  of  business  or  landed  behind  the 
bars. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  to- 
day nearly  3000  sharpens  who  make 
their  living  by  forging  or  manijiulating 
tickets.  A  protective  associati  )n  is 
being  organize.l  and  is  being  joined  by 
most  of  the  trunk  lines  and  the  lines 
of  the  Central  Passenger  association 
<  ominission.r  Donald,  of  the  Central 
Passenger    a.ssociation,    and    Chairman 


McLeod,  of  the  Western  Passenfer  a.«s- 
sociation.  have  been  appointed  as  a 
commit  lee  to  draw  up  a  plan  of  or- 
ganization and  submit  it  to  the  vote 
of  the  lines.  Any  line  approving  of 
the  !)lan  will  become  a  member  of  the 
bureau,  which  will  consist  of  the  chair- 
m;in  and  ctmindssloners  of  the  various 
pa.^senger  a.«;sr>eiii lions  whose  lines  are 
members.  The  plan  will  soon  be 
ready  for  submission. 

It  is  unilerstood  that  Ihe  Pinkerton 
agency  will  adopt  about  the  same  plan 
as  is  used  by  that  concern  for  the 
Hankers"  I'rotectlve  association,  which 
covers  every  city  In  the  United  States.

For  some  years  past  the  Northwestern 
has  been  carrying  out  a  policy  of  ex- 
tensive improvements,  the  expenses  of 
which  might  properly  be  charged  up  to 
capital,  but  which  were  carried  in  other 
accounts.

All  those  desiring  information  re- 
garding the  milk  they  are  getting  may 
learn  something  to  their  advantage  by 
calling  at  the  health  olfice. 
Posted  conspicuously  is  a  list  of  all  the 
Duluth  dairymen,  and  the  ratings  made 
up  from  the  conditions  of  stock,  stables 
and  milk. 

Many  of  those  that  have  called  have 
learned  something  to  the  disadvantage 
of   their  milkmen. 

The  inspection  has  been  thoroughly 
imi)artial,  and  all  the  dairymen  were 
notified  that  they  must  get  the  stables 
in  proper  condition  or  abide  by  the 
consequences  of  publicity. 

Comparatively  few  dairies  have  a 
rating  of  excellent,  and  it  is  probable 
that  when  the  i>e<>iile  generally  get  ac- 
quainted with  the  health  office  bulletin, 
these  few  will  have  a  big  business. 

A  majority  of  the  dairies  are  only 
rated  as  "fair,"  while  others  are  good, 
poor  and  bad. 

This  morning  a  housekeeper  from  the 
E.ist  End  chanced  to  be  in  the  city  ha'.i 
and  her  attention  was  called  to  the 
))ul!otin.  She  started  down  over  the  llsi; 
of  dairies  till  she  Oame  to  the  dairyman 
from  whom  she  had  been  getting  milk 
for  years.        . 

The  report  In  this  case  read: 


-,  fair. 
Punii»  must  be  removed." 

She  immediately. took  down  the  list  of 
all  the  dairit^s  rated  "good"  or  better, 
lemarking  now  that  she  came  to  think 
of  it  the  milk  hadi  tasted  wet  for  some 
time  past,  and  she  did  not  propose  to 
pay  6  cents,  a  quart  for  water  any 
lor.ger.  •

A  deed  tran-sferring  nearly  150.000  acres 
of  St.  L.*)ui3  county  swamp  lands  to  the 
Duluth  &  Iron  Range  Hallway  company, 
was  filed  with  the  register  of  decils  yes- 
terday. It  was  dated  April  U,  li«)2.  an«l 
runs  from  the  state  of  Minnesota  to  the 
railway  company.  Tiie  grant  is  made 
under  an  act  of  the  legislature  pas-sed 
March  9.  1ST5.  and  for  tho  purpose  of  ald- 
ini;  the  company  to  build  a  railroad  from 
L>uluth  to  tlie  Metsaba  range. 

The  railroad  cominmv  has  before  this 
received  title  to  246.5>2.'.)!»  acres  of  swamp 
land,  so  that  the  total  received  to  date 
is  about  4<>i>.0tM)  acres.

sive, signed  by  Governor  Van  Sant  and  I'. 
K  Hanson,  .secretary  of  mate,  and  cerli- 
lieJ   to   by  State  Auditor   H.    C.    Dunn. 

BOARDING  PRISONERS. 

Douglas  County  Board  to  Fol- 
low St.  Louis  County  Plan. 

A  contract  between  the  Douglas  coun- 
ty, Wis.,  board  and  Sheriff  W.  J.  Somer, 
was  signed  yesterday,  in  which  the  lat- 
ter has  agreed  to  board  prisoners  for 
$2.75  per  week.  Hereafter  the  county 
committee  will  buy  tho  clothing  for  in- 
sane and  indigent  persons.  The  Douglas 
county  board  figures  that  by  the  new 
arrangement  the  exi>unses  of  the  sheriffs 
offlco  and  runnlni,'  the  county  jail  will  be 
kept  down  as  low  as  that  in  St.  Louis 
county,  whereas  the  cost  last  year  In 
l>ouglas  county  was  about  double  that  in 
this    county. 

Sheriff  Sommor  has  asked  that  the  board 
consider  a  .settlement  of  the  county 
against  him.  p<dnting  out  that  by  reason 
of  t!io  offlco  being  run  under  a  decision 
of  the  circuit  court,  the  sheriff  has  lost 
money.  Sheriff  Sommers  wishes  to  stipu- 
late that  in  case  Douglas  county  will  al- 
low hl.-«  expenditures  for  the  llrst  four- 
teen month.s  of  his  incumbency  of  the  of- 
lice.  he  will  repay  to  the  county  the  «lif- 
ference  between  what  he  had  chiirged  and 
actual  expenditures,  amounting  to  ap- 
proximately tliMlO.  Sheriff  59ommer  main- 
tains thiit  this  woulil  aniiinnt  to  practi- 
cally the  same  thing  aa  working  on  a  sal- 
ary  of  11500.

New  York.  Nov.  12.— It  la  announced 
here  that  a  company  has  been  formed.  In 
connection  with  the  Krie  Kailroad  com- 
pany, to  build  a  tunnel  through  Four- 
teenth street  in  this  city,  similar  to  the 
projected  tunnel  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad    company    at   Thlrty-ttfth    street. 

A  canvass  of  the  property  owners  along 
the  desired  route  is  under  way,  and  In- 
terests identUKd  with  James  J.  Hill  are 
reported  to  be  back  of  the  plan  that  will 
give  New  York  three  great  trunk  line 
systems  centering  in  this  city,  namely, 
the  New  York  Central,  Uie  Pennsylvania 
and    tho    Krie. 

If  this  plan  Is  carried  through.  It  Is 
pointed  out  that  the  Krie,  In  which  James 
J.  Hill  is  a  prominent  factor,  will  bo  one 
of  the  most  important  trunk  lines  in  the 
country. 

It  will  be  remembered  In  this  connec- 
tion that  a  few  days  ago  It  Wiis  reported 
that  James  J.  Hill  was  in  IJuffalo,  N. 
\j.,  negotiating  for  closer  connection* 
between  the  Krie  railroad  and  the  North- 
ern   Steamship    compiujy. 

These  reports  all  indicate  that  the  plans 
already  outlined  In  jirevlous  dispatches 
are  well  under  way  for  carrying  out  Mr. 
Hills  great  scheme  for  a  continuous 
service,  under  practically  the  same  con- 
trol, from  the  Orient  to  the  porta  of 
Western    Kurope. 

The  formation  of  the  International  Mer- 
cantile Marine  company  and  the  ships 
that  are  being  built  for  Mr.  Hill's  tratia- 
I'adrte  fleet,  to  be  operated  by  the  Great 
Northern  Steamship  company,  should  not 
be  forgotten  in   this  connection. 

It  is  known  that  Mr.  Hill  Is  determined 
to  do  for  the  Krie  railroad  what  he  has 
done  for  the  Great  Northern  and  North- 
ern   I'acitlc. 

President  Underwood  of  the  Krie  Rail- 
road company,  authorizes  the  statement 
that  he  knows  nothing  of  the  rep<irt  that 
a  new  company  has  been  formed  In  con- 
nection with  the  Erie  to  build  a  tunnel 
under  Manhattan  island.  This  Is  regard- 
eil  as  only  a  technical  denial  and  is  al- 
together natural  if  the  right-of-way  and 
the  purchase  of  property  are  being  ne- 
gotiated. 

All  the  persons  who  sre  supposed  to  be 
connected  with  the  scheme  are  equally 
retle.'Ut.  but  the  report  Is  said  to  be  cor- 
rect   by    those   who   should   know. 

Kver  since  James  J.  Hill  bought  heavily 
into  ICrle  securities  he  h.ia  been  busily 
engagi  «1  In  devising  plan.s  to  Increase  the 
company's  suburban  traftlc  as  well  as  to 
build  no  a  great  trunk  line  and  an  Kast- 
ern  outlet  for  his  railroads  In  the  North- 
west. 

When  the  proposed  Pennsylvania  tunnel 
in  this  city  Is  in  operation  It  seems  cer- 
tain that  the  Krle's  .suburban  as  well  as 
through  passenger  trafHc  will  be  seri- 
ously   reduced. 

Hence.  It  Is  easy  to  see  that  Mr.  Hill, 
as  ever.  Is  fully  .awake  to  the  situation 
and  Is  planning  to  meet  this  new  compe- 
tition.

Mr.  Truesdale  resi.sts  the  demand  fo.* 
a  reduction  of  20  per  cent  in  hours  of 
Ipbor,  saying  that  no  .such  branch  of 
buslnes.s  employing  thousands  of  men 
can  hope  to  compete  successfully  iii 
tho  markets  of  the  world  if  its  hours 
of  labor  are  restricted.  He  declares 
that  there  is  no  unjust  discrimination 
in  the  weighing  of  coal,  as  it  is  mea- 
sured rather  than  weighed,  and  he  as- 
fieits  that  the  demand  Is  "out  of  all 
leaaon  and  its  effect,  so  far  as  the 
company  is  (onvcrned,  is  a  demand  for 
ar.  additional  increase  in  wages  now 
paid  miners  of  from  ."i  to  40  per  cent." 

The  present  method  of  measurement 
is  declared  to  be  the  result  of  long 
usage  and  fair  to  all  concernel. 

President  Oliphant  of  the  Delaware  & 
Hudson  company,  in  his  reply,  declares 
that  the  wages  paid  by  his  company 
are  just  and  adequate.  He  .tIso  says 
thnt  "those  of  its  employes  who  per- 
form contract  or  piece  work  ns  a  mat- 
ter of  their  own  villi  ion  work  only 
pbout  six  hotirs  .i  day  and  take  nun>- 
erous  holidays  without  the  consent  or 
approval  of  this  respondent,  and  their 


earnings  by  hours  of  actual  work  are, 
therefore,  much  hi.gher  than  those  in 
any  similar  employment." 

Denial  is  made  of  all  the  allegations 
In    connection    with    the    demand      for 
shorter  hours,  and  it  is  contended  that 
such  a  reduction  necessarily  would  in- 
crease   the    price    of    coal.      While    ad- 
mitting that  the  mine  owners  sell  their 
coal  by  the  ton,  he  says  that  the  coal 
thus    sold    is    a    very    different    article 
from  that  taken  out  of  the  mine.  Hence 
he   contends   against   the   change   from 
the  present  system  of  payment  to  that 
of  paying  by  the  ton. 
President  Oliphant  also  takes  excep- 
i  tlon  to  the  proposition  to  arbitrate  the 
]  question    of    the    recognition      of      the 
miners'  union.     This  po.'^ltion  is  placed 
on    the    ground    that    the    organization 
I  seeks  to  control  the  entire  fuel  supply 
1  of  the  country;  that  as  the  union  is  un- 
!  Incorporated  it  is  incapable  of  makins 
j  a  binding  contract,  and  that  the  asso- 
i  elation  has  shown  its  inability  to  con- 
j  trol    its    own    meml>ers.      He    says    his 
company  has  no  de.sire  to  discriminate 
against  members  of  the  union. 
I      President  P.  J.  Fowler  speaks  for  the 
j  Scranton    Coal    company    and    the    Elk 
]  Hill  Coal  and  Iron  company.     He  says 
I  they  own   ten  collieries  and   work  5000 
men.     He   asserts    that   if   the   average 
wage  earned  by   the  anthracite   piecs- 
workers  is  less  than  that  paid  to  work- 
ers in  other  employment,   it  is  because 
"they  fix  their  own  hours  of  labor  and 
the   amount  of  their  earnings   without 
any  regard   to   the  interests  or  wlshe^ 
of  their  employers  and  in  total  disre- 


gard of  the  earnings  and  welfare  of 
every  other  cla.ss  of  employes." 

He  declares  that  the  men  In  the 
mines  do  not  work  to  exceed  four  or  five 
hours  a  day.  All  other  charges  made 
by  Mr.  Mitchell  are  combatted,  and  on 
the  question  of  miners'  unions  Mr. 
Fowler  says: 

"We  deny  that  agreements  between 
employers  and  employes  through  work- 
ingmen's  unions  are  beneficial  and  suc- 
cessful in  the  bituminous  coal  fields  or 
elsewhere,  and  a.ssert  that  any  such 
agreement  as  a  method  of  regulating 
production  would  be  and  is  injurious 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  public." 

The  statements  made  for  the  Lehigh 
Valley  and  the  Pennsylvania  com- 
panies cover  the  same  ground  as  the 
other  statements.

Movement  o!  Men  to  the 

Logging    Camps 

Is  On. 


Demand    Is    Lively   and 

the   Supply  Fairly 

Good. 


Men    Coming    In    From 

Grain  Fields  In  Good 

Numbers. 


The  rush  to  the  w-oods  has  begun  and 
employment  agents  are  the  busiest  peo- 
ple In  town. 

There  is  a  lively  demand  for  men  for 
the  lumber  woods,  and  there  is  also, 
by  a  happy  coincidence,  a  lively  move- 
ment of  men.  The  full  demand  for 
labor  has  not  quite  started,  and  by 
another  happy  coincidence,  neither  haj 
the  full  rush  of  labor  started. 

The    men    that    are    coming    In    now 
are   from   the  grain   Helds.     They   have 
been   working   there  all   summer,     and 
nearly    all    of    them,    practically    nin?-   I 
tenths  of  them,   have   been   released   by  ■ 
the  farmers  and   have  headed   for   the  | 
woods.      There    are   a    few    lata   crews  i 


still  working  on  the  farms,  but  their 
work  thue  i.s  nearly  done,  and  tliey 
are  coming  in  rapidly. 

Many  men  are  still  working  on  rail- 
road contracts,  but  the  ttrsi  hard 
freeze-up  will  settle  their  work,  and 
tiien  they,  too,  will  leave  the  roaa^i 
and  take  to  the  woods  for  the  winter. 

'We  are  having  a  heavy  demand  for 
men,"  ?aid  G.  S.  Richards,  of  the  Na- 
tional Employment  agency,  "and  thcie 
is  a  fair  sui>ply  of  them,  though  the 
demand  is  none  in  excess  of  the  sup- 
ply. We  have  orders  for  men  all  the 
way  from  Ontonagon  to  Uemldjl,  all  for 
the  lumber  camps. 

"A  large  proportion  of  the  men  com- 
ing in  from  the  grain  fields  are  going 
to  Minneapolis,  but  ultimately  most  of 
them  land  in  Duluth.  In  fact  our  Mln- 
neaj  oils  offlces  say  that  most  of  the 
men  that  come  there  express  a  desire 
to  go  to  Duluth. 

"There  was  a  report  some  time  ago 
that  MmnoapollH  mei  chants  were  send- 
ing agents  out  into  the  wheat  fields  to 
get  the  men  to  go  tliere  instead  of  l>u- 
luth,  and  that  the  merchants  were 
paying  their  fares  in  for  the  purpose  of 
ind'-.cing  them  to  go  to  the  Twin  Cities. 
I  do  not  credit  this  report.  One  thinr: 
that  will  account  for  a  good  many  o* 
the  men  going  to  the  Twin  <'lties  ij 
that  the  Milwaukee  road  has  been  hir- 
ing a  large  number  of  men  in  the 
wheat  fields  for  a  construction  contract 
n^ar  Farmington.  below  Minneapolis, 
and  has  been  giving  the  men  free  fares 
to  go  there  to  work.  They  come  through 
Minneapolis,  and  this  possibly  gave 
rise  to  the  rei>ort  that  the  Minneapolis 
merchants  were  trying  to  do  this  city 
out  of  its  share  of  the  business. 

"There  Is  no  danger  that  Duluth  will 
not  get  its  share,  even  If  many  of  th? 
men  go  to  Minneapolis  first.  Mopt  of 
them  want  to  come  to  Duluth  anyway, 
and  even  If  they  have  to  come  here  by 
way  of  Minneapolis  they  come  her-' 
finally.  '  \\  '^ 

"It  is  going  to  be  a  lively  fall  In  the 
labor  market,  but  I  do  not  think  the 
demand  and  supply  will  be  very  far 
apart,  either  way.  It  is  almost  as  ba<i 
to  have  the  demand  exceed  the  supply 
as  It  Is  to  have  the  supply  exceed  the 
demand,  and  I  do  not  think  either  con- 
dition wlli  exist  to  any  marked  degree 
this  fall." 

Wages  have  not  been  changed  essen- 


tially. Loggers  are  offering  $30  to  $S5 
per  month,  and  these  rates  are  likely 
to  hold  this  fall  and  winter.

The    question    of    better     trade      relations 
with    Canada    is    highly    important,     not 
only   to   New  Knyland.    but   to   Minnesota 
and   other  sections   of   the    L'nited   States, 
and  If  Sir  Wilfred  will  define  the  Canad- 
ian  government's  attitude  clearly  fi  con- 
Bideratde  advance  may  be  made  towards 
reaching  an   arrangement   that   would   be 
satisfactory    to    both    countries.    The    im- 
portance which  this  question  Is  assuming 
In   the    Dominion   Is   shown   by    the   recent 
p-eat    activity    of    the    high    protectionist 
party  of  Canada,  which  aims  to  increase 
the  Canadian  tariff  on  articles  of  foreign 
manufacture.    The      Canadian      manufac- 
turers"   association   has  decided     to   raise 
^.i)iM)  as  a  fund  to  be  used  In  prepagating 
high    tariff    sentiment    in    the    Dominion. 
The    oljject    of    this    manufacturers'    asso- 
ciation   is    to    force    an    increase    of    the 
tariff  to  so  high  a  point  that  the  duties 
will  be  advantageous  to  Canadian  manu- 
facturers, even  after  allowing  for  a  pref- 
erence   In    favor    of    British    goods.    The 
resolutions  adopted  in  August  by  the  as- 
sociation at  Halifax  declared  'that,  while 
such  tariff  should  primarily  be  framed  for 
Canadian  interests,  it  should,  nevertheless 
give  a  substantial  preference  to  the  moth- 
er country,   and  also  to  any  other  part  of 
the  British  empire  with  which  rn  iprocal 
preferential  trade  can  be  arranged,  recog- 
nizing  always   that   luider   any   conditions 
the  roinitTrtum  tariff  must  afford  adefpiate 
protection  to  all  Canadian  producers. "    If 
the  minimum  rates  were  to  be  sufficient 
as  protection,  it  Is  certain  that  the  maxi- 
mum   rates,     which    American     manufac- 
turers   would    bave    to    face,    would    be   so 
high  as  to  be  practically  prohibitory,    as 
the   Sprlnfteld   Republican   says,    the   two 
countries  can   injure   each  other  or   they 
can    benefit    each    other.    So    far    as    tho 
United  States  Is  concerned,  hniklng  at  the 
question  from  a  purely  material  point  of 
view,    how    can    any    one    doubt    that    the 
maintenance     of    liberal     trado    relations 
with    a    country    like    Canada    is    of    im- 
mensely more  Importance,  in  dollars  and 
cents,   than  the  chasing  of  tropical  rain- 
bows   In    the    Orient?    In    these    matters 
Sir    Wilfrid    Laurier    is    the    one    leading 
statesman     In     Canada     with     whom     the 
United    States    government    can    hope    to 
deal    with    expectations    of    success.    He 
entered   office    as   a   low-tariff    man.    and 
he   still    has   the   agricultural   Interests   of 
the  Dominion  in  his  support  on  the  tariff 
question.    Unless    our      government      can 
negotiate   a   fair   reciprocity    treaty    with 
him,  then  the  prospect  for  one  Is  rather 
dark. 


Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons,  of  Chicago,  tho 
great  exemplar  of  Mr.  Carnoglo  in  money- 
giving  conditioned  on  raising  an  equal  or 
a  certain  sum.  Informs  the  Advance  in  an 
Interview  that  "no  college  which  has  not 
met  the  conditions  of  my  pledges  by  the 
flr.>?t  of  next  January  will  receive  a  penny 
or  an  extension  from  me."  He  hopes  that 
all  the  colleges  to  which  he  has  out- 
standing promises  will  get  their  money, 
"but  they  must  do  ex.actly  ns  .stipulated, 
as  to  txith  date  and  amount.  If  they  do." 
After  Jan.  1  Dr.  Pearsons  Is  going  South, 
"where  college  presidents  won't  bo  able 
to  find  me."  There  is  no  dilly-dallying 
about  Dr.  Pearsons. 


Under  the  practice  now  widely  prevail- 
ing behind  a  high  tariff,  of  charging  do- 
mestic consumers  higher  prices  for  do- 
mestic manufactures  than  are  asked  of 
foreigners.  It  becomes  a  positive  disad- 
vantage for  anybody  to  be  annexed  to 
the  United  States.  The  following  letter 
from  a  California  manufacturer  to  the 
Iron  Age.  quoted  In  a  recent  publication 
of  the  New  York  Reform  club,  will  Illus- 
trate:     "It    so    happens    that    at    present 


the  price  of  our  good.s  Is  about  2.')  per 
cent  higher  for  domestic  consumption 
than  tho  export  prices.  We  hail  an  In- 
•  lairy  ft>r  export  prices,  which  we  quole<l. 
The  order  now  comes  In  to  be  shipped  to 
Honolulu.  la  it  fair  to  consider  the  Ha- 
waiian islands  entitled  to  export  prices'.' 
Our  own  opinion  is  that  they  have  l)o- 
ci  me  a  part  of  the  United  States,  and 
.sliouldbe  considered  domestic  territory 
ivs  much  as  Alaska.  Also,  we  understand 
our  tariff  applies  to  this  territory,  so 
that  they  are  prohibited  from  buying 
outside,  and  we  are  thus  enabled  to  get 
ilomestlc  prices."  Nothing  better  than 
this  illustrates  the  hurtful  nature  of  the 
practice    to    home    Industry. 

MOLINEUX   IS  FRtE. 

The  prompt  return  of  a  verdict  of 
"not  guilly  ■  in  the  .'!(>nsational  inurdei 
trial  of  Roland  B.  Mollneux  at  New 
Yt)rk  did  not  prove  surprising  to  those 
who  had  closely  followed  the  case.  The 
ttstlmony  against  Mollneux  was  weak, 
and  failed  utterly  to  connect  the  ac- 
cu.'sed  with  the  polaonlnif  of  Mrs. 
Adams.  Indeed,  as  his  counsel  main- 
tained, in  the  closing  appeal  to  th<.? 
jury,  there  was  more  evidence  to  sus- 
tain a  similar  charge  against  Harry 
Cornish,  who  Is  alleged  to  have  received 
the  package  from  which  Mrs.  Adams 
was  givi-n  the  poison  that  caused  her 
death.  While  Cornish  and  M'0lii''ux 
had  (juarreled  many  months  previously, 
that  was  not  In  hself  sufndent  motive 
for  an  altemi»t  by  Mollneux  to  get  rid 
of  Cornish.  On  the  other  hand.  C*or- 
nlsh's  relations  with  the  divorced 
daughter  of  Mrs.  .•Xilams  furnished  a 
reason  why  Cornish  should  want  to  re- 
move Mis.  Adams,  who  Is  said  to  have 
objtMned  to  their  Intimacy.  However 
tnat  may  be,  there  was  absolutely 
nothlnp  to  sustain  the  charge  of  mur- 
der a.i;alnst  Molineux.  and  the  verdu  i 
of  the  jury  will  be  quite  generally  ap- 
proved. 

Molineux  was  once  found  guilty  of 
this  crime  and  sentenced  to  death  In 
the  electric  chair.  Mrs.  Adams  died  on 
Dec.  29,  189.S.  On  Feb.  2".  1899.  Molln- 
eux was  arrested,  and  one  year  later 
he  was  found  guilty,  his  lawyers  mak- 
ing the  serious  mistake  of  not  putting 
the  defendant  on  the  stand  to  tell  hi.^ 
story.  An  apiieal  was  taken,  and 
finally  the  higher  court  granted  a  nev/ 
trial,  with  the  result  that  Mollneux  ha.^ 
now.  after  three  years  within  the 
shadow  of  the  death  chair,  been  acquit- 
ted of  the  awful  charge  and  restored  to 
his  family. 

The  case  of  Molineux  shows  the  ad- 
vantage of  having  a  rich  father.  Had 
he  been  unable  to  employ  able  counsel, 
and  meet  all  the  heavy  expenses  con- 
nected with  the  appeal  and  the  trial, 
he  would  undoubtedly  have  died  In 
the  electric  chair  at  Auburn.  But  Gen. 
Mollneux.  the  father  of  the  accused, 
spent  money  liberally  to  provide  his 
sou  with  the  best  lawyers,  and  to  se- 
cure the  presence  of  the  needed  wit- 
nesses and  the  testimony  of  handwrit- 
ing experts,  to  combat  that  presented 
by  the  state.  There  is  no  happier 
father  In  the  world  today  than  Gen. 
Mollneux. 


CANADA'S    FUTURE. 

The  speech  delivered  by  Archbishop 
Ireland  at  the  banquet  of  the  Minne- 
sota society  In  New  York  contained  a 
reference  to  Canadian  annexation  that 
will  be  heartily  endorsed  by  the  people 
of  the  Northwest,  at  least,  and  al.so 
by  a  growing  number  of  Canadians 
who  perceive  that  the  future  of  the 
Dominion  must  Inevitably  witness  a 
change  from  its  political  satus.  The 
archbishop  predicted  that  Canada 
would  eventually  become  a  part  of  the 
United  States.  He  said: 

"I  do  not  want  to  be  bellicose,  but 
I  say  this  for  myself:  As  sure  as  fate, 
although  you  and  I  may  not  see  It,  the 
starry  banner  will  wave  mistress  over 
all  the  territory  from  the  gulf  to  the 
bay.  There  will  be  no  conquest,  no 
war.  The  hearts  across  the  border 
are  already  beating  with  love  for  us, 
and  commerce  and  agriculture  are  call- 
ing for  espousals." 

It  will  be  noticed  that  Archbishop 
Ireland  does  not  expect  the  annexation 
of  Canada  to  take  place  at  an  early 
date — perhaps  not  in  the  life  of  the 
present  generation— and  yet  it  may 
come  sooner  than  he  expects.  Of 
course,  there  will  be  no  war.The  United 
States  would  never  wage  a  war  for 
the  conquest  of  Canada,  nor,  should 
Canada  desire  to  sever  her  relations 
with  the  British  empire  and  link  her 
fortunes  with  the  great  American  re- 
public, would  the  British  government 
attempt  by  force  of  arms  to  prevent  it. 
The  present  connection  between  Can- 
ada and  "the  mother  country"  is  large- 
ly sentimental.  The  tie  that  binds 
them  together  is  but  a  slender  cord 
that  may  be  snapped  at  any  moment, 
and  some  political  revolution  may  re- 
sult In  it  being  severed  in  the  not  dis- 
tant future.  It  Is  altogether  probable 
that  the  first  step  that  will  be  taken  by 
the  t!anadlans  will  be  tho  formation  of 
an  Independent  republic.  From  that 
state  the  drift  will  be  steady  towards 
amalgamation  with  the  older  republic 
and  the  floating  of  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  from  Hudson's  bay  to  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico. 


ONE  CENT  POSTAGE. 

Now  that  Congressman  Loud  has 
been  defeated  for  congress,  an  attempt 
will  soon  be  made  to  have  1-cent  post- 
age adopted  by  congress,  and  it  Is 
quite  possible  that  the  effort  may  be 
successful  In  the  near  future.  It  Is 
probable  that  Congressman  George  W. 
Smith  of  Illinois  will  become  chairman 
of  the  house  committee  on  postoffices 
and  post.  Mr.  Smith  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  for  a  number  of 
years  and  stood  third  on  the  list  at 
the  last  session.  The  defeat  of  Con- 
gressman Loud  of  CallfornTfe,.  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  would.  If  senior- 
ity were  observed,  place  Congressman 
Ketcham  of  New  York  at  the  head  of 
the  committee.  Mr.  Ketcham  unfor- 
tunately is  very  deaf,  so  much  so  that 
he  Is  unable  to  hear  conversation 
without  the  uset  of  an  ear  trumpet, 
and  his  atfllcflon.  It  is  thought,  will 
prevent  him  from  attemtplng  to  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  committee.    In  that 
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event  the  honor  would  undoubtedly  fall 
to  Mr.  Smith,  who  has  been  one  of  the 
most  active  members  of  the  committee. 
Mr.  Smith's  advancement  would  assure 
a  favorable  reiiort  by  the  committee 
upon  the  bill  reducing  letter  postage  to 
1  cent.  .Mr.  Smith  has  had  that  mea- 
sure before  congress  for  a  number  of 
years  and  has  gained  new  friends  and 
Increased  .♦iupport  for  it  at  each  ses- 
sion. He  has  not  been  successful,  how- 
ever. In  securing  the  support  of  Chair- 
man Loud,  who  has  persistently  op- 
posd  it,  on  the  ground  that  tho  con- 
dition of  the  post  revenue  would  not 
warrant  the  reduction. 

With  the  steady  decrease  In  the  de- 
lUit  In  postal  affalr.s  there  is  now 
much  more  reason  why  1-cent  i)08tagJ 
should  be  adopted,  and  the  prospects 
are  much  brighter  than  heretofore. 


THE  NATIONAL  DEBT. 

Tho  reduction  of  the  national  debt  of 
the  l'nited  States  In  the  last  few  de- 
cades places  this  country  far  In  the  lead 
o  fthe  world  from  a  financial  stand- 
point. The  majority  of  the  great  coun- 
ties have  been  increa.slng  their  Indebt- 
edne.ss,  and  even  England,  which  was 
cutting  down  Its  indebtedness  previous 
to  1899,  has  added  many  millions  to  It 
slme,  on  account  of  the  Boer  war.  The 
improvement  In  the  United  States  In 
getting  out  of  debt  has  been  moat 
:  Uriking. 

The  government's  Interest-bearing 
debt,  a  large  part  of  which  was  held  m 
Kuiopo,  was  at  Its  highest  at  the  clo.><^ 
of  the  clvU  war,  when  it  stood  around 
the  $2,400,000,000  mark.  There  was  a 
gradtal  reduction  afterward  In  the  bur- 
den of  the  debt  for  many  years  by  the 
Iiayment  and  cancellation  of  some  of 
the  bonds  and  by  the  funding  of  the 
others  at  lower  rates  of  Interest.  The 
total  annual  interest  charge  when  at 
Its  highest  at  the  end  of  the  civil  war 
was  over  $150,000,000,  while  it  is  now 
about  $29,000,000.  and  the  aggregate  of 
the  debt  has  been  cut  to  about  $9lW,000,- 
000.  The  pre.sent  interest-bearing  bur- 
den of  the  government  Is  only  a  little 
over  a  third  what  It  was  a  third  of  Ji 
century  ago,  while  the  interest  charge 
Is  less  than  a  fifth  of  what  It  was 
then.  The  debt  per  capita,  interest  and 
n(>n-interest-bearlng.  in  the  aggregate, 
which  was  $79  when  at  Its  highest  at 
the  end  of  the  war  of  1861-65,  is  now 
about  $13,  and  the  per  capita  of  the  in- 
terest charge,  which  was  $4.30  then,  is 
35  cents  now. 

This  reduction  Is  due  largely  to  the 
prosperity  of  the  country,  and  Is  highly 
creditable  to  the  country  and  Its  people. 

The  outlook  for  the  continuance^  ex- 
isting prosperous  condition  is  set  forth  in 
the  New  York  Tribune  as  follows:  "Many 
of  the  best  known  and  most  important 
railroad  corporations  in  the  country  hava 
recently  awarded  large  contracts  for  new 
rolling  stock,  and  the  present  outlook  en- 
courages the  belief  that  every  car  and 
evi-ry  engine  will  be  i>ut  In  active  use 
as  soon  as  It  Is  delivered.  The  growth 
of  the  prosperity  of  this  great  nation  far 
surpasses  precedent." 

The  Topeka  State  Journal  says:  "The 
Influence  of  the  trans-continental  rail- 
roads against  the  construction  of  an 
isthmian  canal,  appears  to  be  exerted 
now  from  Bogota  Instead  of  from  Wash- 
ington. The  Colombian  government  is 
presenting  all  sorts  of  obstacles  to  the 
ratification  of  a  suitable  treaty."  It  Is 
not  likely  that  the  trans-continental  roads 
are  wasting  either  time  or  money  against 
the  isthmian  canal. 


Oklahoma  and  New  Mexico,  having  been 
found  to  be  loyal  to  the  Republican  party, 
are  quite  certain  to  be  admitted  to  the 
Union.  It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  in  a  burst 
of  congressional  magnanimity  Arizona, 
which  happens  to  be  slightly  Democratic, 
will  be  admitted  with  the  other  two 
nourishing  territories.  Whenever  a  ter- 
ritory Is  entitled  to  admission,  its  politics 
should   cut   no   figure. 


A  male  patient  died  at  the  Rochester 
Insane  hospital  a  few  days  ago.  and  an 
Inquest  developed  the  fact  that  several 
of  his  libf-  had  been  broken  and  ho  had 
received  other  injuries  sutflclcnt  to  cause 
death.  It  Is  evident  that  he  was  brutally 
traeted  In  the  asylum,  and  those  respon- 
sivle   for  It   should   be   severely   punished. 

Tho  objection  made  to  woman  suffrage 
on  the  ground  that  women  take  no  In- 
terest In  politics  and  do  not  care  to  ex- 
ercise the  franchise,  does  not  apply  to 
Colorado,  where  a  woman  was  arrested 
on  election  day  for  repeating.  It  also 
rather  knocks  out  the  claim  that  woman 
suffrage   purities   politic*. 

There  are  some  advantages  about  the 
Southern  plan  of  carrying  on  elections. 
There  Is  never  any  talk  of  a  contest 
down  there,  except  In  the  case  of  an 
occasional  congressman,  when  the  con- 
testant needs  the  money  and  his  party 
has  a  majority  In  the  house. 

The  sale  of  the  Minneapolis  Times  to

Wheat  Still  Moving  From 

Duluth  to   That 

Market. 


Receipts  at  Duluth  Large 

But  Stocks  Are 

Not 


Eastern  and  Foreign  De* 

mand— Good  Year 

For  Miilers. 


The  movement  of  Duluth  wheat  to 
Chicago  still  continues  and  the 
amount  that  has  thus  far  been  shipped 
Is  1,357,000  bushels.  The  Peavey  in- 
ttrrests  have  moved  the  larger  part  of 
it  and  undoubtedly  are  using  it  to  mix 
with  other  wheat  in  the  elevators 
there  for  tho  purpose  of  bringing  the 
poorer  stuff  up  to  grade  for  delivery  on 
their  contracts  in  that  market.  These 
shipments  have  been  closely  watched 
bi'  the  trade  in  Chicago  and  for  some 
time  caused  quite  a  Hurry  there  for  an 
air  of  considerable  mystery  was  main- 
tained   about    them. 

Wheat  is  not  the  only  grain  that  has 
been  going  to  Chicago,  for  shipmenis 
of  flax  have  aggregated  768,000  bushels 
and  barley  129.000  bushels. 

Duluth  has  thus  far  received  about 
22,0O(t,O00  bushels  of  the  crop  of  1902. 
It  is  estimated  that  almost  that 
amount  is  still  to  come  forward.  Tliere 
will,  however,  undoubtedly  be  a 
sharp  falling  off  in  the  receipts  imme- 
diately after  the  close  of  navigation. 
The  grain  is  being  rushed  forward  aa 
it  is  always  for  shipment  East  and 
abroad.  This  is  evidenced  by  the 
small  accumulation  of  wheat  in  the 
elevators  here,  for  stoclcs  now  are  only 
about   3,000.000   bushels. 

The  demand  for  wheat  from  the 
Eastern  millers  continues  good  and 
Duluth  shii)pers  have  been  working 
1,000.000  bushels  a  week  and  better  for 
some  time.  The  foreign  demand  is  not 
so  good,  however,  but  considerabfe 
has  been  worked  for  exjjort,  neverthe- 
less. There  have  been  large  crops 
abroad,  but  the  quality  has  not  been 
of  the  best  and  the  foreigners  need  the 
fine  hard  wheat  of  the  Northwest  for 
ml.xlug  purposes  to  bring  their  ow'n 
grain  up  to  the  milling  standard.  Con- 
siderable Manitoba  wheat  has  been 
worked  this  fall,  as  It  was  last,  but 
less  stress  is  laid  upon  the  f.xct  that 
it  undersells  the  American  wheat.  Otto 
Lohrke,  the  well  known  New  York  ex- 
porter. In  discussing  this  as  well  as 
the  general  situation  from  the  export 
Btandi)oint.  said  a  day  or  two  ago: 

"You  don't  hear  so  much  of  the  Ma- 
nitoba wheat  this  year,  because  it  is  an 
oud  story.  The  Manitoba  wheat  i.«  sell- 
ing this  year,  as  it  did  last,  cheaper 
than  the  American,  but  its  market  is 
restricted  to  the  United  Ivingdom,  and 
It  competes  only  with  our  spring 
wheats. 

"This  has  not  been  so  far  an  en- 
tirely satisfactory  year  for  the  export- 
ers. It  never  is  with  ocean  freights  so 
low.  We  have  so  far  had  only  the 
wheat  to  work  with,  and  the  exporter, 
as  well  as  the  ocean  freight  m.in,  must 
have  the  whole  grain  list — corn,  wheat, 
barley,  rye  and  oats — at  his  command 
to  make  his  turns  the  (luickest  and  to 
work  to  the  best   advantage. 

"There  have  this  seson  been  sur- 
prlcea.  The  big  crops  abroad  led  to 
the  expectation  of  a  moderate  demand 
from  that  direction,  but  Europe's  wet 
harvest  created  a  sudden  demand  for 
our  good  wheat.  The  poor  quality  of 
some  of  the  grain  has  not  this  season 
resulted  in  low  prices.  The  flour  de- 
mand upset  the  precedent  In  that  par- 
ticular. There  has  been  so  much  ad- 
vertising of  big  crops  of  late  years  in 
this  country,  reserves  had  got  to  a 
very  low  point,  especially  flour  re- 
serves. The  miller  is  getting  the  bene- 
fit of  the  long  indifference  and  over- 
confldence  of  the  buyer  of  every  class." 

William  T.  Baker,  of  the  Chicago 
board,  discussing  the  crop  movement, 
said: 

"The  people  who  use  the  wheat  In  the 
Northwest  think  they  see  the  end  of 
their  croD  movement.  That  is  extra- 
ordinary with  the  crop  under  way  to 
market  only  two  months,  but  those 
who  are  dependent  on  the  movement, 
and  who  have  the  best  facilities  for 
obtaining  the  facts,  believe  it  to  be 
the  situation.  With  the  Northwest 
miller  it  is  not  a  question  of  srice,  b\jt 
of  securing  his  supply.  He  has  not  this 
season  been  able  to  draw,  as  he  did 
last,  on  the  fine  wheat  of  Kansas.  That 
state  has  not  had  the  grain  of  desir- 
able quality,  and  it  has  been  short  in 
quantity.  While  the  Minneapolis  miller 
It  year  supplemented  his  home  supply 
with  the  choice  hard  winter  wheat  of 
Kansas,  he  has  had  just  the  other  ex- 
perience this.  The  Southwestern  mill- 
er has  been  drawing  supplies  from  the 
Minneapolis  territory.  The  milling 
demand  this  year  is  not  appreciated. 
There  is  in  this  country  a  flour-mak- 
ing capacity  that,  according  to  milling 
experts,  could  u.se  up  the  whole  crop 
In  six  months  If  running  full.  This 
year,  .so  unusual  have  been  the  Hour 
demand  and  flour-making  profit,  an 
exceptional  proportion  of  the  full 
grinding  capacity  has  been  at  work. 

"A  wet  harvest  abroad  is  not  appre- 
ciated, except  by  the  speculators  with 
long  memories.  It  has  has  always 
meant  unusual  advances  on  this  side. 
Tho  harvest  conditions  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and  on  the  continent  this 
summer  were  the  worst  for  a  gener- 
ation. There  is  no  difference  in  the 
advices  on  that  matter.  In  1879  the  de- 
mand for  American  wheat  to  make  up 
deficiencies  abroad  caused  by  the  wet 
harvest  aided  appreciably  in  the  re- 
sumption of  specie  payment. 

"This  is  a  year  of  scarcity  of  good 
milling  wheat,  scarcity  the  world  over. 
That  is  the  situation  at  home  and  yet 
the  foreigner  is  drawing  on  our  less- 
ened supj)Iy  because  that  Is  aKso  the 
situation   abroad. 

"The.se  are  the  circumstances  influ- 
encing the  man  who  expects  to  see 
higher  wheat  prices."

Kinanclal  reforms  In  the  I'nited  States, 
with  Ud  va.st  population,  and  dlversiiied  in- 
tert-st.H,  are,  a.s  tht-y  should  be.  a  muttt-r  of 
tvohitlon.  Public  sentiment  is  the  facto-.- 
which  in  matti-rs  afffCtiuK  all  cla.«st-a  of 
the  people,  ileiermines  the  trenti  of  legi.s- 
iaiioii  In  repre.siutative  Kovernmenta.  A 
geiu-r  il  public  perception  of  the  nee.l  of  le- 
form  in  our  currency  laws  will  lead  a.-*  a 
rule,  to  corrective  leKislatlon,  provided 
our  lawmakers  and  currency  reformers, 
will  advocitf  practical  plans  which  are 
not  so  radical  as  to  be  at  variance  with, 
and  in  advanc  of,  public  sentiment. 
Whatever  may  be  our  individual  theoiiej 
as  liankers  as  to  branch  banking,  re- 
form of  th<'  pre.^ent  sub-treasury  system 
and  asset  an<l  emergency  circulation,  we 
nli.iiiM  view  with  distrust  and  apprehen- 
Bion  as  practical  men  the  extremely  radi- 
<Tal  .mil  comprehinsive  measures  suK^est- 
ed  at  the  present  tim<",  covering  not  only 
asset  anil  emerjji'ncy.  hut  branch  bank- 
inK  anil  suh-trea.sury  i-hansjos  as  well.  The 
currency  retormer  should  ask  himself: 
What  are  those  simple  proopsitlons  out  of 
all  the  many  which  have  so  lanR  been  dia- 
closed,  which  the  i>eople.  not  simply  tho 
bankers,  can  unite  upon  ami  have  inrir- 
por.-ited  Into  law?  To  find  what  Is  the  best 
praeiicable  reform  at  this  time,  not  sim- 
ply what  is  l)est  theoretically,  shouM  be 
our  purpose  as  busine.Hsmen.  I..et  us  take 
one  .step,  or  we  may  not  take  any.  We 
had  best  conclude  at  the  outset  that 
whatever  may  bo  the  leRlslatlve  outcome 
of  the  universal  discus.slon  and  public  in- 
terest relative  to  the  trust  i|uetUion,  until 
coiiKres.i  .settles  its  mind  as  to  what 
to  do  with  the  question  of  the  relation  of 
the  jfoverumi  nt  to  the  present  Rreat  imliis- 
trlal  combinations,  it  Is  not  RoInK  to  take 
down  the  bars  and  remove  the  exlstins? 
restrietiiins  upon  branch  T),-\nklng,  thus 
further  faciilt.itliiR  the  jiro^rress  of  con- 
Holida'ion  in  the  banking  Interests  which 
la  alreinly  Koini;  on  to  some  extent, 
throuKh  other  devices,  than  the  branch 
bankInK  system. 

Whether  branch  hanklnsr  Is  rijrht  or 
■wronj.:  as  an  economic  principle,  as  ornntl 
cal  men.  we  can  make  uii  our  minds  at  ih.> 
outset  that  the  publli:  will  hnve  nothlt\«r 
to  do  now  with  the  branch  banking  M.-as. 
and  that  to  couple  It  with  another  measure 
of  currency  reform  in  nny  plan  of  li'gisl.a- 
tlon,  will  be  to  injure  the  chances  of  both 

In  this  cotmtry  we  are  leailliig  the  world 
commercially,  because  under  out'iaw  and 
government  we  havp  made  It  our  special 
effort  to  protect  the  rights,  intere:-,ts  and 
opportunities  of  the  Individual  and  of  the 
small  enterprise.     To  the  protective  tariff 


f;ystcm,  which  kept  the  flood  of  foreign 
comjietilion  from  our  manufacturing  In- 
terests in  thvdr  earlier  stages,  we  owe 
In  grt'at  p.-wt  our  magnificent  Indusiilal 
development  as  a  nation.  The  I'liiu^d 
States  has  Just  entered  fairly  upon  tne 
Work  of  developing  Its  almost  boumlle.-ri 
re.'^ources,  and  we  are  imt  ready  as  a 
nation  to  dispense  with  tho  .-^m  ill  bus- 
iness man  or  <'urtall  Ido  opportuidtles, 
fop  that  small  business  man  may  become 
a  great  bu.-<lness  man.  and  In  so  doing 
may  grow  to  bring  opportuidty  for  em- 
pl.iymeiit  and  accunuitation  to  thoii.sands 
of  iiiir  people  in  town.s  and  territories 
where  now  there  are  but  restricted  an  1 
undeveloped  fields  of  work.  And  If  we 
.ire  not  yet  ready  to  dispense  with  tho 
man  of  small  enterprises;  If,  as  a  nation 
we  .still  regard  It  wise  to  protect  his  op- 
riortunllies.  It  la  better  for  us  to  pav 
the  small  aililltional  cost  of  this  present 
great  banking  system  of  Vm  Independent 
banking  units,  as  compared  wliii  the  cost 
of  a  branch  banking  system.  Our  pres- 
ent banking  facilities  are  well  caring  for 
our  gnat  Industrial  concerns.  These  great 
combinations  si-em  to  be  doing  wi  II.  and  it 
is  to  the  national  Interest  that  they  pros- 
per. Hut  It  Is  not  the  large  concorn.s 
which  are  suffering  these  days;  it  is  th,^ 
small  ones.  With  an  Increasing  public 
agitation  to  ngulute  an>l  curb  Imlustrl  il 
combinations,  which  has  arisen  largely 
from  the  feeling  that  the  flco[)e  of  Indiv- 
liiiuil  endeavor  Is  being  so  contracted  aa 
to  endanger  the  highest  national  prog- 
ress, let  us  beware  how  we  remove  re- 
strictive legislaiion  alre.idv  on  our  stat- 
ute books.  Hranch  banking  may  come 
in  times  when  wtill  further  the  great 
process  of  Industrial  centralization  and 
n.itlonal  dc\  .I.ipment  shall  have  contin- 
ues, but  It  is  not  time  for  it  now.  and 
from  the  standpoint  of  public  policy  as 
bankers,  and  as  citizens,  we  should  op- 
po.se   It   at   the   present   time. 

What  W(>  should  do  now.  Is  to  con.soU- 
date  our  whole  efforts  behind  some  meas- 
ure  for  an  elastic  circulation,  the  need 
of  which  wo  all  feel.  In  .support  of  such 
a  measure;  both  the  friemls  and  oi>pon- 
ents  of  branch  banking  can  unite,  in- 
stead of  demanding  i  hanges.  In  financial 
legislation,  concerning  which  there  is  not 
even  among  our.selves.  any  unanimltv  of 
opinion,  let  us  ask  at  this  time  simply 
for  an  emergency  ilrculatlon,  which  will 
supply  the  n.  (led  elactlelly  In  our  cur- 
rency to  a.sslst  lis  In  the  crop  moving  per- 
iod, and  In  times  of  panic,  waiting  until 
th.at  reform  Is  attained,  to  urge  other  r<'- 
forms.  Let  us  now  advoc.ite  for  the  pur- 
pose of  allowing  elactlcitv  to  bank-note 
Issues  to  prote.t  the  banks  and  the  com- 
munity In  times  of  panic,  a  small  amount 
of  uncovered  notes.  In  addition  to  the 
secured  notes  which  should  be  authorized 
by  law  under  the  following  limitations: 
They  shoidd  be  aubje(ttd  to  so  heavy  a 
tax  that  they  could  not  be  Issued  In  nor- 
mal tlme.s  fur  the  purpose  of  profit,  but 
Would  be  available  In  times  of  emergi-ncy. 
This  tax  should  be  so  large  upon  the  sol- 
vent Issuing  i)anks  as  to  nrovide  a  fund, 
which,  in  connection  with  the  pro-rata 
share  of  the  assets  of  an  Insolvent  b.-mk 
would  be  sufficient  to  rediMm  the  notes  In 
full,  without  necessitating  any  preference 
of  nide-holders  ov<>r  depositors  of  nny 
Insolvent  Issuing  bank.  The  tax  shoulil 
be  so  large  as  to  force  this  currencv  Into 
retirement  as  sorm  as  the  emerg«-ncy 
passes.  Such  a  currency  could  he  used 
fmly  to  lessen  the  evil  effect  of  the  too 
rapid  Ibnildatlon  "f  creillts  which  are  col- 
lapsing under  a  financial  panic,  but  cotdd 
not  be  profitably  used  as  a  basis  of  busi- 
ness community  what  the  clearing  house 
eertlflcates  are  to  our  cities  In  times  of 
panic— a  remedy  for  an  emergency,  not 
an  Instrimient  of  current  business. 

Horace  White,  of  New  York,  siK)kc  on 
assets   currency. 

Mr.  White  .s.ild  In  j)art:  "Let  me  ex- 
plain whiit  We  mean  by  assets  currency. 
Tills  is  a  phra.'ic  peculiar  to  our  own 
ciumtry.  I'roperly  speaking,  all  bank 
rotes  are  a.ssets  currency,  since  their 
goodness  dejiends  upon  the  assets  of  the 
Issuing  bank.  This  is  true  of  our  own 
national  oank  notes,  since  the  bonds  de- 
posited In  the  tn^asury  as  security  for 
them  are  assets  of  the  Issuing  bank.  So 
the  dlstmctlve  feature  of  assets  currencv, 
as  we  use  the  term,  is  that  the  bank  It- 
-velf  hfdds  all  the  a.s.sets  on  which  th.s 
goodness  of  the  notes  depends.  Instutid  of 
depositing  some  part  of  them  In  the  [lub- 
llc  treasury.  The  reason  for  lodsring  a 
portion  of  them  In  the  treasury  Is  to 
Kcard  against  loss  through  bad  Invest- 
trent,  fraudulent  manat;ement  or  rob- 
berv.  These  banking  risk.s  exist  ahvavs 
and  everywhere.  Yet  asset*  ciirrenc.y 
prevails  In  all  civilized  countries  except 
the  t'nited  States  and  that  part  of  Oreat 
Hrltnln  called  Kngland.  It  exists  In  Scot- 
latiil  and  Ireland,  us  well  ns  on  the  con- 
tinent of  Kurone.  Hank  notes  secured  by 
assets  not  under  the  control  of  the  issu- 
ing bank  are  the  very  rare  exceptions  to 
a   general    rule." 

Mr.  White  devoted  much  of  his  address 
to  a  discussion  of  the  Bowler  bill,  em- 
bodying the  principle  of  assets  currency 
which  was  before  congress  last  winter.  . 
"Assets  currency."  .said  Mr.  White, 
"ought  to  be  better  than  government 
notes,  because  the  assets  of  the  banks 
consist  of  the  circulating  properties  of 
thf>  country.  If  these  assets  are  not 
gwid,  nothing  is  good.  If  they  were  not 
Kood.  the  government  cotdd  not  long  ex- 
ist. The  asset.s  of  the  bank  are  partly 
cash  and  j)artlv  claims  upon  the  pro- 
ducers  and  holders  of  the  country's 
wealth  of  every  descrlpthm.  Th»>  gov- 
ernment has  nothing  but  the  right  to  tax. 


and  this  Is  effectual  only  In  so  far  as  tho 
producing  nower  of  the  country.  In  which 
the  capllal  and  deposits  of  the  banks 
are   Invested.   Is  profitably  employed. 

"One  feature  of  the  IndianajKjlis  plan 
of  assets  currency  which  has  not  at- 
tracted the  attention  that  It  deserves.  It 
provides  that  the  i^overnment  shall  hold 
a  5  per  cent  guarantee  fund,  with  the 
puower  to  replenish  it  by  taxation  when 
needful;  also  a  paramount  lien  on  the 
assets  of  failed  banks  and  on  the  share- 
holders' liability,  for  the  redemption  of 
the  notes  of  such  banks.  Having  sup- 
plied the  gov»'rnment  In  this  way  with 
the  me.nns  for  redi-mptlim  of  bank  notes. 
It  provides  that  the  treasury  shall  receive 
at  par  all  such  notes  In  payments  to  It- 
self except  for  duties  on  Imports,  and 
that  It  shall  >iot  p;iy  them  to  Its  own 
creditors  without  their  consent.  Under 
this  plan,  therefore,  the  note-holder  can 
lose  nothing,  because  he  can  use  the 
notes  In  payment  to  the  government,  and 
the  govertiment  cannot  lose,  because  It  is 
armed    with    the    power    to   recoup   Itself." 

The  report  of  the  treasur.r,  H.  M  Rey- 
nolds, of  Chicago,  showed  receipts  of

'   ces.      In    his    camiKilgn    he    stood    for    tlie 
I   Henry     (Jeorge     Idea— for     the    .loctallstlc 
Idea.      Uesldes    this    he    ilenounced    every 
form  of  combination.     Not  only   that,   but 
he   went  so  fiU"  as  to  mention   names  and 
denounce    even    the    persons    who    worki'd 
for  corporations.   Irrespective  of  the   fact 
that  these  persons  had   nothing  whatever 
to    do    with    the    formation    of   policies    of 
the    corporations    for    which    they    worked 
or  had  anything  whatever  to  say  regard- 
ing   their    management. 

"I  have  been  identilled  with  the  lialtl- 
moro  and  Ohio  Interests  for  a  number  of 
I  years.  He  came  into  m.v  district  and 
charged  openly  that  any  man  who  repre- 
sented corporate  Inti-rests  In  any  way  was 
not  lit  to  represent  a  con>;resHlonal  dls- 
,  trlct  in  congress.  I  am  a  ln-liever  in  his 
home  rule  doctrine,  and  also  In  the  ei|U.al 
taaxtlon  jirlnciple  which  he  preached, 
and  if  he  had  simply  stuck  to  those  texts 
he  would  have  been  all  right;  but  ho  did 
not  do  that.

Williams  violated  his  pande,  and  the 
authorities  there  will  probably  want 
him  again  as  soon  as  he  is  released 
from  .'^t  ill  water. 

When  that  release  from  Stillwater 
win  occur  is  not  yet  known,  but  it  may 
not  be  for  thlity  ye;irs. 

Williams  is  dearly  a  much-disap-

stantly that  when  the  time  should  come 
he  would  have  an  abundance  of  money 
with  which  to  defend  him.self.

The  court 
entrusted  the  matter  to  its  procurator, 
who  recommended  that  no  action  be 
taken  against  the  magistrate,  since 
the  military  edict  was  clearly  illegal 
and  void,  but  advised  the  prosecution 
of  the  governor  for  having  preferred 
false  charges  againsV  the  magistrate. 
The  court  coincided  with  this  view. 
but  declared  that,  inasmuch  as  the 
governor  probably  acted  in  ignonnce 
of  the  law,  rather  than  through  per- 
sonal malice  against  the  magistr.ite, 
no  action  W(juld  be  taken  against  him, 
provided  he  dirl  not  re>>ort  the  offen.se. 

It  Is  perfe.tly  un<lerstood  that  the 
Rus-slans  will  have  their  way  in  the 
end.  but  It  is  evident  that  in  the  mean- 
while no  opportunity  will  be  lost  to 
render  them  ridiculous  or  to  create 
difficulties   for   theiji. 

The  great  problem  is  what  to  do  with 
the  14.000  yftung  men  who  refuse  com- 
pliance with  the  nulitary  law.  Their 
numbers  are  their  strength.  It  is 
said  the  government  would  like  to 
proceed  against  those  of  the  educated 
Classes  only,  but  they  have,  almost  to 
a  man.  gone  to  Germany,  Sweden  or 
England  temporarily,  or  emigrated 
altogether. 


Roads  on  Rockefeller 
Estate. 

New  York.  Nov.  12.— John  D.  Rocke- 
feller has  set  his  foot  down  nard  In 
opposition  to  the  automobile  "scorch- 
ing craze."  The  Standard  Oil  magnate 
has  taken  measures  to  apprehend  and 
bring  into  court  every  driver  of  the  de- 
tested motor  car  wiio  ventures  on  the 
attractive  roads  of  his  magniJiceut 
estate  in  the  Conto  Hills,  on  the  Hud- 
son liver. 

Inlike  the  Vanderbilts,  John  Jacob 
Astor  and  <iozens  of  other  multi-mil- 
lionaires, none  of  the  Itockefellers  has 
contrat'ted  the  craze  for  scorching 
iibout  the  country  in  motor  cars.  They 
are  i»rominent  in  chur<h  and  Sunday 
school  work,  and  for  a  long  time  pajt 
have  been  exceedingly  annoyed  be- 
cause, while  they  are  keeping  the  Sab- 
bath and  seeking  (juiet  and  rest  in 
their  rural  retreats,  scorchers,  at- 
tracted by  the  beautiful  roads,  have 
overrun  their  estates,  despite  all  re- 
quests to  keep  away.  John  D.  Rocke- 
feller last  Sunday  increased  his  force 
of  watchmen,  and  instructed  them  that 
he  would  h<dd  them  responsll>le  for 
ailov.ing  automobiles  to  pass  that  way, 
at  least  without  having  idemjiled  liie 
owners  as  a  basis  for  legal  procedure. 

The  watchmen  were  given  stations 
on  different  parts  of  the  estate,  and 
provided  with  means  of  signaling  each 
other  on  (he  approach  of  an  interdict- 
ed  machine. 

Mr.  Rockefeller  has  also  added  to  his 
signs  of  warning  a  large  number 
which  are  more  conspicuous  than  any 
heretofore  used  for  this  purpo.se  in  this 
liart  of  the  country.  They  are  four 
feet  square,  and  the  warning  in  huge 
letters: 

"Motor  cars  not  allowed  under  pen- 
alty of  the  law." 

So  conspicuous  were  these  slt'ns  that 
for  the  first  Sunday  recently,  Mr. 
Rockefeller  enjoyed  comparative  im- 
munity from  the  displeasing  sight  and 
sound  of  racing  machines  running 
through  his  grounds.  It  Is  said  that 
other  rich  motor-car-phobists  will  fol- 
low his  example  to  an  extent  that  will 
make  the  banks  of  the  Hudson  almost 
inaccessible  to  automobilists  who  in- 
sist on  gotng  faster  than  the  law  al- 
lows.

These 
operations  will  give  the  mill  at  Scan- 
ion  a  cut  next  season  of  about  80,000,- 
000  feet.  Clough  &  Hurd  have  taken 
the  contract  to  bank  40,000,000  feet  for 
the  Scanlon-Glpson  comi>apy  at  Nlck- 
erson,  Minn.,  where  the  lumber  will  iKi 
sav.ed  by  Chamberlain  &  Co.s  mill,  an 
Interest  identitied  with  the  Brooks- 
Sennlon  and  Scanlon-Glpson  companies. 
iJesides  the  large  contracts  .  i3 
claimed  that  varii»us  contractors  will 
put  in  smaller  amounts  of  logs  totaling 
ab.>ut  120.000,000  feet  for  the  Scanlon- 
Glpson   company. 

A  report  from  the  Brooks-Scanlon 
base  of  operations  says  that  men  are 
bcarce  and  the  highest  wages  are  being 
paid. 

The  timber  is  now  being  cleared  oft.' 
loo  acres  on  the  south  end  of  Hemidji 
lake,  where  the  Crookston  Lumber 
company  will  this  winter  erect  its 
larire  new  mill.  It  Is  to  be  In  running 
order  in  the  next  six  months,  and  will 
cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $.!00,000  and, 
next  to  the  Brooks-Scanlon  plant,  is 
intended  to  be  one  of  the  most  up-to- 
date  mill  proi>erties  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state.  The  timber  to  b-' 
cut  at  the  new  mill  will  come  from  tht, 
headwaters  of  the  Mississippi  river, 
and  from  along  the  line  of  the  Minne- 
sota &  International  railway.  In  East- 
ern   Beltrami   and    Northern    Itasca. 

The  boom  campany  has  ceased  opei- 
8 tions  on  the  Mississippi  river  for  this 
season.  It  Is  estimated  that  there  are 
200.mt0.000  feet  of  logs  belonging  to 
vailous  Minneapolis  concerns  that  are 
hung  up  along  the  river  and  will  not  be 
taken  down  until  another  year.  lu 
one  drive  in  the  Mississippi  river,  a  few 
miles  below  Its  Junction  with  Elk  river 
there  is  100,000.000  feet  of  logs.  Karly 
delivery  of  the  logs  in  the  spring  will 
n.ean  a  busy  opening  of  the  sawing 
'aea»on   at   Minneapolis  next  spring. 

The  Tower  Lumber  contpany  is  sal  1 
to  have  ten  camps  running  at  the 
present  time,  and  will  take  out  about 
30.000,000  feet  for  next  vear's  cut. 

The  mill  of  Nolan  Bros.  &  Laird,  at 
the  town  of  Sklbo,  about  midway  be- 
tween Tower  and  Two  Harbors,  on  the 
Duluth  &  Iron  Range  road,  has  had  c 
very  busy  season,  and  Is  still  in  opera- 
tion. The  mill  employs  about  150  men 
and  runs  day  and  night.  The  capacity 
every  twenty  hours  is  102.000  feet.  The 
logs  sawed  at  this  plant  are  taken  In 
by  rail  and  floated  down  the  St.  Louis 
river.  All  logging  Is  done  by  contract. 
The  river  has  been  dammed  a  shori 
distance  below  the  mill,  and  the  backed 
up  water  forms  an  excellent  millpond. 
They  have  a  hot  pond  where  the  logs 
are  thawed  out  during  the  winter  run. 
The  company  has  about  9,000,000  feet  of 
white  pine  lumber  In  stock  in  Its  yard-j 
at  Sklbo  at  the  present  time,  practically 
all  of  u  being  last  summer's  cut.  It  will 
build  a  refuse  burner  this  winter  to 
dispose  of  the  waste  sawdust,  slabs 
and  edgings.

"Public  officials  are  usually  unfa- 
miliar with  the  methods  well  estab- 
lished in  the  Issue  of  other  securities, 
and  often  are  even  without  experience 
In  the  Issue  of  municipal  bonds  be- 
cause of  the  frequent  change  In  ofltce 
tenure,  yet  this  county  supervisor  or 
that  city  clerk  must  superintend  ac- 
cordinsT  to  his  own  uncertain  methods. 
or  under  the  direction  of  the  pur- 
chaser, the  preparation  and  negotia- 
tion of  these  bonds. which  find  their  way 
into  the  vaults  of  savings  banks.  The 
Investor  receives  securities  which  are 
printed  or  cheaply  lithographed  on 
blanks,  obtainable  from  any  stationer 
or  printer.  If  their  preparation  is  so 
elaborate  as  to  require  the  use  of 
plates,  after  they  have  served  thei- 
purpose,  these  are  considered  of  small 
value,  and  carelessly  held  by  the  prin- 
ter, and  are  apt  to  fall  into  Improper 
hands.  The  result  has  been  that  In  no 
case  of  security  have  errors  in  Issue 
been  so  common,  or  duplication  and 
fraud  been  so  widely  carried  on,  as 
In  municipal  bonds.  Besides  the  abun- 
dant opportunity  for  error  In  the  pre- 
paration and  execution  of  bonds,  the 
prevailing  method,  or  lack  of  method 
of  issue,  is  almost  an  invitation  to 
the  unscrupulous  to  duplicate  parts  of 
or  entire  issues. 

"The  evidences  of  federal  obligationj 
are  surrounded  with  safeguards.  Cor- 
porations have  long  attained  the  same 
result  in  the  issue  of  their  securities 
through  the  Instrumentality  of  the 
trust  companies. 

"Municipal  officials  are  beginnlfig  to 
realize  the  virtue  of  this  protection  in 
the  issue  of  their  bonds." 

W.  O.  Klttredge.  of  New  York,  fol- 
lowed, saying  in  part: 

"Modern  conditions  demand  regular 
and  systematic  Investigation  and  report 
an  audit  In  all  divisions  of  business.  The 
tru.st  company,  which,.  In  the  short  time 
that  it  ha*  been  before  the  public,  has 
been  exemiit  from  various  rules,  should 
be  no  ecxeptton  in  this  regard.  Banks  are 
systematically  examined  while  trust  com- 
panies are  occasionally  examined  by  rep- 
resentatives of  the  batiking  dei)artments 
of  the  different  states.  Banks  have 
reached  n.  basis  that  might  be  described 
as  uniformity  in  accounting.  On  the 
other  hand,  trust  companies  are  yet  so 
new  that  In  various  directions  their  ac- 
count-keeping is  crude. 

"In  the  prospectus  of  various  trust 
companies  we  find  paraded  at  the  head 
of  the  list,  from  twenty  to  twcnty-flve 
men  who  are  the  directctrs  or  trustees  of 
the  organization  and  who.«e  high  stand- 
ing in  the  community  it  Is  supposed  j^ives 
credit  to  the  company  with  whlcii  they 
are  connected. 

"The  public  does  not  .'^top  to  think  that 
at  best  a  very  small  number  of  men 
stand  for  the  actual  transactions  and 
policy  of  a  company  doing  business.  Such, 
however.  Is  the  case,  and  the  trustees 
hi«:h-mitided  men  as  they  very  generally 
are.  require  the  services  of  an  export 
examiner,  from  time  to  time.  In  order 
that  they  may  know  that  those  put  in 
Immediate  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company  are  not  mismanaging  their  trust. 
On  the  other  h.and.  the  stockholders  and 
the  public  at  large  have  rights  likewise 
In    this    r*Kard." 

While  Mr.  White  spoke  In  reply, 
Profes.sor  Mommensen  left  his  seat 
and  stood  at  Mr.  White's  side  listening 
to  every  word  he  said,  and  nodding  his 
head  in  approval.  Professor  Mommen- 
sen. who  is  considered  the  most  emin- 
ent living  German,  presented  an  extra- 
ordinary figure,  with  his  long  hair  fall- 
ing over  an  old-fashioned  broad  linen 
collar  and  his  bosom  covered  with  dec- 
orations from  all  countries.

Boston,  Nov.  12.— When  E.  R.  Far- 
rlngtcn,  a  retired  Boston  business 
man,  who  killed  h'mself  in  his  lodg- 
ings, 31  Bovvdoin  street,  last  week,  left 
a  note  saying:  "I  leave  ail  my  prop- 
erty to  my  wife/'  it  was  little  thuusht 
that  by  thLs  last  will  and  testament. 
or  what  is  intended  to  act  as  such  he 
had  bequeathed  to  a  woman,  who  haU 
been  his  wife  less  than  forty-ei?ht 
hours,  a  fortune.

AN  ORGAN 


In  Church    May    Result 
In  Split  of  a  Con- 
gregation. 

Lexington,  Ky..  Nov.  12.— After  a 
thirty-year  controversy  over  the  use 
of  an  organ  in  the  house  of  worship 
of  the  Broadway  Christian  church,  on^; 
of  the  leading  congiegatlons  of  the 
Church  of  the  Disciples  is  about  to  be 
spilt,  as  the  congregation  is,  appar- 
ently, in  favor  of  the  instrument.  Two 
weeks  ago  it  was  announced  that  a 
vote  on  the  old  question  would  be 
taken  last  Sunday,  and  a  sensation 
was  created  when  Rev.  John  W.  Mc- 
Garvey,  flrst  pastor  of  the  church, 
head  of  the  Disciples  Bible  college,  and 
one  of  the  venerable  and  famous  men 
of  the  church,  announced  his  with- 
drawal if  an  organ  was  Installed. 

When  the  congregation  took  up  the 
question  Sunday,  the  friends  of  Mc- 
Garvey  offered  a  resolution  postponing 
action  on  the  matter  indefinitely.  This 
was  defeated.  It  showed  that  the  organ 
advocates  were  in  the  majority.  At  tins 
juncture  Charles  J.  Bronston,  the 
famous  lawyer,  arose  and  In  a 
speech  which  brought  tears  to  the  eyes 
of  the  congregathin.  pleaded  that  the 
matter  be  not  disposed  of  at  present. 
He  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  vener- 
able Rev.  McGarvey,  and  his  speech 
had  the  effect  of  staying  action  for 
two  weeks. 

In  the  meantime  a  vigorous  cam- 
paign will  be  prosecuted  by  McGar- 
vey's  friends.  If  the  organ  wins.  It  Is 
believed  it  will  split  the  church  in 
twain.  The  matter  is  the  reigning 
talk  in  religious  circles  in  the  blue 
grass.  McGaiey  takes  the  stand  that 
the  IMhle  is  opposed  to  the  use  of 
musical  instrument  at  worship. 


EXPLOSION  OF  GAS 

Injured    Thirty^Nine    People 
In  New  York  City. 

New  York.  Nov.  12.— An  explosion  of  Il- 
luminating gas  In  the  cellar  of  the  seven 
story  double  tenement  on  Avenue  C,  yes- 
terday afternoon  wrecked  a  store  on  the 
ground  floor  and  Injured  thirty-nine  per- 
sons, several  being  severely  hurt.  Among 
the  injured  were  Battalion  Chief  William 
Guerln,  Fireman  John  J.  Cough  and  Po- 
liceman John   A.    Darrow. 

The  explosion  followed  a  slight  fire 
caused,  it  is  said,  by  a  plumber  who  was 
working    in    the    cellar. 

When  the  firemen,  led  by  Chief  Guerln, 
entered  the  cellar  it  was  found  to  i)e 
charged  with  gas  from  a  melted  lead  con- 
nection and  a  moment  later  an  explosion 
occurred  enveloping  the  men  In  flames 
and  blowing-  out  the  front  of  the  store 
overhead.  A  shower  of  debris  was  hurled 
Into  the  crowd  watching  the  fire,  and 
many  were  struck  with  fragments  of 
glass  and  splinters.  About  twenty  per- 
sons were  taken  to  the  hospital.  The 
firemen  who  were  In  the  cellar  succeeded 
In  m.aklng  their  escape,  all  suffering  more 
or  less  from  burns  and  cuts.  The  damage 
by  the  fire  and  explosion  was  slight.

Nov.  12.— Many  of  the 
ln<lian  mission  schools  of  Oklalioma 
and  Indian  territory  have  bern  started 
and  maintained  by  Miss  Kate  Dre-vel, 
of  Philadelphia,  the  sister  of  Jolin 
Drexel.  the  present  head  of  the  famous 
banking  house  of  that  name.  Since 
l^Wi  she  has  been  "Mother  Katherine" 
Dre.xel.  having  taken  the  veil  in  that 
year  that  she  might  the  more  easily 
devote  her  time  and  money  to  the  up- 
liftins:  of  the  Indian. 

She  has  been  in  Oklahoma  durinp  the 
past  two  \ve.»k.s.  visiting:  the  Indian 
niis.sions.  takinp  mueh  interest  in  the 
wuik  beins  dune  in  eaeh.  She  .'spent 
several  days  in  tJuthrie.  the  guest  of 
the  Ht.  Kev.  Theodore  Meerschaoit, 
bi.shop  i.f  Oklahoma  and  Indian  terri- 
tory, with  whom  she  conferred  rela- 
tive to  her  Schools. 

At  ("hilocco.  where  the  most  import- 
ant Indian  school  In  the  .southwest  is 
located,  she  visited  last  week.  This 
Rcho.d  was  fli-.st  started  by  her  and 
afterward  taken  hold  of  bv  the  govcrn- 
mont.  wliiih  .saw  in  it  the  nucleus  foi 
an  excellent  industrial  instUution  for 
Indian.s.  There  are  now  500  Indian 
students  at  <'hilocco. 

Near  Pawhuska.  In  the  O.sage  resar- 
vation.  she  built  the  St.  Loui.s  and  the 
St.  John  SI  hools.  both  flourishing  in- 
stitutions. The  buildings  are  very 
handsome,  and  the  commodious  struc- 
tures, planned  personally  by  Mother 
Katherine.  and  several  others  of  sim- 
ilar pattern  she  has  started  in  the 
Cherokee  and  Creek  nations  in  Indian 
territory. 

At  Sacred  Heart,  the  oldest  institu- 
tion of  learning  west  of  the  Missisaipp' 
river,  she  has  done  much  to  build  up 
the  school  since  its  partial  destruction 
by  fire  two  years  ago.  Its  head  is  the 
Kt.     Kev.     Felix    De    Grasse,    a    direct 


descendant  from  the  French  admiral 
who  iiix\v.  th»;  I'nited  States  such  great 
assistance  during  the  revolutionary 
war. 

On  this  Western  trip  Mother  Kath- 
erine is  accompanied  by  her  sister.  Miss 
Josephine  Drexel.  of  Philadelphia,  who 
is  greatlv  Interested  in  the  schools 
being  maintained  by  th«  Drexel  m-iney. 
From  Oklahoma  and  Indian  teriltoiy 
Mt)ther  Katherine  goes  to  Arizona, 
where  she  is  to  build  a  nilsslon  school 
for  the  Navajo  Indians,  the  first  at- 
tempt to  bring  religious  teachings  Into 
this  tribe.  This  building  will  cost 
l.'.iMXiO.  and  the  brick  for  the  con- 
struction must  be  freighted  from  West- 
ern Kan.'^as  acro.ss  barren  plains  to  the 
reservation  inhabited  by  this  {xipulous 
tribe.  The  undertaking  Is  very  difll- 
cult  In  many  ways,  but  to  Mother 
Katherine  Is  due  the  honor  of  being  the 
tirst  to  teach  the  Navajoes  Christian- 
ity. 

The  Drexels  approve  of  the  cour.se 
followed  by  Mi>ther  Katherine  and  take 
a  great  interest  In  her  work.  The 
greater  portion  of  her  40  years  has  been 
spent  in  studying  the  Indian  problem, 
until  today  she  Is  considered  the  beat 
authority  on  that  subl«'ct  In  America. 
She  has  expended  niilUons  in  this  man- 
ner. It  rej»resenting  only  the  interest 
on  her  money,  and  every  cent  la  ex- 
pended imder  the  direction  of  the  In- 
terior department.  She  looks  wlln 
much  pride  upon  the  progress  made  by 
her  schools  In  Oklahoma,  and  says  .she 
feels  amply  rei>ald  for  her  work  In 
teaching  and  uplifting  the  Indian 
youth.

San  Francisco.  Nov.  12.— Mrs,  Corde- 
lia Dotkin.  alleged  poisoner  of  Mrs. 
John  P.  Dunning  and  her  slater,  Mrs. 
Deane,  is  to  have  a  new  trial.  Mean- 
while Mrs.  Dotkln  lives  In  the  Branch 
County  jail.  In  the  outskirts  of  San 
P'rancisco,  just  as  she  has  lived  for  the 
last,  four  years,  since  a  Jury  rendered  a 
verdict  of  guilty  and  Judge  Carroll 
Cook  sentenced  her  to  life  imprison- 
ment. 

Judge    Cook    will    try    the   case    once 

more.  The  whoie  long  and  complex 
story  will  be  reviewed.  Witnesses  will 
be  brought  from  Delaware  by  both 
sides.  John  I'.  Dunning,  husband  of 
the  murdered  woman,  and  once  th-s 
do.se  friend  but  the  accuser  of  Mrs. 
Hotkln,  will  be  here  once  more.  Sun 
Francisco  will  again  be  the  stage  of  a 
iioi  melodrama. 

"If  I  regain  my  liberty,"  said  Mrs. 
Botkin,  "the  first  thing  I  shall  do  Is  lo 
go  to  my  old  mother,  who  has  never 
known  of  my  sorrow.  I  wish  there 
were  some  way  to  go  more  quickly  than 
by  rail.  " 

The  i)ro8ecutlon  will  tell  Its  story  of 
how  .lohn  P.  Dunning,  a  New  York 
man.  who  was  living  In  San  Francisco 
In  IM'S,  lived  with  Mrs.  Botkin.  having 
left  his  wife  In  New  York.  Mrs.  Bot- 
kln's  husband  sued  her  for  divorce. 
She  considered  herself  free  and  wanted 
Dunning  to  be  free,  so  that  she  could 
go  to  New  York  as  his  wife.  This  U 
the  alleged  motive  for  getting  Mrs. 
Dunning  out  of  the   way. 

Then  the  pro.secutlon  will  try  to  trace 
Mrs.  Botkln's  movements  through  a 
clerk  of  a  drug  store  who  sold  her  ai- 
senic  to  bleach  a  hat.  The  clerk  has 
staled  that  he  told  her  other  dru;?J 
were  better  for  the  purpose;  through 
a  girl  In  a  candy  store  who  .soM  a  box 
of  chocolates  answering  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  fatal  box  to  a  woman  an- 
swermg  the  description  of  the  accused 
woman;  through  a  clerk  of  a  dry 
goods  store  who  sold  a  han>lkerchief 
like  the  one  in  the  candy  box  to  some 
one  whom  she  believes  to  be  Mrs.  Bot- 
kin; through  a  nurse.  Mrs.  Haouf.  who 
remembers  strange  questions  th.Tt  Mrs. 
Botkin  .askeil  her  about  the  time  of  the 
murder,  such  as  "How  much  arsenic 
does  it  take  to  kill  a  person?"  "When 
a  parcel  Is  sent  by  registered  mall  do'rs 
the  sender  have  to  sign  his  name?"  and 
"Does  one  have  to  tell  a  doctor  or  a 
lawyer  the  truth  when  he  is  engage  1 
professionally?" 

Thi.s  is  the  gist  of  the  San  Francisco 
testimony.  From  the  East  will  eome 
witne.«.<^cs  to  t"ll  of  the  rei-eiving  of  tlie 
box  of  candy  by  Mrs.  Dunning,  of  the 
handkerchief  Inclosed  In  the  box  and 
the  mes.sage,  "With  best  love,"'  in- 
scribed on  a  card:  of  the  candies 
whieh  appeared  to  differ  from  mo.st  of 
those  In  the  box,  api>arently  being 
home-made  creams;  of  the  Illness  that 
followed  after  several  members  of  the 
Pennington  household  had  partaken  of 
the  candy,  and  of  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Oeane  two  days  after  Its  arrival,  and  o?" 
Mrs.   Dunning  three  days  after. 

Mr.  Pennington,  father  of  Mrs.  Dun- 
ning, believed  the  writing  found  in  the 
box  to  be  the  same  as  the  writing  in 
several  anon.vmous  letters  previously 
received  by  yir^.  Dunning.  These  let- 
ters told  <»f  the  wrong-doing  of  her  hus- 
band. The  pmsecuiion  asserted  that 
Mrs.  Botkin  was  the  writer  In  both 
cases. 

The  defense  laughs  at  the  evidence 
of  the  candy  girl.  She  never  positively 
Identified  >Tis.  Botkin,  nor  did  Ih* 
other  girl  in  the  same  shoo  who  had 
been  near  at  the  time  of  the  sale.  Thev 
merely  said  the  buyer  resembled  Mrs. 
Botkin.  The  shop  Is  one  of  the  busiest 
in  town.  How  could  a  saleswoman  re- 
member anyon?  to  whom  she  had  .sold 
li  pound  of  candy  even  as  much  as  a 
week  before?  Is  asked. 

Mrs  John  P.  Dunning,  of  Dover 
Del.,  received  the  box  of  poisoiic  i 
candy  in  August.  1S98.  and  died  from 
eating  .some  of  the  contents.  Her  sis- 
ter also  died  from  the  same  cau.s.> 
Dunning  came  forward  when  the  po.st- 
mark  upon  the  box  was  determined  lo 
be   San   Francisco,   and   said    that    Mrs 


Botkin  was  guilty.  She  was  arrested 
in  Stockton.  Cal.,  AaKen  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  tried  Md  sentenced  within 
six  months.  1 

"For  a  little  while  I  was  entertained 
at  the  city  Jail,"  said  Mrs.  Botkin,  "but 
most  of  my  captivity  has  been  spani 
here." 
"Here"  Is  her  cell  In  the  county  jail. 
Mr-i.  Botkin  wore  a  short  white  silk 
klmoiia  pinned  loosely  at  her  plump,  white 
tnroat  when  seen  in  the  Jail.  She  wore 
one  of  her  famous  caps.  It  was  a  but- 
terfly affair  of  chiffon  and  dainty  eni- 
broid.  rv,  her  own  handiwork.  Cnder  Its 
ruffle  the  little  brown  curU  bobbed  co- 
quettlshly.  Her  face  is  round  and  pretrty, 
yet,  in  spite  of  the  lines  that  worry  has 
sketched  there. 

''6  lines  are  not  as  bad  as  they  might 
be,  because  I  nm  so  stout."  Mrs.  Botkin 
remarked.  "I  have  gained  37  pounds  in 
this  jail.  Lack  of  exercise  i.s  accouiitabie. 
1  am  given  the  privilege  of  walking  In 
the  garden  when  I  wi.sh,  but  it  grows 
so  monotonous  that  I  do  not  keep  It  up. 
1    use    Indian    club.s    in    my    room. 

"There  are  the  clubs."  she  said,  point- 
ing to  them  in  her  cell.  "That  is  the 
gymnasium.  Over  there  is  the  library. 
This  Is  the  drawing  room.  On  your  left 
tne    cuisine." 

There  they  all  were,  to  be  sure,  al- 
though only  four  walls  were  In  sight. 
We  were  in  a  good-slzeu,  sun-flooded 
room,  warmed  by  the  sun  from  two  heav- 
ilv  barred  windows.  It  has  grown  Into  a 
cumidete  house  uniler  the  influence  of 
much    dexterltv    and    more    Imagination. 

The  boudoir  Is  the  corner,  where  stands 
a  dainty  dres.ser  draned  In  yellow  and 
white  and  Uttered  with  silver.  The  cuis- 
ine Is  the  next  corner.  There  is  a  dapper 
little  stove.  Pots  and  pans,  kettles  and 
disiies    are   ranged    on  shelves   above. 

"I  do  all  m.v  own  cooking  because  I 
could  not  endure  the  catering  of  the  jail's 
chef."  said  Mrs.   Botkin. 

The  library  coii.--i.st3  of  a  table  covered 
with    books,    magazines    and    pamphlets. 

'Those  big  canvivss  volumes  are  m.v 
diary.  she  explained.  "I  have  filled 
fourteen    of    them    already." 

The  drawing  room  Is  an  easy  chair 
and  .1  footst<»oi.  The  bedroom  contains 
a  glittering  white  Iron  bedstead  caponied 
In    yellow. 

■  1  nm  mv  own  carpenter,"  she  told  me. 
"That  is  how  1  come  to  hive  si>  ninny 
convenient  shelves.  I  work  with  my  own 
little  hammer  and  saw.  And  I  am  my 
own  painter.

Washington,  Nov.  12. --Through  the 
application  for  a  widow's  ptsion  by 
two  women,  each  cltiming  to  have  been 
the  «ife  of  decea»«d.  Inieresting  and 
somwhat  remarkable  disclosures  con- 
nected with  the  life  of  a  war  deiiart- 
nient  clerk  have  befcn  brought  to  light. 
The  man  In  the  case,  known  to  those 
in  the  departmnt  and  to  all  other  ac- 
quaintances In  this  city  as  Henrv 
Floyd,  Is  s.iid  to  have  deserted  a  wife, 
married  another,  at  the  eritne  time 
changing  his  name  tor  the  one  which 
lor  the  remainder  of  his  life  he  bore. 

"Floyd."  as  he  wsia  known  In  thij 
city,  died  March  10,  1900,  after  a  term 
of  service  In  the  war  dei>artment  dat- 
ing from  August.  iNiS,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed under  the  civil  service  rules,  to 
a    position    in     the    surgeon    general's 

oflice. 

The  real  name  of  Floyd,  who  came 
originally  from  Virginia,  was  Patrick 
H.  Hamlin.  Under  this  name  he 
married  in  Venice.  Erie  county,  Ohio, 
Nov.  25,  l,s»>3,  Mi.ss  Anna  L.  P^lsheF,  and 
under  that  name  he  served  in  the 
Union  army  as  a  member  of  Company 
C  of  the  Cme  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
eighth  cihio  volunteers  better  known 
as  Hoffman's  battalion.  He  Wi.s  a 
member  of  that  organization  wtien  he 
married,   having  enlisted   from   Toledo. 

At  the  close  of  the  v/ur,  where  he 
served  honorably,  he  returned  to  To- 
ledo and  en.gaged  In  the  i>ractice  of 
law.  In  1S71  he  left  his  wife  and  four 
little  children,  saying  he  was  going 
to  .seek  work.  He  went  to  Upper  Michi- 
gan, settling  In  a  little  town  near  Sagi- 
naw, having  in  the  meantime  made  a 
short  stop  at  Ann  Arbor,  where  he 
;  as.^umed  the  name  of  Henry  Floyd, 
I  which  he  remained   till  his  death. 

In  a  little  Michigan  towK  he  mar- 
ried a  French  woman.  Very  shortly 
after.  It  is  claimed,  he  and  Wife  No.  2 
went  to  Arkan.sas,  where  the  woman 
died  in  1SS4.  On  Dec.  2\,  of  the  same 
year,  he  married  in  Hillsboro.  Ark.. 
MLss  Pauline  Bussey.  a  pupil  in  the 
school  of  which  he  was  teacher,  who 
survives   him. 

On  his  entering  the  government  ser- 
vice In  IS.sS,  being  appointed  fnim 
Texas,  he  and  the  third  wife  came  to 
Washington.  Here  to  every  one  he 
was  known  as  F'loyd.  Later  the  first 
wife,  who  wns  then  living  in  Chicago, 
learned  of  his  residence  In  this  ciiy! 
and  a  correspondence  between  the  two 
was  bet^un  and  kept  up  till  time  of 
his  death.  To  his  wife  here  he  said  that 
after  leaving  Toledo  he  procured  a 
divorce  from  Wife  No.  1,  Chic:'go.  but 
that  the  records  had  been  destr'o"ed 
with  other  court  documents  in  the 
great  fire  of  1S71. 

The  first  claim  for  widow's  pension 
was  filed  by  his  first  wife.  Jan.  T>  1901 
On  Feb.  8,  lixc,  claim  for  a  like  pen.sloii 
was  filed  by  the  Washington  widow, 
who  up  to  that  time  was  without  the 
least  intimation  that  she  was  other 
than  the  lawful  wife  of  the  man  with 
whom  she  had  lived  for  sixteen  years 
Mrs.  Floyd  No.  3  Is  now  in  Wilmington, 
Del.

•'For  many  yeais  H  has  been  my 
stiongest  conviction  In  respect  to  di- 
vorce that  our  statutt*  book.s  should 
have  a  double  system  of  laws,  in  re- 
spect to  childless  marriages  as  com- 
pared with  those  ^here  the  Interests 
of  children    were   Included. 

*In  childless  marriaajs  It  seems  to 
me  that  divorce  sfiould  be  far  easier, 
but  In  the  other  case  the  Interests  of 
the  next  generation  become  the  pri- 
mary object,  and  the  law  should  nlace 
much  greater  obstacles  In  the  way  of 
separation. 

•During  a  tolerably  long  life  I  have 
seen  many  Inst.inees  where  there 
seemed  to  be  grvat  Incompatablllty^ 
but  where  the  unconseious  inlluence  of 
these  young  creatures  gradually 
brought  and  kept  the  parties  together, 
so  that  divorce  would  have  s^-emed  a' 
great  calamity,  even  to  thos^  who 
might  otherwise  have  dreamed  of  it 
and  were  Indeed  tending  In  that 
direction.

New  York.  Nov.  12.— Today's  stock  mar- 
ket opened  with  another  selling  move- 
ment during  which  prices  were  lowered 
materially.  More  weak  accounts  were 
tin-own  overboard  at  the  opening  today 
and  calls  by  lirokers  to  their  customers 
for  extra  margins  were  numerous.  It  was 
regarded  as  slKiilticant  that  much  uf  the 
early  selling  came  from  houses  with 
Western  connections,  which  suggedted 
that  the  speculative  contingent  in  tliut 
section    baa    let   go   of   long  stock. 

Amalgamated  Copper  soid  off  over  1%, 
but  soon  made  a  partial  rally.  Tennessee 
toal  declined  about  i  points  in  the  early 
dealings  and  Krie  common,  against  whicn 
considerable  pressure  was  uirected  sold 
off  1%.  The  heavy  Ihiuldation  in  South- 
ern Pacltic  brought  a  maximum  decline 
of  almost  2  points.  Texas  &  Pacltic  and 
Manhattan  were  each  a  point  lower  and 
receijsions  of  less  extent  were  common. 
The  steel  stocks  sold  off  sharply,  ine 
common  declining  over  1  and  the  preferred 
almost  as  much.  I»uisville  &  .Sashville 
and  Missouri  I'aclflc  were  the  strongest 
issues  in  the  entire  list,  making  only 
small  fractional  declines.  Extensive 
c<jvering  by  the  shorts,  together  witli 
buying  here  and  there  by  stn>ng  interests 
helped  to  rally  the  market  before  the 
end  of  the  tlrst  half  hour.

Texas  &  Pacific  \\,  and  Pennsylvania. 
Wabash.  Chesapeake  &  Ohio.  Atchison 
common  and  preferred.  Manhattan,  St. 
Paul  a  point  or  over.  Colorado  Fuel  after 
a  decline  of  a  fraction  rallied  1^4.  The 
market  became  very  feverish  after  the 
oi>enlng. 

The  market  was  furiously  active  and 
very  feverish  and  exclte<l  during  the  first 
hour.  Vigorous  support  was  very  mani- 
fest and  the  h<  avy  offerings  were  freely 
taken  and  prlcis  bid  up  through  the 
stream  «>f  li<iiildatlon.  High  prices  were 
knocked  down  again  and  again  and  prices 
ran  up  and  down  the  scale  In  a  highly 
confusing  manner.  Opening  prices  were 
generallv  all  th«  lowest.

Kansas  City  Southern  2V4  and  the  pre- 
ferred 3.  Efforts  at  support  were  concen- 
trated on  St.  Paul  and  Missouri  Pacific 
and  these  two  stocks  were  lifted  by  main 
f(trce  through  heavy  offerings  to  11-8  ana 
1>4  over  last  night.  Sugar  showed  an  ex- 
treme gain  over  last  night  to  V/n;  Colo- 
rado Fuel  3^  and  Northwestern  and 
Lackawanna,  '2.  The  Pacltics,  giangers, 
trunk  lines,  coalers,  Stnithern  railroav.8 
and  leading  Industrials  showeti  general  re- 
coveries or  small  net  gains.  Trading  be- 
came less  active  at  the  end  of  the  hour 
and   prices  fell   back  slightly. 

The  market  fell  into  a  drifting,  uncer- 
tain condition  during  the  second  hour, 
very  similar  to  that  of  yesterdav  after 
the  early  rallv.

The  reaction  ran 
from  1  to  1\4  In  St.  Paul,  Southern  Pa- 
cific, Missouri  Pacific.  Sugar  and  Amal- 
gamated and  became  general  at  noon  un- 
der large  selling.     Bonds  were   weak. 

Supporting  orders  aitueared  in  the  mar- 
ket again  when  the  decline  had  gained 
good  headway.  Louisville  and  Reading 
touched  the  lowest  on  the  movement  and 
St  Paul,  Sugar,  Colorado*  Fuel  and  Amal- 
gamated Copper  dipped  sharply.  On  the 
rebound  Manhattan.  Norflok  &  Western 
and  Canadian  Pacific  were  lifted  about 
a  point  over  last  night,  but  the  list  did 
not  generally  get  back  to  the  best. 

Further  progress  towards  a  higher  level 
was  arrested  by  largo  realizing  In  bt. 
Pa«l,  Southern  Pacific  and  various  spec- 
ialties. Southern  Pacific  fell  back  to 
aboui  the  lowest  and  considerable  Inroads 
were  made  on  the  prices  of  other  stocks. 
Buving  by  the  shorts  and  the  publication 
of  Manhattan's  favorable  annual  report 
rallied  the  market  before  2  o'clock,  but 
the   undertone   was   feverish. 

There  was  another  selling  movement 
during  the  final  hour  which  caused  a 
net  decline  of  2%  in  L.  &  N.  and  in 
Brooklyn  Transit.  Support  of  the  same 
character  as  at  earlier  declines  met  the 
selling  and  prices  once  more  rallied.  The 
buying  decreased  again  as  soon  as  a 
rising  tendency  w.is  established.

Old  Warrior. 

Old  Geronimo,  the  famous  Apache 
war  chief,  has  a  young  daughter  who 
is  now  a  pupil  at  the  Mescalero  Indian 
school  in  New  Mexico.  A  large  jthoio- 
graph  of  her  was  received  in  Washin^f- 
toa  the  other  day  and  is  now  mounted 
on  the  desk  of  Col.  J.  H.  Doertsch,  the 
chief  of  the  division  of  education  of 
the  bureau  of  Indian  affairs,  to  whom  it 

was  presented  by  Superintendent  Car- 
roll of  the  Mescalero  school.  To  the 
once  lierce  Apache  warrior  the  young 
woman  Is  the  "apple  of  his  eye." 

Her  name  is  Lenna  Geronimo.  She  la 
IS  years  of  age  and  belongs  to  the 
Me.«calero  tribe  of  Apaches.  The  phot- 
ograph indicates  that  the  blood  of  tiie 
old  leader  of  the  red  men  is  coursing 
through  her  veins.  Her  face  and  higi 
brow,  her  dignitied  poi^e.  all  bearing  the 
earmarks  of  strength  and  force  of  will 
and  character,  point  to  a  superior 
breeding.  Her  eyes  are  keen  and  htr 
smooth,  raven-black  hair  is  ti-ained 
with  an  effect  that  would  do  credit  to 
the  :7iost  precise  queen  of  the  drawing 
ro'om.  Her  features  are  regular,  and, 
though  an  Indian,  she  would  pa.ss  as  a 
handsome  girl.  She  posed  for  the  phot- 
ographer with  head  archly  poised  and 
hands  demurely  clasped  in  her  lap. 

Lenna's  father  Is  now  a  jtrisoner  oZ 
war  at  the  Fort  Sill  abandoned  mili- 
tary reservation  in  Oklahoma.  There 
old  Geronimo  and  .some  of  his  followers 
have  been  nominal  prisoners  for  many 
years.  Others  of  his  band  were  sent  to 
Carlisle  and  othei-  Indian  schools.  Ger- 
onimo, it  will  be  remembered,  was  cap- 
tured over  a  score  of  years  ago  by  Geu. 
Miles,  after  leading  Gen.  CiOi»k  a  merry 
chase  through  the  mountains  of  the 
Southwest  for  several  years.  Before  h-i- 
ing  taken  West,  Geronimo  and  many 
of  his  band  were  prisoners  at  Fort  Sit. 
Augustine,  Fla.,  and  al  Mobile,  Ala.

Cloud  are  about  completed.  Principal 
Smith  said  this  afternoon  that  it  was 
practically  decided  that  the  team,  with 
fifteen  men.  Coach  Park.  Manager 
Dash  and  himself,  who  will  act  as 
chaperon,  will  leave  for  the  Stearns 
county  city  at  11:15  tomorrow  evening 
over  the  Great  Northern. 

Only  a  few  rooters  have  declared 
their  intention  of  accompanying  the 
team.  A  lack  of  interest  in  the  game, 
which  Is  one  of  the  most  important  of 
the  year,  seems  very  evident  among 
the  students  and  players.

Kanizations  delivered  an  address  on  be- 
half of  the  laborlngnien  of  New  Or- 
leans, to  which  Mr.  Gonipers  respond- 
ed. 

Mr.  Lee  closed  his  address  of  welcome 
with  a  warm  tribute  to  President  Gom- 
pers  personally,  declaring  that  the 
members  of  the  federation  would  fol- 
low him  t(»  the  end. 

Fresl.leut  Gompers  declared  In  his  re- 
ply that  he  fully  apiireciated  whatever 
was  said  of  him  personally,  and 
thoUKht  he  could  best  show  his  appre- 
ciation  by  his  silence  regardms  it. 

After  touching  upon  the  scope  and 
bearing  of  the  labor  union  movement, 
I'resident  Gompers  declared  that  it  waa 
amazing  to  note  the  ignorance  among 
the  so-called  educated  people  regard- 
ing the  alms  and  ob.lects  of  the  or- 
ganization. 

"No  man  who  as  an  educator."  .said 
President  Gompers.  "poses  ns  a  strike- 
breaker is  tit  for  the  position  he  holds. 
Cosnpaied  to  such  a  man  Henedici  Ar- 
nold was  a  martyr  and  Judas  Iscariot 
a  saint." 

Althf>URh  no  name  was  mentioned,  it 
was  understood  by  the  delegates  that 
leference  was  made  to  the  head  of  one 
of  the  leading  educational  institutions 


of  the  country,  and  they  applauded 
with  vehemence.  c;heer8  were  again 
called  forth  when  It  was  declared  tiiat 
the  man  who  acted  the  role  of  a  strike- 
breaker was  looking  baik  t<iward  bar- 
barism and  not  toward  the  future. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  cre- 
dentials deilared  that  sixty-nine  na- 
tional organizations,  nine  state  organi- 
zations, nfty-six  lentral  bodies,  rtftj- 
fur  local  and  federal  Ixidies  and  Jour- 
fraternal  delegates  had  reported  and 
were  entitled  to  repreesntation.  The 
total  voting  strength  of  the  bodies  rep- 
lesented  by  the  delegates  was  about.

A  protest  against  the 
seating  of  the  delegates  of  the  Amal- 
gamated A.ssociation  of  (Mrpenters  was 
made  by  the  United  Hrotherhood  of 
I'arpenters.  ITpon  motion  the  content 
was  referred  back  to  the  committee  for 
further  action,  and  Its  other  recom- 
mendations were  adopted.  James  Dun- 
can moved  that  a  special  committee  b2 
appointed  to  which  all  disputes  be- 
tween the  branches  of  the  building 
trades  should  be  referred,  this  commii- 
t-e  to  rejiort  direct  to  the  convention. 
This  motion  was  adopted.  A  special 
committee  also  was  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  ditTiculties  between  the  hm;^- 
shoremen  and  other  organizaticms,  who 
claim  the  former  are  intruding  upon 
their  territory. 

The  convention  adjourned  at  11:35  to 
mtf  t  at  2  p.  m.,  for  which  time  the  re- 
ports of  the  officers  was  on  the  pro- 
gram. 


A  SYMPATHETIC  STRIKE 

Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Rubber  Workers  Quit  Work 

on  Account  of  Strike  at  the  Morgan 

a  Wright  Factory. 


Chicago,  Nov.  1.1.— Two  hundred  and 
fifty  employes  of  the  Mechanical  Rub- 
ber company  went  on  strike  today,  th^ 
workers  asserting  that  the  company  is 
controlled  by  the  rubber  trust,  and  is 
at  pre.sent  filling  orders  that  would, 
vnder  ordinary  circumstances,  go  to  the 
Morgan  &  Wright  factory,  which  wa< 
close<l  by  a  strike  last  week.

ABDICATE 


Rumors  Concerning  Arch- 
duke Francis  Ferdinand 
Are  Renewed. 


He  May   Relinquish   His 

Rights  to  Austrian 

Throne. 


Would      Be     Done     In 

Favor     of     His 

Nephew. 


Dresden,  Saxony,  Nov.  13.— A  letter 
received  here  from  Vienna  gives  some 
interesting  gossip  about  the  Austrian 
succession.  In  spite  of  ofllcial  denials 
It  Is  not  impossible  that  there  is  some 
truth  in  the  sltwy  recently  published 
by  the  Neue  Budapester  Abenblatt  of 
the  alleced  Inteiided  abdication  of  the 
heir  presumptive  to  the  Austrian 
throne,  the  Archduke  Francis  Ferdi- 
nand, in  favor  of  his  nephew,  the  15- 
year-old  Archduke  Charlis  Francis. 
There  is  no  (luestlon  that  the  young 
prince  has  for  a  couitle  of  years  past 
attracted  a  greatly  enhanced  inteiest 
in  Austria-Hungary  and  that  unusual 
care  is  now  being  bestowed  upon  his 
education,  in  view  of  his  proximity  to 
the  throne.  A  few  days  ago  when 
Francis  Ferdinand's  health  was  very 
indltTerent,  his  younger  bi other.  Otto, 
the  father  of  Charles  Francis,  was  for 
a  time  informally  i^ut  forward  as  the 
immediate  successor  of  P'mperor  Fran- 
cis Joseph.  Subsequently  it  was  ru- 
mored that  otto  had  expressed  his 
readiness  to  surrender  his  rights  in 
favor  of  his  son.  an  exceptionally 
han<lsome  boy,  whose  bright,  intelli- 
gent looks  and  self-confident,  good 
humored  expression  have  already  done 
much  to  endear  him  to  the  Vienne.e. 
In  matters  directly  affecting  the  inter- 
ests of  the  dynasty,  not  only  the 
reigning  sovereign,  but  other  members 
of  the  imperial  house  exercise  a  con- 
siderable influence  on  such  important 
decisions  as  those  concerning  the  suc- 
ces.sion  to  the  throne  and  it  is  only  a 
man  of  very  strong  will  who  can  re- 
sent the  urgent  rt^pn-sentations  of  a 
family  council  of  an  Imperial  house. 
At  piesent  the  succession  to  the  thro.pe 
is  provided  for  with  perfect  celarness. 
Archduke  Francis  Fi  rdinand,  a  ne- 
phew of  the  emperor,  stands  next  in 
the  order  and  he  has  formally  re- 
nounced all  claims  to  tne  succession 
on  behalf  of  the  issue  of  his  morgan- 
atic marriagf  wi  N  the  Countess  So- 
phie Chotek,  now  Princess  Hohen- 
berg.  He  would  be  .<»ucceeded  by  his 
brother  Otto,  unless  the  latter  should 
abdicate    in    favor    of    his    son. 

The  strong  attitude  taken  by  Francis 
Ferdinand  on  certain  political  and 
national  questions  has.  it  is  feared, 
placed  him  in  contllct  with  important 
elements  of  tl.e  population  of  the 
monarchy.  His  clerical  and  anti-Ger- 
man tendencies  do  not  plea.se  the  bulk 
of  the  GernianH  in  Austiia,  and  hia 
clerical  views  are  equally  distasteiul 
to  the  Llher.nl  party  in  Ilunga  y.  In 
these  circumstances,  and  remembering 
that  the  emperor  still  enjoys  robust 
health  and  may  be  expected  to  live 
several  years.  It  Is  concelvab'e  that 
an  effort  may  be  made  to  induce  the 
heir  presumptive  to  surrender  his 
rights  to  his  nephew. 

The  present  emperor  ascended  the 
throne  at  the  age  of  IS.  in  virtue  of  the 
abdication  of  his  uncle.  Emperor  Fer- 
dinand, and  similar  renunciation  on 
the  part  of  his  own  father.  Ar<hduke 
Francis  Charles.  The  Imperial  family 
was  convinced  at  that  time  of  revolu- 
tion and  of  trial  and  peril  for  the  dy- 
nasty that  an  energetic  ruler  was  es-

Furnacemen     Are     Dis- 
heartened and  Many 
Blow  Furnaces. 


General  Condition  of  Iron 

Trade     Continues 

Very  Good. 


New  York,  Nov.  13.— Our  monthly  blast 
furnace  statement  reflects  the  disheart- 
ened feeling  among  furnacemen  who  have 
been  experlL-ncing  so  much  trouble  In  se- 
curing a  supply  of  coke,  says  the  Iron 
Age.  The  active  furnace  capacity  No.  1 
was  337,S6U  gross  tons  weekly,  agaiiist  345,- 
04S  tons  October  1.  The  reduced  capacity 
occurs  despite  the  fact  that  the  pig  iron 
production  in  Octot)er  was  l,5iOo,f>7ii  tons, 
or  more  than  in  any  preclding  month 
since  May.  More  furnaces  were  Idown  out 
during  October  than  were  blown  in,  quite 
a  number  of  furnacemen  having  grown 
tired  of  banking  up  every  few  days  be- 
cause they  had  run  out  of  fuel  and  de- 
cided to  discontinue  operations  complete- 
ly until  better  deliveries  could  be  made. 
The  furnaces  In  the  anthracite  region 
which  were  laid  olt  during  the  miners' 
strike  are  slowly  resuming. 

General  conditions  is  the  iron  trade  con- 
tinue favorable  in  the  main.  Consump- 
tion is  exceedingly  heavy.  In(iuiries  lor 
rails  now  in  hand  are  large  enough  to 
cover  the  unsold  cai)acity  of  the  steel 
I  all  mills  for  next  year.  It  Is  stated 
that  not  a  mill  In  the  country  can  prom- 
ise delivery  on  new  orders  before  Sep- 
tember and  some  are  sold  nup  beyond  that 
date.  The  plate  mills  are  steadily  set- 
tling delivery  dates  further  In  the  future. 
The  demand  for  wire  products  was  heavi- 
er In  October  than  in  any  month  since 
January,  and  this  montlis  biisiness  is 
keeping  up  with  the  October  record.  The 
sui)ply  of  pig  iron  is  still  under  the  con- 
sumpiioii  and  lmporla;ions  en  old  o.-ders 
are  quite  large.  Business  In  foreign  steel 
billets  is  almost  at  a  standstill,  not  be- 
cause of  the  duty  question,  but  because 
buyers  are  endeavoring  to  secure  lower 
prices. 

The  long  expected  reduction  In  mer- 
chant pipe  has  been  announced.  It  has 
some  sentimental  effect  on  the  trade  at 
large  following  the  reductions  recently 
made  in  other  finished  prodjcts.  The  fact 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  reduction 
has  not  been  made  because  of  declining 
trade,  but  is  a  result  of  the  greatly  in- 
creased productive  capacity.  The  con- 
sumpiion    continues    large.

Reichstag  Has  So  Author^ 
ized  Government. 


Diversity  of  Opinion  Ex» 
pressed  By  Members. 


Berlin,  Nov.  13. — The  relchstag  today 
adopted  by  192  to  71  votes  the  para- 
graph of  the  new  tariff  bill  authorizing 
the  government  to  retaliate  on  any 
country  discriminating  against  German 
goods.  The  Agrarians  openely  affirmed 
that  it  was  necessary  to  arm  the  gov- 
ernment with  weapons  for  reprisal, 
especially  against  the  United  States, 
customs  practices.  Dr.  Brumer,  Na- 
tional Liberal,  citefl  an  instance  in 
which  he  said  $200,000  worth  of  en- 
ameled goods  were  ordered  in  Germany 
for  New  York.  but.  the  speaker  as- 
serted,  the  customs  officials   "changed 

the  classification  at  the  instance  of  the 
American  trust,  whereupon  the  New 
York  importer  cancelled  the  order."  It 
was  proved  to  the  customs  officials, 
said  Dr.  Brumer.  that  the  invoice  was 
in  exact  accord  with  the  German  sell- 
er's books,  and  that  instead  of  the 
goods  being  undervalued,  the  books 
showed  that  shipments  had  been  made 
to  India  at  still  lower  prices. 

Dr.  Brumer  further  asserted  that  the 
customs  officials'  treatment  was  dic- 
tated by  the  interests  of  the  home 
manufacturers,  and  he  continued:  "It 
is  said  that  we  must  not  offend  the 
United  States,  but  they  will  respect  us 
more  and  we  shall  gain  more  by  show- 
ing our  teeth  than  by  always  giving 
pleasant  words." 

Herr  Gotheim.  Radical  Liberal,  re- 
plied that  such  words  were  no  fitting 
epilogue  to  the  sentiments  expressed 
by  Count  Posadowsky,  the  home  sec- 
retary, in  the  presence  of  the  foreign 
secretary.    Baron    Von    Richthofen,    at 


Ambassador  White's  farewell  dinner. 

■'They  will  make  discord,"  he  con- 
tinued, "among  the  wishes  spoken  there 
for  friendly  relations  with  the  United 
States.  Why  empower  the  government 
to  do  something  it  does  not  want  lo 
do?  Although  the  present  government 
would  not  apply  the  paragraph,  some 
succeeding  government  might  commit 
such  a  folly.  Retaliatory  duties  are 
the  weapon  of  Chauvinism  and  not  of 
patriotism." 

Herr  Fischback.  Radical,  said  all  the 
chambers  of  commerce  were  opposed  to 
a  tarilt  war  with  the  United  States. 

Herr  Broemel.  Radical,  remarke-l 
that  if  Germany  adopted  retaliatory 
measures  against  the  United  States  be- 
cause of  regulations  which  applied  to 
the  goods  of  all  countries,  it  would  be 
a  serious  breach  of  the  existing  trea- 
ties. 

The  Associated  Press  Is  authorized 
to  announce  that  the  ministry  has  not 
decided  to  drop  the  tariff  bill,  as  pub- 
lished in  London,  but  is  determined  to 
persist  until  the  dissolution  of  the 
reichstag  in  June.  The  tariff  debate 
will  probably  be  abruptly  suspended 
by  the  presentation  of  the  budget  in  a 
few  days,  instead  of  waiting  for  the 
first  week  in  December,  as  previously 
intended.  Chancellor  Von  Buelow  finds 
that  the  reichstag's  time  is  being  wast- 
ed, and  wishes  to  employ  the  house  oa 
the  finance  bill.  As  soon  as  the  latter 
Is  read,  the  government  wUl  take  up 
the  tariff  bill,  when  lapse  of  time  wlU 
have  reduced  the  majority  in  the  housd 
to  a  more  yielding  disposition. 

The  ministry  also  has  decided  not  to 
agree  with  Russia  or  any  other  country 
for  a  five  years'  extension  of  existing 
commercial  treaties. 


ANXIOUS  FOR  THE  WOODS 

Train  Schedule  Changed  and   Faster  Time   Made 

That  President  Roosevelt  May  Hunt  at 

Earliest  Possible  Moment. 


GARCIA  HASNO  COUNTRY 

Cuban  Sent  Back  and  Forth  Between  New  York  and 

Havana;  Steamship  Company  Not  Being 

Allowed  to  Land  Him. 


New  York,  Nov.  13.— Traveling  back 
and  forth  on  shli  s  wttich  ply  betwein 
Havana  and  this  port,  Consantino  Gar- 
cia, a  native  Cuban,  is  affording  the 
steamship  companies  much  trouble 
and  proving  himself  to  be  a  man  with- 
out a  country.  He  started  four  months 
ago  by  stowing  away  at  Havana.  Ar- 
riving here  the  Immigration  officials 
ordered  him  back.  At  Hsivana  the  Cu- 


ban officials  refused  him  landing  be- 
cause he  was  practically  a  stowaway. 
He  was  again  returned  to  New  York 
and  again  is  refused  permission  to 
land.  The  steamship  companies  are 
compelled  to  obey  the  order  and  re- 
turn Garcia  to  Havana  or  pay  a  heavy 
fine.  They  have  been  unable  to  find  any- 
work  aboard  ship  which  their  unwel- 
coitie  passenger  can  do.  Meanwhile 
Garcia  says  he  is  letting  the  others 
"do  the  worrying." 


TRUSTED  PORTER  IS  A  THIEE 


New  York,  Nov.  .13.— Patrick  Bolan, 
for  several  years  a  trusted  porter  at 
the  Holland  house,  has  been  arres'.ed 
in  a  Bowery  i>awn  shop,  where  he  was 
endeavoring  to  ide^ge  for  >35  a  neck- 
lace of  pearls  valued  at  J2500.

Gibraltar,  Nov.  13.— The  British 
cruisera  Furious,  Pactolus  and  Prome- 
theus have  sailed  from  l.ere  for  Te- 
tuan,  Morocco. 


Memphis,  Nov.  13.~The  presideiTtiol 
train  arrived  here  over  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral at  9:20  this  morning.  The  train 
was  a'oout  fifteen  minutes  late.  For 
some  distance  this  morning  it  was  run 
at  a  speed  of  over  seventy  miles  an 
hour  to  make  up  the  lost  time.  The 
president  was  anxious  to  reach  the 
hunting  camp  this  afternoon  early 
enough  to  get  Into  the  woods  this  even- 
ing, and  the  schedule  of  the  train  was 
hastened  to  meet  his  desire.  The  train 
is  now  duo  to  reach  Smedes,  Miss.,  at  3 
o'clock.  The  hunting  camp  is  about 
ten  miles  distant  from  there,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  journey  will  be  on 
horseback. 

The  train  did  not  run  into  the  statiot 
here,  but  was  switched  in  the  south 
yards  to  the  tracks  of  the  Yazoo  &  Mis- 
sissippi Valley  road,  and  proceeded  as 
soon  as  the  engines  were  changed. 

The  president  has  with  him  the  hunt- 
ing outfit  used  by  him  for  many  years 
in  his  hunting  trips  after  big  game  in 
the  neighborhood  of  his  ranch  on  the 
Little  Missouri,  in  Dakota,  and  in  the 
mountains  of  Idaho,  Montana  and  Col- 


orado. It  Includes  a  fringed  buckskin 
suit,  such  as  was  worn  by  the  old  wil- 
derness hunter,  and  his  favorite  Win- 
chester, 40-90.  With  this  weapon  ha 
has  killed  many  of  his  hunting  tropbies. 
It  bears  the  interesting  scars  of  one  of 
his  battles  with  a  cougar,  or  mountala 
lion.  In  closing  with  a  wounded  cat, 
the  president  thrust  the  stock  into  his 
mouth.  It  shows  the  teeth  marks  of 
the  enraged  animal  and  the  placa 
where  a  small  piece  was  literally  bitten 
away.  His  cartridge  belt  has  a  hunting: 
knife  attached.  Most  of  the  bullets  are 
roft  nosed,  but  a  few  of  them  are  steel 
jacketed,  for  penetrating  power,  in  cas^ 
the  president  should  get  a  chance  for 
a  long  shot. 

While  thus  prepared  for  wilderness 
conditions,  it  is  not  proliable  that  the 
president  will  don  his  buckskin  suit 
unless  he  finds  that  genuine  conditions 
prevail. 

On  the  journey  down  here  the  presi- 
dent has  spent  a  considerable  portion 
of  his  time  reading,  one  of  the  books  iii 
which  he  is  particularly  interested  be- 
ing "The  Nomadic  Life,"  by  M.  Jusse- 
roud,  the  new  French  ambas.sador.  who 
is  to  succeed  M.  Cambon.  It  is  a  his- 
tory of  the  troubadours  and  crusaders 
of  the  middle  ages,  and  the  president  is 
reading  it  in  the  original  French. 

Before  the  train  left  Memphis  the 
private  car  of  Pre.«5ident  Fish  of  the 
Illinois  Central  was  attached. 


AT  THE  OLD  ADDRESS 

Venezuelan  Government  Moves  Back  to   Caracas 

Which  Is  Re-Established  as  the   Capital 

By  a  Presidential  Decree. 


Caracas,  Vez.,  Nov.  13.— The  official 
Gazette  yesterday  published  a  presi- 
dential decree  re-establishing  Caracas 
as  the  capital  of  the  republic  and  as 
the  seat  of  executive  power.  The  dis- 
ibanding  of  the  revolutionary  forces 
continued.  It  has  just  become  known 
that  during  the  night  of  Nov.  the  gov- 
ernment, having  discovered  that  <he 
rebels  were  short  of  ammunition,  at- 
tacked them  at  midnight  In  their  last 
stronghold,  near  San  Mateo,  precipitat- 
ing the  retreat  which  the  revolutionary 


leaders  had  planned  for  the  same  morn- 
ing. The  latest  new-s  regarding  the 
whereabouts  of  Gen.  Matos.  leader  of 
the  revolution,  is  that  he  was  recently 
near  Nigra,  three  days'  march  from 
Tucacat,  on  the  Atlantic,  the  only  place 
from  which  it  is  possible  for  him  to  fle.'» 
from  Venezuela.  Matos  was  accom- 
panied by  Gens.  Mendoza,  Riera,  Solag- 
nie,  Crespo,  Torres  and  others.  In  all 
they  had  sixty  horses.  The  government 
forces  have  captured  Matos'  hammock, 
cap  and  slippers,  and  letters,  which 
gave  a  clew  to  the  connection  of  Matos 
with  the  Mochist  party.

RUSSIANS  ARE  PLEASED

With  the  Amicable  Nature  of  the  Sealing  Arbitra- 
tion Proceedings  Which  Were   Re- 
cently Held  at  The  Hague. 


St.  Petersburg,  Nov.  13.— An  excel- 
lent Impression  was  produced  in  gov- 
ernmental circles  by  the  amicable  na- 
ture of  the  sealing  arbitration  pro- 
ceedings before  Mr.  A8.ser  at  The 
Hague.  Upon  their  return  the  Russian 
experts,  MM.  Kroup.^ky  and  Grun- 
waldt,  laid  Fpeclal  stress  upon  this 
side  of  the  case.  The  general  senti- 
ment pervading  the  discussions  wai 
exi»ressed  by  one  of  the  participants 
as  follows: 

"America  is   fortunately   situated   In

If  she 
loses,  she  will  lose  only  a  paltry  sum 
of  money,  but  will  gain  a  principle  for 
which  she  has  been  pleading  for  fifteen 
or  twenty  years — the  principle  that 
pelagic  sealing  is  Indefensible,  It  was 
recognized  by  every  one  concerned,  by 
the  astute  and  venerable  arbitrator, 
by.  Messrs.  H.  B.  Pierce  and  Komarov, 


:'»presentatlves  of  th»  two  govern- 
ments and  by  the  experts  of  both  sides 
that,  in  addition  to  the  money  inter- 
ests involved,  there  was  another  of  far 
greater  moment  In  which  Russia  and 
the  ITnited  States.as  the  proprietors  of 
the  great  fur  seal  breeding  grounds.

The  trial  of  John  Grahek,  who  was 
indicted  for  murder  in  the  second  de- 
gree, has  been  started  in  Judge  Dibell's 
room.  A  Jury  was  sworn  In  this  morn- 
ing and  the  state  has  commenced  ex- 
amining   witnes.ses.

The 
prosecution  stated  that  Grahek  will,  it 
is  understood,  claim  that  Seatavich  had 
him   by    the   throat. 

Eli  Donsllavitch  was  the  flist  witness 
died  by  the  state.  He  talks  in  broken 
English  and  sometimes  had  to  repeat 
his  words  two  or  three  times  to  make 
them  clear  to  the  Jury.  In  substance 
Donsllavitch  testified  that  he  was  one 
of  the  guests  at  the  home  of  Marchisch 
on  the  evening'  of  the  fatality,  and 
that  Grahek  and  three  companions 
came  in  about  10:30  o'clock  and  were 
asked  to  Join  in  the  festivities.  He 
says  the  young  men  drank  a  couple  of 
glasses  of  beer  each,  and  that  Grahek 
called  for  a  mouth  organ  and  played 
while  the  others  danced.  Then  one  of 
the  others  played  and  Grahek  danced. 
Donsllavitch  says  he  could  not  dance 
and  he  sat  on  a  bench  back  of  the 
table,  but  that  soon  the  people  In  the 
room  began  crowding  and  elbowing 
and  nearly  pushed  the  table  over  him. 
He  says  that  as  soon  as  Marchisch 
saw  that  trouble  was  Imminent,  he 
asked  Grahek  and  companions  to  with- 
draw as  they  had  not  been  Invited  and 
he  did  not  want  trouble  there. 

Witness  saya  that  Grahek  went  out 
into  the  kitchen,  drawing  a  revolver, 
which  he  fiourished  and  said  he  could 
take  care  of  himself  as  long  as  he  had 
the  weapon  in  his  hand.  Marchl.sch  Is 
then  said  to  have  asked  eveiybody  to 
clear  out  and  the  men  crowded  out  on 
the  sidewalk  leading  from  the  kitchen 
door  to   the  street.    , 

Donsllavitch  says  that  he  stood  in 
the  door  and  was  looking  out  over  the 
heads  of  the  men  and  saw  the  flash 
when  Grahek  fired,  and  that  immedi- 
ately afterward  Seatavitch  came  stag- 
gering through  the  crowd  into  the 
kitchen.  He  cau?rht  the  wounded  man 
in  his  arms,  demanding  to  know  what 
had  happened.  He  says  Seatavitch  de- 
clared he  was  sliot  in  the  breast,  then 
sank  to  the  floor,  where  he  writhed  a 
few   moments  and  expired. 

Donscilavitch  says  he  pulled  aside  the 
■wounded  man's  clothing  and  found  a 
bullet  hole  in  his  left  breast.  He  then 
left  the  house  and  ran  for  a  surgeon 
and  policeman. 

Donsllavitch  could  not  say  whether 
the  men  on  the  sidewalk  were  fighting 
or  whether  they  were  just  Jostling 
each  other,  as  there  were  several  men 
In  front  of  him.  He  saw  Grahek  run 
out  the  gate  and  with  his  two  com- 
panions run  up  the  hill  toward  the 
viU«ige. 

Grahek  Is  a  young  man  about  19  or 
20  years  of  age.  During  the  examin- 
ation of  Donsllavitch  he  smiled  at 
several  of  the  statements  made  by  the 
witness.

FlutterinpTS  of  Joyful  anticipation 
wtnt  vllMutlnif  happily  through  mlndn 
i«i  deer  hunters  when  they  heaul  Ihs 
predictions  of  snow  and  colder  weather. 

So  far  the  season,  which  opened 
Monday,  has  been  the  poorest  In  yeutrf. 
Deer  seem  plentiful,  but  the  ground 
and  atmospheric  conditions  have  been 
agralnst  good  hunting. 

The  rain  that  has  been  falling  con- 
stantly for  the  past  three  days  has 
helped  some  by  wetting  the  leaves  and 
twigs,  thus  deadening  the  sound,  but  to 
offset  this  the  rain  has  caused  an  ex- 
traordinary eonaumplion  of  stilnulanl^, 
and  when  a  hunter  does  see  a  deer, 
after  tilling  his  hide  full  of  whisky,  he 
thinks  there  are  three  or  four,  and 
usually  shoots  at  the  wrong  one. 

This  may  sound  like  a  distillery  fal.y 
tale,  but  there  is  really  something  to  it, 
judgin  from  reports  that  have  reached 
the  city  hall  from  the  Boulder  Luke 
country. 

A  number  of  Duluthians  are  hunting 
In  that  vicinity,  and  in  order  to  kee,> 
from  getting  chilled  through  with  tno 
(Irivln:;  rain,  it  Is  related  that  tliey 
have  absorbed  much  whisky. 

One  of  these,  trying  to  balance  hlm- 
.self  on  an  old  tote  road  like  a  wiie 
walker,  when  he  saw  a  big  bull  moose  a 
few  feet  ahead,  shot  and  mi.ssed,  and 
for  more  than  two  hours  kept  chasing 
the  terrified  animal  through  the  woods, 
at  times  geting  so  close  that  he  could 
almost  reach  out  and  pull  his  tail. 

Finally  the  moose  ran  up  a  tree,  and 
It  was  then  that  he  discovered  the  trick 
the  anti-chill  medicine  had  played  on 
him.

Robinson's     Report 

Stirs  Them  Up. 


Only  Three  Regular  Milk 

Dealers  Classed  as 

"Excellent." 


Seventeen  Are  "Good" 
Rest  Are  "Fair,"  "Poor 
and  "Bad." 


In  focusing  the  fierce,  white  light  of 
publicity  on  negligent  dairymen  and 
un.sanitary  dairies,  Health  Commis- 
sioner Robinson  has  started  a  pure  nillk 
agitation  that  promises  much  to  con- 
sumers. 

Out  of  seventy-three  dairies  In  the 
city  only  four  are  rated  as  excellent, 
and  one  of  these  is  the  private  dairy  of 
St.  Mary's  hospital.  This  leaves  only 
three  regular  milk  dealers  that  are 
rated  in  the  ttrst-class. 

Seventeen  dairymen  are  rated  "good," 
but  even  the.se  are  losing  customers 
where  consumers  can  get  milk  from  the 
three  rated  "excellent.  " 

Thirty-two  dairies  are  rated  only 
"fair,"  while  ten  are  in  the  class  bul- 
letined as  "poor,"  and  ten  more  are 
labeled  "bad." 

In  years  past  the  health  department 
has  urged  the  dairymen  to  keep  their 
stables  cleanly  and  well  ventilated; 
their  stock  in  good  condition,  and  the 
milk  free  from  contaminating  atmo- 
spheres and  improperly  cleansed  recep- 
tacles, but  the  daUrymen  In  many  in- 
stances slmpljr  laughed  at  the  health 
Inspectors  and  paid  no  attention  to  the 
repeated  warnings. 

Dr.  Robinson's  bulletin  method 
catches  them, right  from  the  shoulder, 
and  improved  conditions  are  promiacd 
en  the  part  of  the  milkmen  if  the  au- 
thorities will  call  off  the  present  bul- 
letin and  give  them  the  advantage  of 
another  inspection  after  a  lapse  of  time 
sutfl(  lent  to  make  Improvements. 

The  health  department  Is  doing  •very- 
thing  to  bring  aboirt  the  Improvement."', 
but  the  bulletin  still  remains  In  ILs 
conspicuous  place  In  the  health  ofTlc,*, 
where  this  morning  alone  it  was  scan- 
ned by  not  leas  than  fifty  persons. 

Duluth  does  not  get  its  entire  milk 
supply  from  local  dairies,  and  the  next 
step  in  the  pure  milk  agitation  will  b.? 
to  reach  the  Duluth  supply  dairies  Tn 
Carlton,  Aitkin,  Pine  and  Lake  coun- 
ties. 

This  win  be  very  difficult  without  uio 
aid  of  the  state  dairy  and  food  author- 
ities, but  it  is  claimed  that  there  Is 
more  danger  of  di.sease  In  the  milk  of 
these  country  dairies  than  in  the  city 
dairies. 

Dr.  Btlmhall,  of  the  veterinary  de- 
partment of  the  state  board  of  health, 
attributes  the  Increase  In  tuberculosis 
hogs  to  feeding  them  on  skimmed  milk 
from  tuberculosis  cows.  The  people  of 
the  cities  get  the  cream  and  butter 
from  thi.s  milk. 

Judging  from  a  court  decision  ren- 
dered In  Minneajxilis  last  winter,  the 
quickest  and  rnore  certain  way  of 
reaching  the  country  dairymen  is 
through  the  purcha.sing  creameries.  If 
these  creameries  should  refu.se  milk 
from  farmers  and  dairymen  that  can- 
not show  certificates  of  inspection,  tha 
outside  supply  would  be  as  easily  regu- 
lated as  that  of  the  city  dairies. 


ADDICKS  MEN  PLEASED. 

Claim  the  President  Has  Re- 
cognized Their  Faction. 

Dover,  Del.,  Nov.  i:'..— With  the  elec- 
tion of  Addlcks  to  United  States  senate 
by  the  newly  elected  legislature  still  in 
doubt,  every  political  development  is 
watched  with  feverish  anxiety  by  the 
politicians  throughout  Lower  Dela- 
ware. When,  therefore,  the  news  came 
that  Addlcks  at  least  had  obtained 
favor  with  the  president,  and  that  as  a 
result  of  his  appeal,  William  Michael 
Byrne,  late  congresahmal  candidate  of 
the  union  party,  has  been  reappointed 
to  his  old  position  of  United  States  dis- 
trict attorney  for  Delaware,  there  wai 
great  rejoicing  among  the  Addlcks  men. 
The  regular  Republicans,  on  the  other 
hand,  manifestly  were  upset  and  dis- 
concerted. The  administration  rebuke 
to  Addlckism,  which,  together  with  the 
federal  patronage,  has  long  encouraged 
their  fight  against  the  millionaire  can- 
didate appeared  to  have  been  liflkd. 
They  declared  that  it  must  be  a  mis- 
take. Others  declared  that  If  the  presi- 
dent Intended  to  smile  up<jn  Addlckism 
it  would  be  more  difllcult  than  ever  to 
prevent  his  election  to  the  senate  by 
the  next  legislature.

Revealed     By    the    Will 
of     the     Great 

Novelist. 


Mme.     Rosereau's     Two 
Children  Are  Acknowl- 
edged as  His. 


Portion  of  Zola's  Fortune 

Will  Be  Paid  to 

Them. 


Paris,  Nov.  13.— Previous  to  his  death 
all  the  world  looked  upon  Emlle  Zola 
as  childless.  His  domestic  life  was  re- 
garded as  above  reproach.  But  when 
the  novelists  will  was  read  It  was 
found  to  contain  a  liberal  bequest  to 
"my  son  Jacques  and  his  sister  De- 
nlse  and  my  faithful  friend  Mme. 
Rosereau."  Then  it  was  revealed  that 
the  two  children  who,  with  their 
mother,  attracted  attention  at  the  Zola, 
funeral  by  their  grief  at  the  bier,  were 
the  novelist's  son  and  daughter.  Their 
mother  swooned  over  the  coffin  and  the 
children  wept  bitterly.  The  trio  fol- 
lowed the  cortege  the  entire  distance 
to  the  cemetery  at  Montmartre,  where, 
at  the  side  of  the  tomb,  they  knelt  and 
prayed.  There  was  much  speculation 
as  to  the  identity  of  the  woman  and 
the  two  children,  but  It  was  not  until 
the  will  was  read  that  the  mystery 
was   cleared   up. 

It  has  since  been  learned  that  Mme. 
Zola  was  acquainted  with  Mme.  Ro- 
sereau and  with  little  Jacques  and  De- 
nlse.  She  received  them  at  her  home 
In  her  husband's  presence.  It  was  one 
of  the  sorrows  of  her  life  that  she 
was  childless. 

Mme.  Rosereau  and  her  children  oc- 
cupy a  cottage  near  Medan,  where 
Zola  had  his  country  residence.  She 
Is  a  woman  of  many  attractions.  She 
had  loved  the  Illustrious  novelist  for 
years  before  she  knew  his  real  name 
or  the  fame  which  he  had  acquired  in 
the  world  of  literature. 

They  became  acquainted  at  Ved- 
neuil,  and  the  acquaintance  came  to 
the  ears  of  Mme.  Zola.  When  the  boy 
Jacques  was  born  Mme.  Zola  asked 
her  husband  to  invite  Mme.  Rosereau 
to  their  home. 

Because  of  Zola's  love  for  children, 
and  of  his  unhapplness  because  he  was 
childless,  De  Maupassant  once  said: 
"In  a  sense  Zola  has  never  really 
lived."  That  Zola  was  really  and  de- 
votedly attached  to  his  wife  there  can 
be  no  doubt.  They  were  inseparable 
companions,  and  she  was  his  solace  in 
every  tjouble.  Zola's  views  of  mar- 
riage are  given  In  one  of  his  books, 
thus:  "I  am  the  champion  of  tho.se 
married  couples  whose  love  for  each 
other  Is  so  fervent  that  their  union  Is 
thereby  rendered  Indissoluble.  I  am 
the  champion  of  those  men  and  wo- 
men who.  having  once  fallen  In  love 
with  each  other,  remain  In  love  with 
each  other  until  their  dying  day.  In 
such  a  life  there  is  truth,  beauty  and 
happiness." 

The  portion  of  Zola's  fortune  allotted 
In  the  will  to  Mme.  Rosereau  and  her 
children  will  be  paid  over  by  the  trus- 
tees. There  will  be  no  disagreement. 
The  two  children,  Jacques  and  Denise, 
will  be  brought  up  under  the  name  of 
Zola,  nnd  thus  the  name  of  the  apostle 
of  realism    will    be   perpetuated. 

DAMAGE 

To  East   River  Bridge  Proves 
to  Be  SmaU. 

New  York,  Nov.  13.— The  damage  to 
the  new  East  river  bridge  by  fire  on 
Monday  night  can  l)e  repaired  at  a  cost 
of  $r)0,(K>0.  according  to  estimates  made 
by  QUiief  Engineer  Nichols  of  the  bridge 
commission,  Charles  J.  Roebling-  of  the 
Roebling  Construction  company,  and 
Bridge  Commissioner  Llndenthal.  The 
engineer.'*  from  the  department  of 
bridges  and  the  Roebling  company 
were  early  on  the  scene.  Not  one  of 
them  before  he  ascended  the  tower 
thought  the  damage  would  foot  less 
than  $300,000,  and  there  were  one  or  two 
who  wore  Inclined  to  agree  with  the 
stimates  made  by  engineers  the  night 
of  the  fire  that  the  loss  probably  would 
reach  $1,000,000.  As  soon  as  they  reached 
the  top  of  the  tower,  however,  all  the 
er.*fineers  saw  that  the  estimates  of  the 
previous  night  were  excessive,  and  that 
the  loss  to  the  Roebling  comi>any  would 
bo  about  $50,000.  \Vork  on  the  bridge 
will  be  delayed  about  thirt^TV^iys.

Speculation    as   to   How 

Stang  Timber  Will 

Be   Hauled. 


The  contract  for  the  luw  unloading 
dtuk.  for  Alger,  Smith  &  Co.  has  been 
awarded  to  Whitney  Hios.,  jut  West 
Superior.  The  atrueture  will  be  the 
lari,'ei$t  uf  its  kind  at  the  head  uf  the 
lake,  and  will  extend  out  into  Sujierioi 
buy  from  the  lumber  lompany's  prop- 
erty at  the  foot  of  Kke'a  Point.  The 
new  unloading  dock  will  be  800  feet 
long,  and  when  completed  the  train- 
lo;ul8  of  lo^s  will  be  t>acked  out  on  it 
and  the  loys  dumped  either  side  inio 
li«e  water  and   within  the  buomage. 

A  sliuiture  of  this  kind  will  retjuire 
a  luiK*'  number  of  piles  ami  consider- 
itble  lumber.  Alger,  Smith  &  Co.  ha\  e 
bet-n  handKai'ped  for  unloading 
fc'i'ounds  ever  *!ince  the  Norlhein  I'd 
eihc  comi'any  ie(juired  the  lumber  con- 
cern to  give  up  its  banking  ground  on 
the  west  side  of  Hices  Point. 

liepc'rts  from  the  southern  part  of  the 
state  say  that  several  of  the  lumber- 
men down  on  the  Mississippi  river  art 
lifuiing  i>n  the  purchase  ot  logs  in  il.e 
nurihern  part  of  the  state  this  winter 
to  be  transported  to  Stillwater  by  rail 
and  dumped  into  the  St.  Croix  river. 
Jn  the  si>ring,  when  the  ice  goes  out  of 
the  river,  the  logs  will  be  taken  down 
the  Mississippi  to  their  ilestination.  The 
Northern  I'acitic  company  Is  said  to  oe 
preparing  for  the  log  hauling  business 
by  ii'iisiructing  additional  side  tracks 
at  Stillwater,  in  order  to  take  care  of 
the  logs  and  have  all  the  facilities  pos- 
sible for  unloading  them. 

Theie  is  some  speculation  among  th-> 
local  lumbermen  as  to  the  methods  A. 
11.  Stung,  the  Merrill.  Wis.,  lumberman 
will  employ  to  get  his  logs  from  the 
north  shore  to  his  mill  at  Merrill. 
A\hen  Mr.  Stang  bought  the  Urailli^y 
tract,  this  side  of  Cross  river,  somt. 
A\eeks  ago.  it  was  stated  that  he  in- 
tended hauling  the  logs  to  Merrill  by 
lail  to  be  savsed.  The  timber  purchased 
can  be  reached,  it  is  said,  by  two  log- 
ging roails,  that  of  the  Nester  estate 
and  the  Alger.  Smith  &  Co.'s  road,  but 
even  if  arrangements  are  made  wUh 
either  one  of  the  logging  roads  to  get 
out  the  timber,  it  will  have  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  other  lines,  and  the  haul  to 
M' rrlll.  Wis.,  will  be  the  longest  oiii 
attempted  liy  lumber  concerns  operat- 
ing in  the  northern  part  of  this  state. 
Some  oi'  the  local  lumbermen,  who  have 
operated  in  Minnesota  for  a  number  ui 
yfars,  and  who  have  sei-ured  their  log<» 
both  liy  rail  haul  and  by  driving  on  the 
streams  and  rafting  on  the  lake,  are 
fckepilcal  as  to  the  practicability  of  so 
loni;  V  haul  by  rail.  Some  even  assert 
that  It  would  be  more  profitable  for 
the  purchaser  to  build  a  new  mil! 
nearer  his   timber. 

The  (^'rookston  Lumber  company  has 
conirdeted  the  first  of  Its  spur  tracks 
In  the  western  part  of  the  state,  for 
lo^rging  purposes.  The  spur  runs  from 
thf  Duluth  line  of  the  (Ireat  Northern 
road  to  the  cut  off,  about  two  miles 
in;rth  of  Criioksti)n.  where  the  company 
stores  its  logs.  Logs  are  already  be- 
ing hauled  from  Hemldjl  and  dumped 
into  the  Jled  Lake  river.  The  lumber 
Company  has  built  an  unloading  <)(*-k. 
l.S(M>  fe.  t  long,  and  an  entire  trainload  of 
logs  (an  be  unloaded  at  once,  the  logs 
rolling  either  way.  It  is  claimed  a 
train  can  be  unloaded  in  less  than  an 
hour's  time. 

Quite  a  large  number  of  the  logging 
ears  in  the  northern  part  of  this  stale 
will  be  eciulpped  the  coming  winter 
with  patent  car  stakes,  with  which 
exp«-rlments  were  made  last  winter  at 
the  unloading  doi  ks  here  In  Duluth. 
The  argument  for  the  patent  stakes  I.-, 
that  the  lumber  comr)any  saves  the  ex- 
pen.«e  of  hiring  men  and  teams  to  cut 
and  haul  the  wooden  stakes  where  the 
lojis  are  loaded,  that  the  loads  are 
hauled  with  less  possibility  of  loss  of 
logs  along  the  way.  Another  claim  of 
Importance  Is  that  a  great  deal  of  time 
and  labor  is  saved  in  unloading  the  cars 
at  their  destination,  and  the  danger  to 
the  men  unloading  the  cars  Is  reduced 
to  a  minimum,  thus  protecting  the 
lunii)er  company  from  prosr)ective  dam- 
age actions  on  account  of  personal  In- 
juries. 

S.  A.  Gray,  of  Bemldjl,  has  taken  a 
contract  to  log  about  20,000,000  feet 
this  winter  at  the  end  of  a  logging 
roau  ott  the  Duluth,  Mi.ssabe  &  North- 
ern line,  about  twenty  miles  from  Sol- 
way,   in   St.   I^ouis  county. 

The  installation  by  the  Red  Cliff 
Lumber  company  of  a  hot  pond  at  the 
mill  recently  purchased  from  Duncan, 
Brewer  &  Co.  will  mean  a  steady  win- 
ter's run  of  a  plant  that  in  former 
ye«rs  has  been  cutting  only  during  the 
summer  and  fall  sawing  season.  This 
•will  mean  an  ln<rea.sed  winter  output 
of  lumber  at  the  head  of  the  lakes  this 
H-inter.

The  shooting  took  place  on  the  Superior 
side  of  the  Lay,  In  slip  .No.  i,  while  i 
tug  Abl>ott  was  turniiiK  around  after  tow- 
ing the  Steamer  I'resley  to  the  slip.  The 
claim  was  m.ide  that  some  oi  the  union 
men  threw  stones  at  the  crew  of  the 
Abhott  and  that  Captain  Tavlor  t>"IUd 
his  revolver  and  find,  the  ludUt  striking 
\Ml.son  in  the  hand  anu  aliUomeii.  Wilson 
lay  at  the  point  of  death  In  the  L,eslle 
hospital  In  West  Superior  lor  some  time, 
but  recovered  an<l  exr>ressed  a  wish  that 
the  case  against  Taylor  he  dropped. 

When  he  was  charged  In  court  vesterday 
of  feloniously  pointing  and  discharging 
a  firearm  at  Ueorge  Wilson  he  jileaueU 
guilty,  hot  explained  tnat  he  fired  the  re- 
volver Intentionally  but  did  not  point  it  In- 
tentloiiiilly    at    Wil.-ion.

Of  (he  President's  Coming 

Annual  Message  to 

Congress. 

Washington,  Nov.  13.— President 
Roosevelt,  before  leaving  Washington, 
submitted  a  draft  of  his  annual  mess- 
age to  several  senators.  Among  them 
were  Senators  Spooner  and  Cullom. 
On  reliable  authority  it  is  said  that 
Mr.  Roo.^evelt  will  recommend  a  tariff 
commission  to  Investigate  commercial 
and  economic  conditions  and  consult 
various  Interests  relative  to  changing 
existing  schedules. 

That  Is  about  as  far  as  the  president 
will  go  on  the  tariff.  He  will  follow  the 
same  lines  as  to  dealing  with  trusts 
that  were  announced  In  his  speeches- 
publicity  of  earnings  and  detailed  In- 
formation as  to  Issues  of  stock. 

The  president's  messa.ge  will  not  be 
radical,  but  framed  on  conservative 
lines.  He  will  again  recommend  the 
bill  of  Senator  Nelson  to  establish  a 
new  department  of  commerce.  Busi- 
ness Interests  generally  are  cautious 
now.  and  there  has  been  a  period  of 
decided  dullness  since  election.  This 
Is  due  to  the  uncertainty  on  what 
congress  will  do  with  Dendlng  recipro- 
city treaties.  Senator  Cullom  will  press 
the  several  treaties.  Including  the  new- 
Cuban  reciprocity  treaty.  It  Is  be- 
lieved the  Cuban  question  can  be  quiet- 
ly ail.{u8ted  without  further  party 
wran.^le.  although  Henry  T.  Oxnard. 
the  beet  sugar  man,  will  have  head- 
quarters in  Washington  for  the  pur- 
pose of  looking  after  that  Interest. 

The  new  treaty  will  not  contain  any 
of  the  ob.jectlonable  features  that  were 
embodied  In  the  ways  and  means  com- 
mittee bill,  which,  by  the  way.  Is  still 
pending  In  the  senate  finance  commit- 
tee.

The  facts  were  established 
by  evldepce  and  the  court  granted  her 
two  decrees.

POTTER 


Duluth   Audience    Sadly 

Disappointed  In  His 

Lecture. 


To    Fill   an   Evening   In 

a  Course  He  Talks 

35  Minutes. 


Neither     New     Thought 

Nor  New  Trealment 

0!  Subject. 


Bishop  Henry  C.  Potter,  of  New  York, 
one  of  the  foremost  bishops  of  the  Epis- 
copal church  In  America,  came  all  the 
way  from  New  York  to  Duluth  In  a  spe- 
cial car  to  talk  for  thirty-five  minutes  In 
the  Star  I^ecture  course. 

A  more  thoroughly  disappointed  audi- 
ence never  left  an  auditorium  In  Duluth. 
When  the  bishop  conclu<led  his  discourse 
and  eat  down,  the  astonishment  was  so 
great  that  the  audience  did  not  realize 
for  an  Iristant  that  he  had  concluded. 
At  the  point  where  he  broke  off,  the 
lmi>re.ssion  was  general  that  he  was  just 
beginning  to  w.irm  up  to  his  subject, 
that  his  introduction  was  well  over.  When 
It  was  realized  that  he  had  concluded, 
the  smiles  and  quiet  laughter  that  passed 
over  the  aasemblage  expressed  the  feel- 
ing more  forcibly  than  words.  The  good 
bishop  must  have  been  rather  dense.  If 
the  me.-xnlng  of  It   was   lost   upon   him. 

It  may  be  that  expectations  were  raised 
a  little  too  high  or  that  too  much  was 
looked  f.)r,  as  ia  often  the  ca.se  when  a 
man  of  reputation  appears  In  a  commun- 
ity In  which  he  la  unknown.  The  very 
few  who  believe  his  lecture  to  have  been 
all  that  It  should  will  contend  that  the 
thoughts  were  excellent  and  that  It  was 
wholesome  and  good.  All  very  true,  but 
Duluth  has  heard  many  lecturers  who 
presented  the  same  thoughts  in  half  the 
time,  ten  times  more  forcibly,  than  did 
HIshop  Potter.  They  have  been  preached 
and  preached  froia  Duluth  pulpits  with 
far  greater   force. 

If  HJFhon  Potter  talked  himself  out  In 
that  length  of  time  he  should  not  be  en- 
deavoring to  fill  engagements  on  the  lec- 
ture platform.  He  must  be  strikingly 
Licking  In  thi'  appreciation  of  what  a 
lecturer  should  give  his  audience.  A 
speaker  ordinarily  would  be  supposed  to 
h.-we  sufficient  regard  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  his  standing  to  give  th>  m  the 
best  of  which  he  is  capable,  but  It  can 
hardly  be  believed  that  nishop  Potter 
was  at  hU  l>e8t  last  evening.  It  wouiu 
have  pasMed  very  well  as  a  Sunday 
evening  talk  to  his  congregation,  but  Jws 
a  lecture  to  fill  an  evening  In  a  course. 
It  w.is  a  dismal  failure.  The  audience 
which  braved  the  storm— a  large  one  for 
such  an  evening— to  hear  the  eminent 
clergyman,  expected  something  better  and 
with  right.  Men  of  the  standing  of  Itish- 
op  I'otter.  appearing  In  the  course  of  lec- 
ture bureaus,  must  expect  to  give  some- 
thing that  will  be  leading  In  thought, 
or  at  least  prestent  old  thoughts  with 
some  originality  and  newness  of  treat- 
ment.     He   did   nelthtr. 

••The  Civic  KeoiH>n!ilbility  of  the  Indiv- 
idual '  waa  the  subject  upon  which  he 
talked.  It  was  a  plea  for  the  active 
participation  of  the  individual  citizen  In 
all  of  the  affairs  of  government.  In  the 
small  things  that  go  toward  the  proper 
administration  of  affairs.  The  safety 
anil  security  of  a  constitutional  form  of 
government  rest  upon  the  Interest  of  the 
citizen  In  its  conduct  and  welfare. 

In  his  introductory  he  congratulated 
Duluth  on  Its  courage,  for  as  he  looked 
out  of  his  car  wlndow^.  he  thought  that 
any  one  who  attended  the  lecture  would 
have   to   come   by   boat. 

He  congratulated  those  responsible  for 
the  lecture  course  and  spoke  of  the  old 
American  Lecture  bureau.  In  which  Wen- 
dell PhiilHs.  Charles  Dickens.  Thackerv 
Dr.  Chanln  and  others  had  appeared' 
and  incidentally  reminded  any  voung 
men  of  letters  who  might  be  In  his  au- 
dience that  It  still  remains  for  some  one 
to  write  the  history  of  that  famous 
lecture  bureau  and  Incidents  In  connec- 
tion with  the  appearance  of  the  remark- 
able personages   who  ap,»eared 

"The  charm  of  their  lectures  was  but 
a  ."imall  part  of  their  value,"  «ald  Bishop 
Potter.  "It  was  the  light  whlcn  they 
threw  on  the  great  questions  of  the  day 
and  that  is  -ireclsely  the  purpose  which 
the  lecture  course  ought  to  serve."

have  to  concern  blin^elf  vnith  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  laws  or  lhe3're»ervatlon  of 
the  government.  The  moiiarch  attended 
to    that.  .* 

He  told  a  story  of  the  sultan  of  Turkey 
sending  for  the  amliausudor  of  the  I'nlted 
States  and  complaining  thi^  he  had  heard 
that  an  American  newspaiter  had  said 
mean  thlng«  of  bim.  He  tiioughl  the  am- 
bassador oucht  to  see  that  the  proprietor 
of  the  newspaper  was  beheaded.  The 
minister   responded: 

"Oh  there  are  20,uOO  newspapers  over 
there  who  give  you  hell  every  morning.  ' 
"From  that  you  will  get  an  Idea  of  ine 
principles  that  distinguish  a  monarclal 
from  a  constitutional  form  of  govern- 
ment, "    said    the    blahoij. 

L'lider  the  paternal  form  of  government 
the  man  Is  relieved  from  many  duties 
with  which  the  Individual  is  burdened  un- 
der a  constitutional  form.  I'nder  the  lat- 
ter the  man  must  take  care  of  himself, 
must  look  alter  his  own  interests,  be 
alert,   active  and  energetic. 

"That  Is  the  condition  under  which  you 
and  1  live.  Your  oftlrlals  <»f  your  country 
or  your  city  are  not  to  take  care  of  you, 
you  must  take  care  of  yourself  and  see 
that  they  do  their  duty.  1  he  Uay  of  the 
paternal  government  has  passed  and  there 
will  be  no  going  back  to  it.  But  there  can 
be  no  excellence  under  a  constitutional 
government  without  the  painstaking  el- 
tort  and   vigilance  uf  the  individual. 

••There  Is  an  impression  that  the  remedy 
for  evil  lies  In  legislation.  That  is  wrong. 
When  you  create  a  law,  you  create  an 
appeal  to  a  certain  class  uf  people  to 
br«ak   It,    to   get   around   it." 

Bishop  Potter  then  uweli  upon  positive 
and  moral  precepts  and  illustrated  the 
Idea  by  saying  that  the  law  required  one 
to  keep  the  Sabbath  day  holy  Is  positive 
precept  and  that  until  it  became  a  law 
one  was  not  compelled  to  keep  it  holy, 
whereas  to  take  another's  property  is 
wrong  In  i)rlneiple,  regardless  of  any  law. 
and  It  is  therefore  a  moral  precept  which 
prevents  this.  In  the  enforcement  of  the 
law  the  same  condition  Is  met  and  the 
lndlvidu.il  is  confronted  with  positive  and 
moral  precepts. 

Make  laws  that  the  streets  shall  be  kept 
<^ean  and  some  will  be  found  who  will 
regard  them  as  an  imposition.  How  are 
the  laws  to  be  obeyed*g  since  they  cannot 
enforce  themselves.  U  hat  policy  Is  to 
procure  their  enforcement "^  lie  related  a 
story  showing  the  effect  of  George  War- 
Ing's  campaign  «  clean  streits  in  New 
York  and  asked  wiiat  would  have  been 
the  rtsult  had  he,  when  coufrontf-d  with 
the  problem  of  keeping  the  streets  sweet 
and  clean,  said  that  it  was  none  of  his 
affair. 

•'You  may  declare  by  law  that  your 
streets  shall  be  kept  clean,  you  may  ap- 
propriate thousands  of  dollars  to  do  the 
work,  and  specify  the  removal  of  hun- 
dreds of  cart  loads  every  day,  but  the 
task  will  be  slouched  or  performed,  the 
cart  loads  will  go  away  full  or  half  full, 
according  to  the  manner  in  which  you  as 
private   citizens  do   \our  duty. 

•'Some  time  ago  1  received  a  card  say- 
ing that  the  street  light  at  a  certain  cor- 
ner had  not  been  lighted  for  two  weeks 
and  asking  me  to  seo  to  It.  My  daughter 
took  the  card  and  wrote  over  It  'concern- 
ing the  duty  of  a  bishop.'  And  yet  tne 
person  sending  me  thi«  eard  was  In  a  wav 
right  for  It  was  my  duty  as  a  citizen  to 
see   that    that    light   was    lighted. 

••The  matter  1  want  10  present  to  you 
and  to  urge  upon  vou  is  your  Individual 
responsibility  in  the  administrations  ot 
affairs.  The  constitutional  government 
cannot  operate  Itself,  it  must  have  the 
active  hearts,  the  eternal  vigilance  of  the 
cltijens." 

He  related  an  Incident  at  his  own  ex- 
pense. He  was  out  driving  with  a  lady 
and  having  a  large  amount  of  mall  was 
opening  It  and  throwing  the  envelopes 
into  the  street.  She  stopi>ed  him  and  with 
some  heat  he  asked  »»er  what  she  meant. 
She  replied  that  he  was  both  breaking  a 
law   and  defacing  the  street. 

"I  have  never  forgotten  that  lesson  or 
the  courage  of  that  Wfimnn  who  gave  It 
to  me.  I  remember  the  P-sson  for  Its 
tpylcal  value  as  bearing  on  the  duly  we 
all  owe  to  the  life  of  the-  republic.  The 
preservation  of  the  niechanism  of  the  re- 
public Involves  the  continued  participation 
of  the  Injlivldual  In  jts  affairs.  The  re- 
public In  Itself  has  none  of  the  seed  of 
ImmoraJlty.  This  Is  the  oldest  republic 
and  the  same  things  which  destroyed 
Greece  and  Home  can  tU-stroy  us.  We 
must  come  to  a  sense  ut  our  responsibility 
to    the   state." 

He  deplored  the  tendency  of  modern  life 
to  eliminate  the  Individual  ,ind  sni<l  that 
we  are  In  danger  of  losing  the  Individual 
note  out  of  life  and  when  we  oo  we  lose 
everything  that  makes  life  Interesting,  it 
takes  the  touch  of  pie  human  hand  to 
ennoble  anything. 

He  also  owelt  upon  the  work  that  wo- 
man can  do  and  fited  an  example  that 
came  under  his  notice  ot  a  city  whose 
shade  trees  were  wonderfully  beautiful 
and  he  found  that  the  movement  wbic 
resulted  In  their  beine  planted  was  the 
work  of  one  woman  who  had  persistence. 
•'Don't  belittle  what  you  can  do  for  your 
cltv  as  Individuals.  The  great  appeal 
which  1  would  leave  with  you  tonight  is 
to  reeognize  vour  responsibility  as  an 
Individual  in  the  administration  of  civic 
affairs."

THE  PRESIDENT'S  POLICY 

In  the  forthcoming  message  of  Presi- 
dent Uoosevelt  to  congress  It  Is  prob- 
able that  he  will,  to  a  certain  extent, 
dwell  upon  the  trusts  and  tariff.  as 
promised  by  him.  From  present  Indi- 
cations U  seems  evident  that  the  tariff 
-lucstlon  viU  be  subordinated  to  that 
of  the  trusts.  One  thing  at  time  s«ems 
to  be  the  motto  of  the  pre  Ident  antl 
with  that  end  in  view  the  trust  Issue 
will  be  pushed  to  the  front  and  tho 
tariff   will    take   a  secondary  place. 

As  far  as  the  tariff  Is  concerned,  the 
president  would  prefer  to  take  tlie  flrsC 
con.slderatlon    of    the    whole        subject 
outside  of  congress  and   refer  it  to  a 
corimlsaion   of   experts,    whose  general 
conclusiuiKs,    reached    perhaps    not    for 
another    year   or       eighteen       months, 
would    afford    suggest  ions    for    legisla- 
tion then,  and  a  basis  for  a  permanent 
national       and       non-parti.san       i»ollcy 
thereafter.   This   plan,   it  is  needless   to 
say.    is    not    pleasing    to   aoinfe    of    the 
foremost    trust    magnates,     and       even 
more  energetic  efforts  have  i>een  made 
this  year  than  were  made  last  year  to 
head  it  oit   in-fore  the  annual  me-ssago 
gc.es    to    congress.       There    have    been 
pretty    broad     hints    thrown    out        in 
Washington    that    the    disturbances    in 
Wall    street    of    late    are   at    least       in 
pait    the  result  of   maniiiulallon,    with 
the    design    of    warning    the    president 
that    If    he    persists    in   his    understood 
purposes,    he    will    have    some    terrible 
disasters   charged   up   against   his  rec- 
ord.      No    argument   on    this   line   and 
no  events  in  apparent  corroboration  of 
it  have  ntoved  him  in  the  least.  Their 
oniv  effect   has  been   to  make   him  set 
his   teeth    tigluer   and   answer  all   who 
have    di.scussed    the    matter    with    him 
that    if   anything    more   than    his   own 
reason  and  moral  promptings  had  been 
necessary    to    convince    him   that       his 
course  was  right,  he  has  the  necessary 
proof   now.       From   the   political  point 
of   view,    the    effect   of   the    president's 
policy  will  be  to  solidify  the  Northwest 
in    support    of        the       administration, 
though  his  partisan  counsellors  all  ad- 
mit that  they  may  have  to  forego  New 
I  York  as  a  favorable  factor. 

The  president  Is  a  politician  through 
and  through,  and  hLs  movements  will 
be  guided  very  largely  by  the  effect 
they  will  have  on  his  future  success. 


may  be  gained  by  the  fact  that  dur- 
ing the  year  1879  the  sales  of  shares  of 
stock  recorded  amounted  to  74.166.652 
and  In  both  1S81  and  1S82  they  exceeded 
113.000,000.  But  in  the  next  year  they 
dropped  to  9«,000.000.  and.  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  year  1886.  suffered  a 
steady  decline  to  1S90.  when  ffiey  were 
only  56.000.000.  There  was  a  slight  re- 
action in  the  next  three  years,  but  In 
1895  the  sales  reached  the  lowest  point 
they  have  known  in  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  49.000.000.  From  that  year  they 
increased  steadily  up  to  1899.  when 
they  reached  the  hitherto  uixptece- 
dented  figure  of  173,970,943.  In  1900 
they  declined  to  140.000.000.  but  thie 
was  greater  than  In  any  year  in  the 
history  of  the  exchange,  except  in  1893, 
and  in  1901  they  amounted  to  the  tre- 
mendous total  of  251,786.341.  Seats  In 
the  exchange  cost  from  $70,000  to 
>S5,000. 

In  London  the  stock  dealers  did  not 
have  a  regular  organization  until  1762. 
Now  the  exchange  there  has  about 
5000  members,  subject  to  annual  re- 
election. The  transactions  are  of  the 
same  varied  character  as  in  New  York. 
The  Paris  bourse  is  of  ancient  origin, 
and  is  supposed  to  have  had  dealings 
in  the  early  days  of  the  knights  tem- 
plars. A  seat  in  it  calls  for  the  enor- 
mous sum  of  1500.000.  This  exchange 
has  seen  many  sensational  and  decid- 
edly disastrous  panics.  The  busine^is 
there  is  more  conservatively  managed 
now  than  formerly,  as  is  also  the  case 
in  the  exchanges  at  Berlin,  Vienna  and 
Frankfort. 

Of  course  there  are  dangers  as  well 
as  advantages  on  the  stock  exchange, 
and  It  presents  a  great  temptation  to 
the  man  of  small  means  to  dabble  in 
speculation  with  the  prospect  of  win- 
ning a  fortune.  How  few  achieve  this 
result  the  records  show.  The  man 
with  slender  resources  should 
away  from  the  stock  market, 
street  records  are  filled  with 
stories  of  "lambs"  who  have 
shorn  of  their  wool.

PROTECTING    ANIMALS. 

A  writer  In  the  London  Quarterly  Re- 
view says:     "The  prevention  of  cruelly 
to  animals   is.   as   a   conception   of   the 
state,  a  pure  product  of  the  nineteenth 
century."    and    he    goes    on    to    state: 
"Nearly  every  Important  tiocial  change 
or    movement    that    took    place  in    the 
century  from  w  hlch  we  have  just  part- 
ed  had   some  more  or  less  dim  begin- 
nings  in   the  eighteenth   century.     The 
state  protection  of  animals  from  cruel- 
ty  is   a   noble   exception    to   this   rule. 
•      *     •      it    was    not    until    the    flrJt 
quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century  had 
nearly  passed  away  that  the  conscience 
of    the     legislature    awakened     to     the 
hideous  brutality  which  was  the  daily 
lot  of  the  beast  of  England." 

This  is  a  very  significant  change  for 
the  better.  It  shows  that  mankind, 
despite  its  many  faults  and  failures,  is 
improving  and  growing  broader  and 
better  in  Its  ideas  of  civilization.  When 
the  brutes,  which  cannot  plead  their 
cause  except,  as  the  world  says, 
dumbly,  though  they  speak  intelligent- 
ly and  eloquently  if  understood,  are 
thoroughly  protected,  there  will  be  a 
higher  and  brighter  grade  of  common 
society.  The  abolition  of  cruelty  to 
animals  must  refine  the  whole  human 
race.  There  are  humane  .societies  now 
that  do  much  good  along  thi.s  line,  but 
there  is  still  room  for  great  advance- 
ment and  improvement.  Much  progress 
can  be  made  by  instructing  the  chil- 
dren in  the  schools  to  treat  all  animals 
humanely,  thus  ensuring  that  the 
coming  generation  will  be  embued  to  a 
great  extent  with  humaner  feelings 
than  are  many  members  of  the  present 
generation. 

Perhaps  the  time  tnay  come  in  the 
not  distant  future  when  no  boy  will 
torture,  maliciously  tease  or  ill-treat 
a  lower  animal;  when  the  man  who 
abuses  a  horse  or  dog  will  be  treated 
as  the  "brute"  that  he  is.  and  when 
all  who  do  not  treat  weak  and  lower 
creatures  kindly  will  be  barred  from 
the  society  of  decent  people.

gives  the  facts  and  figures  from  which  he 
makes  his  conclusions.  Seven  hundred 
thousand  square  miles  are  yet  to  l)e  cov- 
ered, and  20,000  carriers  will  be  required  in 
addition  to  the  present  force.  With  the 
amount  required  to  start  the  routes 
scheduled  for  December  1.  the  appropria- 
tion Is  exhausted,  and  nearly  '2000  routes 
are  left  for  which  there  Is  no  appropria- 
tion. January  1  there  will  be  upwards  of

Direct    Buyers   to 

Raise  Prices. 

Winnipeg,  Man.,  Nov.  13.— As  a  result  of 
the  efforts  of  the  Canadian  Northern  rail- 
way to  move  this  ycar's,4^;-op,  the  Mani- 
toba farmer  1«  today  rcc.fving  6  cents  a 
bushel  more  for  his  wheat  than  at  the 
end  of  la.st  week.  Tuesday  the  local  g:ain 
men  nolillt'd  their  buyers  throughout  the 
country  that  hereafter  an  advance  of  6 
cents  a  bushel  was  to  be  made  in  the  price 
of  wlieat.  The  advance  is  babied  on  ihe 
.staieinent  made  by  the  Canadian  North- 
ern that  it  is  now  receiving  regular  in- 
siallnienta  of  several  liundred  more  cars 
it  has  had  under  contract,  and  that  ii  Is 
the  inti-ntion  of  the  company  to  iiandle 
ail  wheat  offered  at  points  along  its 
lines  and  liaul  the  same  lo  the  lake  front 
l»efore   the  closing  of  navigation. 

The  orders  placed  by  tlie  Canadian 
Northern  with  the  leading  car  work.s  of 
tl>e  Cnited  States  have  been  illUd  jind 
the  cars  are  now  .irrhlng  daily  at  Win- 
nipeg. Already  4uu  cans  hav«  arrived  or 
are  now  on  tiielr  way  hero  and  many  more 
will  be  received  tlie  next  week  or  ten 
days.  ; 

Acting  on  ih^  statement  of  the  railroad 
cninpany,  an  advance  of  4  cents  a  bushel 
was  made  on  Nov.  10.  and  Tuesday  a 
further  advance  of  2  cents  took  place, 
making  a  total  of  6  cents  a  bushel  on 
wheat  purchased  at  all  iMJlnts  along  the 
Canadian  Northern  railroad  system.

SEVERE  ON 
UNION  MEN 


Miners     Are      Roundly 
Scored  By  Independ- 
ent Operators. 


Methods  of  the    Unions 

Are    Dangerous 

to  Life. 


Some  Wages   Small   Be- 
cause of  Failure 
to   Work. 


Scranton.  Pa.,  Nov.  13. — The  answer 
of  the  independent  operators  of  the 
LAckawanna  and  Wyoming  region  to 
the  statement  of  President  Mitchell  ol 
the  Mine  Workers  was  made  public  last 
night. 

In  response  to  the  demand  for  an 
increase  in  wages,  they  say  that  tlie 
present  wages  are  such  as  to  enable 
the  diligent  and  skillful  miner  to  earn 
more  pe  rhonr  than  any  class  of  labor, 
skilled  or  unskilled,  in  the  towns  in 
which  their  mines  are  located,  and 
amply  sufficient  to  allow  him  not  only 
lo  maintain  an  American  standard  of 
living  and  educate  his  children,  but 
to  lay  aside  something  for  his  old 
age. 

That  some  miners'  wages  are  small, 
it  is  stated,  is  because  the'-  choose  to 
exercise  their  option  to  work  only  a 
few  hours  a  day. 

In  answering  the  contention  that 
mining  is  extremely  dangerous  and  un 
healthy  and  tends  to  shorten  life, 
the  operators  set  forth  a  petition  re- 
cently circulated  in  the  interests  of  a 
candidate  for  mine  inspector,  which 
contained  the  names  of  95  employes  or 
one  mine,  sixty-six  of  whom  ha* 
worked  in  the  mine  for  twenty  years 
or  more,  and  twenty  for  forty  years, 
and  five  for  fifty  years  or  mOre. 

The  demand  for  the  weighing  of  coal 
and  payment  by  the  legal  ton  of  2240 
pounds  instead  of  Ijy  the  fictitious  ton 
of  2750  or  3000  pounds  is  characterized 
as  a  thinly  disguised  effort  to  secure 
a  '10  per  cent  increase  in  wages. 

The  anrwer  asserts  that  ^7.50  pounds 
of  coal  as  it  comes  from  the  mine  Ij 
barely  sufficient  to  pro<luce  a  2240- 
pound  ton  of  prepared  coal. 

Regarding  the  declaration  of  l\\?. 
nimers  that  labor  unions  improve  the 
morals  and  discipline  of  their  members 
this  comment  is  made: 

"This  may  be  true  wl.en  applied  to 
aomf-  organizations,  but  when  applied 
to  the  miners*  union  we  enter  a  most 
emphatic  denial,  and  propose  to  Intro- 
duce evidence  showing  that  prior  to 
the  advent  of  the  ITnlted  Mine  Work- 
ers of  America  it  was  considered  bad 
form  to  kill  or  maim  a  ctizen  who 
.tttempted  to  exercise  his  constitutional 
right  to  sell  his  labor,  ami  that  the 
vast  number  of  brutal  murders  and 
beatings  during  the  past  five  montSis 
show  that  the  teachings  of  the  Unite! 
Mme  Workers  have  brought  about 
such  mor.al  obliquity  that  its  menibTd 
believed  themselves  justifiod  in  theae 
acts,  also  that  officers  of  the  union 
justified  this  cour.se  by  furni.shing  bail 
and  counsel  for  those  who  have  been 
rruilty  of  these  atrocious  acts. 

"We  believe  we  will  be  able  to  prove 
such  tremendous  losses  of  life  and 
money  as  the  direct  results  of  the 
methodr  of  this  particular  union  as  to 
convince  your  honorable  commission 
that  it  is  Inexpedient  to  do  any  act 
which  may  contribute  to  Its  continued 
existence." 


UNION  IDEA  DEFENDED. 

Is  the   Greatest    Democratic 
Movement  In  History. 

Wllkesbarre,  Pa.,  Nov.  13.— Henry  D. 
I^loyd,  author  of  "Wealth  Against  Com- 
monwealth," and  "A  Country  Without 
Strike.s,"  commented  on  th«  assertion  of 
President  Eliot  of  Harvard,  who  said  that 
the  "scab"  was  a  good  type  of  the  Amer- 
icixn    hero.      He    said: 

"The  strike  breaker  or  "scab"  Is  in  our 
day  precisely  the  same  good  type  of 
American  hero  as  the  American  loyalist 
was  in  hi.s  day,  when  he  dl<l  his  best  to 
ruin  the  struggle  of  his  fellow  colonis'.s 
for  independence.  The  trade  union  move- 
ment is  a  movement  for  the  Improvement 
of  the  working  people.  It  Is  one  of  the 
greatest  democratic  movements  in  his- 
tory, an  emancli>atlon  unique  In  the  ages, 
because    It    Is    .«;elf-emancipation. 

"One  hundred  years  ago  the  weaver 
owned  hi.s  loom  and  the  shoemaker  his 
bench.  The  Instruments  of  production 
have  been  swept  Into  the  possession  of 
tne  quick  and  the  .«?trongest  and  unscru- 
pulous meTi,  who  know  how  to  talce  ad- 
vantage of  the  marvelous  opportunities 
of  the  modern  era.  There  is  literally  noth- 
ing left  to  the  working  men  and  women 
but  their  hinds  and  the  power  of  asso- 
ciation. Men  like  President  Eliot  and 
Rev.  Dr.  Hillis,  who  expressed  the  same 
S'-ntlment  as  President  Eliot,  however 
honest  they  may  be,  are  holding  the 
hands  of  the  defenseless,  while  capital 
robs  them  of  the  only  thing  they  hflve 
left— union."

I'aul,  was  granted  a  divorce  from  Clara 
Clark,  whom  he  married  at  Ottawa,  Can- 
ada,   nine  yers  ago. 

Mrs.  Clark  and  two  children  are  still 
living  at  Ottawa,  the  husband  having 
left  there  two  years  ago.  after  reach- 
ing home  one  evening  and  tinding  his 
trunk  packed  and  y.  note  Informing 
him  that  he  was  no  longer  wanted 
about   the  house.

Washington  Bureau. 

Washingtcn,  Nov,  13— U^peclal  to  Tii« 
Herald.;— Edwin  N.  Gunsuulus.  United 
•Stales  consul  at  Toronto,  sends  the  fol- 
lowing intert-stlng  papt-r  to  the  state 
department  relative  to  Canadian  peai- 
fuel  operations: 

Recognizing  that  a  good  and  cheap 
substitute  for  anthracite  coal  would 
prove  a  great  boon  to  the  i)eople  of 
many  states  of  the  I'nion.  and  having 
learned  that  the  efforts  in  Canada  to 
produce  dense  fuel  blocks  from  peat 
liave.  withm  the  last  few  months,  liee.. 
brought  to  a  succtssful  issue,  1  have 
mac!e  careful  imiuiry  with  1  vitw  to  re- 
porting v.hatever  has  been  dfllnileiy 
accomplished;  and  1  find  that  practical 
experiments,  which  have  been  presei  v- 
Ingly  continued  for  some  years,  have 
now  resulted  in  the  economical  prodac- 
tion  of  a  salable  poat  fuel,  highly  salia- 
far-tory  for  domestic  purposes. 

Manufacturing  operations  on  a  com- 
mercial scale  have  been  reported  upon 
by  engineers  of  high  standing,  and  a!) 
agree,  in  the  opinion  that  methods  and 
ai'i>lian<'es  are  now  available  whereby 
peat  bri<iuettes  may  be  produced,  ready 
for  shipment,  for  a  maximum  manufac- 
turing cost  of  Jl.'iO  per  ton.  and  prob- 
ably fi-r  considerably  less  in  plants  of 
large  ca]r>aclty. 

A  number  of  experienced  business 
men  and  government  officials  concur  lu 
the  engineers'  conclusion,  and  I  find 
that  the  large  majority  of  customtys 
are  much  pleased  with  the  fuel,  which. 
If  burned  with  proper  regard  to  the 
few  simple  precautions  necessary  to 
Insure  best  results  in  combustion,  can- 
not fail  to  meet  the  most  exacting  re- 
quirements heretofor-j  expected  of  an- 
thra(  ite  coal.  Theor  is,  however,  some 
difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  length 
of  time  a  given  weight  of  ppat  briquet- 
tes   will    burn,   as   compared    with    the 


same  weljrht  of  anthracite;  theorotl- 
callv.  the  heat  units  in  peat  being 
fewer,  it  may  be  argued.  It  must  burn 
out  faster:  but  with  effcillve  control  j 
of  drafts,  it  is  surpri.«ing  how  nearly 
its  lasting  quality  approaches  that  of 
hard  coal,  due  doubtless  to  the  fact 
that  more  perfect  combustion  is  usually 
had  in  the  burning  of  peat  under  oi- 
liriary  conditions,  the  v.aste  in  burning 
coal  certainly  being  greater  than  in 
I>eat  briquettes,  both  fuels  being  ttroJ 
by  methods  in  common  use. 

Pre-eminently  to  two  individuals 
(.Tos.  M.  Shuttleworth.  of  lirantford. 
Ontario,  and  Alex.  Dobson.  of  I'.eaver- 
ton,  (Jntaiio),  in  association  with  the 
I'eat  Machinery  Sur)ply  company.  Lim- 
ited, of  Toronto,  and  the  Peat  Develop 
mint  Syndicate,  Limited,  of  Mrantfonl, 
is  due  tne  success  of  this  new  Indus- 
try; and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that 
conclusions  do  not  rest  on  mere  la- 
boratory experiments,  but  on  resuita 
demonstrated  at  practical  plants  turn- 
niiig  out  fuel  in  commercial  tiuantitles. 

The  machinery  in  operation  at  Beav- 
erton  is  reported  by  the  secretary  oT 
the  (»ntarlo  bureau  of  mines  as  "witii- 
^ta^uTing  the  test  of  steady  usage,  pro- 
ducing sufficient  fuel  for  the  tow  '.  with 
some  ovej  for  shlpmenf;'"  and  this  orli- 
cial  says  further:  "With  this  plant  in 
successful  operation,  very  substantia: 
evidence  is  furnished  of  the  advance 
of  the  Industry  to  a  commercial  basis." 

I'eat  fuel  has  been  made  at  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Peat  Industries,  Limited, 
near  Welland,  and  at  the  Hi  unner  bog, 
by  the  Stratford  Pea*  company;  but  in 
both  cases,  the  permanent  equipment 
of  the  plants  has  been  wisely  deferred 
until,  by  sutticiently  long  usage,  selei - 
tK-n  can  l)e  made  among  the  several  ap- 
pliances available.  This  end  has  been 
served  by  the  operations  of  the  past 
few  months,  and  the  coming  spring,  U 
appears,  will  witness  ver^  general  ac- 
tivity in  peat-fuel  manufacturing  in 
Canada. 

A  word  of  caution  to  Intending  oper- 
ators may  be  timely.  I  notice  many 
refercntts  in  the  public  press— espe- 
cially in  papers  published  in  the  West- 
ern states— in  reward  to  the  formation 
of  companies  proposing  to  utilize  p-at 
beds.  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  give 
publicity  to  the  following  Canadian 
experiences:  Fully  $1(10.000  has  in  tht 
cour.se  of  seven  or  eight  years  been 
practically  wasted  in  futile  attempts 
made  in  this  line  by  many  persons  and 
corporations.  It  would  api)ear  advis- 
able for  all  intending  f)iierators  to  con- 
fer with  tho.se  in  Canada  who  have 
the  advantage  of  thorough  nc<|ualn:- 
ance  with  peat  in  its  practical  manipu- 
lation, before  adopting  untried  meth- 
ods or  appliances.  Kuropean  practice, 
I  am  told.  althouKh  successful  in  many 
Instances  environeil  by  special  circum- 
stances—notably cheap  manual  labor- 
can  not  be  profitably  followed  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic:  and  the  opinion 
of  J.  G.  Thaulow.  the  Norwegian  gov- 
ernment's peat  master,  sustains  this 
conclusion.  He  says:  "The  fuel  (in 
Canada)  is  undoubtedly  made  at  a 
manufacturing  cost  within  $1.25  per 
ton.  and  the  machinery  and  methods 
employed  I  regard  as  highly  satlsfa<  - 
tor.y."  He  could  suggest  nothing  known 
in  Europe  as  preferable,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  admitted  the  gain  secured  by 
use  of  the  ingenious  mechanical  ap- 
pliances used  here,  making  unnecei- 
sary.  to  a  very  Rreat  extent,  the  em- 
ployment of  hand  labor. 

Another  source  of  danger  of  which 
those  approaching  this  new  industry 
should  be  apprised  lies  In  the  unsuit- 
abillty  of  many  peat  deposits  for  prac- 
tical   use;    only    bogs    of    an    average 


depth  of  four  feet  and  upward  and  of 
c«>iisiderable  area  (at  bast  100  acres) 
should  be  selected,  on  account  of  the 
expense  of  the  plant.  Fully  as  serious 
a  danuer  lies  in  the  seection  of  lands 
without  regard  to  ((uality  of  the  peat, 
feasibility  of  drainage,  and  accessibil- 
ity to  some  means  of  transportation. 
All  these  points  should  be  carefully 
considered.  E.  J.  Checklev.  of  Toronto, 
who  has  been  Intimately  connected  for 
years  with  peat  development  In  Can- 
ada, is  investigating  peat  properties 
in  Illinois,  Wisconsin  and  Minnes<)ia. 
He  reports  that  the  grass  peats  of  Wls- 
ctmsln  appear  to  carry  so  great  an  ad- 
mixture of  alluvial  substances  as  to 
make  the  percentage  of  ash  too  high 
to  admit  of  the  satisfactory  use  of  the 
peat  for  commercial  purposi's;  the  mo.s.s 
peats  of  Northern  Wisconsin  are  much 
superior  In  quality,  although  further 
removed  from  large  centers  affording 
the  best  markets. 

Feasibility  of  drainage  Is  essential,  as 
no  appliances  appear  to  have  been  per- 
fected as  yet  by  which  a  submerged 
bog  can  be  profitably  worked.  Satis- 
factory transportation  facilltleR  should 
also  be  treated  as  a  potent  factor  in 
the  problem. 

The  Canadian  Industry  has  profited 
by  tbe  co-operation  existing  among  the 
organizations  and  Individuals  I  have 
mentioned  as  interested  in  peat  devel- 
opment, obviating  one  source  of  weak- 
ness arising  out  of  attempts  made  by 
ln<livldual  patentees,  whose  achleve- 
menas  usually  embrace  only  one  ap- 
pliance, leaving  many  important  steps 
wholly  unprovided  for.  Every  one  of 
the  many  links  required  to  complete 
the  chain  of  apparatus  for  a  compbHe 
outfit  should  be  made  sure  of.  l)efore 
investors  embark  In  the  enterprise. 

In  view  of  the  grave  anxieties  the 
fuel  problem  has  recently  excited,  I 
am  led  to  regard  this  Industry  as  of 
more  than  passing  Interest,  and  I  pur- 
pose supplving  in  further  reports  in- 
formation covering  the  mechanism 
constituting  a  peat-fuel  plant,  and 
other  points  of  interest  as  to  peat  fuel, 
peat  gas,  peat-moss  paper  and  the  dis- 
tillation of  peat  for  the  extraction  of 
by-products. 

If  the  average  man  would  look  him- 
self stiuarely  in  the  eye.  he  would  see 
at  once  that  he  needs  Uocky  Moun- 
tain Tea.

Ferdinand  Ward  was  in  New  York  last 
week  making  arrangt-ments  to  move  here 
from  Genesee,  N.  Y.,  and  he  told  a  friend 
that  he  and  his  son  had  come  to  an  un- 
derstanding, and  that  the  boy  now  want- 
ed to  live  with  him.  Ward  has  given  up 
his  place  he  held  as  clerk  In  the  surro- 
gate's office  at  Genesee  to  rSke  up  a 
re«ldence    here    with    his    son. 

The  first  Mrs.  Ward  saved  part  of  her 
personal  fortune.  Dying  she  left  $SO,000 
to  her  son.  The  estate  has  grown,  so

In  case  of  the 
boy's  death  the  will  directs  that  half  the 
estate  be  paid  to  Ferdinand  Ward.

Bad  Influence  of  Success* 
ful  Manipulation— Con- 
servative Speculation. 


Perhaps  no  more  widely  InterestlnB 
topii-  ran  be  treated  at  the  present 
time  than  that  of  manipulutlon  of 
stocks  by  professional  operators 
lliruuKh  which  manipulation  the  mar- 
ket is  sought  to  be  made  attractive  to 
the  general  speculatingr  public,  wl»en  it 
Is  desired  by  the  professionals  to  ad- 
vance prices  for  the  purpose  of  realiz- 
ing upon  stock  holdings  which  they 
have  accumulated,  or  when  It  is 
desired  to  discourage  such  speculation 
•by  the  public  as  might  interfere  th? 
plans  of  the  professionals  who  wish  to 
accumulate  stocks,  says  the  New  York 
Financier. 

As  a  rule  non-professional  or  outsldrf 
•peculators  are  bulls,  or  continually 
operating  in  expectation  of  a  rise.  ai>d 
comparatively  few  have  acqulreil  pro- 
ficiency in  the  art  of  successfully  oper- 
ating on  thje  bear  side  of  the  market, 
or  in  anticipation  of  a  fall  in  prices. 
Consequently  outsiders  are  often  lead- 
ily  induced  to  buy.  and  usually  near  the 
top  of  the  market,  the  professionals 
then  being  engaged  in  admit ly  unliiUil- 
Ing  their  holdings  upon  the  t(M)  eager 
non-professionals,  who,  from  their  !>'?- 
iDg  so  easily  tleceived,  and  so  fre- 
Muently  victintized,  have  come  to  b.? 
known,  in  Wall  street  parlance  as 
••lambs."  Moreover  n'>n-professional3 
are  deterred  from  operating  on  the 
bear  side  by  the  fear  of  corners  In 
stocks  which  may  possihly  involve  Ih? 
speculative  sellers  in  di.saatroua  losses 
by  reason  of  there  being  practically  no 
llrait  to  the  price  of  a  cornered  stock 
•while  the  los.ses  on  stocks  bought  for  a 
rise  usually  limited  by  the  intrinsic 
value  thereof— if  in<leed  they  have  suo^s 
value. 

Stock  commission  houses  are  repre- 
sented on  the  tloor  of  the  stock  ex- 
change "ither  by  an  active  member,  or 
In  his  absence  by  some  member  who  is 
employed  by  the  house,  who  executes 
the  orders,  to  buy  or  sell,  which  are 
sent  to  the  exchange  either  througii 
telephone  or  by  messenger.  These  oi- 
der.s  emanate  from  the  speculators  in 
the  ofhces  of  the  commission  house  or 
from  those  at  a  distance  who  may  com- 
municate with  the  house  by  wire  or 
through  the  mail.  Houses  transacting 
a  iarje  business  have  direct  wire  con- 
rec:  Tn  with  the  principal  cities 
throughout  the  country,  where  the 
house  has  branches  and  thus  the  cus 
toi.iers  -'f  the  hou.^e  have  facilities  for 
trading  without  delay  and  they  are 
promptly  advised  )f  the  execution  oZ 
their  orders.  Nearly  all  of  these  houses 
ha\e  in  thei'-  offices,  for  the  conveni- 
ence of  their  local  customers,  reports  of 
the  current  news  of  the  day.  which  ar? 
supplied  by  agencies,  which  gather  the 
news  by  telegraph  or  otherwise,  thus 
enai'ling  the  customers  to  keep  con- 
stantly advised  of  events  which  may 
have  an  intluence  upon  the  market. 
Tho.^e  patrons  of  the  house  who  aio 
at  .1  dl-'tance  are  kept  informed,  either 
l>y  direi-t  wire  communication  with  the 
branches,  or  by  market  or  private  let- 
ters or  telegrams  of  the  course  of 
prices  and  of  the  Infhjences  currently 
operating  on  the  market.  There  are 
al.'^o  agencies  which  profess  to  forecast 
.  the  immediate  future  of  the  market 
through  private  correspondence,  but 
thefe  forecasts  are  usually  no  more  re- 
liable than  are  the  •"tips"  upon  a  horso 
race.  The  object  of  all  these  various 
forms  of  prompt  or  advance  informa- 
tion regarding  market  conditions  i.s  to 
encour.ige  speculatir.n  by  the  clients  of 
Stock  hou-'-es  without  whose  trading  the 
business  of  the  hou.se  would  be  re- 
duced to  a  minimum  and  be  unprofit- 
able. 

It  will  he  seen  that  through  this  sy.>- 
tem  of  prompt  communication  of  infor- 
mation of  a  character  to  intluence  the 
course  of  the  market,  manipulation  in 
the  interest  of  large  operators  may 
often  be  made  possible.  This  might 
especially  b{»  the  case  were  these  oper- 
ators permitted  to  use  this  system  for 
the  purpose  of  making  public  their  in- 
dividual v'.ews  as  to  the  future  of 
prices.  As  such  a  course  would  be  con- 
trary to  the  policy  of  the  agencies, 
"Which  aim  to  confine  their  business  to 
the  prompt  publication  of  carefully 
verified  facts,  avoiding  expression  of 
Individual  opinion,  manipulation  of  tie 
juarket  is  conducted  in  such  a  way  as 
not  to  excite  public  suspicion.  The 
opera' or  desiring,  for  example,  to  ad- 
vance the  price  of  a  certain  stock  usu- 
ally distributes      his      buying      orde..s 


through  a  house  In  which  he  is  either 
iiullvidually  interested  or  one  which  i.^ 
willing  to  assume  the  management  of 
the  deal  and  in  all  the  operations  inci- 
dent lo  the  carrying  out  of  his  plan  tho 
hou.se.  and  not  himself  individually,  is 
known  to  the  public  through  the  trace- 
able i)urchase.s  by  this  house.  When 
the  de.il  has  been  acc<>mi)llshed  and  tlie 
nere.ssary  amount  of  stock  has  l>een 
secured  tlie  name  of  the  principal  15 
permitted  to  leak  out  and,  acting  on 
the  statements  that  he  is  buying,  or 
that  he  has  largely  bought,  the  non- 
professional spcculat.>rs.  fancying  that 
they  see  a  gtnid  thing,  eagerly  buy  and 
usually  load  up  with  the  stock  which 
Is,  at  that  very  time,  being  sold  by  the 
principal  to  the  deal.  In  this  way  large 
profits  are  realized  by  the  operator, 
who  has  organized  the  deal,  and  th? 
"lambs"  are  shorn  of  their  fleece  and 
often  many  of  them  are  compelled  to 
aw.iit  a  new  growth  thereof  Iwfore  they 
can  lr.<lulge  in  further  speculatl<in. 

iM.'inlpulation  by  t>rofesslonals  for  a 
fall  in  stoi-ks  is  often  conducted  in  such 
a  iiiiinner  as  to  cause  heavy  losses  by 
outsiders  through  attempts  to  averav;e 
by  purchasing  at  the  lower  level.  The 
stoi  k  which  is  being  speculatively  sold 
naturally  declines  untler  the  pressure 
of  .«ale.s,  and  then  non-j>i  ofessinnalJ 
buy  for  a  turn,  which  buying  may  ar- 
rest a  further  fall  and  bring  about  a 
reaction.  As  the  market  rises,  addi- 
tional lines  of  the  stock  are  sold  by 
the  operator,  and  the  process  is  re- 
peated until  he  has  sold  all  that  he  has 
(losired.  when  his  hand  is  shown,  either 
directly  or  otherwise,  and  the  market 
drops  heavily.  Should  the  non-pro- 
fessional, whose  experience  has  taught 
him  that  in  such  cases  the  operator 
would  most  likely  cover  or  rebuy  his 
short  stock  after  It  had  apparently 
reached  a  satisfactorily  low  level,  buy 
more  of  the  stock  for  the  purpose  of 
averaging,  and  if  this  non-professional 
buying  should  cause  a  rally,  thus  pre- 
venting the  operator  from  covering  his 
lines  at  a  satisfactory  profit,  new  short 
stock  may  be  sold  by  him.  with  the  re- 
sult of  increasing  the  non-profe.sslon- 
al's  losses.  Kventually  the  «>perator 
succeeds  in  rebuying  his  short  stock 
ami.  In  addition,  a  sufUcient  amount  to 
justify  him  in  bulling  the  market,  and 
the  deal  on  the  short  side  is  closed, 
yielding  large  profits  to  the  operatfir. 

Such  movements  as  those  above 
noted  sometimes  result  in  more  or  less 
acute  corners,  in  which  even  profes- 
sional operators  are  entangled,  and  also 
those  outsiders  who,  despite  their  fears 
of  such  complications,  may  be  tempted 
to  take  the  risk  of  short  selling.  The 
manipulation  for  a  fall  must,  of  cour.se, 
to  be  successful,  be  conducted  with  the 
utmost  caution  to  avoid  publicity.  The 
stock  is  first  sharply  advanced,  ap- 
parently without  good  reason.  an<l  as 
it  ri.ses.  the  operator  speculatively  sells 
It.  borrowing  the  stock  for  delivery  iii 
such  a  way  as  not  to  expose  his  move- 
ments. The  stock  falls  under  pressure 
of  large  sales,  not  only  bv  the  perator, 
but  by  professionals  and  others  wtio 
may  likewise  sell  in  expeitalion  of  a 
profit,  until  suddenly  the  manipulator 
secretaly  covers  his  shorts,  buys  much 
more  than  may  be  needed  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  returns  the  borrowed  stock, 
at  the  .same  time  loaning  his  surplus 
stock  to  the  short  sellers,  thus  en- 
couraging them  to  continue  their  spec- 
ulative sales.  When  the  operator  de- 
cides to  close  the  deal  he  calls  In  the 
stock  which  he  has  loaned,  thereby 
causing  it  to  command  a  premium  for 
its  use.  the  alarmed  short  sellers  hasten 
to  cover,  and  the  corner  is  developed. 
The  manipulator  then  fixes  a  price  for 
settlement,  the  adjustments  are  made, 
he  gathers  his  profits  and  his  victims 
mourn  their  losses,  soon  forgetting, 
however,  the  lesson  they  have  bec.i 
taught,  for  it  is  proverbial  that  stock 
speculators  have  brief  memories. 

We  have  here  outlined  the  principal 
processes  of  manitutlation  of  the  .stock 
market  which  are  conducted  for  and 
result  In  the  enrichment  of  bold  oper- 
ators possessing  large  means  and  the 
gambling  instinct.  These  operators 
have  in  very  many  cases  acfjuired  their 
wealth  through  more  or  less  bold  spec- 
ulations on  the  market,  beginning  with 
deals  as  non-professionals  which  have 
been  so  successfully  c<jnducted  as  to 
avoid  important  los.ses.  The  succes.ses 
of  these  speculators  are  constantly 
stimulating  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
continually  increasing  adventurers  in 
the  market,  some  day  through  some 
lucky  hit.  to  lay  the  foundation  for 
independent  fortunes.  Even  the 
"lambs"  who  stand  .shivering  before 
the  blackboards  of  "bucket  shop.^." 
trading  in  lO-share  lots,  do  not  despair 
of  sometime,  in  the  not  distant  future, 
becoming  multi-millionaires.  With  the 
opportunity  for  manipulation  so  con- 
stantly presented  as  it  is,  and  with  the 
almost  universal  adherence  of  non-pro- 
fessionals to  trading  on  margin,  which 
makes  p(».sslble  the  success  of  such 
manipulation,  it  is  not  surprising  that 
adverse  monetary  conditions,  or  other 
deranging  influences,  shoul<l  result  in 
such  widespread  apprehension  and 
often  in  such  disastrous  Individual 
losses  as  have  brought  operations  In 
stocks  into  such  disrepute. 

The  only  absolutely  safe  course  for  a 
trader  to  pur.sue  who  would  avoid  the 
entanglements  Incident  to  stock  specu- 
lation is  to  buy  and  pay  in  full  for 
securities,  first  exercising  .sound  Judg- 
ment as  to  the  intrinsic  value  of  the 
properties.  When  his  purchases  show 
a  satisfactory  profit  he  may  sell,  if 
he  so  desires,  and  await  a  favorable 
opportunity  to  rebuy.  If  he  feels  that 
he  must  trade  on  margin,  because  buy- 
ing outright  would  be  likely  to  yield 
such  small  and  perhaps  tardy  returns, 
he  should  not  overtrade,  he  ought  to 
provide  margin  sufficient  to  meet  even 
extraordinary  fluctuations.,  be  willing 
to  accept  small  losses,  when  the  market 
unexpectedly  declines,  and  be  satis- 
fled  with  small  profits  and  avoid  being 
influenced  by  market  go.ssip.  By  pur- 
suing this  course  he  may  not  become  a 
multi-millionaire,  but  he  will  not  be 
likely  to  suffer  through  the  crafty 
guiles  of  manipulators  of  the  market.

DIAMONDS 
ARE  LOST 

That  Were  In  the  Posses- 
sion of  an  Aged 
Man. 


He   Was  Taken   to   Hos- 

pital,  and  the  Stones 

Disappeared. 


Every  Member  of  Bern- 
stein Family  Search* 
ing  For  Them. 


Columbus,  Ohio,  Nov.  13.— The  mys- 
terious dlsappearanc  of  $15,000  worth 
of  diamonds  Is  Just  now  worrying  the 
well  known  Bernstein  family  here 
more  than  does  the  incarceration  in 
the  penitentiary  of  one  of  their  num- 
ber. 

Louis  H.  Bernstein,  aged  about  iO, 
was  run  down  by  a  street  car  some 
weeks  ago  and  serolusly  injured.  He 
was  removed  to  the  Protestant  hos- 
pital, and  while  under  expert  care 
there,  the  attendants  found  that  he 
had  In  his  i>o8session  a  lot  of  unset 
diamonds. 

The  diamonds  dl.tappeared,  and  every 
member  of  the  family  Is  now  on  a  still 
hunt  for  tlie  jewels.  It  Is  said  that  the 
stones  are  worth  at  least  Jl.'i.OOO.  No 
blame  attaches  to  the  hospital  people. 
When  It  was  discovered  that  the  dia- 
monds were  in  the  possession  of  the 
aged  man,  the  management  of  the 
hospital,  his  physician  and  others  sug- 
gested that  he  put  them  in  the  custody 
of  the  orticials  for  safekeeping.  Bern- 
stein refused  to  surrender  them. 

The  hospital  people  became  some- 
what worried  over  the  seemingly  care- 
less manner  In  v.hich  so  valuable  a 
packagt-  was  handled.  Sometimes  it 
would  be  found  under  the  old  man's 
pillow,  and  again  he  would  r»ush  the 
$15,000  worth  of  Jewels  between  the 
blankets  on  his  bed.  Again  and  again 
was  an  effort  made  to  have  thi»  old 
man  place   the  stones  in  a  safe  place, 


hut  he  would  not  consent.  Finally  the 
members  of  the  family  were  asked  to 
appeal  to  the  venciable  patient  to 
surrender   the  stones. 

While  the  hospital  attaches  and  the 
family  were  becoming  more  and  more 
exercLsed  over  the  fortune  that  was 
being  pushed  from  one  place  in  the  bed 
to  another,  the  pocketbook  and  its 
valuable  contents  disappeared.  That 
was  the  signal  for  a  flurry. 

The  advice  of  family  lawyers  was 
secured,  and  for  some  days  a  sub  rosa 
search  has  been  in  progress.  Owing  to 
the  recent  conviction  of  Julius  Bern- 
stein, son  of  Louis  H.  Bernstein,  in 
the  United  States  court  for  receiving 
stolen  postage  stamps,  the  family, 
while  vitally  Interested,  did  not  want 
the  matter  made  public.  Julius  Bern- 
stein was  one  of  the  best  known  and 
richest  pawnbrokers  in  the  city,  and 
his  sentence  of  five  years  created  a 
sensation.  It  is  said  that  he  has  se- 
creted about  him  in  the  penitentiary 
thou.^ands  of  dollars'  worth  of  dia- 
•  monds,  and  that  many  thou.sands  more 
I  are  securely  deposited  with  relatives 
In  the  city.  It  is  known  that  he  has 
made  an  offer  of  $10,000  to  anyone  who 
can  secure  the  Intluence  necessary  to 
get  him  a  pardon.  Julius  Bernstein  has 
been  consulted  about  the  loss  of  his 
father's  diamonds,  and  while  he  says 
he  has  no  Idea  as  to  who  may  have 
taken  them,  he  refuses  to  give  out  any 
information.  Two  daughters  of  Bern- 
stein senior  have  come  here  from 
Texas  to  assist  the  family  in  locating 
the  misusing  jewels, 

Louis  Bernstein  has  been  removed 
from  the  Protestant  hospital  to  his 
home  on  East  Mound  street.  It  Is 
thought  that  he  will  not  live  many 
days. 

After  Bernstein;  Sr.,  was  knocked 
down  by  a  street  oar  and  so  badly  In- 
jured, and  while  his  wounds  were  be- 
ing dressed  at  his  home,  he  askod 
friends  to  look  into  his, private  safe  to 
see  .if  his  funds  were  secure.  It  was 
found  that  there  was  WOOO.  or  $30O0  In 
cash  mi.ssing.  and  complaint  was  at 
once  made  to  Caiit.  Rilsaell  at  police 
ht  adquarters,  and  Bernstein  charged 
a  member  of  his  family  with  having 
taken  the  money.  Befor«»  the  rolice  got 
deep  into  the  case  announcement  was 
made  that  the  money  had  been  re- 
turned. '

GOLD  COINS 


Left  By  Federal  Officers 

Are  Found  By  a 

Carpenter. 

Vlcksburg.  Miss.,  Nov.  13.— The  fa- 
mous old  Shirley  house,  which  was  the 
headquarters  of  the  Union  army  dur- 
ing the  civil  war,  is  now  being  rebuilt 
and  put  in  repair  so  as  to  be  everlast- 
ing as  a  relic  or  landmark  of  the  war, 
as  one  of  the  con.spicuous  features  of 
the  Vlcksburg  national  military  park 
now  undergoing  the  work  of  recon- 
struction. 

Many  of  the  states  have  already  sent 
commissions  here  to  locate  antl  re-es- 
tablish the  fortifications  occupied  by 
their  respective  troops  and  batteries 
during  the  great  civil  struggle.  An  in- 
cident, which  is  of  considerable  inter- 
est Just  at  the  present,  and  which  may 
thrown  some  light  on  history  that  will 
be  readily  grasped  by  some  Northern 
veteran,  occurred  last  week  at  the  old 
Shirley  house.  This  house.  In  being 
rebuilt,  required  the  force  of  a  number 
of  carpenters,  being  both  white  and 
colored.  Last  week,  one  afternoon, 
a  white  and  a  colored  carpenter  were 
at  work  removing  one  of  the  brick 
pillars  of  the  old  place,  in  order  that 
some  new  work  could  be  done,  when 
to  their  utter  amazement  they  dis- 
covered a  bundle  containing  $1500  in 
gold  coin,  designated  in  tens  and 
twenties. 

The  white  carpenter,  with  his  ready 
shrewdness,  saw  an  opportunity  and 
told  the  negro  he  would  take  the  find 
over  In  the  woods  and  bury  It  until 
nightfall,  when  they  would  divide  the 
rich  find  between  them.  This  the  car-

Chicago.  Nov.  13— Wheat— The  news  and 
.statistics  today  were  generally  of  a  bear-

The  Ohio  Coal  company  dock  No.  1  was 
badly  damaged  by  the  heavy  sea  which 
was  running  In  the  harbor  yesterday.

The  conference  between  the  railroads 
of  the  state  and  the  state  railroad  and 
warehouse  commission  as  to  the  meth- 
ods of  levying  the  gross  earnings  tax 
on  railroads  has  resulted  in  a  plan 
that  it  is  believed  will  make  an  addi- 
tion to  the  revenue  of  the  state. 

The  move  is  the  result  of  the  law 
passed  at  the  special  session  of  the 
legi.-'lature  which  gives  the  public  ex- 
aminer authority  to  investigate  the 
books  of  railway*  comi>anle.s.  An  ex- 
pert railway  accountant  who  was  em- 
played  for  this  purpose,  made  imp^ii- 
ant  discoveries.  It  was  found  that 
many  items  of  r.iihvay  income  weie 
omitted  by  the  road.s  when  they  mf»de 
their  reports  of  gross  earnings  to  the 
slate  for  the  purpose.s  of  taxation.  T.-.e 
companies  claimed  that  these  items 
were  not  subject  to   tax. 

The  state  authorities  conceived  the 
plan  of  a  uniform  system  of  lepoit- 
ing  earnings,  and  took  up  the  matter 
with  the  accounting  ottlceis  of  the 
various  roads  and  the  attorney  gen- 
eral. Then  the  state  railroad  commis- 
sion sent  an  expert  ac^oun  ant 
through  the  books  of  the  railroad  <  om- 
panies.  As  a  result  of  a  long  invcitigt- 
tion  came  the  conference  Ln  St.  Paui 
between  the  commission  and  le.u-^Sc-:- 
tatives  of  fifteen  railroads,  at  close  of 
which  the  commission  announiel  a 
basis  of  figuring  the  gross  earnlnps  of 
the  companies  so  as  to  secure  uni- 
formity in  tax  reports. 

Interstate  pa.'^s?nger  and  state  earn- 
ings ate  to  be  reported  on  the  .same 
basis  as  at  present,  which  is  a  pnjpir- 
tion  of  the  earnings  on  each  shloment 
as  the  distance  it  is  carried  In  this 
state  bears  to  the  whole  distance  car- 
ried.

The  Southern  railroads  are  goin* 
after  Immigrant  busines.s  in  a  lively 
manner,  and  it  Is  up  to  the  Northern 
lines  to  make  terms  equal  with  theia 
if  they  want  to  hold  the  business.  It 
is  announced  that  the  I'nion  Pacific 
has  made  a  rale  of  ?1(K)  per  carlo.i.d  on 
Immigrant  moveables  from  Mit-sourt 
river  points,  which  practically  includes 
part  of  the  territory  of  the  Twi'i 
Citie.se.  to  Utah  and  the  West.  Thit>  ia 
a  material  reduction,  as  the  Northern 
Pacific  and  Great  Northern  now  chargo 
$160  for  the  samo  class  of  freights.  Not 
satisfied  with  this  conces.sion,  the 
Union  Pacific  and  other  Southwestern 
roads  are  continuing  the  rate  of  one 
fare  plus  $2  for  the  round  trip,  which 
was  cancelled  by  the  Northern  roads. 
The  result  of  these  concessicms  is  an 
increased  immigration  movement  into 
that  territory,  to  the  disadvantage  ot 
the  Northwest.  The  tide  which  has 
been  setting  this  way  so  strongly  la 
now  going  that  way.

The  plan  for  getting  after  ticket  for-

Both  i^erry  and  the  young 
woman  were  induced  to  discuss  thi 
matter  today,  and  considerable  un- 
port.int  Information  wa.s  obtained. 
Although  the  police  would  not  go  int.* 
details,  it  was  disclo.sed  that  there  Is 
a  strong  likelihood  that  the  charge 
against  I'erry  may  be  changed 
to  include  the  murder  In  Somerville, 
besides  that  of  Miss  Morton,  and  the 
young  woman  who  had  the  chain  may 
become  the  chief  witness  of  the  state. 
The  state  police  do  not  believe  that 
the  negro  who  has  been  arrested  in 
New  York  is  the  man  wanted  here  la 
connection  with  the  assault  case. 


KENTUCKY  FEUD. 

Two  Deputy  Sheriffs  Shot  By 
a  Policeman. 

Cincinnati.  N..v.  13.— During  a  fight 
at  Hegener's  saloon,  in  Covington,  Ky., 
last  night.  Deputy  Sheriffs  Nicholas 
Botkin  and  John  Mclnenery  were  shot 
by  Policeman  Uobert  Brown.  Botkin 
died  today.  Mclnenery,  who  is  a 
brother  of  the  sherllT  of  Kenton  coun- 
ty, is  resting  well  and  will  recover.

Refuses   to   Pay 

Death  Loss. 

The  case  of  Jennie  Maglnnls  against 
the  ITiiiun  Casualty  and  Surety  com- 
pany, of  St.  Liouls,  Mo.,  is  on  trial  be- 
fore a  Jury  In  Judge  Kn.slgn's  room  In 
district  court.  The  plaintiff  seeks  to 
recover  the  amount  of  an  accident  pol- 
icy, which  her  son,  Christopher  C.  Ma- 
glnnls. had  taken  nut  with  the  casu  il- 
ly compan.v  jirevl'ius  to  his  accident 
on  Fifth  avenue  west,  between  j'.uper- 
lor  and  First  strt  ets,  eatly  last  spi  lug, 
at  which  time  he  fell  on  an  Icy  walk 
while  on  his  way  to  a  xxatlng  party, 
antl    received    fatal  Injuiles. 

The  casualty  company  refus^'d  to  piy 
the  f>olicy  on  the  ground  that  the  pul- 
monary artery  of  the  decedent  was 
diseased  and  that  he  was  not  in  a 
healthy  condition  when  he  was  In- 
sured and  furthermore,  that  had  the 
pulmonary  artery  been  healthy  his  fall 
(ould  not  have  ruptured  it  and  caused 
death. 

This  morning,  William  B.  Phe'ps. 
counsel  for  the  plaintiff,  introduc  d  a 
copy  of  the  accident  policy  which 
Christoi)her  Maglnnls  took  out  with 
the  casualty  company  Oct.  21,  laOl.  for 
$25<X).  the  amount  for  which  plaintllT 
has  sued. 

The  witnesses  for  the  plaintiff  this 
morning  were  Dr.s.  Ooffe  and  Phelan. 
who  were  present  at  the  autopsy  and 
testified  as  to  what  they  found.  Dr. 
Webster  was  called  as  witness  for  Ih-- 
defj'use  this  morning.  He  stated  that 
a  i  erson  could  not  have  ruptured  his 
pulmonary  artery  in  a  fall,  such  as 
Christopher  Maginnis  had,  providing 
the  artery  was  In  a  healthy  condition. 
Dr.  Webster  said  that  If  the  arteiy 
was  diseased  or  weakened  through 
various  causes.  Including  rheumatism, 
gout,  over-exerticm,  etc.,  it  would  be 
liable  to  rufiture  through  a  fall  be- 
cau.se  of  a  suddenly  Increased  circula- 
tion. Other  expert  temimony  will 
likely  be  called  by  the  defens-.-  and  in 
rebuttal  by   the  plaintiff.

affairs  with  the  combine  now  under  way. 

The  lake  business  of  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific and  Great  Northern  Is  one  of  the 
biggest  Items  of  lake  tntfflc.  The  Ureat 
Northern  works  with  the  Northern  Steam- 
ship company,  which  ojierates  a  fleet,  and 
the  Northern  I'aclfic  has  close  relations 
with   the    Vvesti-rn   Transit  companv. 

if  President  lIlUs  plan  is  carried  out  he 
will  Increase  the  number  of  Northern 
Steamship  freighters  sufficiently  to 
handle  the  business  of  both  the  Great 
Northern  and  Northern  P.<jclfic  and  place 
the  whole  under  one  traffic  official.

New  Orleans.  Nov.  13.— The  American 
Bankers'  association  was  slow  in  as- 
sembling this  morning.  After  prayer, 
the  call  of  states  for  flve-mlnute  talks 
was  r>?sumed. 

California  invited  the  convention  to 
meet  in  San  Francisco,  and  Washing- 
ton Invited  the  convention  to  meet  In 
Seattle. 

The  nominating  committee,  composed 
of  the  delegates  from  different  stales, 
submitted  the  following  nominations: 

For  president,  Caldwell  Hardy,  presi- 
dent of  the  Norfolk  National  bank,  of 
Norfolk,  Va. :  first  vice  president, 
Frank  G.  lilgelow,  president  of  the 
First  National  bank,  Milwaukee;  for 
executive  council,  John  Skelton  Wlll- 
lams,  oresident  of  the  Richmond  Trust 
and  Safe  Deposit  company,  Klehmond, 
Va.;  W.  T.  Fenton.  cashier  of  the  First 
National  Hank  of  the  Hepublic,  Chi- 
cago: Arthur  Reynolds,  president  of  the 
Des  Moines  National  bank.  Des  Moines, 
and  James  T.  Hayden.  president  of  the 
Whitney  National  Bank  of  New  Or- 
leans. 

Vice  presidents  repreesntlng  each 
state  were  also  nomliuited.  A  commit- 
tee composed  of  delegates  representing 
the  various  states  also  presented  nomi- 
nees for  the  executive  council,  as  fol- 
lows:

The  following  telegram  was  read  front 
Secretary  of  Treasury  vShaw: 

"Please  convey  my  greetings  and 
best  wishes  to  your  association,  and 
m.v  regret  at  not  l>eing  able  to  be  pres- 
ent. I  certainly  hoi>e  that  whkli 
statesmanship  has  failed  to  accom- 
plish may  be  consummated  through 
commerce,  and  that  portion  of  our  com- 
mon country  most  favored  by  natuie 
may  become  at  least  equal  sharer  in 
the  nation's  prosperity." 

Hon.  Theodore  E.  Burton,  of  Ohio, 
spoke  of  the  "Financial  CYisls."  He 
said: 

In  order  to  understand  the  nature  of 
financial  crisis,  it  is  necessary  to  study 
the  whole  field  of  trade  and  Industry. 
They  are  not  indei)endent  events,  but 
1>ear  close  relation  to  changing  condi- 
tions In  the  business  world.  At  the  out- 
set it  Is  neces.sary  to  define  three 
terms:  Financial  crisis,  depression, 
poverty.  John  Stewart  Mill  has  defined 
a  financial  or  commercial  crisis  as  fol- 
lows: "There  is  Kaid  to  be  a  crisis 
when  a  great  number  of  merchants  or 
traders  at  once  either  have,  or  appre- 
hend, that  they  shall  have,  a  dlfliculty 
in  meeting  their  engagements."  The 
crisis  whish  he  defines  is  essentially 
financial.  It  Is  most  keenly  felt  at 
banks  and  In  the  financial  centers.  It 
may  occur  when  trade  and  industry  are 
not  seriou.sly  affected.  It  Is  of  brief 
duration,  and  may  or  may  not  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  prolonged  disturbance.  A 
crisis  Is.  however,  usually  a  signal  or 
Introduction  for  a  period  of  prolonged 
disturbance,  during  which  a  decided 
mange  for  the  worst  occurs.  This 
disturbance  may  be  described  as  a 
dei;\esslon.  or  a  period  of  depressions. 
A  depression  may  be  briefly  defined  as 
a  protracted  season  In  which  the  ac 
tlvltles  and  profits  of  an  Industry  and 
trade  fall  materially  below  their  normal 
level.  Poverty  describes  a  connition 
still  more  prolonged  than  a  depression, 
and  one  which  is  of  a  permanent 
nature.  Crises  and  depressions  appear 
In  highly  developed  countries  wher.» 
trade  and  Industry  flourish  and  there 
Is  a  progress.  Poverty  exists  where 
there  is  a  general  condition  of  stagna- 
tion, and  development  either  does  not 
exist  or  Is  very  slow.  Crises  and  de- 
pressions are  severe  In  countries  which 
from  decade  to  decade  show  the  great- 
est Increase  In  wealth  and  material 
prosperity.  An  eminent  financial  writer 
has  said:  "Paradoxical  as  it  may  seem, 
the  riches  of  nations  can  be  measured 
by  the  violence  of  the  crisis  which  they 
experience."  If  instead  of  "riches  of 
nations,"  he  had  said  "rapidity  in  ma- 
materlal  development  of  nations,"  thU 
statement  could  be  accepted  as  sub- 
stantially true. 

In  order  to  explain  this  singular 
phenomenon.  that  the  most  advanced 
and  progressive  countries  suffer  most 
from  crisis  and  depressions,  it  Is  neces- 
sary to  .seek  their  causes.  Their  under- 
lying causes  can  be  traced  to  the  In- 
e\iiable  changes  which  characterize 
modern  industrial  and  commercial  pro- 
gress, to  the  aggressive  spirit  and  en- 
ergy of  progressive  peoples.  The.-e 
changes  require  the  constant  absorption 
of  exceptionally  large  amounts  of  cap- 
ital In  great  enterprises,  the  complf- 
tlon  of  which  requires  a  considerable 
time,  or  which,  .when  completed,  are 
not  Immediately  profitable.  This  class 
of  Investments  dl.sturtw  the  normal  re- 
lation between  exT>»*ndltures  for  the 
future  and  those  required  for  early 
utilization.  Illustrations  may  be  found 
In  such  Instances  cjs  the  building  of  the 
great  trans-continental  railways,  th.<» 
Hoosac  Tunnel  or  the  underground  rail- 
way in  New  York  city,  or  the  Invest- 
ment of  capital  In  great  establishment.? 
which  are  made  necessary  to  meet 
some  new  demand  of  public  utility  or 
convenience. 

Equally  disturbing  are  those  changes 
In  methods  of  production  or  manufac- 
ture occasioned  by  lnventl>is  or  by 
Improved  machinery  and  methods 
which  require  the  substitution  of  new- 
appliances  and  equipment  for  the  old. 
These  changes  require  the  loss  of  much 
of  Investment  which  has  been  utilized 
for  prior  demands  of  production.  Ma- 
terial and  appliances  which  have  been 
used  to  furnish  supplies,  are  aban- 
doned to  the  scrap  heap  and  great  In- 
vestments of  capital  are  lost.  An  in- 
cident of  this  progressive  tendency  Is 
the  unequal  development  of  Invention 
In  different  lines,  and  greater  profits  in 
certain  branches  of  business  or  manu- 
facture than  In  others.  As  a  result  of 
this,    there    is    an    absence    of    equili- 


brium between  different  lines  of  pro- 
duction; too  much  is  produced  of 
some  things,  too  little  of  others.  In 
a  period  of  advahcement  also.  when 
there  is  an  increased  demand  for  the 
uecessitles  and  luxuries  of  life,  there 
is  an  incidental  tendency  to  over-ac- 
tion, or  to  engage  in  an  unusual  num- 
ber of  unprofitable  undertakings,  ma- 
nifesting itself  In  seasons  of  expan- 
sion by  an  unusual  amount  of  spscu- 
latlon   and    fraud. 

The  coutse  of  advancement  la 
marked  by  a  demand  for  increased 
production  which  stimulates  enler- 
prlso.  This  Is  atended  first  by  a  rise 
In  prices,  then  by  a  great  Increase  in 
tne  equipment  for  production,  and 
later  by  an  over-supply  which  cauaes 
prices  to  fall.  In  tracing  the  course 
of  titese  disturbances,  prices  almost  al- 
ways reach  and  pa.ss  a  maximum  be- 
fore a  crisis  occurs.  The  crisis  comes 
when,  instead  of  a  demand  greater 
than  the  supply,  the  supply  Is  greater 
than  the  demand,  and  there  is  a  glut 
In  the  raarTcet.  Manufacturers  ajid 
traders  are  confronted  by  slower  sales 
and  by  diminished  profits. 

In  the  banking  business,  the  visible 
indications  of  the  approach  of  a  crisis 
are  an  Increase  of  loans  and  discounts, 
that  is,  an  Increase  greater  than  that 
which  Is  required  by  the  ordinary  ex- 
pansion of  trade  and  industry;  by  a 
decrea.se  of  deposits,  at  least  of  de- 
posits not  based  on  dlscountes,  by  a 
rl.se  in  the  rate  of  Interest,  or  a  scar- 
city of  available  money;  also  by  a  de- 
crease of  specie  and  gf  bank  reserve. 

One  of  the  most  accurate  Indica- 
tlon.s  of  healthful  financial  conditions 
or  the  reverse,  is  the  relation  between 
specie  and  loans,  as  shown  by  the 
statements  of  the  banks.  In  the  first 
half  of  the  last  century  this  was  the 
infallible  indication.  While  this  same 
indication  now  forecasts  the  ap- 
proach of  a  crisis.  It  is  much  less  pro- 
minent. The  same  conditions  which 
nave  caused  its  diminished  promin- 
ence as  an  indication,  have  also  less- 
ened the  severity  of  crisis.  Among 
them  are  the  growth  of  international 
financial  relations  and  the  recogni- 
tion of  a  general  Interest  which  ren- 
ders it  desirable  that  the  stronger 
should  support  the  weaker,  and  all 
should  unite  in  giving  attention  to  lo- 
calitlts  or  Interests  where  disturb- 
ances exist.  As  a  result,  assistance  is 
rendered  where  support  is  needed  in 
time  of  stre.ss.  There  is  also  the 
adoption  of  substitutes  for  money 
Which  diminishes  the  strain  on  the 
nionetary  supply,  metallic  or  paper- 
the  larger  capital  invested  In  the  bank- 
ing business;  the  custom  of  increas-

great  disturbances  have  arisen  from  the 
f,\!.;l  **  irredeeinable  paper  currencv.  A 
lurther  Inquiry  has  arisen  from  freuuent 
changes  and  constant  agitation,  in  regard 
to  vital  matters  of  economic  and  ftjcal 
policy,  such  as  tariffs  and  the  Issue  of 
paper  money.  Happily  recent  leglsiaii..n 
has  given  a.ssurance  of  the  maintenance  of 
the  gold  standard,  and  public  sentiment 
has  unequivocally  declared  against  sud- 
u*""  changes  in  economic  policy. 

The  notable  defects  at  the  present  Is  the 
absence  of  elasticity  In  our  currency,  with 
the  resulting  scarcity  In  times  when  large 
quantities  of  money  are  required,  and  the 
tendency  to  speculation  when  money  Is 
rjHlundant.  It  requires  little  discrimina- 
tion to  discover  that  the  demands  for 
money  are  unequal  at  diflferent  seasons  of 
the  year,  and  In  the  same  sea-sons  of  suc- 
cessive years.  The  term  "autumn  drain" 
has  been  applied  to  the  great  demand  for 
currency  in  the  autumn  season.  It  is 
clear  that  the  quantity  of  paper  money 
should  be  so  regulated  that  It  may  in- 
crease or  decrease  according  to  the  re- 
qiiiments    of   trade. 

The  function  of  the  treasury  as  a  bank 
of  deposit,  also  ha,s  an  Injurious  effect  be- 
cause of  the  tendency  to  lock  up  money 
In  the  government  vaults  when  It  is  most 
needed,  and  to  disburse  it  in  large  quan- 
tities when  a  less  supply  would  be  suffi- 
cient. 

A  remedy  for  these  two  conditions,  the 
absenc«  of  elasticity  In  the  currency,  and 
the  accumulation  of  money  'n  the  treas- 
ury, has  been  advocated  by  those  who  say 
that  the  government  should  go  out  of  the 
banking  business.  The  issuance  of  green- 
backs in  the  time  of  war,  was  clearly  In- 
tended as  a  temporary  expedient.  Presi- 
dt^nt  IJncoln.  In  his  message  of  Dec.  1, 
1862  seemed  to  take  the  Aiew  that  the 
United  States  notes  were  of  doubtful  ex- 
pediency, and  to  regard  the  issuance  of 
paper  money  as  the  function  of  the  banks. 

While  the  proper  custody  of  government 
money  presents  a  diflferent  problem,  It 
would  seem  that  some  method  might  be 
devised  under  which  a  limited  amount,  as 
nearly  equal  as  possible,  from  month  to 
month,  might  be  retained  by  the  treasury, 
and  the  balance  made  part  of  the  circula- 
tion. 

For  the  practical  management  of  banks 
with  a  view  to  prevent  crises,  no  rule  can 
be  formulated  better  than  those  stated  b.v 
Mr.  Bagehot:  First,  that  In  the  time  of 
alarm,  loans  should  only  be  made  at  a 
very  high  rate  of  interest.  This  course, 
ho  says. will  operate  as  a  heavy  fine  on  un- 
reasonable timidity  and  will  prevent  bor- 
rowing out  of  unneces.sary  precaution. 
Second,  that  at  this  high  rate,  loans 
should  l>e  made  on  all  goad  security,  and 
as  largely  as  the  public  ask.  He  says, 
what  is  wanted  Is  to  diffuse  the  Impression 
that  though  money  may  be  dear,  still 
money  Is  to  be  had. 

The  question,  when  another  crisis  will 
occur,  presents  an  Interesting  query.  The 
answer  is  rendered  much  more  difficult 
by  the  dlfierent  conditions  which  prevail 
preceding  each  successive  crisis,  and 
especially  at  the  present  time.  The  ex- 
ceptional conditions  of  the  present  are 
much  more  marked  in  our  own  country 
than  elsewhere.  We  have  attained  a 
commanding  position  unknow^l  in  any 
other  country.  Our  development  has  not 
only  bten  great,  but  it  has  been  attended 
by  an  unusual  degree  of  equilibrium  be- 
tween production  and  consumption,  by 
skill  and  aggressiveness  in  obtaining  ac- 
cess to  new  markets,  and  by  a  recogni- 
tion of  community  of  interests  not  known 
before.  In  several  foreign  countries,  pros- 
perltv  of  recent  years,  has  reached  and 
passed  Its  zenith:  but  such  does  not  seem 
to  be  the  case  In  the  Lnlted  States, 
though  surely  a  diminished  purchasing 
power  in  other  countries  must  in  time 
have  an  injurious  effect  upon  our  country. 

One  general  factor  of  tne  most  impor- 
tant nature,  which  cannot  be  overlooked 
In  the  present  situation,  is  the  groat  in- 
crease m  the  production  of  gold  In  the 
past  ten  or  twelve  years.  This  increase, 
stimulates  trade  by  Increasing  the  mone- 
tary supply  and  by  rendering  it  e.isier  for 
the  debtor  to  meet  obligations.  S\ich  an 
increase  would  naturally  oe  attended  by 
a  very  considerable  Increase  In  prices,  but 
this  increase  In  prices  has  been  v«ry  much 
diminished  by  the  cheapening  processes 
of  Invention,  and  by  improvements  in 
manufacturing  and  in  transportation,  and 
In  thi-  methods  of  managing  business  en- 
terprlces.  An  increase  supply  of  matalllc 
money  has  usually  b^n  attended,  not  onlv 
by  a' wholesome  Increase  of  wealth,  but 
also  bv  an  unhealthful  stimulus  to  Indus- 
try which  in  time  causes  over-action  and 
results  in  a  crisis:  but  the  present  devel- 
opment is  marked  by  such  harmony  and 
such  adaptability  to  new  conditions  that 
the  Injurious  results  which  attend  an  In- 
crease of  metallic  money  have  not  liecn 
felt  as  much  as  In  pre>ious  years.  Jl 
must  be  expected,  however,  that  so  great 
a  prosperltv  cannot  continue  without 
abatement.  Still  It  is  certain  that  such 
crisis  as  mav  occur,  will  be  but  tempor- 
ary checks  In  the  great  forward  move- 
ment. This  Is  especlallv  true  In  our  fav- 
ored land.  Our  aim  should  i>e  to  establish 
such  a  degree  of  steadiness,  and  to  exer- 
cise such  a  caution  In  our  business  growm 
as  will  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  deleter- 
ious effects  of  crisis  and  depressions.

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TOWN  MARSHAL  IS  FATALLY  SHOT  AND  ONE  ROBBER 
ji  HAS  HEAD  BLOWN  OFF  BY  AN  UNTERRIFIED  CITIZEN 


BY  GANG  OF  BURGLARS 


The  Gang  Shot  Recklessly 
During  Wild  Charge. 

Entered  House  While  Pur= 
sued  By  the  Citizens. 


Elyria,  O.,  Nov.  14.— Marshal  Henry 
Krohm  was  seriously  shot  and  an  un- 
known burglar  hud  his  htad  blow  off  in 
a  bloody  battle  here  early  today.  The 
shoDting'  occurred  during  a  fight  wiih 
four  robbers,  who  completely  terrorized 
the  town.  The  gang  stole  horses  and 
rigs,  entered  several  houses  and  shot 
reckles.sly  in  a  wlid  charge  down  the 
main  street  of  the  town. 

J.  E.  Baird  was  awakened  by  burg- 
lars in  his  house.  He  got  up  and  saw- 
two  masked  men  standing  on  either 
side  of  his  l)ed.  Drawn  revolvers  were 
pointed  at  his  head,  but  in  spite  of  this 
he  Jumped  from  bed  and  grappled  with 
the  intruders.  In  the  darkness  they 
broke  away  and  fled  from  the  house.' 

The  burglars  then  entered  the  home 
of  Town  Marshal  Krohm.  who  opened 
fire  on  them.  When  he  had  shot  three 
times,  some  of  the  robl>ers.  who  h.id 
jumped  into  a  buggy,  got  out  and  h:- 
gun  blazing  away  at  the  maishal.  At 
the    third    shot    the    latter    fell    with    a 


bullet  through  his  hip.  Baird,  who 
had  meantime  arrived  at  the  scene, 
picked  up  the  otlUer's  gun  and  con- 
tinued the  tiring.  The  robbers,  how- 
t\er,  drove  rapidly  away.  Baird  fol- 
lowed them  to  the  home  of  Superinten- 
dent \V.  J.  HilUery,  of  the  t'levelantl. 
Elyria  &  Wes.tern  railroad.  Even  when 
Haird  atrain  opened  fire  on  the  robber.^ 
they  walked  into  the  Hllliery  home. 
The  noise  on  the  street  aroused  Mr. 
Hilllcry,  and  he  reached  for  his  gun, 
loaded  with  shot.  A  burglar  opened 
the  door  and  Hilliery  blew  his  head  off 
with  the  shot.  The  other  robber  turned 
and  ran,  Hilliery  dLscharging  the  see 
ond  barrel.  The  robber  yelled  and  tot- 
teied,  but  did  not  fall.  He  ran  Into  tlie 
street  and  dlsai>peared. 

A   posse    was   at   once   formed   and    |j 
pursuing  the  robbers. 

Marshal  Krohm  is  seriously  and.  per- 
,haps.  fatally  wounded.  It  is  not  know- 
how  b.u'.ly  the  other  robber  Is  hurt. 
The  dead  robber's  linen  Is  marl<e  1

Formal  Session  of  Strike 
Arbitrators  Begins. 

Commission    Hears    the 
Side  of  Miners  First. 


Scranton,  Pa.,  Nov.  14.— The  com- 
mission appointed  by  President  Roose- 
velt to  arbitrate  the  differences  between 
the  anthracite  mine  workers  and  their 
employers  today  began  the  hearing  of 
the  miners'  side  of  the  case.  When  ti.e 
commission  opened  its  session  today 
the  only  evidence  before  it  was  the  pre- 
liminary statement  of  Mr.  Mitchell  and 
the  replies  thereto  of  the  operators. 
After  the  workmen  have  concluded 
their  case  the  operators  will  make  thtlr 
defense.  It  is  expected  that  more  than 
two  weeks  will  be  taken  in  hearin.? 
both  sides. 

The  hearing  are  beiijg  held  In  the 
beautiful  chamber  of  the  state  superior 
court,  which  is  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  Lackawanna  county  court  houte 
The  superior  court  is  now  sitting  in 
Philadelphia,  and  in  its  absence  the 
court  room  has  been  placed  at  the  ser- 
vice of  the  commission.  The  seven 
commissioners  have  seats  on  the  bench. 
In  front  of  them  are  three  long  tables, 
one  for  President  Mitchell  and  his  at- 
torneys, one  for  the  lawyers  of  the  coal 
companies  and  the  third  for  the  at- 
torneys of  the  independent  operators 
To  the  left  of  the  commissioners  arc 
two  long  rows  of  seats  for  the  news- 
paper men.  The  arrangements  for  the 
hearings  are  admirable,  and  it  Is  likely 
that  the  commission  will  hear  all  the 
evidence  in  thic  city. 

As  early  as  9  o'clock  the  corridors 
outside  the  court  room  were  crowded 
with  people  of  all  classes  and  condition:', 
eager  to  gain  admittance.  Only  a  few 
or  them,  however,  got  through  the  door, 
as  almost  every  seat  was  occupied  by 
general  superintendents,  superinten- 
dents of  mining  companies  and  other 
offlciais  and  representatives  of  the 
miners. 

Among  the  attorneys  sitting  around 
the  operators'  table  were  Francis  I. 
Gow.in.  of  Philadelphia,  general  coun- 
sel for  the  Lehigh  Valley  Coal  com- 
pany; A.  H.  MacClintock.  of  Wilkes- 
barre,  for  the  Lehigh  &  Wilkesbarre 
company;  ex-Congre.ssman  Simon  P. 
Wolverton,  of  Sunbury.  Pa.,  for  the 
Philadelphia  &  Reading  Coal  and  Iron 
company;  David  Wilcox.  New  York, 
general  counsel  of  the  Delaware  As 
Hudson,  and  W.  W.  Ro.ss.  of  New  York, 
for  the  Delaware.  Lackawanna  &  West- 
ern. 

President  Mitchell  sat  at  the  head 
of  the  table  provided  for  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  miners.  His  prin- 
cipal advisors  were  Clarence  S.  Darrow, 
of  Chicago;  James  Lenahan,  of  Wil- 
kesbarre. and  John  J.  Murphy,  of 
Scranton. 

Shortly  after  10  o'clock  the  members 
of  the  commission  filed  in.  Mr.  Mose- 
ley.  one  of  the  recorders,  announced 
the  commissoners'  approach,  and  as 
he  did  so.  everyone  in  the  court  room 
stood  up.  Judge  Gray  brought  ills 
gavel  down  and  the  proceedings  were 
opened. 

Judge  Gray  announced  that  a  suffi- 
cient time  had  been  given  for  the 
parties  to  the  controversy  to  prepare 
for  the  hearing,  and  that  tiie  commis- 
sion would  hear  the  reports  of  the 
miners  first.  Mr.  Mitchell  said  that  he 
would  file  a  further  statement  on  Mon- 
day In  reply  to  some  of  the  allegations 
of  the  operators.  John  T.  Lenahan, 
of  Wilkesbarre.  on  behalf  of  the  non- 
union men,  inquired  of  the  commission 
what  course  the  proceedings  would 
take  with  respect  to  them.  Judge  Gray 
answered  that  that  was  a  question 
which  would  have  to  be  considered. 

Mr.  Wolverton  asked  the  other  side 
to  give  the  operators  at  least  one  day  s 


notice  nidicating  the  collieries  from 
which  employes  will  be  called  as  wit- 
nesses, so  that  the  mine  owners  can  be 
prejjared  to  examine  them.  Mr.  Dar- 
row then  called  for  the  regular  proceed- 
ure,  and  Mr.  Wolverton  asked  that  the 
miners  present  their  case.  The  request, 
was  immediately  carried  out,  and  Pres- 
ident Mitchell  arose  and  addressed  the 
commission.  His  statement  contained 
6000  words,  an  abstract  of  which  fol- 
lows: 

Mr  Mitchell  prefaced  his  etatement 
with  hope  that  the  commission  "would 
succeed  in  establishing  a  relationship 
between  the  operators  and  the  nyntra 
that  will  insure  peace  and  stability  in  the 
industry  for  an  indefinite  period."  After 
reciting  the  demands  for  mcreased  pay 
for  the  miner,  a  shorter  workday  for  the 
laborer,  the  weighing  of  the  coal,  and 
an  industrial  agreement,  the  refusal  of 
all  of  which  led  to  the  strike,  Mr.  Mitch- 
ell spoke  as  follows  on  the  question  of 
higher  wages: 

"Of  the  147,(100  men  and  boys  employed 
in  and  around  the  mines,  strippings. 
washfries  and  breakers  in  the  anthracite 
coal  fields.  64,072,  or  43  per  cent,  are  em- 
ployed on  piece  work,  the  remaining  83,000 
or  o7  per  cent  are  employed  by  the  hour, 
day,  week  or  month.  Of  the  64.072  con- 
tract men,  37,804  are  miners  and  26,268  are 
miners'    laborers. 

"The  work  of  a  miner  and  a  miners' 
laborer  is  extremely  hakardous;  in  fact 
it  is  more  dangerous  than  employment 
In  any  other  important  industry  in  the 
world.  The  number  of  persons  killed  and 
injured  is  greater  than  in  any  other  In- 
dustry. Each  day  the  anthracite  coal 
mines  are  in  operation  2.6  persons  lose 
their  lives  and  three  times  as  many  are 
maimed,  and  yet  these  men  receive  less 
wages  annually  than  are  received  by  men 
performing  precisely  similar  work  in  other 
fields  under  more  favorable  and  less 
hazardous  conditions.  The  number  of 
years  a  man  can  retain  his  health  and 
strength  in  this  occupation  is  limited. 
If  he  escapes  death  or  injury  by  falls 
of  rock  or  coal,  he  cannot  escape  tho 
attacks  of  miners"  asthma.  There  is 
scarcely  a  mine  worker  who  has  not  con- 
tracted this  malady.  The  miners  are 
compelled  to  work  In  powder  smoke,  in 
foul  air,  many  of  them  in  water,  and 
their  work  is  difficult  and  exhausting. 
Reputable  insurance  companies  will  not 
issue  policies  to  this  clas.s  of  workmen, 
the  risks  are  so  great  that  the  premiums 
would  be  prohibitive  to  men  whose  earn- 
ings are  so  low.  The  entire  20  per  cent 
which  they  demand  as  an  Increase  in 
their  wages  would  not  suffice  to  carry 
an    insurance    of  $1000.' 

"It  seems  but  fair  and  just  that  wages 
paid  these  classes  of  workmen  cshould  be 
as  high,  if  not  higher,  than  wages  paid 
to  skilled  .  artisans  in  other  in.histrles 
It  is  certainly  not  unjust  to  ask  that 
these  miners  should  receive  as  high 
wages  as  .^re  paid  to  miners  in  the 
bituminous  coal  fields,  in  the  silver  and 
gold  mines  or  in  the  iron  ore  and  cop- 
per mints,  all  of  which  work  is  less  haz- 
ardous, freer  from  liability  to  disease, 
requiring  less  experience  and  less  ekdl", 
and  Is  better  paid  than  labor  in  the  an- 
thracite  coal    fields." 

In  supporting  the  demand  for  the  re- 
duction of  the  hours  of  the  day  labor- 
ers, Mr.  Mitchell  showed  that  it  amount- 
ed practically  to  a  demand  of  20  per  cent 
Increase  of  compensation  for  83.000  men. 
or  57  per  cent  of  all  mine  employes.  Con- 
tinuing he  said: 

"The  eight-hour  day  is  the  standard 
working  day  in  the  mining  industry. 
Eight  hours  constitute  a  dav's  work 
in  the  coal  mines  of  Great  Britain,  in 
all  the  silver  and  gold  jrnd  copper  mines, 
and  in  the  bituminous  coal  mines  of  the 
states  of  Arkansas,  Kansas,  Missouri.

Formal  Session  of  Strike 
Arbitrators  Begins. 

Commission    Hears    the 
Side  of  Miners  First. 


Scranton,  Pa.,  Nov.  14.— The  com- 
mission appointed  by  President  Roo.se- 
velt  to  arbitrate  the  differences  between 
the  anthracite  mine  workers  and  their 
employers  today  began  the  hearing  of 
the  miners'  side  of  the  case.  When  t),e 
commission  opened  its  session  toda.v 
the  only  evidence  before  it  was  the  pre- 
liminary statement  of  Mr.  Mitchell  and 
the  replies  thereto  of  the  operators. 
After  the  workmen  have  concluded 
their  case  the  operators  will  make  thtlr 
defense.  It  is  expected  that  more  than 
two  weeks  will  be  taken  in  hearimr 
both  sides. 

The  hearing  are  being  held  In  the 
beautiful  chamber  of  the  state  superior 
court,  which  is  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  Lackawanna  county  court  houte 
The  superior  court  is  now  sitting  in 
Philadelphia,  and  in  its  absence  the 
court  room  has  been  placed  at  the  ser- 
vice of  the  commission.  The  seven 
commissioners  have  seats  on  the  ben;'h. 
In  front  of  them  are  three  long  tables, 
one  for  President  Mitchell  and  his  at- 
torneys, one  for  the  law^-ers  of  the  coal 
companies  and  the  third  for  the  at- 
torneys of  the  independent  opei-ators 
To  the  left  of  the  commissioneis  arc 
two  long  rows  of  .seats  for  the  news- 
I)aper  men.  The  arrangements  for  the 
hearings  are  admirable,  and  it  is  likely 
that  tlie  commission  will  hear  all  the 
evidence  in  ihlc  city. 

As  early  as  9  o'clock  the  corridors 
outside  the  court  room  were  crowded 
with  people  of  all  classes  and  condiii'jn:-. 
eiLgev  to  gain  admittance.  Only  a  few 
or  them,  however,  got  through  the  door, 
as  almost  every  seat  was  occupied  by 
general  superintendents,  superinten- 
dents of  mining  companies  and  other 
officials  and  lepresentatives  of  the 
minors. 

Among  the  attorneys  sitting  around 
the  operators'  table  wer-e  Francis  I. 
Gow.in,  of  Philadelphia,  general  coun- 
fcel  for  the  Lehigh  Valley  (^oal  com- 
pany; A.  H.  MacClintock,  of  Wilkes- 
barre.  for  the  Lehigh  &  Wilke.sbaire 
company;  ex-Congressman  Simon  P. 
Wolverton.  of  Suiibury.  Pa.,  for  the 
Philadelphia  &  Keadin;;  Coal  and  Iron 
company;  David  Wilcox.  New  York, 
general  counsel  of  the  Delaware  «Ss 
Hud.<^on,  and  W.  W.  Koss.  of  New  York, 
for  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  West- 
ern. 

President  Mitchell  sat  at  the  head 
of  the  talde  provided  for  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  miner.?.  His  jjrin- 
cipal  advisors  were  Clarence  S.  Darrow, 
of  Chicago;  James  Lenahan,  of  Wil- 
kesbarie,  and  John  J.  Murphy,  of 
Scranton. 

Shortly  after  10  o'clock  the  members 
of  the  commission  filed  in.  Mr.  Mosc- 
ley.  one  of  the  recorders,  announced 
the  commissoners'  approach,  and  as 
he  did  so.  everyone  in  the  court  room 
stood  up.  Judge  Gray  brought  his 
gavel  down  and  the  proceedings  were 
opened. 

Judge  Gray  announced  that  a  suf!i- 
cient  time  had  been  given  for  tho 
parties  to  the  controversy  to  prepare 
for  the  hearing,  and  that  tiie  commis- 
sion would  hear  the  reports  of  the 
miners  first.  Mr.  Mitchell  said  that  he 
would  file  a  further  statement  on  Mon- 
day in  reply  to  .some  of  the  allegation.'! 
of  the  operators.  John  T.  Lenahan. 
of  Wilkesbarie.  on  behalf  of  the  non- 
union men,  incpiired  of  the  commis.'^ion 
what  course  the  proceedings  would 
take  with  respect  to  them.  Judge  Gray 
answered  that  that  was  a  question 
which  would  have  to  be  ccmsidered. 

Mr.  Wolverton  asked  the  other  side 
to  give  the  operators  at  least  one  day  s 


notice  nidicating  the  collieries  from 
which  employes  will  be  called  as  wit- 
nesses, so  that  the  mine  owners  can  ha 
prepared  to  examine  them.  Mr.  Dar- 
row then  called  for  the  regular  prcjceed- 
ure,  and  Mr.  Wolverton  asked  that  the 
miners  present  their  case.  The  requesL 
was  immediately  carried  out,  and  Pres- 
ident Mitchell  arose  and  addressed  the 
commission.  His  statement  contained 
6000  words,  an  abstract  of  which  fol- 
lows: 

Mr  Mitchell  prefaced  his  statement 
with  hope  that  the  commission  "would 
succeed  in  e.stablishlng  a  relatic^nship 
between  the  operators  and  the  itynera 
that  will  insure  peace  and  stability  in  tho 
industry  for  an  indefinite  period."  After 
reciting  the  demande  for  increased  pay 
for  the  miner,  a  shorter  workday  for  the 
laborer,  the  weighing  of  the  coal,  and 
an  industrial  agreement,  the  refusal  of 
all  of  which  led  to  the  .strike,  Mr.  Milch- 
ell  spoke  as  follows  on  the  question  of 
higher  wages: 

••Of  the  147,(100  men  and  boys  employed 
in  and  around  the  mines,  strippinge, 
washeries  and  breakers  in  the  anthracite 
coal  fields,  64,072.  or  43  per  cent,  are  em- 
ployed on  piece  work,  the  remaining  S3, 000 
or  i>7  per  cent  an-  employed  by  th(^  hour, 
day,  week  or  month.  Of  the  64.(t72  con- 
tract men,  37,8<.>4  are  miners  and  2G,26S  are 
miners'    l.-iborer^s. 

"The  work  of  a  miner  and  a  miners* 
■laborer  if=  extremely  hazardous:  in  fact 
it  lc«  more  dangerous  than  employment 
In  any  other  important  industry  in  tho 
world.  The  number  of  persons  killed  and 
injured  is  greater  than  in  any  other  in- 
du.stry.  Each  day  the  anthracite  coaj 
mines"  are  in  operation  2.6  jx/rsons  lose 
their  lives  and  three  times  as  many  are 
maimed,  and  yet  these  men  receive  less 
wages  annually  than  are  received  by  men 
performing  precisely  similar  work  in  other 
fields  under  more  favorable  and  Usa 
hazardous  conditions.  The  n\imber  of 
years  a  man  can  retain  hi.s  health  and 
strength  in  this  occupation  ifi  limited. 
If  he  escapes  death  or  injury  by  falls 
of  rock  or  coal,  he  cannot  escape  the 
attacks  of  miner.s'  a.sthma.  There  is 
scarcely  a  mine  worker  who  has  not  con- 
tracted this  malady.  The  miners  are 
compelled  to  work  In  powder  smoke,  ir» 
foul  air,  many  of  them  In  water,  and 
their  work  is  difficult  and  exhausting. 
Reputable  insurance  companies  will  not 
issue  policies  to  this  class  of  workmen, 
the  risks  are  so  great  that  the  premluma 
would  be  prohibitive  to  men  whose  earn- 
ings are  so  low.  The  entire  20  per  cent 
which  they  demand  as  an  Increase  in 
their  wagers  would  not  suffice  to  carry 
an    insurance   of  JIOOO. 

"It  seems  but  fair  and  just  that  wages 
paid  these  clashes  of  workmen  .=houId  be 
as  high,  if  not  higher,  than  wage.-*  ]iald 
to  skilled  .  artisans  In  other  in.iustrles 
It  is  certainly  not  unjust  to  ai;k  that 
these  miners  should  receive  as  hi»rh 
wagers  as  are  paid  to  miners  In  the 
bituminous  coal  fields,  in  the  silver  and 
i^old  mine.s  or  in  the  iron  ore  and  cop- 
per mines,  all  of  which  work  is  less  haz- 
ardous, freer  from  liability  to  dlsea.'.e 
reciuiring  less  experience  and  less  skdl', 
and  is  better  paid  than  labor  in  the  an- 
thracite  eoal    fields."' 

In  supporting  the  demand  for  the  re- 
duction of  the  hours  of  the  day  labor- 
er's, Mr.  Mitchell  showed  that  it  amount- 
ed practically  to  a  demand  of  2U  per  cent 
increase-  of  compen.v-ation  for  &3.0«t>  men, 
or  57  per  cent  of  all  mine  employes.  Con- 
tinuing  he  said: 

"The  eight-hour  day  Is  the  standard 
working  a^y  in  the  mining  industry. 
Eight  hour.s  eonstitute  a  dav's  work 
tn  the  coal  mines  of  Great  .iritain.  in 
all  the  silver  and  gold  and  copper  mines, 
and  in  the  bituminous  coal  mines  of  the 
states  of  .Arkansas,  Kansas,  Missouri. 
Iowa,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio,  Michigan. 
Tennessee.  Kentucky,  in  Western  Penn- 
sylvania   .end    the    Indian   Territorv. 

"The  report  of  the  Cnited  States  geo- 
logical survey  demonstrates  that  more 
coal  has  been  produced  annually  since 
the  inausruration  of  the  eight-hour  dav 
than  in  any  preceding  year.  Each  miner 
produced  more  coal  per  working  dav  in 
eight  hours  than  he  formerly  produced  in 
ten  hours,  and  there  Is  no"  reas^on  wh.v 
the  same  result  would  not  be  obtained  iti 
the  anthracite  field.  The  bituminous 
workers  receive  in  many  instances  from 
20  to  *i  pcT  c-ent  higher  wages  for  eight 
tours  work  than  are  paid  in  the  anthra- 
cite   mines    for   ten    hours    work  " 

Defending  the  third  demand  that  coal 
shall   be   wc  ielied  and   paid   for  by   welgiit,

Caused  By  Poisoning  a  Frog 
In  Courtroom. 

Camden,  N.  J.,  Nov.  14.— A  frogr  was 
poisoned  in  court  yesterday  to  show  a 
jury  the  agonies  of  a  human  being 
dying  as  a  result  of  being  poisoned 
with   strychnine. 

Paul  Woodward,   who  Is  alleged       to 

have  lured  two  boys.  Brlce  Jenings  and 
Paul  Coffin,  from  this  city  into  the 
woods,  and  having  caused  their  death 
with  strychnine,  was  on  trial  and  Pro- 
fessor Marshall,  of  the  university  of 
Pennsylvania,  was  testifying.  He  took 
some  of  the  poison  extracted  from  t.tic 
liver  of  Paul  Coflln  and  forced  it  Into 
a  live  frog.  The  Jury  and  all  others 
in   the   court   became   Intensely   inter- 


ested and  In  a  few  minutes  the  frog 
went  Into  convulsions.  The  professor 
explained  the  action  of  the  drug  as 
the  frog,  writhing,  exhibited  all  the 
agonies  the  boy  had  suffered  as  he 
died.  The  experiment  caused  a  sen- 
sation   in    the  court  room.

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

Mrs.  Eddy's    New  Rule   For 
Christian  Scientists. 

Boston,  Nov.  14.— Hereafter  if 
Christian  Scientists  adhere  to. the  di- 
dlrectlons  of  Mrs.  Mary  Baker  G.  Ed- 
dy, they  may  refrain  from  attempting 
to  treat  cases  of  contagious  or  infec- 
tious diseases.  In  an  article  printed  In 
the  current  number  of  the  Christian 
Science  Sentinel,  Mrs.  Eddy  is  quoted 
as  follows: 

"Until  the  public  thought  becomes 
better  acquainted  with  christian"  Sci- 
ence the  Christian  Scientists  shall  de- 


cline to  doctor  Infectious  or  contagious 
diseases." 
In  the  same  editorial  Mrs.  Eddy  siys: 
"On  the  subject  of  reporting  conta- 
gion. I  have  this  to  .say:  I  have  always 
believed  that  Christian  Science  should 
be  law-abiding,  and  actuated  by  this 
conviction  I  authorized  the  following 
statement   about    a  year   ago: 

"  'Rather  than  quarrel  over  vacci- 
nation, I  recommend  that,  if  the  law 
demands  an  Individual  to  submit  to 
this  process,  he  obey  the  law  and  then 
appeal  to  the  gospel  to  save  him  from 
any   bad    results.'  "

New  York,  Nov.  14.— Directors  of  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation,  the 
billion  dollar  trust,  have  issued  a 
statement  ahowing  the  business  and 
financial  condition  of  the  world's  big- 
gest  corporation. 

The  cash  a.ssets  on  Oct.  1.  according 
to  Chairman  Gary's  statement,  were 
$222,629,350.  while  the  cash  In  the 
treasury  Nov.  1  was  $64,748,%6.

30  the  total  earnings  of  the  big  trust 
were  $113,573,004. 

This  wiAJld  Indicate  a  grand  total  for 
the  year  of  over  $140,000,000  net  earn- 
ings.

Is  that  In  which  the 
controller,  FlUbert.  shows  that  the 
trust  now  has  on  Its  books  orders  to

Health  Department  After 

Dairies  That  Feed 

Brewery  Mash. 


Many     People     Demand 
That     Inspector's    Re- 
port Be  Published. 


Will   Probably   Be   Done 

With    the    Next 

Report. 


Milkmen  that  disregard  the  health  of 
consumers  in  permitting  unsanitary 
stable  conditions  and  feed,  are  likely  to 
acquire  a  corner  on  trouble. 

Health  Commissioner  Robinson,  through 
his  inspectors,  has  discovered  that  a 
number  of  dairymen  are  feeding  their 
cows  on  what  is  known  as  "brewery 
mash." 

This  is  nothing  short  of  refuse  from  the 
beer  making  process  and  is  decidedly  ill- 
smelling  and  dangerous  to  consumers 

The  matter  has  been  taken  up  with 
City  Attorney  Mitchell,  and  if  the  staie 
law  asainst  "brewery  mash"  as  feed  f-jr 
cattle  is  sufficiently  strong,  prosecutions 
are  likely   to  follow. 

In  an  informal  way  the  cH;-  milk  sup- 
ply was  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  au 
l..ouis  County  Medical  society  last  even- 
ing and  the  feeding  of  "brewery  mash" 
was  severely  condemned. 

Hundreds  of  people  are  demanding  a 
public  notice  of  the  recent  dairy  inspec- 
tion in  the  newspapers,  claiming  that  it 
is  inconvenient  to  go  to  the  city  hall  and 
se  the  health  office  bulletin. 

It  is  probable  that  the  result  of  the 
next  inspection  will  be  given  more  com- 
plete publicity,  by  having  the  names  of 
dairies  ;uid  ratings  published  in  thi» 
papers,  but  as  this  is  the  first  Inspectioa 
the  authorities  are  inclined  to  be  a  httl<» 
lenient. 

However,  it  is  not  always  necessary  to 
go  to  the  health  office  to  find  out  the  rat- 
ing of  the  dairymen,  for  the  health  ot.ica 
employes  are  aecommodating  and  the  in- 
formation desired  can  be  obtained  by 
telephone. 

There  has  been  some  talk  of  offering  a 
prize  for  the  most  cleanly  and  most 
sanitary  dairy  in  the  city.  This  prize  is 
to  be  a  substantial  cash  ofTering,  but 
from  the  present  condition  of  the  city 
lands,  from  which  it  might  l>e  appro- 
priated, there  is  little  possil)ility  of  its 
being  offered  this  year. 

Some  milkmen  seem  to  think  that  tha 
health  office  bulletin  was  po.stert  iiur?lv 
through  motives  of  antagonism  to  iheni. 
Such,  however,  is  not  the  case.  The 
health  authorities  are  under  oath  and 
bond  to  do  everything  in  their  power  to 
l)romote  the  health  of  the  city.  Milk 
from  diseased  cows  is  recognized  as  one 
of  the  greatest  sources  of  danger  to  the 
public  health,  and  the  authorities  In  tak- 
ing iiublicity  as  a  means  of  remedying 
this  trouble  in  Duluth,  are  doing  so  only 
after  all  urging  and  other  inducements 
have    failed. 

The  fact  that  but  three  dairies  out  of 
seventy-three  that  sell  milk  publicly  in  the 
city  of  Duluth  attained  the  rank  of  "ex- 
cellent" in  the  inspection,  has  given  no 
end  of  astoni-shment.  Jt  is  a  somewhat 
singular  fact.  too.  thtt  those  three 
dairies  are  all  at  the  West  Knd.  Not  one 
of  the  Kast  Knd  dairies  attained  the  high- 
est   rating. 

Off  His  Beat. 

For  exercising  police  powers  In  Wis- 
consin George  P.  Miller,  a  special 
watchman  in  the  employ  of  the  Minne- 
sota state  weighing  ofllce  of  Dulutli, 
was  fined  $3  in  municipal  court  In  Wc.«.t 
Superior.  It  Is  claimed  that  Miller 
<-aught  Albert  Halverson  sweepiii;^ 
wlieat.  in  violation  of  the  city  ordiii- 
anee,  in  West  Superior,  and  made  an 
attempt  to  arrest  him.  Halverson  re- 
sisted the  arrest  on  the  grouml  that 
Miller  had  no  jurisdiction  in  Wiscon- 
sin. Miller  pleaded  guilty  to  assault 
and  paid  his  fine.

IN  SELF 
DEFENSE 


Plea  of  Self  Defense   Is 

Made  For  John 

Grahek. 


Witnesses  Claim  That  He 

Was  Attacked  By 

Ssatavitch. 


John  Grahek  Is  still  on  trial  in  dis- 
trict court  on  the  charge  of  murdering 
Klias  Seatavltch.  Examination  of  wit- 
nesses for  the  defense  was  begun  this 
morning  and  will  be  continued  this  aft- 
ernoon. The  main  witnesses  for  t"he 
defense  are  the  two  young  Austrlaus 
that  were  with  Grahek  when  he  went 
to  the  hou.se  where  the  festivities  were 
in  progress,  and  where  Seatavltch  was 

shot.  The  counsel  for  the  defense  up 
to  this  noon  had  not  Intimated  whether 
Grahek  would  go  on  the  stand. 

The  defense  is  that  Grahek  flred  the 
fatal  shot  in  self-defense. 

Yesterday    afternoon    Nick    Molschek 


and  Milan  Seatavltch  and  M.  E.  Glea- 
son,  mayor,  marshal  and  deputy  cor- 
oner at  Ely,  were  .imong  the  witnesses 
for  the  state.  Milan  Seatavltch  Is  a 
brother  of  the  decedent,  Ellas  Seata- 
vltch. 

The  trial  is  progressing  rather  slowly 
from  the  fact  that  the  witnesses  in  the 
mr.in  are  Austrians,  and  an  interpreter 
is  necessary.  It  has  also  developed  that 
there  is  another  Elias  Seatavltch,  one 
of  the  witnesses,  who  is  not  a  relative 
of  the  dead  man,  although  he  has  the 
same  name.  Some  of  the  names  given 
by  the  witnes.sea  are  Jawbreakers,  and 
their  pronunciation  by  the  opposing 
counsel  often  causes  some  confusion. 

The  testimony  of  Molschek  and  of 
Milan  Seatavltch  was  pca<tically  th'* 
same  as  that  of  Donailavllth,  who  wa.s 
•examined  yesterday  morning.  The 
testimony  of  the  witnesses  for  the  stat" 
does  not  show  that  Grahek  and  Elias 
Seatavltch  were  fighting  when  the  shot 
was  tired,  or  were  Very  ^lose  to  eacn 
other. 

Mr.  Gleason  yesterday, -told  of  the 
finding  of  the  body  of  Seatavltch,  the 
arnst  of  Grahek  and  the  ^fcjuest.  He 
stated  that  Grahek,  when  arrrested, 
said  he  was  sorry  he  had  done  any 
shooting,  but  that  he  did  it  In  self- 
defense.  The  revolver  and  the  blood- 
stained clothing  of  Seatavltch  were 
placed  In  evidence  yesterday. 

This  morning  Mr.  Gleason  was  re- 
called as  a  witness  for  the  defense,  and 
stated  that  when  he  arrested  Grahek 
and  his  companions,  one  of  them, 
Joseph  Zulianechlez,  had  his  tacc 
scratched,  the  blood  on  the  same  hav- 
ing dried.  Grahek's  other  companion 
was  Joseph  Sprelti. 

Ellas  Seatavltch.  who  bears  the  same 
name  as  the  dead  man.  was  another  of 
the  state's  witnesses  this  morning.  His 
testimony  did  not  differ  materially 
from  that  of  the  others.  He  testified  to 
an  intense  Inclination  on  his  part  t6 
get   home   as   soon   as   he  saw    trouble 


was  brewing  at  the  dance. 

Joseph    Zubanechiez    was     the     flrit 
witness  called  by  the  defense.    He  said 
some  of  the  men   present  In  the  room 
when  he,  Grahek  and  Spreitzer  entered 
the  room   tried   to  trip  Spreitzer  wiiilt 
ho  was  dancing  with  a  young  lady.  Tii*. 
witness  identified  Seatavltch,   the   wit- 
ness, and  Milan  Seatavltch  as  the  men 
that  tried  to  do  the  tripping.     Zubane- 
chietz  said  that  after  the  dance  Spreit- 
zer went  into  the  kitchen,  where  he  mc*. 
Seatavitch.  and   there  was  some   talk; 
that  Grahek  urged   they  go  home  and 
avoid  trouble,   to  which  Spreitzer  con- 
sented,   when    he    was    struck    In    the 
breast    by    Seatavltch.      Witness      said 
that  they,  Grahek,  Spreitzer  and  him- 
self,   then   went   out   of   the   house,    but 
were    hardly    outside    when    somebody 
kicked    Spreitzer   in    the    stomach.      He 
started  to  run  home.  Grahek  following 
him.    when    Seatavitch.    the    decedent, 
seized     Grahek      by     the      throat     an-.i 
pushed  him  up  against  the  fence.  Wit- 
ne.ss  claimed  that  he  did  not  see  what 
followed   for  the   rea.«on   that   he   went 
down  with  a  big  bench  on  top  of  him; 
that  while  he  was  down  a  brother  of 
the   Seatavitch   who   was   killed   struck 
him    in    the    face    several    times    with 
something  that  felt   like  a  knife.     The 
wtness  claimed  that  while  he  was  down 
he   heard   the  shot   fired,   and   when   he 
got  to  his  feet  everybody  was  getting 
away  as  fast  as  possible.     He  claim.s 
that    he    went    home,    where    he    was 
joined    by   Grahek   and    Spreitzer,    and 
thev  hunted  for  the  marshal  for  some 
time  to  give  themselvef<  up.     Not  find- 
ing the  officer,  they  waited  at  a  saloon 
till    he    appeared    and    arrested      them. 
Zubanechiez    .said      that      Grahek    ex- 
pressed sorrow  about  the  shooting  and 
claimed  he  did  It  only  to  protect  him- 
self from  Seatavitch's  assault.

Are    the    Chippewa    In- 
dians,  Who  Demand 
Their  Money. 

Cass  Lake.  Minn.,  Nov.  14. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Chief  Flatmouth  re- 
cently visited  MaJ.  Scott,  acting  Indian 
RKent  at   the   Leech   Lake  agency,   and 

informed  him  that  the  Indiana  were 
very  restless  and  that  it  was  dlfllcult 
for  him  to  keep  them  quiet  unless  the 
annuity  was  quickly  paid  with  the 
stumpape.  A  few  weeks  ago  the  In- 
filans  refused  to  take  their  annuity  o^ 
$5  each  until  they  were  paid  the  money 
owing  by  the  government  for  the 
stumpage.  which  amounted  to  J90,000, 
and  was  an  average  of  $15  each,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  $20  for  each  Indian.  The 
Washington  authorities  wired  that  thij 
would  be  done,  and  so  the  Indians 
were  Informed  by  the  agent,  but  weeks 
have  passed  and  the  money  Is  not  paid. 
Meanwhile  the  cold  weather  has  comj 
and  the  Indian  is  wholly  unprepared  to 
meet  it.  and  the  women  and  the  chil- 
dren are  sufTering  with  cold  and  in 
some  cases  with  hunger.  The  Indiana 
are  restless,  and  the  other  day  the 
chief  came  and  said  he  could  not  kei°o 
them  In  check:  they  were  very  dissat- 
isfied. They  did  not  blame  the  lov^-al 
agents  but  the  men  at  Washington. 
Maj.    Scott    is   anxious    to    have    them

Woman  Rescued  at  Brink  of 

Niagara  Falis. 

Buffalo,  N.  Y..  Nov.  14.— Mrs.  Heitn 
Costello,  of  Buffalo,  was  rescued  from 
the  brink  of  the  American  Falls  yester- 
day by  employes  of  the  state  reserva- 
tion.     Yesterday   afternoon    word    was 

received  at  the  reservation  office  that  a 
woman  had  attempted  to  commit  sui- 
cide and  was  floating  down  stream 
toward  the  falls.  Superintendent  Perry 
secured  a  quantity  of  rope  and  hurried 
to  the  bridge  which  connects  Green 
island  with  Goat  island.  The  woman 
was  seen  clinging  to  a  submerged  log 
at  a  point  a  few  feet  Iwlow  the  bridge. 
A  noose  was  fitted  about  the  body  of 
John  Marshall,  a  reservation  employe, 
and  he  was  lowered  Into  the  rushlnj? 
waters.  He  succeeded  In  reachlpg  the 
woman's  side  and  placed  a  rope  about 
her  waLst.  The  two  were  then  slowlj' 
hauled  to  the  stone  abutment  of  thvj 
bridge.  A  ladder  was  lowered  and  the 
woman  was  landed  safely. 

Mrs.  Costello  Is  very  weak  from  ex- 
posure, but  the  hospital  physicians  say 
she  will  recover.  Domestic  troubles 
caused  the  woman  to  seek  death.

Mrs.  I'liM^r  continued:  "I  am  now  going 
to  toll  you  .><omethlng  I  have  never  told 
anybody.  He  was  my  son.  He  was  born 
(it  Harper's  Ferry.  VV.  Va.,  In  W69.  IlLs 
father  was  an  hkigllshman  named  Spen- 
cer.

He    wears   a   suit    of   jeans   over     his 
clothes    to    prevent    them    from    being 
soiled. 

He  keeps  a  dlury. 

He  always  has  a  toothbrush  In  hia 
pocket. 

He  carries  a  watch  so  as  to  make 
sure  of  catchiag  trains. 

Instead  of  drifting  aimlessly  North 
and  South,  like  the  wlUi  birds  do,  this 
tiamp  travels  strictly  on  schedule. 

He  scoins  freight  trains  and  rides 
only  on  fast  pas.senger  trains. 

The  liioomingion  tramp  that  washe.^ 
is  Eddie  Slmms.  While  he  is  only  21 
years  of  age  he  has  already  been 
around  the  world,  has  been  in  every 
section  of  the  United  States,  and  has 
made  exienaive  jRunts  in  China,  Japan, 
the  l'hilu>pi"e  islands.  Germany,  liei- 
gium,  lOn^'iand.  Fiance  and  Australia. 

And  he  never  paid  a  cent  of  fare  m 
his  life.         •  i 

There  is  probably  no  tramp  In  the 
country  so  expert  in  the  gentle  art  of 
beating  soulless  railroad  corporations 
out  of  free  rides  as  Eddie.  He  rides 
under  the  tArs  <it  the  brake  bea.ms.  on 
a  seat  swung  from  the  airbrake  pipes, 
en  the  blliMl  ends  of  bagg.^Be  cars,  or 
on  top  of  the  cai.s.  Only  once  has  he 
been  "ditched,  "  a:<  tramps  call  It,  when 
tney  are  thrown  off  a  train.  That  wan 
last  summer,  when  he  was  visiting  at 
his  home  jn  iiloomlngton.  The  Chicago 
&  Alton  bears  the  reputation  of  being 
the  hardest  railroad  in  the  world  on 
which  to  beat  a  ride.  While  running 
up  to  Chicago  one  day  on  Conductor 
Fox's  train,  Eddie  was  exhumed  from 
somewhere  under  the  brake  beams  and 
iKnoinlnously  hurled  oft  the  car.  The 
reputation  of  the  Chicago  &  Alton  \\a.s 
maintained.

Hut  Instead  of  leaving  liloomins- 
ton  after  aJTew  days'  stay,  as  he  had 
at  first  planned,  he  determined  to  de- 
vote the  next  two  m<mth.^  to  riding  (m 
the  Chicago  &  Alton  rallr<iad  and  vin- 
dicate his  fair  name,  which  was  tem- 
porarily trailed  In  the  dust. 

So  he  beat  his  way  on  the  Alton  to 
Kansas  City  and  to  St.  Louis  and  up 
and  down  and  back  and  forth,  but  ho 
did  not  consider  that  he  had  retrieved 
iii.s  reputation  and  fairly  cleared  It  of 
shame  and  reproach  until  he  had  rid- 
den in  daylight  on  Conductor  Fox's 
train  from  Bloomington  to  t'hlcago  on 
the  day  when  W.  E.  Caine,  the  Alton 
detective,  who  Is  the  archterror  of 
tramps,  was  himself  on  the  train. 
After  vindicating  himself  before  the 
world  and  the  railroad  companies  a.-, 
well  as  before  his  wandering  brethren. 
Eddie  Sluims  is  ready  to  start  on  an- 
other long  tour,  and  he  will  leave 
Bloomington  ikithln  a  few  days. 

Eddie  speaks  Germany  perfectly, 
converses  in  Spanish,  and  has  a  work- 
ing knowledge  of  Japanese.  Among 
others,  he  can  sing  the  entire  Japanese 
national  hymn,  and  knows  many  of 
the  proverbs  of  the  country. 

Wherever  he  is  he  manages  to  keep 
in  touch  with  current  events  by  read- 
ing the  newspapers,  and  he  "steps 
over"  from  one  country  to  another  to 
.see  all  the  events  of  Interest.  He  doe.? 
not  get  Intoxicated,  and  avoids  acci- 
dents by  refusing  to  ride  on  second- 
ciass  trains. 

His  first  attempt  to  beat  a  train  was 
in  September,  1897,  when  he  went  from 
Bloomington  to  Atlanta  and  return. 
He  did  not  follow  the  occupation  till  in 
1S98,  he  took  an  experimental  Pan- 
American  tour,  going  from  here  to 
Newport  News  to  attend  the  launching 
of  the  battleship  Illinois,  then  to  Rich- 
mond, Washington.  Baltimore.  Niagara 
Falls,  Detroit,  Chicago  and  other 
places— a  ride  of  1300  miles,  and  visits 
to  many  places  of  interest  at  a  cost  of 
$2.11. 

In  1S99  he  went  to  St.  Paul  and  Min- 
neapolis, then  to  Grand  Forks.  N.  D., 
Into  the  harvest  fields,  where  he 
worked  at  $2.50. a  day.  and  then  360 
miles  bacic;  to  St.  Paul  in  order  lo 
catch  a  thrOug^  train  to  Spokane.  He 
wanted  to  ride.  In  the  coal  bin  of  the 
dining  cap,  and-  he  was  obliged  to  wait 
three  dayt  in  order  to  get  the  particu- 
lar car  h«  wanted,  and  then  he  took 
the  best  ride  In  his  life,  four  days  and 
four  nights  to  Spokane.  From  Spokane 
he  rode  the  tracks  of  the  .same  train 
to  Seattle,  where  he  worked  a  while  in 
a  logging,  camp  there,  and  then 
"stepped  (Jown"!  to  Portland. 

There  he,"slgtied  as  fireman  on  the 
steamshin  Queifin  Natalie  and  made  a 
round  trip  to  Hong  Kong  via  the  Jap- 
anese ports*.  He  had  never  shoveled 
coal  except  intb  the  heating  stove  at 
home,  but  after  a  few  days  he  got 
ahmg  all  right. 

Having  returned  to  Tacoma  he  rodj 
the  blind  baggage  down  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  piade  a  triu  to  the  Phlli->- 
plnes  and  back.  Then  he  went  acro.ss 
country  to"'New  York.  wJi^re  he  shipped 
as  a  fireman  on  the  English  ship  Red 
Hill,  a  lime  Juicer  bound  for  Australa. 
At  Adelaide  he  worked  as  "chamber- 
maid" In  a  livery  stable  for  30  shllltngj 
a  week,  and  then  went  to  Melbourne 
and  through  the  bush  country  to 
Sydney.

He  beat  his  way  on  the  Paris  Rapide 
to  Calais  and  crossed  the  channel  to 
London  by  working  one  watch  as  a 
fireman.  He  remained  a  while  in  Lon- 
don seeing  the  sights,  and  then  put  In 
a  month  demonstrating  how  easily  an 
American  tramp  can  ride  free  on  all 
railroads.  He  stowed  away  for  home 
on  the  St.  Louis  and  arrived  in  New 
York  on  July  12  of  this  year.  He  beat 
his  way  up  and  down  the  coast,  and 
then  went  to  Bloomington  for  a  visit 
to  his  old  home.

His  death  vas 
caused  by  a  splinter  sticking  in  his 
thumb,  causing  blood  poisoning.

The  next  meeting  of  the  Duluth  Com- 
mercial club  will  be  held  in  the  roomu 
In  the  Torrey  building  next  Wednesday 
evl•nin^^  and  as  reports  of  committees 
that  have  been  for  many  weeks  work- 
ing on  various  projects  will  be  present- 
ed at  this  time,  the  meeting  givea 
promise  of  being  of  great  Interest. 
Thus  far  the  committee  work  of  the 
Commercial  club  has  been  very  suc- 
cessful, and  the  results  already  accom- 
plished by  the  club  are  due  In  part  to 
the  vigorou.«i  manner  in  which  the 
members  of   the  committees   have  en- 


tered on  their  investigations. 

No  detailed  report  has  vet  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Commercial  club  from 
the  committee  appointed  to  investigate 
the  Duluth-Chicago  mall  service  and 
to  take  such  steps  or  make  such  recom- 
mendalions  as  might  be  deemed  for 
the  good  of  the  business  interests  of 
this  city  that  wish  to  get  their  mail 
from  the  B^ast  earlier  in  the  day.  It 
has  been  given  out  through  the  presa 
that  a  new  mail  clerk  for  the  Omaha 
company's  <'hicago  train  had  been  ap- 
pointed. The  new  clerk  has  now  been 
In  the  service  of  sorting  the  mail  ready 
for  the  carriers  in  the  bu.slness  dis- 
trict of  Duluth  for  a  number  of  weeks, 
and  It  was  generally  understood  that 
the  new  service  was  very  satisfac- 
tory. 

One  local  business  concern  has,  how- 
ever, sent  a  communication  to  the  cluo 
stating  that  It  has  not  been  benefited 
by  the  new  service;  that  whereas  it 
formerly  got  its  Chicago  mall  about  1 
o'clock,  it  is  not  now  delivered  until  2 
or  3  o'clock.  The  complaint  will  be  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  to  learn  if  it 
is  an  isolated  case  or  whether  there  are 
other  business  Interests  that  do  not 
get  their  Eastern  mall  on  time. 

Another  matter  that  will  very  likely 
be  called  to  the  attention  of  the  club 
for  some  expression  or  action  is  that 
of  a  permanent  tariff  commission,  a 
project  that  is  favored  by  President 
Roosevelt  and  which  is  already  being 
indorsed  all  over  the  country  by  com- 
mercial bodies.  liusine.ss  men,  com- 
mercial and  manufacturers'  as.socla- 
tions  in  the  United  States,  regardless 
of  party  alTlllatlons,  are  said  to  be  In- 
donsing  the  idea,  and  It  is  claimed  that 
it  is  a  non- partisan  measure.  The 
adopted  by  other  commercial  bodies 
and  which  will  probably  be  adopted  by 
the  local  club  Is  that  of  petltionmg 
congress  and  passing  resolutions  in- 
dorsing the  movement,  so  that  congres." 
may  know  just  what  the  business  in- 
terests of  the  country  desire,  and  take 
action  along  that  line.

the  time  was  ripe  to  consider  It.  The 
line  of  procedure  Is  likely  to  be  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  draw 
up  resolutions  and  circulate  a  petition 
among  the  business  and  professional 
men  of  the  city.

All  of  the  four  proposed  amendments 
to  the  state  constitution  failed  of  carry- 
ing St.  Louis  county  at  the  last  elec- 
tion, and  the  shortage  was  coraiderable 
in   each   case. 

All  of  the  amendments  received  a  large 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  them, 
but  con«ilderable  more  than  half  of  the 
voters  neglected  to  mark  their  ballots 
on  the  amendments  at  all,  and  it  was 
this  that  prevented  their  carrying  the 
county. 

The  number  of  votes  ca«t  In  the  comity 
bv  male  voters  wa*  11. "W,  and  one  vole 
niore  than  half  this  number,  or  j.'3s 
votes,  would  have  been  necessary  to  pa^s 
the  amendments  as  far  as  this  county 
Is  concerned.  None  of  them  got  that 
many. 

The  amendment  Increasing  the  gross 
earnings  tax  on  railroads  from  3  to  4 
per  cent  got  only  ii:>('>  vote«i,  which  Is 
10S2  less  than  it  should  have  had  to  carry 
the    county. 

The  amendment  providing  for  the  In- 
vestment of  school  funds  in  local  bonds 
for   4497   votes,    lOll   leas   than    needed. 

The  amendment  aboltsliing  the  ;<tate 
highwfvj'  commi.>?aion  and  turning  the 
control  of  the  state  road  funds  over  to 
the  legislature,  came  nearer  carrying. 
It   got   4748   vote*!.   790   too    few. 

The  amendment  to  the  tax  provlslons-of 
the  constitution  came  a  few  votes  nearer 
than  that,  getting  47SO  votes,   75S  too  few.

Savannah,  Ga..  Nov.  14.— The  crew  of 
the  schooner  S.  B.  Marts,  Capt.  Hollo- 
way,  arrived  last  night  on  the  schooner 
Arthur  McArdlo.  which  rescued  them 
off  Cape  Hatteras.  where  the  Marts 
went  to  pieces.  The  entire  crew  for 
thlrty-slx  hours  before  their  rescue 
were  lashed  to  the  after  cabin  of  the 
dismantled  vessel  without  food  or 
water  and  at  the  mercy  of  the  sea.

About  7  o'clock  she 
struck  Hatteras  shoals,  her  masts  went 
over,  and  soon  the  vessel  began  going 
to  pieces.  The  crew  sought  safety  on 
the  after  house,  the  highest  place  they 
could  get,  and  they  lashed  themselves.

States  Is  the  position  of  an  orphan  boy  un- 
der the  age  of  sell-support  In  a  rich  fam- 
ily that  had  adopfd  him.  Porto  Rico 
gits  its  own  customs  duties.  It  now  has 
free  trade  wUh  the  United  States,  just  as 
Oregon  has  with  New  York,  but  all  g.Huis 
from  Kurope  which  go  In  at  San  Juan  or 
Ponce  pay  their  duti.^s  dir.ctly  Into  the 
Porto  Rican  treasury.  The  same  Is  true 
of  internal  revenue,  of  which  the  Island 
has  a  system  of  its  own.  Its  internal  rev- 
enue rates  are  greatly  lower  than  our 
own  '.;.a  so  the  United  States  has  to  Im- 
^se  a  duty  on  certain  Porto  Rican  goods 
coming  in  here,  large  enough  to  make 
their  total  burden  of  taxati.)n  eijual  that 
applied  to  similar  articles  by  our  inter- 
nal revenue  taxation.  This  is  all  of  our 
relation  to  their  cu.stoms  and  Internal 
revenue  system.  While  Porto  Rico  thua 
yields  i.raeticully  nothing  in  the  strong 
box  In  Washington,  the  choio.st  activities 
of  the  Washington  government  are  ex- 
erted In  its  aid.  Almost  every  division  of 
the  agricultural  department  has  Ijeen  set 
at  work  in  Its  development.  Analysis 
have  been  made  in  its  soils,  for  the  oene- 
flt  of  Its  farmers;  its  forests  have  been 
studied  witn  a  view  to  the  establish m.nt 
of  Crest  reserves.  The  weather  bureau 
has  extended  its  benevolent  aim  over  the 
Island,  while  the  coast  and  g.-odetic  sur- 
vey, of  the  treasury,  has  niapi>ed  out  its 
liarbors  and  Inl.-ts.  lUit  gr.atest  of  a.i 
I'orto  Rico  enjoys  the  iirotecti.m  from 
ext.-rnai  foes  of  our  army  and  the  navy, 
which  cost  the  United  States  not  far  from 
jatO.'J'JO.tKW  a  year.  Nearly  everything  that 
the  United  States  does  for  Mas.sachusetts 
or  Arizona  it  does  for  Porto  Rico,  not  in 
return  for  taxation,  but  as  an  act  of  bene- 
volence. The  postal  .service,  in  giving  the 
same  postal  rates  to  this  Island,  Alaska. 
Hawaii  and  the  Philippines  as  in  its  local 
service,  assumes  a  line  of  business  in 
which  the  costs  are  exceptionally  heavv 
and  the  returns  slight.  Porto  Rico  has 
reason  to  feel  proud  ot  its  guardianship. 
It  Is  certainly  a  fortunate  ward. 

MINERAL  PRODUCTIONS. 

For  a  .second  time  the  total  v.Uie  of 
the  mineral  productions  of  the  United 
States  has  exceeded  Jl.OOO.OOO.OOO,  a 
Brain  over  the  production  of  1901  of 
215  per  cent.  The  production  of  1901 
over  that  of  the  preceding:  year  wa.s 
11.77  per  cent.  In  previous  years 
there  have  been  Rreater  proportion- 
ate gains,  but  the  latest  report.s  show 
that  tho  production  of  minerals  is  one 
of  the  sulstantial  resources  of  the 
country,  and  that  it  is  keeping  pace 
■with  progress  in  other  fields  of  In- 
dustry. 

From  the  statistics  grlven  In  the  re- 
port ot  the  United  States  geologist,  it 
Is  seen  that  the  business  enterprises 
that  are  dependent  upon  mineral  pro- 
duction have  had  theii  "upa  and 
down;*"  as  the  years  go  by.  There 
have  been  gains  and  losses,  but  not  to 
the  same  extent  as  in  most  other  lines 
of  commercial  activity.  During  the  in- 
dustrial depression,  from  1893  to  1897, 
there  wa.s  a  slight  decline  In  mineral 
production,  but  the  recovery  was  much 
more  iirompt  than  In  other  fields  of 
production.  The  falling  off  in  IS93  was 
11.4  per  cent,  and  this  was  followed 
In  1S94  by  a  further  lessened  product 
of  8.2  per  cent,  but  this  was  the  limit 
of  the  decline.  In  1895  there  was  a  gain 
of  over  17.6  per  cent  and  the  increase 
has   steadily   continued   since. 

As  In  previous  reports  the  most  Im- 
portant of  the  nation's  mineral  pro- 
ducts are  Iron  and  coal.  The  value  of 
«he    forr.ier    was    $242,171,000    and    that 


of  the  latter  (349.000.000.  There  was  a 
alight  falling  off  in  the  production  of 
copper  during  the  year  covered  by  the 
report,  due  probably  to  the  decline  in 
the  prl(;e  that  was  brought  about 
through  disturbances  of  the  copper 
market  in  the  East.  It  Is  not  in  the 
nature  of  conditions,  however.  for 
there  Is  to  be  a  permanent  decline  In 
copper  production.  Though  there  la  a 
great  copper-bearing  area  to  be  ex- 
ploited and  one  that  gives  promise  of 
greatly  Increasing  the  output,  there  is 
also  u  constantly  increasing  demand 
for  copper  in  the  rapidly  Increasing  in- 
dustries of  the  country,  and  the  same 
may  be  said  of  many  other  minerals. 
The  great  unexplored  mineral  dis- 
tricts of  the  West.  Including  Alaska, 
all  known  to  be  rich  In  nearly  all  kinds 
of  commercial  minerals,  are  reason- 
ably sure  to  become  the  center  of  a 
mineral  activity  that  will  rival  any  of 
the  mining  btjoius  that  have  been  ex- 
perienced in  other  and  older  sections 
of  the  country. 

The  resource-s  of  the  country  &■  a 
whole  are  really  but  little  developed. 
The  future  showing  will  be  greatly  In 
excess  of  the  present  output  and  will 
astonish  the  people  of  this  country. 


THE  STREET  LIGHTS. 

There  is  goo.l  foundation  for  the  com- 
plaints that  I  itizens  are  sending  to  the 
board  of  public  works  regarding  the 
lighting  of  the  streets.  The  general 
complaint  is  that  the  arc  lights  are  nut 
turned  on  until  long  after  nl;:htfall. 
and  the  result  is  that  travel  ulon:;  the 
streets  in  the  residence  sections  of  the 
city  is  both  unpleasant  and  dangerous. 
Another  complaint  is  that  some  of  the 
lights  fre(}uently  gu  out  after  they  are 
turned  on,  and  large  sections  of  the 
streets  and  avenues  are  plunged  Into 
darkness  throughout  the  night,  to  the 
great  annoyance  and  discomfort  of  the 
public. 

The  board  of  works,  it  Is  said,  "will 
Investigate  and  right  the  abuse,  if  such 
a  condition  Is  found  to  exist,  "  as  re- 
lated in  the  conii)iaints.  It  should  not 
take  the  board  very  long  to  discover 
that  the  complaints  mentioned  above 
are  well  founded,  and  it  will  earti  the 
thanks  of  the  people  by  securing  a 
change.  Every  street  light  should  be 
turned  on  a.s  soon  as  it  begins  to  get 
dark  and  kept  on  continuously. 

The  Chicago  Housewives'  association  is 
going  to  settle  the  domestic  service  ques- 
tion. In  future  girls  must  hold  diplomas 
Issued  by  the  association.  These  are  going 
to  be  on  real  parchment  and  will  certify 
in  old  (Cngll.'h  script  "to  whom  these  prcs- 
.•nts  come"  that  the  holder  ranks  "satis- 
factory," "good"  or  "remarkably  efll- 
cient."  To  obtain  a  dlpl.jma  a  young 
woman  must  work  one  y.ar.  Hut  once 
having  earned  it,  she  is  assur.-d  first  con- 
si.leratloa  from  members  of  the  associ- 
atlou  when  she  looks  for  a  place.  It  may 
bf  a  good  scheme,  and  it  certainly  is 
woith    watching. 

Another  case  has  appeared  to  prove  the 
truth  of  Thomas  Jefferjon's  famous  re- 
mark that  pi>stmajitera  and  other  i>fficlaU 
"selilom  die  and  never  resign."  Roswell 
Uratdsley,  lata  postmaster  at  North  Lans- 
ing, N.  Y..  was  appointed  to  that  posl- 
tl.>n  by  John  Quincy  Adanui  in  iXiit,  and 
has  held  down  his  job  continuously  since 
that  time,  until  last  Sunday,  when  ho 
died  at  the  age  of  ^3.  Besides  bein.g  post- 
master seventy-four  years,  he  ov.ned  a 
gederaJ  eiiore  and  many  farmji  and  was  a 
director  of  a  bank.  He  left  an  estate 
valued   at  $1.'>0,000.

May     Succeed     Himself    as 
Senator  From  Illinois. 

WashlngLm,  Nov.  14.-The  lUinola 
senatorial  situation  has  cleared  some- 
what since  the  election,  and  shows  Sen- 
ator Mason  with  a  fighting  chance  to 
win— just  a  chance.  He  has  elected  a 
bunch  of  Repiibllcan  members  who  will 
htand  by  him  through  thick  and  thin, 
who  will  be  able  to  prevent  the  eiec- 
lion  of  any  caucus  nominee  save  him- 
self In  the  deadlock  which  Is  expected 
to  develop  In  the  legiRlature.  Mason 
hopes  either  to  secure  his  own  election 
eventually,  or  name  the  winner.  In  the 
latter  event,  it  will  not  I*  Hopkins,  but 
will  be  some  man  from  Chicago.  Hop- 
kins lives  In  Aurora,  which  Iji  not  a 
part  of  Chicago,  although  cIo.se  to  it. 
For  many  years  one  Illinois  senator 
has  come  from  the  city  and  the  other 
from  the  state  out.slde.  This  precedeiit 
Mason  declares  shall  not  be  broken  this 
time.  He  lives  in  the  city,  and  In  th? 
break-up  will  throw  his  strength  to  a 
city  man.  The  Hopkins  people  realize 
that  Mason  has  more  strength  thun 
they  had  supposed  he  would  get. 


Lexington,  Ky..  Nov.  14.— J.  B.  Mar- 
cum,  of  Jackson,  against  whose  iife 
numerous  plots  are  said  to  have  been 
directed,  is  in  Lexington,  en  route  to 
Frankfort  to  argue  a  case  before  the 
court  of  ap:>eala.  in  fear  of  assassina- 
tion, he  left  his  home  by  the  rear  just 
before  train  time,  accompanied  by  tils 
two  sisters  and  his  wife,  who  proceeded 
by  a  circuitous  route  to  the  depot. 
Marcum  Is  a  trustee  of  the  slate  col- 
lege, attorney  for  the  Louisville  A 
Evansviile  road.  United  States  commis- 
sioner in  his  dlstri'jt.  and  attorney  lor 
several  Southern  Kentucky  corpora- 
tions. Until  yesterday  he  had  only  left 
his  house  twice  since  last  June.  With- 
in the  last  few  days  he  tias  been  afraid 
to  leave  his  room,  he  says,  having  been 
warned  by  a  friend  that  two  men  haa 
been  stationed  In  a  house  commanding 
a  view  of  his  poicli  and  were  to  .shoot 
him  v.  hen  he  followed  his  custom  of 
sitting  on  the  poich.  He  says  that  m 
one  room  of  the  house  Indicated  the 
blind  of  a  front  window  had  been 
drawn  and  the  sash  raised  several 
inches,  in  .support  of  the  sensational 
statements  made  by  Joseph  Feltner  in 
an  athdavit,  Marcus  says  that  at  a 
time  when  he  knew  Feltner  had  no 
money  or  a  gun  lie  came  to  his  house 
one  night  and  showed  him  $35,  a  shot- 
gun and  shells  loaded  with  buckshot, 
and  told  him  that  a  plot  had  been 
formed  to  assasinate  him  (Marcum), 
and  through  fear  he  had  agreed  to  do 
the  work.  Feltner  told  him  the  plan 
was  to  shoot  him  at  dawn  the  follow- 
ing morning.  Before  becoming  afraid 
to  leave  his  premises  in  the  early 
summer.  Marcum  made  a  practice  of 
cairylng  hia  baby  in  his  arms  as  pro- 
tection. HHisays  he  knows  the  baby 
saved  his  life  oiice  when  a  man  who 
intended  to  assassinate  him  with  a 
shotgun   would   npt  flre. 

Jackson  has  no;  marshal  and  no  cor- 
oner, while  the  police  department,  Mr. 
Carroll,  has  not  left  his  house  in  three 
months,  fearing  a.s.sassination.  Josepn 
Cockrell.  Wio  was  assassinated,  was 
the  last  marshal  the  town  had. 

The  coroner  resigned  early  in  the 
year  and  no  Innaests  have  been  held 
over  the  two  dozen  men  who  have  since 
been  killed.  -» 

At  a  recent  efectlon  no  coroner  was 
elected. 

Feltner  Is  now  a  fugitive  in  Leslie 
county,  accused  of  killing  Jesse  Fiads. 
He  says  he  will  surrender  at  the  clo.se 
of  this  term  of  court  and  give  bail, 
fearing  to  be  tried  in  Jaclrson  now  be- 
cause, he  says,  he  will  be  assassin- 
ated. 

HENRY  JOHNS  DYING. 

Well  Known  St.  Paul  Man  In 
Critical  State. 

3t.  Paul.  Nov.  14.— Henry  John.s,  the 
attorney,  formerly  member  of  the  legitj- 
lature  from  the  Fourth  ward,  and  llie 
liepubllcan  nominee  for  the  place,  but 
unsuccessful,  at  the  late  election.

'  Mr.  Johns  Is  in  a  comatose  condition 
most  of  the  time,  although  he  has  lucid 
intervals,  and  his  friends  are  seriously 
alarmed  as  to  the  outcome. 

Mr.  Johns  overtaxed  him.self  during 
the  recent  campaign,  and  some  of  h-s 
friends  were  fearful  that  he  would 
succumb  before  the  election,  but  he 
managed  to  keep  on  his  feet  until  last 
Thursday,  when  he  gave  up  to  an  acute 
kidney  affection  and  was  removed  to 
th.i  city  hospital. 

Mr.  Johns  Is  44  years  of  age,  a  na- 
tive of  New  York  .state,  and  has  prac- 
ticed at  the  bar  In  St.  Paul  since  1S84. 
He  has  always  been  prominent  In  local 
politics,  and  served  a.s  a  Fourth  ward 
ropre.sontatlve  in  the  house  of  1897.

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BANK  CLOSED. 

Central  National  of  Bos- 
ton In  Hands  of 
Examiner. 

Boston,  Nov.  14.— The  Central  National 
banii,  of  this  city,  did  not  open  for  busi- 
ness today,  the  comptroller  of  the  cur- 
rency having  ordered  the  bank  examiner 
to  close  iU  doors  and  lake  charge  of  its 

business.  , ,        ,       , 

The  closing  of  the  bank  is  said  to  be  due 
to  excess  loans  and  a  lack  of  quick  assets. 
An  ai>peal  for  aid  wa."<  made  to  the  Bos- 
ton Clearing  House  association,  but  the 
committee  did  not  deem  it  advisable  to 
assist   the  bank. 

The  bank  Is  among  the  smaller  insti- 
tutions of  the  city.  It  was  organized 
in  1S73  with  a  capital  of  JoOO.OOO.  Its  dc- 
pi..sils  aggregate  $2,7(X).000,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  this  amount  can  be  paid  in 
full  without  an  assessment  on  the  etock- 
holders.  Otis  H.  Luke  is  president  and 
J.  Adams  lirown  cashier.  Ju.st  before  9 
o'clock  today  the  following  notice  <ras 
posted  on  the  banks  dooiMJ:  "Closed  by 
orders  of  the  comptroller  of  the  cur- 
rency." 

Imjuiry  at  the  hank  elicited  the  infor- 
mition  that  the  comptroller  had  ordered 
Hank  Examiner  Ncal  to  take  charge  as 
temporary  receiver.  No  one  could  be 
found  who  had  authority  to  discuss  the 
cotidition   of   the   bank. 

The  failure  of  negotiations  for  the  Eliot 
National  bank  to  liciuldate  the  Central 
National  is  tinderstood  to  have  contrib- 
uted to  the  failure,  as  well  as  to  the  fact 
that  the  bank  never  fully  jccovfrt^d  fnim 
a  blow  it  received  twenty  years  a'S^, 
when,  with  the  Pacific  bank,  which  failed 
at  that  time,  it  was  involved  in  Uie 
collapse  of  the  Lebanon  Springs  railroad 
In  Vermont.  The  Central  bank  then  lost 
Kl50,l»tiO.  and  an  a.ssesfiment  of  about  100 
^er  cent  was  made  upon  the  stockholders 
and  no  dividends  were  paid  for  thirteen 
yc.Trs. 

The    fai!ure    of    the    bank    showed    that 


the  liquidation  proceedings  were  not  pro- 
gressing favorably.  A  meeting  of  the 
Central  bank  Btockholders  had  been  called 
lor  December  10  to  approve  the  plan  of 
the  Kliot  National  to  take  over  the  busi- 
ness. Upon  investigation,  however. 
President  Barrage,  of  the  Eliot  bank, 
and  hl.s  board  of  directors,  refused  to  ac- 
cept the  a.ssfts  of  the  Centra!  bank  as 
security  for  any  guarantee  of  the  $2.- 
"liO.OOO   deposits.

The  woman  is  endeavoring  to  estab- 
lish the  validity  of  a  commn  law  mar- 
riage which  occurred  in  the  Ma.<^onic 
Temple  restaurant,  by  asking  the  court 
for  a  separation,  and  young  Pike  s 
father  is  fighting  the  claim  on  the  al- 
legation that  Josephiine,  who  Is  a 
young,  dark  and  languorous  f^outhern 
beatuy,  is  an  adventuress  and  the 
daughter  of  a  New  Orleans  negre.-ss.

Connection  With  Hill  Top 

Drive  Is  Simple 

Matter. 


S.  F.  Snively  is  engaged  in  a  work 
that  is  of  great  Interest  to  all  who 
wish  to  make,  X^ul^th  pleaaanter  and 
more  beniitiful. 

^  He  is  making  Of.  boulevard  system 
that  will,  as  a  complement  drive  to 
the  London  roa'd  stretch,  make  one  of 
the  most  charming  drives  in  the  coun- 
try. 

With  London  road  it  will  give  a 
drive,  combining  a  view  of  lake  and 
•  ity  from  the  hintojts,  a  charming  rid3 
iilong  the  lake  .sht>re  and  a  long,  ro- 
mantic stretch  along  the  banks  of 
Kester  river,  with  \\oi>d8  archlnjf  abovu 
and  the  merry  waler.s  of  the  liver 
gurgling  under  a  dozen   rusth-   lildge^. 

The  Lester  river  load,  along  the  west 
branch  of  Lester  river,  has  been  par- 
tially completed  for  some  time.  For 
Hie  greater  part  of  the  distance  It  hai 
been  entirely  completed,  but  a  i>oilion 
of  the  drive,  along  the  upper  stretches 
of  the  river,  is  just  now  being  done. 

The  newer  (>arts  of  the  dii.e  r.:n 
from  Second  street  and  twenty-second 
avenue  east,  along  tbe  crest  of  the  hill 


to  Glen  Avon,  thence  on  to  Colbyville, 
in  a  general  way. 

The  charm  of  these  roads  as  a  drive- 
way form  only  a  part  of  their  value. 
They  open  up  large  areas  of  property 
and  add  to  their  value,  and  they  make 
il  many  times  easier  to  attain  the 
country  tapped  by  the  road  back  over 
the  hill. 

At  present  the  only  way  to  get  out 
there  Is  to  go  over  the  hill  at  Twenty- 
sixth  avenue  east  and  down  into  a 
hollow,  and  at  Thlrty-.^tixth  avenue  east 
begin  to  climb  up  again,  where  an  ele- 
vation of  600  feet  makes  it  hard  sled- 
ding. 

The  new  road  avoids  all  that  by  keep 
ing  on  the  hill,  once  it  is  surmounted, 
making  practically  a  level  road  of  it  all 
the  way.  There  is  a  very  slight  descent 
in  the  road  down  Lester  river,  but  not 
enough  to  even  breathe  the  horses. 

Aside  from  these  advantages  Is  the 
fact  that  it  is  very  little  longer  to  make 
ihe  round  trip  than  it  is  to  go  ou 
London  road  and  back.  When  the  sys- 
tem is  thoroughly  completed  and  boul- 
evarded,  in  connection  with  the  Jtogers 
boulevard,  Duluth  will  have  some  of 
the  most  charming  driveways  in  the 
world. 

The  driveway  will,  when  it  is  com- 
pleted, start  at  First  street  and 
Twenty-fifth  avenue  east,  running 
along  the  brow  of  the  hill,  overlooking 
the  lake  and  city,  to  Fourth  street,  at 
the  point  where  the  Woodland  car  line 
leaves  the  street.  The  road  will  then 
follow  along  the  south  side  of  the  car 
line,  giving  a  uniform  and  almost  level 
grade  to  TIscher's  creek,  near  the  resi- 
dence of  J.  C.  Hunter.  Thence,  croesinij 
the  creek  and  keeping  on  the  brow  of 
the  hill  back  of  the  reservoir,  the  road 
proceeds  toward  Colbyville.  A  uniform 
height  will  be  maintained,  and  the  road 
will  connect  with  the  old  Howard  road 
at  Colbyville  meadows, 
road  will  he  used  until 
l./e.ster  river  is  reached. 

The  driving  public  will  be  much  in- 
terested In  the  road,  particularly  those 
who  live  in  the  eastern  end  of  the  city. 
It  w  ill  afYord  a  pleasure  driveway  with 
a  magnificent  view  and  numberle.<i 
beauties  of  scenery,  and  nractically  a 
level  grade  throughout.  Besides,  it  will 
open  up  a  large  area  of  property  and 
git-atly  enhance  its  value. 

The  work  has  progressed  so  far  that 
it  Is  now  pos-'slble  to  make  this  drive, 
though  not  entirely  along  the  lines  laid 
down  for  it  ultimately.  Next  summer 
the  road  will  be  in  good  condition. 

To  connect  this  sy?tem  with  the  boul- 
evard drive  on  the  brow  of  the  hill  it 
will  require  but  a  comparatively  sho^t 
ertenslon  of  the  bouelvard  from  Ches- 
ter park  to  the  vicinity  of  James  C. 
Hunter's   residence.     It   is   understood 


that   the   park   board    has   this    idea   in 
mind  at  the  present  time. 

With  the  two  systems  connected,  Du- 
luth would  have  a  most  remarkable 
boulevard  system.

PLEA  FOa  THE  MINERS

and  that  2240  pounds  shall  constitute  a 
ton,  Mr.  MltchfU  declartd  that  thf  pres- 
tnt  method  of  miasiiriiig  the  coal  pro- 
duced by  the  miners  in  the  Lackawanna, 
Wyoming  and  l.ehigh  reKlons  has  been 
the  source  of  mi>re  discontent  than  any 
other  of  the  manv  injustices  imposed 
upon  the  miners,  and  there  can  be  no 
contentment  among  these  workers  until 
an  hunesi  svstem  has  been  adopted,  i'av- 
Ingr  for  coal  by  the  car  or  by  a  ton  weigh- 
ing from  2740  to  ;U'Jo  pounds  is  a  flagrant 
Injustice.  The  cars  have  been  made  larg- 
er, more  topping  is  re(iuired  aiui  there 
hiLS  been  no  corresponding  Increase^  In 
amount  paid  per  cur  t)r  per  ton.  The 
miners  have  been  forced  to  produce  a 
constantly  increasing  amount  of  coal 
for  which  they  receive  no  additional  com-  j 
pensatlon.  ' 

'•The  miner  should  he  vmid  for  «ivcry 
pound  of  coal  he  mines  that  is  sold  by 
the  oi>erator.  If  :i24'>  pounds  constitute 
a  ton  when  coal  la  «old  to  the  consumer 
and  when  railroad  companies  are  paid  for 
transporting  coal  to  market,  what  justice 
can  tlit're  be  in  denying  the  miner  the 
riglit  to  bo  paid  for  his  labor  upon  the 
same    basis? 

"The  anthracite  companies,  not  satis- 
fled  with  an  extra  legal  ton  of  from 
2T40  to  3K>o  pounds,  have  a  system  of 
docking  through  which  they  appropriate 
additional  part  of  the  miners'  earning.**. 
A  miner  1*^  docked  all  the  way  from  500 
to  1000  iioun<ls  upon  a  car,  as  a  penalty 
for  loading  impurities  top  which  he  hiis 
alreridy  been  penalizeil  to  the  extent 
of  from  TW  to  ^)^)  pounds  in  excess  meas- 
ure of  weight;  in  other  words  he  is  pun- 
ished   twice   for   the   same   offense. 

"A  system  somewhat  similar  hut  less 
unjust,  oiitained  In  a  portion  of  the  bitu- 
minous coal  field  many  years  ago.  liut  the 
miners  are  now  paid  by  weight  upon  the 
basis  f>f  a  legal  ton;  they  are  not  only 
permitted  but  are  encour.iged  by  the 
operators  to  emplf)y  check  weight  to  see 


that  product  of  their  labor  is  properly 
Weighed  and  a  correct  record  made  there- 
of." 

AI.  Mitchell  thou  took  up  the  fourth  de- 
mand of  tile  miners  tor  a  trade  agree- 
ment with  the  necessary  machinery  lor 
the  adjustment  of  local  grievances.  He 
outlined  the  history  and  poncy  of  the 
I'nited  Mine  Workers  of  America  and  ex- 
plained that  liy  its  constitution  the  an- 
tliracitc  ami  i)ltiiminouH  mine  worktrs 
had  home  rule  lor  the  local  government 
of   local   affairs. 

"The  t>nly  manner,"  he  said,  "in  whlcn 
the  national  organization  is  permitted  to  | 
Interfere  is  that,  before  a  strike  is  In- 
augurated Uy  the  district  organizatloa 
the  approval  of  the  president  of  the  na- 
tional union  must  be  obtained,  but  the 
president  of  the  national  organization  has 
ni)  authority  to  Inaugurate  a  strike,  iiius 
the  coal  mine  operators  are  afforded  a 
greater  measure  of  protection  against 
strikes  than  they  would  have  under  a 
separate   and   Independent   organization." 

As  to  the  responsibility  of  the  Mine 
Workers    union,    Mr.    Mitchell    said: 

"At  the  present  time  the  inlted  Mine 
Workers  f>i  America  has  contracts  with 
the  oj)eratora  of  fourteen  states  and  dis- 
tricts, fixing  the  amount  the  miners  shall 
receive  per  ton,  the  number  of  hours 
whi<  h  sh.ill  constitute  a  days  work,  and 
the  methods  and  machinery  for  the  ad- 
jn.'^tment  of  local  grievances  by  Joint  con- 
ference with  the  mine  owners.  These  are 
mutual  contracts  which  are  advantageous 
to  ixith  miner  and  operator  and  protect 
the  public  against  the  effects  of  strikes 
or   lockouts. 

The  reports  of  the  ITnlted  States  ff<iv- 
ernment  on  strike  in  the  mining  industry 
shows  that  number  and  duration  of 
strikes  has  been  materially  reduced  each 
year  since  the  system  of  joint  conference 
and  mutual  agreement  has  been  Intro- 
duced. 

"Where  the  United  Mine  Workers  of 
America  is  recognized  and  contracted 
with,  it  assumes  the  responsibility  of 
disciplining  its  memlx  rs.  The  trade 
agreement  has  proved  effective  In  re- 
straining workmen  from  engaging  In  local 
or  general  strikes.  There  have  been  no 
strikes  of  any  magnitude  In  any  of  the 
coal  mining  states  in  which  trade  agree- 
ments   exist.     We    seek    to    establU-.h    tne 


same    method    of    adjusting    wage    dlffer- 
encts   in   the  anthracite   field. 

"It  Is  said  that  the  competition  be- 
tween anthracite  and  bituminous  coal  is 
a  reason  upon  which  the  antnracite  opera- 
tors oppose  a  recognition  of  the  Miners 
organization.  That  this  objection  Is  nelm- 
er  valid  nor  consistent  Is  clearly  demon- 
strated by  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
railroads  officered  by  the  same  men  who 
control  the  anthracite  coal  mines  enter 
Into  trade  agreements  with  railroad  or- 
ganizations, a  majority  of  whose  mem- 
bers arc  employed  upon  other  and  com- 
peting   roads. 

"We  demand  recognition  because  we 
know  that  i>ermanei!t  j.-acc  and  friendly 
relatl<ma  can  be  best  maintained  through 
a  tiade  agreement  with  the  organization 
which  our  people  have  elected  to  Join. 
Fully  90  per  cent  of  the  eniployes  of 
the  anthrallci'  coal  mines  are  members 
of  it  from  choice;  they  desire  to  retain 
tlieir  membership  in  It.  It  was  the  Un- 
ited Mines  Workers'  of  America  that  con- 
fftred  with  thi'  president  of  the  United 
States  in  relation  to  the  submission  of 
the  issues  involved  in  the  coal  strike  to 
this  eommls.«ii«)n;  It  was  the  United  Mine 
Workers  of  America  that  was  reu<iestod 
by  llii!  pre.«ident  to  end  the  strike;  it 
was  the  Tnited  Mine  Workers  of  Am- 
erira  that  sent  the  men  back  to  work, 
and  It  Is  the  United  .Mine  Workers  of  Am- 
erica that  pledged  to  accept  the  award 
of    this    commission. 

"Failure  to  recognize  the  organization 
was  the  cause  of  the  many  local  strikes 
against  which  openiiora  and  mln<'  work- 
ers complained.  There  have  been  many 
local  strikes  during  the  past  year,  the 
fault  of  which  rests  upon  operators  and 
miners  alike.  The  miners  falling  to  se- 
cure redress  for  their  wrongs  (the  com- 
panies having  refused  to  treat  with  their 
reprpsentatlve.«i)  had  no  choice  but  to 
submit  to  Injustice  or  Inaugurate  a 
strike. 

"Re«ognltion  of  the  union  does  not 
mean  dictation  or  interference  bv  men 
not  employe«l  by  the  companies;  It  sim- 
ply means  that  officers  selected  by  th'- 
mine  workers  shall  exercise  supervision 
over  the  organization  or  .shall  counsel 
with  the  mine  workers  as  to  how  their 
trade  affairs  shall  be  conducted.  The 
miners  have  as  much  right  to  select 
spokesmen    to    act    for    them,    to    present

"Kor  the  InformaSon  of  tne  commission. 
We  herewith  outlliH'  more  apeciflcally  a 
plan  of  proce*lur«.-  which  If  adopted,  would 
prevent  local  strikes  and  preserve  peace 
and  harmony  during  the  time  covered  by 
the  award  which  you  are  empowered  to 
make. 

"First— The  rate  of  wages,  the  hours  of 
lal>or,  the  method  of  weighing  and  pay- 
ing for  the  product  of  the  miners  work 
should  be  Incorporated  in  an  agreement 
between  the  representJtiives  of  the  various 
coal  companies  and  the  representatives  of 
the  union  of  which  the  complainants  In 
this  case   are   members. 

"Second— There  should  be  a  committee 
of  conservative  representative  mine  work- 
ers electe<l  b.v  employes  at  each  colliery: 
It  should  l)e  the  duly  of  this  committee 
to  co-t)perate  with  the  mine  fonmen  in 
the  adust ment  of  locni  disputes  whlcn 
cannot  be  settled  between  the  mine  fore- 
men and  the  mine  worker  or  mine  work- 
ers Involved. 

"Third— Should  the  mine  foreman  and 
mine  comi>aiiy  fall  to  adjust  the  grievance 
complained  of,  the  matter  in  dispute 
should  be  riferred  to  the  company's  bui>- 
erliitendent  and  a  general  grievance  com- 
mittee which  should  be  constituted  by 
representative  mine  Workers  from  each 
coili»ry  operated  bv  any  one  company. 
Should  they  fall  to  adjust  It,  it  should  be 
referred  to  the  general  manager  of  the 
coal  company  and  the  district  president 
of  the  miners  organization,  and  should 
thev  fall  to  aaju."t  It,  they  could  call  upon 
theservices  of  8«ime  iHslnterested  persons 
whose  decision  should  be  final.  I'ending 
an  adjustment  In  the  manner  set  forth, 
the  mines  and  the  miners  should  con- 
tinue at  work.  ■ 

Mr.  Mitchell  concluded  with  a  plea  for 
the  children.     He  .said: 

"Our  little  boys  should  not  be  forced 
into  the  mines  and  breakers  so  early  in 
life-  our  little  girls  should  not  t>e  com- 
I)elled  to  work  In  the  mills  and  factories 
at  an  age  when  they  should  be  In  school. 
These  children  are  the  future  citizens  of 
our  nation:  their  parents  should  be  en- 
abled to  earn  wages  sufflclentl.v  high  to 
give  them  at  least  a  common  school  edu- 
cation so  a.s  to  e(|uip  them  to  bear  the 
grave  responsibilities  that  will  ultimately 
devolve  upon  them.  The  wealth  and  the 
future  of  the  nation  are  not  to  he  meas- 
ured by  Its  palaces  and  millionaires,  but 
rather  by  the  enlightened  contentment 
and  prosperity  of  its  millions  of  citi- 
zens who  constitute  the  bone  and  sinew 
of  our  land." 

During  the  readlnsr  of  his  addres.i 
Mr.  Mitchell  was  followed  with  the 
rl().=ost  attention.  This  was  particularly 
so  with  the  score  or  more  represenia- 
tives  of  the  operators,  who  bent  for- 
>»'ard  to  catch  every  word,  and  who 
made  numerous  notes  of  the  princip£*l 
features  of  his  remarks.  The  reading 
of  the  address  occuiiied  forty  minutes. 

Responding:  to  the  question  by  Judffc 
Oray.  Mr.  Darrow  said  the  mlner.^ 
would  at  the  outset  put  on  some  wit- 
nesses and  that  he  would  call  Mr.  Mit- 
chell first.  Judge  Gray  Interrupted  to 
say  that  as  there  was  a  general  feellrii? 
that  testimony  so  important  as  this 
should  have  the  sanction  of  an  oath, 
It  would  be  administered  to  the  wit- 
nesses. This  was  acceptable  to  both 
sides,  and  the  clerk  of  the  court  of 
sessions  of  Lackawatina  county  per- 
formed this  duty.  Mr.  Mitchell  then 
took  the  stand.  Tn  response  to  the 
questions  by  Mr.  Darrow.  he  said  that 
he  began  doing  mining  work  as  a  dof>r 
boy  when  he  was  1-  y<jars  old,  and  had 
occupied  all  positions  in  the  bitumin- 
ous fields  except  that  of  foreman.  He 
had  not  worked  \x\  the  anthracite  re- 
gion. He  then  ^xp'ained  his  connec- 
tion with  the  KnightB  of  Labor  and 
gave  figures  showing  the  membership 
of  the  United  Mine  Workers.  Mr.  Wol- 
verton,  for  the  operators,  interrupte'l 
to  say  that  he  regarded  this  line  of 
questioning  as  irrelevant  and  would 
reserve  the  right  to  oblect. 

Continuing.  Mr.  Mitchell  said  that  51 
per  cent  of  all  coal  mined  in  the  United 
States  was  mined  in  Pennsylvania,  and 
that  90  per  cent  of  the  anthracite  mine 
workers  are  memliors  of  the  union. 

"Has  the  president  or  executive  board 
ever  ordered  a  strike  since  they  have 
been  at  the  head  of  this  organization, 
or  since  it  has  been  in  existence?" 
aswed  Mr.  Darrow. 

"No."  was  the  reply,  "except  upon 
the  affiriTiative  vote  of  the  miners 
themselves.  The  oflicers  carry  out  the 
instructions  of  the  miners.  ' 

Responding  to  further  questions,  Mr. 
Mitchell  explained  the  relations  be- 
tween the  union  and  the  bituminous 
operators,  and  said  that  by  rea.son  cl 
the  contracts  entered  Into  by  them 
there  had  been  no  strikes.  Where  i-.- 
contracts  were  made,  he  said,  ther 
had  been  strikes.  Through  the  ami- 
cable relations  with  the  bituminjus 
operators.  Mr.  Mitchell  said,  wages  had 
been  Increa.sed  since  1898  an  average  of 
50  per  cent,  and  that  there  had  been  a 
reduction  in  hours  of  from  ten  lo  eight, 
and  also  In  the  number  of  children  em 
ployed.  The  price  of  fuel,  boih  bitum- 
inous and  anthracite,  he  .•■•aid,  had  grad- 
ually increased.  The  work  of  mining 
he  characterized  as  the  most  ariluou.-i 
in  the  world. 

In  answer  to  further  questions  by  Mr. 
Darrow.  President  Mitchell  said  that 
last  year  51.^  men  were  killed  in  the 
mines  and  twelve  injured.  He  said 
that  most  life  insurance  companies  re 
fuse  to  take  employes  of  mines.  The 
number  of  deaths  in  the  bituminous 
fields  In  proportion  to  the  number  of 
men  employed  was  not  so  great  as  In 
the  anthracite  region.s. 

Mr.  Mitchell,  comparing  the  rates  of 
wages  paid  In  the  bituminous  fields 
with  those  paid  In  the  anthracite  re- 
gion, said  they  were  from  40  to  .'^O  per 
cent  higher  in  the  bituminous  country 
on  the  same  classes  of  work  and  from 
20  to  30  per  cent  in  others. 

The  wages  paid  hy  the  bitumlnou.s 
miners,  he  said,  were  practically  the 
same  as  those  paid  to  carpenters  and 
bricklayers,  but  he  was  not  sufficiently 
familiar  with  the  rates  paid  for  other 
employment  than  mining  In  the  anthra- 
cite fields  to  draw  a  comparison.  He 
lald  the  conditions  in  the  homes  of  the 
miners  of  the  soft  coal  regions,  speak- 
ing generally,  were  better  than  in  the 
anthracite  regions.  This  was  especially 
true  of  the  houses  owned  by  the  com- 
panies. He  said  the  agitation  for  high 
wages,  begun  two  years,  had  crys- 
tallzed  Into  a  demand  to  be  T.ald  hy 
weight,  which,  in  his  opinion,  was  the 
only  honest  method  of  determining  the 
amount  the  men  earned. 

"The  miners  know  and  believe."  said 
Mr.  Mitchell,  "that  thev  are  not  paid 
for  the  coal  they  mine."  He  spoke  of 
the  Increase  In  size  of  coal  cars  and  the 
demand  of  operators  that  more  "top" 
should  be  put  on.  which,  he  said,  had 
been  a  source  of  more  trouble  than 
any  one  thing  he  knew  of.  Mr.  Mit- 
chell said  that  a  miner  must  pile  the 
coal  six  Inches  above  the  top  of  the 
mine  cars.  The  distance  from  the 
place  where  he  is  working  to  the  break- 
er Is  often  more  than  a  mile,  and  the 
coal  Is  shaken  down  to  the  level.  The 
worker  Is  docked  If  there  are  not  six 
Inches  of  topping  on  the  car  at  tho 
breaker,  and  gets  nothing  If  there  are 
more  than  six  Inches  of  topping. 

In  answer  to  Mr.  DarroWs  question 
If  he  was  willing  to  submit  to  arbitra- 
tion. Mr.  Mitchell  said  he  always  wa.^, 
and  that  in  a  public  statement  June  23 
the  miners  had  proposed  arbitration. 

The  hour  of  12:30  having  arrived,  a 
recess  was  taken   until  2  p.   m.

Another  mystery! 

Oliver  Dostler  has  disappeared! 

The    circumstances    surrounding 
case  are  peculiar  and  perplexing. 

Friends  and  the  police  fear  that  he 
may  have  drowned,  but  the  threads 
of  mystery  lead  in  many  directions, 
always  ending  in  punctured  theories. 

Mr.  Dostler  was  last  seen  In  the 
ITnion  depot  on  Oct.  27  by  Officer  Harry 
Miller. 

He  was  then  on  his  way  to  join  his 
family  In  Iowa  City,   where  they     had 


moved  after  a  long  residence  In  Du- 
luth. The  officer  knew  him  well,  and 
seeing  that  he  was  under  the  Influence 
of  liquor,  and  likely  to  be  robbed  be- 
fore train  time,  persuaded  Mr.  Dostler 
to  give  him  his  watch  and  valuables 
until  the  train  shed  should  be  opened 
up,  at  which  time  it  was  agreed  that 
the  officer  should  assist  him  in  getting 
on  the  train. 

Officer  Miller  then  walked  out  to  a 
patrol  box  to  report,  and  when  he  got 
back  to  the  depot  Mr.  Dostler  waa 
missing.  He  searched  about  the  place. 
and  when  the  train  was  called  the  urtl- 
cerr  %vatched  for  the  man  till  it  pulled 
out. 

Then,  thinking  that  he  had  probably 
succumbed  to  the  liquor  he  had  been 
di Inking.  Mr.  Miller  turned  the  tickets, 
watch  and  valuables  in  at  headquartei-o 
under  the  impression  that  when  Dostler 
sobered  ujj  he  would  go  tnere  the  first 
thing  he  did. 

He  did  not  appear,  however,  and  hlo 
wife,  writing  from  Iowa  City  on  Nov.  {, 
says  that  he  had  not  reached  there 
though  his  baggage  and  other  belong- 
ings checked  from  here  did. 

The  police  then  put  several  men  on 
the  case,  and  for  a  time  thought  they 
had  located  the  missing  man  in  a  lum- 
ber camp,  but  yesterday  they  leaine.l 
that  he  was  not  the  person  souglit 
after. 

Mr.  Dostler  is  a  Frenchman  and  well 
known  throughout  the  city.  During  hli 
long  residence  here  he  had  friends  and 
j>laces  that  he  visited  regularly,  but  not 
one  of  his  old  friends  has  .seen  him  In 
his  old  haunts  since  he  bade  them 
good  bye  and  announced  his  departure 
for  Iowa  City  on  the  evening  of  the 
night   he   disappeared. 

Some  seem  to  think  that,  while  In- 
toxicated. Mr.  Dostler  wandered  out 
of  the  depot  and  may  have  walked  olT 
the  end  of  a  dock  and  drowned.  The 
police  are  putting  forth  every  effort  to 
get  some  trace  of  him.  The  letters  re- 
ceived from  Mrs.  Dostler  Indicate  that 
she  is  Just  about  prostrated  over  the 
disappearance.

Annandale,  N.  Y..  Nov.  14.-There 
came  to  the  village  of  Annandale 
eighteen  months  ago  Dr.  C.  E.  Ide,  a 
gradute  of  the  college  of  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  New  York  city,  who 
was  looking  for  a  place  €o  practice  his 
profession. 

It  Is  not  the  first  time  that  Mr.  Ide 
had  been  in  Annandale,  as  the  rec- 
ords of  St.  Stephen's  college  s.iovv 
that  In  the  year  18SS  C.  E.  Ide  wa.<3  In 
attendance,  but  went  away  befoie 
completing   his  cour.'^e. 

Dr.  Ide  explained  that  he  had  never 
completed  his  studies  for  the  degree 
of  A.  B.,  that  it  was  his  Intention  to 
do  so  at  St.  Stephen's  and  obtain  this 
degree  and  at  the  same  time  establish 
a  practice. 

He  was  accompanied  by  his  wife  and 


his  two  children.  His  work  was  carried 
out  as  he  had  planned. 

He  and  his  family  kept  house,  he 
studied  earnestly,  worked  up  an  ex- 
tensive practice  and  gained  the  resiect 
of  his  fellow-townsmen  generally.

While  engaged  in  hospital  work  In 
Buffalo  he  met  a  Miss  Quinn.  a  nurse 
in  the  hospital,  and.  becoming  infatu- 
ated with  her,  he  married  her.  Her 
home  was  in  Buffalo,  and  for  thtir 
first   year  they   lived   in   that  city. 

From  Buffalo  they  went  to  Anna- 
polis, and  up  to  this  time  their  life 
had    been   a   happy   one. 

The  doctor,  after  being  questioned, 
left  Annandale,  and  his  whereabouts 
still  remain  unknown.  Mrs.  Ide  not 
hearing  rom  her  husband,  took  her 
two  children  and  went  to  her  parents' 
home  in   Buffalo. 

The  doctor's  patients  in  Annandale 
and  vicinity  are  all  his  deep  sympa- 
thizers, and  hope  that  he  will  re- 
turn to  his  i>raclice.

Canal  Dover,  Ohio,  Nov.  14.— R.  H. 
Nugent,  superintendent  of  the  County 
Children's  home,  in  this  city,  has  re- 
ceived into  his  care  Henry  and  John 
Smith,  12  and  14  years  old,  respect- 
ively,      from       Newcomertown,       this 

county. 

With  them  comes  a  strange  story  oi 
child  slavery  that  is  almost  inciedible. 
Half  a  year  ago,  it  is  alleged,  the 
father  of  the  bojs,  left  his  wife  aad 
children,  and  since  his  departure  noth- 
ing can  be  learned  of  his  where- 
abouts. 

Mrs.  Smith  was  unable  to  support 
the  youngsters,  and  got  into  communi- 
cation with  a  colored  farmer  ne.ir  Min- 
eral City,  six  miles  ea.st  of  here.  It  is 
ai'.e;;ed  she  sold  the  older  boy  to  the 
<olored  farmer  for  an  indefinite  period 
for  a  money  consideration,  which  nei- 
ther one  win  divulge.  John  was  closel 
watched  and  could  find  no  means  of 
escape  until  two  weeks  ago,  when  Re 
succeeded  In  running  away  and  re- 
turned  to  Newcomerstown. 

M.  B.  Kennedy,  of  the  latter  place, 
and  a  trustee  of  the  Children's  home, 
learned  something  of  what  had  trans- 
pired and  went  to  see  the  boy.  He 
went  to  the  home  of  Mrs.  Smith,  where 
he  found  the  colored  man,  who  had 
come  to  recover  his  human  property. 
Mr.  Kennedy  demanded  pos.session  of 
both  John  and  his  younger  brother, 
and,  after  considerable  altercation  and 
a  threat  to  resort  to  law,  the  colored 
man  and  the  boys'  mother  agreed  to 
acquiesce  in  any  arrangements  he 
might  make.  He  promptly  brought 
the  boys  to  this  city  and  put  them 
in    the    care    of    the    home. 

It  Is  also  stated  that  the  Smiths 
have  two  small  girls,  younger  than  the 
boys,  and  that  no  one,  except  the 
mother,  knows  where  they  are,  It  is 
said. 

Mr.  Kennedy  has  undertaken  to  find 
the  father  and  bring  him  back  with 
the  avowed  Intention  of  prosecuting 
him   for   deserting  his   children.

THE  TIME  OF  THE  JUDGES 

International    Sunday      School   Lesson   For  Nov- 
ember 16,  1902. 


JuJRes  2:7-19.  "And  the  people  serve! 
the  Lord  all  the  clays  of  Joshua,  and  all 
the  days  of  the  elders  that  outlived 
JoMhua.  who  had  seen  all  the  srrot»t 
■work  of  the  Lord  that  he  had  wrought 
for  Israel.  And  Joshua  the  son  of 
Nun.  the  st-rvant  of  the  Lord,  died, 
bting  an  hundred  and  ten  yiJars  olu. 
And  they  burled  him  in  the  border  of 
his  Inheritance  in  Tlmnath-heres,  in 
the  hill  country  of  Ephraini,  on  the 
north  «>f  the  mountain  of  Gaush.  And 
alfo  all  that  pcnerution  were  Kathered 
unto  their  fathers:  and  there  arose 
anotht-r  Kent-ration  after  them  which 
knew  not  the  Lord,  nor  yet  the  worit 
uhlch  he  had  wrought  for  Israel. 

"An  1  the  children  of  I.>irael  did  that 
which  was  evil  in  the  .sisht  of  te  Lord, 
and  served  the  iiaallm:  and  they  for- 
«ool<  the  Lord,  the  (Jod  of  their  fathers, 
■which  brought  them  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  and  followed  other  god.s.  of  tiie 
Kods  of  the  people  that  were  round 
about  them,  and  bowed  them.selvis 
down  unto  them:  an»l  they  provoked 
the  I>ord  to  anger.  And  thfy  forsook 
the  Lord,  and  served  r.aal  and  the 
Ashtareth.  And  the  anger  of  the  Lord 
was  kindled  against  Israel,  and  he  de- 
livered them  Into  the  hands  of  spoilers 
th.it  .'"ijollfl  them,  and  he  sidd  ihem 
Into  the  hands  of  their  enemies  round 
about,   so    that      they   could     not     any 


longer  stand  before  their  enemle.r 
Whithersoever  they  went  out,  th*? 
hand  of  the  Lord  was  against  them  fcr 
evil,  as  the  Lord  had  spoken,  and  as 
the  Lord  had  spoken  unto  them:  and 
thev  were  sore  distressed.  And  the 
Lord  raised  up  judges,  which  savtf.l 
them  out  of  the  hand  of  those  that 
spoiled  them.  And  yet  they  hui;kened 
not  unto  their  Juilges.  for  they  went 
i  a-whoring  after  other  gods,  and  bowed 
them.selves  down  unto  them:  they 
turned  aside  ouickly  out  of  the  way 
wherein  their  fathers  walke.l.  obeying 
the  commandments  of  the  Lord:  but 
they  did  not  so.  And  when  the  Loid 
raised  tliiim  up  Judges,  then  the  Lord 
was  with  the  judge,  and  saved  them 
out  of  the  hands  of  their  enemies  all 
thQ  days  of  the  Judge:  for  It  repented 
the  Lord  because  of  their  groaning  b> 
reason  of  them  that  oppressed  them 
and  vexed  them.  Kut  It  came  to  pa>>s, 
when  the  Judge  was  dead,  that  they 
turned  back  and  dealt  more  corruptly 
than  their  fathers  in  following  othtt 
gods  to  serve  them  and  to  bow  down 
to  them;  they  ceased  not  from  their 
doings,  nor  from  their  stubborn 
way."

written  a  long  time  before  the  time  of 
the  prophetic  person  who  looked  over 
that  old  record  and  chose  from  It  such 
matter  as  would  help  him  to  impress 
a  much-needed  moral  and  religious 
lesson  on  the  minds  of  the  i)eople. 
There  Is  one  recurring  formula  all 
through  the  book  that  indicates  Una 
prophetic  significance  of  It.  It  Is 
something  like  this:  The  people  did 
that  which  was  evil  In  the  slcht  of 
the  Lord,  and  served  Baal  and  Asii- 
taroth.  Therefore  the  anger  of  the

.    It  was  this  moral  and  religious 

significance  of  the  book  that  caused 
the  Hebrews  to  classify  it  among  the 
prophetic  rather  than  among  the  his- 
toric writings. 

The  portion  of  the  book  that  Is  print- 
ed above  is  a  brief  summary  of  the 
impression  which  the  study  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  Ju<lge»  had  made  upun  the 
writer  of  the  book  as  we  have  it.  The 
first  few  of  these  verses  suggest  the 
value  of  living  witnesses  to  any  great 
event  or  spiritual  force,  rio  long  as 
Joshua  lived,  and  so  long  as  any  of  the 
elders  of  his  day  survived  him.  the 
people  continued  to  do  the  things  that 
were  pleasing  to  the  Lord.  The.se  had 
seen  the  wondrous  dealings  of  Clod 
with  the  nation  and  were  held  by  what 
they  had  seen  and  heard  to  the  right 
wav.  More  than  that,  they  were  able 
to  hold  the  people  In  falthfulne.ss  to 
Jehovah  by  the  Impetus  of  their  own 
enthusiasm  for  the  I..nrd's  word. 
Monuments  of  stone  had  been  erected 
to  commemorate  the  great  doings  of 
the  Lord  for  the  people,  but  these  were 
dumb  tongues  to  the  new  generation 
that  arose  after  the  death  of  Joshua. 
That  generation  forsook  the  Lord  to 
serve  Haal. 

The  religious  conceptions  of  the  day 
were  very  crude.  Jehovah  seems  to 
have  been  accounted  a  deity  whose 
home  was  in  the  Slnaltlc  peninsula. 
He  was  Israel's  Ood.  but  the  people  o' 
Israel  were  easily  led  aside  to  worship 
at  the  various  shrines  of  the  Canaan- 
lies,  who  had  a  god  on  every  hIM  crest 
and  nn  altar  there  dedicated  to  his 
worship,  or  sometimes  there  was  a 
goddess  Instead  of  a  god.  and  t^  m  to 
the  Idolatry  of  the  worship  was  added 
the  Immorality  of  licentiousness,  for 
the  worship  of  Raal  and  Ashtarolh 
went  hand  In  hand  with  the  most  de- 
basing sort  of  revelry,  an  instance  of 
whhh  Is  found  In  the  sin  of  Peor 
(Numbers  25),  for  which  the  people 
sufforcil  such  a  devastating  plague. 

For  their  sins  In  running  away  from 
the  worship  of  Jehovah  and  bowing 
down  to  the  local  gods  they  were  pun- 
l.shed  time  after  time.  Each  time  the 
punishment  came  upon  them  they  re- 
pented, and  the  Lord  delivered  them  hj 
the  hand  of  a  man  of  courage  and 
faith.  But  the  Lord  was  again  made 
i  angry  with  them  and  "delivered  them 
InU*  the  hand  of  the  spoilers."  This 
gruesome  record  of  sin  and  retribution 
has  boon  preserved  as  a  warning  to  the 
hosts  of  people  who  are  apt  to  pas.^s 
along  the  .same  road  of  temptation  that 
Israel  knew  .so  well.  The  tempted  now- 
aiiays  may  not  meet  their  tcinptallou 
In  the  same  sort  of  a  social  or  political 
setting:  It  piay  come  In  a  Western  at- 
mosphere Instead  of  an  Eastern,  but 
come  It  will,  and  many  will  be  aided  In 
avoiding  the  dire  consequences  tf 
yielding  to  the  evil  by  a  knowledge  of 
the  failures  of  Israel.  Along  the  At- 
l.intlc  seaboard  are  numberless  wrecits. 
mtny  of  which  are  submerged  and  He 
In  the  track  of  navigation;  but  the  gov- 
ernment has  put  danger  buoys  over 
each  one  that  has  been  chartered  to 
warn  skippers  away  from  them.  So  the 
(nsplred  writer  has  put  upon  the  char- 
tere<)  sea  of  moral  and  rsiixioua  life  t)ia 


memory  of  the  sins  and  retributions  of 
Israel,  in  order  that  all  generations  lo 
come  might  know  and  avoid  the  dan- 
gers. 

The  men  who  delivered  Israel  out  o.' 
her  sad  predicaments  were  called 
Judges:  the  function  they  performel 
was  that  of  champions,  like  the  Macca- 
bees, only  they  had  to  fight,  not  an  op- 
pressing foreigner,  but  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  land  whom  they  were  trying  to 
dispo.ssess.  The  Canaanltes  had  not  by 
any  means  been  all  driven  out.  Joshua 
'lad  succeeded  in  occupying  the  uplands 
of  Central  Palestine,  but  he  had  left  a 
line  of  cities  In  Canaanitlsh  hands  fiom 
Jebus  across  to  the  great  sea  (Judsts 
1:35),  and  another  line  across  the  val- 
ley of  Esdraelon,  from  Bethshean  to 
Meglddo.  It  was  probably  Impossibl.* 
for  the  Hebrews  to  dispossess  all  thf  jc 
people  at  once.  Some  of  them  weia 
never  di." possessed,  but  were  absorbed 
by  Intermarriage.  The  writer  of  Judges 
offers  two  reasons  why  they  were  lef.; 
(1),  that,  by  the  temptations  they 
would  offer.  Israel  might  be  tested  to 
prove  her  fidelity  to  Jehovah  (Joshua 
L':2J  and  S:4):  and  (2),  that  Israel  might 
by  fighting  them  have  constant  prac- 
ticfi  in  war  (Joshua  3:2). 

THE  JUDGES  AND  THEIR  TASK. 

The  period  of  the  judges  closed  within 
fifty  years  of  1000  B.  C.  If  the  state- 
ment of  I  Kings,  6:1.  Is  to  be  credited 
in  saying  that  it  was  4S0  years  from 
the  Exodus  to  the  building  of  th<? 
temple,  then  the  period  of  the  Judgej 
could  not  have  lasted  much  more  than

three  hundred  years,  which  would  place 
the  begiuning  of  it  about  700  B.  C. 
There  were  twelve  of  these  Judges,  not 
including  Eli  and  Samuel,  in  the  list; 
their  names  were  Othniel.  Ehud,  Sham- 
gar,  Deborah  and  Barak,  Gideon,  Tola. 
Jalr,  Jephtliah,  Ibzan,  Elon,  Abdon  and 
Sampson.  It  Is  very  probable  that  some 
of  these  Judges  ruled  simultaneously 
over  different  local  districts,  for  it  ;a 
quite  certain  that  there  was  no  pro- 
longed unification  of  the  entire  nation, 
except  that  under  Gideon,  between 
Joshua  and  the  time  of  the  kings.  Such 
unification  was  hardly  possible  for 
strategic  reasons,  for  at  the  beginning 
of  the  period  of  the  Judges  the  Hebrews 
held  only  a  few  cities,  and  the  least 
desirable,  rocky  and  barren  regions, 
and  these  were  scattered  over  areas 
separated  from  each  other;  It  was, 
therefore,  geographically  impossible  for 
them  to  have  been  politically  unified 
until  further  conquests  were  made,  and 
some  intervening  cities  and  regions 
were  subjugated  or  possessed  abso- 
lutely. But  the  experiences  of  the  peo- 
ple during  this  period  made  evident 
the  Imperative  need  for  union  of  the 
tribes;  there  was  no  other  way  to  suc- 
cessfully resist  the  united  assaults  of 
the  neighboring  tribes. 

The  strongest  combination  any  of  the 
Israelites  had  to  face  was  that  organ- 
ized by  Sisera  and  opposed  by  the  six 
tribes.  Ephraim,  Zebulon,  Naphtalia, 
Benjamin,  Manasseh  (Machir),  and 
Issachar,  under  the  leadership  of  the 
prophetess  Deborah  and  of  Barak.  The 
joining  of  the.'^e  six  tribes  for  common 
defense  probably  marks  the  birth  of 
the  definite  Idea  of  national  unity, 
much  as  the  first  Ideas  of  unity  among 
the  American  colonies  arose  from  com- 
mon dangers  which  rendered  a  common 
defense  desiiable.  The  successs  of  De- 
borah and  Borok  broke  up  and  shat- 
tered the  strength  of  the  Canaanltes 
in  the  north,  and  made  It  possible  for 
the  Hebrews  to  take  practical  posses- 
sion of  the  rich  F^draelon  plain;  f  e 
song  of  Deborah  Is  one  of  the  oldest 
historic  poems  in  the  Bible,  and  marks 
a  great  transition  In  the  political  con- 
ditions of  the  time  of  the  Judges. 

While  the  northern  part  had  Its 
struggles  with  the  Canaanltes,  thr? 
southern  tribes  had  a  corresponding 
Struggle  with  the  Moabites,  one  im- 
portant Incident  in  which  struggle  is 
the  story  of  Ehud  and  his  treachery  in 
killing  Eglon.  the  king  of  Moab.  One 
after  .another  the  different  grounds 
of  the  neighboring  tribes  attempted  to 
oppress  the  Hebrews.  They  would  in- 
duce them  to  mingle  in  their  idolatry, 
succeed  with  this  and  then  use  the  in- 
timacy thus  gained  as  an  opening  to 
obtain  power  over  them.  Oppression 
would  follow  and  a  deliverance  through 
some  such  man  as  Gideon  or  Sham- 
gar  f)r  Samson.  In  each  case  of  idola- 
try the  people  had  to  pay  the  price  of 
their  folly  Just  as  truly  as  the  man 
who  today  makes  an  idol  of  the  sin  he 
loves  Involves  himself  in  many  com- 
plicated and  uncomfortable  situations. 
During  the  entire  period  of  the 
Judges  there  was  a  general  looseness 
In  morals  and  religion.  The  graphic 
language  of  the  writer  is:  "Every  man 
did  that  which  was  right  in  his  own 
eyes,"  that  5s  to  say,  every  man  was 
free  to  do  as  he  pleased,  there  was 
no  outward  constraint  put  upon  him 
either  by  law  or  social  conscience  (or 
neither  had  any  definite  existence.  If 
the  revolting  story  found  in  the  nine- 
teenth <»h%pter  of  Judges  Is  an  Index 
of  the  moral  tone  of  many  of  the  i»eo- 
ple,  then  there  w^ere  some  exceedingly 
dark  spots  on  their  character.  But  the 
way  in  which  the  people  rose  up  to 
punish  the  wicked  sinners  for  the 
crinve  Indicates  that  the  moral  sense 
was  by  no  means  dead  among  them. 

The  words  of  Amos  about  a  famine 
of  the  word  of  the  Lord  apply  very 
well  to  the  religious  conditions  of  this 
time.  Prophecy  was  rare,  the  ark  was 
accounted  «qual  to  the  firesence  of  the 


Lord  and  the  idea  had  not  yet  pene- 
trated the  minds  of  the  people  gener- 
ally that  Jehovah  required  of  them 
the  exclusive  devotion  of  their  lives. 
The  Incident  told  about  in  the  seven- 
teenth and  eighteenth  chapters  of 
judges  reveals  how  near  some  of  the 
Hebrews  still  were  to  the  Ideas  that 
prevailed  at  Sinai  while  Moses  was  up 
in  the  Mount.  The  Danites  sought  a 
new  location  in  the  north  of  the  Sea 
of  Galilee  and  took  a  priest  whom 
they  had  found,  with  his  idols  and 
paraphernalia,  and  set  up  a  religious 
center  of  their  own.  So  near  were  the 
peoide  to  idolatry  that  they  lapsed  in- 
to its  practice  as  a  mere  matter  of 
convenience. 

The  time  of  the  Judges  was  a  period 
of  struggle  for  an  undisturbed  phy- 
sical footing  In  the  land  and  for  the 
prevalence  of  certain  great  religrious 
and  moral  ideas.  The  idea  of  local 
divinities  was  exceedingly  difflcult  to 
displace,  more  so  than  to  dispossess 
the  Canaanltes.  The  requirement  of 
righteousness  as  an  element  of  reli- 
gious character  was  aLso  very  diffi- 
cult to  establish.  The  trend  of  the  day 
was  against  the  necessity  of  such  a  de- 
mand. During  the  period  many  of 
Canaanltes  were  absorbed  Into  the 
body  of  Hebrews  and  added  much 
strength  to  the  embryo  nation.  Tne 
religious  element  which  they  brought 
with  them  clung  to  Israel  until  the 
Babylonish  captivity  and  was  a  cuise 
to  the  nation  in  many  ways,  but  it  has 
sometimes  been  thought  that  without 
the  absorption  of  these  Canaanltes  It 
would  have  been  Impossible  to  have 
had  the  king-dom  of  David  with  all  its 
political  and  religious  importance.  It 
is  a  pleasure  for  the  Bible  student  to 
pass  from  the  chaotic  condition  of  He- 
brew history  that  existed  during  the 
time  of  the  Judges  and  come  Into  the 
more  settled  condition  of  the  time  of 
David   and    his   successors.

ton, Ky. 

Lexington,  Ky.,  Nov.  14.— Salam  Mus- 
saleam,  an  Egyptian  prince,  who  traces 
his  lineage  back  for  2oiio  years,  in  whose 
veins  flowed  the  bluest  blood  of  all  the 
countries  of  the  Ptalemies,  resides  ia 
Leixngton,  a  seller  of  rugs.  He  has  be- 
come an  Oriental  nomad  in  the  Western 
country  because  of  an  intense  desire  to 
see  the  world,  and  has  preferred  to  make 
his  own  way  in  life  to  accepting  a  routine 
already  laid  down  for  him.  He  has  at 
last  become  reconciled  to  his  parents, 
who  were  estranged  from  him  by  his 
running  away  from  home,  and  begins  the 
first  of  the  year  to  study  medicine  in  the 
Kentucky  School  of  Medicine,  in  Louis- 
ville.

the  traditions  of  his  family;  to  marry  the 
girl  his  uncle  had  brought  to  him  and  to 
return  to  his  old  home  in  Alexandria  and 
take  up  the  life  which  custom  prescribed 
for  him. 

Mussaleam  was  not  long  in  making  his 
decision.  Uncle  and  cousin  returned  t* 
Alexandria,  where  the  cousin  has  since 
married  and  Mussaleam  remained  in  this 
country.

Marie  states 
that  General  Superintendent  Ripley  of  the 
ship  canal  has  received  a  telegram  that 
the  secretary  of  war  has  approved  the 
project  of  the  Hay  Lake  and  West  Nee- 
bish  channels  and  the  deepening  of  the 
Middle  neebish.  It  is  expected  that  two 
dredges  will  be  put  in  commission  on  the 
work  lids  week,  making  one  cut  through 
the  flats  at  the  foot  of  Hay  lake  lo  the 
rock  cut,  or  the  falls,  at  the  West  Nee- 
bish. This  cut  is  to  be  made  at  this  time 
for  the  double  purpose  of  determining  the 
nature  of  the  material  to  be  excavated 
and  in  order  to  make  a  channel  for  the 
scows  and  dredges  to  the  rock  cut.  The 
cut  through  the  rock  at  the  rapids  will 
be  mostly  dry  work  and  a  cofferdam  will 
be  constructed  across  the  head  of  the 
rapids  during  the  winter.  The  entire  worK 
of  constructing  West  Neebish  channel  and 
deepening  Middle  Neebish  will  tak^  four 
years  to  complete,  at  a  cost  of  $4.'noO,0(Xi. 
The  West  Neebish  channel  will  be  300 
feet  In  width  and  is  designed  to  l>e  used 
excluslvelv  for  downbound  boats,  thus 
lessening  the  danger  of  a  blockade  at  the 
Encampment.  In  ca.se  of  an  obstruction 
to  «lther  channel,  however  the  other  could 
be  used  for  both  up  and  down  bound  craft.

Judge  Charles  F.  Amidon.  of  the 
United  States  court,  ha.s  handed  down 
a  decision  for  the  defendant  In  the 
case  of  Levi  D.  York  against  Jed  Li. 
Washburn  et  al.  which  case  was  tried 
at  the  Uisi  session  of  the  United  States 
court  In  this  city.  .The  suit  was  one  of 
ion^  duration  and  was  brought  by  the 
plaintiff  to  recover  earnea..  mon  y 
amounting  to  $10,000  on  a  mining  leas.\ 
Judgment  is  entered  di.smi.ssing  the 
comi'laint  upon  the  merit.s,  with  costs; 
also  .llsuiLssing  the  counter  claim  made 
by   the  defendant. 

In  lis  findings  the  court  states  that 
the  defendant  and  those  as^^oclaieJ 
'..Ith  him  uciiuired  the  right  to  a  min- 
ing lease  of  three  forty-acre  tract.s  si- 
tuate<l  on  the  Alesaba  range  and  agree 
raenl  was  entered  into  to  explore  the 
property  and  define  the  extent  of  the 
ore  deposit  at  their  own  risk.  If  no 
ore  was  found  it  was  io  be  the  de- 
fendants' loss.  The  owocTs  of  the  fee 
agreed,  however,  if  a  valuable  b<>dy  of 
ore  was  discovered,  to  execute  and  de- 
liver to  them,  or  others  named  by 
them,  a  lease  of  the  property  convey- 
ing the  right  to  mine  the  ore  for  a 
period  of  fifty  years  at  a  royalty  of  25 
cents  per  ton. 

The  defendants  are  found  to  have 
found  ore  estimated  In  the  quantity  of 
3.0<»0.000  to  4.000,000  tons  of  the  qu.ility 
known  as  Hessemer  ore.  Thereupon 
they  undertook  to  sell  the  rlijht  of 
le:i8i  and  Jumes  E.  York,  of  New 
York,  a  brother  of  the  plaintiff,  was 
emi)loyed  as  broker  to  sell  the  right  of 
lease    fur   $150,000. 

Through  this  broker  the  plaintiff  be- 
came interested  in  the  j)roperty  and 
finally  applied  as  a  punhaser.  The 
result  of  the  subsequent  negotiations 
was  that  the  defendant  undertook  to 
obtain  a  lease  directly  from  the  fee- 
owners  to  the  plalntifT  .ind  the  plaintiff 
undertook  to  pay  ih**  defendant  and 
as.«?oclates  the  axirn  of  $150,000  for  the 
lease,  the  plaintiff  mailing  his  check  of 
$10,000  to  bind  thie  bargain,  receiving 
in  return  a  receipt  for  the  money  paid 
and  a  statement  in  general  of  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  payment  was  made 
but  not  sufficiently  identifying  the 
property  to  make  the  roceipt  a  memor- 
andum within  the  meaning  of  the  .sta- 
tute   of   frauds. 

The  court  notes  that  throughout  the 
negotiations,  no  lease'  had  been  Pre- 
pared or  executeij,  that  the  plaintiff 
did  not  have  an  instrument  defining 
his  rights,  the  entire  transaction  rest- 
ing   on    parol. 

It  was  contemplated  by  the  parties 
that  some  time  would  have  to  elai.se 
before  the  lea.se  could  be  prepared  on 
account  of  minor  heirs  who  had  a  sixth 
Interest  in  the  property,  and  necessary 
legal  steps  that  would  have  to  be  taken 
in   thHr  behalf. 

After  Mr.  Washburn  returned  to  Du- 
luth he  prepared  a  form  of  lease  prn- 
viding  for  a  royalty  of  25  cents  per 
ton  on  all  ore  mined,  and  after  soni« 
delay  the  plaintiff  expressed  his  dia- 
.sntisfactlon  with  this  feature  of  the 
lea.se  and  refused  to  execute  it  on  his 
part,  claiming  that  he  understood  that 
royalty  was  to  be  paid  only  on  all  the 
Bessemer  ore  mined. 

After  considerable  correspondence,  in 
which  both  parties  insisted  on  his  iin- 
flerstamling  of  the  agreement,  the 
plaintilT  repudiated  the  entire  trans- 
action and  demanded  the  return  of  his 
$10,000.  On  the  other  hand  the  de- 
fendant offered  to  deliver  a  lease  of  the 
property  in  accordance  with  his  un- 
derstanding of  the  oral  agreement,  and 
refused  to  return  the  earnest  money. 

The  suit  was  brought  to  recover  the 
$10,000  earnest  money  and  was  tried 
without  a  Jury. 

The  plaintiff  charged  that  the  con- 
tract was  for  the  execution  of  a  lease 
providing  for  a  royalty  of  25  cents  p.^r 
ton  on  Bessemer  ore  only;  that  de- 
fendant refused  to  deliver  .^uch  a 
lease,  and  thereby  the  payment  of  $10,- 
000   failed. 

In  his  reply  to  defendant's  answer, 
the  plaintiff,  while  insisting  on  his  or- 
iginal position,  also  nut  forth  the 
claim  that  the  negotiations  between 
the  parties  was  oral  and  the  contract, 
under  the  statute  of  Minnesota,  was 
void. 

The  court  held  that  an  oral  contract 
for  the  sale  of  an  interest  in  a  prop- 
erty, while  enforceable,  is  not  void.  One 
who  makes  a  partial  payment  of  the 
consideration  upon  such  a  contract 
cannot  recover  it  if  the  vendor  is  will- 
ing and  able  to  perform  his  part.  The 
court  cited  other  authorities  in  asser- 
tion of  this  doctrine. 

The  court  held  thai  the  plaintiff  was 
left  with  only  a  single  ground  for  recov- 
ery, that  of  an  argument  that  the  royal- 
ty should  be  paid  on  Bessemer  ore  and 
the  burden  of  the  proof  fell  on  the  plain- 
tiff, and  which  he  failed  to  do.  The  court 
held  that  the  plaintirr's  testimony  in  this 
contention     was    exceidingly     vague. 

On  the  other  hand  the  court  held  that 
the  defendant  testifle.l  to  the  oral  agree- 
ment from  his  standpoint  with  positive- 
ness  and  particularity,  and  his  state- 
ments as  to  the  agreement  of  the  Repub- 
lic Iron  and  Steel  company  with  whom 
the  plaintiff  dlscus.sed  the  whole  charac- 
ter of  the  properly  and  the  ore  therein, 
and   of   the  royalty    to   the   fee   owners. 

In  closing  the  court  states  that  It  finds 
the  preponderance  of  evidence  clearly 
shows  that  the  agreement  and  under- 
standing between  the  plaintiff  and  defen- 
dant was  that  the  leaf^e  should  provide 
for  the  payment  of  25  cents  per  ton  royal- 
ty on  all  ores  mined  and  shipped,  and 
that  the  defendant  was  ready  and  will- 
ing at  all  times  to  make  and  execute  the 
lease  in  conf<)rmlty  with  the  agreement, 
and  that  the  plaintiff  without  just  cause 
refused  to  accept  such  lease  and  carry 
out  the  agreement.  The  finding  is  fatal 
to  the  plaintifTs  right  of  recovery  and 
also  defeats  any  rlc^ht  <rf  recovery  on  the 
part  of  the  defendant  nnder  the  various 
counter  claims  set  up  In  the  answer.

Peter  l?oj-er,  respondent,  vs.  the  East- 
ern Railroad  of  Minnesota,  appellant. 
Boyer  sued  for  $.5000  damages  because 
he  had  his  leg  broken  while  unloading 
logs  from  flat  cars  at  West  Superior. 
The  railroad  company  filled  a  demurrer 
aiid  the  Hennepin  county  court  over- 
ruled it.  From  this  the  company  ap- 
pealed. The  supreme  court  holds  that 
the  risk  involved  in  the  work  of  un- 
loading logs  was  apparent,  and  was  asi- 
sumed  by  Boyer  when  he  entered  upon 
the  work. 

Because  he  said  to  a  couple  of  women 
wlio  entered  his  store,  "Vou  get  out  of 
here,  you  came  in  to  see  wiiat  you  could 
find  to  steal,"  John  K.  Evans,  member  of 
a  Minneapolis  mercantile  firm,  is  held  by 
the  supreme  court  to  be  lialjle  for  dam- 
ages. The  action  was  brought  bj'  Lena 
and  Sophie  Laury,  the  women  to  whom 
tile  remark  was  addressed  'i'hcy  sued  for 
>o,iXM>  damages  each.  The  Hennepin  coun- 
ty court  ordered  a  verdict  for  the  de- 
fendant, on  the  ground  the  words  were 
not  actionable  per  se,  and  that  special  evi- 
dence must  be  Introduced  to  establish  a 
case.  The  supreme  court,  in"  a  decision 
filed  Ijy  Justice  Collins,  holds  that  the 
words  were  actionable  per  se  and  that 
the  case  should  have  been  submitted  to 
a  jury  under  the  evidence  submitted.  The 
order  of  t.ie  Hennepin  county  court  is  re- 
versed and  a  new  trial  granted,  in  oruer 
to  recover  damages,  it  will  now  only  be 
necessary  for  the  women  to  prove  that 
Mr.    Evans   used   the   words  charged. 

Chief  Justice  Start  affirmed  a  decision 
of  Judge  Flaherty  in  the  Stearns  coun.t^' 
district  court,  wherein  Henry  Isherwood 
recovered  $10<)0  damages  from  the  H.  L. 
Jenkins  I.,umber  company.  Isherwood  1^ 
a  farmer  who  was  buying  lumber  from 
the  Jenkins  company  at  Morri-s.  He  drove 
between  two  piles  of  lumber,  when  one  of 
them  fell  upon  him.  He  asked  for  JlO.OOi), 
was  given  a  verdict  for  $1<W,  and  the 
lumber  company  appealed  from  an  order 
denying   a   new    trial. 

In  the  case  of  William  Wimmer,  appel- 
lant, vs.  J.  A.  Key,  respondent,  the  su- 
preme court.  In  a  per  curiam  decision  to- 
day affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  Stearns 
C()untv    court. 

Chief  Justice  Start  affirmed  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  Redwood  county  district 
court  in  the  case  of  Rich.ard  Peach,  ap- 
pellant, vs.  Ed  Reed,  respondent.  The 
court  refused  to  review  the  sufficiency 
of  pleadings. 

In  the  cAse  of  Geo.  F.  Rice  and  Henrf 
Coolln.  appellantii.  vs.  the  Madella  Farm- 
ers' Warehouse  company,  respondents, 
the  supreme  court,  by  Justice  Collins. 
held  that  the  officers  of  the  compariy 
were  not  liable  for  debts  of  the  corpora- 
tion.

Pru^i^cls,  Nov.  15.— Three  shots  were 
find  HI  the  king  of  the  BelKiaiKS  this 
morning  as  ho  was  proieedins  to  the 
cathedral  to  attcnil  a  Te  Deum  In  mem- 
ory of  the  late  queen.  Marie  Henrletto. 
No  one  was  hurt.  The  man  who  flroJ 
the  shots  i.s  an  Italian.  He  stood  in  front 
on  the  bank  of  Uruswels  on  the  Rue  Roy- 
ale.  The  other  eh  iml)ors  in  his  revolver 
proved  to  be  blank,  so  It  Is  presumed 
that  those  fired  were  eciually  harmless. 
The  man  was  immediately  arrested  and 
the  police  had  some  difficulty  in  rescuing 
him  from  the  hands  of  the  crowd.  He 
gave  the  name  of  Robini.  The  royal  cor- 
tege consisted  of  several  carriages,  be- 
sides that  of  the  kins,  containing  tne 
Count  and  Countess  of  Flandf-rs,  I'rince 
and    Princess    Albert     of    Flanders,      the 

Prlnces.s  Clemt'ntlne  and  aides-de-camp 
and    ladles   of   honor. 

Rubino  is  a  bookkeeper.  He  \va« 
born  at  Binardo.  near  Naples.  In  IS.'iD, 
and  has  lately  lived  In  Hrussels.  When 
examined  by  the  police  Hubino  on- 
fessed  that  he  intentlcd  to  shoot  Kins 
Leopold,  and  said  he  held  anarchist 
beliefs. 

A  fuller  Investigation  satisfleil  the 
police  that  Kubino  really  fired  a  ball 
cartridge,  the  bullet  of  which  smashed 
the  window  of  Comte  D'OuUrf-nionf-s 
carrlajre  and  grazed  the  grand  mar- 
shal's  face.

New  York,  Nov.  13.— Astonishing  revela- 
tions of  great  loss  of  life  and  properly 
caused  by  the  eruption  of  the  Santi 
Mftria  volcano  are  being  made  dally, 
.says  a  cablegram  to  the  Herald  from 
Guatemala  City  under  date  of  Nov.  9, 
transmitted     by     way    of    San     Salvador. 

Eruptions  contin<i\  Many  hundreds 
of  human  beings  perished  and  the  d^- 
tructlon  of  property  Is  considered  greater 
than  that  in  the  Island  of  Martinique 
by  the  eruptiona  of  Mont  Pelee.  All  of 
the  estates  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
volcano  are  burled  under  volcanic  at-hes 
which  reach  to  the  tops  of  the  houses. 
The  richest  coffee  e.-^titea  are  completely 
ruined.  The  principal  losers  are  the  la^^e 
coffee  planters,  mostly  United  St-.iida 
citizens  and  Germans,  whose  properiies

Some  of  the  attorneys  connected  with 
the  case  are  of  the  oi)lnion  that  some 
arrangement  will  have  to  be  agreed 
upon  to  expedite  the  proceedings.  Each 
side  is  anxious  for  a  speedy  ending  of 

the  hearings,  but  this  will  be  impos- 
sible if  the  present  plans  oif  the  con- 
tending parties  are  carried  out.  Ths 
miners  have  a  large  number  of  wit- 
nesses to  be  heard,  and  the  attorneys 
for  each  of  tlie  coal  companies  are 
axious  to  cross-examine  them.  Afier 
the  miners  have  closed  tnelr  case,  the 
companies  will  also  present  a  long  line 
of  ;iersons  to  testify  and  it  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  lawyers  on  the  miners' 
side  to  cross-examine  the  witnesses  for 
the   companies. 

Immediately  after  the  opening  of  the 
morning  session.  Chairman  Gray,  fur 
the  commission,  addressed  John  T. 
Lenahan,  one  of  the  attorneys  or  the 
non-union  men.  At  yosterday's  ses- 
sion Mr.  Lenahan  said  he  represented 
the  non-union  men  who  worked  duiing 
the  strike  and  wanted  to  know  what 
their  status  would  be  before  the  com- 
mission. Judge  Gray  said  the  commis- 
sion could  not  give  a  decision  until 
after  It  had  carefully  considered  the 
matter  and  he  promised  some  sort 
of  an  answer  today.  This  morning 
the  chairman   said: 

"The  commission  have  considered 
the  matter  of  your  application  ami 
have  decided  that  it  will  ask  you  to 
submit  to  them  a  statement  showing 
whom  you  represent,  by  what  author- 
ity, what  points  other  tnan  these  al- 
ready at  issue  between  the  formal 
parties  to  this  controversy  you  wish 
to  inject  Into  this  hearing  and  a  con- 
cilie  statement  of  what  you  claim  or 
what  your  position  is  Irt  regard  to  the 
general  propositions  between  the  for- 
mal and  logical  parties  to  ^bls  com- 
mlsfiion  and  also  state  that  you  guar- 
antee submission  to  the  award  of  this 
commission." 

Mr.  Lenahan  asked,  "How  soon  must 
tills  be  done?" 

"As  soon  as  you  can,"  replied  Judge 
Gray. 

After  Judge  Gray's  announcement  to 
the  attorney  for  the  non-union  men, 
Mr.  Willcox  resumed  his  cross-exami- 
nation of  Mr.  Mitchell.  He  put  in  evi- 
dence •xtracts  from  the  proceedings  of 
the  Shamokin  convention,  which  for- 
mulated the  demands  which  caused  th«; 
late  strike;  a  copy  of  the  United  Mine 
Workers'  journal,  the  ofhcial  organ  of 
the  union,  and  a  voluminous  copy  of 
the  Federationist,  the  ofHclal  publica- 
tion qf  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor. 

Mr.  Mitchell,  answering  a  question  by 
Mr.  Willcox,  said  that  the  local  unions 
or  mass  meetings  may  direct  the  opera- 
tions of  pickets.  Mr.  Willcox  then  read 
from    a   statement    made    by    President 


Gompers  of  the  Federation  of  Labor,  at 
the  Chicago  trust  conference  in  Sep- 
tember, 1899,  in  which  Mr.  Gompers  is 
alleged  to  have  said  that  any  trust 
legislation  which  did  noc  specially  ex- 
empt organized  labor  from  its  opera- 
tions would  meet  the  unquestioned  op- 
position of  all  the  labor  forces,  and 
asked  the  witness  if  that  expressed  his 
views.  Mr.  Mitchell  replied  that  organ- 
ized labor  would  not  look  with  favor 
upon  any  law  that  would  legislate  them 
out  of  business. 

Mr.  Mitchell,  answering  further 
questions,  said  he  regarded  as  living 
wages  for  a  miner  not  less  than  $*>00 
per  annum,  which  would  cover  his  ac- 
tual necessities  and  permit  him  to  edu- 
cate his  children. 

At  this  point,  Judge  Gray  asked  wit- 
ness if  lie  meant  to  say  a  wage  suf- 
ficient to  permit  the  children  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  public  schools,  or  to 
spend  a  portion  of  the  family  income 
directly  for  education,  and  sufficient  to 
render  it  unnecessary  to  employ  child 
labor  to  increase  the  income  of  the 
family.  The  witness  answered  in  the 
atfirmative. 

On  the  question  of  the  minimum  age 
at  which  a  boy  should  go  on  tho 
breaker,  Mr.  Mitchell  said  he  would  ad- 
vocate that  it  be  put  at  14  years. 

Mr.  Willcox  examined  Mr.  Mitchell 
at  some  length  regarding  the  various 
demands  of  the  miners. 

"Do  you  know  the  wages  that  are 
paid  are  about  $60,000,000?  '  Mr.  Will- 
cox asked. 

"I  have  read  that  statement," 

"Don't  you  or  your  committees  know 
it?"  inquired  Mr.  Willcox. 

"No,  sir;  we  don't.  '  responded  Mr. 
Mitchell. 

"This  is  a  demand  of  $12,000,000  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  production,"  said 
Mr.   WillooK. 

"On  that  calculation,  yes,"  replied  the 
witness:  "that  would  be  about  12  or  IJ 
cents  a  ton." 

Mr.  Willcox  took  up  one  of  Presi- 
dent Baer's  statements,  and  Mr.  Mit- 
chell said  it  was  susceptible  of  6e\  eral 
interpretations. 

"For  instance,"  he  said.  "Mr.  Baer 
is  quoted  as  saying  that  slate  picker* 
receive  85  cents  a  day.  That  may  be 
true  in  some  cases,  but  we  know  that 
most  slate  pickers  get  much  less  than 
that   amount." 

In  reply  to  another  question.  Mr. 
Mitchell  said  that  if  the  miners  had 
known  at  the  outset  that  the  diflfei- 
ences  would  go  to  a  board  of  arbitra- 
tion they  would  have  a.sked  for  mere, 
so  that  while  the  arbitrators  were  set- 
tling the  question  they  would  settle  it 
right. 

Mr.  Mitchell  denied  that  his  organi- 
zation restricted  the  quantity  of  work 
a  man  should  perform,  but  said  he  did 
believe  in  regulating  the  hours  of  the 
work. 

Judge  Gray  questioned  Mr.  Mitchell 
regarding  the  number  of  men  miners 
employed  as  laborers. 

When  Mr.  Willcox  concluded  hla 
cross-examination  the  witness  was 
questioned  by  Wayne  MacVeagh,  rep- 
resenting the  Pennsylvania  Coal  com- 
pany and  the  Hillside  Coal  and  Iron 
company. 

A  recess  was  then  announced. 


ONCE  CHARGED  WITH  MURDER 


New  York.  Nov.  15. — Joseph  Kennedy, 
who  once  figured  prominently  in  a  mur- 
der case,  is  dead  in  the  almshouse  at 
Yaphank.   Long   Island.     At   the   house 

of  Nathaniel  Evans.  Kennedy  and  an 
old  man  named  Pointz  were  asleep  in 
the  same  bed  one  night  twenty  j-ears 
ago.  Pointz  was  found  in  the  mornins 
stabbed  to  death.     Evans  was  charged 


with  the  crime.  During  the  trial  his 
attorney  denounced  Kennedy  in  court 
as  being  the  murderer.  Evans  waH 
acquitted,  but  Kennedy  was  not  ar- 
rested. Resting  under  the  opprobrium 
cast  upon  him.  he  found  it  an  impossi- 
bility to  gain  a  livelihood.  He  refused 
to  leave  his  native  place,  and  finally 
drifted  to  the  almshouse,  where  ho 
died.

The  conductor  in  charge  of  the  car  in 
which  the  president's  son  was  berthed 
said  he  did  not  know  how  III  the  young 
man  was  or  the  cause  of.his  trouble.

He  said  Theo- 
dore might  go  to  Washington  for  a 
week  if  Mrs.  Roosevelt  desired.  She  at 
once  telegraphed  the  master  to  let  hini 
come  here. 

It  Is  denied  at  the  White  Hoo«*  that 
doctors  are  accomjianying  him  on  tUi 
train,  and  It  Is  said  that  no  operation 
of  any  kind  will  be  performed.  The 
boy's  coming  will  not  Interfere  with  the 
president's  pl.ins  in  any  way.  The 
federal  express,  on  which  he  is  travel- 
ing Is  several  hours*  late,  having  beeii 
fog  honud  at  Jer.sey  City,  and  is  not 
expected  here  unutil  i:J:30  this  after- 
noon. 


Scanton,  Pa.,  Nov.  15. — The  coal 
strike  commission  resumed  its  sessions 
today.  After  a  few  prellminarie.s. 
President  Mitchell,  who  was  on  the 
stand  all  day  yesterday,  again  went 
into  the  witness  box  and  his  cross-ex- 
amination by  David  Willcox,  general 
counsel  for  the  Delaware  &  Hudson 
company,   was  continued. 

Some  of  the  attorneys  connected  with 
the  case  are  of  the  opinion  that  some 
arrangement  will  have  to  be  agreed 
upon  to  expedite  the  proceedings.  Each 
side  is  anxious  for  a  speedy  ending  of 
the  hearings,  but  this  will  be  impos- 
sible if  the  iiresent  plans  oif  the  con- 
tending parlies  are  carried  out.  Tho 
miners  have  a  large  number  of  wit- 
nesses to  be  heard,  and  the  attorneys 
for  each  of  the  coal  companies  are 
axious  to  cross-examine  them.  Aficr 
the  miners  have  closed  inelr  case,  the 
companies  will  also  present  a  long  lino 
of  iiersons  to  testify  and  it  Is  the  in- 
tention of  the  lawyers  on  the  miners' 
side  to  cross-examine  the  witnesses  for 
the    comuanies. 

Immediately  after  the  opening  of  the 
morning  session,  Chairman  Gray,  for 
the  commission,  addressed  John  T. 
Lenahan.  one  of  the  attorneys  or  the 
non-union  men.  At  yesterday's  ses- 
sion Mr.  Lenahan  said  he  reprts^ntfd 
the  non-union  men  who  worked  duiing 
the  strike  and  wanted  to  know  what 
their  status  would  be  before  the  com- 
mission. Judge  Gray  said  the  comml.'i- 
slon  could  not  give  a  decision  until 
after  it  had  carefully  considered  the 
matter  and  he  promised  some  sjrt 
of  an  answer  today.  This  morning 
the  chairman    said: 

"The  commission  have  considered 
the  matter  of  your  application  ami 
have  decided  that  it  will  ask  you  to 
submit  to  them  a  statement  shewing 
whom  you  represent,  by  what  author- 
ity, what  points  other  tHan  these  al- 
ready at  issue  between  the  formal 
parties  to  this  controversy  you  wLsh 
to  inject  Into  this  hearing  and  a  con- 
cine  statement  of  what  you  claim  or 
what  your  position  is  in  regard  to  the 
general  propositions  between  the  for- 
mal and  logical  parties  to  ^his  com- 
mission and  aKso  state  that  you  guar- 
antee submission  to  the  award  of  this 
commission." 

Mr.  l>enahan  asked,  "How  soon  must 
this  be  done?" 

"As  soon  as  you  can,"  replied  Judge 
Gray. 

After  Judge  Gray's  announcement  to 
the  attorney  for  the  non-union  men, 
Mr.  Willcox  resumed  his  cross-exami- 
nation of  Mr.  Mitchell.  He  put  in  evi- 
dence #xtracts  from  the  proceedings  of 
the  Shamokin  conventlfin.  which  for- 
mulated the  demands  which  caused  th"^. 
late  strike;  a  copy  of  the  I'nited  Mine 
Workers'  journal,  the  ofhcial  organ  of 
the  union,  and  a  voluminous  c<jpy  of 
the  Federationist,  the  official  publlea- 
tion  9f  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor. 

Mr.  Mitchell,  answering  a  question  by 
Mr.  Willcox,  said  that  the  local  union.s 
or  mass  meetings  may  direct  the  opera- 
tions of  pickets.  Mr.  Willcox  then  read 
from    a    statement    made    by    President 


Gompers  of  the  Federation  of  Labor,  at 
the  Chicago  trust  conference  in  Sep- 
tember, 1S99,  in  which  Mr.  Gompers  Is 
alleged  to  have  said  that  any  truat 
legislation  which  did  not  specially  ex- 
empt organized  labor  from  ItB  opera- 
tions would  meet  the  unquestioned  op- 
position of  all  the  labor  forces,  and 
asked  the  witness  If  that  expressed  his 
views.  Mr.  Mitchell  replied  that  organ- 
ized labor  would  not  look  with  favor 
upon  any  law  that  would  legislate  them 
out  of  business. 

Mr.  Mitchell,  answering  further 
questions,  said  he  regarded  as  livia.^ 
wages  for  a  miner  not  less  than  JtiOO 
per  annum,  which  would  cover  his  ac- 
tual necessities  and  permit  him  to  edu- 
cate his  children. 

At  this  point,  Judge  Gray  asked  wit- 
ness if  he  meant  to  say  a  wage  suf- 
ficient to  permit  the  children  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  public  schools,  or  to 
spend  a  portion  of  the  family  income 
directly  for  education,  and  sufficient  to 
render  it  unnecessary  to  employ  child 
labor  to  increase  the  income  of  the 
family.  The  witness  answered  in  the 
affirmative. 

On  the  question  of  the  minimum  .age 
at  which  a  boy  should  go  on  tho 
breaker,  Mr.  Mitchell  said  he  would  ad- 
vocate that  it  be  put  at  14  years. 

Mr.  Willcox  examined  Mr.  Mitchell 
at  some  length  regarding  the  various 
demands  of  the  miners. 

"Do  you  know  the  wages  that  are 
paid  are  about  $60,000,000?  '  Mr.  AVill- 
cox  asked. 

"I  have  read  that  statement," 

"Don't  you  or  your  committees  know 
it?"  inquired  Mr.  Willcox. 

"No,  sir;  we  don't,  "  responded  Mr, 
Mitchell. 

"This  is  a  demand  of  $12,000,000  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  production,"  said 
Mr.   Willcox. 

"On  that  calculation,  yes."  replied  th<i 
witness:  "that  would  be  about  12  or  IS 
cents  a   ton." 

Mr.  Willcox  took  up  one  of  Presi- 
dent Baer's  statements,  and  Mr.  Mit- 
chell said  it  was  susceptible  of  several 
interpretations. 

"For  instance."  he  said.  "Mr.  Raer 
is  quoted  as  saying  that  slate  picker.s 
receive  85  cents  a  day.  That  may  be 
true  in  some  cases,  but  we  know  that 
most  slate  pickers  get  much  less  than 
that   amount." 

In  reply  to  another  question.  Mr. 
Mitchell  said  that  if  the  miners  had 
known  at  the  outset  that  the  diffei- 
ences  would  go  to  a  board  of  arbitra- 
tion they  would  have  asked  for  mere, 
so  that  while  the  arbitrators  were  set- 
tling the  question  they  would  settle  it 
right. 

Mr.  Mitchell  denied  that  his  orgini- 
zation  restricted  the  quantity  of  work 
a  man  should  perform,  but  said  he  did 
believe  in  regulating  the  hours  of  the 
work. 

Judge  Gray  questioned  Mr.  Mitchell 
regarding  the  number  of  men  miners 
employed  as  laborers. 

TV'^hen  Mr.  \Villcox  concluded  his 
cross-examination  the  witness  was 
questioned  by  Wayne  MacVeagh,  rep- 
resenting the  Penns.vlvania  Coal  com- 
pany and  the  Hillside  Coal  and  Iron 
company. 

A  recess  was  then  announced. 


ONCE  CHARGED  WITH  MURDER 


New  York.  Nov.  15. — Joseph  Kennedy, 
who  once  figured  prominently  in  a  mur- 
der case,  is  dead  in  the  almshouse  at 
Yaphank.  Long  Island.  At  the  house 
of  Nathaniel  Evans.  Kennedy  and  an 
old  man  named  Pointz  were  asleep  in 
the  same  bed  one  night  twenty  ye,ir3 
ago.  Pointz  was  found  in  the  mornins 
stabbed  to  death.     Evans  was  charged 


with  the  crime.  During  the  trial  his 
attorney  denounced  Kennedy  in  court 
as  being  the  murderer.  Evans  was 
acquitted,  Ijut  Kennedy  was  not  ar- 
rested. Resting  under  the  opprobrium 
cast  upon  him.  he  found  it  an  impo.ssl- 
bility  to  gain  a  livelihood.  He  refused 
to  leave  his  native  place,  and  finally 
drifted  to  the  almshouse,  where  ho 
died.

Doubled    Through 

This  Addition. 


Company  Will  Announce 

Reduction   In   Rates 

By  Jan.  1. 


The  Duluth  General  Electric  com- 
pany has  linlshed  Installing  its  Im- 
mense new  engine  at  the  power  house. 
The  engine  has  been  tested  several 
tlm«8  this  week,  and  commencing  with 
today,  will  probably  be  used  continu- 
ously to  generate  the  electrical  power 
for   Duluth's   lights. 

The  electric  company  will  announce 
before  Jan.    1   a   new    rate   schedule   m 

which  It  is  understood  that  important 
reductions  will  be  made  In  the  ralej 
now  charged  for  lights  both  commtr- 
cially  and  those  used  in  private  resi- 
dences. 

The  work  of  installing  the  new  en- 
gine has  taken  several  weexa,  and 
during  the  tests  that  have  been  made 
this  week  In  starting  the  new  ma- 
chinery there  has  been  necessarily  a 
little  trouble  with  the  power,  and  com- 
plaints have  been  frequent  about  llgiiia 
going  out.  The  company  has  been 
working  as  fast  as  possible  to  get  the 
big  engine  running  smoothly,  and  it  lo 
expected  that  further  trouble  will  'ue 
obviated. 

The  new  engine  more  than  doubles 
the  capacity  of  the  plant.  The  coin- 
tmny  began  a  year  ago  last  spring  to 
Install  new  machinery  adequate  to  .sup- 
ply the  Increasing  demand  In  the  city 
for  electrical  power,  the  expenditures 
amounting  to  about  $250,000. 

The  engine  weighs  4.50.000  pounds  and 
the  new  generator  l.">0.000  pounds.  The 
engine  has  a  power  equivalent  lo  at^oul 
2000-horse  and  is  considered  the  large.st 
at  the  head  of  the  lakes.  The  power 
added  is  equivalent  to  increasing  the 
capacity  of  the  plant  by  about  50,000 
incandescent   lights.

TION  OF  LABOR 


The  Conyention  at  New   Orleans  Listens  to   Report 
of  Auditing  Committee  and  to  Resolu- 
tions on  Various  Subjects.

New  Orleans,  Nov.  15.— When  the 
convention  of  ther American  Federation 
of  Labor  opened  this  morning  the 
committee  on  credentials  reported  that 
John  O'Leary,  of  the  core  makers  of 
Denver,  and  E.  A.  BasSett.  of  the  Den- 
ver Trades'  and  Labor  assembly,  be 
seated.  The  report  was  adopted.  The 
auditing  committee  reported  the  fol- 
lowing financial  condition  of  the  or- 
ganization: 

Balance  on  hand  at  the  opening  of 
the  last  fiscal  year.  $8S14:  total  receipts, 
$144.4^8;  total  cash  received  during  the 
year.  $153,31:::  exp.«Hdltures.  $11S»,186; 
t>alance  on  hand.  34.226.     Approved. 

The  committee  on  labels  reported 
that  various  applications  for  labels  had 
been  ai)proved.  The  report  was  adopt- 
ed. 

The  president  announced  that  inas- 
much as  many  delegates  were  unable; 
to  prepare  their  resolutions  on  time  for 
presentation  yesterday,  they  would  oe 
allowed  to  submit  them  today.  The 
most  lmr)ortant  submitted  today  were 
as  follows: 

That  the  good  offices  of  the  Incoming 
executive  council  be  asked  to  secure  tne 
enactment  of  national  laws  for  dis- 
abled working  people,  and  to  provide  a 
system  of  national  insurance  for  their 
assistance  during  enforced  Idleness. 

That  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor appeal  to  congress  to  submit  to  the 
legislatures  of  the  several  states  a  pro- 
position for  an  amendment  to  the  gen- 
eral constitution  which  shall  prohibit 
money  fines  in  court  and  "put  the  ad- 
ministration of  iustice  to  rich  and  poor 
upon    the   same   footing.

The  highest  courts  recently  handed 
down  a  decision  .-warding  to  the  old 
man  a  large  ,^r«<-t  .of  land  In  the  cUy 
ot  Dinaha,  >^:est  uX  North  Thirtieth 
street,  and  soqth  of,  Ames  avenue.  Con- 
testants havtj"  built  fine  houses,  laid 
out  elegant  l»,wns  jind  have  made  a 
pretty  addilit^n  to,  the  city,  of  what 
the  courts  no,w  award  to  the  old  negro. 

Forty  year^  ago,  when  old  Johii 
came  to  Oma,ha  t|iie  land  three  milts 
from  the  fcW(,^jcatie»'ed  buildings  along 
the  river  bank  calfed  '•Omaha,"  was 
eonsldered  worthless.  There  were 
hundreds  of  acre*  of  government  land 
almost  as  near,  and  few  people  cared 
to  reside  so  far  from  neighbors.  In- 
dians were  still  more  plentiful  In 
tJmaha  than  whites.  At  that  time  the 
Union  Pacific  road  wos  only  in  .  the.- 
minds  of  President  .Uncoln,  George 
Francis  Train  ami  otheis.  The  nearest 
railroad  was  300  niUefl  away,  and  all 
traffic  was  carried  by  boats  on  the 
mud<ly    Missouri. 

John  did  odd  Jobs  around  the  town, 
among  them  turning  the  hand  press 
for  the  only  newspaper  in  the  sate  of 
Nebraska.  Finally  the  new.spaper 
went,  to  the  wall,  and  the  assets  failed 
to  e(|ual  the  liabilities. 

A  considerable  sum  of  money  was 
owing  to  John  for  his  work.  The  pro- 
prietor, B.  A.  Taylor,  told  the  old  ne- 
gro, at  that  time  nearly  70.  that  he  had 
no  money  to  pay  him,  but  that  he  could 
have  the  forty  acres  of  wihl  land  out 
on  the  prairie.  John  dejnurred,  but 
finally  accepted  the  offer,  since  it  w.is 
"land  or  nothing." 

The  old  negi-o  knew  nothing  of  law 
or  deeds  and  failed  to  have  any  rec  ir.l 
made  of  the  transaction.  Tayloi 
seemed  to  think  the  land  of  no  value 
and  also  failed  to  make  a  deed  to  Flan- 
nigan. 

John  bul'l  a  sm.all  ."od  house  on  the 
property,  and  each  year  raised  a  little 
croD  of  corn  until  the  city  began  to 
grow   and   encroach   on   his   domains. 

One  day,  ten  years  later,  oft  in  the 
furthest  corner  of  the  land,  a  stranger 
began  the  erection  of  a  small  house. 
John  walked  over  and  asked  why  he 
wa.«!  building  a  house  on  his  land.  The 
stranger  produced  a  deed  to  the  lot, 
given  by  former  Governor  James  K. 
Boyd. 

John  Inve.otlgated  and  found  that  in 
truth  Mr.  Boy*!  had  a  deed  for  the  en- 
tire farm,  given  by  Tailor,  the  news- 
paper man,  who  had  given  the  land 
to  John. 

Flinnlgan  immediately  took  the 
matter  Into  the  courts,  where  It  has 
been  for  thirty  years.  Flannlgan's 
claim  was  unmolesteil  occupancy  of 
the  property  after  It  was  given  to  him; 
Boyd's  purchase  fi«om   Taylor. 

During  the  thirty  years  in  which  the 
matter  has  been  in  the  courts  the  ca.sc 
has  been  tried  nine  times  and  eacli 
time  the  old  negro  received  the  ver- 
dict. 

From  time  to  time  Mr.  Boyd  sold 
lots,  alw.-iys  KUbJect  to  John's  claims  — 
\\  h*!e  the  old  man  continued  to  live  in 
tl;e  little  house  he  had  erected  In  one 
corner  of  the  land. 

Gradually  'the  cfty  grew  and  ex- 
panded and  'ffinally  surrounded  the 
property.  Then  an'  electric  line  was 
built  along  f*ne  8id«»'  of  It.  Lots  became 
very  valuable.  The  Missouri  Pacific 
railroad.  fighHng  for  an  entrance  into 
Oi    -ha,    built  through  the   land,    with- 


ation  into  union  bodies  of  the  school 
teachers  In  all  sections  of  the  coun- 
try. 

That  $1000  be  appropriated  by  the 
federation  to  further  executive  work 
for  the  Improvement  of  labor  conditions 
In  North  Carolina.  South  t'arolina, 
Georgia,  Alabama,  Florida  and  Missls- 
sipnl. 

That  the  federation  aid  as  much  as 
possible  the  passage  of  the  bill  intro- 
duced In  the  United  States  senate  by 
Senator  McComes  of  Maryland  to  se- 
cure payment  for  overtime  of  laborers 
on  government  work. 

That  the  federation  condemn  the  re- 
cent utterances  of  President  Eliot  of 
Harvard  college  in  which  he  character- 
ized "scab"  workers  as  "heroes." 

That  no  recognition  be  extended  oy 
the  federation  to  any  laboring  man 
holding  a  political  office. 

That  congress  be  asked  to  appropri- 
ate money  for  the  purchase  of  the 
mining  lands  In  the  Choctaw  nation. 

That  the  hod  carriers  and  builders' 
laborers  of  Chicago  be  denied  a  charter 
unless  they  abandon  all  cement  work. 

Max  Morris,  of  Denver,  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  central  bodies, 
read  the  report  of  that  body,  which 
contained  the  following  recommenda- 
tions: 

That  the  present  system  of  represen- 
tation be  one  vote  for  each  100  mem- 
bers. 

That  where  local  unions  are  widely 
separated,  they  club  together  for  the 
purpose  of  sending  delegates  to  the 
conventions  of  the  federation. 

That  a  per  capita  tax  of  5  cents  per 
month  be  a.'^.sessed  upon  all  members 
for  a  defense  fund.  The  report  was 
referred  and  an  adjournment  taken 
until    '-   o'clock. 


In  ten  feet  of  the  old  man's  house.  This 
part  became  very  valuable  by  reason 
of  it.s  splendid  track  facilities,  and  fac- 
tories are  springing  up  all  around  it. 
At  the  other  end  of  the  tract  magnifi- 
cent houses  and  residences  were  being 
built  and  thousands  of  dollars  ex- 
pended. 

All  the  time  the  old  negro  was  fight- 
ing for  his  rights.  At  last  he  succeeded, 
and  the  court  of  last  resort  handed 
down  a  decision  in  his  favor. 

When  I  called  to  see  him  after  the 
suit  was  finished  and  the  decision 
given  "ITnde"  John  was  sitting  in 
front  of  his  little  home,  sunning  him- 
self. 

"  'Uncle'  John,  ■what  will  you  do 
about  all  tho.se  houses  out  there  on 
your  land'.''   I  asked. 

"Well.  boss.  1  bin  thinkin'  erbout  dat 
fur  er  long  lime.  I'm  gwine  do  dis  er 
way  If  airy  one  dem  pussons  had  ter 
wuk  for  dem  houses,  en  dafs  all  dey 
got,  I'm  gwine  ter  gin  em  er  deed  fur 
hit.  I  liin  wukin'  er  hundred  yeahs,  en 
I  know  how  'tis  en  how  hard  'tis  ter 
make  money.  liut  ef  day's  rich  pus- 
sons  I'm  gwine  er  make  "em  pay  me 
ever  cent  I  kin." 

The  old  negro  can  neither  read  nor 
write,  nor  can  his  wife.  He  has  no 
knowledge  of  chronology,  and.  in  talk- 
ing, compares  with  great  events.  When 
Gsekd  as  to  his  age,  the  old  negro  said: 

"Well.  sub.  I  wus  41  yeahs  ole  when 
de  stabs  fell  (1833.)  Dat's  what  my 
mamma  tole  me,  en  ole  Miss,  she  say 
same  thing.  I  wus  er  llvin'  In  ole  Vlr- 
ginny  den,  down  in  Fluvana  county, 
fourteen  mile  from  Palmyra,  on  Big 
Bird  creek.  Mv  master  wus  Jim  Flan- 
nigan.  Dat  night  all  de  niggers'  'roun 
dat  country  bin  to  er  cornshuckin'. 
Comin'  'long  home  I  wus  wld  a  yaller 
gal  nam.ed  Linda.  'Bout  2  o'clock  '  de 
niornln  stahs  gin  shoot  some.  Den 
some  more,  en  erbout  haf  pas'  two  hit 
wus  des  awful.  De  world  look  like  er 
consumln'  fire.  Hit  kep  up  til  erbout  4 
o'clock.  What  did  I  think'?  My  Lord. 
I  didn't  think.  We  all  des  prayed, 
t.'ould  hear  um  er-shoutin'  en  er-pray- 
In'  ever-whar'.  Ever'body  wus  howl- 
In'. 

"When  master  died  day  sold  me  to 
Frank  Eddlngton.  en  he  took  me  to 
Klkton.  Ky.  Day  user  call  him  'Old 
Kin  tuck.'  He  paid  $3000  fur  me.  I  wus 
de  Lest  boss  doctor  in  dat  whole  coun- 
try. Den  old  Mars  Bill  Mumford 
bought  me.  He  pay  $4000.  En  den  Biyce 
Stewart,  of  Clnrksvllle,  Tenn.,  he  pay 
Mars  Bill  $.5000  fer  me.  En  den  Peter 
I'eacher.  en  den  John  Pritchard,  he 
pay  $8000  fur  me.  I  wus  a  valable  nig- 
ger, and  dav  nebher  sent  me  inter  no 
'bacco  patch,  eider.  Den  old  Mars  .lohn 
Bell  buy  me  en  send  me  ober  to  Fort 
Donaldson  Iron  works  to  'ten'  to  de 
ho.sses  ober  dar.  Mar.s  John,  he  mighty 
good  man  to  us  niggers.  He  de  man 
what  run  for  president  'ginst  Lincoln. 

'Well,  Mars  .John  Bell,  he  send  me 
obpr  ter  Iron  works.  En  one  day  came 
erlnng  er  big  lot  Yankee  sojers.  en  de 
way  day  did  fight  dem  men  ober  at 
Fori  Donald.son  wid  GInral  Bucknerl 
En  dat  day  I  run  off.  I  wuk  with  so- 
jers er  while,  and  den  I  doctored  one 
GInral  Grant's  horses.  He  say  I  too 
old  to  wuk  down  darwarn't  but  69 
years  old.  elder— en  he  send  me  ter  St. 
Louis  wid  some  sojers.  Den  I  come  up 
on  de  pibber  to  Omaha,  en  I  bin  here 
eber  since  dan. 

"Obe:-  in  de  next  county  to  my  folks, 
back  in  ole  Verginny,  wus  Mars  Tom 
Jefferson.  He  uster  come  to  Mars  Jim 
Flannigan.  whar  I  lived,  often.  Us 
nlggars  not  like  Mars  Tom  Jefferson. 
He  warn't   good    to   nigeis. 

"Den  GInral  Gawge  Washington 
come  to  our  house  twice  since  I  kin 
'member.  He  er  great  big  man,  dat  Is. 
he  er  tall  man.  more  'an  six  foot  high. 
He  got  great  big  bald,  en  my.  how  he 
could  ride  er  boss!  I  worked  wld  hos.'es 
nearly  er  hundred  years,  but  no  man 
I  eber  seed  could  ride  one  like  Mars 
Gawge  Washington.  I  des  er  little  nig- 
ger den.  but  my  mamma  she  tell  me 
always  'member  how  dat  man  look. 
lOn  i  do.  One  day  he  come  ter  our 
house  an  bring  Ginral  'Andy'  Jackson 
wld    him.    Dat    last    tijne    I    seed    him.

"Well.   no\\-,    I'ncle   John,   do  you    re- 


member when  James  G.  Blaine  was 
president?" 

"Oh,  yes,  very  well,  sah;  only  hit 
kinder  seems  like  day  wus  some  hitch 
"bout  his  gettin'  into  de  White  Hoa.se." 

And  do  you  reiiiemljer  when  lioscoe 
Conkllng   was   president?' 

"What  dat  you  say?" 

"Koscoe    Conkling."

EASTON'S  HARD  FIGHT. 


Convicted  Banker  Takes  Case 
to  Supreme  Court. 

Dubuque,  Iowa.  Nov.  15. — The  case  of 
James  H.  Easton,  president  of  the 
First  National  bank  of  Decorah.  who 
is  charged  with  receiving  deposits  in 
his  bank  when  he  knew  the  institution 
to  be  insolvent,  is  being  heard  bsfore 
the  United  States  supreme  court  at 
Washington.  Attorney  General  Muiian 
l.s  now  in  Washin.gton  making  the  ai- 
gument   for  the  state. 

Easton  was  indicted  June,  189S,  by 
the  grand  jury  of  Winnieshiek  county. 
A    change    of   venue    was    granted,    and 

tell  tr.a!  was  held  In  Fayette  county, 
where  Easton  was  found  guilty  arid 
sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  peniten- 
tiary. 

Easton  appealed  to  the  state  supt^mri 
court,  and  that  court,  in  April.  1801.

court  of  the  Third  Iowa  district,  at  Du- 
buque, where  the  case  was  decided 
against  the  plaintiff.  An  appeal  was 
tnen  made  to  the  United  States  su- 
pieme  court,  under  the  title  of  James 
H.  Easton.  plaintiff  In  error,  vs.  tna

The  case  of 
Jennie  Maginnis  against  the  Cnion  Cii«- 
ualty  company,  of  St.  Louis,  in  which  th..* 
plaintiff  seeks  to  recover  the  amount  of 
an  accident  policy  taken  out  by  her  son, 
Christopher  Maglmds.  be-fore  he  was  ac- 
cidentally killed  by  a  fall  on  the  slde- 
^•alk  on  Fifth  avenue  West,  went  to  the 
jury  ye-sterday  afterneton  shortly  after 
.')  o'clock,  a  motion  by  the  defendant 
that  the  action  be  dic^missed,  having  t>ecn 
denied  by  the  court.  The  Jury  waa  out 
all  night'anit  at  'J:'M  o'clock  this  inoridii^ 
came  Into  court  and  asked  for  furiht  i 
instructions.  At  that  tim<-  It  looked  very 
much  as  if  there  w<»8  destined  to  be  a 
uisagreement  of  the  Jury,  anei  it  was  u:i- 
derstood  that  the  vote  this  morning  studd 
eight    to    four. 

The  Oederjahn  personal  Injury  case, 
which  has  been  on  trial  for  two  or  three 
days  in  Judge  (.'ant's  room  was  finidbcd 
tins  mondng  and  the  Jury  will  Uc  cliait;ed

In  the  iiraheg  murder  trial,  the  case 
Went  to  the  Jury  at  noem.  The  moriung 
ses.-lon  WJ8  uevoteu  to  the  closing  argu- 
metit  by  the  counsel  for  the  mate,  and 
tor  the  defense,  and  the  charge  by  the 
court. 

Judge  Dibbell's  charge  was  a  vi'ry  lin- 
l)arilal  one  and  cautioned  the  Jury  that 
the  burden  of  proof  of  the  guilt  of  the 
defendant  rested  on  the  prosecution.  He 
drew  :he  distinctions  between  murder  in 
the  first  and  secoinl  degrees,  m.inslaugh- 
ter  and  exciK-ible  and  Justifiable  homi- 
cide. The  court  held  that  a  man  is  not 
necessarily  warranted  in  killing  his  ;uj- 
sailnnt  unless  he  Is  rea.sonably  assu'?ed 
that  he  ia  in  great  bodily  danger,  ii<a:' 
the  simple  act  of  assault,  while  It  mav 
be  r^p.  lied  by  torce,  does  not  warrant 
the  person  as.salled  In  taking  the  life  ol 
his  assailant. 

The  defense  that  Grahek  killed  Seata- 
vltch  while  prote-cting  himself  from  the 
assault  of  the  dead  man.  was  quite 
strong,  in  fact  there  was  no  testimony 
to  the'  contrary  by  the  state  nor  was  any 
testimony  offered  in  rebuttal  to  show  that 
there  was  not  a  general  fight  In  |>rogress. 

J(»S'-ph  Mess,  who  was  Indicted  by  the 
grand  Jury  of  grand  larceny  In  the  sec- 
ond degree,  was  arraigned  for  the  third 
time  this  morning  and  pUud  gidltv.  Moss 
Is  accused  of  stealing  a  trunk  "from  a 
shed  In  the  rear  of  Tlti  West  Second 
street  anu  trying  to  dispose  of  It  to  a 
second  hand  dealer.  Twice  before  h«  has 
been  brought  before  the  court  to  plead 
atul  Indicated  his  Intention  of  pleading 
guilty,  although  If  his  story  Is  true  he 
is  an  innoient  man.  He  maintained  the 
same  story  of  his  innocence  this  morn- 
ing, but  persisted  in  pleading  gulltv  and 
Judge  l»ibell  finally  accepted  It.

Washington,  Nov.  15.— (Special  to 
The  Heiald.)— With  the  incoming  of 
each  new  congress,  there  are  always 
many  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the 
house  and  It  frequently  haptens  that 
many  well-known  members  of  the  sen- 
ate retire  aijd  make  jdaces  for  ambl/- 
tious  gentlemen  who  have  succeeded  in 
winning  the  .seats.  In  the  Filty- 
eighth  congress  live  Democrats  will 
succeed  as  many  Republicans  and 
other.s  of  the  minority  party  will  give 
place  to  men  of  opposite  jjolitical  faUh. 
William  J.  Stone,  of  Missouri,  tak^s 
the  seat  of  that  sturdy  old  Democrat, 
Geoige  Vest,  whose  retirement  is  a 
matter  of  regret,  not  only  to  his  ;>oIlt- 
ical  associates,  but  to  his  political  op- 
ponents as  well.  N'eat  retires  volun- 
tarily. He  leavts  the  senate  becausi 
he  realizes  that  age  is  creeping  upon 
him  and  that  his  physical  strength  is 
unequal  to  the  ta.sk  of  six  more  years 
of  devotion  to  public  interests  such  as 
he    has    rendered    lii    the   past. 

Six  years  ago  Kentucky  staitled  the 
country  by  sending  a  Kepublican  to 
the  senate.  On  March  i  next  that  Re- 
publican will  retire  to  give  place  to 
James  H.  McCreary,  who  served  for 
many  years  in  the  hc^use  of  represen- 
tatives, but  who  retired  some  years 
ago,  only  to  come  back  now  as  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  IJlue  (rrass  state  in 
the  upper  house  of  <ongrcss. 

The  contest  between  Tillman  and 
McLaurin.  of  South  Carolina,  is  of 
such  recent  date  that  everyone  who 
knows  anything  of  the  political  his- 
tory of  the  L'nited  States  recalls  the- 
sensational  episode  which  occurred  last 
winter  and  the  somewhat  startling  at- 
tempt at  the  resignation  of  their  two 
seats  which  precede;.!  Iv.  McLaurin  re- 
tires and  in  his  plaoe  comes  A.  C.  Lati- 
mer, who  is  not  to  be  regarded  as 
a  Tlllmanlte  by  any  m^-ans.  for  he  is 
looked  upon  as  the  connecting  link  b*-- 
tween  the  old  days  of  Southern  chival- 
ry and  the  dawning  of  a  new  political 
day.  For  many  years  sub.sec|uent  to  the 
war  South  Carolina  was  represented  in 
the  senate  by  Me-ssrs.  Butler  and 
Hampton,  two  ifentlemen  of  the  old 
school,  who  wore  ns  different  in  every 
re.spect  from  the  Tillman  school  of 
politicians  as  it  Is  possible  to  Imagine. 
McLaurln's  successor  has  made  a 
reputation  for  hlm.self  in  the  house  of 
representatives  and  those  who  know 
him  assert  that  his  succe.ss  In  contest- 
ing for  the  higher  honor  means  the 
return  of  South  Carolina  to  lt.s  old- 
time  place  among  the  best  represented 
states  of  the  South. 

I^st  winter  Senator  Jones  of  Nevada 
that  rotund  and  rugged  Engli.shmaii 
Who  has  so  long  represented  this  state 
in  the  senate,  announced  that  he  would 
not  be  a  candidate  for  re-election 
OrUlnally  elected  as  a  Republican  Mr' 
Jones  left  his  party  during  the  silver 
excitement,  and  for  the  past  few  years 
has  been  classed  as  a  Sllverlte.  Jones 
however,  acted  with  the  Republlcan.s 
in  all  matters  outside  of  finances  and 
his  retirement  to  give  place  to  an 
avowed  Democrat  means  the  less  of 
one  seat  to  the  majority.  Francis  G. 
Newlands.  who  will  occupy  that  seat, 
is  a  gentleman  with  a  wide  knowledge 
of  public  affairs  gained  from  ten  years 
service  in  the  house  of  representatives, 
and  he  is.  besides,  a  man  of  high 
standing  financially,  socially  and  In 
every  other  way.  He  Is  a  Democrat 
and  has  served  on  the  ways  and  means 
committee  with  great  credit.  He  is  a 
l>ellever  in  expansion,  too,  and  is  one 
of  those  who  have  the  courage  to  ad- 
vocate the  incorporation  of  the  repub- 
lic of  Cuba  Into  the  American  I'nion. 
For  some  years  past  Senator  Jones  has 
taken  little  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
senate.  Mr.  Newlands  Is  certain  to 
make  his  state  once  more  well  known 
because  of  the  part  that  he  is  bound  to 
take  in  every  Important  subject  thai 
comes  up. 

One  more  Republican  who  will  be 
succeeded  by  a  Democrat  is  the  Hon. 
J.  C.  Pritchard.  of  North  Carolina.  Mr. 
Pritchard  entered  the  senate  as  the  r-y- 
suit  of  the  upheaval  which  occurred 
in  the  old  Tar  Heel  state  six  years 
ago.  There  was  a  suspicion  for  a 
while  that  the  Republicans  might  suc- 
ceed in  again  capturing  the  legisla- 
ture, but  the  Democrats  have  it  by  a 
handsome  majority,  and  they  will  sent 
Locke  Craig,  a  comparatively  young 
man  little  known  In  the  politics  of  the 
country,  but  with  a  reputation  of  an 
orator  which  promises  to  attract  a 
great  deal  of  attention  to  him.  He  la 
of  one  of  the  old  families  of  North 
Carolina,  and.  like  his  colleague  from 
South  Carolina.  Latimer,  his  entry  In 
the  senate  marks  a  step  towards  the  ro- 
turn  of  the  old-time  Southern  gentry 
to  the  place  which  it  once  occupied  In 
the  national  halls  of  legislation.  At 
this  writing  there  is  a  question  a.«!  to 
the  exact  re.sult  in  Colorado.  Should 
the  Republicans  succeed  In  contrnlllng 
the  legislature,  as  now  seems  possible, 
"FM"  Wolcott  will  again  come  back. 
Wolcott  is  a  brilliant  P^^n  who  was  a 
power  in  the  sdruite  during  his  last 
term,  but  who  at  the'.eame  time  ab- 
solutely lacks  the.abllltv  to  make  and 
retain  friends.  He  Is.  On  the  contrary, 
a  sort  of  "bull  in  i.  chiaii  shop,"  but  in 
spite  of  his  habit*  in  this  respect,  he 
is  the  strongest  Itepubli*an  In  Colorado 
today,  and  there  is  no  other  man  who

WITH  HIS  LAST  BREATH 

The  wind-up  of  a  queer  job  happened  a 
couple  of  weeks  ago  in  my  town  when  a 
well  known  crook  was  accidentally  shot 
ijy  an  officer  who  was  resisting  a  crowd 
of  street  car  strikers,  and  died  in  the 
hospital  after  telling  bis  story,"  said  a 
detective  of  the  New  Orleans  staff  who 
was  on  here  re9entl.v,  to  the  Chicago 
Inter-Ocean.  "The  job  l)egan  lisht  years 
ago.  and  It  got  a  perfectly  innocent  wo- 
man Into  two  years  of  that  sore  of  trouble 
which  consists  in  wearing  a  gray  dress 
of  the  shape  of  a  giinnysack  and  in 
going  to  sleep  at  night  behind  two-Inch 
iron    bars. 

"One  fummer  afternoon  about  eight 
years  ago  a  truck  drove  up  in  front  of 
a  swell  New  Orleans  h<nise.  and  one  of 
the  three  men  In  the  truck  walked  up  the 
front  steps  and  pulled  the  bell.  The  only 
person  who  happened  to  be  In  was  the 
maid  of  the  lady  of  the  house,  a  half- 
French  white  girl. 

"  'Here's  the  sofa,  said  the  man  who 
pulled  the  door  bell. 

"  "My  mistress  didn't  tell  me  that  she 
was  expecting  any  sofa,"  said  the  young 
woman   to  the  man. 

"  "Cant  help  that  It  must  ha'  been  or- 
dered: here's  the  name  and  address,'  said 
the  man  on  the  steps,  producing  a  card. 

"The  address  was  all  right,  and  the 
sofa,  or  r-ather  the  box  couch  was  carried 
to  the  second  floor  and  placed  in  one  of 
the  bedrooms. 

"The  maid  then  went  to  her  own  room 
on  the  third  floor  to  do  some  sewing  for 
herself.  A  couple  of  hours  later  the  mis- 
tress of  the  household  returned. 

"She  hadn't  been  In  her  room  two  min- 
utes before  she  discovered  that  she  was 
minus  $14,000  worth  of  diamond  jewelry  i 
The  jewels  had  been  left  by  her  in  a  jewel 
box  in  a  bureau  drawer.  She  rang  for 
the  maid  and  cross-examined  her  with 
reference  to  her  visitors  during  the  after- 
noon. 

"The  maid  told  her  that  the  three  men 
with  the  box  couch  had  Ijeen  the  only 
visitors  and  showed  her  mistress  the  box 
couch.  The  mistress  at  once  said  that 
she  hadn't  ordered  any  box  couch  and  ac- 
cused the  maid  of  being  In  cahoots  with 
the  three  men  who  had  brotight  It. 

"The  iiollce  Investigated  the  girl  and 
they  found  that  she  had  a  first  cotisln 
who  was  a  well  known  sneak  thief.  They 
failed  to  find  that  the  girl  had  ever  had 
anything  to  do  with  this  relative,  but  the 
mere  fact  that  she  had  such  a  relative 
was  enough,  and  when  the  girl  was  tried 
for  the  theft  of  the  jewels  It  was  the 
bictrfst  point  against  her.  The  nerve  with 
which  she  stuck  to  her  assertion  of  Inno- 
cence Imnressed  some  people,  but  she  was 
convicted  of  grand  larceny,  anyhow,  and 
sent  away  for  two  years. 

"The  girl  didn't  get  any  time  for  good 
behavior,  for  she  became  thoroughly 
hardened  over  what  she  called  the  Injus- 
tice of  her  conviction  and  she  cut  up  so 
In  prison  that  she  had  to  do  her  entire 
two  years.

"Well,  some  good  New  Orleans  people 
came  along  then  and  took  an  interest  in 
the  girl,  who  had  a  lot  of  fine  traits  that 
they  saw  and  they  built  her  up.  They 
took  care  of  her  while  she  was  studying 
to  be  a  trained  nurse,  and  a  couple  of 
years  ago  they  got  a  fine  place  for  her 
as  one  of  the  trained  nurses  in  a  leadinif 
New  Orleans  hospital. 

"A  few  weeks  ago  a  sneak  thief  well 
known  to  Jill  of  us  down  home  happened 
to  get  mixed  up  with  a  bunch  of  street 
car  strikers  who  were  attacking  a  cur, 
and  when  one  of  the  officers  on  the  car 
blazed  away  at  the  crowd  to  save  his  life 
this  crook  got  one  of  the  bullets  In  his 
stomach.  He  was  taken  to  the  hospital  in 
which  this  young  woman  was  a  nurse, 
and  as  soon  as  the  surgeons  looked  him 
over  the.v  told  him  he  was  a  goner. 

"The  man  was  perfectly  conscious,  and 
when  the  consultation  "of  the  doctors 
around  his  bunk  was  over,  and  he  saw  a 
white-capped  nurse  sitting  at  his  side  ..e 
gave  a  bit  of  a  start  when  he  examined 
her  features.  He  looked  at  her  intently 
for  a  while,  and  then  he  asked  her  to 
bend  closer  to  him,  for  ills  voice  wasn't 
partlcidarly  strong. 

"He  asked  her  if  she  nadn't  done  a 
little  two-specker  on  the  charge  of  spark 
lifting  She  told  him  tnat  she  had,  and 
then   he  said  to  her: 

"  "Well.  I'm  glad  I've  run  into  you  be- 
fore going  into  the  discard.  1  got  you 
that  tw<j  year  bit.  and  I  always  meant 
to  s(iuare  you  some  time,  but  they've 
watched  me  so  close  that  1  never  had  a 
show  to  do  it.  It  was  1  that  made  yoa 
do  that  time.' 

"Then  he  told  her  how  the  job  had 
been  cooked  up,  and  how  he  was  inside 
the  box  couch  on  the  afternoon  when  it 
was  tleposited  in  the  »>edroom  on  the  s<'c- 
ond  floor  ot  her  mistress'  establishment— 
and  how.  when  the  young  woman  had 
g<»ne  ui)  stairs  to  do  her  sewing,  he  had 
lifted  the  lid  of  the  t>ox  conch,  done  his 
little  $14.0tK)  worth  of  rummagmg  and  tip- 
toed downstairs  and  out  the  basement 
door. 

"The  nurse  called  the  Superintendent 
of  the  hospital  to  listen  to  the  crooks 
statement  and  take  it  down  when  the 
man  repeated  it  with  his  dying  breath. 
A  copv  of  the  dying  crook  s  statement  ha« 
been  filed  with  the  papers  in  connection 
with  the  young  woman's  trial  and  convic- 
tion, and  "anv  time  that  she  wants  a  home 
and  the  l)e8t  a  going  with  the  mistress 
who  helped  to  swear  her  into  state  prison, 
all  she  has  to  do  Is  to  say  the  word."

A  good  many  people,  when  they  take 
a  jien  and  a  bit  of  paper  and  sit  down 
to  write  a  letter,  part  conipany  witli 
their  Kuiding  aiiKt^l  of  coninion  .sense, 
accordinK  to  postottlte  employes,  and 
uiiylKniy  in  a  busintss  Ineludintf  a  lar^o 
correspondenee  wiil  bear  out  this  stale- 
uieut. 

A  newspaper  ofHce  has  conslderabl* 
correspondence,  and  gels  its  sliure  of 
the  curiosities  alonK  this  line.  Tho 
Herald  has  had  many  of  them,  and 
Willie  nioai  of  them  have  Kone  into  the 
disiard.  some  of  them  ha\e  seemed 
edifying  enough   to  preserve. 

For     instance,     some     time    ago     The 
Herald    received    throimh     ihe    mall    a 
letter   bearing    this   address; 
"I'L'U    West    Sureiior    St. 
Duluth  Printing  and 
publishing  C.   O." 

Excipl  in  the  name  of  the  company 
that  publishes  The  Herald,  the  nun.e 
ol  tile  city  was  not  given,  and  the 
name  of  the  state  was  not  provided  at 
all.  Yet  the  shaip  wits  of  the  po.st- 
otlice  employes  sent  It  in  the  right  ch.in% 
nels,  and  it  was  only  two  days  in 
reaching  The  Herald  from  a  Michigan 
to  wo. 

A  similar  oversight  occurs  In  a  letter 
from  I':ngland.  addressed  to  an  em- 
ploye of  The  Herald,  giving  the  nam;, 
street  number,  state  and  country,  but 
not  the  name  of  the  city.  This,  too, 
managed  to  get  through  without  its 
being  necf  ssary  to  open  it  or  .lend  it 
baolc  to  England.  It  came  to  Minne- 
apolis, and  somebody  in  the  postoflice 
there  had  enough  of  the  gift  of  second 
sight  to  Itnovv  that  the  letter  belonged 
to  Duluth. 

Another  interesting  exhibit  is  a  postal 
card.  There  is  nothing  whatever  on 
the  back,  where  the  message  ought  to 
be.  but  on  the  frcmt  there  is  a  Un. 
There  Is  a  postage  stamp  and  this  in- 
siription: 
'•DuUith  evening  Hearald.  Mich.; 

"John  Oiirien  don't  want  the  paper 
any  more. 

Yours  truely, 

••JOHN   O'BRIEN." 

It  did  not  take  the  postoflice  peoplo 
long  to  decide  that  the  "Mich."  was 
wrong,  and  that  the  card  w.is  desig- 
nated for  Duluth.  but  it  has  taken  the 
circulator  of  The  Herald  longer  to 
find  out  where  it  came  from— for  no 
post  mark  is  visible— and  where  John 
OUriin  was  getting  the  papt-r.  In  a 
circulation  list  as  long  as  The  Herald's 
It  is  almost  impossible  to  heed  sucii 
a  reciuest  as  this  without  knowing 
what  town  John  lives  In.  so  as  to  en- 
able the  mailing  clerk  to  look  it  up  on 
the  lists. 

This  is  not  the  only  Instance  where 
the  front  of  the  postal  card  was  used 
to  convey  a  muddled  reciuest.  again&t 
the  printed  direction  '"This  side  for  ail- 
dress  only.  '  Another  card  is  in  the  col- 
lection with  nothing  on  the  back  and 
this  on  the  front: 

"Duluth    Evening  Herld 

"Pa  send  the  papers  to  Allouez  P.  O. 
"JOHN  H.  SMITH." 

A  third  postal  card  with  the  message 
on  the  front  read  as  follows: 

"Sep  -23,   1901 
"Duluth  Herld 
"Pleas    dont     send     the     paper     eny 
more.  "MAriY  JuNES." 

The  ml.sslng  Information  of  where 
Mary  lived  was  in  this  case  supplied 
by  the  postmark,  which  was  clear,  and 
the  circulator  had  no  dlfliculty  in  cut- 
ting the  lady  off  the  lists. 

The  Herald  now  carries  on  its  books 
a  credit  of  45  cents  for  somebody,  and 
it  would  aid  the  bookkeeper  if  he  knew 
to  whom  the  credit  belongs.  It  came 
In  satmps  in  a  letter,  with  this  address 
on  the  envelope: 

••Duluth 

"Eving 

"hearld." 

The  letter  said: 

"Dear  Sir 

"I  am  sending  to  you  for  a  nother 
month  for  the  hearld." 

There  was  no  signature,  and  no  ad- 
dress, though  the  postmark  gave  the 
town  the  letter  came  from. 

Another  letter  contains  an  apology 
for  ceasing  to  take  the  paper,  but  no 
address.     It  is  as  follows: 

••Dear  Sir  pa  dont  want  to  take  the 
paper  because  pa  went  away  and  but 
for  that  we  would  keep  It  there  was 
so  many  men  laid  off  at  the  mine." 

There  was  neither  address  nor  sig- 
nature, and  the  Inscription  on  the  side 
by  the  circulator  to  the  mailing  clerk: 
"Please  stop  this  paper,"  was  not 
heeded.

son was  a  staunch  vt-s.-el,  whether  uhe 
had  a  full  ci>mi>lement  "f  efficient  officei's 
and  crow  or  wlu-ther  «hf  hail  an  ore  oargu 
iif  3i'»7  ton.s.  I'elitiotifr  admits  tlie  eolils- 
ion.  but  does  nut  admit  that  the  Hadl'.y 
or  those  in  charge  of  her  navigation  were 
in  any  way  to  biame.  ana  o;alms  tliat  the 
iladley  had  the  proper  lookout,  was  pr  ip- 
erly  manned  and  ilial  hor  officers  were 
efficient  and  diU  everything  they  could 
to  avoid  the  collision.

ley was  swinging  under  starboard  he.m; 
in   failing   to  stop  and  reverse   ner  eiig.ne. 

The  petitioner  recites  the  damages  sus- 
tained by  the  Hadley.  which  amount  in 
the  aggregate  to  over  $4O,0<iu,  and  which 
he  says  can  not  be  put  in  against  the 
Pittsburg  Steamship  company  as  a  Conn- 
er claim.  He  demands  positive  proof  tiiit 
the  loss  to  the  I'ittsburg  Steamship  com- 
pany   was   $15e,«oO.

Delivers  Address  at  Cele- 
bration of  Colorado 
University. 


Talks  of   Old  Professions 

Taught  at  Different 

Colleges. 


Says    Later    Institutions 

Should  Teach  More 

Modern  Ideas. 


Boulder,  Col.,  Nov.  15.— This  was  the 
last  day  of  the  quarto-centennial  cele- 
bration of  the  state  university.  Despite 
a  heavy  snow  storm  a  large  audience 
attended  tiie  exercises  this  forenoon  at 
the  Presbyterian  church,  the  principal 
feature  of  which  was  an  urailun  by 
President  Jacob  Gould  &-hurman,  of 
Cornell  university.  After  addresses  by 
President  James  F.  Uaker,  of  the  Col- 
orado university,  and  others,  Piesident 
Schurmun  was  introduced  and  spoke 
as    follows: 

"At  tirst  liie  tendency  was  to  treat  the 
time-honored  profei^sions  of  medicine, 
law  anU  tlietdogy  ad  tile  only  liberal  pro- 
fessions. Tile  never  AmeM<  an  universi- 
ties to  wliicll  Colorado  belongs  have  pro- 
tested against  this  never  anu  unwarrant- 
ed conservatism.  They  liave  leli  tlial 
the  great  vocation  ot  the  modern  worla 
sliuuid  be  added  to  the  enumeration  of 
the  learned  professions  of  the  middle 
ages.  The  new  j»rofc.--sioiis  of  cigimerinsi. 
architecture,  veterinary  medicine,  agri- 
culture and  others  claim  eqaai  recoguiiiun 
wltli  law  and  medicine.  L.aw  aiiu  medi- 
cine are  good  pro.essions,  but  they  are 
no  better,  worthier  or  more  honorable 
than    engineering'    or    agriculture. 

"As  regards  lUc  manner  in  whicii  equal 
educational  rigats  shall  be  secured  lo 
wtinien,  much  might  be  said,  though  this 
is  neitner  time  nor  the  place  for  any- 
thing but  the  briefest  treatment,  in  tne 
West  and  at  tlie  state  univer.>»ities  the 
present  method  in  my  opinion  is  i.retty 
certain  to  remain.  In  tiie  privately  en- 
dowed unlveisilies  of  the  Kast  it  can? 
not  be  said  ihat  this  system  is  gaining 
in  popularity  At  best  It  holds  Its  own. 
and  tiie  oldest  universities  which  are  en- 
deavoring, as  some  of  ttiem  are  llyw  eii- 
deavorltiK  to  make  piovlslon  fur  the  edu- 
cation ol  women  liave  as  a  rule  accom- 
plished their  object  by  the  foundation 
of  an  anii-'X  or  separate  woman's  col- 
lege. 

•Culture,  like  virtue,  like  religion,  is 
its  own  end.  We  are  so  constituted  that 
we  long  to  know,  and  the  mind"s  aspira- 
tion after  knowledge  is  as  entitled  lo 
recognition  a«  the  heart  s  aspirations 
after  goodness.  A  man  may  be  honest 
because  it  pavs  to  be  honest,  but  he  is 
not  an  honest  man.  A  man  may  pursue 
liberal  studies  for  the  sake  of  results 
to  be  applied  to  utilitarian  objects,  but 
such  a  man  will  never  be  liberally  edu- 
cated. The  poets  will  not  breathe  their 
secrets  to  him.  The  thoughts  of  the  phil- 
osophers are  voiceless  to  him.  No  object 
of  »>eauty  can  be  a  Joy  to  him  and  no  law 
of  nature  can  strike  him  with  admira- 
tion or  declare   the  glory  of  God. 

•'it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  where 
the  students  have  an  opportunity  of  pre- 
senting a  modern  language  instead  of 
Latin  for  admls.sion  to  our  universities, 
comparatively  few  of  them  take  advan- 
tage of  opportunities.  Tliia  means  that 
UUln  has  intrinsic  merit  enough  to 
hold  lu  place  in  the  schools.  And  1 
regard  It  Am  a  very  significant  phenom- 
enom  that  during  the  last  few  yeirs 
l..atln  should,  both  relatively  and  ab.-o- 
lutelv,  liave  made  docliled  gains  in  tne 
hlghwchools  of  the  I'nited  States.  As  to 
Greek,  no  man  esteems  It  as  a  study  more 
highly  than  1  do.  Jt  has  been  suggested 
that  the  A  B  course  should  be  reduced 
not  only  from  four  years  to  three,  but 
from  four  years  to  two.  xo  that  students 
of  liw  and  meiiidne  might  at  the  end  of 
their  sojihomorc  year  as  A  B's  enter  upon 
the  study  of  law  and  medicine  in  pro- 
fessional schools  which  elose  their  doors 
to  ail  but  A  B'«.  And  the  deans  of  pro- 
fessional schools  have  suggested  that  it 
was  possible  for  students  in  the  aciidc- 
mic  departments  of  their  i|t>lversitles 
to  cover  tiie  present  four  years'  course 
in  two  years.  Nothing  could  be  more 
fallacious.  Liberal  culture  a-innot  be 
forced.  It  Is  very  strange  that  educat- 
ors themeelves  .should  be  guilty  of  the 
capital  crime  of  supposing  that  the  pro- 
ces.s  of  education  should  be  hastened  at 
railroad    siieed." 

The  celebration  closed  with  an 
alumni  dinner  at  1  o'clock  at  which 
toasts  and  respon-ses  were  made  by 
well-ltnown  educators  and  prominent 
citizens  of  Colorado.

Spoiled  Wire  Tapping  Scheme 
In  New  York. 

••No!"  said  the  short  man  with  the 
beady  eyes,  according  to  the  New  Yeri- 
Times,  ••there's  absolutely  nothing  to 
it.  gentlemen.  I've  been  up  agaln.3t 
the  game  for  more  years  than  1  would 
like  to  say.  and  I  ought  to  know  what 
I  am  talking  about.

A.s  the  nnal  games  of  a  so  far  suc- 
cet>.^ful  season  draw  nt'ar  all  of  the 
spirit  which  characterized  the  attiludu 
of  the  s>:udent.s  l<»\varil  the  beginning  it 
the  season  seems  to  be  (llsaptieariiiK. 
With  the  championship  fairly  wilhii' 
ip-asp,  every  one  seems  to  lose  Interest 
in  Ll'.e  struggle. 

This  slate  of  affairs  has  been  worry- 
ing; Coach  Park  and  the  authiylties  in 
charge  of  the  local  team  of  lale.  Then; 
seems  to  be  absolutely  no  reason  for 
it  except  that  theie  has  been  out-  date 
during  the  last  few  weelts  on  whica 
the  team  did  not  play,  and  the  two 
preceding  games.  thu!<e  with  l.^lipeuung 
and  St.  Paul  Central,  did  not  enil  aa 
saiisfuc'torily  as  might  have  been 
wished. 

While  It  Is  easy  to  see  how  theae 
causes  might  eltect  a  slight  depressi-^n 
in  the  general  spirit  of  the  school,  it 
speaks  poorly  for  the  perseverance  and 
delerniination  of  a  student  body  like 
the  one  at  the  Duluth  high  school  that 
It  should  be  allowed  to  make  the  gre^t 
dirfen-nce  that  it  seems  to  have. 

The  result  of  the  St.  Cloud-Duluth 
game— an  account  of  which  appears  in 
another  column— If  satisfaitory,  will 
piobably  again  stir  the  sluggish  blood 
in  the  veins  of  the  local  rooters  and 
get  them  to  support  their  team  a.s  they 
Bhould.  The  way  in  which  the  Si. 
Cloud  game  was  regarded  during  the 
week  by  a  great  majority  of  the  stu- 
dents was  something  pathetic  to  any 
one  really  intere.sted  in  the  team's 
chanct^s  for  the  championship.

No  team  could  be  expe<ted  to  win 
all  of  its  games  If  given  such  support. 
The  local  men  will  have  to  wake  up 
and  go  out  after  football  honors  vvitb 
about  1000  times  as  mu<h  vim  as  they 
have  shown  so  far  if  they  intend  Cj 
atcomplish   anything. 

The  trip  of  the  local  boys  to  the  big 
game  in  Minneapolis  this  afternoon 
should  do  thom  a  great  deal  of  good. 
They  will  .see  a  great  game  of  football 
played  by  two  of  the  best  university 
teams  in  the  West.  This  will  give  them 
some  new  ideas  about  the  game,  and 
rest  them  up  after  their  own  struggle 
with  St.  Cloud.  It  should  rouse  their 
drooping  enthusiasm,  and  put  them  in 
the  right  state  of  mind  to  practice 
hard  to  defeat  the  Eau  Claire  team  i 
week  fiom  today. 

Incidentally  they  will  collect  a  few 
Ideas  about  rooting  which,  if  they  are 
taught  to  the  local  enthusiasts,  will 
heln  them  to  win  their  games  In  th<S 
future.

Bert     Casey     and    Jim 

Sims  Are  Killed  In 

Oklahoma. 


All    Manner    of    Crimes 

Were  Charged  Against 

Them. 


Only    One    Really    "Bad 

Man"  at  Liberty  In 

Oklahoma. 


Guthrie.  O.  T..  Nov.  14.— A  telegram 
to  W.  D.  Fossett.  United  States  mar- 
shal, stated  that  iiert  Casey  and  Jim 
Sims  were  killed  at  Cleo  Springs,  in 
Woods  county.  In  a  battle  with  United 
Stales   mar.shals. 

It  has  been  known  for  some  time  to 
Mr.  Fo.ssett  that  Casey  and  Sims,  with 
probably  one  or  two  others  of  tho 
gang,  were  working  north  to  their  old 
stamping  ground  in  the  new  country. 
He  had  been  cognizant  of  their  prob- 
able whereabouts  for  some  time  and 
had  been  laying  plans  for  their  capture. 
If  possible,  and  If  not,  for  their  death. 
The  telegram  announces  his  plans  have 
proven  successful.  He  announced  re- 
cently to  friends  that  Casey  would 
either  be  captured  or  killed  before  the 
L.awton  term  of  court,  now  in  session, 
was  at  an  end. 

The  plan  which  was  successful  In  se- 
curing Casey  and  Sims  was  hatched  by 
Fossett  und  J.  L.  .McCracken.  the  fed- 
eral jailer  here.  They  put  up  a  job 
with  two  federal  deputy  marshaLs, 
who.se  names  are  withheld  for  the  pres- 
ent, that  ended  in  the  death  of  these 
two  outlaws.  They  were  known  to  be 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  territory, 
and  two  men  were  put  on  their  trail  in 
the  guise  of  other  outlaws.  They  were 
to  trace  the  outlaws  and  hatch  a  plan 
for  the  release  of  i}eor"e  Moran  and 
Mort  Perkins,  now  on  trial  at  Lawion 
for  the  murder  of  the  lieemblossom 
boy.  At  the  proper  time  In  the  plan 
Casey  and  Sims  w«re  to  be  captured, 
and  if  they  resisted  were  to  be  killed 
If  necessary. 

Sims  was  captured  by  Fossett  sev- 
eral months  ago.  and  at  the  same  time 
somebody  gave  C.ise.v  and  his  com- 
panions the  tip,  allowing  them  to  es- 
cape. Sims  w.as  placed  in  Jail  at  Wa- 
tonga.  where  be  wais  wanted  for  horse 
stealing,  but  soon  made  his  escape 
with  others  by  carrying  the  Watonga 
jailer  several .  mileM  Into  the  country 
and  leaving  him  tied  and  gagged  by 
the  roadside.  He  has  since  been  at 
large,  although  every  effort  has  be'»-» 
made  to  capture  him.  He  has  all  man- 
ner of  crimes  charced  against  him. 

Bert  Casey  was  known  as  the  king 
of  outlaws  at  piesent  in  Oklahoma, 
and  the  onl.v  real  bad  man  left  at  liber- 
ty with  the  one  exception  of  lien 
Cravens.  He  came  into  actual  promin- 
ence over  a  year  ago  by  the  murder 
of  Sheriffs  Smith  and  Uock  in  the 
fight  near  Anadarko.  when  he  stood  on 
the  dead  body  of  Sheriff  Smith,  and 
kicking  him,  put  a  final  shot  through 
the  officer's  head.  He  was  also  with 
the  highwaymen  who  held  up  the 
Heemblossom  i)arty  at  Rush  Spring!., 
I.  T.,  in  August.  lf»01.  and  killed  young 
Beemblossom.  He  was  with  the  gang 
at  Wewoka  Mound,  when  his  com- 
panion. Walter  Swofford.  was  kille.:, 
and  when  Mort  Perkins  and  Sam 
Cooper  were  captured.  He  made  his 
escape  by  crawling  away  through  the 
underbrush.  He  again  e.scaped  from 
Sheriff  Jim  Thomnson.  of  Caddo  coun- 
ty, about  three  weeks  ago  by  abandon- 
ing his  horse  and  crawling  through  the 
underbrush  over  the  to^of  the  Devil's 
camp.  He  is  alleged  /  to  have  com- 
mitted every  crime  on  the  calendar.  ■ 

Marshal  Fo.ssett  has  feared  recently 
that  either  Sims  or  Ca.sey  was  the  fel- 
low found  dead  near  Swanlake,  in 
Caddo  county,  last  week,  with  the 
hands  tied  and  a  rope  around  the  neck. 
He  has  been  endeavoring  to  ascertain 
the  identity  of  the  man  found  dead, 
who  was  evidently  lynched  by  a  band 

of  farmers  from  horses  had  been 
stolen. 

It  Is  stated  that  prisoners  recently 
released  from  the  fcleral  lall  here  had 
much  to  do  with  the  locating  and  kill- 
ing of  the  outlaws. 

HINSEY  EXPELLED. 

Pythian  Tribunal  Takes    Ac- 
tion In  His  Case. 

Chicago.  Nov.  15.— After  a  hearing 
that  lasted  nearly  all  the  week,  the 
grand  tribunal  of  Illinois.  Knights  of 
Pythias,  has  voted  unanimou.sly  to  ex- 
pel John  A.  Hlnsey,  who  was  retired 
from  the  head  of  the  board  of  control 
of  the  endowment  rank  last  year.  Mr. 
Hinsey  has  appealed  to  the  supreme 
tribunal  which  will  meet  at  Indian- 
apolis In  February. 

At  the  rec«it  meeting  of  the  su- 
preme lodge  i»  Sai^: Francisco  he  was 
.suspended  pending*  the  action  of  the 
Illinois  grand  ^ribupal. 

Dr.  Albert  1.  Doutfieur.  who  Avas 
medical  director  of  the  endowment 
rank  during  the  Hlnsey  administration, 
has  been  suspended  for  a  year  by  the 
Illinois  grand  tribunal. 

Henry  H.  Stoltel.  who  was  also  to 
have  been  tried,  died  last  month.  In 
the  sixteenth  months  since  the  Hinsey 
administration  the  endowment  rank,  in 
its  announcement  today,  has  paid  up 
$."•00,000  of  overdue  death  claims  and 
has  nearly  $20^.000  cilsh  on  hand.

R.  G.  Anschuetz.  chief  engineer  oi 
the  Duluth  &  Northern  Minneisola 
railroad  and  superintendent  of  the 
land  dtpartmont  for  Alger,  Smith  & 
Co..  has  just  returned  from  an  ex- 
j)lorinff  expedition  to  the  Manitou  an  i 
Cross  rivers.  He  has  been  looking  over 
the  ground  with  a  view  to  an  exten!>iou 
of  the  Duluth  &  Northern  Minne.sot<i 
railroad,  the  logging  road  of  the  Algei- 
Srnith  company.  Several  good  trac  l.s 
of  timber  have  been  located  by  Mr. 
Anschuetz  in  the  district  where  he 
has  been  working,  and  the  road  will 
pri'bably  be  extended  to  them. 

Mr.  .\nschuetz  say.^  that  there  art  d

Many   People  Anxious  to 

See  a  Quiet  City 

Election. 


Talk  of  No  Opposition  on 

the  Three  General 

Offices. 


Watson  S.  Moore  to  Run 
Again— Other    Alder- 
manic  Propositions. 


Wearily,  and  with  a  double-handed 
gesture  of  fjuadruple  deprecation  the 
voters  look  toward  the  municipal  pri- 
mary  election   of   Dec.   16. 

The  game  of  politics  has  been  sadly 
overworked  and  the  consensus  of  i>ub- 
lic  opinion  in  regard  to  the  approach- 
ing city  election  Is  that  it  is  more  or 
less  of  a  necessary   evil. 

Also  the  public  mind  seems  to  be 
setting  strongly  against  any  change  in 
city  ultlcers  that  have  shown  them- 
selves efficient  In  the  administration 
of   their  ortlces   in   the   past. 

Take  the  olllce  of  city  tre.tsurer,  for 
Instance.  Kepubllcans.  as  well  as 
Democrats,  say  that  Frei  Vuss  must 
stay  where  he  has  si  faithfully  served 
the  city  for  the  past  sixteen  yeais. 
This  talk  is  heard  more  In  the  Re- 
publican ranks  than  In  Mr.  Voss's  own 

party. 

•    •    • 

The  s.ime  thing  may  be  said  of  the 
niunlcpal  coui  t  judgeship.  Although 
Judge  Windom  only  assumed  the  office 
last  August,  his  clean-cut  falrn^-ss  has 
won  for  him  a  high  place  In  the  esti- 
mation of  the  attorneys  and  there  is 
practically  a  unanimous  desire  that 
he  be  nominated  without  opposition  in 
his  own  party  and  elected  without  op- 
position  from   the  Democrats. 

Judge  Windom  was  appointed  by 
Governor  Van  Sant,  without  applica- 
tion or  effort  on  his  part.

There  is  some  talk  of  Republican  op- 
posltlcm  to  the  renomlnatlon  of  Wil- 
liam S.  McCormlck,  for  city  comptroll- 
er, but  this  will  undoubtedly  blow  over 
between  now  and  the  day  of  the  pri- 
mary election.

"For  the  sake  of  commercial  pros- 
perity and  a  good  city  administration, 
let  us  have  peace.  We  have  thrc 
good  officers  in  Judge  Windom,  Fred 
V'oss  and  Will  McCormlck  and  offices 
of  such  great  importance  to  the  tax- 
payers should  be  kept  free  from  poli- 
tics as  far  as  It  Is  possible  to  do  so." 

In  this  latter  part  of  his  statement 
he  seems  to  have  touched  on  an  arg'u- 
ment  that  is  likely  to  have  a  popular 
echo.  The  general  public  is  getting 
tired  of  political  grafting,  if  expres- 
sions heard  on  the  stre-t  are  to  be 
taken  into  consideration.

Charles  Nitteraeur,  superintendent  of 
the  Duluth  Brass  works  in  W^est  Du- 
luth. died  this  morning  at  6  o'clock 
the  Red  Cross  hospital.  Mr.  Nitteraeur 
has  been  suffering  from  spinal  menin- 
gitis for  the  past  ten  days.  One  week 
ago  he  was  taken  to  the  Red  Cross 
hospital,  but  his  conditiim  was  so  seri- 
ous that  Dr.  David  Graham,  who  had 
charge  of  the  case,  had  little  hope  o'l 
his  recovery.  Since  the  death  of  his 
wife  seven  months  ago,  he  has  bee.i 
very  despondent,  and  In  this  Illness  ho 
did  not  seem  to  make  any  effort  to 
battle  for  his  life.

Secret  Meeting   Held   at 
Washington  By  Radi- 
cal Irishmen. 


Member    of    Parliament 

Charged  With  Loosely 

Handling  Funds. 


Letter     Sent    to     Irish 

Leaders  to  Ignore 

Delegation. 


Washington.  Nov.  15. — The  mission  of 
the  parliamentary  delegation  which  re- 
cently arrived  in  the  United  States  for 
the  purpose  of  attending  the  convention 
of  the  I'nited  Irish  league  in  Boston,  and 
incidentally  for  collecting  funds  to  carry 
on  the  agitation  In  Ireland,  is  meeting 
with  considerable  opposition  from  the 
secret  and  more  advanced  of  the  radical 
wing  of  the  Irish  organization  in  this 
country.  This  opposition  crystallized  it- 
self Into  pronounced  hostility  toward 
John  K.  Redmond  at  a  secret  meeting  of 
Irish  recalcitrants  held  at  the  home  of  a 
lederal  office-holder  in  this  city  a  few 
niglits  ago.  As  a  result  of  the  meeting, 
a  protest,  in  the  form  of  a  letter,  was 
mailed  this  week  to  prominent  Irishmen 
ttiroughout  the  county,  among  tliem  i^. 
R.  Fiizgibbon.  city  register  of  St.  i..ouis. 
The  letter  advisi-s  Its  recipients  to  ignore 
the   delegation. 

The  award  of  the  work  of  erecting  a 
Statue  to  Parnell  to  a  foreign  sculptor, 
St.  Caudens,  is  the  basis  of  the  reasons 
advanced  why  no  aid  or  encouragement 
should  be  extended  to  Mr.  RedmonO.  The 
letter  sent  to  City  Register  Fitzgibbon  is 
as   folh)ws: 

Washington.  November  10.— Dear  Sir: 
The  inter«-8t  which  you  take  In  Irish  af- 
fairs is  my  excuse  for  troubling  you  with 
this  communication.  You  are  doubtless 
aware  that  under  the  auspices  ot  J  >hn 
E.  Redmond,  M.  P.,  an  Irish  parliament- 
ary delegation  recently  came  to  America 
soliciting  funus  for  carrying  on  the  Irish 
land  war.  Preparations  are  being  made 
by  men  of  Irish  birth  In  St.  Louis  and 
elsewhere  to  welcome  these  delegates  and 
to  further  their  aims,  l  respectfully  ask 
that  you  withhold  encourageinent  from 
them   on    the   following   grounds: 

1.  It  is  several  years  since  a  parlia- 
mentary delegation,  under  the  same  aus- 
pices, collected  funds  In  this  country  for 
the  purchase  of  Avondale,  Charles  Stew- 
art Parnell's  ancestral  home.  The  place 
is  now  owned  by  a  Dublin  butcher,  and 
the  funds  given  to  purchase  the  place 
are  still  unaccounted  for  by  Mr.  Red- 
mond. 

2.  Mr.  Redmond  Is  one  of  the  prime.  If 
not  the  sole  mover.  In  a  most  worthy 
scheme  to  erect  a  statue  to  Mr.  Parnell 
In  aiasnevin  cemetery.  Ir  ever  there  was 
a  project  which  should  be  distinctly  Irish 
and  patriotic  in  scope  and  character,  this 
was  pre-eminently  the  one.  Yet,  what  do 
we  find?  Instead  of  giving  the  work  to 
an  Irish  sculptor,  the  Redmond  promoters 
turned  It  over  to  a  foreigner,  St.  Gaudeiis. 
This  Is  only  one  of  many  decisions  reach-d 
by  John  E.  Redmond  and  his  sate'.ites  that 
are  more  convenient  than  consistent  and 
patriotic.  They  aeem  to  be  constructed  to 
suit  the  desires  of  certain  English  admir- 
ers of  Redmond,   and  having  served  their 

Eurpose  for  a  time  are  quite  in  danger  of 
eing  forgotten. 

3.  Still  fresh  in  the  public  mind  is  the 
dismissal  of  James  J.  O'Kelly,  M.  P..  as 
London  correspondent  of  a  newspaper 
which  Redmond  controls,  and  also  a  ne- 
phew of  a  prominent  New  York  editor,  an 
Irishman,  who  risked  his  life  and  liberty 
In  defense  of  Ireland.  The  man  Is  now 
employed  by  a  Tory  newspaper,  the  Irish 
Times,  which  fact  shows  that  he  was  not 
discharged  for  Incompetency.  Mr.  Hol- 
land, a  Chicago  journalist,  who  was 
brought  to  Dublin  by  Mr.  Redmond  to 
take  charge  of  his  newspaper,  quit  the 
job  in  disgus  and  Is  now  on  the  staff  of 
the  London  Dallv  Mail.  I  might  multiply 
Instances  to  show  that  Mr.  Redmond's 
juggling  of  funds  collected  In  the  I'nited 
Slates  and  the  facts  above  cited  follow 
each  other  with  such  complacent  regu- 
larity that  I  have  serious  doubts  of  the 
wisdom  of  your  giving  either  moral  or 
financial  support  to  Mr.  Redmond  or  hts 
satpllltos  until  better  men  appear  on  the 
horizon  of  Irish  public  life.

HAD  A  PERILOUS  TRIP. 

"The  coal  Ing  of  a  ship  at  sea  Is  a  dan- 
gerous and  difficult  task,  especially  when 
the  weather  Is  the  least  bit  stormy  "Sand 
the  sea  is  rough."  said  A.  L.  Clinton,  who 
is  stopping  at  the  American  house,  to 
the    Denver   News. 

'•Earlv  one  morning,"  says  Mr.  Clinton, 
"we  were  lying  a  short  distance  from 
what  was  known  as  the  line  of  blockade 
and  the  St.  Paul  was  sighted.  She  was 
flying  the  signal  for  the  collier.  A  storm 
was  brewing  and  several  of  our  officers 
expressed  doubt  as  to  whether  the  ship 
ccnild  be  coalfd  In  that  weather.  I  was 
tn  charge  of  the  steam  launch  and  we  Im- 
mediately put  off  to  get  directions  from 
the  officers  of  the  St.  Paul.  She  had  jast 
returned  from  a  long  trip  to  the  south 
of  the  l.sland  and  needed  oOO  tons  of  coal 
at  once.  This  would  only  last  her  on  a 
cha.se  after  the  enemy.  On  the  day  after 
that  she  was  to  go  to  Key  West.  The 
ships  came  within  100  yards  of  each  other 
and  the  rigging  was  prepared  to  transfer 
the  coal.  This  rlgglnpr  is  very  similar  to 
the  atrial  trams  used  In  mines.  The  cable 
is  fastened  to  the  masts  of  the  ships,  and 
dump  buckets,  carrying  about  a  ton  of 
coal,  are  run  on  this  <able  from  the  col- 
lier to  the  ship.  Then  the  coal  Is  lowered 
to  the  hold.  The  bucket  Is  pulled  from 
one  ship  to  the  other  hv  a  rope,  which  Is 
fastened  to  it.  The  cable,  of  course,  can- 
not be  drawn  taut,  ano  when  the  weather 
is  rough  it  dips  so  far  that  sometimes  it 
touches  the  water. 

•While  coaling  the  ships  were  drifting 
with  the  wind  and  tide.  From  the  launch 
we  saw  the  Rappahannock  give  a  lurch 
to  one  side.  In  a  moment  the  net  bucket 
of  coal  was  running  un  to  the  top  of  the 
mast,  and  to  it  wa.s  clinging  a  coal  pass- 
er. The  bucket  was  started  just  a-s  the 
sidp  lurched,  and  his  clothlUK  was  caught 
in  a  hook  which  held  the  bucket,  and  he 
was  drawn  clear  to  the  top  before  he 
knew  what  had  happened  to  him.  Then  he 
clung  to  the  side  of  the  bucket  to  save 
himself  from  being  thrown  to  the  deck 
as  the  bo<kc't  wa.«>  released  to  run  on  the 
cable.  This  all  happened  In  an  Instant 
and  we  thought  that  the  man  would  be 
thrown  to  the  deck  of  the  vessel  and 
killed.  There  was  no  stooping  the  buck- 
et, for  as  soon  as  it  reached  the  cable  at 
the  top  of  the  mast  It  autnmatlcalv  re 
leased  itself.  Th*-  Jarkies  aboard  the  St. 
Paul,  not  noticing  what  was  the  matter, 
were  pulling  man  and  bucket  across  the 
water.  WTien  half  way  acrass  the  bucket 
inst  touched  the  water,  and  this  jerk 
threw  the  man  Into  the  sea.  We  easllv 
picked  him  up.  but  he  was  badly  hurt, 
having  had  \\\^  hand  crushed  between  the 
hook  and  handle  of  the  bucket.  That 
was  the  only  accident  which  happened 
to  the  Rappahannock  while  she  was  usod 
as  a  collier,  but  It  certainly  was  a  ter- 
rltde  experience  for  the  poor  fellow  wtio 
was  drawn  forty  feet  Into  the  air  and 
then  out  over  the  sea  In  a  flash."

There  are  sapphires  blue  as  Italian 
skies,  ropes  of  glittering  diamonds,  emer- 
alds as  green  as  her  own  Scotch  hills, 
rubies  that  flash  like  red  wine  and  pearls 
that  an  Indian  rajah  might  envy. 

And  with  these  Katie  Burns  will  carry 
back  to  Scotland  her  honesty,  her  energy, 
her  Integrity  and.  her  pretty  face — pretty 
still  In  spite  of  the  flight  of  twenty 
ytars  since   her  arrival. 

Two  or   three   years   before   the  arrival 

of   Katie   Burns   in   this"  city  James   Bell, 

the  old  millionaire  of  Brooklyn,  had  rv- 
turned  to  his  home  at  No.  35  s>a.nds  street 
to  end  his  days  In  peace. 

His  wile  had  died  long  years  before. 
Two  of  his  children  had  died  in  Intano 
and  only  one  son  was  left  him. 

By  the  people  of  Brooklyn  the  aged 
man  of  millions  is  remembered  for  his 
niagiilficeiit  gitt  of  bronzes,  sculptures 
ana  antiques  to  the  Brooklyn  Institute 
ot  Fine  Arts,  and  the  presentation  to  the 
Brooklyn  library  of  what  was  considered 
at  the  time  the  flnest  private  library  in 
the   L'nited  States. 

In  hurope  the  aged  millionaire  had  hob- 
nobbed with  princes  and  potentates.  Most 
ot  his  life  had  been  spent  in  travel.  He 
had  seen  all  that  was  worth  seeing 
abroad  and  had  filled  his  home  with  rare 
paintingtf,  bronzes  and  cabinets  ot  jewels. 
A  wonaejlul  organ  was  built  in  the  draw- 
ing room.     There  was  a  librar>'  of  music. 

He  owned  Bells  Island,  twenty-five 
miles  below  New  Haven,  where  ••Owl> 
Nest,"  his  summer  home,  is  located.  His 
wealth    estimated    at    $4,*H)0,(XK>. 

It  wiis  in  the  early  eighties  that  chance 
threw  him  in  the  way  of  Katie  Burns 
and  he  employed  her  as  a  housekeej*  r. 

Shortly  afterward  his  only  son  began 
to  drink  heavily.  The  boy  had  married 
an  organist  to  whom  the  lather  was  bit- 
terly opposed. 

'•I  will  spend  and  give  away  everything 
before    I    die,"    he    said. 

Then  he  began  to  throw  money  to  the 
children  In  the  park.  He  scattered  gold 
and  silver  plate  to  strangers  who  passed 
his  house.  He  was  prodigal  to  reckless- 
ness. 

As  years  passed  he  grew  more  and 
more  eccentric.  A  suicide  club  claimed 
him  as  a  member.  In  the  library  he  kept 
the  ashes  of  a  favorite  servant. 

Katie  Burns  devoted  herself  to  her 
duties  faithfully  and  well.  She  attended 
her  aged  employer  through  sickness  and 
health.  He  came  to  regard  her  with  all 
the  affection  of  a  father  for  a  child. 

He  gave  great  banquets  to  literateurs 
and  men  of  art  and  music,  which  Katie 
Burns  always  superintended-  With  her 
native  Scotch  Industry  she  became  hl<s 
general  factotum— his  right  hand.  She 
learned  ways  to  curb  his  extravagance, 
to    tone    down    his   eccentricities. 

It  was  due  to  her  hard  work  and  at- 
tentive care  that  the  task  of  Indexing  his 
great   library   was   completed. 

Suddenlv,  In  1S99,  the  last  son  of  Mil- 
lionaire Bell  died  In  a  hospital.  He  had 
been  disinherited  on  account  of  his  habits. 
Still  bitter  against  him,  Mr.  Bell  refused

Late  in  the  same  year  the  aged  mil- 
lionaire left  America,  as  he  thought,  for- 
ever.

While  no  formal  com- 
munication on  the  subject  has  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Cuban  rei)ubllc  since 
the  tentative  treaty  was  submitted],  the 
state  department  has  learned  that  the 
Cuban.s  will  not  under  ;iny  circumstances 
sign  an  agr<ement  identical  with  that 
now  In  their  ixi.asetMion.  H:ivlng  caro- 
fui.v  considered  the  matter,  the  admin- 
istration was  forced  to  believe  that  no 
progre.s.s  whatever  would  be  made  toward 
Cub.an  reciprocity  unless  this  govern- 
ment receded  from  «ome  of  the  condi- 
tions which  It  h.id  i)roposed,  and  the 
rec.-nt  conference  wa«  devoted  partlcu- 
lirly  to  di.^cusslng  what  changes  could 
be  conceded  without  injury  to  American 
Interests  or  endangering  the  chances  ^ 
the  treaty  before  the  .senate.  It  was  ap- 
parent from  the  Information  received  by 
the  state  department  and  laid  bi-forc  the 
conference,  that  tho  Cuban  authorities 
have  b,.f.n  strengthened  In  their  oppos- 
ition to  the  American  proposals  by  thi  ir 
belief  that  there  is  likely  to  be  a  short- 
age In  the  European  sugar  crop,  which 
means,  of  course,  that  Cuban  sugar  will 
find  a  ready  and  profitable  market  In  that 
country.  Cubans  al.so  believe  that  the  20 
per  cent  reduction  In  the  American  duty 
on  the  Cuban  sugar,  whlcn  thi«  govern- 
menf  Is  willing  to  provide,  will  not  be 
sufficient,  and.  at  any  rate,  is  not  a  fair 
equivalent  for  the  concessions  on  Amer- 
ican goods  which  have  been  asked  by  the 
United    States.

With  them.  Partly  owing  to  the  publicity 
Biven  to  operative  work,  partly  to  tho 
fact  that  the  successful  case  Is  apt  to  be 
by  no  means  ret'cent  about  the  advantage.s 
of  "getting  the  thing  over,"  and  partly 
to  the  fact  that  dead  men  tell  no  tales, 
the  public  at  large  has  come  to  look 
With  unlimited  and  undue  confidence  up- 
on operations  as  a  way  out  of  every  dif- 
ficulty. A  curious  sort  of  demand  for 
operative  treatment  has  arisen;  people 
Urgre  each  other  not  to  allow  their  doc- 
tors to  "dally"  with  their  cases,  but  to  do 
•omething  "radical;"  and  it  is  to  be  feared 
that  sometimes  If  the  doctor  does  not 
adopt  this  radical  policy— or  at  least  1o 
something  that  requires  an  anesthetic— 
they  regard  him  as  "old-fashioned"  (the 
Very  hardest  thing  that  one  can  now.Tdays 
say  of  any  doctor),  and  run  off  to  some- 
one else.  Many  surgeons  also  seem  un- 
duly anxious  to  treat  with  the  knife. 
TV'here  operations  are  really  necessary,  the 
conditions  for  their  successful  perform- 
aucs  arc  better  now  than  ever  before  in 


the  world's  history,  but  the  desJr*  to  go 
upon  the  operating  table,  mainly  tu  bu 
in  line  with  the  prevailing  fad,  should  be 

discouraged. 

A  GOOD    APPOINTMENT. 

The  appointment  by  Governor  Van 
Sarit  of  Simon  Clark,  of  this  city,  to 
be  surveyor  general  of  logs  and  lum- 
ber for  the  term  beginning  next  April 
meets  with  very  general  approval,  and 
If  all  thu  appointments  made  by  thi 
Kovernt>r  are  of  e«iual  merit,  he  will  be 
entitled  to  congratulations  on  his  good 
judgment  In  selecting  men  to  till  the 
otllces  at  his  disposal.  No  better  choice 
fiV  the  surveyor-generalship  could  havo 
been  made.  Mr.  Clark  Is  an  excellent 
business  man  and  he  can  be  depended 
upon  to  conduct  the  buslne.ss  of  the 
ollice  for  which  he  has  been  selected 
in  a  ttrat-class  manner. 

The  api)ointment  of  Mr.  Clark  was  a 
surprise  to  the  politician.*!,  however.  l)c- 
cau.se  he  was  not  a  candidate  for  the 
ollice.  Indeed,  he  went  to  St.  Paul  to 
press  upon  the  attention  of  the  gov- 
ernor the  claims  of  one  of  his  friends 
who  was  an  active  candidate  for  the 
place.  The  governor  was  much  lm« 
pressed  by  Mr.  Clark's  own  capabilities, 
and  having  satisfied  himself  that  Mr. 
Clark  would  ttll  the  office  to  the  satis- 
faction of  all  concerned,  he  tendered 
the  appointment  to  him.  Mr.  Clark 
was,  of  course,  surprised,  because  he 
had  not  .sought  the  office,  but  he  nat- 
urally accepted  what  la  properly  re- 
garded as  the  best  and  moat  lucrative 
place  at  the  governor's  disposal  In  this 
district. 

There  were  half  a  dozen  active  can- 
didates for  the  surveyor-generalship, 
and  a  very  bitter  ttght  was  being 
waged,  with  the  result  that  the  gover- 
nor concluded  to  select  one  who  was 
not  a  candidate.  From  a  party  stand- 
point. Mr.  Clark  well"  deserves  the 
honors  and  the  emoluments  attached, 
lie  has  always  taken  an  active  part 
In  political  compalgns  and  is  now  treas- 
urer of  the  Keuubllcan  county  com- 
mittee. The  Herald  extends  congratu- 
lations to  him  on  his  apjiolntment. 

THt  MINERS'    GRIEVANCES. 

A  very  able  presentation  of  the 
miners'  bide  of  the  differences  between 
the  anthracite  mine  workers  and  theL- 
employers,  matle  yesterday  before  the 
ailltratlon  commission  by  President 
John  Mitchell  of  the  I'nlted  Mine 
Workers'  union.  It  was  an  elaborate 
and  clear  statement  of  the  grlevancej 
which  cau.sed  the  miners  to  strike  after 
the  operators  had  llatly  refu.sed  to  re- 
dress the  wrongs  complained  of.  or  to 
submit  the  questions  to  the  arbitration 
of  an  impartial  tribunal.  As  .Mr.  .Mit- 
chell pointed  out.  the  miners  were  al- 
ways ready  to  settle  the  dispute  by 
arbitration  and  abide  by  the  result,  and 
us  far  back  as  last  June  publicly 
offered  to  refer  all  the  differences  to 
settlement  In  that  manner.  This  i>oliii. 
upon  which  Mr.  Mitchell  dwelt  at  .some 
length,  Is  directly  favorable  to  the 
miners.  This  attitude  undobutedly  was 
potential  in  creating  the  public  sentl- 
mtnt  which  finally  compelled  the  oper- 
ators to  agree  to  the  appointment  by 
President  Iloosevelt  of  a  commission  to 
arbitrate  the  differences  between  them 
and  the  miners. 

From  Mr.  Mitchell's  statement  a  very 
clear  Idea  can  be  obtained  of  what  th» 
miners  demand.  They  want  Increased 
pay  for  the  miner,  a  shorter  workday 
for  the  laborer,  the  weighing  of  the  coal 
and  an  agreement  which  would  ensuro 
peace  and  stability  in  the  Industry.  As 
to  pay.  they  ask  a  20  per  cent  Increase 
for  the  miner,  so  that  the  wages  of  the 
anthracite  miner  will  be  equal  to  the 
miners  In  the  bituminous  coal  fields,  li: 
the  silver,  gold,  iron  ore  and  copper 
mines.  This  st?ems  to  be  an  eminently 
fair  rjgquest.  The  reduction  In  the  hours 
of  the  day  laborer  from  ten  to  eight 
hours  would  amount  practically  to  a 
20  per  cent  Increase  In  compensation. 
The  eight-hour  day  Is  the  standard 
working  day  In  the  mining  Industry 
everywhere  else,  and  Mr.  MItche'.l 
pointed  out  that  the  bituminous  work- 
ers receive  In  many  Instances  from  20 
lo  40  per  cent  higher  wages  for  elgut 
hours'  work  than  are  paid  In  the  an- 
thracite mines  for  ten  hours"  work. 

The  third  demand  is  that  <'oal  shall 
be  weighed  and  paid  for  by  weight. 
This  seems  to  be  a  Just  demand.  In 
the  bituminous  fields  the  miners  arc 
paid  by  weight  from  the  basis  of  a 
legal  ton.  Why  should  not  the  .same 
system  prevail  in  the  anthracite  fields'. 

I^astly,  the  miners  want  a  trad 3 
agreement  with  the  necessary  machin- 
ery for  the  adjustment  of  local  griev- 
ances. This  Involves  recognition  by  the 
operators  of  the  United  Mine  Workers-' 
union,  but  It  has  been  shown,  not  only 
in  coal  mining  but  In  other  fields  nf 
labor,  that  peace  and  friendly  relatlon.-, 
are  best  maintained  throuugh  trade 
agreements  with  the  organization  to 
v.lilch  tho  employes  belong.  The  coal 
operators  will  find  It  difficult  to  <wer- 
thiow  the  facts  and  aiguments  pre- 
sented by  President  Mitchell. 


DEVELOPMENT    Or   AFRICA. 

The  wonderful  civilizing  and  com- 
mercial Influences  that  have  been  at 
work  In  Africa  of  late  years  have 
transformed  a  large  part  of  that  coun- 
try from  a  wilderness  Into  profitable 
territory.  But  little  of  the  continent 
remains  unclaimed.  On  the  north  and 
northwest  France  claims  a  scope  of 
country  fully  as  large  as  the  entire 
ITnited  States.  On  the  east  and  west 
coasts  Germany  holds  possession  of  «n 
aggregated  area  that  is  fully  equal  to 
one-third  of  the  United  States  and  is 
establishing  experlmenta  1  farms, 
building  roads  and  encouraging  the 
people  to  produce  the  tropical  products 
that  will  meet  the  demands  of  the 
people  who  patronize  the  markets  in 
that  part  of  the  world. 

The  Portuguese  adventurers  who 
were  active  In  making  explorations  a 
few  centuries  ago,  were  the  first  to 
round  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and 
plant  colonies  for  commercial  work. 
That  nation  still  holds  a  few  valuable 
tracts  on  the  western  and  eastern 
coasts   and    has   a    few   excellent   har- 
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bora — among  them  Delagoa  bay, 
through  which  thousands  of  dollars 
worth  of  Imports  pass  every  year  to 
the  Interior.  On  the  north.  Turkey 
has  Kgypt  and  Tripoli.  Italy  has  a 
few  colonial  possessions  on  the  eastern 
coast.  Spain  has  a  small  holding  on 
the  west.  Belgium  administers  the 
affiiira  of  the  Congo  Free  State  in  the 
heart  of  the  continent,  and  there  are 
three  Independent  states — Liberia  on 
the  west,  Abyssinia  on  the  east  and 
Morocco  on  the  north.  Most  of  the 
possessions  are  small  with  the  excep- 
tion of  those  of  F'rance  and  Germany. 
Great  Britain  has  not  been  slow.  Its 
territory  in  Africa  aggregates  neariy 
3.000,(100  square  miles  and  extends  from 
the  C&pe  of  Good  Hope  north  through 
the  entire  continent.  Thj  means  of 
transi>ortation  in  this  vast  stream  of 
country  is  the  navigable  streams, 
though  railroads  are  sure  to  play  an 
Important  part  in  the  growth  of 
settlements,  and  In  the  promotion  of 
commercial  enterprises.  The  diamond 
mines  at  Kimberly  and  the  gold  mines 
at  Johannesburg  are  already  well 
known  the  world  over  through  the  war 
news  that  was  daii.v  given  out  in  the 
press  reports.  There  are  other  min- 
erals farther  to  the  north  and  It  is  not 
improbable  that  still  richer  mines  may 
be  discovered.  Africa  undoubtedly  has 
a  great  future.  There  Is  still  a  great 
undeveloped  country  and  its  possi- 
bilities are  hard  to  estimate. 


A  riNE    SENTIMENT. 

It  was  announced  a  few  days  ago 
by  the  Associated  Press  that  a  hu- 
manitarian capltalst  has  presented  to 
the  students  of  a  certain  school  1000 
foot  rules  with  four,  five  and  six  lines 
printed  thereon,  which  were  the 
thoughts  of  George  W.  Perkins,  one  of 
the  partners  of  J.  Plerpont  Morgan. 
They  are  terse,  plain  and  to  the  point, 
and  the  concluding  line  sums  up  the 
whole  thing:  "Nothing  has  ever  been 
gained  without  everlasting  sticking  to 
It."  In  this  sentence  will  be  found 
the  keynote  of  every  successful  man's 
career,  and  it  should  be  impressed 
upon  the  mind  of  every  boy  and  young 
man.  Persistent  effort,  properly  di- 
rected, will  always  win  the  battle. 

In  the  ex<'ellent  speech  delivered  on 
Founder's  day  at  Carnegie  institute 
by  W'hltelaw  Held,  the  editor  of  the 
New  York  Tribune,  will  be  found  a 
sentiment  along  the  same  lines  which 
should  be  read  by  every  young  man 
who  has  been  misled  by  the  false 
claim  that  there  is  no  chance  today  lo 
rise  In  any  calling  or  avocation.  Said 
Mr.  Held: 

"The  same  declaration  about  the  im- 
possibility of  rising  under  existing  con- 
ditions was  heard  In  New  York  whe.i 
a  young  boatman  named  Cornelius 
Vandcrbllt  was  beginning  to  run  a 
little  ferry  to  Staten  Island.  It  was 
heard  in  my  own  calling  when  Bennett 
and  Greeley  and  Raymond  starteJ, 
and  heard  again  when  they  died,  but 
after  Vanderbllt  came  Scott  and  Ca:i- 
satt  and  Huntington,  Morgan,  Hill  and 
Harrlman.  The  development  of  news- 
papers did  not  stop  with  Bennett  and 
Greeley  and  Raymond,  and  Schwab  is 
not  the  last  day  laborer  to  rise  from 
the  iron  mills.  The  chances  for  the 
young  men  are  and  must  be  kept  as 
good  today  as  they  ever  were." 

If  this  were  put  on  all  rules  and 
handed  to  every  student  In  the  United 
States,  it  would  prove  Inspiring  to  the 
young  men  everywhere.  What  Mr. 
Reid  says  is  true,  and  the  future  will 
demonstrate  it.  Never  were  there  bet- 
ter chances  for  the  ambitious  young 
man  than  exist  today. 


SENATORIAL  DEADLOCKS. 

In  all  probability  there  will  be  sev- 
eral deadlocks  in  different  states  at 
the  coming  senatorial  elections,  and 
congress  may  be  shy  a  few  members  of 
the  upper  house,  as  in  times  past.  The 
usual  contest  is  expected  in  Delaware, 
which  state  is  without  representation 
In  the  present  congress,  and  has  been 
short  one  for  several  ycar.s.  The  Re- 
publicans have  again  carried  the  legis- 
lature, but  apparently  with  enough 
anti-Addlcks  men  to  prevent  an  elec- 
tion. Had  tho  Democrats  carried  the 
legislature,  they  had  arranged  upon  a 
compromise  for  giving  each  Demo- 
cratic faction  one  place,  but  the  names 
presented.  Kenny  and  Wlllard  Sauls- 
bury,  were  not  such  as  to  strengthen 
the  party  In  Its  legislative  fights.  The 
deadlock  will  probably  continue.  There 
ought  to  be  some  way  of  providing 
Delaware  with  representation  in  the 
senate.  The  fact  that  the  present  sys- 
tem does  not  do  so,  through  a  series  of 
years,  must  be  acknowledged  as  one  of 
Its  distinct   defects. 

Colorado  will  witness  a  bitter  fight, 
and  probably  a  deadlock.  The  Fuslon- 
ists,  or  Democrats,  clearly  control  tho 
upper  branch,  eighteen  of  whose  mem- 
bers are  hold-overs  from  the  presiden- 
tial ballot  of  two  years  ago.  This 
chamber  will  stand  for  the  return  of 
Senator  Teller.  The  Republicans,  as  a 
result  of  the  recent  election,  have  a 
majority  In  the  lower  house,  but  one 
not  large  enough,  on  the  face  of  the 
returns,  to  give  them  a  majority  on 
Joint  ballot.  There  were,  however,  cer- 
tain Democrats  elected  in  Denver, 
whose  seats  will  be  contested  on  the 
ground  of  fraud;  if  the  Republican 
house  turns  these  men  out.  it  would 
bring  about  a  majority  large  enough 
to  control  the  joint  session  at  which  a 
senator  is  to  be  chosen..  But  the  Dem- 
ocrats have  announced  that  they  will 
not  permit  the  execution  of  any  such 
program.  They  Insist  that  the  senate 
will  refuse  to  meet  the  house  In  Joint 
session,  if  these  Democrats  are  un- 
seated, and  thus  prevent  any  election. 
Politics  are  always  warm  In  Colorado, 
and  the  coming  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture will  be  exceptionally  so. 

Oregon  may  witness  another  sena- 
torial fight  of  the  sort  which  has  in  the 
past  kept  it  half  unrepresented  in  the 
senate.  The  Republicans  have  an 
overwhelming  majority  In  both  houses, 
but  the  preliminary  ik)11s  show  that 
their  vote  Is  about  evenly  divided  be- 
tween the  two  factions  whl<h  have  long 
fought  for  supremacy.    The  Democrats 


have  Just  enough  votes  to  prevent  the 
election  of  a  Republican  unless  the  two 
wings  agree  to  come  together,  of  which 
there  is  at  present  some  uncertainty. 
There  also  may  be  trouble  in  Idaho, 
which  may  fall  to  choose  a  successor 
to  Heltlleld.  These  conditions  go  a 
long  way  to  strengthen  the  argument 
for  the  election  of  senators  by  the 
direct  vote  of  the  people.  This  plan 
should  be  put  to  vote  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment,  and  then  the  will  of 
the  people  would  not  be  thwarted,  as 
It  is  according  to  present  conditions. 


THE  PUbLlC  DOMAIN. 

The  annual  report  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  the  general  land  office  con- 
tains some  suggestions  in  regard  to 
caring  for  the  public  domain  that 
should  receive  the  early  attention  of 
congress.  The  public  land  available  for 
settlement  is  still  considerable,  but  It  J3 
estimated  that  at  the  present  rate  of 
absorption  but  fifteen  or  twenty  yearj' 
time  will  be  require<l  to  dfSl>ose  of  It  ail. 
so  that  it  Is  manifestly  Important  to 
conserve  judiciously  the  remaining 
available  acreage  of  agricultural  and 
timber  lands.  Neglect  in  this  regard, 
remarks  the  Philadelphia  Record,  will 
increase  enormously  the  difficulties  at- 
tendant upon  the  government's  t#en- 
tual  withdrawal  from  its  long-sustained 
role  of  almoner  to  the  landless.  "The 
land  for  the  people,"  says  that  paper, 
"will  be  in  the  near  future  something 
more  than  a  catchy  phrase  of  spread- 
eagle  sentiment.  When  the  last  acre? 
shall  have  been  distributed  there  will 
•arise  and  develop  a  new  series  of  prob- 
lems In  social  and  political  economy, 
involving  the  welfare  of  expanding 
millions  for  whose  energies  some  outlot 
must  be  found.  Within  the  ensuing  de- 
cade or  two,  also,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  provide  generously  and  permanently 
for  adequate  forest  reserves  throughout 
what  now  remains  of  the  public  do- 
main. Without  Its  existing  timber 
lands  the  new  West  would  relapse  into 
sterile  ari.llty.  from  which  no  cunning 
oi  modern  engineering  could  rescue  It." 

Touching  on  forest  reserves,  the  land 
commissioner's  report  states  the  num- 
ber to  be  fifty-four,  embracing  over  60,- 
000,000  acres  since  the  previous  report. 
There  is  no  question  as  to  the  great 
value  and  import  ince  of  these  reserva- 
tions, yet  there  is  opposition  in  some 
quarters  to  their  cxten.ston.  There  is 
noted,  for  instance,  a  strong  protest 
trom  the  northern  counties  of  Califor- 
nia against  the  withdrawal  of  timber 
lands  there  and  the  creation  out  of 
them  of  a  vast  forest  reserve,  the  chief 
objection  to  this  being  that  it  would  In- 
terfere with  a  number  of  competitive 
railroad  projects  contemplated  for  that 
section.  There  may  be  exceptional  cir- 
cumstances and  conditions  which  jus- 
tify this  opposition  in  California,  iust 
as  there  were  good  reasons  why  the  or- 
iginal project  of  a  huge  forest  reserve 
in  Northern  Minnesota  should  not  have 
been  carried  Into  effect.  While  the  pol- 
icy of  creating  forest  reserves  has  un- 
deniably been  of  great  benefit,  there  is 
a  tendency-  to  exiend,  them  too  greatly. 
The  compromise  reached  by  the  pass- 
age of  the  Morris  law,  setting  apart 
jwrtlons  of  the  Chippewa  reservations 
in  this  state  as  forest  reserves,  wh.I'^ 
not  interfering  with  the  settlement  and 
development  of  the  country,  might  b.^ 
imitated  in  the  California  case,  which 
has  aroused  strong  objections  on  th? 
part  of  the  people  there.  There  Is 
urgent  need  for  conservation  of  the 
public  domain,  and  possibly  some  gen- 
eral law  providing  ample  protection  for 
the  forests  might  be  devi.sed. 

The  Great  Democratic  triumph  In  New

Such  is 
the  present  talk;  Murphy,  who  has  here- 
tofore been  held  by  most  jH-ople  about  at 
Devery's  estimate.  Is  now  regarded  us  a 
great  manager,  and  his  friends  point  with 
pride  to  an  unexhausted  treasury  to  prove 
it.  Croker.  they  say,  used  to  spend  ull 
the  money,  observing  that  If  they  won, 
they  could  gel  plenty  more.  Tammany  s 
biggest  victory  has  been  won  without 
Croker's  management  and  was  undoubted- 
ly greater  than  If  he  had  been  in  charga 
of  the  cami>algn. 

Tho  Austrian  and  Hungarian  govern- 
ments are  preparing  emigration  legisla- 
tion which  win  seriously  affect  the  bu.sl- 
ness  of  the  irans-Atlanllc  lines.  The  Hun- 
garian government  forbids  certain  cla.->£e3 
ot  lirtlsans  to  leave  the  country,  wlillo 
men  who  have  not  performed  military  ser- 
vice, or  whose  transportation  is  paid  by 
foreign  states  or  colonization  societies, 
are  specifically  prohibited  from  emigrat- 
ing. Those  allowing  to  depart  must  cm- 
bark  at  Flume.  These  l.iws,  if  passed,  Will 
aid  the  United  States  In  keeping  undesir- 
able Immigrants  from  coming  to  this 
country. 

A  Japanese  gentleman  named  Sugimura, 
living  in  HawaH,  is  a  great  lover  of  truth. 
One  day  he  caiight  his  wife  in  a  fib.  He 
wrote  her  a  tender  little  »ote,  endorsing 
his  little  finger,  which  he  had  cut  oft  with 
a  meat  ax,  and  telling  her  that  he  would 
cut  off  one  fljiger  every  day  until  :.ho 
promised  to  quit  lying.

Society  may  be  slow  to  es- 
tablish a  new  precedent,  to  start  on  a 
novel  course.  But  we  have  not  the  slight- 
est doubt  that  sooner  or  later  it  will 
find  a  practical  and  easy  way  to  make  its 
creatures   "be  good." 

The  Post  Check  Plan. 

BInghanipton.  N.  Y.,  Leader:  The 
Fifty-seventh  congress  will  reassemble 
In  a  few  weeks  and  it  Is  widely  hoped 
that  a  part  of  its  work  will  be  the  pas- 
sage of  the  Post  check  currency  bills, 
which  provide  for  a  practical  and  con- 
venient method  of  sending  small  sums  of 
money  by  mall.  A  great  deal  h;is  been 
written  on  this  subject,  and  there  are 
few  who  do  not  know  that  this  method 
is  simply  an  issue  of  currency  that  can 
be  circulated  as  cash  and  also  be  safely 
remitted  by  mail,  because  when  mailed 
It  will  be  made  payable  only  to  the  per- 
son whose  name  is  written  in  the  blank 
space  that  is  left  for  that  purpose.  Under 
the  present  money  order  system  safety 
can  be  assured  only  at  the  sa(!rlfice  of 
convenience,  anfl  convenience  can  be  con- 
sulted only  by  disregarding  the  element 
of  safety.  The  Post  check  plan  is  both 
convenient  and  safe,  and,  being  so,  it  is 
just  whdt  the  public  needs  in  its  line.  The 
business  Interests  and  the  pre.s.s  favor  it 
with  virtual  If  not  actual  unanimity,  and, 
in  fact,  the  full  measure  of  popularity 
it  has  won  is  a  warrant.  If  not  an  order, 
for   its    adoption    by    congress. 

Back  to  First  Principles. 

Brooklyn  Eagle:  Now  here  Is  a  curious 
and  noteworthy  outcome  of  the  advance 
in  prices  of  meat.  It  is  that  in  at  least 
one  town  the  general  health  has  im- 
proved. Boston's  sanitary  officers  and 
statisticians  attribute  the  general  good 
health  in  that  city  to  the  decline  of  meat 
as  an  article  of  food.  The  prices  de- 
manded by  the  trust  for  what  the  laborer 
and  mechanic  till  recently  regarded  as 
vital  to  their  existence,  have  induced  a 
much  smaller  consumption  of  meat  than 
during  the  time  preceding  the  advance 
and  a  compensating  increase  in  the  de- 
mand for  vegetables,  lioston,  therefore, 
has  turned  from  its  beef  and  gone  back 
to  its   beans.

DULUTH,    OCT.    6,    1902. 
DEAR    JACK: 

Sue's  visit  has  proved  a  very  agreeable  distrac- 
tion. Has  served  to  keei)  my  mind  off  the  hovering 
clouds. 

When  you  men  have  something  to  worry  over, 
you  smoke  an  extra  lot  of  cigars,  drink  a  few  extra 
nerve  tinglers  and  chew  the  cud  of  reflection  mean- 
while. 

For  a  woman  with  a  worry,  I  don't  know  of  a 
safer  or  better  tonic  than  just  shopping.  The  more 
we're    worried    the  more  enthusiastically  we  shop. 

I  don't  mean  that  the  shopping  habit  Is  caused 
by  woman's  worries.  But  I  found  myself  wonder- 
ing, this  time,  what  proportion  of  the  women  who 
so  earnestly  devoted  themselves  and  their  time  to 
looking  over  merchandise  were,  like  me,  trying  to 
drown  their  sorrows  in  the  "flowing  bowl  of  bar- 
gains."

CLUB  NOTES. 


An  article  in  the  Independent  this  week 
on  'The  Passing  of  Elizabeth  Cady 
Stanton  "  tells  of  the  first  convention  that 
was  held  for  the  purpose  of  striking  a 
blow  for  woman's  freedom.  The  conven- 
tion was  held  in  western  New  York  In 
IS-MS  and  consisted  of  fiv(?  women,  Eliza- 
beth Cady  Stanton,  Lucretria  Mott  and 
three  other  Ciuaker  women.  They  read 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  to  give 
them  Inspiration  and  then  drew  up  the 
famous  woman's  declaration,  which  is 
spoken  of  as  follows  In  the  before  men- 
tioned article: 

"The  first  Woman's  Rights  convention 
met  five  davs  after  th<*  call  for  it  was 
i-ssued,  in  tlio  little  Wesleyan  Chapel  at 
Seneca  Falls,  where  the  famous  Declara- 
tion was  r«-ad.  discussed  and  adopted. 
The  demands  It  made  for  women  never 
before  had  been  thus  formulated,  and 
even  today  they  coula  not  t>e  exceeded 
In  dignltv,"  breadth  and  logic.  When  one 
recalls  the  status  of  women  fifty  years 
ago  It  secms  nhcnomenal  that  such  a 
Declaration  of  Rights  could  have  been 
conceived— the  right  to  education,  prop- 
erty emplo\ments.  professions,  equal  pay, 
guardianship  of  children,  divorce— even 
the  ballot  itself.  All  the  privileges  which 
women  enjov  at  present  were  included  In 
this  remarkable  Instrument,  which  ended 
Its  .nrralgnment  of  women's  King  George, 
In  the  shape  of  man  in  general,  by  say- 
ing:

Companies  Fail  to 

Last 

"Those  who  kick  on  fire  insurance 
rates,  and  think  insurance  companies 
are  coining  monej*  hand  over  fist. 
should  see  a  table  published  In  the  last 
issue  of  an  insurance  paper,"  said  a 
local  fire  insurance  agent  yesterday 
afternoon. 

"That  table  shows  the  number  of  in- 
surance companies  formed  to  handls 
fire  risks  ^ince  1871,  and  the  number 
that    have    survived    and    the   number 

that  have  burned  out.  The  showing  *■ 
astonishing. 

"On  Jan.  1,  1871,  there  were  105  in- 
surance companies  doing  business  la 
the  state  of  New  York,  and  on  Jan.  1, 
1902.  only  twenty-three  of  these  com- 
panies were  still  doing  business.  Ths 
table  also  shows  that  sixty-nine  com- 
panies have  been  formed  since  1871  and 
that  out  of  this  total  forty-six  have 
been  'burned  out'  and  only  twentjr- 
three  are  still  doing  business.  It  Is 
doubtful  if  10  per  cent  of  the  fire 
insurance  companies  that  have  opened 
for  business  have  succeeded.  Then* 
are  no  percentages  of  mortality  to  help 
Insurance  companies  out  as  there  are 
in  the  life  insurance  business.  One 
great  fire  might  wipe  out  many  of  the 
strongest  fire  insurance  companies."

If  your  Uncle  Samuel  were  given  to 
boasting  of  his  military  strongholds  he 
certalQlx  would  point  with  pride,  to  bor- 
row a  pet  phrase  from  the  rural  editor,  to 
the  new  Fortress  Monroe,  says  the  Brook- 
lyn Eagle.  But  to  dilate  upon  the  good 
points  in  a  fortress  would  be  to  reveal 
Information  that  might  be  useful  to  an 
enemy  In  case  of  war,  so  your  Uncle  Sam- 
uel maintains  an  aggressive  reserve  aboul 
these  same  military  strongholds  that  ef- 
fectually prevents  any  embarrassing  de- 
tails about  armament  and  equipment 
from  falling  into  hands  that  have  nc 
right     to     them. 

..owever.  It  Is  permissible  to  say  that 
some  very  ambitious  i)lans  are  being  car- 
ried out  at  Fortress  Monroe  and  others 
have  been  prepared  for  which  congress  is 
expected  to  provide  the  appropriations 
this  winter.  When  all  are  completed, 
which  will  be  In  about  three  years,  it 
can  be  said  of  Fortress  Monroe: 

That  it  Is  the  largest  and  most  impor- 
tant   fortress    In     the    United    States. 

That  it  Is  one  of  the  largest  and  strong- 
est  fortresses   In    the   world. 

That  It  will  be  the  most  modern,  mof-t 
perfectly  equipped  fortress  in  this  or 
4«ny  other  country. 

That  ♦;  will  be  manned  by  the  best 
hfavy  ari»;lery  marksmen  on  earth. 

To  accomplish  all  this  will  require  a 
total    expenditure    of    about    Jo,2jO,(IOO. 

Much  of  the  work  of  building  new  for- 
tifications and  equipping  them  with  tlie 
latest  patterns  of  heavy  artillery  has 
already  been  completed.  More  of  this 
work  fa  In  progress  at  the  presen*.  time. 
About  three  years  will  be  required  to 
complete  this  work,  which  is  being  car- 
ried on  with  all  the  dignified  deliberation 
that  characterlzee  all  government  unler- 
takings. 

The  new  fortifications,  however,  are 
only  a  part  of  the  project  for  rebuilding 
Fortress  Monroe.  By  the  way.  it  may 
be  as  well  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  post  is  officially  "Kortress  Mon- 
roe," not  "Fort  Monroe,"  as  it  is  now 
so  commonly  called.  A  number  of  new 
buildings  which  are  greatly  needed  are 
to  be  provided  and  a  great  number  of 
others  which  are  as  unsightly  a^i  they 
are  useless  are  to  be  cleared  away.  Kort- 
ress Monroe  is  situated  on  a  peninsula 
of  some  260  acres  which  is  connected 
with  the  mainland  by  a  narrow  isthmus. 
The  entire  peninsula  is  a  government 
reservation  of  which  the  fortress  proper 
occupies  about  one-third.  Outside  the 
moat  are  the  offices,  hospital,  shops, 
artillery  school,  quartermaster's  depot 
and  some  officers'  quarters.  On  the  land 
not  occupied  by  the  government  civilians 
have  been  permitted  to  build.  Two  very 
large  winter  hotels  are  situated  on  the 
beach  outside  the  fortress.  One  of  these, 
the  Ilygela,  famous  In  its  day,  which 
abuts  ui>on  the  moat,  has  been  ordered 
removed  and  Is  now  being  dismantled. 
The  ground  on  which  it  stands  is  to  be 
faced  with  a  seawall  and  converted  into 
a  little  park,  which  will  doubtless  be  as 
much  appreciated  by  the  guests  at  thi- 
great  fashionable  hotel  just  across  the 
street  as  by   the  garrison. 

One  of  the  reasons  why  so  much  care 
Is  bestowed  upon  Fortress  Monroe  is  that 
It  is  the  seat  of  the  artillery  school 
through  which  all  new  officers  In  tho 
artillery  service  must  pass.  No  matter 
whether  he  be  a  West  Point  graduate  or 
an  appointe  from  civil  life,  the  young 
lieutenant  must  spend  a  full  year  at  ex- 
tremely hard  work  in  this  school  before  he 
can  serve  In  the  artillery.  This  means 
that  accommodations  for  at  lea^t  fifty 
pupils  must  be  provided.  For  the  school 
a  handsome  building  in  the  colonial  style, 
to  cost  $3U0,(XM),  has  been  planned.  For  the 
further  use  of  scholars  and  officers  of 
the  garrison  as  well,  a  library,  also  in 
the  colonial  style,  has  been  punned,  to 
cost  $SH>,tKK).  This  will  accommodate  some 
20,(J(X>  volumes.  There  will  be  a  number 
of  private  rooms  for  officers  who  may 
wish  to  pursue  some  special  line  of  re- 
search. For  this  te  to  be  essentially  a 
working  library,  though  there  will  be  a 
few  volumes  of  standard  fiction.  The 
enlisted  muc  already  have  a  library  in- 
side   the    fortress. 

Other  outsule  buildings  are  to  be  a  gym- 
nasium for  officers,  to  cost  $21,000;  four 
double  sets  of  officers'  quarters,  $80,000; 
staff  officers'  quarters,  $1«.U00;  bachelor 
quarters  and  mess  for  thirty-six  officers, 
$100,000;  addition  to  the  hospital,  $20,000; 
torpedo  storehouse,  $1J.<J0«,  and  a  long  list 
of  other  buildings  which  will  cost  In  the 
aggregate  $y3i:,u(K).  In  addition  to  this 
the  plans  call  for  an  expenditure  of  J^'i.OOO 
in  grading  and  constructing  a  sea  wall 
and  for  paving  at  a  cost  oi  $o0,ouo,  mak- 
ing a  grand  total  of  $1,031,000.  The  new 
fortifications  and  the  guns  they  are  to 
contain  will  cost  $4,000,000  In  round  num- 
bers. Not  Included  in  the  foregoing  are 
additional  barracks  for  gunnery  special- 
ists inside  the  fort,  now  nearly  completed, 
to  cost  $100,000.  Plans  for  filling  in  a 
small  area  of  shallow  water  would  swell 
the   grand    total    to   $5,2iit>,000. 

The  only  new  building  to  be  erected 
Inside  the.  walls  will  be  quarters  for  the 
commanding  officer.  Through  some 
strange  freak  on  the  part  of  the  archi- 
tect the  present  quarters  for  the  com- 
mandant are  stuck  down  in  an  angle  of 
the  walls  and  facing  the  wall  like  a  sulky 
boy.  The  new  house  la  to  be  more  com- 
mensurate with  the  dignity  of  Its  occu- 
pant and  is  to  face  the  parade  ground. 
It  may  be  a  relief  to  habitual  visitors  at 
Old  Point  Comfort  to  know  that  the  car- 
rying out  of  these  improvements  will  not 
spoil  the  j)icturesque  features  of  the  old 
fort.  Grim  visaged  war  certainly  never 
presented  a  more  smiling  front  than  he 
does  at  Fortress  Monroe.  When  Old  Fort- 
ress Monroe  was  built  eighty  years  ago 
the  engineers  set  out  to  construct  a  post 
that  would  be  absolutely  impregnable. 
And  they  succeeded,  judged  by  the  stand- 
ards of  that  day.  They  threw  up  ram- 
parts that  were  small  mountains,  nearly 
a  hundred  feet  in  thickness  at  the  base, 
faced  them  with  stone,  pierced  by  frown- 
ing embrasures  and  surrounded  them  with 
a  moat  that  was  wide  and  deep.  VV'ithln 
a  forest  of  live  oak,  sycamore  and  eu- 
calyptus skirts  the  base  of  the  ramparts 
and  effectually  hides  all  the  buildings 
except  the  huge  barraclis.  Crown  the 
battlements  with  ponderous  old  muzzle 
loading  guns  of  the  style  in  vogue  during 
the  Civil  war,  set  as  close  together  as 
they  could  be  worked,  and  the  effect  is 
most  romantic  and  picturesque,  but  ut- 
terly and  altogether  useless  from  a 
twentieth  century  military  standpoint. 
Indeed,  the  old  fort  Is  not  merely 
passively  useless;  it  Is  aggressively 
inconvenient  and  unhealthful,  for  that 
range  of  rampart  mountains  creates  a 
pocket  in  which  dampness,  malaria  and 
malsmariot.  One  officer  has  had  the  tem- 
erity to  suggest  that  the  ramparts  be 
leveled  and  the  moat  filled  up,  but  the 
work  would  cost  a  matter  of  $6,000,000,  so 
the  war  department  frowned  on  the  sug- 
gestion. Beside  a  certain  sentiment  at- 
taches to  the  old  fort,  useless  and  un- 
healthful as  It  is;  so  the  officers  whom 
fate  has  decreed  must  accept  quarters 
Inside  will  pretend  that  they  would  not 
live  outside  for  love  or  money,  while  the 
officers   who   draw   quarters   outside   will

But  after  all  It  is  not  fine  buildings  nor 
formidable  fortifications  nor  big  guns 
that  make  a  strong  fortress.  All  these 
are  of  no  avail  unless  the  men  that  use 
them  are  of  the  right  sort.  Records  of 
target  practice  show  that  the  men  are 
strictly  O.  K.  For  Instance,  take  a  re- 
cent example.  A  class  from  the  artillery 
school  In  its  first  experience  in  firing  uig 
guns  at  a  target  moving  eight  miles  an 
hour  and  scored  five  100  per  cent,  hits  out 
of  the  nine.  When  it  Is  known  that  a  re- 
duced charge  was  used  that  gave  a 
muzzle  velocltv  of  onlv  1050  feet  per  sec- 
ond, which  means  that  it  Is  Impossible 
to  do  as  accurate  shooting  as  with  a  full 
ch.irge,  it  will  lie  seen  that  the  brignt 
young  pupils  from  the  artillery  school  are 
doing    pretty    well,    thank    you. 

Aagaln.  a  10  inch  gun  was  fired  30 
times  at  the  rate  of  a  shot  every  90  sec- 
onds at  moving  targets  tio  yards  apart,  or 
only  half  the  length  of  a  ship.  Result, 
15  bull.seyes.  Ten  shots  frmo  an  8  inch 
gun,  20  shots  from  4.7  gun  and  10  shots 
from  a  12  Inch  mortar  gave  a  net  result 
of  50  per  cent,  of  accuracy;  or  In  other 
words  half  the  shots  hit  the  bullseye. 
And  mind  you  the  range  was  much 
greater  than  that  at  which  the  navy 
makes  Its  first  records.  Why.  the  navy 
only  tries  its  crack  gunners  at  a  range 
of  2000  yards,  while  these  army  men  must 
trv  their  skill  at  ranges  of  Btxw  to  7200 
yards.  Ihe  targets  used  are  pyramidal 
In  form,  Id  feet  square  on  the  base  and 
18  feet  on  the  sloping  edge,  covered  with 
strips  of  tin  six  inches  wide,  placed  six 
inches  apart.  Two  of  these  pyramids  are 
placed  60  vards  apart,  representing  half 
the  length  "of  a  ship,  with  a  line  stretched 
across  from  top  to  top  on  which  are 
placed  two  small  flags  dividing  the  line 
into  three  equal  sections,  so  as  to  show 
the  position  of  each  shot.  The  target  is 
towed  bv  a  tug  by  a  tow  line  4oO  yards 
long.  This  target  being  half  the  leng.a 
of  a  ship  would  cross  the  line  of  fire 
when  towed  at  a  rate  of  eight  miles  an 
hour  in  the  length  of  time  it  would  re- 
quire a  ship  twice  its  length  to  cross  at 
the  rate  of  16  miles  an  hour.  Take  such 
a  sized  target  moving  at  such  a  rate  out 
on  the  waves  a  mile  and  a  half  away  and 
you  can  figure  out  for  yourself  how  nice 
a  ob  it  would  be  to  place  a  12  inch  shot 
exactlv  between  two  of  these  flags.  Why 
those  fellows  down  at  Fortress  Monroe 
would  make  a  colander  out  of  hostile  ship 
before  thev  could  clear  for  action.  Of 
course  the  officers  don't  say  so.  Army 
officers  are  cold  blooded,  statistical  per- 
sons, who  would  die  rather  than  let  their 
Imaginations  dally  for  one  fleeting  sec- 
ond with  an  ascertained  fact.  If  you 
want  to  obtain  a  picturesque  presenta- 
tion of  the  skill  of  those  Fortress  Monroe 
gunners  in  a  way  that  will  carry  convic- 
tion to  the  lay  mind  it  is  necessary  to 
go  down  to  the  barracks.  Here  Is  a  single 
incident  that  is  vouched  for  under  oath 
by  the  entire  enlisted  strength  of  B  com- 
pany. Talk  about  William  Tell!  Listen 
to  this:  .  .    ,        , 

It  seems  that  one  day  the  captain  of 
the  tug  that  was  towing  the  target  dur- 
ing artillerv  practice  felt  moved  to  take 
a  smoke.  After  filling  his  pipe  he  dis- 
covered that  he  had  no  matches  and  so 
signaled  to  the  officers  in  command  at 
a  12  Inch  gun.  The  officer  turned  to  a 
hardened   old   artilleryman   and   Inquired: 

"Perkins,  can  you  give  the  gentleman  a 

Perkins  'lowed  he  could  and  squinted 
through  the  telescope.  After  a  careful 
estimation  of  the  rate  of  speed  of  the  tug 
and  the  strength  of  the  wind  Perkins 
yanked  the  lanyard  and  sent  a  12  inch 
solid  shot  hurtling  through  the  atmos- 
phere with  such  consummate  skill  tnat 
Jit  passed  ust  close  enough  so  that  the 
metal  heated  to  incadescence  by  the  fric- 
tion of  the  air  set  the  tobacco  In  the 
captain's  pipe  on  fire.  But  alas  for  Per- 
kins' He  had  forgotten  about  the  wave 
motion,  ine  tug  rose  upon  a  wave  just 
in  time  to  bring  the  pipe  within  the  suc- 
tion caused  bv  the  passage  of  the  shot. 
Result,  some  of  the  burning  tobacco  was 
blown  Into  the  captain's  eyes,  w-oundlng 
his  feelings  so  that  he  immediately  head- 
ed for  shore  and  refused  to  take  the 
targets. out  again  that  day.  Whereupon 
tho  offfcer  In  charge  of  the  drill  was  so 
furious  that  be  summoned  a  drum-head 
courtmartial  and  had  i'erklns  sent  to  the 
doKhouse  for  thirty  dnys  for  disgraceiul 
Incompetence.  As  a  bit  of  clrcumHtantial 
evidence  in  corroboration  of  this  interest- 
ing anecdote  Perkins  was  pointed  out,  an 
actual  Inmate  of  the  guard  house,  his 
eyes  red  and  swollen.  His  comrades  said 
he  had  been  weeping  over  his  poor  marK- 
manship. 

The  recent  army  and  navy  maneuvers 
off  the  N<>w  England  coast  demonstrateu 
in  a  pointed  manner  what  was  already 
known:  That  in  a  run  past  a  fort  a  ship 
would  be  in  range  but  a  few  minutes; 
consequently  rapidity  of  firing  as  well  as 
accuracv  was  a  very  great  desiratum. 
Consequently  some  very  hard  work  is 
being  done  at  Fortress  Monroe  to  adapt 
to  practical  use  various  devices  for  quick 
and  accurate  handling  of  the  gun.  One 
Important  device  that  has  worked  very- 
well  enables  one  man  to  lay  the  gun  and 
fire  It  by  electricity,  thus  concentrating 
this  vital  work  under  one  mind  instead 
of  four,  as  heretofore.  The  range  finders 
plot  the  position  of  the  enemy's  ship 
every  minute  for  a  period  two  minutes 
ahead.  This  is  plotted  on  a  big  board  in 
plain  view  of  the  gunner,  so  that  he  has 
the  position  of  his  target  constantly  be- 
fore his  eyes  two  minutes  before  It  actual- 
ly reaches  that  point. 

Again,  they  are  experimenting  with 
electric  devices  for  loading  that  will  ma- 
terlallv  shorten  the  time  required  to  load 
bv  hand.  For  instance,  t<'n  shots  were 
recently  fired  from  a  12  inch  gun  at  ^.le 
rate  of  a  shot  every  fifty-two  seconds 
Bv  means  of  the  new  loading  devices  It 
Is"  expected  that  the  Interval  between 
shots  may  be  reduced  to  thirty-five  sec- 
onds, thus  nearly  doubling  the  efficiency 
of  the  gun.  a  most  important  matter  In 
a  naval  engagement.  To  stil?  further  in- 
crease the  efficiency  of  the  gun  and  re- 
duce the  firing  interval,  a  deylce  for 
automatically  o!>ening  the  breech  block  is 
to  be  introduced.  In  disappearing  guns 
the  gun  Is  automatically  brought  down  in- 
to the  loading  position  by  the  recoil.  The 
loaders  must  wait  until  the  gun  gets  down 
Into  position  and  then  give  seventeen 
turns  to  a  crank  to  open  the  breech  and 
seventeen  turns  more  to  close  It.  The 
electrical  device  will  automatically  open 
the  breech  while  the  gun  is  coming  down. 
It  can  be  seen  that  the  assertion  that 
Fortress  Monroe  is  to  be  very  decidedly 
up  to  date  was  not  Idle  words. 

Another  device  that  is  Important  in  an 
other  sense  is  an  attachment  to  the  mo- 
tors that  move  the  guns  'Jy^^^^'ch  dlsap- 
oearing  guns  can  be  pulled  down  to  load- 
fng  position  m  drills  after  they  have  been 
elevated  to  firing  position.  At  present 
this  reoulres  four  minute.s'  laborious 
grinding^  at  cranks.  Everybody  knows 
fhere  Is  no  limit  to  the  toll  .-.nd  hardship 
the  American  soldier  will  endure  In  case 
of  necessltv.  but  perhaps  everybody  does 
not  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  heroes  in 
Ichnkl  have  conscientious  scruples  against 
unnecessary  exertion  In  times  of  peace. 
So  this  attachment  for  ^  ^""'"Iv  ,^'',^" 
heavy  guns  will  add  much  of  zest  to  the 
daily  drills  in  the  works. 

Another  labor  saving  device  at  Fortress 
Monroe  which  Is  absolutely  unique  In  mili- 
tary strongholds.  Is  a  railway  from  th« 
fort  to  each  batter>-  In  the  new  works. 
This  not  onlv  handles  supplies  expediti- 
ously, but  the  men  are  haojed  to  and  from 
their  drills  in.stead  of  plodding  laboriously 
a  mile  or  so  through  the  sand  under  a 
boiling  sun.  This  would  be  of  very  great 
Importance  In  time  of  war,  for  It  would 
enable  the  commander  to  rush  men 
where  they  were  most  needed  in  very 
short   order. ^^ 

FACTS  ABOUT  BULLETS 

The  Important  part  played  In  many 
murder  trials  by  h.  flattened  and  mis- 
shapen bit  of  lead  or  steel,  once  in  the 
form  of  a  bullet,  often  leads  to  develop- 
ment of  some  curious  facts,  says  the  Bal- 
timore American.  Jtist  such  a  fact  as 
this  was  adduced  at  the  recent  burder 
trial  of  Charles  P.  Zlnk  before  Judge 
Dobler  and  a  jury  in  the  orimlnal  court.

of  murder  L;  the  second  degree  througti 
the  killing  of  his  child-wife,  Emma  May 
Zink.  at  her  home,  on  Hopkins  avenue,  oa 
Apn:  21,  1!*02. 

Dr.  Nathaniel  G.  Keirle,  city  post  mor- 
tem examiner  for  Baltimore  tor  more 
than  twenty  years,  who  has  performed 
autopsies  upon  more  than  2f*Jt)  bodies, 
many  of  them  murder  cases,  made  a  short 
statement  upon  the  stand  in  testifying 
as  to  the  nature  of  the  wound  that  might 
have  raised  a  vital  question  in  many 
trials.  State's  Attorney  Robert  McLano 
asked  the  surgeon  whether  the  death  in- 
jury was  caused  by  such  a  pistol  as  re- 
covered by  the  police,  a  32-caiiber  affair, 
and.  although  the  witness  held  in  hia 
hand  the  bullet  recovered  from  the  head 
of   the    victim,    he   only    said:     "It    might 

In  explanation  of  this  vague  answer 
Dr.  Keirle  said  the  bullet  had  apparently 
been  considerably  reduced  in  size  in  pass- 
ing through  the  woman's  skull  and 
through  the  brain.  In  other  words,  a 
bullet  of  a  3S-caliber  pattern  might  pos- 
sibly assume  the  apparent  proportions 
of  a  32-caliber  ball  In  the  very  act  of  in- 
flicting the  death  Injury.  In  the  case  in 
question  the  ball  penetrated  to  the  op- 
posite skull  wall,  cracking  the  bone,  and 
was  further  distorted  and  mashed  out  of 
original  shape  by  this  forceful  conduct. 

Where  the  bullet  is  lost  by  complete 
p(  netratlon  of  the  head  and  body,  and 
wlier..'  there  are  elements  of  doubt  as  to 
whether  a  rille.  pistol  or  other  weapon 
of  a  certain  size  was  used,  some  interest- 
ing questions  arise.  If  the  body  is  decom- 
posed It  is  extremely  difflcult  to  have  any 
conclusions  on  the  size  of  the  bullet  by 
the  appearance  of  the  wound  Itself.  This 
is  rendered  doubly  difficult  because  the 
edges  of  the  wound  decompose  more  rap- 
idly than  the  remainder  of  the  body,  and 
in  case  of  bloating  the  wound  is  not  apt 
to  maintain  its  original  size.  This  Is  more 
noticeable  in  summer  than  in  winter,  and 
especially  when  the  body  is  not  em- 
balmed. 

Then  the  metal  of  the  bullet  must  be 
taken  into  consideration.  A  steel  bullet, 
or  a  steel  jacketed  bullet  as  sometimes 
fired  from  a  rifle  is  more  apt  to  pass  en- 
tirely through  the  body  at  a  certain  range 
than  is  the  lead  bullet.  The  thoroughly 
lead  bullet,  or  the  soft-nosed  bullet,  a 
steel  projectile  with  a  lead  head,  spreads 
at  the  tip,  or,  technically  speaking, 
"mushrooms, ■•  on  contact  with  a  object. 
It,  therefore,  makes  a  larger  wound  of 
Ingress  than  the  steel  affair,  and  a  much 
larger  wound  of  egress. 

Blackened  edges  of  wounds  are  more 
likely  to  have  been  caused  by  a  lead  bul- 
let, although  the  ball  with  a  lead  tip 
could  also  produce  this  result.  Regarding 
powder  stains,  smokeless  or  otherwise, 
nothing  of  great  value  is  to  be  gained 
when  the  shooting  occurs  at  a  distance 
greater  than  twelve  or  Hfteen  feet.  At 
the  trial  refeired  to  Dr.  Keirle  stated 
that  from  powder  marks  on  the  face  be 
judged  that  the  shot  had  been  fired  at  a 
distance  of  not  more  than  three  feet, 
which  conclusion  was  later  backed  up  by 
the  assertion  made  on  the  stand  by 
the  i)risoner  himself. 

The  velocity  of  the  bullet  may  affect  tho 
nature  of  wounds  both  of  entrance  and 
of  exit.  In  the  Spanish- American  war 
there  were  numerous  cases  in  which  the 
Mauser  bullets  of  the  Spaniards  went 
clear  through  the  bodies  of  our  soldiers, 
inflicting  a  wound  that  was  slight  and 
ready  healed.  The  velocity  had  the  ef- 
fect of  making  the  bullets  pierce  the  fle.sh 
without  making  ragged  wounds  at  either 
entrance  or  exit.  A  wound  of  entrance, 
even  in  this  connection,  is  invariably 
smaller  than  the  bullet,  which  Is  due  to 
the  involuntary  contraction  immediate- 
ly after  the  ball  enters  the  flesh.  The 
flattening  of  the  bullet  by  striking  a  bone 
might  tend  to  increase  it-s  diameter.  If 
It  was  originallv  one-quarter  of  an  Inch 
In  SIV.O  to  two-thirds  of  an  inch,  and  thus 
cause   a   ia><g«.'d   exit  wound. 

It  actual  t>ferlence  by  the  local  hos- 
pital surgeons,  most  of  whom  have  had 
to  deal  with  wounds  made  by  lead  bul- 
lets, mostly  from  revolver  shots.  It  has 
been  demonstrated  that  the  entry  point 
Ls  usually  .as  small  as  the  bullet,  and 
often  snaller.  The  edges  of  the  skin 
a*e  folded  In  after  the  bullet  and  the  flesh 
abo.^t   the    wound    is   not   torn. 

The  great  trouble  In  murder  trials  Is 
that  experience  has  shown  that  the  varia- 
tion in  wounds  inflicted  by  bullets  of  the 
same  caliber,  and  even  from  the  same 
weapon,  vary  so  greatly  under  circum- 
stances almost  identical  that  the  api>ear- 
ance  of  the  wound  offers  a  very  poor 
basis  on  which  to  either  convict  or  acquit 
an  accused  person.  The  fusing  of  the 
bullet  during  its  passage  through  the  bar- 
rel of  the  weapon  must  be  considered, 
as  must  its  change  of  size  and  form  in 
passing  through  the  air  consequent  on 
thjs  fusing,  its  further  de9"rmity  on 
striking  the  muscles  of  bones  of  the  body 
and  its  loss  of  weight  and  change  of 
shape   in   its  final   stages  of   flight. 

A  leaden  bullet  will  lose  appreciably  in 
weight  by  being  fired,  and  the  form  of  the 
barrel  may  tend  to  reduce  Us  size.  In 
a  rifle  some  of  the  lead  Is  taken  oft  by 
the  grooves.  The  friction  also  heats  and 
tends  to  partially  melt  the  outside  of  tho 
ball,  and  because  of  this  it  changes  Its 
shape  in  the  air. 

One  peculiar  fact  about  a  bullet  is  that 
It  will  verv  often  make  a  wound  of  entry 
smaller  than  the  projectile  Itself,  even 
in  so  brittle  a  substance  as  glass.  This 
point  was  of  vital  importance  in  a  noted 
New  York  case,  where  a  woman  was 
killed  bv  a  bullet  flred  through  a  pane 
of      glass.  Her      husband       was       ar- 

rested, and  part  of  his  defense 
was  that  a  ball  from  his  rifle  could  not 
have  killed  her.  because  the  hole  In  the 
glass  was  smaller  than  the  caliber  of  his 
bullet.  A  series  of  experiments  was 
made,  in  which  bullets  from  a  rifle  of  that 
size  were  flred  through  a  pane  of  glass, 
making  a  hole  so  small  that  a  bullet  of 
natural  size   could   not   pass  through   It. 

Another  strange  fact  ab<iut  a  bullet  Is 
that  it  will  often  pass  through  interven- 
ing clothing,  making  a  hole  that  can 
hardly  be  noticed,  and  yet  carry  on  Its 
point"  a  circular  piece  of  cloth.  The 
carrying  of  bits  of  clothlne  hair  or  dirt 
Into"  wounds  in  such  a  manner  greatly 
enhance  the  dangers  of  peritonitis.  ^^  pre 
it  not  for  this  latter  contact  the  bullet 
would  not  be  nearly  .10  dangerous,  as  its 
rapid  flight  and  heating  makes  It  practi- 
cally  sterile.

St.  Cloudu,  Minn.,  Nov.  15.— 
(Special  to  The  Herald.)— Worn 
out  by  a  night  and  day's  hard 
ride  on  a  train,  the  Duluth  high  8<  hool 
football  team,  which  was  already  in 
very  bad  form  from  lack  of  practice, 
went  down  before  the  speedy  St.  Cloud 
players  here  yesterday  afternoon  by  a 
score  of  17  to  0. 

At  the  very  beginning  a  very  clo.se 
game  was  expected,  with  tlie 
advantage  slightly  In  favor  of 
the  Duluth  men.  St.      Cloud 

played  a  desperate  game,  and  the  tired 
Duiuth  kickers  soon  began  to  weaken. 
The  hard,  low  taikling  «)f  the  St.  Cloud 
players  Injured  nearly  all  of  the  Red 
and  White  men  before  the  end  of  the 
nrst  half. 

Duluth  was  unable  to  hold  the  ter- 
rific line  plunging  of  the  Orange  and 
lUack  backs.  When  they  pulled  Case, 
their  2iH)-pounil  tackle,  back  of  the  line 
and  shot  him  through  center  or  oye.- 
the  tackles,  a  big  gain  was  sure  to  re- 
sult. 

Duluth  tackled  altogether  too  high. 
The  Zenith  city  men  seemed  to  have 
forgotten  all  that  they  ever  knew  of  the 
rudiments  of  football.  As  a  result, 
though  until  weakened  by  the  injuries 
to  players,  their  offensive  play  was 
fully  as  strong  as  St.  Cloud's.  They 
were  rushed  off  their  feet  by  the  sturdy 
St.  (Moud  kickers,  who  got  a  score  of 
12  points  to  0  before  the  end  of  the  first 
half. 

In  the  first  part  of  the  second  half 
the  Duluth  men  took  a  brace,  and  l."* 
si)ite  of  the  fact  that  Peterson,  Cum- 
mings  and  Safford  were  hobb'kins 
through  their  plays,  they,  for  a  short 
time,  ouplayed  their  opponents.  Then 
St.  Cloud  got  the  ball  again  and  a  35- 
y.ird  run  by  Griebler,  wlio  went  through 
ju.st  r>utslde  of  tackle,  brought  them 
again  within  scoring  distance  of  ihc 
Duluth  goal. 

Coach  Park  s.iid  after  the  game: 

"Our  men  were  In  the  worst  of  condi- 
tion after  their  hard  ride  and  long  time 
without  practice.  They  did  not  play 
ball.  We  were  outclas^sed.  I'll  have  to 
teach  them  the  rudiments  of  football  all 
over  again." 

Mueller,  the  big  Minnesota  guard  of 
last  year,  and  at  present  coach  of  the 
Minneapolis  South  Side  high  school, 
whom  the  Duluth  men  brought  along  a.3 
umpire,  said: 

"Duluth  tackled  too  high.  No  team 
could  win  which  tackled  like  that." 

Coach   Merrill,  of  St.  Cloud,  said: 

"I  haven't  got  anything  to  say.  We 
oiit(  lassed  vou,  that's  all." 

"Will  you  admit  that  the  Duluth 
team  was  playing  In  bad  form  and  was 
probably  out  of  condition  from  its 
journey  between  Duluth  and  St. 
Cloud?"  he  was  asked. 

"No,  I  won't.  We  were  In  bad  conat- 
lion   ourselves." 

Ii'  Duluth  had  played  half  the  game 
that  It  has  at  other  times  this  sea.son 
the  score  would  have  reail  very  differ- 
ently. With  the  form  they  showed  m 
the  game  against  Mechanic  Arts  high 
school  they  would  surely  have  beaten 
the   St.   Cloud   men. 

St.  Cloud  played  an  Infinitely  better 
game  than  it  did  in  the  other  game  with 
Duluth.  They  had  speed  and  science 
to  bum.  but  lalloriu^  under  all  of  their 
uilllcultlts  the  Duluth  inen  succeedel 
at  times  in  playing  all  around  them. 

The  Duluth  boys  are  anything  hut 
(luitt'^rs.  In  the  last  part  of  the  second 
half,  with  the  score  17  to  0  against 
them,  and  no  way  apparent  by  which 
".hey  couuldu  win  from  their  opi)onent.^, 
half  the  men  in  ."uch  condition  that 
they  couid  scarcely  stand  on  their  feet, 
they  tore  through  St.  Cloud  for  five 
yards  at  a  time,  putting  up  a  better 
showing  than  at  any  other  part  of  the 
game. 

Cummings'  kicking  leg  was  injured 
In  the  early  part  of  the  struggle,  and 
as  a  result  St.  Cloud  had  the  best  of 
the  kicking  as  well  as  the  rushing 
game. 

At  no  time  did  St.  Cloud  have  a 
cinch.  They  worked  for  every  Inch 
they  galne<l.  and  but  for  the  fatal  habit 
of  tackling  high,  the  Duluth  men  might 
have  beaten  them,  even  In  their  bad 
condition. 


A  cold,  raw  winS  was  blowing  over 
the  field,  which  n^ade  it  very  uncom- 
fortable for  the  players  and  almost 
unbearable  for  the  spectators.  Only  a 
small  crowd  attended. 

Duluth  won  the  toss  and  made  St. 
Cloud  kick  off.  The  strong  wind  blow- 
ing came  directly  at  right  angles  with 
the  field,  so  neither  goal  gave  advant- 
age, over  the  other.  The  field  was  dry, 
hard   sod.    In  exf  ell^nt    condition. 

Duluth  fumbled  the  kick  off,  but 
managed  to  fall  on  the  pigskin  for  a 
slight  advance.  Two  downs  brought 
no  gains,  and  then  Cumndngs  circled 
left  for  1.^  yard!?.  An  orange  and  black 
Jersey  shot  through  the  line  and  Du- 
luth was  downed  for  a  loss  of  four 
yards.  f*ummlngs  gained  two  and  then 
the  wind  spoiled  Cummings'  try  a. 
goal  from  the  40-yard  line. 

St.  Cloud  raplrlly  advanced  the  ball 
to  the  35-yard  line,  where  Duluth  held 
for  downs.  Then  Bradley  bucked  cen- 
ter for  five  yards  and  .^afford  followed 
for  five  more  on  the  guard's  l>aoK 
formation.  Cummings  made  three  out- 
side of  tackle  and  then  four.  Harrl.soa 
made  two  around  right.  Cummings'  leg 
had  already  been  Injured  and  he  misled 
another  try  for  goal. 

After  two  downs  Duluth  got  the  ball 
on  a  fumble  at  the  20-yard  line.  St. 
Coud  held,  and  on  the  first  down  Maioy 
broke  through  the  line,  shook  hlm.selt 
free  of  tackles  and  ran  twenty  yards. 
Ten  yards  more  came  after  three 
downs.  Case  smashed  through  Duluth 
for  fifteen  yards,  carrying  along  a 
couple  of  men  who  tackled  high.  Maloy 
scored  for  St.  Cloud  after  thirteen  min- 
utes' plav.  Goal.  Score:  St.  Cloud,  6; 
Duluth.  b. 

Cummings  kicked  out  of  bounds,  and 

Doane.      St.    Cloud's    wonderful      little 

,  quarterback,  ran  the  hall  back  tw^enty 

yards.     St.  Cloud  gained  fifteen  yards, 

and  was  forced  to  punt. 

Harison  failed  to  gain  for  Duluth, 
and  Oilman  got  throuch  the  line  and 
tackled  Peters<m  on  a  quarterback  run. 
St.  Cloud  got  the  ball  and  advanced  it 
rapidly.  Soon  Maloy  went  over  for  a 
touchdown  just  after  Duluth  had  been 
penalized   for  offside  play. 

Goal  was  kicked.  Duluth,  0;  St. 
Cloud.  12. 

Cummings  kicked  over  the  goal  Ime 
and  then  failed  at  a  60-yard  place  kick 
from  the  free  catch  which  Bradley 
made  of  St.  (^loud's  punt  out.  St.  Cloud 
punted  and  Duluth  ri>turned  thirty 
yards.  Cummings  received  additional 
Injuries. 

The  center  of  the  field  was  the  scene 
of  nearly  all  of  the  fierce  playing  of  the 
second  half.  Cummings  kicked  to  goal 
line  and  the  ball  was  returned  twenty 
yards.  St.  Cloud  was  penalized  five 
vards  for  offside  play.  Cummings 
made  twenty  vards  for  Duuth.  BraJ- 
ley  hurdled  for  Duluth.  Potter  made 
three  and  Cummings  three  yards. 
Harrison  was  tackled  for  a  loss  and 
Peterson  came  down  for  another  loss. 
St.  Cloud  got  the  ball.  Ogle  replaced 
Berg  in  the  St.  Cloud  line-up.  St.  Cloud 
punted.  Cummings'  leK  w.as  very  far 
g.me  and  a  punt  fizr.led.  St.  Cloud 
lost  the  ball  on  ah  offside  penalty. 

Duluth  couldn't 'gain  and  St.  Cloud 
gained  five.  ('rifibler  broke  through 
outside  of  tackle  and  ran  thirty-five 
yards  to  the  6-yard  line  before  brought 
to  earth.  Shooting  b*g  Sas.-  through 
the  line  they  got  their  last  score,  but 
failed  at  goal.  St.  Cloud,  17;  Du-

St.  Cloud  ran  the  kick  off  back 
seventeen  yards.  Griebler  got  away 
for  another  twenty-five  yards  and 
Case  made  five.  WUson  Bradley  re- 
placed Harri.son,  who  had  been  doing 
good  work  all  the  afternoon  in  the 
Duluth  line  up  and  he  made  tight 
yards.  (*ummings  made  fourteen  yard.s 
In  two  downs,  and  then  Case  break- 
ing through  Ogle  tackled  Cummlnjcs 
for  a  loss.  Duluth  punted.  St.  Cloud 
lost  ten  yards  on  a  fumble.  They  made 
one  yard  and  time  was  called  with  the 
ball  at  about  the  center  of  the  field.

ARE  SMUGGLING  PEARLS. 

W.  R.  Williams,  special  agent  of  the 
treasury  department  at  Paris,  is  in  the 
city  at  present,  having  returned  to  this 
country  to  give  testimony  before  the 
board  of  general  appraisers  at  New 
York  In  a  case  of  under-valuation  of 
telescoi>e  lenses,  writes  the  Washington 
correspondent  of  the  Brooklyn  Eagle. 
Mr.  Williams  says  that  there  is  less 
smuggling  now  than  ever  before,  but 
that  under-valuation  of  imports  is  on 
the  increase.  This  seems  to  be  the 
favorite  method  of  getting  goods  into 
the  country  without  the  payment  of 
the  full  duties  impo.sed  by  law.  "There 
Is  now  practically  no  smuggling  by 
professionals."  said  Special  Agent  Will- 
iams. "The  splendid  system  perfected 
by  the  custom  officials,  assisted  by  our 
numerous  agents  on  both  sides  of  the 
water,  makes  it  almost  Impo.ssible  for 
anyont  to  Indulge  in  the  wholesale 
smuggling  of  valuable  articles.  The 
average  person  seems  to  think  that  it 
would  be  a  simple  task  to  go  abroad, 
buy  up  $10,000  or  $20,000  worth  of  dia- 
monds and  slip  them  by  the  cust,om8 
ofiicers  unnoticed.  But  let  him  try  It 
and  he  will  discover  how  complete  is 
our  system  for  detecting  Just  such 
cases. 

"A  person  might  get  J2000  or  $3000 
worth  of  diamonds  through  without 
duty,  but  when  he  gets  much  higher 
than  that  he  is  almost  certain  to  be 
found  out.

By  the  time  he  makes  his 
purchases  it  is  pretty  well  known 
there.  Suppose  he  gets  them  througn 
the  custom  house  without  the  payment 
of  duty  and  disposes  them  to  some 
dealer  here  at  a  low  price.  The  dealer 
puts  them  on  sale  at  prices  way  below 
the  normal  rates.  The  other  dealers 
are  on  to  the  fact  at  once,  for  the 
margin  of  profit  on  these  stones  is  so 
low  that  cut-rate  selling  is  noticed  by 
the  trade  instantly.  The  Diamond 
Dealers'  association  .sends  us  a  tip 
that  a  jeweler  is  selling  diamonds  at 
unreasonably  low  prices.  One  of  our 
men  drops  around  to  lind  when  the 
goods  were  imported,  and  in  this  way 
we  get  track  of  the  original  seller.  He 
is  unable  to  explain  when  the  diamonds 
paid  duty,  and  we  confiscate  the  whole 
lot.  We  are  constantly  srettlng  tips  of 
this  kind  from  the  association,  either 
on  one  side  of  the  water  or  the  other.

"in  one  town  that  we  showed  In  early 
in  the  lirist  season,  the  giant  was  witn 
us  there  was  quite  a  fire  the  day  we 
showed  thei-v.  This  fire  happened  to 
•■ome  just  at  the  hour  between  the 
morning  parade  and  llie  beginning  of 
the  afternoon  show,  and  the  giant 
went  to  it,  just  as  everybody  might,  to 
look  <m,  but  he  hadn't  been  there  more 
than  a  minute  and  a  half  when  some- 
thing happened.

According  to  Consul  General  Hughes,  at 
Coburg.  tho  recent  agricultural  fair  at 
Halle  has  shown,  the  wonderful  strides 
that  Germany  has  made  withing  the  last 
eighteen  months  In  alcohol  motors,  says 
the  Washington  Star.  This  Is  due  to  a 
grreat  extent,  he  says,  to  the  personal  in- 
terest taken  in  the  subject  of  the  use  and 
application  of  alcohol  for  trade  purposes 
by  tho  emperor,  and  also  to  the  low  price 
at  which  this  spirit  for  fuel  purposes  (con- 
taining atK>ut  90  per  cent  of  pure  alcohol) 
la  furnished  all  over  Germany— a  quart 
costing  only  5  cents. 

The  great  advantage  of  a  spirit  motor 
over  the  ordinary  steam  engine,  the  con- 
sul general  says,  are  that  It  Is  always 
ready  for  use.  without  preliminary  warm- 
ing up;  It  can  be  filled,  oiled  and  started 
In  from  two  to  three  minutes;  there  Is  r.o 
constant  supplying  of  coal  and  water,  and 
no  danger  of  lire  or  explosion;  no  permits 
are  required  from  government  authorities, 
and  there  Is  no  compulsory  inspecfon; 
the  spirit  is  easily  obtainable  in  ail  dis- 
tricts; there  Is  no  smoke  or  smell  and 
the  weight  of  a  portable  spirit  motor  is 
about  one-half  that  of  a  portable  steam 
engine  of  equal  power.     He  continues: 

"With  regard  to  cost,  a  large  German 
firm  that  exhibited  at  Halle  showed  C  lo  8- 
horse  power  jiortablo  alcohol  motors  for 
$J'i.'i..'H:  10  to  12-horso  power  motors  for 
$i::iS.i>.  and  IC  to  20-horse  power  motors 
for  $13M.t>l.  In  the  tests  made,  one  tvi.al 
showed  a  consumption  of  Vl  kilogram  (.y2 
IMiund)  of  w;  per  cent  spirit  and  .3^  kilo- 
gram (.81  pound)  of  a  mixture  of  one-lifth 
benzel  and  four-fifths  86  per  cent  spi.-its 
in  both  caRes  per  brake  horse  power  per 
htur.  If  our  American  automobile  ma.id- 
facturera,"  says  the  consul  general,  "wish 
to  capture  the  German  market  with  thvdr 
lighter,  better  and  more  styUsh  runabouts 
and  pleasure  wagon.s,  1  think  they  would 
do  well  to  adopt  alcohol  as  a  fuel.  " 

DOG  S  VOCABULARY. 

Suppose  you  are  out  walking  with  a 
friend  and  go  into  the  yard  where  liis  dog 
guards  the  property.  The  dog  comes 
Imiinding  toward  you.  wagging  his  tail  so 
violently  that  his  whole  body  twists  and 
turns.  Of  course  yon  know  what  this  sign 
languagt;  means,  says  the  San  Francisco 
Call. 

As  the  dog  comes  toward  you  ho  barks 
three  or  four  times.  It  Is  a  joyous  bark, 
which  tells  you  at  once  how  glad  he  Is  to 
See  his  master.  As  he  draws  no.qp  he  rec- 
ognizoi)  .von  as  a  strangvr  and  at  once  re- 
treats. A  low.  slow  growl  gurgles  up  from 
deep  in  his  throat,  it  is  simply  a  challenge 
and    an    Inquiry— a    quesjtlon    mark. 

But  a  dog  growls  when  he  Ixcomes 
an«ry  at  another  dog  and  wishes  to  enter 
.a  fight.  Listen  closely  the  first  opportun- 
ity that  presents  Itself,  and  you  will  learn 
how  different  are  these  two  growls.  The 
growl  <if  Inipdry  Is  slow  and  rather  deep, 
while  that  of  anger  is  higher  and  is  given 
with  greater  rapidity. 

If  you  will  watch  carefully,  another 
peculiarity  will  bo  seen— the  whole  facial 
expression  ff  tho  animal  changes  with 
these  two  kinds  of  vocal  expression. 
When  a  dog  growls  at  the  approach  of 
a  stranger  the  face  Is  rather  placid  and 
you  will  see  that  tho  lips  hang  well  over 
the  teeth  and  the  hair  along  the  dog's 
back  lies  flat.  In  anger  the  eyes  become 
nbnrirmally  bright,  the  teeth  show  white 
between  the  tightly  drawn  litis  and  the 
long  hair  of  the  Imck  stands  almost  on 
end. 

Another  sound  which  the  dog  makes 
Is  the  long  drawn  howl  which  is  usually 
hoard  when  ho  sits  under  the  light  of 
th.^  moon  and  tells  how  unutterably  lonoiv 
he  is.  Th4>  same  sound  Is  ."omotlme's  heard 
when  a  largo  boll  Is  rung  or  a  tin  horn 
blown  close  f'l  the  animal  It  would  seem 
that  tho  howl  Is  used  most  exclnslvelv 
to  express  some  peculiar  emotion  caused 
by  a  loud  and  prolonged  noise,  or.  on  the 
other  hand,  by  Impressive  stillness.

SIDEWALK 
COASTING 


Police  Will  Go  After  It 
Again  This   Com- 
ing Winter. 


Will  Employ  More  Forc- 
ible  Means  Than 
Heretofore. 


Youngsters  Are  Already 
Beginning   the  Dan- 
gerous Practice. 


Sidewalk  coasting  is  positively  pro- 
hibited. 

"In  former  years  the  department 
sought  to  stop  sidewalk  coasting  by 
ordinary  persuasion.  We  found  that 
such  measures  were  not  very  success- 
ful. Now  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  to 
take  more  strenuous  steps,  for  we  have 
determined  that  this  particularly  dan- 
gerous   winter    nuisance    must    stop," 

said    Chief   Troyer. 

This  morning  the  ice-coated  hill 
walks  were  taken  possession  of  by 
thousands  of  youngsters,  and  it  seemed 
that  three  complaints  were  made  at 
police  headquarters  for  every  young- 
ster that  was  enjoying  himself. 

Persons  walking  down  the  avenue 
were  compelled  to  dodge,  jump  and  do 
fancy  sidesteps  that  were  startling  to 
see  and  most  difficult  to  accomplish. 

Only  one  accident  was  reported  up  to 
noon.  Out  on  Twelfth  avenue  west  a 
very  large  man's  feet  flew  from  under 
him  and  he  sat  down  on  a  very  small 
boy. 

The  youthful  coaster  had  the  breath 
knocked  out  of  him  and  became  death- 
ly pale,  but  after  a  few  moments  he 
recovered  suftlclently  to  cry,  and  was 
taken  home. 

Wagon  drivers  and  street  car  motor- 
men  have  to  be  particularly  careful 
In  the  neighborhoods  where  the  chil- 
dren are  coasting,  but  no  accidents 
were  reported  from  this  .source. 

The  police  ask  parents  of  children  to 
co-operate  with  them  in  suppressing 
this  particular  nuisance.  Chief  Troyer 
says  that  there  Is  greater  danger  to  the 
children  than  to  those  that  they 
strike. 

He  says  further  that  if  It  Is  neces- 
sary to  make  arrests  on  this  account, 
there  will  be  no  favoritism,  and  the 
children  of  all  sorts  and  conditions  ot 
citizens  must  be  treated  alike,  but  he 
trusts  that  none  of  his  officers  will 
have  the  unpleasant  duty  of  taking  a 
child  in  custody.

DAYS  OF  SLAVE    AUCTIONS

Nwe  Orleans    Hotel    Was 
Famous  Mart. 

"Talking  about  the  old  St.  Charles." 
said  an  old-timer,  to  the  New  Oriean.^ 
Times-Democrat,  "it  was  one  of  the 
best  known  slave  marts  in  the  olden 
days.  There  were  two  stands  erected, 
one  for  males  and  one  for  females,  fit 
each  end  of  the  bar.  There  the  auction 
took  place  every  Saturday.  Some- 
times there  were  only  a  few  to  be  sold 
and  sometimes  there  were  a  great 
many.  Anyway,  they  brought  fancy 
prices  in  those  days,  between  1857  and 
1860.  The  importation  of  slaves  had 
practically  stopped  then,  and  the 
prices  were  good.  Besides,  the  war 
cloud  had  not  come  so  close  that  men 
really  believed  there  was  going  to  be 
a  gigantic  ttruggie.  Planters  from  all 
along  the  river,  from  Natchez  and 
Vicksburg  and  all  places  between,  u.sed 
to  congregate  in  New  Orleans  and 
come  around  for  the  purpose  of  buy- 
In.g    a    likely    looking    woman. 

"The  men  always  brought  the  best 
prices,  of  course,  because  they  could 
do  the  most  work.  Sometimes  thj 
price  went  as  high  as  $1200  and  som.e- 
tlmes  it  was  as  low  as  $500.  It  all  de- 
pended on  whether  the  fellow  who  was 
selling  had  to  sell  or  not.  Things  were 
then  very  much  as  they  are  now^  In 
that  regard,  and  men  were  as  apt  as 
ever  to  take  advantage  of  the  ml.sfor- 
tunes  of  their  brethren.  If  the  slave 
was  a  man  and  warranted  in  good 
health,  the  first  bid  was  .somewhere  In 
the  neighborhood  of  $500— that  Is,  if 
the  owner  did  not  have  to  .sell  him  to 
pay  his  debts.  That  being  the  case 
the  first  bid  was  liable  to  be  in  the 
region  of  $300.  Then  the  contest 
i  started,  and  the  auctioneer,  after  tl;e 
manner  of  his  kind,  prated  on  the  value 
of  the  man  he  was  selling  and  what 
the  productive  capactv  of  the  average 
man  was  when  he  got  to  the  feild  and 
was  in  charge  of  a  boe  or  had  the 
direction  of  the  energies  of  a  mule. 
The  bidding  would  %o  along  untli  It 
reached  $1000.  and  then  there  would 
be  some  hesitation  until  those  who 
really  liked  the  man  for  his  general 
appearance  could  have  time  to  adjust 
themselves  to  the  situation.  Finally 
some  man  would  timidly  bid  $1200,  and 
there  would  be  a  pause  unless  the  slave 
on  the  block  was  an  unusually  good 
man. 

"It  was  all  cash  In  those  days,  and 
everybody  had  the  money.  To  me, 
fresh  from  the  bogs  of  Ireland,  It  was 
a  revelation.  I  never  saw  so  much  In 
my  life  and  I  have  not  seen  such  times 
since  then,  though  I  have  seen  men 
who  had  more  money  than  any  of  the 
sugar  planters  of  those  days.  In  those 
times  all  the  people  seemed  to  hav? 
money.  If  you  did  not  have  any  your- 
self, all  you  had  to  do  was  to  ask  the 


next  man  for  it,  and  you  grot  it.  The 
wealth  was  evenly  distributed.  I  was 
amazed,  for  I  had  come  from  a  country 
which  was  poor  then,  and  Is  poor  even 
yet,  and  I  had  not  been  used  to 
velvet  and  those  things  which  go  for 
luxury.  I  had  run  away  from  a  ship 
down  near  the  barracks,  and  I  thought 
for  a  while  I  had  lanaed  In  some  pluce 
where  they  grew   the  money. 

"Those  good  old  times  have  gone,  the 
princely  sugar  planters  have  gone,  the 
selling  of  slaves  has  been  abolished,  the 
old  hotel  Is  but  a  memory  and  yet  I 
sometimes  find  myself  wishing  for 
their  return.  They  were  the  days 
when  there  was  something  else  In  life 
besides  the  mere  getting  of  money, 
when  there  was  little  of  selfishness  and 
much  of  generosity,  when  riches  coun- 
ted for  just  what  they  would  bring 
in  the  market  and  for  the  enjoyment 
and  the  pleasure  they  gave  to  oli.ers 
as  well  as  to  the  possessor.  But  what 
is  the  use  of  regretting  the  decline, 
when  we  were  talking  about  slave 
trading  and  slavery?  The  selling  of 
slaves  continued  there  every  Saturday 
until  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  Of 
course,  when  the  people  saw  the  v.ar 
was  coming,  the  number  of  slaves  to 
be  sold  fell  off.  for  the  reason  there 
were  few  buyers,  but  the  business  v.as 
kept  up  until  the  call  for  troops  was 
made  and  then  the  buyers  were  un- 
der arms  and  the  business  died  of  it- 
self. 

"I  used  to  stand  and  watch  the  traf- 
fic in  human  beings  when  I  was  a  uoy. 
There  was  nothing  of  heartlessness, 
nothing  of  cruelty,  nothing  of  mean- 
ness in  it.  These  people  had  been 
reared  to  a  system,  and  the  systmi, 
if  bad  was  not  of  their  originating. 
They  used  to  take  the  newly  bought 
slave,  and  the  first  thing  they  did  was 
to  feed  him  well  and  tell  him  where 
he  was  going.  They  were  liberal  and 
generous,  those  planters  of  the  days 
before  the  war.  They  used  to  take  care 
of  their  people  and  they  educated  the 
slaves  and  made  them  fit  for  some- 
thing. The  best  evidence  we  have  of 
this  is  that  the  generation  which  was 
freed  by  the  bayonet  was  the  oost 
generation  of  negroes  which  we  have 
seen.  We  have  not  their  like  now,  and 
it  will  be  a  long  time  before  we  get  the 
loke  of  them.  But  the  war  stopped  the 
sale  of  slaves  and  the  auctioneer  had 
nothing    else    to    do,    so    he    enlisted. 

"After  the  war  there  were  stiU  auc- 
tions  at  the  old  bar.  but  they  w-ere 
merely  of  those  things  which  w-e  can 
sell  now.  and  that  is  of  no  intere.'st. 
Still  there  was  always  a  memory 
of  the  old  days  about  the  hotel.  I 
came  to  New  Orleans  without  a  dollar 
but  the  memory  of  the  time  when  I 
had  first  seen  them  sell  men  .and  wo- 
men was  strong  within  me.  and  it  ^vas 
only  destroyed  when  the  old  btilld-ng 
was  destroyed  by  fire.  I  never  looked 
at  the  bar  but  what  I  thought  of  the 
auctions.  I  never  went  in  there  but  I 
thought  of  the  time  when  men  bought 
their  plantation  workers  within  its 
walls.  And  right  here  It  ought  to  be 
.said  that  the  selling  of  slaves  was  not 
half  as  bad  as  it  is  said  to  be.  The 
slave  was  used  to  it.  He  had  been  sold 
before,  and  he  was  brought  up  to  be- 
lieve that  he  would  be  sold  again.  He 
knew  the  value  of  loyalty  to  his  mas- 
ter and  he  gave  every  man  whose  chat- 
tie  he  was  unquestioning  obedience. 
This  was  shown  during  the  war,  w-nen 
the  slave  had  the  opportunity  to  burn 
every  home  in  the  South,  and  yet 
scarcely  a  single  act  of  atocityis  re- 
corded during  that  time. 

"It  would  be  interesting  to  know  how 
many  people  were  sold  at  those  old 
auction  stands.  I  do  not  know  and  I 
have  never  heard  the  number  estimat- 
ed, but  sometimes  1  wonder  how  many 
there  were  whose  whole  future  was 
dlsjjosed  of  there.  It  Is  one  of  those 
things  which  wjll  never  be  settled, 
but  it  Is  interesting  to  speculate  on. 

"But  the  selling  of  slaves  was  not 
the  only  thing  about  the  old  St. 
Charles.  Expeditions  were  organized 
there  to  go  to  Nicaragua  and  to  Cuba 
and  all  the  other  republics  to  the 
south  of  us.  New  Orleans  was  the 
great  outfitting  point  for  them  all 
In  those  days.  They  congregated  here 
by  the  hundreds,  members  of  the  best 
families,  young  men  who  were  with  all 
the  world  before  them,  but  who  were 
anxious  to  help  to  fight  for  the  lib- 
erty of  the  brown  people  in  the  South. 
Crittenden,  who  died  with  Lopez  in 
Cuba,  and  all  those  who  died  with 
Walker  strolled  through  the  rotunda, 
the  old.  magnificent  rotunda,  and  told 
their  stories  of  ambition  and  the  stories 
of  their  lives.  Some  of  them  were  not 
very  brilliant,  had  been  disappointed  in 
politics,  some  had  been  disappointed 
in  othe.-  ways,  and  some  had  been  the 
victims  of  overplay.  But  they  were  a 
cheery  lot  of  fellows,  ready  and  w illing 
to  take  what  fate  had  in  sore  for 
them,  and  they  went  out  to  the  Jungle 
and  to  death  with  the  smile  of  youth 
on  their  faces.  ^  ,        , 

"If  the  old  place  could  have  found 
the  voice  for  all  the  romances  told 
within  Its  walls  there  would  be  no  nt^d 
for  the  latest  American  novelist.  He 
would  already  have  arrived.  They 
had  dreamed  grand  dreams,  these 
youngsters;  they  had  fought  all  the 
battles  m  advance  and  they  were  sure 
of  victory." 

DOHERTY'S  LEAP  FOR  LIFE 

Jumped     Through     Window 
While  Jury  was  out. 

The  chase  that  this  convict  Tracy  led 
nis  pursuers  reminds  me  of  a  little  ex- 
perience of  a  similar  nature  in  which  I 
played  an  Important  part  while  I  was 
down  In  Arizona  some  years  ago  said  a 
theatrical  manager  who  was  talking  to 
some  friends  at  the^  race  track  the  othei 
day,  according  to  the  Brooklyn  Citizen. 

"My  partner  in  the  theatrical  adventure

"He  was  a  big  raw-boned  Westerner, 
such  as  you  would  meet  anywhere  in 
those  days  around  California.  I  fell  in 
with  him  m  San  Francisco.  The  company 
I  took  out  to  Australia,  which  offered  a 
great  field  for  the  show  business  then, 
proved  a  failure.  I  just  got  back  to  the 
states  with  my  passage  and  a  torn  hand- 
kerchief. I  was  pretty  well  down  to  the 
last  straw  and  ready  to  take  up  with  al- 
most anybody  or  anything  that  had  a  -^ 
tie   coin  "in   It. 

"They  were  Just  putting  the  railroad 
through  to  Phoenix,  and  thousands  of 
men  were  sent  down  there  from  "Frisco 
to  work.  A  friend  of  mine  suggested  that 
it  would  be  a  good  place  to  start  a  con- 
cert hall  and  get  some  of  the  money.  Tho 
place  was  almost  a  wilderness  then,  and 
miles  away  from  the  comforts  of  civi- 
lization. ,  ,    ^    . 

"I  looked  the  thing  over  and  concluded 
that  It  was  worth  taking  a  chance  on. 
anyhow,  and  as  I  had  nothing  to  lose  It 
would  bring  me  a  few  miles  nearer  to 
Now   York. 

"The  railroad  people  were  anxious  to 
have  something  like  that  down  there, 
because  they  found  It  difficult  to  keep 
men  enough  to  work  on  the  road,  on  ac- 
count of  tne  graveyard  air  the  camp  as- 
sumed at  night.  Most  of  the  men  got 
homesick  and  bolted. 

'  1  broached  the  proposition  to  them  and 
they  agreed  to  give  me  my  passage  and 
to  pay  for  a  lot  of  cheap  variety  actors 
and  singers  to  start  the  thing  along.  1 
was  Introduced  to  Bill  Doherty.  who  was 
willing  to  Invest  a  few  hundreds  In  the 
scheme.

What  the  men  didn't  leave  of  their  wages 
at  the  end  of  the  month  at  tne  gamb- 
ling tables  or  the  bar,  the  women  re- 
lieved them  of.  Everybody  had  to  pro- 
duce to  Bill,  and  the  way  the  coin  rolled 
into   him   set   him   nutty. 

"The  whole  thing  went  along  bully  for 
about  six  months,  when  we  had  to  build 
an  entirely  new  building  to  accommodate 
the  business.  We  put  up  a  big  hall  and  a 
three-story  hotel.  I  was  beginning  to 
think  of  settling  down  permanently  at 
Phoenix.  It  was  the  softest  snap  1  had 
struck.    But  it   was   too   good   to   last. 

"i^UJ  began  to  drink  heavily.  Soon  af- 
ter fiie  new  place  was  finished  he  was 
drunk  every  night  and  always  mixing  It 
with  somebody.

"One  of  the  women  was  a  fairly  good- 
looking  creature  and  Bill  was  kind  of  soft 
on  her.  She  got  stuck  on  one  of  the 
young  surveyors,  who  was  working  on 
the  railroad.  He  was  a  college  man  and 
had  just  been  sent  on  from  the  filast  to 
lay  out  the  route  of  the  road.  Bill  notic- 
ed the  attachment,  and  was  insanely 
jealous.  He  began  to  drink  heavier.  I 
tried  to  get  the  woman  to  break  it  off, 
but  she  was  stubborn. 

"Well,  the  climax  came  one  evening  just 
as  the  sun  was  going  down.  I  lived  in 
a  little  log  cabin  a  half  a  mile  from  tne 
concert  hall.  I  was  standing  at  the  door 
after  supper  looking  at  the  red  sky  touch- 
ing the  barren  plains  away  to  the  west, 
when  1  saT»  two  figures  on  horseback 
galloping  toward  me  from  the  town.  A 
great  cloud  of  dust  behind  them  and  the 
men' seemed  excited.  1  knew  at  once  that 
something  was  up.  and  surmised  that  Bllt 
had  busted   the  game  at  last. 

"The  men  dashed  up  to  the  cabin.  I 
recognized  one  of  them  as  a  deputy 
sheriff. 

'•  'Bill's  killed  that  young  surveyor 
down  at  the  harll,'  he  said:  'You'd  better 
come  and  look  after  him;  he's  in  the 
lock-up.' 

"My  pony  was  standing  by  the  door.  I 
jumped  Into  my  saddle  without  stopping 
for  anything  or  saying  a  word,  and  rode 
away  with  the  men.

The  mob  tiled 
Into  the  room  and  packed  It  lo  suffoca- 
tion. 

"I  knew  what  the  result  would  be.  and 
told  two  of  the  men  who  worked  In  the 
gambling  house  to  go  outside  and  briuff 
tho  horses  around  to  the  rear  of  th« 
building. 

"Word  was  passed  to  Bill.  He  shook 
his  head  as  if  he  understood.  Jle  waa 
seated  between  the  sherrlf  and  hie 
deputy.  The  onlv  person  in  front  of  him 
was  the  judge,  who  sat  a  a  table.  A  win- 
dow was  directly  back  of  him,  and  it  wae 
open.

Is  e<iui|)ped 
with  a  scries  of  sharp,  knifelike  blades 
on  Its  gills,  ^^■hencver  It  opens  its  gills 
and  brushes  up  against  ah  animate  ob- 
ject it  usually  leaves  its  marks  behind  it. 
Great  care  must  be  exercised  in  handlinj? 
It.     There  ia  safety  only  behind  the  gills. 

The  surgeon  flsh  also  carries  concealed 
weapons.  On  either  side,  at  the  smallest 
part  of  the  body,  the  point  of  Injunction 
between  the  body  and  the  tall,  Is  what 
looks  like  a  small  fin  closed  in  tight 
against  the  body.  It  Is  about  half  an  Inch 
long.  One  could  not  detect  anything  un- 
usual In  running  the  hand  back  over  It, 
except  that  It  was  like  a  horn  in  nub. 
stance.  This  Is  the  surgeon  fish's  con- 
cealed   weapon.      When    angered    he    will 

throw  this  horn  spike for  that  Is  what

Within  fifteen  minutes  a  man  was  lying 
on  a  couch  and  the  physician  was  making 
a  10-lnch  Incision  In  his  back.

Mfteen   years   ago    there   was   a   police- 
man   in    New   York    named    Sheridan.    He 
had  a  side  imrtner  as  extraordinarily  big  , 
as   he   was   little.  ,        ^        ,.^1.  i 

The  big  man  one  day  interfered  with  i 
the  doings  of  a  notorious  East  Side  gang  , 
known  as  Short  Tails,  and  he  was  mur-  1 
dered  In  broad  daylight  on  his  post  for  ;
